by one or more Burkendazes of the Hindoo religion, and it shall be the diitv of tlia 
Police Officers to announce to the persons fissemhled for the perfoi inance of the Cere¬ 
mony that it is illegal, and to endeavour to prevail on them to disperse, explaining to 
them that, in the event of their persisting m it, they will involve them-ielves in a 
crime and become subject to piinishmeiilby the Criminal C mrts. Should the parties 
Bsaembled proceed in defiance of these remonstrances to carry the Ceremony into 
effect, it shall he the duty of the Police OlRcers to use alllawfiil means in their power 
to’prevent the sacrifice from taking piace and to apprehend the principal persons 
Biding and abetting in the performance of it, and in the event of the Police Offici-rs 
being unable to apprehend them, tlvy shall endeavour to ascertain their names and 
places of abode, and shall immediately comiAumcate the wliole of the paiticulars to 
the Magistrate or Joint Magistrate for his orders.

We the undersigned British Merchants and others, fnhahitanls of Calcut¬ 
ta, request you will be pleased to convuue a General Meeting at the Town 
Hall, at as early a period as posstbl^j, for the purpose of Petitiomnjf Parliament 
to tlirow open the CiiinU and India Trade, and to provide, on the expiration of 
the existin'^ Charter of the East India Company, for the unfettere^pplication 
ot British Skill, Capital and Industry, to the Commercial and Agricultural re¬ 
sources of India,

Pursuant to the foiegoing requisition, I hereby apiioiril a Meeting of the 
British Inhabitanis and others, Inlialntaats of Calcutta, to be held at the Town 
Hall on Tuesday the loth day of December next, at the hour of eleven in the 
forenoon, for the purpose expressed by tlie Eequisitionists.

The High Sheriff having read•Ihe. requisition, Mr. John Palmer was called to the 
Chait by iicclamation, and opened the business of the meeting in. a brief address. 

f Mr. .Totin Smith smd, that unaccustomed as he was to address so numerous and 
respectable an asatunbly, be had to claim the indulgence of tlie Meeting ■whilst he mov¬ 
ed the first resolution. He did not wish to see any motion brought forward, which 
tended to change tlie existing government ; he did not desire to see it taken out of 
the hands of the East India Com puny, and placed in those of the Ministers of the 
Crown ; that was a question to be decided hy the Legislature in its wisdom, but 
whilst he acknowledged the indulgence of that government, whilst be admitted that 
he hirosi'lf had arrived in this country nearly five and twenty years ago without a li¬ 
cence and vyas permitted to remain, he thought that no member of it would deny that 
right whichis inherentin every man, to petition, or object to representations being 
made to Parliament to do away with the regulations which at present exist, against 
the.adimssion of Europeans into this country ; to abolish the disgraceful and odious 
svstem of transtiussion, save in such cases astho.se, where their longer residence ia 
the country uiightendangerthe weal of the State. He said that, thatbugbear Coloniaati- 
oii of which they had lieard and seen so much of late, was not worth petitioning for ; 
for in Ins opinion the climate would never allow of its being carried to any great ex¬ 
tent, he thought that the general at'rioulturai employment of Europeans could never 
be far promoted as a system in India. 

As this subject would bij, much better cominf'nted upon by abler persons he would* 
not intrude longer uponwheir attention but read to them the resolution be intended « 
to propose. 

“ pint this meeting considers itself called upon, adverting to the pending diacuasi- 
one in the Legislature on Ae renewal of the H. Charter, to make known aitt des¬ 
olate unreservedly to Parnament its wishes and views in regard to such matters aa 
more particularly touch the interests and welfare of this Country, whether tli««*iadui- 
nistration qf its Government be cond,;icted for the future directly by tho MiuutUS Oi 
the CroivA, or tlurough the organ of the Ea»t India Company.g

man and carried uuaniiuously.

Tnil-'ed th*' oTooositionsit 
contains are so ohviouslv true, that they require no support, bv either illustration or 
argument, the only wonderis that at this time of day this comm unity should be unilertho 
necessity of pelilioning T^irliameiit for wlial is sq palpablv b -ncfici d to any and eviO'y 
country under British rule, “ the unfettered application of British shill, capital anilin- 
dustry to the coinmercitil and agricultural reaourceti of liidin,” a necessity only t > 1)« 
explained bv the tmomalons constitution of the Fi'. st India (’ompany. Its political and 
its commercial interests were in direct oppo^iition, and the, latter h ing pnininonnt, 
the Free Iradei^hecamo tlio victim of the collision to the injiirv oi all parties. To 
no other cause it is po.ssible to attribute the restiictions imposed up''n the resoit and 
josidence of Europeans in the country, a policy so niaiiifeBtly absurd, and opposed to 
every liberal and enlightened principle of (Jovenunent. 

Mr. BKACKi'vhere read the following reeolution which was secouded hy Mr, Mei> 
Vu.i.E and cavriechimonimoiisly. 

That this meeting deliberately adheres to the opinions e.vpressed by a sinnlar 
meeting on the .hth November l8Sf7 in its leading resolution and embodied in Petitions 
to both HoiJSbs of Parliament, to tins e fleet “that the Commeicial mtercouise he- 
“ tween England and India is susrejitible of great and indefinite extension, which 
“ is prevented by the imposition of extra duties on the Products in India, and by 
“ legal obstructions to tho application of Bntisb Skill and Papitiil to the cultivation^ 
“ of those Prodnct.s, and enterlain.s a just confidence that the wisdom and justice of 
*' Parliament will, by the removal of such impediments give an immediate impulso 
“ to the Commercial prosperity of both Couutries and incalculably promote tho 
“ general interest of India.” 

. Mr. l.iMo.vn read the next resolution, which was seconded by Mr. Willis and car¬ 
ried without dis,sentioii. 

“ That it is an obstruction to the industry of individuals prejudicial to good Govern¬ 
ment, and to improvement, and even attended with po.sUivc meTenntile loss to the

Mr. Cl. A. PI^I^SJ^'I‘ in proposing the fourth resolution, hogged to draw a distinc¬ 
tion between the present and the meeting of 18s?7 ; he was anxious to do so for the 
sake of preserving his own consistenev in going further now (Iran he was inchru'd to 
do before. In 18‘i7 the piomineut object of the Meeting was tin* Sugar quostiou, and 
it was then thought advisable, by some, to seek for the removal of other disabilities ; 
but on thesame principle thatlho Galliolic ipiestion was not pressed by its advocates 
that Session of Parliament he was anxious that we should not emharrass witli impor¬ 
tunate demands a Ministry lately come with power whom w'e considered our fiieuds 
—our friends because we knew them to be liberal men having enlarged views ofoom- 
inerce and of the rights and liberties of British subjects. He was therefore iiiclip 4 
to confide much in their protection and that tlK’y should only demand that w hich wiiai 
the ostensible object of the meeting. But since these things wore a diflcient com- 

f lexion, every point was open to them now, for it was generally understood that the 
lulian question on its fullest and broadest basis w'as to be brought before Parliament 
during llie next Session, a Sessions wdiich perhaps had before this commenced, there¬ 
fore now ornever they should petition. If another reason were wanting, there was a 
rumonr in circulation tliat the intention of permitting Eurppeans to bold land had 
*f)een disapproved of at home, a regulation which gave thcn^PUrt of w'hat they desired ^ 
‘ this of itself was a sufficient cause but whatever the result of that regulation was, i^ 
was the duty of the present meeting to come forward and show its thanks to those 
^^hojiiad been willing to accord even this favour. ^ 

Having said this much in vindication of his motive, he 'i^ould next proceed to re- 
maike'pon the resohitJou which he was about to propose ; it touched upon the Gliina 
i(ra<ib which w-m, to be looked upon in two ways ; with Great Britain and with Bengal 
•pd the etlier Presjdcncieti olMmUt*, It might he said bp remarked, that the formej. 
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elwuld ho Jeft to iij* atl^’ocatos at liome as there were tho'fp in England who would not 
Iravo the sioveromenl in ijjnorance of the nahts they chum ; hut it was for this iijeet- 
ini' to £;o into nod expose tlie arnmneiits whndi luid been usedfin il.< favour. 'J’ho only 
two lie had ever heard luTvancert were Ist.^liat the reveruiP of the tea trade as it now 
existed was "renter and more easilv ^collected. ‘Jdly, lhat in conse(|uence of the pecu¬ 
liar liabits of tile Chinese .lul lAie ma'iners of T'nropeuns in Cliina, the trade would be , 
liable to frequent in( rrupl.ious. 11 uli Kderenpe lo the first, nothing in his opinion 
wonlfl injure the tiade except a reduction in the supply, for if under a diflerfint system 
the same quantity of loa was iniporti'd tho (lovernment li id it surely in its power to 
levy the same amount of duty. Jt didmot appear iliat in England they had wanted a 
supply of that most useful and necessary eomm<ality, Waltpetre, or that its price had 
been raised anice the confriict wuth the East India Company had ceased. 

With refeienoe to the second objeetton, had they not the examples of other 
countries trading to Cliina . had they not the fact of tiie Optmn trade carried 
on in the teedi of tiie C'unese law and tiehhng tho ('ompimy an immenso 
profit though I hey affected not to kn iw of its exte'ence. '1 he Erench had not 
found It cecessary to form a company fty tho regulation of Iheir,^, and it 
was Rtrango to say tliat monopoly and a ^mpaiiy wore ru'cessvuy to protect the 
Hiitis'i trade, when (he Ameiieans did not roijuire either, whose sailors, assiniu- 
lated to Enghshmeu, in appearance, in*ma(mers and ha'ms ; vet thenr trade was not 
stopped so often as the tlompanv's. Batthere was tins tact winch showed the inex- * 
pediency of a Companv havnig fdie evciusivp trade, if one ol llicir Slnf^cornmitted'- 
!in iid'ence all other llntish Vessids were included all were made accounfahle, the tradto 
of all were stopped; then what was tho natural inJoreucc ? wliv, that under Other 
circuin-tunc(>s cacli would he in.ido answerable lor tlieiiihclves, and tlie general tom- 
inerce would not then snlf'cr for the offence of a particular vessel. 

Mr. PaiNSi c said that with refi'rence to the first braneh of lii.s argument it might 
peviiaps he left safely la (lie hands of’tlioso in Kiistlirnd, but he would make a few re¬ 
marks on the coirriicreial tclations of India with (Jreat Britain. It must he admitted 
by ail, that Ships might be much heiiofitted affer their arrival in Indian ports if they 
were perinitted to make circuitous voyages and lie remembered the case of a vessel at 
Bombay in IKiEi w'hicli was ofli red a very pi.ofitahle i argo to (-'Inna and yet she was 
not allowed .alicence b.'cau.se she was not entirely the property of individii,alB in Bom¬ 
bay. But the asking tor that licence w,IS a restriction on the MereUaats of India, it 
was at least a re.stuciioii felt by them a-a denial of their rights and Mbertios; but 
what is tho consequcMice of such a lesiiict'on ; it a slop in the course of a voyage was 
driven into ihc Chinn se.a.s, wiihoiit it, slie was liable to be captured byanyoflfis 
Majesty’s Slops, and he renieinliAed the case of the Shawfkid which had been so taken, 
as It furned out illegally arid thus a valuable property of four hicks of rupees was sa- 
cjji(iced though in some yearsafter an indemiuly was given amounting to sixty thou¬ 
sand rupees. Was not (Ins sutficierit to show that if the trade as it existed was opened 
—It would be a benefit to the Shipping interest and an advantage to the consumers. 

Ernm the example of the Two last years if mav he doubtful if the outward freights 
ill the trade between India and (Jreat Buiuin will not be more extensive than the 
homeward ; ivliat was Hien to be dorm witii those ship.s which came out without tho 
cerUiinty of a freigh' to Europe f and even allowing that they were to be in part load¬ 
ed, the freight, from cornpi'tition. must h.* next to iiothnig ; than how were ships to 
pay’^ would not the expenc“s> fill in the end upon the coii-suniers ? but if permitted 
they could proceed to China and take home cargoes of teas, and this would give a ba¬ 
lance in their favour. 

He had hitherto said nothing of the immense profit which the East India Company 
derive from their China Monopoly, hut he knew oFan act of Parliament which was as 
yet unrepealed and by this it was provided, that if tlie price of tea in England excee-d- 
ed that for which it could be procured in anv of tho neighbouring continental countries, 
liberty would be givim to import fr in thence, but tins was denied when applied for u 
short time since. He was not a Irieiid to innoiutuui nor experimentalist enough to 
Wish to see that winch was good, though not theoretically so, thrown aside for tiie 
sake perhaps of improvi^/t but he considered that an extension of the monopoly of 
the China trade would be an experiment—an experiment of an exploded aysuim a- 
gaiustthe improved and approved systems of the age. 

Mr. Prinsep then proposed the following Resolution which was seconded by Mr. 
J. Allan and earned unauiAously. 

“ That the throwing open of the China Trade Monopoly to all subjects of GreatTUri- 
tain wheresoever jesulent, is not lesit desirable lor India than for England, inasmuch 
«8 it will assiot ia r«iaovuig one of the sreatest ol^tructions to our 4'oinjnorciai inter- 
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eotirse with the mother country, the difficulty of procurini; adequate retuma for goodg 
imported and will promote the general extension of Commercial intercourse in the 
Kast." ' 

DwAnKANAimi Tacohe in proposing th^ 5th resolution said, altho' unaccustomed 
to speaking in public aud baring never addressed an /issembJy so numerous as that 
'^before which 1 have now the honour to present myself, yet I feel it incumbent on me, 
in submitting this resolution to your attention to offer a few remarks corroborative of 
the opinions therem mniutruned. 

With reference to the sub)oct more immediatVly before the meeting, I beg to state, 
that I liure several Zermndanes in various districts ; and that I have found the cul¬ 
tivation of Indigo and residence of Europeans, have considerably benefitted the coun¬ 
try and the community at large; the Zemiuidars hecoimiig wealthy and prosperous, 
the Roviits m.nenally improved iu tlieir condition and possessing many more com¬ 
forts tli.Mi the generality of my countrvmen where Indigo cultivation and inanulactiire 
is n otx arried on ; tire value of laud in the vicinity to he considerably enhanced and 
dulliV.ition rapidly progressing. Ido not make these stateine nts merely fioin hear¬ 
say, but from persoual observation and'experience as I have visited the places referred 
to repeatedly and in consequence am well' acquainted with the character and manner 
of the liuhgo Planteis. , 

There may he a few exceptions as regards the general conduct of Indigo Planters 
but they aie.»ex(rcmely limited and comparatively speaking, of the most friHirig impor¬ 
tance. 1 may be permitted to mention an instance in support of this statement. 

Some years ago when Indigo w^as not so general! v manuiaetured, one of my estates 
where there was no cultivaliou of Indigo did not yield a sufficient income to pay the 
(Jovemment assessment; but within a lew years, by the introduction of Indigo there 
is now not a Piggali on the estate untilled, and it gives me a handsome profit; seve¬ 
ral of my relations ami friends. wJiose affairs I am well acquainted with, haveinlika 
manner improved tlieir properly, and are receivirm a large income from their estates. 

If such benohcial effects nstJiese 1 Jiave enumerated, have accrued lioin the bestow¬ 
ing of European skill on one article of production alone, what tiirther advantages may 
not be anticipated from the unrestricted application of British Skill, Capital and indus¬ 
try to the very many articles which this country is capable of producing, to us great 
an extent and of as excellent a qu-ility, as anv other in tiie world, and which of course 
cannot be expected to be produced witliout the free recourse of Europeans. 

On these grounds 1 trust that the following resolution will receive the warmest 
support of the meeting. t. 

“ That this Meeting con.sidering one of the main legal obstructions to the Cof,imer- 
cial, agricultural and manufacturing improvements to consial ni the obstacles whic^h 
are opposed to llie occupunev or acquisition of land by British .subjects, and against! 
their free resort to and unmolested residence within the limits of the Company's Ad- 
mini-stmtion, does approve and confirm the concluding prayer of the former Petition* 
to Parliament for the “ abolition of all such restrictions on the resoit of the British 
subjects to, and on their residence in India, i^s are calculated to affect the Commercial 
prosperity of the Country.” 

Rammohun Roy, supported the resolution and said from personal experience I am 
impressed witli the conviction that the greater our intercourse with European gentle¬ 
men the greater will be our improvement in literary, social and political affairs, a fact 
which can be easily proved by comparing the condition of those of my countrymea 
who have enjoyed this advantage, with that of those who unfortunately have not had 
that opportunity; and a fact which I could, to the best of my belief, declare on solemn 
oath before any assembly. 

1 fully agree with Dwdrkanauth Tagore, in the purport of the resolution just road. 

As to the Indigo planters I beg to observe that 1 have travelled through several dis¬ 
tricts in Bengal and Uehar and 1 found the natives residing in the neighbourhood of 
Indigo plantations evidently better clothed and better conditioned than those who 
lived at a distance from such stations. Thoro may be soin^partial injury done by tlie 
Indigo Planters,^ but on the whole, tiiey have performed more good to the generality 
of the natives of this country, tliari any other class of Europeans whether m or out of 
the Service. ^ 

DwAnKANAUTH Tagors’s llesolution was seconded by ^rusunath Tagore and car- 
l»d En aniroou.sl v. 

CojLONjEL Young next rose and said the Resolution which I am about to propose for 
|he pQ&sideration th« meetios, althougii it does not jitwd eurly ia the senes suWitv 
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ted, lA Hevertheless one of the most imnortant, wliether we Te^ard its subiect matter, 
or its bearing remarkable influence on the proceedings of tins day. In much that I 
might bare hadtooifeato the Meeting on the great questions of Traiisinission and 
Colonization, I have been luckily anticipated by the gentlemen who preceded me ; 
the ground has been in a manner taken from under my feet; but well taken, and to 
good purpose, as we saw by tfle acclamations with which the manly sentiments of my. 
friend on my left (Mr. Smith) were received, hittle therefore is now left forme to 
trouble you with, except to enforce the arguments of preceding speakers. 

In substance the‘6th Resolution resists of two main branches ; the first part being 
preliminary, and the ground-work of the second, which may be considered in the light 
of an inference from the premises set forth in the begiuning. 

it sets out with expressing thanks and praise to our local Authorities for their ge¬ 
neral mildness and toleration, and for their particular acts of liberality towards the 
British bom classes, who have hitherto laboured under a strange proscriprion as to 
holding lands. It proceeds theq, to lament that sueh heneficiont dispositions have 
been thwarted by Superior Authority ; and thence mf'ernng that we can place no solid 
reliance on llie best dispositions o( local and casual Rulers, it seeks to have equaL. 
rights and law's, equal safety for person iK^ess than property, secured to ail classes 
by the solemn sanction of King, Lords, #nd Communs. 

With your leave, Sir, ns the resolution is somewhat long and complicated, I shall 
read it as it stands ; and then if I may intrude so far on your patience, oiler a few re¬ 
marks illustrative of the matters it contains. 

“ I'hat it is a duty we owe to the present Local Government in Bengal, a duty 
which WH discharge with unfeigned pleasure, to express in the strongest terms our 
satisfaction and our thanks fer the mihiness and toleration toivards the European part 
of the community which it has evinced and continues to maintain to the utmost of its 
limited pow'ers. In particular we 'die, hound to notice the removal of a national re¬ 
proach and an obstacle to improvement, by the recognition ot a great principle, in ex¬ 
tending generally, the rule of l.S‘24, for permitting Europeans to iiold Lands for culti¬ 
vation of Coliee in their own numes ; but stripped of the obno.xiou3 clauses in that 
former rule, which placed the property as well as the person of the Blunter at the dis¬ 
posal of the local authority. Without perfect security for person and property it is 
manifest that true “ (loramerciai prosperity” cannot permanently exist nor the un¬ 
fettered application of European Skill, Capital and liuhislry to the commercial and agri¬ 
cultural re.sources of India” have place ; w’herefore altlio’ we feel entire confidence in tho 
liberal dispositions of onr present local Rulers, wo desire tho eslablishment of aleg-al 
right fur all subjects of His MajAty to establLli themselves and remain in this port 
of hi# Dominions subject only to the restraints of just and equal laws duly admxnis- 
^I'red, in open Tribunals.” ( Great ajiplause.) 

1 do not wonder, Mr. Chairman, that this important resolution is received with uni- 
vers'al satisfaction, or I may say with acclamatory applause. The facts it sets forth, are 
undeniably tru“ ; that the goveriimoiit is mild and liberal in its practice ; that it haS 
done much and would do more for us if permitted; that its powers are limited, and 
dispositions thwarted ; and <liat we have «io security—no resource, but in an Appeal to 
Parliament, to establish our just rights, our most reasonable pretensions, on a footing 
of solid law. 

In speaking of the local Government I wish to renSer full credit and due honor to 
all its Members for the unanimity with which we have good reason to believe they con¬ 
cur, in the liberal disposil ions which we ncknowlege with gratitude and satisfaction. 
Sugge.stions have been invited from all classes ; opinions from all parties and of all 
kinds liHve been tolerated in writing, in speech and in print; the complaints of all who 
allege themselvea to be aggrieved have been re.ceived, and enquired into by tho pro¬ 
per functionaries, or referred to special Committees for investigation and reform. 

But although the measured and constitutional language of the Resolution I propose, 
offers Its tribute of praise to the Government at large, it is impossible for us to conceal 
from ourselves that there is one Individual of the collective Council, who exercises , 
more than an individual Jljlember’s share of influence in its proceedings—who, as he 
bears in the eyes of liis country the chief responsibility for the faults of his adminis¬ 
tration, is entitled, in justice, to a proportionate share of the applause bestowed on 
measures that are deserving«Df approbation. • ^ 

I need not say, that the Bidividual to whom I allude is the Chief of the Government. 
But, although we foibear from particularising him in our recorded votes and RdBolu- 
tions, through delicacy, or lest we should seem to flatter; yet is there any good reason 
why in these oiur discusssons tuneng eureelves j the tongue should Ve tied.or the lan« 
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lfnap;«»of pnaise witlihpld, wht’ii priiise justly due 1 know of none ; and if I may 
bt- allowt'd to ulliide t() i^yseh as dieeharpinjj sm office unusual with me, that of coui- 
mending Authority —ju uliich, 1 fear, 1 liuve not the practice Whicli gives perfection—* 
I feel the less restraint in sp''.,i,in.. out in th#t stiain of eiilogv, because 1 have only tt 
Tory sliglit pt'rsoual acqii iiudince with Lord W. Ficntiiick, and because there are nu'a- 
‘Sifres and features of I iis Loidship's adiuinistration, which Ido not and cannot ap¬ 
prove, but regarding wliicli opportunities have been afforded me of o-tpressuig dissi'ut 
With thesame freedom dial I now employ in just prais(«. 

It would be foreign to the present puri.ose to touch further on the measures to 
which 1 allude, and coiiccniiiig whicli there aie probab y dilVcreiit opinions among us ; 
hut one observation l iTiusL m.ike, that the pn sent tJuyernoi (iener<il c.'iinoi fail to 
derive a satistac.Jioii from the praises of oiir*( omraun]lv% kiiovvm to none who Mcnl lic- 
fore him, and indeed to few men clo'hed witli siudi ternlic. powers. II * who submits 
liimself and ins acts to the luinude of public comment, tlu-ie by stamps r al Mdue on 
rlnj expri hSion of public praise ; and must feel tliai such is indeed worthy, as well of 
rli>» gner as the lecciver. , 

The great nieaone of tlio local fJovemm'^iit, to whicli our rpsoliition particularly 
refers—iuul in 'roih the chief cause of our heing assemldcd here tins day ■ is that 
which recently allowed Europeans to occupy finds in their own names. SufiVrmolo 
draw your arteniion lirietly to the o'igiii and progress oi the existing sjstem of restric¬ 
tions in this matter of holding lands. 

lu 17‘.f>l ic first and famous Regulation was enacted, forbidding Europeans to b"* 
eome owmc’S, 0 ,-cupicrs, farmers, or even managers of lauded jirope.ty. This lias 
been cunonsly .stvied a .self rienving ordinance—H was no such thing ; foi those who 
cuBcied and coniiiiued it denied themselves nothing wdiich tbey were lik'dy, as (,'om- 
pany’s servants, to covet ; its real efti-cr, at least was to I'revent imuision and esta¬ 
blishment of in'erl'ijung European settler , and liind-lioldci'R, who it would set m by 
recent decisions, would not have been quite so easily ejected or bailislied from their 
iree-liolds as in.g.'it be desired. 

Two years afterwards, ill the exclusion wms extendod to llonnres ; notwith- 

btand,ing remonstrances from unfoi tmiate men wlio had began to embark in agricul¬ 
tural pursuits. 

After ten years, in it was extended to the westeni provinces. 

In 181B, twenty-five years after the original restriction, the first breach W'as effected 
in the system, by the grant of Saugor l.slaiid to .i &otitty of European and other ca)ii- 
talists—and what has been the result! that which was a desolate wa«le and arful 
jungle, the aboili'of wild hensts is now iii great part clcaicd, and covered with crops, 
cattle, and a popnlniinn tliriviug ami ord'’idv, llio' sfrauge to sav they have not a piibfK 
ftiDCtionaryof any son amoiig them, not even a police niyrm.don. 

In 1821, tliat is after thirty-one years, the Coffee land experiment was tried j 
and a further breach was effected in the iiuu[>Qrt of lestrictioii but cloggi'd by 
doubts and timidities, by almost impossible , conditions ot ccciipaiicv, and by claus¬ 
es wliicli for the honour of those wlio ventured on thus innoviitioTi, 1 will suppose 
were never meant to be enforced , but intended as a peace offering and propitiation 
to the evil spirit elsewhere , clupses reserving power to the Company's Executive at 
will and pleasure to annul grants, to break up and destroy the property and hopes of 
the industrious speculator. 

At length a better a'ra arrived in 1820, and after no less than thirty six years of 
focilisli vestrictioii, the Resolution concerning Coftbe lauds was extended to other agri- 
cult,urul pursuits. Wo owe tins in the first instance to the lu livity of one of the pro- 
eciilicd class , I fear to pronounce bis iinine, vvhen I confess tlini, I believe him to 1ms no 
better than a Europomi, even an inteilopci. But Ids ciidcav iirs would liave been of 
l^ittle avari in loimer times ; foitunately he hud to deal with a new order of men and 
of things; and (luvenunent readily granted the prayer of our Mercantile Community 
tto let them hohi lands, and so to put an end to a muss of fa^chootl, collusion, expenca 
and oppres- ion. (* 

Tbeitfiw Resolution of Government too, I speak it to the honor of Lord W. Bentinck, 
.wasjiivested of the odious and absurd confiscatory claugcs of the old Coffee-land 
^Jlule. But itwas still essentiiilly defective; from the ineradicable conditions an¬ 
nexe^, of obtaining tlie incompatible consent of all possible claimants, past, present, 
and future—to the land, to itsient, to fractions of its produce, to the right of cultivat¬ 
ing ; obstacles ealianccd by the uluost iixdiviaiblo nature of the actual Laud 
^enue systoia. •• , 
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To thp solution of thoso, ns of othor o(;r)>ulturnl ditficulties however, it is 'well 
known that the Cioveingr (ieneral was applying; himself; aiidfin the interinii tracts of 
waste anil jungle lauds continued to be J^borally grunted to enterprizmg European 
capitalists. 

Noihing in short could be n?oro inviting than the prospects of the Country, undSt- 
the dispositions evinced by Rulers w’lio derided the bugbear colonization as it liaS 
been well called this day, and who saw that the true interests of that Country con¬ 
sisted ill the encouragement of cupitid, skill and industry, fiom whatever quarter ot- 
feied; and in the security of property and person to all classes of subjects. 

Tlic tone too of the freqm nt debates of last session in FarUnment, were such as to 
eneour.igo the confident belie,! that every esainent man in England, connected wilhtho 
affiiirs of India, was of the same mind as to the great question of more closely identi¬ 
fying India with England, bv unrestrained intercourse and settlement ; and so of ex¬ 
changing the precarious tenure of the sword, ior the firoier bonds of coinmon interest 
and close connexion. 

In this satisfied belief, ive reposed ; everyone who hears me, knows that although 
w’ewcreaw.irc of the luipeading discussions in J’arhatncnl on the anaugoments to fol- 
. low the expiration of the present CIvarteiUof the (/ompauy, no urgent or general neces* 
sity was felt, for any turtlier expression of our own wishes, than that which we had 
so fompreheiibively staled in our Pi'tition two years ago ; a Petition which mainly 
comrihuted to make Ministers grant a Committee of enquiry, the great object of Mr. 
\Vlutmore, that talented and disinterested friend of India. Wo felt assured of obtain¬ 
ing our prayer--free trade, fiee resnit, free settlement; we trusted to the activity of 
ourcxeollent Agent Mr. Crawfurd to attendto our interests in detail, whatever might 
be the determination of the Li'gisl 'tuie as to the organ through which the administra-, 
tionol India should be condnoted for the future. 

What then was our surprise and alarm, in the very midst of this pleasing state 
of secuiity, arising out of the knowiilibcrality of our own Uoverninent,, and the sup¬ 
posed echo if tliat sentiment among statesmen at Home, when we suddenly learnt that 
authoritative, denuiiciatiousbadheen received by Governraent, disapproving, annulling, 
forbidding, vituperating ail that had been done for Europeans, ail that yet remained to 
be done 1 If I abstain !rom giving vent to the strong language of disgust which rises 
withm iiu> while speaking of such things, I hope 1 shall he believed, that it Is not from 
fi elmgs of respect for the authors of the measures, be they whom they may. But 
when I remind you that in ‘24 hours after the purport of the dispatches became gene¬ 
rally known, the requisition for th#s meeting, with more tiian 100 signatures of all class¬ 
es, wanin the hands of the Sheriff, I leave any man to judge how strong and howgene- 

S 1 was the feeling among us, that we w’ere in imminent'peril, and that it was 
uh time we should trust to otlr own exertions for the preservation of our own inter¬ 
ests, in that struggle to keep us back, which fromtlie very circumstance of such a dis¬ 
patch arriving at such a crisis, was evidently impending in England. 

Let ns then profit by the wholesome lesson of experience which we have now gained. 
Grateful as we feel to the liberal Goverm»ent which has sincerely tried to promote our 
interests and the geiif ral good, we m irk and learn that the beneficent intentions of Lo¬ 
cal Authoiity are comparatively powerless for our protection. Let us lose no timo 
therefore, in soliciting that protection from the Supreme Authority of the INiatiow, 
w'hicli alone is competent to ensure to all classes, equal rights, just laws, and peifect 
security for property and person. 

Feeble as our distant viooe may bo thought by some, let us remember tliat unanimi¬ 
ty imparts strength, and that it is a boundeii duty wm owe to tlie l,ocal Government, 
which has done its best for us,—to do our best, in return, by a tender ofour humble 
but respectable support at this critical time. 

The above Kesolution was carried unanimously. 

Mr. R. BiiowN in a few w'ord.s proposed the seventh resolution to this effect. 

“ That the unequal duties levied in England upon articles of Indian produce, com¬ 
pared with the produce of other dependencies of tlie Crown are unjust in tlieraselves 
on tlie consumer as well a*the producer and constitute a great obstruction to the in¬ 
dustry and improvement of India and to the beneficial intercourse between the two 
countries," y 

This resolution was se,contiJed by Mr- Pbtrik and carried unanimously. 

Mr. Lorguevili.k Clarkt. in proposing the eighth resolution said that those which 
they had already adopted, were rather of a local character, and related to the peculiar 
mercantile interests of the community, but he had now to propose one to them of a 
more extensive and general nature, and which was inseparable Irom tie pubUc Uber- 
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tiei, from mercantile weal, and from the private ri(;hts of individiwls. The object of 
tlie resolution waa to se\id forth a declaration on the part of the meeting, that it waa 
their desire, that no ordinances or rcgulatio|s should be enacted for the future, with¬ 
out giving notice of their object and effect, to the people that were to be the subject 
,t« tlicin. I'his resolution was dumllv important to tlit governed and the governors, 
and involved the best interests of botli. It was impoTlant to the Uoveruors beeanse 
EO axtnin could bemoie true, than, that it was tbe real mtereat of every (loverriment 
to adtniinster law, so os to obtain the upjirobul ion of their subjects. Now hnt ehanco 
was there of the peoph’ and flxor governors eoViciding, if legislation was to be cinn- 
duftled without any coinmnnicaMon between them., 'fbe Govermiient nnalit have the 
l>est intentions, hnt might be in the most perb'ct itnorance, and the people inigbi be 
injured, when there was no desire to barm 4011 h'Sn they had the opjiortunitv of pointing 
out how the harm would arise. No (loveriiment who consulted their own intertst, 
could ever w ish to pass Ian s witliout pvevioiihlv apprising the jieople of the object 
which was in contemplation. It wins known to most, perhaps all of the meeting, that this 
(ioveniment possessed tlie power of passing certain laws or ordinances by viruie of 
Iwo acts of Parliament ; tbe tii't vvas’tbe l.lth of tbe late king, by which the(TO- 
verror in ConiKil was enipowennl to innK^ onlinances .iiid regidations tor tlie good 
order and Civil Goveinnient o 1 the Presidency, hut the.se eonid not become law, until 
they bad been regi.steic'd bv tlu* .Tndgesof the King's Court, iioreould tliey he Ilegi.s- 
tered until tlu'y had been openly puldished and suspemlod in the Court for at least 
twenty tltvys. The .Tudges also were hound not to register tlicm, if they w'ere repug¬ 
nant to tlu laws of the realm, and as the Meeting well Knew, instances had occurred 
Taiuire the Couit had refused. Tinder tliisactof Parliament there wa.s notice and pub¬ 
licity, hut he said tliat was insufficient, it ought to lu made through the Newspapers, 
in order tu he siiffirieiitly generiil, and a longer time was required for so extensive a 
province, 'The other act of Parliament to wLieli he had reteiied, wasthe jfird of l!ie 
late King. ]5v this the Goveinnient weri'empowered to make laws tor levying duties, 
rustnms, and other taxes ; hut here their (lidinariee could iku become a law unless it 
had the previous .sanction of the Court of Diiectors, aiidthe Hoard of Contiol, and if 
thev endeavour to enforce the Kegulation by penalties it was necessary that it should 
be Tlegistered bv the Supreme Court. On this Act of I'nrliament is was unnecessaiy for 
him to dwell ; the meeting knew how niuch it hud been discussed in the celebrated 
Stomp question. Cnder this Act, the jieople lind no previous notice of an intended 
law; it uught be concocted in Calcutta with the profoimdest secreev, an Ambassador 
or a Secretary might he dispatched to England wirlnt,the approbation of the authorities 
M, home obtained, and the first notice which those whom it affected could have, would 
be. the command to yield obedience to the ordinance!' It was to remedy these defects 
that tbe pre.sent Resolution was framed, and be would now tell them the grotfnds on 
which he called for their support. ^ 

The people in India had a right to demand a previous notice of intended T.aws, on 
principles, Inseparable from every good foini of Govenmunt. They hud a right to cull 
ior It, becaime they had suffered, and where now suffering, from its not having been 
gixen to them ; they had a right to claim it„ because it had been granted and recently 
gvantedto other dependencies of the Crown. He had said that the people had a right 
to demand this previous notice on principles m-sojiarable from every good goreriinient; 
but he would not detain any assembly of Englishmen, or those W'l om he trusted had 
imbibed their spirit from connexion and intercourse with Englishiijcn, by arguing such 
atopic. By theiT constitution Englishmen liad a ri.jht to assist in making ,their ow'n 
laws, and though circumstances like tliose which existed in India might couu>el them 
to forego their privilege, tliere would be no one hardy enough to argue, that they 
ought not to have notice of intended laws, and an opportunity of remonstrating against 
their enactment. Again he urged that the peojilc had a right to call for this previous 
notice, because they had aullered and were*still suffering from its not Laving been 
given to them. 

The meeting well knew that he was alluding to the Stamp Tax, and it would 
require but a sboit detail to substantiate his pfoposition. That Tux had 
been invented and gnt up in Calcutta, it had been sentfhomc, (as it turned out) 
with piifficieiitly convincing representations, hut those who were to pay it, 
nn^ suffer by it, were sedulously kept in profound ignorance of tbe measure. It 
confirmed by the Authorities in England, wi^iout being opposed by, or 

yen known to the people in this country. Now *when the Calcutta I’etiti- 
en^as pvoaepted to the House of Commons, what was the first confos.rion which 
it elicited fi" m the, fimciioiianes of the Board of Control I Why that the Legialntnie 
never had conti^iplated, had never intended to bestow on the India Company tha 
|)Ow«i of ualiudtcd Ttutatiuu. Such y\ mi their avowal, made in the face of the coua> 
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try ami whirh could not be controverted. Now was he sayin;' too much when he ar¬ 
gued, tliat if the people of ('utcutia had possessed notice of this intended Tax, and 
had called upon the iMinistrv not to permit it—that the Board of Control dare not ia 
tho face of that cull, have granu d to the India Company, thatjiwhich they allowed the 
legislature never intendT-d ' to bestow. He believed that with siieh incontrovertible 
facts before him, no reasoiiahle man route doubt what would have been the result ofi 
resistenre on the part of the ttij|iubuah1« of Calcutta to the Stamp Regulation, had it 
lieen oflered before the Authorities at home had coniinitted themselves by giving tlieir . 
eonseiit. It was on tins ground he alleged that they had suffered, and were suffering 
from not having this previous notice given to them of intandod laws. Agiiiii fie con¬ 
tended thid the peofde. had a right to flnim this notice, because it had been recently 
granted tootlu'r dependencies of the Crown. Not a twelve month had elapsed since an 
Act had pnssed for regulating tho .Admiiustmtioii of affains in New South Wales, and 
lie would hardly bo accused of stretcluug bis argument too far, wtieu he contended that 
fh(* eominunity lu India were as worthy of privilege and protection as the Inhahitaiita 
of JV'ewSonUi Wales. It was provideil by this .Act of I’arliament, that the Uoveruor 
miglit frame J.uws, winch he was to submit (o iLegislative (oiuucil, and which was also 
appointed by virtue of the same Act. Hut these laws were not to be put in force with¬ 
out the consent ofaM-pority of the Cmtiuil, iiar could they (and here was the impor¬ 
tant point) be even proposed to tlie Council, wilJiouf eight days notice of their object 
and effect, having been previously given in tin* public Newspapers. .Such were tha 
safe gijHids, which within the iires'-ut ydhr the f.egislattire had deemed it expedient to 
ensconce tlie Inhabit.aits of New South \V ah-s, and the people here bad therefoni a 
right to apoenl to this Legislatnic, and deinamf the same piotection which they had 
recently accord.•<! to another settlement of tlie Crown. It was on these grounds he 
proposed the resolution which he wouhl now read to them. He had to ask pardon 
for having detained them so long, but yet before be sat down be would mention ano- 
thi'r argument in addition, to tliose wlin b he had urged, which had just suggested it¬ 
self to him He alleged that this Resolution was in full aitordanee with the spirit, 
the lutention, andtliM object, of ihe Acts which gave to the local government tlie pow¬ 
er of tramiTig laws. By one of these Acts a notice was required, for the Regulation 
must be openly publislied in the Supreme (hmrt for twenty days before it was register¬ 
ed ; arguments against us Registry on behalf of the people ; had invariably been permil- 
led. A full (’onrr had uiiammoiisly determined that it w^as tlie rig/it of the people 
under ilie Act of Parliament to bo lioanlbv their Counsoi. IVo of the present Judgea 
had denied that right, but the third had ably contended for it. The question of right 
might therefore he still considered us mooted, so far as it could be by a divided Bench 
opposed to a unanimous one. Still however whether tlie people had or had not a right 
to be beard, they had under this act a right to a species of notice. Under the second 
Act of Parliament they had also* right to appeal, audit would indeed be trifling with 
legislttion to say, you may oppose a Law when it, is made, but you have no right to 
oppose, the making of it. It was therefoie that he contended that this Resolution was 
in accordance with the true spirit of these Acts of Parliament, and this was an addi¬ 
tional reason for its being adopted. He bad now detailed to them the circumstances 
in wdiicb the community lu India were placed and which to him appeared particularly 
to require itie measure lie coutoinplated , he had pointed out to them the arguments 
by wlueh it could be supported, and he had only to read to them the Resolution and 
BuVmit it to their judgment. • 

“ 'I'hat this Meeting bearing in mind the circninstance-s attending the levying of 
Stamp duties and the probable event of that precedent being followed up by other taxes 
fixed upon the Inhabitants of Calcutta without their knowledge even of sucfi intention, 
st-eks from tho wisdom of Parliament some reasonable and constitutional protection, 
agiu’nat tho enactment of Local Regulations which might by possibility render nuga¬ 
tory cdl general Becunnes of property or person and agiiin.st which they have no means 
or opportuiiily afforded them of Petitioning or remonstrating hero oral Home.That la 
some degree such protection could be afforded them by extending to India the Hegula- 
tioiiB lately made for other remote dependencies of the Crown, namely, that every en-

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S lwfted by Mir, Clstfce, it is not necessary for me to add maeh-in 8«ivport of it, 
ttt I am anxiotoa, on-ftoch an occasion, to add a few observations on my own part, and 
X cannot altogetber refrain'jfVom expresaine the pleasure which I feel at ^eio^ the 
jbbabitants (if Calcutta pace afgsin essemblea in a Public Meeting, for public objects 
aounexeeptiondble and exerOiain'f; rii'hts ap important in tUbmaelves, and wliioii no 
Comtntmit^ has eVer axerdised with more i^deratiou. l^t us cast our eyes back for 
a period^oibnt 'twd short years, and eonsidet what has been the result of our former 
• exertions. The meeting of the Clommercial body in l&ld and the petition then agreed 
upon has given an hnpteeedented impulse to public feeling in Knglnnd, and has brought 
to (Mir aid a most importantadeossion of strength. The meeting of I8ii7 in opposuion 
to thetitamp'Begulation, was, in that respect unsuccessful^ but there were other, 
objects songht by that meeting, and objects of no small importance. It must be in the 
rbcollectiou of all who hear me that a divisiou of dpinion existed upon the Bench res- 
fmcting a point of the utmost moment, a point on which rights of property to a most 
ibrious amount, perb^s indeed Uieftides to almostevery estate in Calcutta depended. 
Irsnean the power of Executors to sell the lands of their testatorsfor payment of debts. 
.It most aiso be remembered, that though there was a decision of the majority of the 
Bnneli, in conformity with the usage which had been established and had prevailed 
Ijbee CaleottaWas a British settlement, yet, there was good reason to fear that that 
decisioti might not be recognized in futnru.8^ it became oftlie hrst consequence to the 
interest of tdl the inhabitants of Calcutta to obtain a declarution of the law. That 
Wa« one of the objects of the meeting of 18#7, and on that point our efforts were 
crowned with complete success; on the whole, then we have every reason to tegnrd 
with satis&cthm our efforts gs a public body. I’he ends we have sought have been in 
themselves grave and important, our meetings have been in a singular degree, undis, 
tut'faed by disagreement or by party spirit, end each instance of sucli success is the 
highest encouragement to proserverance. I’o rCvert to tho dlesolution now proposed 
ibr your Consideration ; itseenw tome one, that as far as it goes, must meet with 
unanimous assent; sure 1 am, that no one in this meeting will deny that to so much 
•ecurity at least, we are entitled. 7'he only objection that I cun anticipate is that the 
Ilesolotioh does not go nearly far enough, and that we are entitled to much more. 
Such objections I may well anticipate, for if we IdiSfc merely to what is desirable for us, 
arid not to whatisattamshle, 1 need hardly say that we ought not tc consider that the 
mere previous promulgation of Regulations which are to have the binding force of law, 
is all the security which the inhabitants of Calcutta out to desire or to ask for ; fox be 
from me such sentiments. T hold directly the reverse, l am satisfied tliat for all 
munieipal purposes and fbr the end<of sHli goveranient, there exists in Calcutta a 
public body in all reepects most competent, and when 1 look to our Colonial posseasi* 
bns and our Colonial p^olity in generttl, and sec tlie powers of Government entrusted to 
bodies not superior in numbers or m intelligence to «ur own, and in some respects 
ftnm their reUtive position to large classes of their population disadvantageouslyuiitu- 
ited as com|mred with ourselves, 1 am but fortified in my conclusions. 8o much in 
ordertoobvmtemisoonstniction and anticipate possible objections,! have thought it 
neoessary to ^y. The question however, for tiiis meeting is, not whether it would 
not'be desirable to obtain more (which at some time maybe obtained) but whether 
#hat'we now ask for, would not be nnimproVement of our condition, and whether by 
anking so little, we donot ensore its'attainment 1 There is another and perhaps a 
wciglrtier reason tlisn all. This resolution is* fairly withiu the spirit and meaning of 
«ker.e!qnisiti 0 |i.> On some few subjects beyond'it, a difference of opinion may fairly 
exists anti if 1 tyere to talk of local assemblies or legislative councils, what more likely

oih thoadiwhh. me, my own conviction, that, in confining ouixelves to a demand at

Where a minister of theCrowtt 
stands committed to its approval ? the latter case the Weight to be upborne is too 
great and we are unable, (if I«may use the expression) to lay bold of our own end of ■ 
the lever with anfficlent force. In the latter case we have aU» the benedt of a com pa* 
ratively unpreindieed hearing, and we can at least prepoce tod organic tor opposi* 
tion. It is, 1 trust, unnecessary to Bay|nore, to induce you to 8U,ppor( this Eeeolutioa, 
but before I conclude, I must advert to a matter having indirect relation to its subieot^ 
n thing which still dwells in rumour, but which even coming to ps in that abape ia to 
tlrose who have the strong feeling that I entertain upon it auffioiently iniportant to 
demand notice on this occasion. It is romoured (and I wish to be undoratpod so 
speaking of it only as a rumour) that there is a scheme not merely in agitation or in 
forwardness, but consummate and complete ; a scheme to improve our eondittOR ; • 
scheme by which we are to have our locallegislation earned on, not as heretoiWe, 
but by a Legislative Council armed with ^uch more extensive and tindoubtto 
powers; a Legislative Council wbether appointed by the Crown, or the Clempany 
or the Local Government, I know not, for fhmour is silent; but appointed I ebouldi 
presume in any manner, h«t the onlyaiianner wbiob the theory: of the oouatitutiOit 
recogniaes, and, with which the practice pf former times in our colonial institutlona 
invariably agreed. It is rumoured then, that instead of ihe smallest tinctnre ofselfo 
government, the least approach to Representation, the Judgea, of the Supreme Courts 
of the Crown and Company, or some of them are to.be .introduced ioto>toia projected 
Council. I state the matter gs I have heard it and m adhipg if true, for too important 
in its consequences to pass unheeded. The scheme mijy be warranted by late ooloni^ 
precedents, but such prec^lents I hold are examples to be avoided not imitated. All 
political theorists, in all times, and under whatever form of Government they may 
have written, ot whatever form they may have jireferred, have a^i^eed, that tjie com* 
plctest separation of the Judicial froarthe legislative and executive powers, was that 
which afforded the best security for the impnttiaUty of Justice. Does this ne^. 
demonstration t Need 1 tell you, acquainted as you are with the state of society bar®,, 
that in this country above all other colonies of England the pomesaiod ot* legislative 
would be the possession of political power 1 The fountain of Justice, ahouldbw pure 
and sacred from all communication, from wi|idti or from without. But if its stream 
were thus sent to meauder 'through the wide ocean of political adv^pturewho could 
believe that its current would long run pure there, like the fabled stretoo. of old ? who 
could say witli a Poet’s belief, ^

1 feel strongly as I have said, on this subject, and have so expressed myself, hut I 
rejoice tbst this meeting'shares th« same seutimeiit. 1 trust that rumour has deceived 
us and that no such plan has been in agitution. I trust however that if it has, it will 
nni be .'ihandoued, I .trust that it will go home, and be there, rejeuted^ Itt such u 
manner as to prevent its future renewal.

Control, how then qto we be said to enjoy the liberty .of foaC, diacossito j wltimht 
the present readlutihn will be effete I How can we be torfoin ,ihdt th« eerV ^ 
patdh from DeadeahdlB street, amy not contain « peremptory ordet to check that Uberty 
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we «t present enjoy, (hv Bnfferonco alone) and to £r»g public opinion by stifingitf 
OfRan in its birth? The learned (Jeiitlo.man in rnovim; the present resolution baa elo¬ 
quently otod to you tln^benefits of the law as at present in force in New South Wales; 
where iiltho’ the LoKtslative council are numerous, yet no qnartuient can take place 
without its previous promiilttation in the !)|ewspapers of the colony for several davs 
prior to its registry, and it is asked, why should nottlie some provisoin against abuses 
•be made in India. •

I must here observe- that the illustration thus brought forward by a genflemnuto 
whose opinion I shall ever yield the utmost deference is not substantially coiroet, be¬ 
cause in New South Woles, the freest discussiodtof all public act^ is peniiitled in the 
Newspapers of that col my, bounded by no other laws or restrictions, than ibose 
which every good subject aequiesccs in, namely those of the constitution of iho 
British Empire, (lentleinen, permit me to give you an example of the good effects 
following fiee discu ssion in the public prinfs, as it is in allusion to the present motion. 

I’he (iovernor of New South Wales bf iiig desirous of imnosmg a tax of four ■prurr on 
eamy Krm Pt/per publiched in the coloney, for tlie ostensible purpose of enrreasing the 
Terences of that country, but with the uiiuvownl incentum of checking the spread of 
liberty and free principli‘5 among tlie aolonists, the latter instantlv protested in lan¬ 
guage us strong and even vitupi'raiive as^nv ever used in KngUiud against an imposi¬ 
tion so iniquitous, so oppressive and despotic ; the result of which remonstnince was, 
that the very day the Government Ilegulatiofl was to bo in operation and even after 
the Paper had been stamped, the government announced that the order “ was prema¬ 
ture and was accordmly suspended.” I ask then, what is the use of the piesent mo¬ 
tion, unless connected with the freest public dneussion ^ Where would he the use of 
posting up unintended Regulation on the walls of tlie Supreme Court, or indeed of 
posting it any where, unless it were permitted to the community at large to discuss its 
Xuerits and deacant upon tlie advantages or disadvantages of the proposed enatetment ? 

I did hope that at a coin-titutional Assembly of Englishmen, the brst thing to bo 
Bought for would he their inherent privilege of'canvBfl<.'ing those laws and regulations 
framed by their rulers, but as 1 peiceive that Vlm sense of the Meeting is averse to 
entering on tliat question, 1 shall not tiespuss furlhor on your time (lian by sbUing 
my dissent from the present motion, oa the ground of its being inuUle when uncon¬ 
nected with the freedom of the Press, 

Mr. Cr-ARKt's Resolution was carried unanimously. 

Mr. Br.i rsoN unid tliat all the former RJ^solutious had been carried with such unani¬ 
mity that be did not anticipate any opposition to the one he w^as about to read which 
was to this effect.

This Resedution was seconded by Mr. W. (?. Hurry and carried unanimously. 

It was next moved by Mr. Palmkii, seconded by Mr. Patrick, and carried unani¬ 
mously, that a committee be appointed fur the above purpose to consist of the geutlc- 
mtatwho had proposed and seconded the foregoing resolutions. 

'Ihe Comnuttee having agreed upon a Petition it was read as follows, by Colonel 
Young. 

THE PETITION. 

piHt your Petitioners, British and Native Inhabitants of Calcutta and others, are 
animated with seutimeuts of loyalty to the Crown, and anxious to multiply and draw 
closer the ties of interest and affection which connect tlie two countries, by tlie re¬ 
moval of those legul obstructions to the application of Ihit^h skill, capital, and indus¬ 
try to the commercial and agricultural resources ol'lndm, wl|icU are no less incompa¬ 
tible with national prosperity, than repugnant to the laws By which all other Bniisli 
Colonies and Dependencies are governed. Your Petitioners prefer no claims to ex¬ 
emptions, favours, or privileges, at the expence of any cluss or description of His Mr- 
j seek no other stiiualus to the advifheement of this country m 
wemh, knowleilcc, and assimilation, in all the elements of public strength and private 
nappmess, than would result from a iiair pmucipation in the oar® and conhtleud® of 
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Parliament, from the reception of its products on the payment of equal duties, and 
from those, judicial safeguards of person and property which have ever been esteemed 
the birth-right of Englishmen. 

Your Honorable House must be sntisficfl from the uniform result of experience in all 
ages and countries, that trade (ymnot bo profitably conducted by a Government witliout 
tiie urquBt and impblitic. advantages of a Monopoly; and that a (iovernment trade in' 
coneurrenoe with that of private Merchants, must not only be attended with a waste 
of the public revenue, hut he liable to come into unequal competition nnd irijiirioua 
collision with the, oj^eratioas of iiulivfdunis. These objections have long been acknow¬ 
ledged to be applicable to the Indian trade carried on by the East India Company and 
enforce the expediency of divesting that Corporation, while exercising any of the func¬ 
tions ol (iovernment, of the few commerciijl estuhlishments which stiil remain to them. 

The degree in which tlieir Monopoly of the tea trade contracts the extent of commer¬ 
cial inteuourse wuUi China, and enh inces the price ot tea, is equally well known to 
your Honourable House, The pe,ople of England are thus indirectly taxed mure than 
twice as much as they would be directly, if Uie trade were opened, and the capital 
stock of the East India Company (the dividenos on winch are now paid from the extra 
price levied on the consumer) were added to the national debt. Of the ships that 
w'ould tliere be engaged in importing* tea into England, some would bring their 
outward cargoes to this country, whence there is at present a difficulty in procuring 
return cargoes but that resource and convenience to both countries is, with many 
others, prevented by the Monopoly. 

The importance of providing reasonable checks on the power of taxation and local 
legislation, when entrusted to an executive Government, can never be undervalued by 
a British I’arliament ; but your Petitioners content rhetnselvos witli submitting that all 
regulations requiring the sanction of the authorities in England, sliould be previously 
published, so that their representations on matters deeply affecting their interests, may 
be brouglit under consideration both here and in England, before proposed regulation* 
are enacted. 

Your Petitioners therefore pray that your Honorable house will take tlie premises 
into your consideration, and grant such relief ns to your w isdom may appear expedient. 


It was moved by Mr. Buackfn and seconded by Mr. Mei.ville., “That the Peti¬ 
tion now submitted, be approved and adopted.” 

Mr. JVIiNcrnv, rose and stated, that the duty of bringing to the notice of this Meet¬ 
ing the next resolution had been allotted to him, and in proposing the thanks of this 
Mee^ng to Mr. Whitmore, he felt so forcibly tlio importance of the able and success¬ 
ful exertions of that Gentleman, in behalf of India, tJiat he trusted he should 
Imve tho satisfaction of finding that the resolution he had the honor to propose would 
meet with the decided approbation of the Meeting. It had, he said been already re- 
Bolved, that the Petition which had been read, should be presented to both houses of 
Parliament, but to secure a successful result to that application, they must mainly rely 
on the strenuous and unwearied exertions ot the llon’ble and indepeiidaut members of 
both houses of Parliament, who have aWeady so ably advocated the cause of India and 
pressed on the notice of both houses the importance of the question which will 
60 shortly bo brouglit before them on the lenewal of tJie charter ; amongst this num¬ 
ber, he might justly be accused of ingratitude were he to forget the name of Mr. 
Whitmore. To him and to his exertions, this country was most deeply indebted, and 
when they consider that the motives which have actuated his conduct have been pure¬ 
ly difiinferested and have arisen solely from his anxiety to promote the best jnierestii 
of his country they would be felt assured most cordially agree in the Resolution now 
proposed. 

He said it afforded him the highest pleasure to be enabled, on such an occasion as the 
present, to offer his tribute of praise to the able and indefatigable' eieitions of Mr. 
Cravvfurd. In every case, in which the interests of this country were concerned they 
could rely with confidence on the exertions of that gentleman and fee! assured that he 
was ever at his post, readf to afford all the assistance and information in bis power to 
cbtain. They could mft but hail, with the highest satisfaction th® success of Mr. 
vVhifmore’s late motion before the hou*®, and they know, from the statement of that 
Honorable Gentleman, tli^t the Munitions of War, the information on which that ap-, 
plication was founded amhwhich was so forcibly and eloquently impressed on the uousl ■ 
bad been obtained from the stores of Mr. Crawfurd. He trusted he should Im ex¬ 
cused in offering this tribute of respect to the talents and exertions cS Mr, Crawfurd 
whilst briuging forward tins present resolution, and as so much time tiad already been 
expended he would not detain them longer hut merely.read the Rc;x)lutioa. 
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That the thanks of this Meeting be offered to W. W. Whitmore, Esq. M. P. for hhi 
disinterested, persevering, able aud at length successful exertions in Parliament ou 
our helialf.” ^ • 

This motion was seconded by Mr. J. and carried unnnimonsly. 

Colonel Young in proposing ilie following resolution, said that ns one oftlie Trea- 
‘Burers to the funds of the Inlnibitunts of Calcutta, be ffiitterKfl himself that both ho and 
ins fiiend Mr Palmer had luauaged them with some degree of economy. 

That the Subscription for the support of our geueial Agenisyin lingland its hercto- 
fote, aud for providing for the njecessary expenies ot our Petitions be conimued, ami 
that the Treasures do use all diligence in promoting the .same.” 

Tins motion was secouded by Air. Patkick and carried.' 

It was moved by Air. Palmer, seconded by Mr Bhacicen, and carried unanimously. 
That the thanks of this Aleetmg bo given i5 tlie Sheiilf lor his readiness in attending to 
the wishes of tlie requisitiomsts. 

Mr. t'aLDEu returned thanks. 

It was nextmoved by Mr. J. Smith, seconded by Mr. Young, andcariied unanimous¬ 
ly, Thatibe thanks of tliis Meeting ba^iresenteU to the veteran andrevered Chairman. 


HINDOO TflEISM. 


Several learned and wealthy Hindoos have recently united in purcha.siiifj ground 
situated in the Chitpore Road, and erecting a building on it to be ajijiiopriated to 
religious purposes. The following extract from the Trust-Deed whii'h has been 
esecuted, IS at least curious if not instructive, as exhibiting the tendtricv of edu¬ 
cated natives to reject all the estabii&lied forms of belief aud worslup under tbo 
comprehensive tolerance of a umveisal TheophiUiithrupi.sru. 

“ Upon trust and in confidence that they the said [1/ne/ii/low tkf nanip/t of the, Tnis- 
tfcc] or the surviors of survivor of them, or the heirs of such survivor, or their orhis 
assignees, shall, and do, from time to time, and at all times, forever hereafter permit 
and suffer, the said messuagti, or building, land teneuients, heiediuiments and pro¬ 
mises, with their appurtenances to he used, occupied, enjoyed, applied and appro¬ 
priated, as, and fora place of Public Meeting of all sorts and descriptions of people 
without distinction, as shall behave and conduct tliem3elve.s in an orderly, sober, 
religious, and devout manner,for the worship and adoration of the Eternal Unsearch¬ 
able, and Immutable Being, who is the Author and Preseiver of the Universe, bt( not 
under, or by any other name, designation, or title, peculiarly used for and applied 
to any particular Being or Beings, by anv man, or set of men wlmsoever, and 
that no graven image, statue or Bculpture, carving, painting, picture, portrait, or the 
liknnesa of any thing shall be admitted within said messuage, building, land tene¬ 
ments, hereditaments and premises, and, that no sacrifice, offering, or oblation of any 
kind or tiling shall ever bo permitted therein^ and that no animal or living creature 
ahall w'ithm or on the said messuage, building, land tenements hereditaments, and 
promises, be deprived of life, either for religious purposes, or for food ; and that no 
eating or drinking (except such as shall be necesaaiy by any accident for the pre¬ 
sent preservation of life) feasting or rioting, be permitted therein or tliereon ; and 
that in canductiiig the said worship and adoration, no abject animate or inanimate 
that ha® been, oris, or shall hereafter become, or be recognized as an object of wor¬ 
ship by any man, or set of men, shall be reviled, or slightingly or contemptuously 
spoken of. or alluded to either in preaching, praying, or ui the hymns, or other 
mode of worship that may be delivered, or used iu the said messuage or building; 
and that no sermon, preaching, discourB®, piayer, or hymn be delivered, made, or 
used in such worship, but Buch as have a tendency to the promotion of the contem- 
* plat ton of the Author and Preserver of the Universe, to «lie promotion of charity : 
morality, piety, benevolence, virtue, and the streagthenAg the bonds of union 
between men of all religious persuasions and creeds; and also that a person of good 
^ ^repulte, and well known for his knowledge, piety and morality, be employed by the 
sail} trustees, or the survivors, or survivor of them, or the lieirs of such survivor, or 
tliei^rhis assigns, as a resident, superintendent, and for die purpose of superintend¬ 
ing the worship, so to be performed as is hereinbefore stated ana expressed, and that 
such worship he pt^formeu daily, or at least as often as once in seven days.”

IMy Lord, —We, the undersigned, beg leave, respectfully to submit the following 
Petiuoii to your Lordslup ai Council, in ^nseqiience ol having licai'd iliat curttun 
I’eiaous lakin^ upon themselves to represent the opinions and leehngs ot the Hin¬ 
doo Inhabitants ot Calcutta, have luisApiesented those opinions uud feelings, and 
that your Lor<lship in Council is about to pass a llesolulion, loundod on such eiio* 
neous statements to put a stop to the practice ot perl'oruiins Suttees, an mterterence 
witli the lieligtou and Cusluius of the Hindoos, which we uiost earnestly depreculu 
and cannot view without the must serious alarm. 

With the most profound respect for your Lordship m Council, We, the undersign¬ 
ed Hindoo Inhabitants of the City ol Calcutta, bog leave to approach you in order to 
state such circumstances as appear to us necessary to diuw the attention of Goveru- 
ineut lully to the lueasure in conteinplaliou, and the liglit in which u will be regard¬ 
ed by the groatei puit ol the more respectable Hindoo population ot the Company’s 
Teiiitories, who are earnest ui the belief, as well as in the profession of thoir religion. 

From time immemorial, the Hindoo lleligiou has been established, and in propor¬ 
tion lo Its antiquity has been its influence over the minds of its followers, in no reli¬ 
gion has apostucy been laoie rare, and none has i esisted mure successfully the faerce 
spirit ot proselyicism which ainmaleU lUeliist Muhomedau Conquerors. 

J’lmt the ilinciuo Religion is founded, like all religions, on usage as well as precept, 
and one when luiiaemurial is held equally sacred with the othei. Under the sanction 
of immemorial usugts us well as pi-tw'pt, Hindoo Widows perlorm, of their own accord 
aud pl#‘usure, and lor the beiieht of their Husband’s souls and for their own, this 
fcuerilice ol bcU-iminolution called Suttee—which is not merely a sacred di ly but a 
lugli privilege to her who smctTcly believes in the doctrines of her religion—and wo 
humbly submit that any luceuereuce with a persuasion of so high and selt-annilu- 
lating a nature is not only an unjust and iutoleraut diciatiou in mutters of conscience, 
but IS likely wholly to tail in procuring the end proposed. 

Even under the first Musselmaa Conquerors of Hindostan, and certainly since this 
country came under the Mogul Government, notwithstanding the fanaticism and 
intoleiaute of liicir religion, no interference with the practice of Suttee was ever at¬ 
tempted. rimee that period, and for nearly a Century, the power of the British Go- 
yerniaeut has been established m Bengal, Beliur and Unssa, and none of the Go¬ 
vernors General, or (lieii Councils, have hitherto interfeied in any manner to the 
prejudice of the Hindoo lleligiou or Customs ; aud we submit that by various Acts 
of the Parliament ot Great Britain, under the authority of which the Honorable Com¬ 
pany itsell exists, our leligion and laws, usages aud customs, such as they have ex¬ 
isted from time iiumemonal, ure inviolably secured to us. 

We learn w'ith surprize and grief that, while this is confessed on all hands, the 
abolition, ot the practice of Suttee is attcmpieil to be defended on the ground that 
there is no positive law or precept eujoiuing it. A doctrine deiived from a number 
of Hindoos wilo have apostStized from the religion of their forefathers, who havo 
rlcfiled tfiemseives by eatiifg and drinking forbidden things in the society off Europe¬ 
ans, and are endeavouring to deceive your Lordship iu Council by assertions 
there is no law regarding Si^tee practices, and that all Hindoos of intelUgeuee and 
education are ready to usseiK to tlie abolition contemplated, on the ground that the 
practice of buttee is not authorized by the Laws fundamentally estabUshed and m- 
knqwledged by ail Hindoos as Sacred. But we humbly submit that, in a question so 
delicate as the mierprotauon of OUT Sacred Books, and ths authoiiiygof oui reiigioui 
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usages, non® but Ptinditsand Bramlns, and teachers of holy lives, and known learn* 
tug and authority ought to be consulted ; and we are satisfied, and flatter ourselves 
with tlm hope, that your Loidahip in Council will not regard the assertion of men 
who Lav© naither any l',iith nor care for the memory of thei/ ancestors onlieir reli¬ 
gion: and that if your Lordship in Council %'ill assume to yourself the difficult and 
.delicato task of regulating the conscience of a whole ^people, and deciding wbnt it 
ought 10 believe and what it ought to reject, on the authority of its own sacred 
writers, that such a tusk will be undertaken only after anxious and strict enquiry'and 

t atient consultation with men known and rewrenced for their attachment to tha 
lindoo Religion, iln- authority of their lives and their knowledge of tlie Sacred 
Books which contain its doctrines ; and if such an examinaiion should be made sa¬ 
tisfied we'are confident that your Lordship in Council wilhfind our Statements to be 
correct, and will learn that the meaaurtto will be regarded with horror and dismay 
tlirougliout the Company’s doiniiaoos as tlie signal of an universal attack upon all 
Ve revere. 

We further beg leave to represent, that the enquiry in question has been already 
made by some of the most leained ajid virtuous of the Company’s Servants, whose 
memory io still reverenced by the Native^ who were under Iheir rule, and tliat Mr. 
\Vurren flusungs, lute Covenioi tieneral, at the request of Mr, Nathaniel Smith, the 
then (>lmirnian of thi‘ Court of Directors (thi^former being well veised in many parts 
of the Hindoo Religion) having instituted the enquiry, was satisfied ns to the validity 
of the Laws respecting Suttees—tliat a further and similar enquiry was made by Mr. 
Wilkins, who was deputed to, and accordingly did proceed to Benares, and remain. 
Iheio a considerable time in order to be acquainted with the leligion and customs in 
qiuestion, that hia opinion was similar to that of Mr. Warren llnstings; and that 
this opinion was since confirmed by Mr. .lonathan Duncan, whose zealous and excel¬ 
lent administration in Benares and other parts of Uiiidoostan, will long be leiuembcr- 
cd by the Natives with graiiiode. 


In the time of T.ord Cornwallis, somo of the Christian Missionaries, who then first 
appearetl in this country, secietly conveyed to the Council some false and exagge¬ 
rated accounts of the Suilee practice, and first advanced the a.ssertiou that it was not 
lawful— Ills Lordship in Council after enquiry, and by the assistance of Mr, Duncan* 
was satislied of its lawfulness, and was contented to permit us to follow our customs 
as before. 

In the time of Lords Moira and Amherst, a number of European Missionaries, who 
came, out to convert Hindoos and others, renewed tlieir attack upon ibis custom* 
and by clamour and falsely affirming that by conipukive measures Hindoo women were 
^thrown into the fire, procured the notice of Government, and an order was issu’d re- 
guiriug Magistrates to take steps that Suttees might peitonu fheii sacrifice at their plea¬ 
sure, and that no one should he allowed to persuade or use any compulsion. On tho 
concurrent reports of various Gentlemen, tlien in the Civil Service, that in all instant e* 
which had come under their cognizance, five Widows went to the funeral piles of 
'their deceased Husbands cheerfully, these Governors General were satisfied, audno 
furtiier interference was attempted. ^ 

Tht* qualified measure last adverted to, did not answer the object proposed, and it 
proved (as we humbly submit) the impolicy of interfeience in any degree with mat¬ 
ters of conscience. 

The fact was. that the number of Suttees in Bengal considerably increased in 
consequence within a short time,—and in order to ascertain the cause, a refcrenc* 
Was made to th© Sudder Dewtuiny Adawlut, wlin could as'iign no satisfactory cause 
to account for it. Though it might, perhaps, have occurred to gentlemen of so much 
experience, that the interference of Government, even to this extent, with the prac¬ 
tice, wa- likely, by drawing to it the attention of the Native community in a greater 
tlegrae than formerly, to increase the numbqr of votaries. 

Vrom a celebrated instance relating to Suttees that we immediately hereafter beg 
^avc to cits, your Lordship iu Council will find, that flu the occasion alluded to, no 
other good was obtained by an attempt to prevent the Widow burning with her de¬ 
ceased Husband t\mu that religion was violated, and to no purpose a Suttee. In the 
•fime of Wrd Clive, his Dewaii, Rajah Nobkissen, endfavoured to prevent a Widow’s 
^irforming the sacrifice by making her believe that l*r Husband had been already 
^ ^Pirnt, and when she discovered that she had been deceived, offering lier any sum 
money tiiai might be required for her support as a recompense, hut nothing would 
. her—starved herself to death. His Lordslup tlien gave orders that no one 

liquid be allowed tuiuterfcre with tite^Hindoo religion or custom. 
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IndetJ€Hfid#‘ht of the foreRoini? stafement, rour Lordship in Council will p««that your 

f jredecossors, alter Ion? residences in India, having a complete knowledge o<" the 
aws and customs of Hindoos, were satisfied as to such laws, and never came to* 
resolution by whitih devout and conscientious Hindoos must be placed in the nnost 
painful of all predicainents, and either foaego, in some degree, their loyoltv to Govern¬ 
ment, and disobey its iDjunctions, or violate the precepts of their Religion. 

Before we concltide, we beg to request your impartial consideration of the various 
Arts of Parliament passed from time, to time since the reign of His Majesty (ieorgo 
till''I'bird, and which have ever siuc^* been strictly preserved. The substance and 
spirit ol wbirhmav be thus summed up. viz. that no one is to interfere iu any shape 
in the religion or the customs of Hindoo subji'cts. These Acts, conceived in the 
ipint of the truest wisdom and tnleTalion. were passed hymen, as well acquainted 
at least as any now iu existence with our Laws, our Language, our Customs and our 
Heligion, have never been infringed by the wisest of those who have here ad¬ 
ministered the powers of Governnienr. and we trust willbe preserved for the futuro 
fla for the past inviolatiul constituting a? they do a most solemn pledge and charter 
from our Rulers to ourselve.s, on tlie preservation of which depend i‘i,ght8 morn 
tacred in our eves than those of property or life itself -and sure we are that, when 
this most inioortani subject baa been wefl and iniitorelv tVeigbed by voiir Lordship 
in council, the Resolution which has filled iis and all faithful Hindoo stibjects of the 
-Honourable Company’s(iovenunerit with concern and terror, will be abandoned, nftd 
that we shall ohtriin a permanent security through your Lordship’s wisdom against the 
renewal of similar attempt.

Afler a conference on the subject of the Petition, Ilis Lordship delivered 
the follovving reply ;— 

The Governor General has read with attention the Petition which hasbe-en pre- 
aentetl to him ; and has some satisfaction in observing, that the opinions of thr Pun¬ 
dits, consulted bv the Petitioners, confirm the supposition that widows are not. by 
the religious writings of the Hindoos, commanded to destroy themselves ; but that 
upoi# the death of their husbands, the choice of a life of strict and severe moralitv is^ 
every where, expressly offercil r that in the hooka usuallv considered, of the highest 
aiitliority, it is commanded above every other course ; and is .stated to be adapted to 
a better state of society ; such as, by the Hindoos, isbelieved to have subsisted in for» 
mer times. 

Thus none, of the Hindoos are placed in the distressing situation of having to dis* 
obey either the Ordinances of the Govt*rnment. or those of their religion. By a virtu¬ 
ous life a Hindoo widow not only complies nt*once with the [Laws of the Government 
and with the purest precepts of her own religion, imt affords an example to the exist¬ 
ing generation of that good conduct which is supposed to have distinguished th«i 
earlier and better times of the fliiirion people. 

The Petitioners cannot require the. assurance, that the British Government will 
continue to allow the most complete toleration in matters of religious belijf; and 
flint to the full extent of what it is possible to reconcile with reason and with natural 
justice they will be undisturbed in the observance of their established usages. But, 
aome of those, which the Governor General is unwilling to recall into notice, his 
predecessors in Council, for the security of human life, and the preservation of aoeial 
order, have, at different times, found it necessary to prohibit. If tJtere is any one 
which the common voice of all mankind would except from indulgence, it is surely 
(liat by which the hand otfasoni-s made the instrument of a terrible death to th^ 
mother who has borne#him, and from whose breast he has drawn the sustenance of 
bis helpless infancy. 

The Governor General has given an attentive coiwideration to all fliat haeheeiL 
urged by the numerous bnd respectable body of Petitioners : and has thought fit to 
make this further statement, in addition to what had been before expressed ips the 
reasons, which in hiaimmd, have mad* it «* urgent duty of the British Government 
to prevent the usage in support of which the Feutioa has been preferred: butifth* 
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Petitioners Bliould still be of opinion, that the late Regulation is not in confomrify 
with the enucttnents of the linpeiial Parliament, they have an appeal to the King ia 
Council, which tlie Governor General bhall bo moat happy to forward.

Mv Loko, —With hearts filled with the deepest gratitude and imprp«:sed with 
the utmnstf reverence wo the undeisigned Narive Inhabitants of Calcutta and 
its vicinity beg to be permitted to aptfronch your Lordship to offer persoually our 
Jiumble but warmest acknowledgments ffir the invaluable proKiction which your 
Lordship’s Goveinment has recently affordedtto the lives of the Hindoo Female part 
of your subjects, and for your humane and siiocessful exertions in rescuing us, for 
ever, from the gross stigma hitlierlo attached to our character as wilful murderers 
of.females and zealous promoters ol the practice of suicide. 

Excessive jealousy of their female connections operating on the breasts of Ilin* 
doo Princes rendered those despots regardless of the common bonds ot society and 
of their incumiieat duty us pintertors of the weaker sex, in so much that w ith a 
Ttew to prevent everv possibility of their wulows lorming siil'scqueut Sitlacbmeiits, 
thev availed themselves of their arbitrary power and tinder rloak of jeligion in¬ 
troduced the pi actico of burning widows alive, under the first impressions of sor¬ 
row or despair, immediately after the derni.se of their husbands. This sy-,',pni of 
female deairiictiou being admirably suited to the selfish and servile disjiosition of 
the populace, Las been eagerly followed by them in dotianee of the most sacred 
aulluinties such as Ooimtiisiiuda or the iinncip.d parts of the Veds and the 
Bhugvtid Geeta, ns well as of the direct commandment of Munoo the first and the 
greatest of all the Legislators conveyed in the following words, “Let a widow 
coi'tiHue till death forgiving all injuries, performing jjaustere duties, avoiding every 
sensual pleasure, &c.’' (ch. v. v. l.bS) * < 

While in fact fulfilling the suggestions of their jealousy, they pretended to jus¬ 
tify this hideous practice by quoting some passages from authorities of evidently 
inferior weight, sanctioning the wilful ascent of a widow on the flammg pile of her 
husband, os if they were offering such female sacrifices in obedience io the dictates 
of the Shastrus, and not from the influence of jealousy. It is however very fortunate 
that the British Government, under whose •protection the lives of both the males 
and femnlezof India have been happily placed by Providence, has, after diligent 
inquiry, ascertained tha; even those inferior autiiorUies, permitting wilful ascent 
by a widow to the flaming pile, have been practically set aside, anil that in gross 
violation of their language and spirit, the relatives of widows have, in the burning 
of lliose infatuated females, almost invariably used to fasten them dowm on the 
pile, and heap over them, large quantities of wood and other materials, adequate to the 
prevention of their escape ; an outrage on humanity which has been freqnentlv per¬ 
petrated under the indirect sanction of native officers, undeservedly employed for 
the security of life and preservation of peace and tranquillity. 

Iff many instances in which the vigilance of the Magistrate has deterred the 
,native officers of Police from indulging their own iiicUna^on, widows have either 
made their escape from the pilo after being partially burnt, or retracted their reso¬ 
lution to burn when brought to the awful task, to the mortifying disappointment 
of the instigators ; while in some instances the resolution to die has been retract- 
*c,»dott pointing out to the widows the impropriety of th^jr intended undertaking,, 
and oj} promising them safety and maintenance during life, notwithstanding tli» 
sevei^ reproaches liable thereby to be heaped on them by their relatives and 
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Tn fonsideration of circumstances so diapracpful in themeeJTPS and so incompa¬ 
tible with the principles of Briti'^h Rule, your Lordship iii (lounnl fullr impressed 
with the duties lequirei^ of jou by justice and humanity, Las deemed it incumheiiit 
On you for the honor of the British imini^ to come to the resolution that the lives 
of your Female Hindoo subjects should be henceforth more ethuiently protected ; 
that the heinous su^of cruelty»to Feniales may no longer be committed and that the 
moat ancient and purest svstem of Hindoo religion shoiilil not any longer be see 
at nought by the Hindoos themselves. Tlio Magistrates in consequence are, wai 
understand, positively prdered to execute tlie resolution of Gorernment by alt pos¬ 
sible means. 

We are, my Lord, reluctantly restrained by (he consideration of the nature of 
your exalted situation from indicating ouP inward feelings by presenting any va¬ 
luable offering as commonly adopted on snch occasions, but we sUoiiid cousider 
ourselves higbly guilty of insincentr and ingratitude, if wo remained negligently 
silent, wlipii urgently called upon by our feelings and conscience to express publicly 
the gratitude we feel for the everlasting obligation you have graciously conferred 
on the Hindoo community at large. We, Imwever, are at a loss to find language 
eufliciently indicative even of a small piytion of the sentiments we aro desirous of 
exjiressing on tins occasion. We must therefore conclude this address with en¬ 
treating that your Lordship will condescendingly ai oept our most grateful acknow¬ 
ledgments for this act of benoyolence towards us and will pardon the silence of tbos® 
who, though etjually partaking of the blessing bestowed by your Lordship, havo 
through ignorance or prejudice omitted to join us in this common cause.

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It is very satisfactory to me to find, that according to the opinions of so many 
respectable and intelligent Hindoos, Ae practice which has recently been pro¬ 
hibited, not only was not required by the rules of their religion, hut was at , 
variance with those writings which they deem to he of the greatest force and 
authority. Nothing but. a reluctance to inflict punishment for acts which might bei 
cousciefittously believed to be enjoined by religious precepts, could have induced 
the British Government at any time to permit within territories under its protection 
an usage so violently opposed to the best feelings of human nature. Ihose who 
present this address are right in supposing that by every nation in the world, ex¬ 
cept the Hindoos tlieraselves, this part of their customs has always been made a 
reproach against them, and nothing so strangely contrasted with the better feature® 
of their own national character, so inconsistent with the affections which unite fa¬ 
milies, so destructive of the moral principles on which society is founded, hae 
ever subsisted amongst a jlsople, in other respects so civilitsed. I trust that tha 
reproach is removed foirf ever, and I feel a sincere pleasure in thinking that tha 
Hindoos will thereby be exalted in the estimation of mankind to an exteqt itiAPmu 
degree proportioned to tlie ropugnance which was felt for the usage which has 
ceased. • ^

eel the tenderest feelings and strongest ties of nature, and which had too long been 
tlie reproach of this country, and the astonishment of other nations. We enter¬ 
tain no apprehension, that an act of beiMvoleiice which will for ever he cotnmemo* 
rated, as one of the proudest events in your Lordship’s administration, and as one 
of the most signal blessings which have vet been conferred on India, sanctioned 
as it is by the prayers and applause of the most enlightened among our Hindoo 
nnd M^Iiomedan fellow subjects, can be misconstrued into a disposition to in¬ 
fringe the established principles of toleration, or t<^ deviate from that candid and 
indulgent respect for the religious and civil rites, usages and customs of all classes 
of t\ie Native population, which we trust'*will ever continue to be an attribute of 
the British Government. 

We rather cherish a confident expectation, that it will be esteemed a pledge of 
tlie cordial interest, which their rulers take in their happiness, and of their willing¬ 
ness to extend to them, the various advantages which flow from useful knowledge 
and equal laws. 

While British Supremacy at length jirevails undisturbed over this vast Empire, 
the ohjecis which remain tooccutivthe cares, stimulate the ambition, and illustrate 
the history of Government, are tlic means of securing the stability of that Empire by 
promoting the civilizing arts of peace, the spread of education, the ]>rosperity of 
asraicultural. manufacturing and commercial industry, and the improvement of 
judicial and administrative institutions. In prois^cuting such enterprizes your Lord- 
ship will al wavs command our earnest wl.shes for their successful accoinjilishment, 
and in whatever it can be most beneficially applied, our humble but zealous co¬ 
operation.

It is with !;rettt restet we hnve to announce the soapension of pavments, hv Messrs* 
Palmer and Co. of this City. Various rumours are in circulation in regard to the causes 
of this unfortunate ecent ; but we liav% reason to conclude it is connected with somo 
heavy demands on the firm fiom England, the existence of which, it was apprehended, 
might prove prejudicial to the infereats of its constituents generally ; and it was deem¬ 
ed more fair iitid just to stop payment, with the view of making a rateable dividend at 
(he assets, and w’liich, we are led to believe,* are very considerable. 

However unfortunate this event, we certainly consider the measura adopted mors 
worthy of ilie parties than any temporary relief, by the appropriation of the secuii* 
ties of the liouse to any separate creditor. 

, We also understand that very extensive aid was available, but fears were entertain* 
ed that such aid would have been ultimately rendered ineffectual, and that ns the as* 
sets of the house were greater at the preicmt inoment than they were likely to be at a 
lafer period it was better for all concerned to take the present step. It is supposed 
that under the management of Trustees the house will be enabled to wind up its ooa* 
corns with comparatively much less loss than might be expected.

A Meeting of the Creditors of Messrs. Palmer and Co. took place at the Exchange 
Rooms, on Wednesday moramg the 6th .litnusry, at 10 o’clock, for the purpose of 
coiisideiing the propriety of pefitiouing the .ludges of the Supreme Court for Ibd 
appomtmeiit of certain persons to act as Assignees on behalf of the Concern. 

■|'he Uon’ble Sir Charles Metcalfe, Bitrt. having been called to the Chair, the Hoh’Me 
J. E. Kllintt, addressed the Meeting m explanation of the course he and Sir Charlea 
Metcalfe hud adopted as .Toint Attormes for tlie firm of Messrs. Cockerell, I'rail 
ond Co. of London, who were creditors of the late firm of Messrs. Falmer and Co. 
io the extent of about ^4(10,(XX). 

Mr. Elliott stated that lus doing so was a matter of duty to those who bad appoint¬ 
ed him their Attorney ; to Messrs. Palmer and Co. and to the Creditor.? of that firm, 
in cou&equencp of leporis which he understood were in circulation that Messrs. Pal¬ 
mer awl Co.’s failure w'as occasioned by the steps taken by Messrs. Cockerell, Trail 
and Co. to obtain remittances to such amount as would reduce the debt to ,^;i:,10,(XM) or 
Security for sucli amount a.s would reduce it to „£i^U0,(XX) the credit to winch Messrs. 
Palmer and Co. had been limited. 

To effect tins object. It appears, Messirs. Cockerell, Trail and Co. had sent out to 
Sir Charles Metcalfe and the llon’ble Mr. Klliort a power of attorney and letter of in¬ 
structions, in consequence of which Mr. JSlliott had waited on Mr. Palmer to consult 
with him on the .subject. 

This interview led to a correspondence which Mr. Elliott held in liis hand but did 
not read, the Meeting preferring that this course should not be adopted. He stated the 
substance of some of the letter.s, from which it appeared that Messrs. Cockerell, Trail 
and Co. had been in the habit of making Luge consignments of goods to Messrs. Pui- 
mer and Co. and not being satisfied with the manner in which the returns were made 
they had desired, as a mea.sure of precaution, to associate a Mr. Spier with Messrs. 
Palmer and Co. as a joint Agent or Consignee. 

One Letter from Messrs. Palmar and Co. to Sir Charles Metcalfe, and Mr. Elliott 
stated, that previously to the receipt of the letters informing them of their appoint¬ 
ment, they (Palmer and Co.) had been engaged in large shipments of Goods for the par^ 
ual relief of their exchange account, (these shipments were detailed) thatnot less ihatt 
ten lakhs would have been the amount of the shiptnenls by tlie early sliipa of thsi 
season, even had they be#n unacquainted with the measures taken by Messrs. Cocke¬ 
rell, Trail and Co. That tlie Attorneysmust be aware that a House so much dependent 
upon credit in the place, coiiddnot stand against proceedings which affeetpd that oreifit. 
That they ( Palmer and Cof) had no apprehensions arising from the confidence *nd 
discretionary powers given to Sir Charles Metcalfe and Mr. Elliott as Attorneys, liut 
that the letter written to Mr. Spier, was calculated to do them harm, as Vrell by the 
disdosing of distrust as by the uistructious themselves. That they therefore awit » 
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copy of tbeir letters to Mr. Spier on the subject, in wbicb they had reftised to abide 
by the conditions prescribed. That if the interference of the Awornies or Mr. Spier's 
jiieasures should in anjiway pndHtiRer (he credit of the house, they would he 
the necessity of resinning those funds and property to inert the crisis, which they 
might otlierwise send home to ilieir friendsijin London ; on thij account they could not 
Bay to what extent they would be made during the season- 

Messrs. Palmer and Co. admitted the fair pretension"of M^ssrst Cockerell, Trail and 
Co. to hold security for tlu* sum duo to them beyond ,;^'S!00,( 00 and stated that they 
had it in their power to grant it. But us thcir^letter to them contains a menace of dis¬ 
honoring the drafts they might hare drawn mterinediately, sliOukl they he heavy 
(which they had been) thev could not in justice to their general Creditors make over 
any property until they knew the issue, which they expected to ho snflicu-ntly appriz¬ 
ed of when their Mr. G. Prinai-p's letters/o one of the Partners of Messrs. C. T. and 
Co. dated the loth of May, should have been received. 

The Securities that Messrs. Palmer'and Co. proposed vrere Indigo Factories to the 
<!Xtent of ten lakhs and a claim on Mr. Brownriag exceeding five Inks wliirh they weie 
prepared to satisfy the Attorneys, waiin existence, if they were dceirous of inresti- 
gaiing it and which claim arose out of bad debts to the amount of about 30 lakhs created 
whilst he was in the house. 

Some further correspondence took place in' which the Attomies agreed not to inter¬ 
fere with themannerof conduefing the sah* of the goods belonging to Mesons, (/orkcrell, 
Trail and Co. then in Messrs. Palmer and Co.’s Godowns, provided other matters were 
adjusted and the sabs were so condaeted as to render the property equally secure to 
the Consignors ns under existing arrangements, but expressed Ihemselves dissatis¬ 
fied with the security offered for the amount of their delit in excess to in¬ 

asmuch as thev could not recognize, as an available .security for Messrs. C. 'J'. and 
Co. the sum stared to he doe to Messrs. Palmer and Co. by Mr. Brownn'gg, now a 
member of the former house. 

hlessrs. Palmer and Co. nlso required, that the Attornies ahoiild agree to a restitu¬ 
tion of such sum ns ipight exceed out of the proposed securities, should 

any ot'th'^dr Bills in Knginnd be dishonored : this Mr. Bihott stated was agreed to, as 
the Attomies were only instructed to effect a reduction to that sum. 

Thus matters appeared to have stood on the 30th Dec. • on the 2d .Ian. ('.Satur¬ 
day) Sir Charles Metcalfe and Mr. Elliott received notes rpqiie.sring .tlrtdi atten iuiice 
at a meeting of the friends of Messrs. Palmer an^i Co. to he held the iiex*^ morning at 
Messr.s. P. and Co.’s office. At this meeting they attended and Mr. Elliott declared 
that neither Sir Charles Metcalfe nor himself had, jureviniisly, anv idea of tlie proxi¬ 
mity of the distressing event which occurred the next morning, nor were they • aware 
of the nature or object of the meeting. 

Mr. Prinsep presented to the Gentlemen present at that meeting n sfatomenf by 
which it appeared that it would require immediate assistance totiie exti-nt of Jd or 3ft 
lakhs of rupees to enable the house to proceed. This sum, it was stated, tlie differ¬ 
ent houses might probably be disposed to advance rather than Messrs. Palmer ami 
Co. should be ruined, provided Sir Charles lljjetcalfe and Mr. Elhott as Attomies lor 
Messrs. Cockerell, Trail and Co. would forego the security demanded hv them; and 
consent to its appropriation as a security for the sunv to be advanced by the Calcutta 
House. 

Mr. Elliott stated that before Sir C. Metcalfe and himself could consent to do so, 
they required an assurance that the houses would do what was proyiosed. He was 
induced to make this stipulation because he had heard some of the gentlemen present 
express doubts on the subject. Sir Charles Metcalfe aud himself were in consequence 
requested to retire. 

After two hours Mr. Smith of the house of Fergusson and Co. came out to them 
and stated thot the Commercial Gentlemen present had come to the resolution that it 
wusquite impossible to afford the relief necesijary to continue the existence of the 
house. Sir Charles Metcalfe and Mr. Elliott then re-entered therooin, where they were 
told tliat the state of the liou.se was such as in the opinionaof many of the gontlemeu 
present to render its ultimate failure unavoidable ; that ns prudent men, therefiire, on 
this ground alone, some of them could not consider themselves us warranted in ad¬ 
vancing the money required. ^ 

Becondiy. That the bouse had already committed an adi' of insolvency by sending 
their door on the evening preceding, a bill which was overdue anil tiint tinder 
t^M otreumstances there was a doubt wliether, iu law, the securities which could be 
(;rea would be of aay avail. 
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' Tliirdly. 'I'hnt tbore had been mention made by hlr. T’rinsep, of the possibihty of 
th« return of n'l iaiu bills, under pzotest, ii supposition which was founded on* soims; 
expzession in one of the, letters from JMessrs. (.lockerell, Trad nml (^o. (wbich how- 
erer, h.id not been prod^jeod) zmd (bat some of the Geiuletn«n*of the iMeelin;; bad ap¬ 
prehensions on this point, appu hensions which other Members as well as Sir Cliarle* 
Melealfo and Mr. Elliott, eiidearoured to Bveiconioby a sfaternerit of their own eon- 
vietiou that whatever nniessiti^ might oocasion, no such intention could hove existed 
as was olairdy sliowft by the appointment of Sir Charles Metcalfe and Mr. Elliott aa 
..Uroiiieys. 

Air. Elliott then stated that upon tbradetermination of the gentlemen present being: 
tinis made known to Sir C. M. and himself. Sir Charles exelmmed “ (lood God ! 
cannot this calamity be aveitod by any sacrifice on our jiarts the answer was. No f 
it ciinuot, as prudent men we cannot advance the money and without it the houso 
iniKst .stop. • 

Rlr. Elliott then appealed (o tlie meeting to say whether in the proceedings of 
J\res.srs. Cockerell, 'J'rail and Co. whicli had been comiucted by himself and Sir 
('harles Mi'tealfe there appeared any thing wiiich could be supposed to have led to the 
failure of the house. He asset tud iliat such was in reality not the case. 1'hal he ap¬ 
pealed to those Gentlemen who atlended tli^* Meeting ami many of wJiorri he saw he- 
loi^ him, to say whetliei he liad staled the proceedings and seiilirnents of tlie Meet¬ 
ing fairly , if lie had not done so, that h? hoped they would correct him should he 
have iiiiiritentionally misrepi PReiited any thing ; but, that if he had not inisiepresent- 
cd the ettsf, and if the Gentlemen who were present and to whom he looked tor a con- 
lirmuiion oi vvliat he had said, did so confirm it; he put it to the Meeting to decida 
wlierlier Messrs, Cockerell, I’niil and Co. and Sit Charles Metcalfe and him.self ai their 
Agents, had not been laid under u most cruel and injurious imputation for wliidi no 
just ground existed. 

Mr. Himth spoke in confirmation of the correctness of what liad fallen from Mr. 
Elliott, and declared that he had never seen, nor could he even conceive it pos.siblo 
for any Gentlemen to have acted with greater kindness or more delicate coiisnleratiou 
towards all parties conceined, than Sir diaries Metcalie and the Hon’hle .lohti Elliott 
has done upon the ocea.sion adverted to. He for one had no hesitation in expressing 
lus own conviction, that the iiniiiodiate stoppage of the firm of I'ulmer and Co. had 
become inevitable fiom the pres.sure of other diHiculties, even had no such Power of 
Attorney ever been executed, ami this he believed to be the reason why the Genlle- 
jiieu present had declined lUiiking the loquiied advances. 

Air. Hracken deemed it scarcely necessary for him after what has fallen from Mr. 
Smith, to state his entire concnrience in tliat gentleman’s report of tlie fair and coii- 
bidei'itfe eoiidiict adopted by [sir Charles Aletcalfe and Mr. Elliott, on the late unfoitu- 
naii' event , but he tlioughi it right to make a few observations regarding the decision 
winch tiie mercantile gentlemen were reluctantly compelled to form, on the applica¬ 
tion from Mc.ssr.s. Palmer and (.-'o. 

It was on Saturday the 2d .lanuary, that several gentlemen from the Agency Houses 
attended at tlieir oHice, ami Mi. Piiusep placed before them a paper purporting to ex¬ 
hibit llie assets and obligations of the h^ise for the ensuing twelve months. 

Rv tliiH there seemed a deficiency of about thirty Lac of Rupees, but Mr. Prinsep 
informed tliem there wiis a peculiarity in their present situalion, inasmuch us Messrs. 
Coekeiell,'I'ltul and Co. had sent out Pow ers of Attorney, authorizing Sir C. Met- 
calic and Mr. Elhott to call upon them for security on account of their London Ex- 
rhange Account to the extent of 20 Lacs of Rupees or to make early reimttunces to 
the amount of about Lacs. 

.Mr. PriTisep added, that the T.ondon Honse liad intimated that ikey rn^ght be under 
the necessity of retnniirig bills drawn on them from Calcutta. 

After considerable discussion during Saturday, the meeting was' adjourned until 
Sunday moriuiig ; and Sir C. Al. and Air. E. were, at the suggestion of some of the 
Alevcantile Geiillemen, invited by Alessrs. Palmer and Co. to attend. ^ 

At this meeting, it was deemed iinpvobnhle, with any hope of ultimate sticoess, to 
afford the relief soiiciteJ; and he understood the majority were influenced,

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lid, were thp house to stop payment within n cfrtaiu period ; aiid ind«pcl w'hether an 

■ct’tiidt had occurred had not already vuiuted any instrument oi the kind alluded to. 

.'■Jnl. Without the operation of these causes whether the failure could have heed 
long postponed. ♦ 

In the first reason IMr. Tiracken stated tlA»t he did not parfieipafe, as he never be¬ 
lieved iMosai'S. Cockewll, Trail and Co. intended to protest the bills drawn on them. 

Mr. Hrown addressed the Meeting with reference to and in confirmation of what 
had fallen from Mr. Klliott and Mr. Smith—-but we were unable to catcli Ins iheaoiiig 
as much noise prevailed at the time—he spokejin u lo^v tone ami we were behimi him 
at the time. 

Mr. Hogg after an eloquent speech, to which w'e are iinJible to do justice, conclud¬ 
ed by proposing that file Meeting do forthwith decide on the names of thoso they 
wi.'iheii to be appointed Assignees. ^

Those who were prq^ent nccepti-d the office and all tho creditors present signed tliA 
Petition which was immediately lorw.iided to the Court. 

The netitiojl of tho Creditors liaving been presented to the Insolvent Court, th* 
Chief Justice renitiTked, that he considered the number of Assignees mentioned in the 
list handed to liim was inconvenient, and the Court had in consequouee thought it ne¬ 
cessary to have It reduced to thirteen ; he was glwl however to set', tliiit a selection 
had been made with si view to the interest of the dilfereiit classes ot creditors. 

Tim name of Mr. Palmer appeared at the head of the list, ii’iil tlie oouipliment, ob- 
eerved his l.ordship, (witli much feelingj thus paid him by the creditors, was most 
flatt' riuv, but there was a legal objection to his becoming one of the Assignees ; it was 
inflict maldiig ansssigument from himself to himself. 

AA'ith respect to Ruggoo Ram Gossain, he was the head Ranian of the House, and as 
in all probability the Assignees would find it necessary in the discharge of their duties 
to have. rcconr.sH to legal proceedings, he would be the person most likely to reniler 
them all material information, but if he were appointed one of the Assignees he ivouhl 
bi‘ made a Plaintiff, and so w'ould he in capacitated from becoming a witness. * 

Mr. .1. W Hogg was an officer in the .Supreme Court, and as he had the conducting 
or rather snpoiintcndeuce of all Kquity proceedings, his name should be left out. His 
IiOrdship, after a good deal of desultory conversation had taken place on the duties of 
the Assignees, reniarked that they should be particular in investigating the efiects of 
the linn and sending in the certificate, as unless it appeared that tlic'e were available 
assets to the amount of half their debts, the Corart would be unable to give the petition¬ 
ers the relief contemplated. 

It was ordered that the Common Assignee together with the Petitioners sliould .as¬ 
sign fotliu undermentioned Gentlemen who have been appointed Assignees by the 
Court all the Esta le and Effects, winch was done accordingly,

THE KINO against RAjxissonE butt foh forgery, before jkr. justice byan. 

• 

28t/( December, 18l29. 

Tlie Indictment contnined twenty-four counts, in whicb the prisoner llajkis8ur(» 
Putt was chnrt;etl, with having oii the of June 1829, foiged unit counterfeited a 
JhomisBory Note of the Uni ted Comp any. No. 588, dated Ist of October 1825, for 10,(KH) 
riipeofl, ill favour of Messrs. MarhtnUtsh aitd"Co. signed by iiutbority of the Governor 
Gene al in Council by E. Malmty, Acting Secretaiy to Government, with intent to do- 
fraud Elliot MuehiaugJiten and tlie United Company; and with issuing it knowing 
it to be forged, with intent to defraud the same parties. 

The ciicumstancea which led to this indictment as stated by counsel were princi¬ 
pally these. In the latter end of 1825 or bogiimiiig of 182(1, a new Rank was esta¬ 
blished in Calcutta called the India Rank, the parttiers of which wore said to be, the 
prisonor at the Bar, llajkisaore Uatt, and a person named Raja Ruddinath Roy. 

in 1828, Mr. E. Macnaughten had deposited with him, by the prisoner, Government 
^(eruiitios, upon a loan, to the 1101011111 of 40,(XX) rupees. The term of the loan having 
expired it was renewed in June last, when a further advance of 10,()Ui)rupees was 
added and tlien the Company’s Paper, the subject of the present Indictment wa» 
deposited as security. 

A number of notes of the Honorable E. I . Company’s Paper, alledged to be forgecf, 
were produced by the Couiisul for the crown, the whole of which had been found iu 
the prisoner's possession. 

Three Papers for sicca rupees 19,000 each, marked 588 of 3495 of 1836, marked 

C, A •lud J9 were put in evidence before the court, C was said to be genuins 
and \ and D forgeries. A had been deposited with Mr. McNaghten, for the loau 
of sicca lupees 10,000. D with Major Campbell of the Artillery, and C was paid 
into the band.s of an officer of the Supreme Court, m a case, in which Raj klssoro 
Dutt was defeiidaut, which papers were all/ac similes. 

Goonooi’tnsAUo Bosicwho has held a very responsible situation in the Bank of 
Bengal since 1814, swore, that^lie knew tfic prisoner at the bar, and when he first knew 
him he the prisonei was in the habit of buying Horses and Carriages at anctions, and 
selling them ; ilins was about six-years since ; cannot say whether or not his dealings 
were extensive. Me .subsequently cairied on the business of a merchant, and witness 
heard that the prisoner pin chased a vessel; witlim the last two years he carried on 
the India Rank. Raja Rudduialh was ostensibly th^ prisoiiers’s partner. The Bank 
was earned 011 by Dwurkenaih Mittor, who conducted Rajkissore’s business. 

This witness proved Messrs. Dorin mui Glass’s signatures to nine papers said to be 
forgeries. Botli gentleman he said had tilled the office of Secretary to the Bank of 
Beugii). He believed all to have passed llirough the Bank. He also proved Mr. Holt 
Mackenzie’s signature to some of them. 

The witness believed the signatures of Mr. Holt Mackenzie, Mr. Morley, Mr. 
Secretary Piinsep and the. W. O. (.for William Oxborough, the gentleman who examines 
tho Company’s Paper in#tho Accountant General’s Office) to be correct. 

Witness stated hitnsolf to be well acquainted with Clompany’s Paper, as he I^bs a 
great deal to do with it in His situation in the Bank of Bengal, and that ha reads and 
writes English. » 

UAUCU, 1830. 1 8 
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Mr. Oxboroa^h the Hpiid Assistant in the Accountant General’s Office swore, 
that when the Company’s loan was opened in 18-23, there were durinjj a pressure tor 
about tiro years, true off mew employed in “ filling up” Company’s I’uper, not moie 
than eight of whom could sit in the room with lujn, and that Ko could not say whether 
one Gourmobun Chuprtissoe, who is in the Accountant Geuend’s Office, was ever em¬ 
ployed in filling up the notes. '1 he Government Paper used to be sent to the Go¬ 
vernment Secretary in a box to which there used to ber/io key, (m'd wbeii there was a 
key to the box it aim fe/i hi It) by a Peon, who delivered u to the Jemadar of tlt« 
Peons. There w-aa no list kept of the number of I'apers, w’hieli were sent to tlie Secre¬ 
tary to sign. Sometimes only one or two werf sent and sometimes 10, £'0 or .30 to¬ 
gether. The box remained I'or several dav!> at the Secretary’s Office, and then the 
Peon was sent to .see if the papers had been signed. Mi. t>xborough added, that Mr. 
Malooy’s signature on the paper marked A, said to be a torgery for Ks. lOJXXt, 
Appeared to him genuine, and he wmuld pay money on it, it he had cash of Air. 
Alolony’s in Ins hands. 

Mr. Huttman, the printer of the Conipmiy’s Paper looked at A t> and C ; and said 
be shoujd pronounce C (the Paper said to be genuine) as not having been printed by 
him, and A and P decidedly not. He stated that the form for the Company’s Paper 
has been altered about three times sirfte he became the printer oi it, viz. in 132.i. 
Some might have been printed in 1824 in anticipation qf the five per cent, loan, “ I 
judge that they were not printed by usfrom the appearance of the type and discre¬ 
pancies in the head line, A discrepancy may be occasioned by the drawing out of a 
letter in the printing and by its being improperly placed again.” 

“ I received no instruction from Air. Wood as to any words or letters. Since July 
1829, we have accounted for the paper but not previous. The Ciodown Sircar gives 
out as much paper as I mark copies on the proof; all that be gives out does not go to the 
Treasury as there may be a few bad .slieeis.” 

Mr. Iluttman added, that, The pennrn trho attend at the press might, it was possihle, 
introduce a few sheets into the heap and take them out ivhen primed. 

Air. Alorley the Accountant General, thoyglit it impossible, that interest could hava 
been paid on the Goverumeat Papers A, C and D, and said that interest had only been 
paid on one. 

He also stated that at tlie opening of a loan the Sub-Accountant General had a great 
deal to do with these papers. 1 may have had forty at once ; thhre may be sometiniea 
two or three hundred at once by accumulation. 1 have no recollection of ever having as 
] supposed signed all papers in the registry, or of tl)e*Nagree Mooushe bringing one or 
two bs^k saying that 1 had omitted to sign them. I do not remember its ever having oc¬ 
curred, hut 1 do not say it may not have occurred ; my mind is free from any remem¬ 
brance of it. 1 should hope I have been always lery careful in business. 1 should 
think the word to has been gederaUy printed but 1 attach no weight to that. Air. 
Oxborough keeps the blank piintod forms. A, C and D bear the Company’s water 
mark. Tliis paper is sent out for the general purposes of the offices in Calcutta. 'I bis 
is the endorsement of interest on the back of botli tbese papers as paid. 1 cannot, say 
on which of them interest has really been paid. I.vioks at A, C and D. On these I see 
three receipts for the payment of interest, with my initials. 1 cannot say on which of 
them interest was paid. 

Govenunept allowed Mr. Oxborough to receive payment of one rupee fur searching 
the registry. 

The registry was in sheets sewed together, and if the person who keeps them was 
to abstract a sheet and place another instead, the most vigilant alteniiun would nut 
detect him. 

Mr. II. T. Prinsep one of the Secretaries to Government stated, that he was Acting 
Secretary during toe w'bole of the lime of the now loan. In consequence oi rom- 
plilints, I had a piece of paper on which the hour Was wiitten in pencil at which the 
% papers left the treasury to procure my signature. 'I’ho dufiree brought them to me in 
his hand. I cast my eye over them, looked al the number and amount. 1 cannot 
r^oliect having ever'signed a note which had not beentaigried by the Treasury 
? 1 generally sent to me in the evening, 

c whenever they came. 1 did not give or requift any receipt for the iium- 

't S^*'***^'*’ hept the^key of the box 1 was one mormug angry because 
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t remember sending a paper back to the Accountant Genetal'a Officb bebasaa tli» 
name of a peraon was spelt wrong. I do not remember 8en(lin|: back any otbet. 

To many of thejjapers* Mr. Prinsep could not Swear positirely to bis signattire, m 
feet he was not quite certain as to any. r 

Afr. Oakes the Deputy AccoiAitant General, looked at the Company's Papers marked 
A. C. and O. and said that (lie sigiiiiturcs to them appeared hke his, but «?coUeetin|f 
the checks of offif ((.he thought, that he could not have signed the three notes ; he did not 
know Itowerer'which was his sicTiMtiirff nor which was the Secretary’s. Mr. Oakea 
stated also that the Company's Paper went frotn the Treasury in an OpeA box to the 
Secretary and remained till he signed them; tliatJie did not know ■what check the Se-* 
cretary had to prev'ent him from signing tiDo iwtet, of the same number. He would pass 
in the course of business the signatures utfi.^ed to the several notes; those of Mr. Alor- 
ley, Air. Mackenzie, Mr. Prinsep, and Mr. AJolony. The legistry which is the prin¬ 
cipal check, and where all the papers are entered is first compoa.-*' r*’ '’si'en or twelve 
large sheets of paper, which aie afterwards bound togetht'r in a volume. 

Mr.R.Udney, Assistantto the \ccountant General stated, I have been six years and 
a half in the Treasury, f was assistant til f August. In one or two instances when I 
have as I supposed signed all the pupe)% brought to me with the Registry, the bativfe 
has returned to me,saying, I had signed the Registry but omittf d to sigh all the papfta. 

1 applied to the Accountant Goneial to know if I should sign them and he said 1 might 
do so. (1-ooks at hk sigrtfiture in eitrht impen,.) I should have passed these as my sig¬ 
nature hut looking at one, I think there is some difleronce in that of )Mr. Oorui but I 
should have passed it. 1 think lie should he hotter able to^ndge of his own .signature 
than 1 am. 1 also see Mr. Glass's signature on them and should pass it as his. 

1 have said, that after I had signed as 1 supposed all the papers, one has been brought 
back to me; this did not occur frequently, i never signed three copies of the same 
paper in one day. 

Mr. J. Dorin said, I was for a long time in the Treasury: 1 know the proceedings 
there well. 1 have seen very great alterations in the Gompany’a printed notes. T 
have had notes la my possession of a very indilforpnt kind of printing. 1 cannot take 
upon myself to say ■whether the ooveiianted olLcor may not have, through the impro¬ 
per conduct of a clerk, signed two notes of the same lumber and amount. I can¬ 
not say but that I may have signed duplicate notes. If 1 found the note and tim 
section (or Register) unsigned, 1 signed both, I have frequently deep the section 
near^ filled up when brought tft me by Mr. C)Khorough. He is generally much ,,in 
advance of the officer who signs ; this is when a loan is first granted. ThOre is nothing 
to prevent the ahatrud- tion of a leaf and the suUstitutioa of another. 

Air. Molony, Deputy Secretary to Government, stated, I and the last of tlw Govom- 
meut officers w'ho sign, 1 never sign without seeing that all the other officers have 
signed. I have signed .oO, GO or ltX)paper.s a day. I'ive papers were generally brought 
to me by my Diiitree, J suppose he received them at the head of the stair-caso 
from the Accountant General’s I’con. •in the first instance there was no fixed time 
for their coining. In consequence of complaints of delay, I ordered, that when the 
papers were hrouglit they should be laid in my view on the table under a weight j 
before that 1 behevo they were not biought into the romn as soon as tliey came. They 
were never brought to me in a box, always in the Duftree’s baud. I have signed 200 
in a day ; they seldom romo more than once a day, except under special circum¬ 
stances ; there was no li.st or inventory came with them, I gave no receipt for the box 
or tlie papers, I did not return them with any list to the Treasury 

I considered the signatures of the other officers as ray voucher, I took no note of 
tlieir numhers or dates. 

I wrote my signature rapidly ; the signature would vary according to the number of 
the papers 1 began to sijn at tlie top of tliv heap and they were withdrawn by a man , 
as soon as signed, another paper would be placed on the top of the former one befoi» 
the Ink was dry. I 

Mr. Beeby said, I know the prisoner, he was never employed by ua, we have 
bad some transactions wifli liiin. 1 have been examined at the police, RajkisaoreDutt ■* 
and Dwarkenalh Mitter called at my office 5 or 6 years ap and proposed prifiling 
Bilk of laidiug ox any other UUle jobs, i desired him to cxing me d muster which 
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Dwarkenauth Mitterdid 8fter<rards; I considered the printings so inferior that I did 
not employ him. ^ 

f look at those papers. I'hese four hare the signature oV Mr. Prinsep, I always 
Ioot{ at the si«natiire.s of the Uovernmej|f olhcers before] take Ooupany’s Paper. 
1 should as a inercliaut have taken all these papers ; 1 know that Jlajktssor is not a 
good penman. I never saw him write any thum Istit ids narn*-. The specimen of 
printing was so had, tliut 1 would not employ him even for printing Bills of lading. 

Mr. Holt Mfiekeuzie Secretary to (loveminent deposed. The pape s are hrought 
to me in a box by my duftree j soin f lines in his band. 1 have signed several hundred 
in a day. 1 .sometimes begin at the top, sometimes at tli6 bottom, 1 always looked at 
the sigTiatuies of ll.e other otiicers ; that was my warrant. 1 have signed lOt) at once. 
If 1 could not sign them all ia one day they have remained with me for some days; 
S, 3 or more. 

The. printing was not always in the present form, it has been altered since the last 
b percent, roan, 1 have seen papers about which I hud no suspicion printed carelessly, 
that is lightly. Twenty thousand may have been struck oil since this new form 
was adopted. Hud these papers been prisented lu the current busiries.s, more espu- 
ctally if there had been a press of busiriass, I should have signed them; there is 
nothing in the printing which would have made me stop. 

ISIr. C, K. Robison, a magistrate, said, that he def.lined the prisoner when brought 
to him on Lis wiiirant, from the iKttli .Tuly to the bih August, in a room ni‘,ide bis 
own in the police office, that be forbad any person having access to him , tliat be does 
not believe the prisoner was tw o duys nii/iout fnod, white hhnt up in hh looni , and that 
the/l/turiici/ of Uajkissore Dutt, nerer applied for (erne lo see him. That tlieie is no 
standing order at the police office to prevent persons seeing their friends wliilst under 
confinement there, and tliat Rajkissore told him he came forward to tell the whole 
truth and exculpate every one else. 

Serjeant Major MaGan swore that the Prisoner's Attorney did ayrply to Mr. Robison, 
to see Rajki.ssore, tliat he w as in the room and heard it. That the prisoner was confined 
in the Town (jiuird and not in the room us stated by M. Robinson. 

The principal part of the deposition of Rajkissore Hutt at the police was as fol¬ 
lows 

“ Prisoner's Examination, Hook at ten jmpers marked from A. to K. Promissory Notes 
of Govemnient, They all bear my signature and wer# deposited by me with varnjus in- 
d'.vuluals. These ten papers are not genuine, they .ire all foigern s. They wer? fur¬ 
nished by laser (lliuiider Ihidder. I’lie name of Holt Mackenzie was written by ls.ser 
Clmnder Rudder; lie also forged the signature of !Mr. Woiley and otlurs. I was m 
the habit of getting a genuine paper, and he brought me as niaiiv copies as 1 wislu d. 
The writing in the bod V was executed by him. He did tins at his li >use. These pa¬ 
pers are all copies of genuine papers which bolon;,.ul to Umuliii.ith Roy ; the originals 
reloDged to me, and i renewed them m the iianie of Biu'iiinuth Roy, bei-'in.^e he 
became a partner, I mean a partner to the Bank of India. 'I'lie u cfipt.s for luterost 
nre all fictitious, and aie copies of what weie wntten on tiic {miiuhic paper. Tlie 
signature of Ruddinath Roy was written by la.seT Cinindei I’udd.T 1 did not see luiu. 
After getting these papers 1 used them a.s deposits. All three imi papeishavo been 
signed by me. Isser Chunder Rudder shared with me in tin- jirohtri. No one else 
did; my 8on-iii-l.nv did not, he was manager ol my busmtss in the Rank, and ISliip- 
plug clerk, he got KK) Rs. per month. It was clnelly through liirii tliat 1 eairied on 
busiuess. Besides these papers now before me, there are five or ten lacks elsewhere, 
'i'heae are all in different person’s hands. The gemime papers are also deposited, 1 
particularly look at three papers with the signatures of Mackintosh and Co. The 
gemiine papers are pledged, Buddinath Roy signed the genuine paper, and Iss<^ 
Chunder copied the others. I redeemed the others and also the genuine note before 
interest was due, so as to draw it myself. Tlie certiliciUes are not forgeries. 1 found 
that the first twm or three papers that went to the 'j'ri'usurf escaped detection. J look 
at thirty oilier papers from L to I and B to (J ; they aie not tenmne notes ; they are 
copies of difierent notes winch 1 have bad. 1 do not know' where the genuine papers 
nreciow, 1 uttered the whole of these a.s loans ; they amoui.t to four lacks and uiaety- 
thousand six hundred rupees. I'lie same Isser ChuiWer Budder executed all 
tbeA' forgeries. The first endorsements are all forgeries, the subsequent are til l 
genuine. Isser Chuudet Buddw executed the gifinatute ot'Mackiiaosh uud Co,” 
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Ep«(?«s tTipSP tpn and thp tliirty papers mentioned, there are from five to ten papera 
more, all foijHiios, in the hands of different individuals. 1 do niy. tliink there aro more 
than fifty nltogether. t 

On his third examination of the same, dfi\||31st July, at the police, the prisoner stat¬ 
ed “ I decline answering any furtlici qiu'^tioiis, what J stated before was mn true.” 

Bisseiiclmnder Mfttre, an itceomplice, swoie that the priannei’s son-m-Iaw, 
DwarkeiiHiith Mittre and a IMr. Ginliiiui who was ti.insported, used f^eneially to write 
the hiirnutaies to the fmged papers, tha^tlieic u as a pjess at which these papers woro 
printed at the Hada Ijazsir, at RajkiRsoi's odice. 1 liave sftcn paperspiiiuod there 
biiriilin Icr this. J dout know where this paper was printed. 

1 have seen the paper ponid fresh fnini the piess, I have seen 10, 20, SO damped 
for the pin pose of heiiii; pnnteii, and as inHiiy wi ie printed oil in a day ; the person 
who printed them deliveied them to Bajkihpoie Uutt, who on receiving them, folderl 
them up, ymt thi-m in his box, and took lliein Jiome. (irahain and Dwarkermulli 
hlifter filled them up and wnde the indorseirieiits on them. 1 have seen this done 
hotli at the office and Kajkissore IJntt’s hoiist^; Mr. Giuhtim only was at the office. 
Wlieii 1 say filbug up, I mean tlie fiody of the note ; wdien this was done the ciurwans 
used to be present sometimes ; there was n# partu ular time for it. Hurry Smg and 
twp others, JJiirwans were present. Claaliain and Dwarkenaulh used, to make tlie 
iiidor.senieuts for the interest ; Jkaikissore wnis presonlsorae times, at others he wnis 
not. T do not confine my.self to the indorsements for interest but to every thing 
which wms on the buck of the original, be it what it may. Ihe signatures used to bo 
obtained from tlie treasury, pievious to tJie filling up. 

'1 he body was filled up before the signatures were obtumed ; Dwarkenauth after- 
wauls wrote the signatures of the officers. Rnikissorc Uutt may have been pit si iit 
oil some occasion,s ; uheu ire tiriil kiiddciilti in, lu unr pmrnt. ’’lho.>e signatures of the 
Goveniment Officer^ were i:,<uli- by Dwaikenautli .'.cmetimcs he u^'ed a glass with a 
light placed under it, hut nfttu he got the cciimuuid ofliis hand, he wrote without the 
aid of a gla.ss. The pmt of tlie pajier to w’hich he us< d the light w'as both for the in¬ 
ti orseiiieiits, and the stgiiutiirt s of llit; Government ofliteis but when he got tlie coin- 
niaiid of his hand he did so no longer. I have deposited this paper myself and seen 
entries in the books to tliut etiimf, 1 cannot say tlua I hint t.iken the paper which I 
saw so liUed up to the Ti easury to bo exaiunied by Mr. Oxborough. 1 think it w'ns 
bad, because they gave me ii letter with it ■. there would have been no occasioTi to 
five a letter had it been good. liuMmauth and Mookcem were the two printers. 
India Hank Notes and cheeks were ul&o primed therm There w'cre three presses, 
two iron and one w'oodon. 'I'lie^hree prcs.se,s wnuc in two rooms. 'I'he press for the 
i[ndia»Bank Notes, was kept in llie same room as the press at which tlie Company’s 
Paper was jirinted. 

On his cross exuniination the following evidf'nc* was idicited with regard to Gour- 
molinn Cbupr.n.siiee, who is stated to be employed under iMr.Oxboroughiu the treasury. 

1 absconded from (,'alciittu. 1 came and gave mvi.elfup, and iv person has been 
rewarded, Hanimolnin Dutt ; he is a kin.'imin and a iViend of mine, llatniuohun had 
spoken to Mr. Calder and then came tfi me ami said, 1 was a poor man and it would 
be very riglit to giu- iiiySL-lf U]); he h;m talum pains to nuike me give myself up 
and tiicirefove he got the leward. hly youngf r brother had pre.-imted a petition to Mr. 
Calder, and be said, it I would state all that was true, it. would he- for my benefit, on, 
seeing Mr. ('aider’s order, which Avas sin ami to me ai my house, i giwc my.self up, ex¬ 
pecting I wonhl not he prosecuted if i told wluu ivas true. 1 told all the tiuth befoi'o 
the inagislrate, mul I answered such questions as he put to mo. 1 have said to-day, 
that 1 have seen Mr. Graham till up, and Hwurkrii.mth vvriu' the Secretaries’ nufr',e,s. I 
iiave said so to the mag stiates. 'I’liey iisi'd first to take a pare.t'l to Gouraiohuti 
Cliuprassee, who after keeping tliem JO or 3.) davs used to bung tliem back, signed, 
i have seen him take tln ni a.' ay tiud Inuig them hack, i have seen him take 20 or 40 
nt a time. 1 ham*seen him doit xnoretliaii ouceovtwiee ; sooffenthat I caniiol tell, lio 
tiscJ to do so previfiins to tin' hist two years, hut since, has not done it so fiequcntiy. 
During tiie last two ymirs, ite may h.rve taken pujieis in this immner .) or 6 tunes and 4 
or .0 at a iTine. 1 cannot state Avitli precision the late.st period at which ho took^thoni 
tiAvuy. 1 have been so,* employed lor 4 years from a period ol 4or 5 months after 1 
entered liis service. • * 

Rajkis.sore Dutt, did no? at first admit me into his confidence; he told me these were 
papers which he had printed lor Royd and Beeby and for Bugshaw and Co. and tlnFRa- 
ja. 1 did. not (hm know Company’s Pupor. 1 afterwards aid know it* luscdtoba 
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sometimf^s at thft office fill ? o’rJork in the morning. I sow them print these papers 
three months after joined Rajkissore. 7’hree months after I joined his service he 
csMisedme to given'Rond to Thtmus DeSouza, I brought jnoney from ten or twenty 
pliires, where money wns to bo borrowed, but when 1 told Raiki-isore Dutt, I was a 
poor man and should gel info trouble, wh^V. it w’as found what was goingon, he told me, 
not to put my name to any Paper which had not been examined by hlr. 0.\borough. 

1 had not charge of the papers which w^cre brought by Gourmolmn ; they took them 
and delivered them to me as tliev tluiuglit proper. I have said Gourntohun was in tire 
habit of taking awny papers and bringing thetli, but I dont know that papers were pre¬ 
pared at llajkissore’s in tlie manner in I' liich 1 iiave stated, but there was a person of 
the name of Isser Rudder whom 1 was told used to do so. 

Sh' K. Ryan in suming up thus observud, ns to the cheeks at the Treasury. Gentld- 
men. I now come to comment on that part of tli" evulence whmli is called tho 
checks, as to these papers which tJie. oUicers ol tlie Trc isury sav me forgeries. Tiie 
first examination of the paper is by a native ; tve have no account of the manoenn 
■which.it is conduettd except hy Mr. Oxborough, ior that native is not called. The 
whole check di'pends on tins, that the gcnuiuo paper, the genuine eerfiheafe, and 
tiie registry are scut up to the officers aithe time they grant a new paper, which the 
niifive diiltiee places before them ; a false owe niav be made, these f'apcrs m.ay both 
he forged, and 1 think the conelnsion, that it is impossible to obtain duphente papers, 
cannot he safely drawn. Tou have not these n!ltlve^ before you, it is singular tliey 
were not called hut you are not on that account to suppose that any thing wrong 
occurred. It is for you to consuler whether there is evidence tliat tJiere are such 
checks as would prevent the possibility of three copies of tho same pap(*T issuing 
nt once from the Treasury ; from the evidence of Mr. IJalstam, and Mr. Morley, it 
is impossible that interest could be paid more than once. 

His Lordship commented at great length on tlie oxidence of Mr. Prinsep, and the 
jury retired at nine o’clock and returned a verdict of “ Guiiiiv of uttering a forged 
paper knowing it to be iorged.*' 


THE KING against raja BunoivAmH noy, for ronoEuY, hefoh* mr. justics 

KYAN ANP A SFECI.AL JURY. 

18f/i Janimij, IBliO, 

The defendant was indicted for a misdemeanor, ia having on the 2f>tli of Februaiy, 
1R29, forged, and put away knowing it not lo he genuine, a certain alledged Govern¬ 
ment security Mo. 3699 of fS'Jb-Ud for 2f),00U sicca rupees ut A pei cent, interest, with 
intent to defraud Archibald Golloway and the United Company. 

He was also charged with having forged a reeeint for inteiesl on the hack of tha 
paper, purporting to have been paiit by a set of Bills upon the Court of Directors. 

The iudictment contained 48 counts. ' 

The Raja, tlie Advocate General said in his opening speech, was a man of rank and 
of great fortune, and much looked up io in society, lie sometime since joined Rajkis- 
Bore Dutt in the esfahlishment of the India Bank. Up to that period Rajkissoie Dutt 
was a mfta of low rank and poor circumstiiiiees and until his connexion with the Rajah 
in- was not admitted info the society of respectalile natives. Fioni this period he rose 
to opuhmee, but what was more extraordinarv this Bank xvns established, not for 
commercial speculalions, hut for the purpose of facilitating the putting away oi' /also 
Compumj'is Fapm'as security for loans raised. 

The .lury would be told bx witnesses, that immediafely after the establishment of 
this Bank, the system of ftngery began. Presses and tvpes xvere pui chased, and a per- 
non of the name of Issurchnnder Bndder was found capahlebof imitating and forging the 
necessary sisnaturKS, but he was not found sufficiently expert and was soon succeeded 
by tlie defendant, and here lie (the leuitid advocate) would dftiw their attenfioii, most 
pajjlicubrly, to one circumstance xvhicli he cousidered of vast importance. Kajkissorp 
Dutt, was unable either to speak or xvrile English, in this ri%)Pct he was illiterate, but 
bn ybe conivavy the Raja was amnnof education, and could both rend and write EiUglisb, 
if not in a manner which could do credit to an Englishman, at least in a manner which 
»o native of this country need be aslituned of j he wrote and read in a manner not un*. 
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Iboeomiu^ nn English gentleinun. Tboy soon picked up a man named Bwarkenauth 
Aiifter, and here he would tell the Jury, that this man had become an Informer, auij 
that a great part of the (uicumstanceB of the case would be nuirifted to tliem by him j 
tliatius evidence mii 5 .t be leceived and credited with caution. That he was an eccom- 
plice not to be believed without conliimatioi^, but iflie wascoiifilmed in part by other 
Witnesses, he W'lis entitled to beliei m all Jus evidence : if credible. For if it wera 
otherwise Informers avould be (M' no use ; li it were necessary to confirm the entire 
ot their stiitemerit by other testiinony, then, the accomplice would be useless ; this was 
the law, and if he was misstating it, he w^ in the pidgineiit of the court.

The Advocate General said, that Dwarkenauth JVJitter would tell the gentleiriGn ot 
the Jury, that for a long lime, this system ot torging was earned on by him nod 
Olliers, w ith the assistance of the Hiija. That the press was used and these talse pa* 
pers printed off, on Sundays ami ofheis days,•when offices weie aeaerally shut, and no 
persons went to the |{fink. 'I'hat when Ra^kissoie Jlntt aiul others w'ere present, he 
was culled upon to affiv the necessary signatures to these papers. 'I'liat the defendant 
was in the habit of selecting those suflicirnlly well exoculCd to avoid detection, jcd 
carrying them away with him and destroying tluv'cat. 

Air. II. T. Trin.sep was called and examined; his evidence was of the same nature, 
0 ^ that given on the former trial. • 

Dwarkenauth Milter Ejammed.—l know the defendant. 1 first became acquainted 
w'lth him five or live and a half years since through Uajkissoiu Dutt, whose son-in- 
law 1 am. I reineinber the eslablisliiuent of the India Hank ; the deteinlaiu mid Raj- 
kissore Dull were the pintners , tw o other names were used hut were fictitious. I 
was employed at the Bank ; that, and the house of Rajkis&ore Dutt and Go. were one 
concern, i knew Issnr Rudder, first about o years ago ; he was a servant of the 
house of RajLissore lJutt and Co., he was never employed in the J3ank nor for the 
Bank. 1 was employed in ihe Bank dunng its entire continuance. My duty was to 
call upon different gentlemen, collect, pay and receive money ; write letters, and 
execute other cominissinns. There was a pres.s in the house for the printing of notes 
njid other purposes. I’here wer<- tw’o or tlii‘e<» prcs.se,s ; the others were used to print 
Company's Paper and Bdl« of Lading. 1 first knew' of Company’s Paper being print¬ 
ed, about 4 years since. 'J'wo persons wcie emcloyed to print the Company’s Paper 
( Bissonauth and Mookeol) on Sundays, or such days as offices were usually shut. I 
find Rajkissore Dult and otheis were present at tunes. This practice continued up to 
the tune we absconded. When the Company’s Paper was printed (1 spr-ak. of ot 
first) the names, and other things used to he copied from an original paper. Issur 
Jtudder used to do it He was diJbharged and then J, Mr.Graham and Bistochumler 
used tb do so. Mr. Graham, 1 have heard, has been transported; he wiote such 
names as 1 was uuahlo to write. Bistochumler wrote the Persian, Bengalee, and 
Nuiigree nanie,s, 1 wrote the names on tJie face of the paper, and to the receipts 
for interest. 'I’his was earned on to a great extent. Rajkissore and others have been 
present when 1 wrote the names. The defendant used to compare the copy with the 
original, to see that both were alike. VV hen 1 wrote the signatures, 1 did so to 
many papeis and they were then filled up. Those that he, the defendant, found well 
done he put aside and destroyed the rest.* They used to be left with Rajkissore Dutt. 

1 used to fill up the bliinks, and when lequirod they u.sed to be cairied out and 
pledged. 1, Bissonauth Chaukeibutty, Muddoosoodeu ISeit, and Bissonauth Alitter, 
used to pledge them by orders of Rajkissore JJutt. 

The Bank and the House were one. 'I he defendant had a 19 anna sjiare and Raj- 
hlssore Dutt the other 4 anna share. The, funds were procured from the defendant 
and the original papers puichased with his funds. 

I have had the dse of pen, ink and paper in the .Tail to write the name of tho- 
Deity. I could write all these names on the Papers lu a room by myself but not 
here, my baud would tremble. 

Crvsi-eiamhied I cam« kom the Jail this morning where I have been for two or 
three moniliR, 1 went there from the police, ami was broiiglit to that place from Boite- 
pore. 1 could not copy#Mr. Pearson’s signature unless I burned it. Ishurbodder 
taugbtme to write these names, 1 practised under him ioi hve^or six months. 1 leatp* 
ed five signatures. 1 did no|* write the letters CM DAG and EN'l'D CP well; not to 
my satisfaction. I was apprehended at Bouepore by Mr. Harvey's people, 1 had bqea' 
guilty of all these evil aets, and 1 fled idx my life. 1 am wiUiug; and ttty conscience' 
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woiiW allow me to gire e^idi-nce against others to save myself, ns long ns it was the 
truth I told. I never had a mjsIi to tell an untruth on Mlh. 1 hail a to tell the 
truth always ; the T^hole Irutli without reserve. I did },iot wish to give evidence 
against my I'ather-in-law as u was not propel, and I spoke to Mr. Pearson and to the 
court, and I was Jet go down from tliew\iuiess box at his trial. From the time I 
thought of giving evidence 1 in (ended telling the whole truth. I was told I would ba 
allowed to give evidence after I had been 6 or 7^ d.ifs in .Jail. *I was told so l y my 
elder brother. Mi. C’nlder's people were sent up the country for me. On my way 
down I ine( a servant of mine at Sulhey. I pu-t no Bnimins on the way w’iio came to 
me from Calcutta. Is.sur Chattfriec cookedVor me in the .Jail. 1 got a message from 
rny servant who met me on live Siilkey load. i know that I will not be here excused 
for perjury, whatever 1 may he excused for that 1 have confessed. 

The first conversation Iliad about confusing, was with my elder brother; Rajkissore 
Duit Wits present. I sent for iny biother and said, I havi* not into flii'i disaster. He 
said, What ia to be done '• 1 said “ will i/ou xee if / cniinot hvemne a hiiii'/s eiideiice.” ? 

1 wliiic a King’s evidence was, for m a former ease J’artuitty {'bum Hose was 

admiti'ed King's evidence and got offi He came back and said he had .spoken to Mr. 
Collier who had promised to speak to Mr. Pearsmi. At first I inleiuled (o give evi¬ 
dence against Ilajkissore Diitt. Mr. f'ollier told him that hlr. Pearson said, if I 
could write all these natnes and give evidcifee to that effect, he would .speak to tJo- 
vernment and < 5 etme off. 1 said if I was exemsed fiom giving evidi^iice against Raj- 
kissore Dutt 1 would tell the. wliole truth, i know it w'as expected that i should 
jirove that these signatures of the officers in the 'i reasiiry vimre forgeries, or rather, 
that I slioiild tell all I kiu'W. The uiulerstanchiig witli Mr. Poarson was, that Kajkis- 
sora Dutf'.s trial .should come on first, and I should not be evauiined except on t/iis trial 
1 h' lird there was evidenee enough against him wuhont me. My elder brother first 
Bpoke to me about the siguatuies nf the officers ; h.-' told mo that Mr. Collier said the 
Advocati* {ienenil could not believe me unless In* saw tlie signatures, and then ho 
would erdcavour to get me admitted as King’s evidence andif he could not, ho would 
not show them at all. I was to get off by writing these signatures. The Slionff canto 
tome with a magistrate at the police. I did not then wiiie the names from appre¬ 
hension ; the promise was subsequent. One day while 1 w ms at the police, Mr. {.'aider 
and tlie magistiate asked me to sign the names of these officers. ISieither Air. Calder 
nor Mr. Robinson asked me to write these names ; after I got the oomnuiriication from 
Mr. Pearson 1 wrote the names and sent them to tlie ningiatrate. i wrote them looking 
at a paper of SSK) sicca rupees whicli my elder brother had brought me. 1 could have 
done so by guess. 1 wrote the names of Holt Alackeuzie, 11. T’. Prinsep, H. Udney 
and C. Morley ; all were not on the paper before ra«j. I had a notion of Air. Alacken- 
zie’s signature but no copy. "When I sent the-se signatures in, they were satisfactory. 

1 stipulated that Rajkissore Dutt’s trial was to come on first and 1 should not be ex¬ 
amined upon it. 1 so stipulated with Mr. Collier. J afterwards received a paper from 
Air. Pearson to that oftecT. 1 cannot say how many days after, I do not wish to speak 
by guess or to be entrapped ; perliaps tour days. Along time offer 1 hud received 
that letter 1 went before the (irimd .Jury. After I bad sent flie specimen of the 
names, Air. Collier and Mr Molloy called at (he .lail aud leliirned fh« paper, saying, 
it would be more satisfactory to write befoic them. 1 did so. I'he next day, Mr. 
AloHoy Itrouglit a whole parrel of pajiers and said, you have not written Mr. Malony’s 
signature, do so 1 1 could not write tins from my notion. Raikj.ssore was not present, 
but X told him X had done so. VV'e were noon iiuimate terms iiotwithsianding ; there 
was no diaputo between us because I told him 1 siipnluted not to give evidence 
against him. 1 was sworn before thcCiuiul .Jury m the case of llajkisHore Dutt to tell 
the whole truth and 1 did so. 1 was examined principully us to facts, not to persons. 

1 have answered all such questions as they put to me. 

I know Juggercbunder (.Tiow'dry, he was a sircar in Rajkissore Diitt’s employment, 

I never took him to such places as you allude to ; it would not have been becoming 
in TO", for he is only a sircar. 1 never met him in such places. 1 have sworn that I 
did not know a innii of that name j lie was confionted with me and I said, this is not 
the man ; 1 meant another man of tiiat name. 1 said I dii^uot know liim. I had seen 
him but once. Risiiochuudcr was cxanimed at the time and said wo weie well 
TO'qnainied ; if you ask me my opinion 1 say, that is ffljse. I wms married to 
R^kis.soie Dutt’s daughter, about (> years ago. 1 began to do busines.s at 11 but not 
fo^enes, I know Rajkissore l)utt’.s family to have Uben respectable and very 
1 know that Rajkissore had three vessels*Rad a deal of mercantile 
^l^®*^***^ Rangoon, aud i have been told he made a great deal of money. 1 do 
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Jicl know when tlie five pet cent loan was opened, I do not know that b« paid 
1,50,000 rupees in 4 per cent, popera, and 1,50,(KX) rupees in cash, but I know cash 
Bud paper were pajd in. • In Way 18S?8, the India Bank was opened. In the books of 
tlie merchandise of the Ilousc there were no false entries. 1 cannot say that all tho 
entries were genuine on ilie books, as tofhe papers I think they were false. I do 
not know that it is usual for the terms of partnerships to be set out in the beginniof 
of the books. * * 

1 began the study of forging in Four or five days after I had the knowledge 

of Ills having been engaged in forgeries, fsserBudtIer began to instruct me. lhad been 
accustomed to write English previous to this 5 I used to write chicks and invoices. I 
never forged any of them nor the proceedings of the courts in the Mofussih it would 
not have been productive of any good. 1 practised at all the names, till I could write 
tliem perfectly. 1 cannot recollect how ihan^papers were forged in any one year, 1 do 
Dot know whether or not I was engaged in 18i!6. 

The first paper 1 forged was for STOOD rupees- 1 do not know whether it was sent 
out or destroyed. 1 believe 1 must liave begun 1 liave perliaps forged JOO 

br 150 papers, 'fhe only sum so large as 10,000 rupees that was ever obtained ou forged 
paper wos from Dr. tlalliday. A large loai# was negotiated for Kajkissore at the 
Bengal Bank about two months previous to our flight; good and bad paper used to be 
deposited there* I Was u servant to the India Bank, 1 signed Bank SJotes and gavo 
iny.self out as Secretary and Treasurer; they so advertized me. 1 began to sign notes 
two months previous to our flight, after an advertisement to that effect had been pub« 
hehed. I did not know that 111 January iBtiy, the* Ilaja wanted to get out of the Bank. 

I do not know that the partners had a quarrel, but I am aware that it was referred to 
couusel to know if the Bajah could sign the notes and not be responsible, llajkissoro 
Dutt giving a paper stating that he had no interest. A low of the notes signed by the 
Kajah were out when we flew , he liad signed about 50,000 Rupees worth. I never 
knew or heard that the Raja,whenever he signed notes, got a deposit of Company’s Paper 
to the same amount from Raikissore Dutt. i have .said the Raja was present when 
I signed the names of the officers to the papers ; it used to be at night i no person ac¬ 
companied him -, he used to come in ins buggy. 1 do not now remember the last time 
he came. In February the last paper was .signed, I sigued no more since March, when- 
J heard of the new felony act. 1 do not know of any respectable person who saw the Raja 
in the house On such occasions; such acts a.s these are acts of secrecy and not done 
openly. When he canio on such business he allowed no person to accompany him, 
but when he went to the house on invitation, he went with his usual attendants. I'he 
Rajah is an English scholar ; lie can read and write English wellt 1 have seen him' 
write a letter to Mr. Saunders. • 


I received wages; a hundred Rupees a month, and whenever I wanted an hundred 
or two hundred rupees from Kajkissore Dutt, 1 got it. That wasall 1 got for my 
services. The Rajah put confidence in me because 1 was Rsjkissore Dutt’s son-in- 
law. 1 did not know it would liave turned out in this way. 1 thought they would 
have only raised money upon the paper. 1 got laterly 100 sicca rupees per month. 
1 remember a5,tKX) rupees having been coined at the mint into quarter rupees for the 
shrade of the Rmah’s mother, I took thS money to Mr. Saunders, 1 took the money 
from Kajkissore Dutt. 1 do not know that there was any settlement of accounts in 
J uue last, there were bonds given. 

My belief is that if I tell the truth, no matter whether the Rajah is convictedor acquit* 
ted, 1 shall be saved, and I have no desire that any one should be sacrificed for my 
safety. With reference to the Mot ; X asked to see the original paper, ss if one papet 
had a blot and another copy was to be pledged, it used to be blotted in the same 7 fay 
that people might not detect it; ss fot instance, if one was to be pledged at the Bank 
and the money paid, and it returned, if the counterleit bud not a blot it might lead 
to detection if afterwards pledged them. 


At the time the Bank was established, the firm of Rsjkissore Dutt and Co. consisted 
of Raikisaore Dutt and RajaluBuddouautli Roy. 1 speak of before the Bank was es¬ 
tablished. The money I have spoken of as deposited in the 5 per cent, loan, was the 
property of that firm. Biifeonaulli Chukerbutty, who I have spoken of as negotiating 
paper, was the manager for tlys Rajah who did not attend office himself. The defen* 
(lent was at the house about tfp days previous to our flight; he came at night. There 
was a noise in fhe Bazar about the end of 1827 or beginning of 18S8,1 know that both par^ 
ners knew ofit. Rajkissoire aaid tothe Rajah, evil reports have been raised against me.

iJe said I know ofit, bat what are you resolved upon? Rajkissore replied, it is difficult 
to carry on buisness as people are suspicious and will not take paper in niy name as de¬ 
posits,butif they are diade out in your name, w'e can take dupUcatas and we cun deposit 
them without suspicion. The Kajuh said it would do well u he was kept out of harm 
and Rajkissore replied; there is no doubt 1 ’^1 keep you clear, for if not, how can we ex¬ 
pect to be safe, /will get this renewed in your name, and after the noise is over wo 
will open a Bank and make plenty of money. This conversation ,was before the Bank 
was opened. Rajkissore took the Bonds to the Kaiah. 

The Rajah gave money to the House as oct^asion required it, sometimes S.'i.OOO and 
flometimes even 5(),()(K) Rupees. The largest sum he ever gave was hi),000 Rupees; 
fiomelinies there was that sum m his favour with ihe firmn 1 saw no Company’s raper 
<if the Rajah’s in the House. Tliero were papeis in Rajkissore Dutt’s Immls and also 
in the Rajah’s ; 1 do not know to what aijiount. Rajkisboie Dutt and Co. never drew 
any interest on paper belonging to the Rujoh himself. 1 heard from Rajkissore that 
prohts would accrue from these trunaactioii, lean form no estimate of the profits an¬ 
nually, nor was theie any final adjustment of accounts. The llajah had the greatest 
ctedit with Uie Company. I do not know the extent of his credit with the Bazar 
IMerchauts. 1 know that Rajkissore Dutt executed and granted a paper to the Rajah, 
but he gave nune in return. ^ 

The jury here requested that the witness* might be allowed to write the forged 
signatures, which he did, apparently to their Satisfaction- 

Looks at three papers (the Bonds given by Rajkissore to the Rajah.) Two are dated 
the 10th June. They are written by me and by directions of Rujkjssore Hutt. Ido 
not know when they weie delivered. All along, such papers were given to the defen¬ 
dant. These Bonds were given for the sums advanced to the House, that he might 
not appear a partnef. One is for ST",OOO rupees winch was given to the House; these 
are oapers, mentioned as deposited. They were deposited as no person would make 
a loan to him without a deposit and so it was mentioned. Some good and some bad pa¬ 
pers were deposited with the defendant. 'I'he defendant knew that some were had. This 
bond was given for fear of any disaster, that the defendant might come down as a cre¬ 
ditor. 1 look at No. 2, this was given for the same reason. No. 3, is dated the S!3d 
July 18iJ9, two days previous to the bn aldng out of this business. It is signed by two 
witnesses, friends of the Rajah’s. These bonds used to be drawn up for the balauce 
in the books. 

The witness swore that be had turned King’s evidence for the purpose of sav¬ 
ing liimself, and that the Government bad promised he should not be called to bear 
witness against his father-in-law, Rajkissore I>utt, but that he was to endeavour by a 
true statement to convict Rajab Buddinatb Roy, wllo he said was in partneiship with 
lus father-in-law both in the cominercia) esiahlishment and in the Bank oi India, the 
former holding a unnas and the latter a 4 anna’s ahare. 

The witness swore to the Rajah’s having been present for the purpose of examining 
end seting aside such papers as were well torged, and thdt he destroyed those that were 
not, the llajah used to go at night alone to Rajkissore’s house in his buggy. Dwarke- 
uaut Mittre stated that the first paper he himself forged was for Rs. 7,0(K1, nod that be 
forged about 150 papers, iMr. Graham, and others used also to forge dificreut signatures. 
I’h© paper was printed at the India Bank, generally of a Sunday. 

CroW-AiafJMrtfti,—-The sums lent by the defendant will appear in the books. I do not 
know where the books are ; they were shown me at the Grand Jury room. 1 do not 
know in which book these traustiction.s are mentioned. 1 saw a book relative to Com¬ 
pany’s Paper, I cannot say tJie amount of papers out at the time of our flight. There 
was mention made of the papers deposited with the defendant. The papers deposited 
with liun were entered in the same way as tho.se with other people. The Rajah's 
books were shown to me and 1 said, 1 cannot speak as to books. 

To the Jury .—^These are two bonds dated the lOtb June. When this was written, 
the date was not affixed to it,—1 speak from the dift’erence of the ink. About this time 
there was a danger of these fogerics being discovered, consequence of Pronkisno 
Holdar’s conspiracy. Sometimes bonds were drawn up to u larger extent. When 
1 say these were given for fear of any thing happening to tlje House, 1 mean any dis- 
Okwery of the forgeries. The papers used to remain promiscuously with both partners 
imd then Di-lolls came to negotiate loans, they used to be told, that papers would be 
Hlought from the Rajah's and that gave the transactions greater weight. The Rajah 
bad many papers in his hands, at the time of the flight; he has got more ^ao the 
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•mount of tho8e bonds in his possession now. The greatest circulation of the notea of 
(he India Bank vras iiO,(XK) or 30,1)00 rupees. $ 

Mr. G. H. /fM«nian*'.—Sometimes two, sometimes three men are engaged at • 
press; ahead native superintends them.* No person sufrerintends the press except 
the head native and my.self. Possibly a fbw extra copies might be struck off by somo 
of the pressmen. The fornishre kept standing. 

Mr. now examine all papers sent into the. Treasury ; before they were 

sent to Mr. Oxboroiigh , he used to cer|il’y them by putting bis name m (he corner; 
these were certified by Itim. I examine now myself, as I found that he was not correct 
and 80 deceived me. Four lacks and twenty thou'^imd rupees wortli of paper wera 
rejected by the Treasury after the flight of Ilajkissoro Dutt, all of which liad been 
examined and passed by Mr. Oxborough. • 

Mr. C. ffegg.—I know the defendant, I remember seeing him on the 28th of July, 
at about lO A. M., (I had not seen him on the 27th) on his coining to niy office with a 
large bundle of what purported to be Company’s Paper, which he said had he^'n de¬ 
posited with him, by Rajlcissore, for money lept, and which had turned out forgeries, 
and that he was a looser to the extent of twolaks of rupees and upwards. He opened! 
the papeis and put them into my hands, together with three Promissory Notes for 
which the papers were pledged as aseciirtty. Ilo said Dwarhenauth I’agore had called 
upon him the previous evening, to speak to him about papers deposited with my 
brother and which had his endorsement. He then asked me what steps he ought ta 
take. Ho produced thia slip of paper, W. and 1 wiote on that p.iper “ Buddenaufli’a 
endorsement” opposite those papers which he said boie. his eiidorsemfnt, as I thought 
it might be beneficial to my brother’s interest. He then put this slip, X into my 
hand containing a list of papers. He said that a duplicate of one of those which h» 
said bore his endorsement, was in Major Campbell’s hands. 1 advised him to go to tlift 
Tieasury, take the papers and state to the 'J'reasury Officers all he had stated to me and 
to facilitate in every way he could, the apprehension of Rajkissore Dutt. 1 had never 
seen my brotlier’s paper for 20,(Kk) rupess. He at once agreed to go to the I'reasury 
and I accotupamed him in his carnage. Mr. Morley asked iiim to leave the paperp 
there and he agreed. Mr. .Morley asked me to make a list of them, and he, or some one 
in the.Treasury would give a receipt. The defendant then desired me to lake a receipt 
and went down to his carnage for the purpose of accompanying my brother as a ina-* 
gistrate to his house. I then retuiued with the papers to my office and a clerk of miiia 
made a list in my presence which I compared imd then returned to Hie Treasury and 
saw Mr. Morley who desired me to take them to Mr. Oiborough, which I did, aud h« 
compared them with the list and gave the receipt 1 requimt; they were sealed up 
and I left them at the Treasury, f afterwards saw them opened by Mr. llohUoii and I 
gave him the receipt. Tliis is the envelop. It was in the same state (hen, as when I 
•aw it sealed up, except a cut half round the seal wliich appeared : as if Mr, Robison, 
had intended to open it but had thought better to do so in niy presence. 

Major Campbell.—I am acquainted witfi the defendant, I have known him for 10 or 
11 years. I am not acquainted with RajkiBSore Dutt, 1 know him by sight, I have had 
no dealings with the Indian Bank. I have had dealings with Rajkissore Dutt, and the 
defendant. No deposit of paper with th^ latter. 

The Rajah has constantly told me he supported Rajkissore Dutt because his family 
and his (the^ Rajah’s) ancestors, ^were acquainted. 1 have Impressed upon bun tho 


The Rajah seemed to say, that their families had been acquainted and he seemed to 
consider him as a dependant. This was long previous to these discoveries : about tho 
period of the establishment of the India Bank. A bout the time oftJie.absconding of Ruj- 
kissore. 1 had perhaps twenty papeis which purported to be good securities ; they 
were, delivered to the I'reasury. 1 saw some subsequently at the police. 

Looks at M 3. I received this on account of Rajkissore Dutt on the l?th November 
1828. On the evening of tli» 27th July and on the morning of the 28tli, the defendant 
•aw this, as well as all the papers deposited with me by Rajkissore Dutt. N 3, was 
given to me by Lord (Airnwarth, and subsequently by Rajkissore Dutt. On the 
morning of the 28th, the dgfendant looked particularly at all notes in his name inif^ 
possession and took a memcranduni of them. ^ 

Looks at six papers. For these 1 received new notes in the name oftlie.Earl of 
Caruwartli and one in my own name. For those that went to police, 1 got no new notes. 
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The defendant loohed at all and evarained those in his own name. On the evening of the 
ST'tJi; at about half past 8 o’clock he came to my house with a downcast air. On see* 
ing him, 1 informed hiin that he was suspected of being concerned and urged him to teH 
me the truth as 1 had been a great aufreier, la reply lu* told »ne he had been a looser 
and shewed me a bundle which he had brought, purporting to be Government Securities 
to the amount of^,14,(lGl) Rupees deposited with him oh' account of transactions with 
Raikissore Dutt. He said they arose out o(‘ii serie^, ot transactions m signing notes 
for the India Riuik. He said lie was in the Imbit ofieceiving (Company's JPiiper to the 
amount of the iioteshe signed. On the luornuig ot Uic liiHfh, he took amemoranduro of 
the notes in my posaession with ret'erenoe other papers in the possession of IMr. 
Hogg and others. Owarkenauth Mitter was the person with whom I was in the habita 
of dealing. I'he Hajah said Dwarkenauth was a most clever boy. 

Cross-eiamined .—The notes 1 pointed out to day w'ere the cancelled notes. 

Btf the Advocule Oenend ,—Looks at L 1> I ne,ver saw this before. 

Croks eavi?ufned—Lord Cmnwarth delivered tlie papers to me about the time be was 
going 'to Madras, The loans were renewed on Ist of July last, with Jlajkissore, by 
me and Mr. Glass: I took the papers to Mr. Glass, and they were exannned. I did 
not think lliat the defendant was in »he filitest interested in the notes but on the con¬ 
trary, the defendant told me that Hajkisaore LXutt’s iamiiy were highly respectable 
sad he therefore, supported him, I remember the defendant’s expressing his annoy¬ 
ance at the use made of lus name in an advertisement in the papers by Hnjlvissore. 
I never understood that he was in the least interested iu the Bank, 1 understood him ta 
he his partner and lending money on low interest and taking security ; that T fancy is 
usual amongst rich nanves. On the morning of i^Slh, lie came about 9 o’clock aud 
told me, he was going to Mr. Hogg, he awy have come on tho‘i!7tb, as 1 before liad 
Wged him to give me early notice if any thing was likely to happen Raikissore Dutt; 
this was perhaps two or three mouths previous. 

In the course of communication it was a matter of conversation, whether or not the 
defendant should compound his debt with lliijkiBsore. The deseiuiaut stated that he did, 
not know where he w'ss, hut just a.s lie was stalling to come to me, he had received a 
note from him which he had left behind aud in w'hieh Biijkisanre stated, that though 
he had fallen into difficulties, he the Haiali, need nor fear loss as none of his notea 
were duo so no one could seize his property and proposed to assign it all to the defen¬ 
dant. On tliis the conversation was, whether he ought not to compound and ikisino- 
hun Burrollsaidif he got iiO,000 rupees he ought to bum the paperto this the defen¬ 
dant observed with great emphasis '* while 1 bnee life / irillnever hum” Mr. Aiiley wan 
present. Rajah Buddenuuth left my ho«.se about ll<o’clock with my advice to go tothp 
Trensuty with bis paper, Tlwvt paper consisted of 14'notes ; ho showed them to me 
J said 1 did not think they were worth a rupee. I had been that day at the Treasury 
both morning and evening ; in the morning my papers were declared to be good anct 
in the evening to be bud, I understood KajHli Buddenauth Hoy to have supported Jiaj- 
kissore with money for many year, 1 do not retnemher when the India Hunk was es¬ 
tablished, 1 think it was about two or two and u half years ago. I was applied ta 
fake a diare in it. 

Re-cromined,—I do not remember the defendant telling me, that he had lost by any 
Othor papers. He complained oi Rajkissom's liovin" discredited him by an advertise- 
ment.^ since then he continued to support him. lie appeared to tliirik it was au offence„ 
not thathe would have objected to bis name being used, blit that it was unauthorized. 
1 understood that he lent money at low interest to Majkksore and be has toldme ha 
took security for tEe notes he signetU He has never said where Rajkissora could get 
security. 

Court ,—The letter from Rajkissore, the defendant hrouglit over to my house and read 
the Bengalee and explained it to me, I might know that letter again ; he took it away. 
The address was written badly in English; he seemed to think it was written by 
Dwarkenanth Mitter. 

Jury.—I have seen the advertisement relative to thA* establishment of the India, 
Bank and notes signed by the defendant, but still I thitiV he was not a partner, but 
rather lent money and pve the use of his name. I bad tran^otions with Rajkissore, 
Mt that 1 thought the defendant was responsible, but I knew he was supported by the. 
defendant, and 1 felt eonddeut, that if any thing was goilk wrong, I should have had 
from the defendant. The defendant stated, that wfienever he signed notes, h«' 
look paper M security aud X uaderstood that the notes were cash for that security ^ 
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Thepaper bearing the signature of the Rajah, amoanted tolacks of ru<( 

' pees. The proceedings in this case, were very similar to thos^ on Raj kissor Dulb's 
trial. ^ 

Sir E. Ryan in ilia charge to the jury Btat|d that their verdict mast entirely depend 
upon the evidence of the informer liwarkenauth Mittre, and aftci citing an extract 
from the charge of Logd EUenbor|iigii in the trial of Colonel Despand for high treason, 
as to the evidence ot accomplices, the learned judge thus sumed up. 

His Lordship read ovej; the evidence ^oi Dwarkenauth Mittre and remarked, that 
though Rissenchunder had not been called, suit the counsel for the defence could have 
examined him ; particularly, if as it had beou stnti'd, his name was upon the back of tim 
indictment, a fact winch his Lordship was ignorant of, or ha shouid have undoubtedly 
put him in the box luiuself. • 

Much stress his Lordship said Iiftd been laid upon that part of the evidence which 
went to show, that the funds of Hajkissore Dutt could have been made available to 
the establishment of such a system of forgery. Owarkenauth had said, that he liadi 
none, save that furnished by the dofendant, and this was oonfirmed by the statement 
of Rajah Ruddenauth Roy to Major Campbell 

• 

ills Lordship remarked, that the evidence of the accomplice, if credited, had mndo 
.out the chai'ge fully, for he stated, that the defendant was present when he forged tho 
name of Mr. flolt Mnckenrie upon Uie paper. With reference to some papers he said, 
that the defendant assisted in the forging and selected those best executed and least 
likely to lead to detection, and to others, ha said they were forgeries to wliich he attach¬ 
ed his nanu> and part of those turned out copies of some taken by him to the treasury. 
To all he said, they w’ere printed at the office of Rajkissore Dutt, aud one was depo¬ 
sited with Golouel Galloway, and he was accompanied by the son ofGooropersaud 
Bose. In both facts he wns confirmed ; in the one by the printer of the Government 
Gazette, in the second by Shrenaut Bose. 

His Lordship felt bound to say that nothing contradictory appeared to him in tli» 
evidence of the informer, though he had hstcupd to him with great attention, while he 
had been tried in a variety of ways and been cross-examined at great length, but whe¬ 
ther or not lie was the witness of truth, was for the jury to say. 

His Lordship made a few comments on the evidence of Dwarkenauth Mittre and said 
there was nothing extraordinary lu the defendant telling Mr. Hogg that the papers he 
took to the treasury were forged, Sot he liad been so informed by Major Campboll* 
but his remark when recommendeato destroy them, “while 1 live I will never burn,’* 
was of great importance. Taking it by itself, it was the conduct of an innocent man. 
but the jury should consider it, coupled with that,part of evidence of Dwarkenauth, 
wliere he said, these papers and the, bonds w'ere given, that in case any thing happen¬ 
ed, the defendant might be held clear ; they would see whether it was not reconcila¬ 
ble with that or w'liether i1 W'as the conduct of an innocent manj they would also taka 
into consideration his conduct at the time the forgeries were first discovered. 

Sir E. Ryan, next remarked upon the feslimony of tlie officers in the Treasury, and 
as to the impossibility of getting three papers of the same number and date through 
that office, or procuring payment of interest twdoe on a paper of the same amouat. and 
said, that if the jury believed, that the signatures to all were the genuine signature® 
of defendant, it would be difficult to suppose he had not a guilty knowledge* The 
witnesses who had been called to prove them gonuiue had said, it was now difficult tot 
speak to signatures, but tliey believed them to be his and the defendant had called noi 
evidence to show they were not. 

His Lordship in conclusion said, he had now commented upon those circumstance® 
which iiad presented themselves to him, if there were any which he had omitted 
was sure the ingenuity of the jury would suggest them to him. If they believed th® 
evidence of Dwarkenauth Mittre the charge wns proved, but if they thought he was so 
contaminated with the guilty J:uowledge as not to bo worthy of belief, it was there da» 
ty to acquit him. On the contrary, if they were of opinion that he had Spoken con¬ 
sistent with truth, he hndahown him to be a guilty participator, and without reffirenc* 
to what might be the consequences or whatever their feelings might be, they ought tot 
find him guilty. • 

The jury retired at htdf past nine v. m. and at thirty minutes past teu cetmaed tSSl* 
Hdlowiug verdict* which ww itiid by Mr. Aleseader* the ibremut t*- 
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“ We do not think Dwarkenaull Mittre's evidence by itaelf sufficient to convict t!in 
defendant, and giving him the benefit of this opinion, we find him NOT GUlLTy,”

To THE Right Hon’sle Lopd WILLIAM BENTINCK, 

Gooermr General in Council. 
&c. Ac. &c. 

Mv Lord, —We have the honor to submit for the favourable consideration of your 
Lordship in Council, the circumstances under which loans wei'e advanced by the 
Bank of Bengal on Deposit of Company’s Papers, lately declared at ilie Treasury to 
be forgeries. 

About September 1828, some forgeries of Company’s Paper had been discovered, 
and to protect the Bank from imposture or loss from such a cause, Mr. Woud then 
the Presidi-nt, made the following minute which was approved of by tlie Directors 
present, and entered on the proceedings of the Bank of the 9tli of October, 1828 : 

“ With reference to the Forgeries lately discovered. Ordered that oil Company's 
“ Paper tendered for the Bank to take, be sent to the Head Assistant (uncovenanted) 
“ at tlie Accountant General’s Office, for him to examine and certify, or that he be 

allowed one hundred rupees (Sa. Us. lOU) per mensem in lieu of the fees which 
" would be at the rale of one rupee each paper, foir his trouble with the same. 

(Signed) H. Wood.” 

Your Lordship in Council will please to observe tiiat when this minute was made 
Mr. Wood, was both Accountant General, and J^residenl of the Bank, and may be 
considered as tlien representing Government both at tlie Treasury and the Bonk. 

From the date of the above minute, no money lias ever advanced on deposit of any 
Government Securities, until such securities have been sent to the Treasury and tflere 
e:kamined and certified in the manner preicribed in the minute.' 

About ten weeks ago, some Company’s Papers were tendered for deposit by Raj- 
kissore Dntt, and sent in usual cour.s© to the Treasury where they were examined 
end certified : the Secretary to the Bank (Mr. Doriu) on receiving these Papers thug 
verified, thought he perceived some peculiarity in the printing which excited his sus¬ 
picion, and lio sent the Papers hack to the Treasury, requesting that they might be 
more carefully examined: tJiey wiTe returned a second time with as assurance that all 
was right, and Mr. Dorin tliinking that furtlier objection would be unjustifiable, 
received tiie Papers. It is tlie practice of the Bank, when there is any pressure ia 
the Money Market, to allow parties to renew their loans, granting fresh bonds: ia 
such cases, as the paper has been once verified at the Treasury, it is not sent again 
on the day when the order for renewal is passed, but au*tho followdug day, mid before 
tim now Bond is executed. In conformity with this usage, tJie loan of J’j.ssonauth 
Lhnekerbutty a Sircar of Rajkissore Dutt, was ordered fort’cnewal on the fltli July. 
*ftd on the afternoon of that day Mr. Dorin, retaining his suspicion, canned the 
^persto the Accountant General’s Office, where he subtnitted them to the exami- 
wuoaof the Treasury officers who said, they eotertaiasd no suspicious respecting the 
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tl>e papers and believed them to be true and genuine. Mr, Borin brought baob the 
papers to the Bank and on the morning of the lOtb, they vrere sent to tlie Treasury 
in usual course, and verified before the Bond was executed by tl?e party seeking the 
renewal. Mr. Borin courd not have ventured to pronounce bud, any (.jovcmment 
Securities that were considered genuin^iuid^nie at the Treasury, but on the lOlh he 
retained his suspicions so strongly, that he'seiit for renewal one Baper for 25,0(X), and 
this Paper was received for that purpose, on the J3tFi he carried to the Accountant 
General’s Office all the Papers respecting which he luitcrtanied any doubt and requir¬ 
ed a renewal of the whole : but some fears were then entertanied at the Treasury 
and only two of the Papers were receive". On the I4th, tlie whole of the romaiuing 
papers which he considered suspicious, wore again sont, but the Accountant General 
would neither renew the nqtofl,,nor declare them bad, nor would the Treasury Offi¬ 
cers give any answer until tiio t?^fth when the duplionto notes turned up. Thus 
Govenimeiit Secun.ies to the amount of ncarfy five liilvlis lay for 13 days before the 
'J’rcasury officers who were unable to state wliethei ihey Were genuine or forged. On 
the lOih Mr. Doriii waited on Mr. Hogg who is a Bank Director and also a Magistrate, 
and communicated to him his suspicions adding that the Government Officers believ¬ 
ed their sigiuiiures to be genuine, 

Mr. Hogg slated that he would immediately secure Rajkissore Dutt and his Papers, 
if any public officer would declare that he believed his signature to liave been forged, 
blit that ho would not expose liimsolf and defeat tlie ends of justice bv opprebeiuling 
8 man for forging a signature which would be declared genuine, by the individual whoso 
Bignature it purported to be. Mr. Hogg saw Mr. Mackenzie on the following day and 
learning from him that he (Mr, MacKenzie) and the otlier public officers believed the 
signatures to be genuine, it was determined that nothing could then bo done. 

At the next meeting of the Bank Directors on tlie 16th, Mr. Borin produced the 
papers and stated all that had passed. The Director.^ said that it would be vain to 
attemjit any proceedings unless tiie security conhl be declared bad, and at the same 
time determined not to embarrass the Public Officers, by insisting on a renewal of the 
paper.s, particularly as they considered the interest of the Bank protected by the 
veiification of the Paper at the IVeasury. 

Having mentioned in detail the circumstances which preceded the detection of the 
false paper, wo now beg leave to state the grounds, upon which wo rest our applica¬ 
tion to your Lordship in Council, to he saved hiiimless from any loss the Bank might 
sustain from having advanced loans on the Securities, said to he forged. We submit, 
that the examination of the Paper at the Puldic Treasury by an Officer appointed to 
discharge that duty and auihorized^o require a fee for his trouble, is a verification of 
the Paper binding upon the Government, and that if it were otlierwise, the examina¬ 
tion would be an idle form, tending only to deceive the public and to require from 
them fees for which uo service was rendered. 

It will, we premuse, be conceded that every individual circulating a negotiable se¬ 
curity ,*ds bound to state on application whether or not any such security is genuine 
and a public body is equally under an obligation to aii'urd such information when 
required. ^ 

A Merchant about to purchase or receive a Bill of Exchange can apply to the Draw¬ 
er or Acceptor who would be bound by regard to liis character and credit to admit or 
deny his signature and would be bound by his admission. 

It is not so when securities are issued by the Government of tlie country: no indivi¬ 
dual can apply to any Member of the Goveniineut to ascertain the genuineness of any 
public security. He must apply at the proper office, and there lie cannot dictate the 
mode of examination nor the penson by whom that examination shall be mode. lie 
pays the fixed fee, complies with the prescribed terms, and having had his paper exa¬ 
mined in the manner fixed by the proper authorities, rests in perfect security. 

The Registry like any other book of account is kept for the information of Govern¬ 
ment not of the public. It matters not to on individual how a paper may stand in tho 
llegistiy, or how any other (Sovernment book may designate it. All he wants to 
know is, whether or not the paper is genuine : and if he applies at the only place 
where that information caif be afforded and pays the fixed tee, we submit that the Go¬ 
vernment are morally bound to save harmless that individual who has advanced hiS * 
money on the public faith. *We say morally, because we wish to avoid allusion 
mere points of law, feeling, satisfied that your Lordship in Council will determina 
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this moBt important question upon the broad principles of good iiaith, and regard W 
public credit. » 

Your X^ordship in Council will observe that the Secretart to the Bank considered 
tl)e examination at the I’reasnry so concjusive, that he received the papers so exa¬ 
mined, although his own suspicions continued in full lorcc : not deeming it right to 
net on his own vague surmises in opposition to a declaration oft^be Government Tren- 
Buty. If Goveniment should repudiate the acts of their Officer on tliis occasion, we 
declare we know not how the public can c er feel safe in any transaction ; where the 
Government do not personally intervene, nmess the prescribed duty should be per¬ 
formed under the provisions of an Act of Parliament, or under a Government Regula* 
tion. We believe tliat all the Treasury Officers will admit, tfiat the papers now de¬ 
clared to be forged, would all have been renewed in ordinary course if they had been 
sent to the Treasury without -an iutiraatidu from Mr. Dorin of his doubts, and we beg 
respectfully to submit for rhe consideration of Government that it would he most in¬ 
jurious to public credit if it should appear that nearly live lackhs of (?ompony’R Pa¬ 
per hud been at,the Treasury for 13 days and that no public Officer or Clerk could say 
whethei it was good or bad. 

We have already mentioned that Mr^Dorin's suspicions were not excited by any 
doubts reRpecting the signatures of the Sqfretaries ttnd otlier Public Officers but by 
the general appearance of the printing, which Ije thought more faint than usual, aud 
particularly by a peculiarity in the letter “ N” in the word ** until” and in the letter 
“ L” in the words •' Accountant General.” The duplicate papers were discovered on 
the 27th, when the greatest nlai'in and consternation were gpread. Almost every per¬ 
son who had paper m deposit hurried to the Treasury to have it examined and on that 
and the following day neatly thirteen lakhs of false piper, were produced. Some of us 
were present when the papers were brought in for examination, and w'e can state tliat 
the Treasury Officers did not attempt to forui any opinion from tlie signatures hut 
•were guided solely by tlie peculiarity in the printing which we have mentioned. We 
beg of Governmont to consider the situation in which the public are placed when the 
signatures of the officers w'hose names authenticate the whole Indian debt are aban¬ 
doned, and a trifling peculiarity in printing is resorted to, as the test of authenticity, 
Forgeries to a considerable extent have frequently been practised and individuals de¬ 
frauded and ruined, but they liave always been detected when they reached the public 
bodies, or individuals whose securities they purported to he, and we believe that this 
is the first time that negotiable paper has been issued cither by a public body or pri¬ 
vate individuals where the pai'ties circulating the securities have been unable to ascer¬ 
tain tlie verity of their own paper. 

We do not take the liberty of imputing blame ot negligence in any quarter, but if 
tliexe has been negligence and incaution, whereby multitudes have been plundered 
and ruined, wC earnestly submit that any loss arising from such improvidence ought 
to be home by those who were thus devoid of ordinary caution, and aught not to fall on 
individuals who had no control over the form or mode or issuing the paper, wd had 
protected themselves from imposture by every means that human piudenc# could 
miggest. In till case of individuals this argument would be poweribl, but, when 
addressed to the Government who issued sqjffi securities we trust it will be deemed 
conclusive. 


We have reason to believe, that interest has been paid on several of the papers 
stated to be forged, and we submit, that the payment of interest is a recognition of 
the paper as genuine, and binding on the Goveniment. It is a declaiation by the 

S ublic officers, acting on behalf of Government that the paper is what it purports to 
e, ahd all who issue negotiable securities ate bound to know their own signatures. 
If a person whose nome Isad been forged on a Bill of Exchange as the acceptor, 
should admit his hand-writing in error, he would still be bound to make good the 
amount to the person who advanced money on the faith of that admission, and fur¬ 
ther if a man should accept a Bill purporting to hav<< been drawn by another whose 
name had been forged, that acceptor would be bound, and could not avoid payment, 
by shewing that the signature of tlie drawer had been forged, because a merchant is 
bound to lujow not only his own hand-writing but that #f hiS coirespondeut. These 
• principles have not been fixed by any arbitrary enactment, they have been dcauced 
from experience, as necessary for the maintenance of publip faith and fair dealing, 
jmd as such only we urge them in illustration. The papur circulates on the credit of 
' rernment, and it would ill accord with that credit, insecurities were proclaimed 
d one day, by the payment of interest and afterwards repudiated as forgeries by. 
ic very aathorities who had pronounced them good aad genoiae. Thus far my Lord, 
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"we hate addressed ourselves to (Jovernmcnt as if the signatures J|ad been forged; but 
it is very geutruDy bcbeved, anti in that belief we concur, that the signatures of the 
Public Office 18 are genuiifb, but have been surreptitiously obtained, and we uuder> 
stand that this is the opinion of the M.igis^ate who has investigated the case. If 
your Lordhhip in Council should he of tlie same opinion, we presume no objection 
would be made to pajj^nuy Kecun^v signed by the Public Officers authorised to per¬ 
form that duty on behalf of the (governor (ieiieiai in (’ouiuil. From vi'luit we have 
already staled, it will be seen, that the l^iblie Oflieers all believed their signatures 
to he genuine, even .liter susincioiis hud' been excited, and we will venture to add 
that almost every individual in (’akmtu, iicquaiuted with tlnur signatures will state, 
that they lielieve them to be reak \Ve have heard that some of these officers now 
begin to eni.ei'tatn doubts, but such doubts weri' never expressed or enlertained until 
after the duplicate papers had turned up ; and although we conlide implicity on what 
tliese gentlemen slate, we cannot exempt them from the hiflnnitiea and prejudices in¬ 
cident to human nature. 'I’he atmosphere through whirli they now see is impregnated 
with doubts and suspicions and must tend to deceive them ; their very anxiety will 
serve to perplex them, and they must liave a predisposition to hope and believe, that 
the signatures are f ivged, and that the frauds have not occurred in the offices in 
which they themselves preside. We think ft will be conceded that any opinions 
they iruy.now give are at least iieutraiizt^l by those tlicy have already expressed 
whan they judged from the character of their hand-w'viting ouly, and not from extra-, 
neons circumstHiices. In the absence of positive proof, it will be tor your Lordship in 
C-oujicil to decide upon the probabilities : whether it is more probable, that one Heti- 
golee should imitate the signatures of many PublicOfficeis, so perfectly, as to defy 
detection, and deceive the parties themselves, or, that some subordinates iu the Public 
Officers may have been corrupted to lend (lieir aid iu a fraud sufficiently productive to 
udtuji of piiymg many acconipUces. Sujiposing' that constant practice could enable a 
person to coiinterleit the signatuii of another, beyond the possibility of detection, 
how can we account for the uiiiiccessai y vaidety of signatures ? Why should the names 
of Mr. AlncRcnzie, Mr Pnrisep and Mr Moloiiy he iudiscriminately forged 1 whereby 
difficulties were needlo.ssly accumulated and detection greatly facilitated. It would 
have eijually served tlie purposes of the forger to have .selected papers bearing the 
signaUire of some one. Hceu tury, and tlic variety c.ia ouly be account for by beleiving 
the signatures to be genuine. On most of the papers signed by Mr. MacKmizie there 
is an impression on the hank arising troiii his habit of signing tlie lowest paper iu a, 
bundle first and dropping tlie next paper on tlie Hignalure while wet. This same 
peculiarity is on the paper stated to be forged; it niiglit perhap.s he replied that such 
u mtifk would not c.scape the eye of an aecornplisbcd forger, and wo admit tliat this 
luigbt be fairly urged if uf/the jftilse papers bore tlie impression. But it is not so. 
Some have the iuipressnm and others have it not and we. understand m about the 
same pioportioii as iu the true papers. 'I 'lierc is another remarkable circumstance 
to which we beg the attention of your Lordship in Council. There are three copies 
oLone^tiper for i!!0,(KK) lls.; the original paper has not the impressidti alludecl to, 
while jpe tlu'fe false papers have it i and we contend tliat ihfs is wholly irreconcile» 
able with the belief we nnglit almost say with the possibility of the sigin'atures being 
forged. It cannot be supposed that this f^nsumate imitator would put upon tlie copy 
what did not appear upon tin ojiglmil. and the cucuinstsmce can he accounted for on 
no other ground, than that the signature* are real. Frauds have often been committed 
in Public Offices both liere, and at home, and such an occuirence however to be 
lamented, is not very unfrequent, and therefore not very iiuprohable, on the other 
hand the history of the world affords no example of an individual who could imitate 
a variety of signatures on a great number of papers without a single failure and so 
perfectly as to deceive the parties themselves, and such an occuirence liaviag never 
yet happened it is extravagantly improbable if not impossible. 

We have stated the circumstances that led to the detection of this extenaive and 
extraordmory fraud, wdiich would still he in full operation if it Imd not been arrested 
by tJie vigilance and perseverance of Mr. Dorm ; we have mentioned the grounds oa 
which we trust, that Government would be pleased to order payment of the securitjea 
even if they should consider tLeni forged. We have also stated tiie reasons which, 
induced ns to believe that the signatures are genuine, but have been fraudulently 
oMsnned, iu which case wJ felt assured that Goveniment would not be disposed 
contest their Uability the individual suffers frem those frauds are unwilling to trouMe 
Government with separate PAitions and await w'ith intense anxiety the result of thiSr 
application to which we respectfully solicit the early attention of your Lordship in 
Council,, we have not adverted to iesjsl licbility and know not Uovv jar we should bo 

maucU; 1030i 3 3 • 
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jastififd in doin^ ro, f)at we feel satisfied tliat. tlie decision of vour Lordship in Coftti'* 
cil wdl rest on broader principles and will be such as sliall be deemed best calculated 
for tlie proservatiou of ijood taith and the maintenance of phbiic cieUit.

The Deputy Secretary in reciting the purport of our letter alledges that we hud 
prayed “ that Government would take upon itself to make good the loss the Bank w^as 
likely to sustain in its transactions with Kajkissore Dutt.’’ In a matter of such mo¬ 
ment, it is fit, that nothing should be misunderstood or misinterpreted and we must 
disclaim having ever preferred so unreasonable a Eetition. We beg to state jesp^t- 
fully, but confidently, that our letter is not liable to such an interpretaliflll. ‘Die 
purport of oar application was that Govei imient under ihe very peculiar circumstances 
iset forth would order payment of securities issued in their name and at one time ac¬ 
knowledged at the J'reasury to be genuine, but now alledgcd to be forged or fraudulent. 

As the interests of others arc entrusted to our cure, it is incumbent upon us t-o seek 
redress through every channel and by all lawful means. We have therefore to request 
that your Lordship in Council will he pleased to forward our letter of the 'i6tU ultimo, 
lor the consider all on of the Honorable the Court of Diiectors. 

We take the liberty of sending for the pciusal of your Lordship ill Council, the 
opinions of Counsel which w'ere not obstined till the 1st instant. 

If the Law Officers of Government coincide in opinion w’ith the Council for the 
Lank, wo feel ussui'ed that Government would promptly grunt all that legal proceedings 
could obtain and in this confidence we nbstiuii for the present from adopting measures 
to bring the matter before the Supreme Court. 

We uuderstaml that the individual sufferers areproceedinghy Petition to Parliament.

The Bank or Benoae versw^ TiiE United Cojipanv. 

Mr. T)irhen$ opened the pleadings. It was an action of Assumpsit brought 
upon thirty-three Counts, to recover tho interest due «j)OU five Promissory Notes. 
The plaint was filed on the 4tli Bocember Itlti'h Damages were laid 600,000 
rupees. 

Mr, Compton in stating the case, said, it w'as an action of Assumpsit brought by 
the I’engal I lank a body corporate against the United Company another body cor¬ 
porate to recover thetnte-resf due upon live promissorv notes of the East India Com¬ 
pany, nil of which the Bank of llengnl claimed, as having been specially' endorsed 
to (hem, and as counsel for the planitifl’s, it would be his duty, as briefly as possibla 
to lay before the court, an outlineof the case he wished to offer, together with the evi¬ 
dence lie intended to proilui e, and such suggestions in law as appeared to him ne- 
cessarv. It was an action of Assumpsit, to recover the interest upon five pro¬ 
missory notes, hut the real question was to ascertain, whether or not tliey were 
genuine, and how far the defendants were bound to discharge the amount them. 

Before he attempted to sketch an outline of the case, he could not help acknoiy- 
ledgi rig, time he felt the great importance of the question whiidi in some degreo 
emban-assed, and perhaps in a* gt eat, measure prevented him front doing it that 
justice, which if less embarrassed is an ordinary case he might do, but ha 
felt It was of importance to the government of the country. It was a case of 

« port,iincc to the governmenr, ihat public faith operating upon public confi- 
n«i|i|^hould be preserved, for in this case, if it was net entirely obstructed, it 
wouln be much shaken, and therefore bo likely to destroy the stabuity of the go¬ 
vernment. It was of iiripovtance to the governed in jmta poiithn to the governors, 
as these securities were a part of the public debt, and for which the revenue of 
this A'ASt empire was appropriated, and it was of importance, that the recovery of 
those securities should not bo clogged by any unnecessarv difficulties. 

The Cdiarac er of Govornmentwas involved; (hoii reputation wnis at stake, as pub¬ 
lic faith should he observed ; and it was of importance that the question between the 
Government and the public should be decided. The sums claiiiied were part of the 
debt due by Government and the welfare of this part of tiie Empire rested on tlid 
good faith of Government with its creditors, and what would the public say when 
they heard, that the payment of the public debt was thus obstructed. The question' 
now was, whether they had a right to refuse payment of these notes, than which 
none were more clumsily executed; printed on common paper, with type which 
could be purchased lu the bazar; without any watermark and even without tlie 
simplest precaution used at home, to ensure tho public against deception. 

It was also of importatAie to the officers of Government; they had much at stake. 
much to consider and much fo apprehend. If the Government were not held liable, 
the public would have much to complain of; if they were, the Defendants inigWf 
consider, that their servants had uot used due and sufficient precaution, for if thoy 
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had papers of a doubtful description, such as those on which the claims were 
now made, would noO have been passed or veiified in the Treasury. But he 
thought they wore genuine, for if othenvise, what must Iw the situation of (hose 
who bad invested their all in securities ol tlie kind, on the faith of those apjiomtod 
to examine them and who had taken everjr precaution to ascertain their validity. 
What would be the situation of those individuals, who altei ^reais of honest in¬ 
dustry were to find themselves thus ruined by being informed to-day that they 
were genuine, to- morrow fictitious 1 

He, Mr. Compton, was so strongly impressed with the importance of the case, 
arising out of these considerations, that he felt mucbmoie emhairassment in hiy in 
it before his Lordship, than he would in .an ordinary action ; but whatevei the result 
might be, he felt confident- his Lordship would give it every consideration, dis.cu.s- 
fling its merits as if it were between private individuals and applying to it thoso 
principles of law which he should offer, if he considered them deserving of any 
weight. Wjtlbi these observations he would proceed to lay the case before bis J,ord- 
ship, dividing his remarks into four beads ; first, pointing out the difficulties tbiown 
in biS wav ; secondly sketching out felie Iiuh of evidence be inteaded to offer; 
tbuillr, making such observations on tbelilW as be considered applicable and fourth¬ 
ly anticipating the line of defence likely io bo offered. 

Mr. CompUm said there were several difficulties in his case which he hoped fo 
able to siirmoiint; one difficulty which he had to contend with was tlie enorniity of 
the sum involved in tliisquestion, whereas it notliing was to re.sult from th« [ircsent 
action but the recovery of the amount claimed, he thought in all probability there 
would have been little resistance on the juirt of (Jovernment; that they would not 
have appeared in Court at all as defendants. The next difficulty to which he al¬ 
luded, was the connexion of this with recent cnsc.s tried before his Lordslii]) and 
two juries ; on which occasions a number of papers Lad been produced .said to be 
forged. The priucipalwitness on those occa.ston.«, was an infuraOus wretch whom he 
hoped would not be again brought foi ward and it would perhaps have been better fbat 
tbisactionhacl never been brought, than that such a villain should escape with impu¬ 
nity. Tins was another of the difficulties, for had the present trial come on first, it 
would by no possibility have been supposed, thattlio papers on which the present 
action was brought, were part of tho.se spoken to by tbut viDsiri. 'llie iiajiression 
would not then nave gone forth, that they were not genuiue, that they had not been 
signed by those authorized to sign them. Such**an impression be had no doubt 
was a great disadvantage but it would have, been obviated had tlie presci,tease been 
decide^ before those statements had been developed. If it bad been so, be should 
have had none of those difficulties to contend w'ltli and he should have no hesitation 
as to the result, but whatever might be the i.ssue of \ be present case, lie had o|§ coljl 
Bolation ; that there were others still behind of file same natuK', whicb neitKr the 
wealth of the rreaSUry, nor the ingenuity of hia learntid friend would be able to 
overcome. * 

The Bank of Beogul Mr. Compton .said, w-as a body corporafe established by 
act of ParUameiit and It would be idle in him to contend, tliat Ibet^ could not sue 
and be sued. They were in the habit of iiegoiiatiiig notes ami granting loans and 
in the cottrse of business a.s a JUntuig concern, rook or di.scounled the note.s upon 
which the present action was brought from llajfcissure Dutt of whom the Court 
Lad heard ao much. In the course of business at the Bank, when a paper was 
browght in,, it was handed to the (iuzuiitie (a native treasurer) who examined the 
ODdorSements, marked it with his iiiitiuls and then made an entry of it in a book 
and dslivered it to the Podar who took it to the office of JMr. Oxborough, an un¬ 
covenanted assistant in the Treasury, who purported to say whether papers of the 
kind were genuine or not, and wffio he should contendwvas an agent of the Compa- 
- ny, whose duty it w’as, to examine the notes and place his initials on them as a 
voucher for their authenticity. To those in question beaffited his init ials, and they 
"■"were returned by the Podiu to the Giunntie who look t^iem to Mr. Dorin the Secre- 
^ry, who made a mote particular entry, and then the* loan was made upon the 
■uppostUtm that they were geuuius fier such exaiuiuatioii.

Be appreliendod, lie should be able to prove that these were the papers thus 
passed by the Government Officers and the question then wagi what weight that 
would give to the case?* 

This being the outline of the case he wcyild next state his view of the law and 
to avoid all mistake, he would read it from d paper which he held in Ins hand. 

Mr. Compton here tlaled his view of the law on the case. 

/le would have to cite a few autliprities but he would not make any parado 
of cases or do more thin show hits view of the law, as in all probability the 
case would not rest here ; whatever might he his l.ordslnp's decision the mkter 
would come before him again in a more solemn form. 

Jlfr. Compton here cited a number of authorities in support, of the law of the case 
ns read by him. 

Mr. Co/nptoo said it was for his friend to show, that this was not the law ;ho 
]\Ir. (mmpiou said it was the law, the law of England, and if a person acknowledged 
a Bill, whether it was his hand-writing or not, he adopted it and made himself to 
all intents and purposes liable,as much as iflie took liis pen and made a fresh en¬ 
dorsement. But who he asked was the^iarty who became liable in this case ! the 
United Company established as a body corporate, who had authority to <lraw 
promissory notes ; they did so, and they sent them out subject to the law of pro¬ 
missory notes. As they woio, lie .said, a body corporate they must unavoidably 
act by agents ; so every thing which could be done must be effected by agents. 
Who be would ask was it that pa-ssed these papers and gave them the credit with 
which they went forth to the world 1 could it be doubted that it was done by 
agency'* Tlie Governor General in Council were the, agents of the Company and 
they m turn had, under agents and it was those agents who put the papers in cir¬ 
culation and what would bo the consequence if every jiersoii was bound to look to 
the authority of each 1 In case of war them must be a loan, said IMr, Compton, thera 
was agency in respect to that loan whether it was received in the Treasury, in the coun¬ 
try, or in the other Presidencies and wliat he would ask would be the consequence, 
if the persons lending were to look to the authon ty of each person I of the Governor 
Geneiiil under seal, or the written autiiority of those who granted the receipts for the 
money IB the Treasury. What did the public know of the authority of each they 
dealt upon the faith of a great public body. I’he public made no such enquiries 
for they could not have a suspienliihat such a great body as the iion’ble Company 
would turn round, and by a quibble or any other ,'iimilar artifice ruin the pubho 
creditor. They vrould not believe it and as for himself, an old servant of the C.mi- 
pany, he could not credit it; yet such was now the opinion of the public and be 
Ifeheved the defendant s would yet have to regret, that they had thrown such diffi- 
cultiHin the way of the present case. All he said was Agency} evety thing done to 
fabricate and mature these pajiers, was doueby Agency. '1 heneirtificate was taken to 
the Treasury where the paper wasgranFetl, examined and registered by Mr. Oxbo- 
roiigh who passed it, that paper was examined and signed by two assistants, all A- 
gents and it was then taken for the signature of the Secretary, another Agent. 
It was nothing to the public who signed the papers ; the Secretary did no more 
than the Automaton m England that playged at chess ; an Automaton which could 
bo taught to write would answer the purposejustaswellas the Secretary, and if ho 
should hear that the Secretary had any list or check, other than the names of the offi¬ 
cers of Government on the papers, he should believe that business was carried on in 
the Tre&sury different from what ho had been led to suppose. The fact alotie pf adop¬ 
ting the paper through the official officers of Government, made the notes tboir own. 

If a person who had his all in a paper of this kind and did not know the signature 
of the officers, was there no ^rson to whom he cobld apply ! To whom he would ask, 
should he go for information! If there was any person, he should like to be informed 
who. Could he go to tl^B Hon’ble Company 1 if he did he thought he would have a, 
long journey. Could he go-«to the Governor General, but he thought not •, if be tlia 
go with his paper to the Ctflincil Chamber, be would naturally be referred to the S’<^1 
cietary. Could he go to the Secretary 1 he believed Messrs. Mackenzie and Erinsep 
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had some UiIjj 45 else to do than answer surh questions. ITow much of the public Ira- 
siness, ho should likf* to know, could tliej transact if every person wi>o held paper of 
this kind, was to refer tx» them. Then he said there must be some person to give tbs 
rer|uired informatioti. His learned friend would no doubt say, it was impossible to 
obtain the genuine signatures to theao papers ; tlmt tlie beautiful uiachinary of Sec¬ 
retary’s office was so complete, that it was impossilde to effect ipi imposition, but ho 
should bear in mind the possibilitv, of the contidence reposed in inferior officers be¬ 
ing abased. He knew of its having been a,’'u3ed and what has happened may hap- 
]i«n again. 

He Mr. Compton was old oriough to recollect numerous fthuses in public offices, 
particularly at Madras, and he would ask why similar frauds might not have been 
practiced on IMr. Holt Mackenzie and Mt.'I'liobv friiise|); his friend would no doubt 
sav that they could pot have been signed by these gentlemen, but his belief was, 
that they weresorieptitiously obtained. 

Here Hie learned gentleman stated a case of fraud practised at Madras upon a Mr. 
Cassauiajor when his signature was obtained to paper in quadruplicate. 

Mf. Cim-pfon said, a similar cheat rai^t^asily have been practiced in (hilcutla, as 
there was no precaution taken. Number of papers were sent at once to the Secretary 
for signature, and what was to prevent Rajkissore l)utt, from bribing the subordinates 
and aurreptitioiislyslippmg miothebox false paper to obtain real signatures, and ho 
had no doubt the officers of Government had been so imposed upon. IJow were the 
public creditors he would aslf, to know, whether the notes were good or not; w'ho 
were they to apply to? If his learned friend put either Mr. Mackenzie nr Mr. Prinsep 
into the witness box, they could not speak with confidence, as to whether they wero 
their signatures or not. Then if the Secretaries were not the persons he applied 
to ; who were ’> He should like to know if Government had appointed any particular 
person to convey information to the public as to the authenticity of tliuse papers ; if 
not, he should suppose the head of the Accountant General's Office, was the proper 
person and from him it was to be hoped the required information could be obtained, 
for he, Mr. Compton, could not but suppose, that there existed some means of ascer¬ 
taining it. Would his friend say there was on person or that it was left to every per¬ 
son ; but he would contend if there, was any person, he must have been an agent from 
the iiuuire of bis employment. If there whs no person would not an individual re- 
q^niring mformat,ion naturally go totheheadof that^ffice where the money was paid; 
but would the head of that office, who was in Court, come forward and say, he had 
even s^iven such information? Would hislearried friend say that, that gentleman, or the 
Sub or Deputy Accountant General was even held out to the public aatho person who 
would do so? Then if not, was there any agent, covenanted or uncovenant ed, so 
held out? was there any person w'bo did give the reiiuired information ? did ha,do so 
with the knowledge of his superiors, for he would coni^eiid, that if ho did so act with 
the privity and assent of his superiors, he vjas to all iiUerit.s the agent of the Com¬ 
pany, and whoever had that dutv to porfQ|ni, if be adopted the notes by deputation, 
he’ adopted them for tho Kon’ble Company'; his act was that of tho defendants. 


ttwas hi* intention, Mr. Compton said, to prove that JMr. Oxboroiigh did under¬ 
take to Say, whether notes of this kind were genuine or not; tlmt he was the pei son 
deputed to perform that duty and he must have been officialW authorised, because 
be was recognised by the superior officers of his department. Could Mr. Oxhorough, 
Lo would ask, have thus acted without authority ? would he dare to perform this 
important duty without the sanction of his .superiors ? certainly not. If it then was 
true that Mr. Oxhorough was held out as an agent of the Company, bis acknowledg¬ 
ment of these papers was the acknowledgment of the defendauts and if thereloro be 
Was accredited as an agent, his acts were binding on his principals. 

Mr, Compton said, that applying this to the present case, he would contend ho was 
the Company’s agent. He admitted being employed to examine the validity of Com- 
.yany's Paper and ho would have an opportunity of acknowmdginghis initials before 
tjjfi Court, and ho, Mr, Compton, did not suspect he i^uid shrink from the truth. 
3 t would be proved that tho papers were sent to him for examination and this evi- 
Idenoe he thought would he conclusive. There could, ha said, be uo doubt that the pub- 
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lie were lead to place confidence in tbe judgment of Mr. Oxborougli, bold out as ha 
was, the ostensible agent of (.toveriiment, and if any person wiisto suffer byhisfieg- 
lect, It was his employer^ and not the innocent holders of the notes. If a person, he 
said, were to go to Mr. Dorin as treasurer of the Bank of Bengal for the purpose of 
ascertaining the validity of liis endorsement on the hack of a paper, would not the 
Bank be bold liablef though it^jnight ultimately appear false! So he thought would 
the Ihiited (’ompanv ; both were corporate bodies and could it be said that there was 
one law for the Bank and amjther for tbeiEust India Company 1 The Bank of England 
was Iield liable for their paper ; why not the East India Company ! If then the signa¬ 
ture of Mr. Priiisep, and Mr. Mackenzie wore affixed to tJiose papers and if (hey 
were recognised by Mr. Oxborough, the emjiloycrs were liable and any excuse of his, 
as to ignorance or misapprehension, would*be fertile. He Mr. Compton did not 
think the paper had, but if they were false, who he w ould ask was to suffer by the 
blunder of Mr, Oxborougb 1 Why w as the innocent holder of ilie notes to suffer for 
his want of conception. He would askl the Court to apply to this the rule of equity, 
that were twm innocent persons are lo suffer, it must be him w'ho either has doiio 
or neglected to do the act. Did it siguily Ijp would ask whether or not these papers 
were forged ; if forged he did not care,,for Mr. Oxborougb, the accredited agent of 
the Company by passing them, gave a fresh value and his principals w'ere liable ; for 
if u were not so, the principle of law as to oiiiployers and agents had been carried 
too far in cases he had cited. 

Mr. Cmnpton here in reply to an observation from the .fudge, admitted that ho 
should be obliged to proVe the signatures of the makers and emJorsors of tbe papers, 
and he admitted that he would be unable to do so on more than three of them. He 
here .ilso cited several cases where the responsibility of a principal for the acts of 
Lis agent were detefrained. which he contended yi'ere applicable to tbe present case. 
He (uriher cited a case wdiere Lord Holt laid it down, that if a servant was in tbe 
habit of purchasing things for his master, the master became liable to whatever 
extent be might go, so that if Mr. Oxhorongh merely acted on one occasion in the 
examination ot paper by the authority of his superiors, his employers were clearly 
responsible to whatever extent he may have gone within tbe scope of his authority. 

Mr. Cmnpton said, he next came to the last branch of his argument and he did not 
think till yesterday, that the defendants w'ould have availed themselves of any 
technical objections, but that the Coin[)any would have wished to have the present 
question considered and decided*upon its broadest grounds. 'I'he first objection he 
hud understood was, that tbe Bank of Bengal could not sue the East India Com¬ 
pany, as the defendants were themselves sharehohlers. But he apprehended his 
learned friend wmuUl not be able to sustain this objection, even though he read all 
the books betore him. First be must rend the seal from off* the Bond, for if his 
friend insisted upon this or could piove it, there would not only be an end of tbe 
Bank of Bengal, but a speedy termination of the Company also. For if they could 
not be sued, neither could they sue ; *what then would be tbe consequences 1 But 
in his opinion both had an individual a^wiell as a corporate character and if it were 
otherwise bis friend should go the length of contending, that they could not sue or 
be sued by any individual who has an interest in tbe Bank j both were corporate 
bodies and equally liable to fulfil their engagements. 

There was another objection he understood which was, that the Company denied 
that these were promissory notes. It was true there w’as no limited time at which 
they were to be paid, but they had themselves so called them and promised to pay, 
though it was probable they never would be paid, but Ije would bo rather sutprisett 
if they denied their own promises. It was his opinion however that they never 
would pay, at least they were taking a long step to convince the public they never 
intended to pay. » 

But another objection which he anticipated his learned friend would avail himself 
of, was, that Mr. Oxboihugh had a written authority' which did not authorize him to ^ 
go as far as he did, but th^ it allowed him a fee lor searching only the registry 
the Government loan. Ilia doing so might be of great use to the officers of t’Jb 
Treasury, but what uss was it to the person who went to the Treasory to ascertain 
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tlie validity of Ills paper? If he were told only that a hote of the same number and 
amount was oUt, he wfas as fur from the mark as ever. But this objection he said did 
not bear upon the (juestiun, for it was of no consecjuence ti5 the public whether the 
papers were registered or not , they wer^ taken to a certain office and it was asked 
whether they are genuine documents anif ]\Ir. Oxborough said they were. After 
such an acknowledgment he would contend that .the opposii.e counsel could not 
attempt to prove that thev were not genuine but if they did, he lioped it would not 
he by such a miscreant as Dwurkenath Tiluttre, He begged his learned friend to 
reflect before he called him as a witness, for it he appeared in that box under all the 
cu’curnstarices of hisinfamv, to support the cause of the Ilon’^le Company and if he 
again outraged that Court by aflcuowledging forgeries which lie had not before 
spoken of, he would be liable to a proseceiioii aud should meet that punishiuent he 
daspn ed. 

Mr. C(ii«/if(in tlianked his lordship for his patient hearing and stated that there 
weie innny individuals siniiiarl situated with his clients who would be driven 
tn tins court for that redress which they were hopeless of receiviug elsewhere. He 
was ajipreheusive it wouhl not he in hio power to prove the indorsement upon two 
of the notes, those however upon the otherthrew securities hewould establish. 

Meerchunder Allti .—lam in the employment of the Bank of Bengal, as deputy 
Treasurer, and have been so for the last five or six vears. I know the practice 
of the Bank as toreceiving the Govcniraent paper. IVhen a person wants to bor¬ 
row money he brings a Government paper as a deposit ; it is first brought to 
me if 1 am in the way, if not it is brought to the Treaburer. On delivering the 
jmjier tlie person makes a written application to the Secretary. It is my duty care¬ 
fully to look over the indorsements that may be on each paper and affix my name to 
them. 1 then delivorthem to the Accountant's department in the Bank. A bond 
is filled up and the amount and number of the paper mentioned in it ; the practice 
was difl'erent previous to October 18si8- (Seveial promissory notes were heie 
Landed to the witness). I know these papers fmarked B. C. D. E.) They bear the 
signature of the Bank Secretary and my own initials. On referring to my memo¬ 
randum book 1 find, tlfat 1 received the paper marked B ; it was brought to me on 
the t'Bth March, 18il9; it is one of nine papers amounting to seventy eight thousand 
seven hnndred rupees, these papers were seni to be examined, I gave them to See- 
Imo Fodar, who took them to Mr. Oxborough for the purpose of being inspected, I 
believe this to be one of those jiapers, the date is file same as in iny memorandum, 
Seeboo Podar brought them hack to me on the same day. when rotuiued iJiey 
eacli boro the initials of Mr. Oxborongh. 1 then compared them with my memo* 
iHudum book, and directed the Bond to be drawn up. 

All Company’s Papers presented to the Bank of Bengal, are in the habit of being 
sent forrexamination to Mr, Oxboiongh in consequence of an order received to that 
purport from the Secretary ; this is not uo\g the case. Previous to October 1829, 
the Bank was in the habit oi lomling money on Company’s Paper without exami¬ 
nation, but since then they hai e all been scut to Mr. Oxborough for inspection, 
—I meant to have said that this custom took effect fioiu October J1128, aiiduot 
1829, it was oocasioned by Rajkissore Dutt’s forgeries beconniig public. 

I received the paper marked C. upon the 23d January 1829 ; it has been twice at 
the Bank, the second lime on the 28tli of April 1829. It was ou both occasions sent 
to Mr. Oxborough for exuniiiiutiou. 1 kuuw it, from having a uieuioraiidum of 
the fact. 

1 received the paper marked 1) ; it was brought to the Bank ou the 20th January 
1829, and a second time the 23rd of April. It was on both those days taken to Rlr. 
Oxborough for examination by Seeboo Podar, saw it aft^r it came from Mr. Oxbo¬ 
rough upon both occa.sions. (Here Mr, Umoult produced several papers from tfee 
effiee of the clerk of the crown.) I received the paper marked P ou the 24th April 1829, 
•vi was sent to Mr. Oxborough by Motormohun JDol, for examination and was brought 
.fcack to me the same day. When the paper went from ®ie it had not the letters W. 
O^tipon it,hut wkeul meired it bask ithad; tkesd are tke initials of Mr. 

0%boroush, - 
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On the '28th April, I received ei^bt papers amounting in all to eighty-ei^st’ thou¬ 
sand eight hundred rupees. Twelve papers on the 12th of tlie same inonrb. atnount- 
ing to one hundred and seven thousand, two hundred lupoes. On the 2hlh Mtiroh, 
nine papers, amounting to seventy eight tjiousand nine hundred rupees. On tbo 
23d Januarv, 1829, four papers, amounting to dfty thousand four hundred rupees,, 
and on the 29t,h JauuaJ-y fivepapefs, amounting to fifty-two thousand eight hundred 
rupees. 

Seehoo Diitt eramhi -d by Mr. CMtind. —I am Podar of the Bengal Bank, and on receiv¬ 
ing directions from the cashier. I used to carry Company’s paper to Mr. Oxborough 
for inspection. The person who gave me the papers, used to make meinovanduius 
of them in a book. When I took away paper* I signed the book which was kejit by 
Met‘rchunder AUif, (memorandum hook handed to the witneos) this is the book ivbicli I 
signed, I see the 28tli March inserted in it. I took on that dav to Mr. Oxborough. 
several papers, but I do not recollect the number. I delivered them to Mr. Oxho- 
rough. On stime occasions 1 banded the papers pcrsonullv to him, and requested 
him to examine them, at other times I gave them to a Peon who delivered them to 
him. On receiving tliem back from Mr. (Aboroiigh they were cotisuiered tanfa- 
mouiit-to* good paper. On the 28th of Aplil I took papers also to Mr. Oxbotougli, 
I gave them to him at the Treasury. After I brought the papers back 1 soinotimos 
gave them to the Treasurer, and at other times to Muddenmohmi Dur or Tnrrachiini, 

Muddenmohun Dnr examined hy Mr. Dickens. —1 am a Sircar of the Bengal Bank, 
and have carried Company's Paper to the Treasury. Ou the 24th of Ajml 1829, I 
took twenty-one papers, and three papers, and one paper to the'I’loasury to Afr. 
Oxhorougli for examination. Whan 1 received them at the Bank, I signed a memo¬ 
randum book. On rny going ro the Treasury I gave them to Mi. O.xborongh who 
examined them in my presence and rntm-ned them to me. He was at the time la 
the Treasury and be compared the papers with a book. 

•Mr. Dorin examined hy Mr. Primep. —1 am Secretary and Treasurer of the Bank 
of Bengal. I have been in the situation for the last year, and acting for a y-’-ir and 
half prior. Tn the beginning, of 1829, when Company’s Paper was brought to the. 
Bank, it was taken to the Native Treasurer m the first instance, and the indorse¬ 
ments examined; if correct he pul Ins initials. He then entered the number of, 
pieces, the amount and the name of the paity applying ; he afterwards delivered 
them to the Podar for the purpose ^f being taken to Mr. Oxborough for examination, 
the podar signing a memorandum of the number of pieces. The practice of sending 
them to Mr. Oxborough took place in October ]828, in consequence of an ordei 
received from Mr. Wood the Accountant General ; this system continued until the 
end of September 1829. During that period it was the rule to have all paper of 
this description examined hy Mr. Oxborough. From my own knowledge, I can only 
speak from March 1829. 1 was previous to that period Deputy Civil Auditor. I 

was acquainted with Mr. O.\borough ; is the Head Assistant in the Accountant 
Gencrnl’s Department. The person in the Treasurv to whom reference was nunle 
relative to the correctness of (/'ompany’s paper bv older of the Accountant General 
was Atr. Oxborough. From the time I came to the Bank, Mr. Oxborough, was the 
examiner. His brother is an assistant in the same Department. I recollect the 
circumstance of doubting some of the pajiers, and reque,sting Air. Oxborough to 
examine them a second time, (senen papers were handed to the witness.') There is some 
of my writing upon each of these ; luy signature is upon the paper marked B. I 
applied personallv for a new note in heu of it hut was refused. 1 made this appli¬ 
cation about the I3th or I4th of .Tuly. I now examine the pajiers C and D tlio' 
same indorsements appear on each ; they were sent about the l4tb .luly. I never 
received now notes for them. , When I look them to the Treasury they were pre¬ 
cisely in the same state tbev are in at present. 1 am sure I shewed them all toMr« 
Prinsep, and I am nearly sure that T shewed them all to Mr. Holt AlcKenzie this 
was about the end of July.* Ajir. Mackenzie is Secretary in the Territorial Depart¬ 
ment. I went to him to asceij^ain whether his signature was genuine. T took them 
to him because I suspected they were not precisely what they should be. I also 
ealled on Air. Prinsep to ascertaio whether Uio aotes were genuine, and. I tUiakl- 
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ehpw'ed them to him. The papers I allude to are these marked F and B they 
T'ere iu the Bank. 1 think I showed them to INlr. Prinsep, who did not give any 
opinion about thena. Tins papei with Mr. hlolony’s name on it. I showed to -Mr, 
WcKenzie and Mr. Prinsep. Helalive tfi the jiaper marked (' indorsed in tlie name 
«>f Messrs. Bovd, Beeby and Co. I called upon one of the firm. I think it was 
after I was refused new paper that 1 saw Mr. Beeby. The Signature on the back 
«if the paper seems very hke the handwriting of Air. Beoby. I asked bun w hetber 
it was his signature ntid ho replied, as far a*. 1 recollect tliat it was his. T examined 
au indorsement on the paper marked B. the signature of Mr, Glass is on it; he 
was formerly Treasurer of the Bank. On the 11th of July T took the papers to the 
Treasury for new notes, and gave them to Mr. Morley. Tlie whole of tlie papers 
were returned to me, but I could not o\itain new notes. I pointed out myself some 
ohjedjonsto the paper, I think upon tho 9tli of July, which raised suspicions, and 
Ihe new notes were refiused. 1 took one of the notes to the Accountant General's 
Office and 'shewed it to Mr. Morley, to ascertain whetlier it was genuine or not. 
3\lr. Morley said he thought it genuine. The doubts of their being genuine oiigi- 
nated with myself, 1 see my indorseinfnt also on the papei marked B.

Cross-ctamiHcd by the Advocate General. —1 speak of the custom of the Bank from 
having inspected the books. Mr. Wood was President of the Bank from the time 
Air. Mackenzie went up with Lord Amherst until 1829. The president of the Bank 
is elected from the directors. The Bank had previously taken these papers, which I 
shewed to Messrs. Prinsep and Alackeuzie, some of them a considerable time be* 
fore 1 look at these five papers, they are facsimiles tho same number and amount. 
They all appear alike and from my knowledge of the Accountant General’s tlffice, I 
<lu not believe all those to be genuine. 1 think it not possible, that they all can 
bo genuine, l.ookiiig at the signatures, J would not take them to be forgeries 
but the number o[ fuc simtle-, makes them suspicious. 1 was for many years in 
the Accountant General’s Offico, (Look.s at tw o other papers C and JV 1, of the 
foaine amount and number and says,) in the course of business they could not re* 
gfularly pass through the Treasury, hut 1 think it is possible the signature of the .Se¬ 
cretary might be obtained in as much as they were sent in an open box. 

The forms adopted in procuring paper, is to receive a ceitificate from the Sub- 
Tjeasurer for money ,paid in, which certificate is taken to Air. Oxborougb whore it 
is entered, and a blank form of Gompany's Pajier* filled up. The certificate must be 
gi\ cii before the paper is drawn out. The Register, cancelled certificate and new' 
promissory note are then examined to find if they correspond, they are afterwaids 
taken to the Deputy Accountant General, who signs the certificate as cancelled 
and also signs the new promissory note. The cancelled certificate is then handed 
ot Air. Oxborough.and the register and new promissory note are taken to the 
covenanted assistant or in his absence to another covenanted officer. The note must 
1)0 examined by a covenanted asscstant whe signs t!ie Register and the note and the 
paper afterwards goes to the Secretary. 1 tlnnk it impossible consideritig all these 
checks that four notes fuc siniiies could find tlx ir way to the Secretary. The pajier 
No. 7, 1 pronounce genuine the others ate false (b-(> and letter D.) 'Ihepapoi.s 
marked wdth the letter B and No. 8 and i>, are /w smules also. No. 9 i,s genuino, 
tho other two are not. The papeis marked No. 10 and letter E. are J'uc semiles, 
they are not genuine. The papei marked No. 11 is genuine but the other marked 
r is false. / 

AJr. WtUiam Oibcroiigk. I am head Uncovenanted Assistant in the Accountant 
Goiierul’s Office. Air. Aloiley Accountant General, is head of that Office. He lias 
been so for about twelve muntbs ; he succeeded Mr. VA'ood, w'ho had been Ac- 
coHutant General for about 5 year.s. There are employed in that office, Deputy and 
Biib-Accountant Generals who -are Assistants all covenanted officers. At the com* 
inenceuieut of 1829, Air. Alorley was appointed Accountant General, he hud been 
■ before that Deputy and Air. Oakes was Sub and Air. U^ny, and Mr. Fitzgerald 
I, were at diflerent time.s Assistant. On Mr. AVood’^_retiring, Mr. Oakes became 
Deputy and Air. Glass Sub-Accountant General, and Air, Udney was appointed 
Lead Assisuat. AU. Dvtitt Veiongii to tlio Acok’uufcauti Cooerftl’g Office. I receive 
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Eeven bundred rupees per month as bead Uncovenanled Assistant. 1 register all 
certificates issued tor promissory notes ; all promissory notes that come in loc 
division or consolidation ; all Bills drawm on the Court of Directors and I super¬ 
intend the General Books, accounts reqiired for the home authorities and super¬ 
intend all finance accounts and the ausweiing; of all letters relating to all account* 
tliat come for adjustment before our otiice. 'J'bose accounts relate to the Public 
Debt. I'Le Bengal debt amounts now to about Jt) crore of rupees. There is 
no five per cent, remitabls loan. ThAe was a live percent, loan opened the other 
day, which will he called the loan of That opened in 1823, is called 

the loan of 18‘J,3-'2t». That amounts to about 10 crore of rupees, 1 registered, 
nearly the whole of that loan. The first jjart of that loan was received, half in cash 
and half by transfers of a former four per cent, loan , the re.st was received by sub¬ 
scriptions all throughout India and Princes ot Wales’ Island, and also at the Trea- 
ury here. When money was received, the party receiving granted a certilicata 
in the terms of the loan whiclt entitled the holder to receive a note on presenting 
it at the office of the Accountant General. 

The Collectors, Residents, Paymasters *and all officers in charge of Public Trea- 
surips-wore authorized to grant cenificates as well as the Treasury at Madras ami 
Bombay, i mean all those who had accounts w ith the Company'; these Officers wera 
all Seivants of the Company. 'The certificates were received in the t)ffice of the Ai> 
countaut Geneial and have been registered, hui some aie still out, for which na 
notes have been gninted. When the certificate comes from the Sub- Tre'isun'r’s Offica 
to the Accoiiutani General’s Office, it i.s registered b)'me and marked otf in the 
Sub-Tieasmer's Book which accompanies il, by affixing the number of the note a|! 
registered in our registry against eutiy in that J3ook. 1 receive it through the head 
Ot the natives who make out llie 1’iomi.ssoiy noies, I then register it lu the Ge- 
neial Registry. U then goes back to the same person who has a promissory not® 
made out, agreeable to the registry and (he certificate. I make the maik in the Boot 
of the Sub-Accountant beioie the note has been examined by the second Assistant, 
my brother. When the ceiiilicate firstiivnves it is taken into the inner roomtoi 
Ramchuiider Roy who sigii.s a receipt lor it which goes back to the 8ub- 
Troasiiter’s Office. 'The ceitihcate is brought to mo willi tfio General Registry o£ 
our Office, kept in my liaiiA wntiug. Tenter the certificate in that Book. It thoa 
returns into the same room and IS then handed to Kaiuchunder Roy to prepare a 
note, who has a note piepared a*ccordiug to the Registry. The Sub-'Treaurer’s Re¬ 
gistry, the ceilificate with the General Registry and the note, then come to mo 
again and 1 mark tlie number of our Registry in lod ink, in thn Sub-Tieasui.ir’s 
Registry'. The whole then goes back to the same room and up to this stage of tho 
proceeding thoce is no signature of any officer of Goveruirenton tlie note. The cer¬ 
tificate 1.S then cancelled by the word “cancelled” being written on the certificate by 
Ramchunder or one of his establishment, with the number of tho note granted. Tha 
certificate, with the note and General flegistry then goes to be examined by the se¬ 
cond assistant, my brutber, to see tliat they all agree. After his examination he puts 
hfs initials to the cancelled certificate, and all are returned to tho same loom ; b® 
does not put any mark upon the note. When a certain number of notes are ready 
for signature, they are sent up with the Sub-Treasurer’s register, and the certificatea 
to the Deputy or Sub-Accountant General. His duly is to examine and see that 
they all agree, and then fo sign the piomissory note as having examined it, ami 
affix his name to the cancelled certificate. All are then returned down again by Nun- 
doololl into the .«anie room ; he has been m the habit of carrying them for these 1!$ 
or 1C years to ray knowledge. The General Registry and the notes are sent up to 
the Head Covenanted Assistant, wiio secs that they agree, and if so, puts liiji 
initials on the Registry, aml^then signs tho prorm.s.sory note.s. They then come tlowa 
to the same office ; then the notes are put into a box, and sent for signature to theSe-J 
cretary ; the Registry does not accompany tliem. It is the duty of the native assistant 
to take the notes out of tho jjiooks, put them in the box ami let me know when they* 
are going to the Secretary 1 generally de.sire tlie Dufterry to call a peon, whc» 
takes them to the Secretary to Government in the Territorial Department. It has- 
been usual for the Secretary to sign securities of this kind since about 1.793« 1 semL 
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them for si^aahire to that ^entJeman as sacb is the custom of the office, Jtfr. Mo^ 
loiiy was Doputv Secretary, and wJien acting- for Mr. Mac^ieuzie sig-ned notes, a« 
did Mr. H. T Prinsep. The regular Socretarr now is Mr. li. Mackenzie. The box 
with the pajifli's was sent to the O/fice of ^he I’erritorial Secretary j either Nundooloi 
or liamchunder Jiovjilaced tlie})a}iers in tbo box. L did not examine the notes when 
sent ; they were sent in quantities, seldom siiiglv^; jvsrhapsone dt two liuudred were 
sent at a time, someinnes even as tew as six papers. 'I'here was no precaution 
taken as to the couteut!! of these boxes ; tln'y were not secured in any way. No 
communication was made to the Secretary as to the number of papers sent for signa¬ 
ture. 'The Secretaries had no way of ascertiuning tlie geiluiiieness of the paper 
except from the signatures of the oflicers at the Accountant General’s Office nor did 
any meiuorandum accompany the papers i^xceiit when papers were ui gently required, 
when aiioto to that effect has accompanied them which did not specify the numbers 
.or the sum. I used generally to send a peon over to the Secretary’s Office, and if the 
jiapcrs w ere signed he brought them back either to me or my brother. Tliey were 
generally taken out before me and jdaced upon my table where they were kept, or 
in a chesi, till the persons who claimed (them call, when my brotlier generally deli- 
ve'rcd them lo rlie different individuals. A component Note is a subdivision of aq- 
Dther note, our Registry is called a component Registry though in truth it is a con- 
Bolidalion. When »i note comes iu for subdivision it comes to me and goes through 
the same process as anew note, except that the promissory note is cancelled instead 
of the certificate and our registry used instead of the Sub-Accountaiit’s. When 
notes are to be consolidated, they are brought to me, and entered in a component 
Kegistry ami then go through the same process, except that more not, i than one 
are cancelled. If a note is renewed, it does not come to me, but the Registiy is al¬ 
tered to the nunie of the person, in whose name it is renewed. The Deputy or 
Sub'Accountant General know that the alteration is madt', and signs u. If a per¬ 
son wants interest by Bills on the Court of Diiectors, the note is brought to me 
then handed to the jiersou, Bhohen Mitter, wTio draws out the Bills, when the 
Bills are made out they are brought to me and if 1 see the notes correct, 1 register 
the number and name of the person claiuiing, and the interest he is entitled to re- 
• cetve. Brevious to this they go to the check registry office, to see that the periods 
for which interest is due, are actually due. They are then marked off in ihe check 
registiy agauisl their respective number, and the period of which interest is due, 
and they are then brought back. If the iiiterestdias not been paid, the notes are 
returned to Gobeon Mitter and the Bills having been made out in trijdicate, aie 
examined by three examiners, Blechiugton, Galloway and (ihristiuna, to see that 
'they agree with my registry when they are sent up to the Deputy Accountant Ge¬ 
neral with the registry of Bills, and he signs as having examined them. He signs 
the Bills as having examined them and puts his inuials under the rereipt for inter¬ 
est on the back of the paper. They aie then brought down and the Bills are sent to 
the Secretary. When a paper is firsthrougUt in for this purpose, no other examina¬ 
tion takes place other than what appears from the check registry'^, which only shows 
that interest is due upon that note. The native endorsements are examined by the 
native, Bobeen Mitter, the others by me, and 1 calculate the interest. It is the 
duty of the Deputy Accountant General to see, that the notes are genuine. 1 always 
Batfsfy myself of the geimineuess of a note befoie I calculate the interest. 

The Bills were sent to the office of the Secretary precisely in the same way as 
the notes were, I generally leceived the Bills when retunied from the Secretary. 
They are generally seat in tho same box as the new note. Looks at B C D JJ 
and F. 1 have seen these papers before, when I certified these 1 believed them 
g,enuine, they bear my initials of examination. Looked at B. 1 examined this on the 
'jA>th March, and again on the ii9th .July 18i!9. Looks at C this has been before mo 
twice on tho Sllkl .fan. and again on the 28tii of April 18*29. D. This has been thrice 
examined by me on 4tli November 1828, 20th Jan. and 28th April 1829. E ap- 
,j)ears to have been five times before me; on 22d May 1828| 9lh January^, yth April, 
^liud 13lli July 1829. F has got my mark 24tb April 1829 ; it has been once before 
jne. I have been in tho Accountant General's office 10 ^ears. Since 1824, if a per¬ 
son wanted to he satisfied',of the genuineness of a note he might apply to me, JVI? 
Wdt'fs W that effect were verbal froiu the Acooiurtant Geueial, 
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' To “ffr. Pearson. By ihe virtue of mv oath my orders were^Botm writing*. Mjt. 
Wood iias given me vi‘rj[)al orders and written to me at Mmos to examine such and 
sucli paper. 1 know there was an aufliority to Mr. Wood on the subject in writings 
under which I conceive the Accountant ^ietieral issued Ins orders to me, 'I'here 
M’asacopy of a letter from Government to t)ie Accountant General hung up in my 
office. 1 received Iny orders ifom the Accountant General Jong before that was 
affixed in my office. ^ 

To Mr. Compton .—I examined papers for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
they were genuine or not, under the verbal orders I received Irom the Accountant 
General Mr. Wood in J have received notes from him witli papers ioi luy 

examination. With the exception of ni\* brother 1 know of no person employed 
tocertifv papers. The heads of office have invariably sent jtapers, when forwarded 
to them for examination to me. After 1 had received orders from -Mr, Wood, I think 
in September 1824, for the first ITr months, 1 examined 14 or l.'j papers per month. 

1 received a fee of one rujiee for each paper examined, from the person who brought 
it for examination. Before 1 received the prder I speak of, 1 have examined paper 
Jbut never affixed my signature. I never examined any unless when sent to me with 
a direction to examine thein from Mr. Wood ; those were papers sent in to him for 
examination. The fees subsequent to the 1.5 months and down to July last amount¬ 
ed to 4fi rupees a month, exclusive of what 1 received from the Bank. J received 
hundred a month from the Bunk from Oct. 1828 to Sept. 1829. That arianpement 
was made with the Accountant General. Beloie that 1 believe paper bad not been 
sent to me from the Bank. I believe in Oct. 1828 there was a forgery of paper dis- 
povered ; since when enquiries as to the validity of paper became more frequent. 
The ariangement as to the Batik was first communicated to my brotlierns J wassick 
at the time. 1 should suppose that arrangement was known to all my superiors 
in Office ; it was known to them that X received a fee of one rupee for examining 
notes. In pursuanc e oftlie regulation T have spoken of, 1 received a fee of a hundred 
rupees a month Irom the Bank up to the oOlh of Sept. last. 1 Lave examined notes 
Bent to me from tlie Bank frequently, Romotimes one, sometimes two, sometimes 
ten at a time. I hey were Inouglit to me by the Podars of the Bank. 1 kept no 
luemorandum of the numbers of the notes. 

On (ho 20th January 1829, 1 examined 14 notes which were sent to me from the* 
Bank ; on the 23d Jan. 29 notes ^ on the 28tb March l7 , on the 9th April 29 ; on the 
24tii April 28 ; on the 28tb April Iti ; on the 9lli July 18. 

Looks at B C I) E and P. These are some of the notes sent to me on those occa¬ 
sions from the Bank for the pur[)Ose of examination, and when I fixed my signa¬ 
ture to them, 1 believed them to be genuine. 1 returned them to the Bank a-s good 
notes. I alwiiy.s looked more paiticularly as to signatures than tO any tiling else 
ns 1 w'as perfectly acquainted with them. 1 had abundant experience in them. 
If I had seen those notes with the signatures of the officers of the Treasury only 
on them put in the box for ibe signature of the Secretary, 1 should have considered 
tliera good. I con.sidered the signatures of the officers quite sufficient to have passed 
fliein. If it had been my duty to affix my signature to them, I .should have had no 
iipsilatioii to have done so, looking at the signatures of the officers. The Secretary 
to Government and the Accountant General yirepare tlie form of the notes w hen a. 
loan 18 opened and the Accountant General directs me to have it printed off. Tha 
botes are generally printed ofl‘ .500 at a time ; we sometimes send for a 1000, when 
the demand is heavy. It is the duty of the Deputy Accountant General to sign tha 
indent for the notes upon the superintendant of the J’ress. They are brought from 
the Press by a Peon and reckoned bv a Duftoiy and RamcJiunder Boy by whom 
tliey are kept. He keeps yi account of the expenditure of them which is checked 
by an account kept by one of my accountants, a native, 

Crosi-examined.—l hiye the general superintendance of the Books and it is upon 
hiy balancing that they areisigned by the Accountant General, I have the keeping 
of the Registry. When f examined a paper to see whether genuine, I examineu 
tiie Registry to see if the signatures there agreed with those on the note j 1 also 
looked to nee whether the sigixatuies were corieot* I ascertaiiied the aocurecy 
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of a signature from its general appearanre. This is the paper which was affixed in 
niv' office for some years in the room in which I sit myself' Tt was affixed in mf 
office in the same way as other papers relating to loans; not in a very conspicuous 
situation. It might be seen bv anv persfjn who come into my room. 1 have read 
it myself, f considered that when the notes were sent down from the Accountant 
General, as the 'word used were “ for examiniition.^' that it was for the purpos* 
of asceitaiiiiiig whether or not they were good. I put that construction upon the 
word from communications. 1 had witli Air. Wood and his frequeutlv writing to me 
“ have the.se pauers examined,'’ and his calling me no to do ^o. Since these forge¬ 
ries have been di.scovored I have looked much to the prinfino- of these papers. I 
look at fliis 1'' and with the knowledge I have of tlie matter, I should w'lth the 
ntiTiies of tlie officers of Government attached to it, have iliouglit it fit to be sent to 
the Secretan'. 1 look at the word " untill” that might have escaped me. If I saw 
it T should hare compared it with other papers. From other circumstances I 
should noiv say it i.s not good, but looking at the .signatures alone I should sayit 
Was genuine, i say the same as to E in every respect. I say the same of B C 1). 

Mr. Pear,son was here proceeding to put into the hands of the witness genuine 
and forged papers in discrimiruitely to which Mr, (’omptoii objected. Objection 
oveniiled. 

Mr. Cmiipton wished the Clerk of the papers to take down his objection in case of 
an appeal. 

5tr E. Ifitan said that it would appear from the notes of the .Judges, 

Mr. Cleland said it had been the practice of the Court for the Clerk to take down 
the objection. 

.S'lr E, ffi/flin said he knew it had hut it was irregular and as long as he sat in 
Court he would not permit it. 

Mr. Oihoroiigh looked a number of papers and di.stinguished rhose that were 
genuine from tliose not genuine, I never knew a note delivered witliout the money 
having been paid for it. I never knew of Duplicates or Triplicates of forgeiies in 
the box ; if such had been there I should have discovered them. Tlie signatures 
are in the usual style of the writers; that of the Secretary is as likely lo be a 
forgery as any of the rest. « 

C(HV‘-npeisaud Ctoi.e etamined bp Mr. Prinsfp.—l am head native accotsntant in fho 
Bank, 1 have been so since 1814. I know llajkissore Dntt and his handwriting. 
The note winch h.is now been handed to me niarkt-d with the letter B is indorsed 
by him. I have no doubt it is hi.s handwriting. This second paper marked D is 
also indorsed by him. The papet F is indorsed in the handwriting of Hajah 
Biuldinautli Hoy, 1 believe it is his liandwnting , the second irnlor'craenf is that 
of Rajkissore Dntt. This note is for ‘28,0()()*rupecs. The paper niaiked H has also 
three indorsements m the handwriting of llajkissore Dutt Ko. J l‘J8, and 26, 
nine thousand and four hundred rupees. 

Mr. Compton lierR applied to the Bench for leave to strike out all the indorements, 
except the lirst upon one particular note as he was unable to prove some of the sig¬ 
natures. 

The Advocate General opposed this, and in support of his argument quoted from a 
tacent publication published by Danson and idoyd, page 132, beaded “ Bill of Ex¬ 
change Indorsement,’' by which it appeared that if the first indoi si'ment was in blank, 
the subsequent indorsements were special and limited. The learned Advocate quoted 
many other cases to prove, that the plaintiff must prove a title before the ludorse- 
nieiits could be struck out. ♦' 

Sir E. /ti/an observed that there could he no doubt upon the subject, and indorse- 
HBaeiit in blank entitled the bearer to payment. His Lordship*‘quoted several cases lut 
lEipport of his observation. ,

Case ron iiir. DirENcr. 

The Advoraie Gmera/in commencing his address said, that the case Lad been open*. 
«d by his learned fiierul in a manner which left liis (bents nothing to complain of, 
for assuredly, a speech more chnir in (lie detail of fact.s, and more learned in all jioinia 
of law, It had nevei been lus lot to Ir ar ; ^lut he lioped he .should he able to show 
tliat those points of laiv were inapplicable to the present case, and the .sirueuty of 
Ills observations were not to Oe ijuestioned, because be thus differed with lus learn¬ 
ed friend, who had done all lie could for his clients, but more than even he could do, 
was necessarv to make out niaseforthe Bengal liank. Ihslearned friend hadfound 
fault with him for taking objections of a captious nature, but whether be ajifieaied 
on behalf of the Cornpariv or any other client, he felt it was his duty to avail himself 
of everv^ proper objection both in point of law, and as to merits ; tiifling details of 
practice in the present instance he should throw aside, if be met but with ei|ual can¬ 
dor, and to convince bis iVientl ot the triilli of this, he would at once tell him that ha 
held 111 his hand a min- hurr. When his Lordship saw no less an array than four 
learned gentlemen on the opposite side, he was sure he would not now' permit them, 
to call fresh witnfis,ses ui support ol a tottering cause, llis learned friend had said 
that It was an action or assumjisit for interest due on promissory notes, which in¬ 
terest the defciuiunt.s promised to pav to certain persons or their order at the Ge¬ 
neral Treasury in Fort William. Had such a demand, he asked, been made 1 had 
it been proved? no. Then il he were the advocate of a private individual he would 
at once claim a Non-suit at his Lordship’s hands ; but lie would be willing to act 
for the Government in a manner that he* would notact for an individual , he would 
willingly wave the Non-suit, it Ins friend would undertake to wave nnv objection 
he bad to the evidence lie intended to call and thus give the case a full and clear in¬ 
vestigation, He would wait Ins friend's reply. 

Ml. Pearson here sat down for a few moments and then rose and said, my Lord, 
my friend does not iej>ly, 1 can therefore proceed no further. 

Sir E. Rtjan said, there ceitainl}! was no proof of demand, he was inclined to 
think it necessaiy and ho felt surprised the case should have closed without any. 

His Lordship here suggested the propriety of Mr. Pearson’s proceeding in lii» 
case reserving the point ot law. 

Mr, Pearson, said he did not complain of his friend’s making use of what he bad 
said relatn e to the ol-jectioms lie, j\ir. Peiiison, Lad..tate(i it was lies intention to 
take, but be thought he had some light to complain, tiiat Jus Iriend had not stated 
fully what accomi'iinied It—his willingness to w avc iil! I* ehiueal objection, ifhia 
triend abandoned lus fd.jections to tlic e\ ideiice he might call to prove these papers 
forgeries. He was suipiiscd lus iruntl, who appealed for a public body, should 
find fault Mth anv evidence he should w isli to call, aiul yet he objected to the fullent 
iiiveBligntion. He had said uiucli ol public iaitb ; tliat the character of Governiaent 
was iniplnaied and that a^oiich ot taith on its part, struck at its stability. Now 
lie, Mr. J^earson, did not agree (bat it was so materially involved in the present 
question, but sure lie that the Government would be obliged to his learned 
fneiid lor his care and soij,?itude lor their welfare, 'j'hey had used him well, antji 
he assuredly had deser\eu it, end he, Mr. Pearson, vas conhdeiit, the head of that 
Goveinmotit would he uud tvould not fitU to ihuuk hm in u i&auuer vihicU 
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Mr. jpearsdB, WOti!d not undervaluo by nnticipatiiig it. Ho wonlfl boweror feU 
tig loamed friend, th^at in his opinion there was no danger. I’be British power io* 
Jndia hatl been frequently assailed both from without and Vithin hot it bad wiih.% 
stood every attaok, and frustrated every attempt, by arras without, by wisdom with¬ 
in, and he believed it would not be now^fained nor swept out of liidtu, though soi, 
heavy a calamity should happen as a nonsuit. But what did bis learned friend 
mean when he talked about tlie public being satisfied 1 yet such was the language 
be used in a public Court. Was he afraid ihat bis speech would not be sufficiently 
long, or was he seeking popularity or anxious to excite I why did be introduce 
extraneous matter ! A jury which could be prejudiced for the sake of popularity 
was, thank (lod, now a days seldom heard of, and a judge of the kind, was an 
anomiilv for wbich there was no name. <lle would not follow bis learned friend «ia 
(Such a strain for when be entered the Court, be felt it was his duty to speak for 
hie clients alone, sod only to the Court and he was ti listed the public would be fully 
aatisfied, as they always should be, with the verdict of the Court or of an honest, 
jury whatsoever it might be. 

His friend bad divided his arguments into fact and law and the facts into two 
points, first, contending on the one hand that the papers were genuine ; secondly, 
if not, on the other baud that the East India Company were bound to pay them m 
consequence of Mr. Oxborough’s acknowledgment, if his signatures were valid. 
In order to show that the signatures on the papers were genuine, his learned fiiend 
bad called two or three witnes.ses. First Seboodut who said he had taken the pa¬ 
pers from the native treasurer to Mr. Oxborough, who examined them in bis pre¬ 
sence, and also Mr. Dorm who bad given very clear testimony. From the evidenotf 
of that gentleman it appeared that there were various checks in the sever.al depart¬ 
ments of the I'reasury through which paper passed ; those checks were on his lord- 
ahip’s notes and he w'ould not trouble him with a repetition, but the result of his 
evidence was, that more than one of these papers could not have regularly passed 
through that office and if that gentleman were not present, be Mr. rearson, should 
express himself warmly as to the truth of his statements and the judgment he had 
exhibited in coming to that conclusion. 

Sir E. Uyan here remarked, that he considered the subject of forgery of little 
consequence ; what the Advocate General had to get rid of was, the question of 
agency, for if the plaintiffs took the papers upon the acknowledgment of the defen¬ 
dant's agent that they were good, the defendants were bound, and in common sense,' 
in common honesty and in common law the plaintiffs vveie entitled to recover; but 
if Mr. Oxborough was not an autliorised agent, then there was at once an and of the 
case. 

Mr. Pearson said that before be sat down, be thought bo should be able to show, 
bU Lordship the importance, and even tlniugh he knew the power of his learned 
friend in reply and should give him that adg^antage, he felt bo should be deviating 
from the proper course, and not doing his duty to his clients, if he did not produce- 
evid^noetoshow that the papers were forgeries ; his learned friend wishing to show 
them to be gnnuino had called no witnesses as to hand writing. From the evidence, 
of Mr. Dorin it appeared, that these papers Tvere not genuine and though Mr. Ox¬ 
borough had admitted his signature to them, he did not hesitate to say that they 
were forgeries. He, Mr. Pearson, meant to insist upon his right to have these 
documents read and put upon record, if only in case of an appeal, that they might 
be laid before the Lords of the Council, and he trusted he would liear of no further 
objections from his learned friend, for to prevent his putting them in, came with 
very bad grace from one who had taunted him with unwillingness. 

Hir E. Jtyaa here suggested, that the only question was the fact of agency. If 
Mr. Posrson got rid of that, there was no case as the PTaintiffs had not proved tJie 
validity of the paper or the band writing of the framer. ,, 

, • Mr. Pearson said if such was hie Lordship's ojiinion^ itVould in some degrntf 

f otten the case attd he should not trouble the Court by^alling all the evidence he 
,d inteiided and this would enable his Lordship to dispose of it sooner than he ex¬ 
ceed, however, otherWiee it would hoye hoea bb duty 4o jtroduco that iadividual^ 
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!D«rairk«natfa Mittra who would acknowledgr® having himself forged thf|>«pen. 
With reference to that person, his friend had observed upon fhe extraordih*^ ex* 
hibition such an individual would make and said.it was the first, and he hapad it 
would be the last time, he should hear of such an odious charaoterbeing putinto. tbs 
witness box and he absolutely threatened,’that if such a step were taken, he should 
be prosecuted. BuPit was noj the first time he, Mr. Pearson, had seen a feloa 
brought up as a witness in a civil case in a Court of Justice, but it was tlie very 
first time that he had heard a hint thriAvn out by counsel, that if evidence waU 
given, prosecution would follow; it was reserved for the Bank of Bengal and hi* 
learned friend to hold out such threats. 

His learned friend had used harsh wordswvhen speaking of Dwarkenath Mittro, 
for whose character he, Mr. Pearson, had no great estimation, but notwithstanding 
surh language he should have called him. Mr, Compton had branded him a villain, 
U wretch, a miscreant and he would not ({uarrel with him for those expressions, but 
he should remember the old adage, “ hard words produce no injury,” or in bomliec 
terms *' break no bones”; he was welcome to use such language, but notwithstand¬ 
ing he Mr. Pearson would sit down in th^ most imperturbable coniposme. But ha 
could* not help remarking upon observations of his friend, when he said, thera 
could be no doubt the endorsments were in the hand-writiUg of Raja Buddenauth. 
Roy; that he, Mr. Pearson, admitted, but he could not help recollecting the argu¬ 
ment of his friend on a former trial when he took such pains and laboured for hours 
to prove that they were not genuine. Did be forged, that he the said they were for¬ 
ged by this same Dwarkenath Miftre ? He Mr, Pearson ought not perhaps ttf 
’^quarrel with his friend about inconsistency in an advocate, he was aware that they 
had always to make the best of a cause and perhaps those who dwell in glass house* 
should not throw stones, lie did not forget the remark of as ingenious a counsel 
ns it had ever been bis lot to hear about the harlotry of bis profession, but be couldt 
not forget the want of modesty in his friend ; had he no regard for the jury fa* 
lectured for hours'! 

Mr. Pearson said, as to the matter now in question, the agency of Mr. Oxbo* 
rough, it rested upon extraordinary evidence. That gentleman had said, that he bad 
no authority in writing for the examination of the paper and all rested upon that ex¬ 
pression. There was an authority hung up in his office, authorising a search of th* 
Registry, but he said Mr. Woodiad given him authority verbally and by notes, but 
no authority in writing specifically addressed to himself. He Mr. Pearson did not 
stand in court to repudiate that testimony but it was his duty to comment npon th« 
evidence and did not that answer he would ask'* preclude the possibility of his show¬ 
ing the reverse “! did it not show the unwillingness of Mr. Oxborough to give a plain 
answer. He, Mr. Pearson, imputed nothing ; bis words bore a plain meaning. It 
was the object of IMr. Oxborough to bear himsell clear from blame ; to show that ha 
did not take upon himself more autborivy than he was authorised to take ; such wa* 
no doubt the nature of man. But from whom did he receive the authority 1 From Mr» 
Morley ? No, no, but from Mr. Wood; he charged a man who was absent in England 
and could not defend himself; be charged Mr. Wood who was 16,000 miles from 
Calcutta, and who would not hear of the present proceedings till they were forgotten 
in India. 

Mr. Oxborough said he kept the Registers and examined papers previous to th* 
authority being hung up in his office, so it was clear that such authority waa only *- 
modification of a pre-existing usage ; but Mr. Oxborough understood, that the in- 
atructions of Mr. Wood authorised him to examine papers and certify their authen¬ 
ticity. That person had never said the words used by Mr. Wood went further them 
** for. examination” and then for the sake of vindication, he had put upon those words 
an interpretation which they*did not bear. Construction his learned friend well knevv 
was not evidence ; the woids used were for the Court and the jury to decide 
for if otherwise the witiAiss would be putting himself in the situation of both. Why 
be would ask were not the^otes which accompanied.the papers from Mr. Wood proj 
dttced? Who eommnuioated those messengers! why were they not producedf 
They might have given evideaoe quite diffoiraatto that of Mr* Ojworoo^* Could 

asaitCH, 1830. 5 3 , 
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bis Lordsbipi hs «sked, beliers 1 that it was tb« intention of tbe Gorsrament to an* 
tborize Mr. Oxborou^li to gire an opinion aa to the truth or not of their papers ; that 
thef intended he should declare upon their responsibility ; as to looking' at hi* 
former evidence the iunumeruble checks of oihce and the signatures of the gentle- 
men at the Treasury and afterwards the signature of the Secretary were they to be 
considered as useless. Could it be 8uppo.sed, that t^ey would ifllow all their papers 
to lay at his mercy 1 that all the machinery connected with this system should be 
overset at once by an uncovenanted servant 1 That the CJovernment would invest 
fbreooth in an individual like Mr. Oxborough, who his Lordship had seen lu tlie 
witness box, not remarkable for acuteness, all the responsibility of the Treasury 
department i Could such an absurdity be for a moment credited 1 

illfr. Peanon said that a fee of one rupSo was paid indiscriminately for all papers 
and he would here slate that be was not going into the law of insurance but endea- 
Touring to ascertain the intention of the parties, and could any one he asked, 
believe ! that for one rupee the defendants would undertake to certify paper of one 
hundred or one thousand ; from a hundred to a hundred thousand rupees, indis* 
crimiuately. g 

His learned friend was shortly to return to England where he wished to God it 
was in his power to go and when he deposited his well earned hoards with hiR 
Banker, let him said Mr. Pearson tell him of the existence of a company, who for 
two shillings undertake indiscriminate to certify the validity of a paper of one hun* 
q,red or one hundred thousand pounds and he w'lll not be credited. If such a com* 
paoy did exist they would be fitter for another place. 

‘ Your Lordship, said Mr. Pearson, has said, that these papers are not proved to be 
genuine, so they must he considered as false. What then, he asked, was the form of 
action brought'1 for though be would refrain in a case like the present from taking 
advantage of technical objections, yet he felt he would be betraying the interests of 
bis clients, if he did not avail himseif of that which arose out of a fair construction 
of law. It was he said an action of Assumpsit, and A-ssumpsit required consideia-* 
fion to be shown, so taking it for granted that, the notes were forgeries, that the 
signatures of the Secretary were forged by some person not connected with the Com* 
pany, there was a variance in each count which became fatal, for the plaintiffs under* 
look to show, that they were genuine hut if false no consideration could have been 
given for them uud his Lordship, he said, would s^e the bearing of this remark, for 
be, Mr. Pearson, would contend that these papers were difrerent from Bills of £z* 
change. 

Mr. Pearson said that he would prove, that it was the tsnstom of persons to send 
in their papers to the Treasury for examination. Mr. Oxborough had said, to ascer* 
tain their vadity hut be, Mr. Pearson, said, to see whether or not they were cor- 
iwctiy registered. Such examination gave the holder the advantage of seeing, that 
the notes he held had been correctly issued ; that there were papers of the same num- 
and amounts in existence, and was nut that be would ask, security worth one 
rupee t But it dM not pledge the Government to more than that such papers had 
been issued from the Accountant General’s Office. Mr. Oxborough had aaid, that 
previous to tbd otder for examination, appheatious to him were not so numerous, 
but he, Mr, Pearson, hud evidence to show, that tliey were found too numerous and 
the fee of a rupoe^ which was not paid to the defendants, but to Mr. Oborough, was 
only fixed, that tbo time of the latter should not be engaged when be could be other* 
wise employed. In consequence of that fee his wages were not reduced, and was 
it, he would ask, likely 1 the Government would take upon themselves such a res* 
punaKhility without any consideration aud they could not have taken such a step aa 
to eatrust ono of their inferior officers and such an officer, with the charge of all the 
papers in the Treasury. • 

Mr. Pearson said, be now came to the authority given to Mr. Oxborough.

and he found on the back of it another letter composed by Mr. Oxborough and 
declining to search the register because the fee Ibf one rupee h|^ been annulled; 
but it was immaterial, for he contended t|iut even the Accountant General bad no 
right to verify pap^ in such a way. He would show that no change waainade la 
the wages of Mr. OxBorough ; tlnat no part of tliat fee went into the public Treasury; 
that Government paper was invariably signed by the yesretaiios to Government* 
whether Bills of tixchange gr Promissory Notes. 

Afr. Pearson said, he now came to the law as cited by his friend and the cases he 
had quoted, but they all referred to Bills ofExchanue, and the acknowledgment af 
the acceptance by a person or one authorized as ageut. 

Sir E. Ryan, The principle is the same. 

Mr. Pearson did not think that in all cases it was the same, for a Bill of Exchange 
could he accepted by parole but a note could not be so made. So the writing on 
a note could not be considered in the same light as anew indorsement on a Billof 
Exchange. b 

Sh . )§ 

Mr. Pearson here cited anthorities in support of his view of the law and concluded 
by observing that no act which Mr. Oxborough could do would go to the extent of 
making a fresh acceptence. 

He next came to the part of his learned friend’s argument ns to general and spe- 
eiiii agency which be had gone in to very minutely. He must say a great part of it 
Was gratuitous. If, said Mr. Compton, “ luy servant takes ray horse to the fair or my 
^uok goes into the market to purchase provisioii', 1 am bound by their acts.” Thi* 
he said might be the case if they acted in their proper capacities, but he, Mr, Peart* 
sou, would put a case more analogous. If his cook took his horse to the fair or hi» 
groom went into the market, or the sweeper of bis banking house should presume t» 
accept Bills, would he, Mr. Pearson, be held responsible 1 The order to examina 
the Registry was in English and the partiies had nothing to do but open thefr eye* 
and see the authority of This person. The Bank of Bengal be presumed could read 
English, he meant the individuals who composed it, not the corporation, for ia law 
it had neither eyes nor conscience and it would seem so from the measures adopted 
by his learned friend. Mr. Mackenzie and Mr. Wood had been Presidents of the 
I>irectors and if they could hnae read their own charter they could also have read 
the direction of the Governor General in Council, and then they would at once 
have seen the authority under which Mr. Oxborough acted. What then he asked 
became of all the hardships of which his learned irieiid had complained of 1 Let 
him not, said he, speak of the hardships that may accrue to natives, for there are 
no natives in the present case and sudicieut for the day is the evil. His friend had 
cited Mr. Pailie but he Mr. Paihe, said, they ought to have enquired, so said he, 
Mr. Pearson, and so said the law. • 

, His friend he said had argued the present case as a question between two private 
Banks or individuals, but he thought there was a vast difference, for he forgot that 
the Company stands in two characters ; that by Parliament it has not onV been 
invested with the character of a Trading Company but also of Sovereigns of a vast 
empire. If private stock companies, assembled by tbeir own voluntary will, or « 
private establishment should come to ruin, it would be no very heavy loss in the 
great mass of the public, but it was diflTerent with the East India Company. That 
Government it was true was delegated, but the sovereignty rested with the King, 
j*ad the Parliament of England occasionally interfered to regulate tbeir proceedings. 

The learned Advocate here cited passages from the Company’s charter relating 
to the debt of the East Jndha Company ; the appropriation of the Revenue and tha 
manner in which Company's paper was to be issued and executed. 

Mr. Pearson said t’nat in conformity with these regulations the papers under 
eonsideration, which did^’not relate to any private company or commercial specu.. 
iation, but to the debt of the East India Company, were signed by the SecretariJh 
and by older of the Goyernor General in Council, in conformity with the law an h» 
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4ad io8t nQir it. Where he asked waa the authority of the deputy at 

'Vtncoreaanted aerrentf hw he would ask could bia learned I'riead substitute Mr. 
^xborough fbtf one of the Secretaries t WouW he not be equally fustified in 
the authority to his groom or Cook as to suppose Mr. Oxborougn conld be aubsti- 
fntod forsOne"^of the Secretaries of Government, Had Mr. Oxboroogh the power to 
draw autote of this kind or issue any of the Company’s papffri be would contend 
he bad not. If he could not draw a fresh paper, he could not recognize its 
ralidity ; but if such an authority did efist, how could it be exercised to make a 
forgery a valid instrument. 

He asked his Lordship not to confound these papers with Bills of Exchange, and 
in the cases cited be would find, that the ground on which they were decided was^ 
that where persona recognised the validity of a paper, to decide in any other way 
would be to cripple the intereata of commerce. Admitting what he, Mr. Pearson, dis¬ 
puted, the whole extant of all his learned friend was ready to wish for, he asked bad 
the Governtnent power to tranafer its authority to Mr. Oxborough t The public reve¬ 
nue was appropriated to pay tbe public debt and Company's paper could not he com- 

S ared to any private tranaaotion, for it was public security. He could not dispute 
mt East India Company were a commercial body, but they had also another charac¬ 
ter ; they were the goverament of a great country, recognized by the King and Par¬ 
liament of Great Britain. They bad been driven into extensive wars and could not 
support them without contracting a great debt. The revenue had been specifically 
Wpporiioned to oerUin purposea, one of which was the liquidation of that debt from 
whence Mr. Oxborough or Mr. Oxborough'a superiors could not divert it, nor even 
could tbe Governor. Ganersdin Council divert it from the channel to which it had 
been appropriated by the Statutes. If he did, he should aay, he was exceeding bis 
powsra. 


• Mr. Ptarsm said he had now done, and hi» Lordship would observe the grounds 
upon which he went. He did not go into any proof of the forgeries and as he had 
not troubled bis learned friend with the evidence of the informer, Dwarkenath 
Mittre, the wretch, tbe villain of :whoia he bed spoken in not very measured lan-

would not be binding. But his friend bad said that the recognition of Mr. Oxborough 
Was binding, that he was the representative of the East India Company. What 1 Mr.

Could any thing be 
mdi^ rediouious. *

^ Jlfr. that when he did not meet wkh equal candor on the opposite 

aide, he meant to rely upon every objection the law allowed him. He wondered 
hie learoied fneud who bad said so much for the public, did not state how many 
widowa, and tupbans would sufier and appeal to tbe feelings of a sympathizing 
public on this occasion, but bad the popular feeling been excited, had these persone 
anfiered, ho should have received instructions from the proper quarter and he would 
have acted as best suited his feelings. 

Mr. Pearson here closed a very eloquent address by thanking his Lordship for the 
patient hearing he had given him and apologizing for the warmth of his feelings and 
Wtauner of his delivery but his early habits of addressing juries, would he trusted 
Idesd his excuse. ^ 

Holt Uaehenm, oxamined by Mr. Cockrant. I am Secretary in the Territorial 
mwbioh office I have beeniiace the year 1817. I was Secretary to 
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ISor^rnqaflRt in June, tS24, and received about that time a letter frou Mr» Wpod, 
who was Accountant General ; he was also a Director of the Bank ot Beh^ i he 
waa one time President of the Bank of Bengal. I think ha had been auofi Whitt 
August 18S6, to the period of las going home in January 1829. 1 know’hia aigha* 
tore. The Paper now shewn me {letter marked 15) is signed by Mr, Wood. I r,e* 
ceived it as, Territorial Secretary, (looks at Paper marked 16.) The signature is mine* 
it ia an answer to thedetter I have just seen and is signed by me as Secretary in the 
Territorial Department. * 

Cross Examined by Mr. Comjttoit. I am:*not aware of buying a Promissory Note 
from Hajkissore Dutt, 1 never sent such note for examination to Mr. Oxborougl^ 

X never purchased paper, I relied implicitly upon my sircar. I don’t recollect send'' 
ing my aircar to Aajkiasore Dutt. ' 

' Examined by Sir Edmond Eyan. I have no knowledge of any authority be^g vested 
in Mr. Oxborough to examine Company’s Paper, except by inspecting the Register. 

1 am not aware that Mr. Oxborough was in the habit of receiving a rupee for each 
paper he examined. I don't know that any other of the Company’s Servants of 
Members of Council were aware of that practice. Previous to August last, and to 
the receipt of the letter produced, I had no knowledge that Mr. Oxborough had been 
in the habit of examining Paper. 1 am not iKvare whether the Governor General* of 
the Members of Council knew it. I canifbtcall to my recollection any conversatioit 
I had with Mr. Wood on the subject of the examination of Company’s paper. Mr*- 
Oxborough was employed to examine tbe paper : that is, that he was to see that the 
paper bad been issued to certain parties and that the interest had been paid or not 
paid and in cases of transferred loan to ascertain at tbe application of the parties front 
what loan and from what parties it bad been transferred. Mr. Oxborough was in tfa« 
Accountant General’s Office. He received his directions from tbe Accountant Gene-* 
cal. No written orders were ever communicated to him from Government. 

Questioned by his Lordship, at the suggestion of Mr. Compton.—I was not acquainted 
with the fact of Mr. Oxborough's examining the Company’s Paper at the time of 
Frawnkissen Holdar’a trial. 1 had been President of the Bank of Bengal before Mr* 
"Wood’s appointment. ,, 

By Mr. Compton. I'here is a book kept at the Bank where the orders of the Presi* 
dent and Directors are inserted. I have looked into the Book and know what otdem 
have been passed. ( Book handed to witness.) This is the book* 1 see Mr. Wood’ll 
writing, i read this resolution or order ; it bears Mr. Wood’s signature. I saw it 
after the discovery of Rajkissore’s Forgeries when it became a question at the Bank 
what authority Mr. Oxborough had to examine papers. Mr. Wood was Accountant 
General at the time. I did not kifbw Mr. Oxborough received one hundred rupees a 
month for examining papers, before I saw that order. Has no doubt the order wa* 
submitted to the Directors, as he is one of them. The order might have been made 
out in witnesses’ absence, it merely required a sufficient number of directors. It is 
not customary to communicate those orders to absent directors. The book lies os 
the table. 

By the Court —I was.not aware of the order previous to Rajkissore Outt’s fdrgeries* 
(A paper here shewn to witness.) Thasis signed by the Secretary to Government. 

1 know of an application made by the Bank to Government on the subject of beiog 
refused renewal of their notes. There was an answer returned (paper shewn witness) 
this is signed by the) officiating Secretary to Government in reply to the application, 
of the Bank.

XR'Charles MErcALFE, Bart, having’‘I.ak.ea the chair at tiie unanimous reques 
of the Meeting. 

Mil. Falmlr stated the object of assembling the Creditors of the firm, and drenr 
attention to the procoedings at a former meeting of the principal native Creditors which 
took place on the 3lst ult. at which ther had fxprossed their willingness to allow six 
years for the discharge of all claims in full, with 5 per cen.. per annum interest. 

U had however, on careful consideration and c-xamination of the affairs of the con- 
<ftira, been conridored impracticable to effect the liquidation of the debts of tlie firm 
under eight yenis, and the principal object of this meeting was to ascertain if the 
Creditors were disposed to allow that term. If tliey were he would most chcefully de* 
vote himself to the accomplishment of th|^ arrangement, and ho hoped tliai, although ho 
was now upwards of 63 years of age and cpuld not expect to live many years longer, 
he might be spared until he had discharged every claim against the firm. 

Mr. Palmer added, that he individually laboured under a heavier and more dis¬ 
tressing respohsibility than his partners, in as much as be, in his capacity of Trustee 
and Executor to a great many estates was personally responsible for their funds wdiich 
hie had placed in the House and for the recovery of which he was anxious to devote the 
yewaider ofhis life. 

Mr. G. A. f’RTNSEi* seconded Mr. Palmer’s proposition and expressed his desire 
rIso entirely to devote himself to the interests of the Creditors. 

Colonel Gallowav regretted that he could not agree with Mr. Palmer in his view 
of the practicability of paying the defats of the firm, in lull, in eight years. Th« meet¬ 
ing must be aware of the difhculties that would attend the eff orts ot iosolvants, how¬ 
ever anxious they might be to accomplish so desirable an object. The firm being 
insoivant, its property belonged to the creditors, and was iii the possession of Trus¬ 
tees for their benefit, and until they were solvent, or in other wards able to pay all 
demands against them, tliey could not act in their own behalf, or make any siicces.sful 
effort for the benefit of their creditors. He thought the most adviaeabie method would bp 
for fhe creditors at once to give up much a portion of their claims on the house as would 
make it solvent. As an assignee of the estate he bad had ample means of acquainting 
himself with the state of its affitirs, he had acoordingV with a view to this proposition, 
made calculations which enabled him to say, thatiftne Creditors would give up ao 
per cent, or 4 annas in the Rupee it would make the firm solvent and enable it to pay 
the remaining 75 pet cent, in seven years with five per cent, interest. I’he question 
•ppeared to him to be simply whether the Creditors (of which Col. G. is one of the 
greatest) will at once give up 4 annas in the Rupee, in the well founded expectation of 
reoeiviiig the remaining 12 annas, in the manner proposed, or whether by their refusal 
fheV will keep the firm in a state of insolvency, under the management of the Court 
yvith no prospect of realizing even eight anna^n the Rupee. 

Colonel Gallowav proceeded to substantiate his view of the affairs of Messrs* 
Upalmer and Co* by reading from a paper of calculations he had made, the details of his 
plan, from which we coidd only collect the following particulars, as the statement wa« 
long, and OXtractt merely from it read to the meetiug.

upon which sum interest to be paid at the rate of 5 per cent, or per annum 9,37,{K)0 
U was expected, that 10 per cent, might be realized on good debts (estimated at 
1,92,00,(KX) and 2 per cent, in commissions, which would give an annual income of 
23,04,000. • 

With respect to security, he thought the creditors would be well protected by the 
moral security, they would possess, from the confidence they reposed in the members 
of the firm ; and by unshackling their bands and relievii^g them from their present 
difficulties by giving up 2.5 per cent, qf fjipi^iaims. c ^ 

Colonel Galloway concluded by moving riraoluticm to.tlie effect that the Credi- 
toiB were disposed to concede 25 per cent, of their claims should that amount be found 
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ttecWsary to place them in solvent circumstances and to wait 7 years for the remain¬ 
ing 75 per cent.—receivuig in the mean time interest at tlie raws of 5 per cent, per 
annum. 

Tliis motion having been seconded by Brigadier Tombs, was carried by a large ma¬ 
jority. , 

Mr. G, A. Pbinsri* begged to explain that, as it appeared from the details of Col. 
Galloway’s proposition xhat there ^ould be a surplus at the end of the seven years after 
paying 75 per cent, with interest at the rale of 5 per cent, per annum—neither himself 
nor his colleagues wished to derive any blnefit from such surplus—their solo desire 
was to labour for the benefit orthe creditors and not for their own individual advamage. 

Colonel Gali-oway, explained that the 25 per cent, deduction was only proposed in 
the event of that amount being necessary to place the finrun solvent circumstances and 
that if less was sufficient for the purpose and tkerc reniamded a surplus, he, as an as¬ 
signee and creditor would take care that it was appropriated to the benefit of tlic creiit* 
tors. 

Mr. Palmeb begged it to be understood that there was no impatience of restraint 
on the part of liimseif or his partners. He considered the property in assignment moro 
secure than in the hands of the members of the firm/.he was desirous that the salutary 
control of the assignees over the property of ttbe estate should continue until the solo 
object of his anxiety--the payment of the, debts of the concern was accomplished. 
There might be, there certainly was, an objection to the great number of assignees, aa 
it was difficult and occasioned much delay to got the sanction of so many persons tA 
the necessary forms for transferring paper, giving powers, &c. this was however the only 
objection he thought the assignment ought to continue until all debts were discharged, 
although a less number of assignees than 13 might be deemed sufficient. 

Much miscellaneous discussion took place. Col. Galloway’s motion was considered 
by many, as too comprehensive and not sufficiently clear—there appeared no objection 
whatever on the part of the European creditors at once to relinquish the proposed 25 
per cent, if it would place Messrs. Falraer and Co. in a state of solvency—the Native 
Gentlemen did not appear to like the proposition, principally we believe, because, they 
understood their own better—-many were absent, and those present were desirouil 
to consult the absent and to have another meeting-—tliey seemed to prefer giving 
tme and relinquiahing inlerresl, to an immediate sacrifice of 25 per cent, of the principal. 
It was argued however, with great justice, that many individuals depended entirel;^' 
upon the interest and had not desired and were not disposed <o touch tlie principal i to 
them an abandonment of the interest would be an abandoned of the present means of 
existence in exchange for a remote advantage. , 

Mr. I)icK£Ms stated that it was not Iris intention to have offered to tlie notice of tha 
meeting; he came merely as an. asaignee, with a view to ascertain the sentiments of the 
creditors ; as however bethought the course recommended not likely to be productive 
of any benefit to the creditors or the insolvents, unless it was first ascertained what 
the Court would be likely to do, he desired to say a few words on the subject. He re¬ 
minded the meeting thatthe estate was in the hands of the Court, not of the cn-diior 
—that the assignees although recommended by them, were appointed by the Courl^ 
and that until its disposition was known, it was usuleas to discuss the motion pro¬ 
posed by Colonel Galloway. He recommended the creditors and the insolvents to 
join in a Petition to the Court to the alTove effect—-which was the first and most ne¬ 
cessary step that could be taken, 

• Col. Galloway explained that it was the object of another resolution which ha 
meant to propose, to provide for the difficulty alluded to by Mr, Pickens, but ha 
thought it necessary that the sentiments and disposition of the creditors should be first 
ascertained, as he thought the Court would not act upon an hypothetical proposition, 
whereas if the creditors petitioned the Court and stated their willingness to make the 
sacrifice he had recommended, he was satisfied that the Court would agree to the pro¬ 
position and in fact go hand in hand with the creditors in so desirable an arrangement, 

Mr. R. Bhowne felt great pain in throwing cold water upon any proposition, hav¬ 
ing for its object the benefit of the creditors or the Members of the firm, but be thought 
it premature to ask the sanction of the creditors to the proposed measure until the opi¬ 
nion of the Court was ascertained ; which opinion could, he thought, be easily ob¬ 
tained. Ha recommended fliatasthe assignees were now ready to make such a report 
as would enable the Court to grant the relief contemplated by the insolvents—the 
creditors and the insolvents should jointly petition the Court—stating that they have 
reason to believe that if the Court woiddveanatwa the measure, the creditors would 
willingly make certain taeaifices—and praying the Court to authorize the assignees te 
carry on the several coacerai o( the firm w may be most beaeficiid for the interests of 
the ereditora. 
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- Colonel Ynvttn thought Colonel Galloway was mistaken as to the main point for 
the consi<leri|tioii of the meeting. The amount of sacrifice was not the real matter for 
discussion—to that nobody present objected, all would willingly give up 26 per cent, 
of their claims to secure the remainipg 75 per cent. The important qnestion was, 
will the Court agree under any circuinsj^anoes to allow the business of this Concern to 
g 0 on 1 The assignees were exceedingly desirous to be relieved from their very 
fatiguing aiad responsible duties and should be most gkd to* see the present or any 
similar arrangement established. He seconded Mr. Browne’s proposition. 

The following resolutions were then ungnimonsly carried. 

Moved by Mr. Browne and seconded by Colonel Younc^: 

I. —Resolved, That in the opinion of this Meeting it is desirable that the general 
•business of the firm should be carried 90 by the late partners under the superinten- 
dence of the assignee* or of persons appointed by the Court until the consent of the 
creditors be obtained to the proposal which is about to be submitted to them for the 
odjustmentofi their claims, and that with the view of effecting this object a petition 
be presented to the Court by the Members of the late firm and the creditors jointly 
praying its sanction to the measure. 

Moved by Colonel Gsllowav and sqpoaded by Mr. E. Trottek ; 

II. —Resolved, that whereas in the presEnt state of commercial interests, disturbed 
as they have been by the failure of a Firm wbode concerns are of such magnitude and 
adverting to the tinae which must necessarily elapse before any Dividend can be 
made, it is the opinion of this meeting that it would be highly prejudicial to the in¬ 
terests of the creditors to proceed to immediote sales of property, especially of In¬ 
digo Factories wbieh form a largo proportion of tire assets, a petition be presented by 

creditors and the Insolvents to tlie Insolvent Court praying that the Court will be 
pleased to take into its consideration all circumstance effecting the property of the 
Insolvents witli a view to authorise the posiponement of sales and that such part of 
the funds as shall be necessary may be employed with the coucurrence of the as- 
aigneea in keeping u|> and managing the said Factories and concerns until favorabla 
opportunities occur for gradually disposing of them. 

1'he following Resolution was suggested on the part of the assignees-to remove a 
technical difficulty in the recovery of debts by process of law. 

Xll,—Resolved, That the creditors do' authorise the Assignees to institute legal 
proceedings against all debtors to the Firm and to recover and receive the full amount 
Of the debts due by them as per list annexed. 

Moved by Mr. W. Bran and aeconded by Baboo Roopeall Mullick. 

IV.—Resolved, That the tbaalts of this meeting be given to Sir Charles Matealfe 
for his able services in the chair. 

A resolution proposed by Baboo Hurrochunder Lahory and seconded by Baboo 
Sibohunder Doss, to limit the number of assignees to three, was withdrawn on a* 
acplanation that its object was provided for in the first resolution.

Mr. Prfnsfp stated that he was instrocted to present a Petition from certain ere* 
ditois ot Messrs. Palmer and Co. whose cfaitiis amounted to twenty-two Laks of 
Ruitees, accompanied by an affidavit of Mr. I’almer verifying the amount of their 
respeciive claims. Its ohjoct was the postponement of the immediate sales of tho 
factories, shijis and other durable pro|>erty of the firm, and that the same might b6 
kejit iijv with the assetts in the hands of the assignees till a gradual and beneficial 
Sale could he effected, and also to have the iresent inconvenient number of twelvs 
assignees induced to four, two of v%hom,to be native gentlemen, and that they, 
with part of the members of the firm should digest, and submit to the Court for 
sanction, a plan of temporary management, such as would be most advantageous 
for the benefit of the creditors at large.* 

The documents, having been jiresented and read by the officer of the Court. 

Mr. Pri/iicp added that he did not feel it necessarv to enlarge on the expediency 
•of tho measures suggested by the Petitioners. Their chief objects were, in tho 
first place, to defer tbe sales of Indigo f’actories and other property, which they 
could not but consider as highly injurious to their interests, and secondly, that a 
plan should be digested, and submitted for the sanction of the Court, for carrying; 
on those concerns for tho purposes already stated. Even with prudence and care, 
it would recjuiro many veers to wind up the extensive affairs of the unfortunate 
firm, and by none could it be done with so much advantage, as by the members 
themselves, wlio weie the persons most intimately acquainted with its affairs. It 
was not necessary to dwell on this point, for it must be manifest to every one who 
had at all considered the subject. 

'i he magnitude of the business of the firm made it quite impossible to proceed 
with effect as in an individual cafi# of insolvency, and placed in a prominent point 
of view tbe defects ol the new Law as applied to commercial failures. On that 
account, a clause had been inseitedin the Petition, praying that the Law hero 
may be placed upon the footing of the Bankrupt Laws in England. The appHcae 
tions of law to cases of this kind, tt“aB quite new in this country, and this part of 
the Petition was therefore jinncipally addressed to the kind discretion of the Court. 
'I’lio Petitioners were deeply inteiested in the affair, aud others went along with 
tliem, but from absence and other causGS»they had been unable to sign, and it was 
only tbe very pressing nature of the occasion that led to the Petition being pre* 
sqnted now. Sales were nlreadv advertised, niid when it was remembered that 
upwards of four thousand accounts existed on the books of the firm, it becam* 
obvious that a short time would not suffice to obtain the assent or dissent of every 
creditor to the measures proposed. Any creditor was in a position to come to tbd 
Court, and to call for the exercise of its discretion, and rei'eiring to the 49tb aitid 
both Clauses of the Act, it was not, he thought, too much to ask for that which tit® 
Petitioners required. lie tieerl not remark that it was the duty of assignees to 
reahae all property with tho utmost practicable speed, and hence arose the neces* 
sity of applying tor the exercise of the large powers vested in the Court by tho 
clauses before referred to. The most extensive discretion was by them given to 
and it was obvious that a failure of this magnitude was a proper occasion on wibicln 
to exercise them. 

The present state of the money market too was such^ as to make it manifest tust 
'sales coaid not be carried inwi effect without great loss, if precipitancy tvere not 
most carefully avoided, and Ho therefore begged the Court to restrain the assignee® 
from proceeding to immediate or peremptory sales by an order nisi, or such 
other coarse as it should think proper* An ailldayrt that such ssIm wen ocnteai* 
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plated was nttt reqtyred, in his opinion, because the Court would presume tbe assi^ 
net's to know their dutj, which wos to proceed to sell, unless otherwise directed, 
and tbe object of the Petitioners was to show the injury they would sustain in 
consequence. The relief prayed for could, of course, be modified, as the Court 
should see fit, and as this class of caset, and the law itself, were 'both new to this 
country, he hoped it would not be too much to ask the Court to do so. He was 
told that his friend on his left held a similar petition, praying, no doubt, for the 
same objects. 1 he Court could not go bdyond its powers, but those jiowers were 
ample, and considering the circumstances of this great and commercial ciiy, and of 
the case before if, the Court could not do better than to *shape its course with 
Reference to the bankruptcy hrws at home, and so as to do iustice and equity to'ail 
parties. ‘ • 

A Jiniifed, and smaller number of assignees was also very desirable, and tins, 
princijially, .with reference to the circumstance of many of the assignees being 
taembers at the other houses of agency, wherein the probable purchasers of such 
propel ties as those which belonged to the late firm would be found, but in con- 
eeqiierite ol their being assignees, the|! were incapacitated from bidding, and if 
tliey were excluded very few bidders (indeed u ouid be found. Tbe enormous 
Jiicorivenience of such a large number of assignees was remarked upon by another 
Jearned Judge at the time of appointment, and the inconvenience was the more 
olivious, as all of them must join in every conveyance, and document of every 
descriplioii, and in every application to the Court, which might be necessary. It 
was hardly to be expected, that in this country and climate, at all times, all of 
them would be in Calcutta and able to attend, and it would be very unsatis¬ 
factory that they should act by their Attornies. Many had other public and 
private duties to occup^y their time, and other, and sometimes, adverse interests 
to attend to. Hut no formal act could be done, no conveyance would be good, 
unless executed by every one of them in one of those ways or the other. But the 
greatest objection, in his opinion was, that the principal persons likely to be pur¬ 
chasers were disqualified, and that in all cases. There were upwards of seventy 
Tndi'go bactories, in which the late firm was interested as proprietors, sharers or 
mortgagees, besides ships and other property, which could not be purcbused by 
any oi the assignees, or their partners, without applying to the Court. Mr. Pnnsep 
observed that he ought also to remark upon the difficulty of going through the ac¬ 
counts with so large a body of assignees, of wi'om it would rarely be possible to 
procure a full attendance. Many, it was true, might attend at first, but zeal and 
even interest would slacken, and after a short period' a concern which would 
require the attendance of parties for years, would not be looked after with that 
minuteness it deserved. It was therefore advisable the number should be limited, 
and that that limited number should be kept up by Supplying such vacancies as 
might occur. 

Mr, Prinsep addresawi other observat^ns of a like nature to the Court, and 
concluded by expressing bis conviction that what was prayed was fully within 
tbe competency of the Court, and that it was for the common benefit of all par¬ 
ties concerned. 

Mr, Cleldtid then presented another petition which being also read, he stated, 
that the Petitioners ue represented had claims to the amount of nineteen lakhs of 
rupees. ITie Petition was signed by creditors or their Attornies, and the amount 
of claims tierified by tbe affidavit of Mr. Burrow, a clerk of the late firm, and now 
«mployed by the assignees, and a schedule was annexed to the Petition of the 
particular factories and concerns of which it was praved the sale might be post¬ 
poned. Mr. Prinsep had already stated tbe grounds upon which the PetUioiiera 
prayed that sales of Indigo Factories and other property should he deferred, and 
the conduct of the business be left with tbe inembeas of the firm, under the con- 
troul of the assignees or other peison appointed by the Court. He should therefore 
Inerely pre^ut the Petition atm pray the Court for its favorable attention. 

f ^®fboBght it impossible to ^rant the Petition of the parties 

i^he Court, but as mistakes seemed to prevail regarding the law as ap- 
of the Insolvents and the assigneesi he deemed it neceiearj 

enter into some length of remark# , 
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ilssigniifes, eighteen in number bad been chosen by the creditoTS ttiemselves, 
and thirteen were appointed by the Court, under 3 Petition ^gned by sixty per¬ 
sons. It was true, no proof of these parties being creditors had, as was the case 
to-day, been furnished to the Court. But the latter number was fixed upon, iu 
order that the interests of the Civil, Militjfry, and Commercial parts of the commu¬ 
nity might be all properly protected. It was to be presumed that the assignees sO 
chosen bad conducted matters n% they ouglit to do, and there appeared to be no ap>- 
plication on their part to be relieved frct&i their duties. 

Jlfr. C/e/and remarked that "Sir C. Metcalfe and Col, Galloway, both sssignees, 
bad signed the petition, and, 

Mr. Prinsep, observed, that as Attornies for numerous other creditors, Messrs* 
Alexander and Co. would have done so, had they been prepared with the requisilo 
afiSdavit. 

Sir £. Ryan. The I*eiitioners begin by stating that they “ heard with surprize 
and regret, that according to the law as recently established, and now in force, 
no such arrangement or compromise, (as that contemplated by the Pelitioners]| 
can be recognized as valid, or acted upon bjt this Courl.” Die Petitioners had beer* 
correctly informed;—no compromise cou\4' ne acted upon or recognized as valid by 
the Cbilrt. 

The Petitioners go on to state, " that they are desirous of some amendments of 
the law in this particular, whereby it may be made uniform wiih ibat of Great 
Britain, and of the other Colonies ami Possessions of the British Crown, and 
humbly hope for the aid and countenance of this Court in speedily proem iug such 
amendment.” 

Now he really did not know to what the Petitioners alluded. If it was to tha 
Bankrupt Laws, as they me administered in England, no compiomise at all could 
have been made by a Bankrupt until after tha dth George 4th was passed, and this 
improvement was borrowed from the Scotch Law. But this was altogether inap- 
|)licable to tlie position in winch the parties here were now placed, for under tha 
Bankrupt Laws, even as now modified, no Bankrupt could compromise his debts 
until he had passed Ins final examination, and until nine-tenths of Ins creditors* 
in number and amount, had agreed to accept of the compromise oifered, of which 
twenty-one days notice was to be publicly given. And even then, another meeting 
was to be held to decide finally on any such proposition as might be offered, wbea 
if nine-tenths of the creditors, .who had proved their claims concurred, the Lord 
Chancellor may then supersede the commission. 

The Act then goes onto the mode of voting, and provides for the absence of 
parties. Debts below are calculated by their value, and not by their number, 
and to every creditor of above ^'bO, residing out of England, such notice of tha 
meeting and its objects must be given, as will enable him to appear either person¬ 
ally or by his attorney, properly appointed. 

Therefore, if the Petitioners refer the Bankrupt Ijaws, a» administered at 
borne, it would be quite impossible there to grant their request, if an act of 
bankruptcy had been committed, as no doubt it had, in this instance. The debtors 
inust have waited till after their final examination and the meetings to which h» 
had now referred, and he mentioned these circumstances that the Petitioners may 
be convinced of their mistake. 

This point being disposed of, he came to that part of the Petition, where it is 
stated “ that in the mean time it is necessary forthwith to concert some effectual 
plan of temporarv management of tiie said large Estate, Effects and Concern, that 
the same may neither be lost or wasted by neglect nor sacrificed by precipitate and 
unnecessary sales.” 

The learned Judge did not know whether the creditors thought that procee¬ 
dings under the Act, as it ejtisied in this country, were more precipitate th^ they 
were under tlie Bankrupt Laws in England, butif they did so, they w'ere mistaken, 
for there, if all the creditors except one, consented to defer a sale, that one could 
compel it. His Lordship c^ed a case from Eden’s Reports in confirmation of this 
position. But an enlarged power was given to.the Court here, not possessed by the • 
Courts at home, and the Court could order sales to be deferred. The application for an 
mineadnmnt of (ho Law as appliod to this GOUAtry was (hoiofoxe.ottt (h fho queatton* 
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The Pet,iij(»^9n(>prdc9ed to observe ;— _ , ■ ■ ♦ _ 

*'Thnt in the pre^^nt depressed condition of the Money Market of this PrPfif*-, 
dcnoy, it will be ruinous to the Creditors at large to bring to immediate sale the 
numeroua and valuable Indigo and other Works and Concerns, Lands, Ships, and 
durable Properties of which the said Partners were either Proprietors, or Mortgagees,, 
or wherein they were beneficially intefeited. 

“ That inasmuch as by reason of the extended 1>ealings anA Transactions of tha 
•aid Firm in. many and distant parts of the World ncf distribution of the said Estate 
and Effects, or of the proceeds theieof can bs made, and no Dividend declared for 
ifever&l M^titbs to come, and it is expedient for the common benefit, that the 
available Sums and Assets in the hands of the Assignees should iu the mean time be 
pioductively employed, it appeiars to your Petitioners, that the same caunot he more 
properly or more benehcially invested than in the mamtenauce nod keeping up of tlia 
said Factories, Works, aud Concerns, until the same cun be gradually and delibe' 
lately disposed of.” 

Now this proposition should be presented to the Court in every individual instance 
which may arise, for no general rule could be acted upon by it, because, as before' 
stated, no creditor was bound by the act of the general body of creditors. 

With regard to the argument addn|ed that the assignees were deprived of the 
power to purchase the property of the Estate, he would ask, how could the Court 
tie up these immense concerns at the instance of some creditors, while others may 
come in, and claim their dividends, saying that they aie more valuable now tlnin 
they will be hereafter, and insist on a division. I’he majority of the creditors 
saying that such a particular course would he beneficial could not be listened to, 
when any creditor could come and insist upon a present sale. It might be inoie 
important to one person to receive a dividend immediately, than the debt in full at 
a distant period, and by the terms of compioinise suggested in the Petition, a long 
period of six years was proposed to be given to tlie partnership. 

The Petitioners then refer to the number of assignees, and state :— 

That, it further appears to your Petitioners, that the present number of Twelve 
Assignees, the whole of whom are necessary parties to every act of Sale or Compro¬ 
mise, and every act or proceeding in this Court, is highly inconvenient, and in many 
respects injurious to the interests of your Petitioners ; and of the Creditors at large. 
That some of the said Assignees are fully occupied in other Affairs, I'ublic and Pri¬ 
vate, others are desirous of being released from the duty of Assignees, and several 
are Members of the different Agency and Commercial Firms of Calcutta, which are 
thereby disqualified, as your Petitioners are advised, from becoming bidders or 
purchasers at Sales of the said Factories and PropA?tieB without the. special sanction 
of this Court. 

"And that, it is expedient that the number should forthwith be. reduced, and 
limited to Four Persons, all Creditors of the said Film, and Tw’O of them Native 
Creditors.” 

’^"Your Petitioners therefore humbly pray, that tliis Court will he pleased to 
proceed forthwith to the Appointment of the limited nuinber of Four Assignees of 
the Estate and Effects of the said Insolvents, such Assignees to be chosen from 
amongst the Creditors of the said Insolvent Firm and two of them to be Native Sub¬ 
jects of. the British Territories in India ; and that the said Estate and Effects may, by 
order pf Court, forthwith be assigned, conveyed, and transfered over to, and 
vested ill sdeh Four Assignees, aud that it he referred to such Four Assignees, by 
order of this Court, witli the aid and assistance of the said Partners, forthwith, to 
prepare, and dig*^8t a plan for the temporary management of the said Estate, Effects, 
and Concerns, by the said Insolvents, under the inspection and coutroul of the said 
Assignees, apd subject to the authority aud direction of this Court, and to report and 
submit the same to this Court, for its consideration and sanction ; and thnt, in the 
mean time the sale of the Indigo and other Factories, Works, and Concerns, Landa 
and Properties of the said Insolvents, other than such as are of pehsliublo nature^ 
may be delayed and postponed by order of this Court, and for such further orders 
as to this Court shall seem meet in the premises. , 

“ And your Petitioners,shall ever pray, See. 

The Court would bo anxious to listen to this part of the Petition but this was not 
the proper time for presenting it. There was no statement of the assignees praying 
be released from the trusts reposed in them, and first thing to be done was 
to file the schedules, a^d let the case come on for hearing. For until then, it could 
kimwmyhp were tq«i.Credi^M8’ for at^present the Crfiditoraimd Ibe powgr 
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dispute tbeir own accounts and those of each other. It was also usual in cases of 
this kind, that the parties proposed to be appointed, should be *named, and their 
concurrence in TTritiug produced, which was not the case in the present instiinco :~— 
The prayer regarding the partners of the yirm could not be complied with, for 
the assignees in this case, have a right to tlni services of the members of the Kirm. 
Hut the Court could nt^t vest in the partners a iiscretionary^ managcinent until they 
Lad passed their final examination* Every creditor had, at present, a right to object 
to their former management and if so, ho\# could the Court entrust them with the 
duties in question. After theii- final examination and discharge, which iiiinuht he 
presumed they would obtain, this airangemeat might take place, but it could not do 
so now. The assignees weie peisons of the highest respectability and lauk in the 
place, and well acquainted with commercial aii'airs. 

As regards the disqualification of the assignees to purchase, the general principle 
•was well known. It existed under the Bankrupt Laws, and intrusis. In fact 
nothing was more firmly established than the general rule, hut the paifies interested 
may sanction a (lepaiture from it. Lord Eldon thought tlie power lay t,witl) the 
creditors, and the Vice Chancellor confirmed,this opinion. It was not ahsoUiiely 
impossible for the assigness'to be purchasers, for they may pe.tition w iih the consent 
of all patties to become so. I'heir nurabeis might hereafter he reduced, if |)e.rsons 
could be found who would devote their whole time to ihe duties tliey had to per¬ 
form, hut at present the number of the assignees mast coinpensiite lot the want 
of that willingness. After the final examination and hearing, it would he time 
enough to lay down a plan of management, and some one, no doubt, would ha 
found to undertake it. 

6 'ir Edward felt it Itis duty to remark on the manner in which some signatures were 
annexed to the Petition “ I. I’almer lor the piarties.” Notliing was looked iijiou 
with so much jealousy by the Couit of Chancery as any iiiterferente on the part 
of the bankrupt m the choice of assignees, and it had been often considered as 
sufficient cause for removing them. Jvow this appeared to have been done byJVIr. 
Palmer. 

Mr. Cieland observed that the Petition from the European creditors which L* 
presented, and to which the signatures referred to, w’ere attaclied, did not reter to 
the number of assignees, but only to the postponement of sales and management 
of the concerns by the partners. 

Sir E. Eyan concurred. 

Mr, Cieland stated that Mr. Patftier’s name appeared there because be ivas written 
toby the parties,of their own accord, tu act for them. Mr. Pnnsep added, that tlie 
Partners had become parties to the Petition in pursuance of the Resolutions of a 
General Meeting of the Creditors. 

Sir E. Ryan bad already slated, why he could not grant the prayer of the Peti¬ 
tioners, and he thought until the Schedules had been jireparetl, they should not 
have been presented. 

Mr. Prinsep remarked that a long time must necessarily elapse before they could 
be filed, for in many cases, owung to changes, it was difficult to say who were the 
Jetties beneficially interested. 

Sir E. Ryan. —The Court has given two months only to prepare them. 

Mr. Primep inquired if ho was to understand that in no case the Court would—— 
Sir E. Ryan (^Interrupting him). —I am not here to answer questions, Mr, Prinsep, 
you are not satisfied with what 1 have done, you can appeal to the Supremo 
Court. 

The learned .Tiidge afterwards cited a passage from a book on Bankrupt Laws, 
(Nichols we believe) m confirmation of the strict rule, that no assignee could 
become a bidder or purchaser. 

ESTATE 0*F MESSRS. PALMER AND CO. 

[inOM A CORRESPOKDENT.] 

Our readers will doubtlesf^Iiave perused with much interest the Report, given in 
our columns of Monday last, of the proceedings in the Insolvent Court, relative to 
tiM affairs of Meaira*^ Falner ^ad C o« Xt is unpossibla to euteiuda a shadow of doubty 
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that tlie hurried sale of the factories and concerns of the house, by public aucttowj,. 
to the highest hiddef', must be ruinous in the extreme. It is equally indisputable, 
that live assets can no otherwise be made the most of, than by the exertions of 
the late partners themselTes , acting under the controul of the assignees : and the 
great inconvenience of the large numbea- of assignees, has been apparent on too 
many occasions already : to say nothing of the injury that muy arise, and the want 
of contldence that we know to exist amongst the nntive creditors, in consequence of 
a large proportion of tliat number havin^uo stake in the concern as creditors, and 
having inconsistent duties and interest as members of other houses of agency. 

It seems that (hefJourt was influenced hy the consideratioit, that, according to tho 
Bankrupt Law of England, any one creditor may insist upon a present sale, notwith- 
standing the wi.shes or votes of all the rest, iauch a right is rarely enforced in 
practice, hgt, admitting the law so to be in England, surely, where no one creditor 
has expressed such an unreasonable intention, it is too much to pre.sume that there 
i.s any one that will do so, and to act upon that presumption, without further en¬ 
quiry, against the declared and unanimous desire of a General Meeting of the credi¬ 
tors at large. We should think it the Koia natural and equitable course, to grant to 
the Petitioners a conditional order, to operate as a public notice to all parties to 
come in and oppose : and, if no single voice was raised against the postponement 
prayed for,—to presume that all are consenting to the prayer of the Majority. Be¬ 
sides, there is here to such rule of law : the new Insolvent act, however defective 


in other points, is full enough in this. The Court is to be guided by eipedieticc 
alone, and when satisfied of that, has no need to wait even for the opinion of the 


Majority. Yet, if we understood what, fell from the learned Judge, the rigid 
and inconvenient rule of the Bankrupt law was a principal motive of the rejec¬ 
tion of the postponement, applied for by the creditors. * 

Another groundof reiectioii was, that the petition came from the Creditors and not 
from the Assignees. Inis is not correct to tlie full extent;—one of the petitions boro 
the signatures of the two principal Creditors amongst the Assignees: indeed, we 
believe of four of the Assignees ; and we are informed, that very few, if any of the 


Other assignees, are creditors on their own account. But with due deference to the 
learned Judge, the creditors at largo may be fairly presumed to know their own 
interest, at least as well as the assignees. The obvious, wish of creditors must be, 
to make the most of the assets ; while assignees will naturally wish, to be speedily 
Tid of trouble and responsibility, and doubtless, by a proper exertion of activity, 
the whole assets of this enormous concern mi^it speedily be liquidated. 'J'lie 
factories might be put up to sale on the Monday, and knocked down to the highest 
bidder, though but one bidder should offer. The ships and merchandize on the 
Tuesday, and the numerous debtors of the firm might, with due diligence, in the 
course of a term or two—be taken in execution for their debts, or di iven to avail 


themselves of the benefit of the same Insolvent Court. But how would this des¬ 


patch be relished by the creditors'! or what could result from it, but a lament¬ 
able dimintttion of assets, that might, if properly husbanded, go fur to satisfy 
^e debts in. It was observed by the learned Judge, that, to many Creditors, 
a small dividend promptly paid may be of more value, than full payment, at a mors 
distant date. True : but we are for leaving each to choose for himself. A Cre¬ 
ditor who is himself pressed, may generally either sell or discount his claim: no¬ 
thing is more common than such a proceeding ; and nothing more rare, than to 
find a Creditor, doggedly insisting on his right of immediate sale, against tho 
declared sense of the majority. 

But what we confess ourselves most startled at is, the avowed determination 
of the Court, to make the filing of tbe Schedule of the debts and assets a preliminary 
to the consideration of any plan of temporary management. In the common casa- 
of|ia individual debtor, this may be a proper rule. .The debts and estate are all 
within compass, and must be within his personal Knowledge. But we cannot 
understand how it can be applicable, to cases of commercial failure ; where many 
of theutansations and dealings must be m progress ogly, and moat of the accounts 
both intricate and voulminous. In cases of much le|B extent than the present, 
months may be requisite to enable the most diligent trader to compile a Schedule 
■—complete la all the minute patUculara reijuued by the 31 Sec* of our laaol* 
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■fmt Act ; and to file an incomplete one—would be to expose the estate to all the 
delays—and fees of Court, Attornies and Counsel, that each amdodmcnt might ran* 
der Hecesaaij: to, say nothing of the fresh notices that would be required, after each 
amendment. We have only to refer our commercial readers to the perusal of tha 
Section itself. First there is to be set forth^jjn exact list of the debts, specifying the 
amount of such debt claim, the objections, if any—the true description of the 
creditor or claimant. Then a “ true and perfect account of all and every the estates 
' and effects of the Insolvents, real andujiersonal, in possession, reversion, remain- 
‘ der, or expectancy;” and of all “ rights, dues, claims, cboses in action and inter- 
‘•est and of all '* trusts and powers, which can in any way be available for tha 
‘ benefit ot the creditors,” Further more, —a “ full and true statement of the name 
‘ and place of abode of every debtor to the Insolvents alone, or them jointly with 
‘ others;'—and of any person against whom they have any claim in right of action ; 

‘ and of the witnesses to prove such claim.” A truly formidable array we fear this 
last will be, iu the instance of the firm now in question 1 It is no uncommon thing 
in England to enlarge the final examination of the Bankrupt for two or three years j 
nay, some times it has been enlarged wider :^and we take the filing of theSchedula 
in Insolvency, and the hearing thereupon, lo be a substitute for final Examination 
in Bankruptcy. We have heard it stated’on good authority that the accounts of 
lidessrs. Palmer and Co. amount in number to some thousands : many of them of 
course unsettled, and embracing an infinity of details, and sets off, and disputed 
items. Any man unaeqailed with commercial accounts, must perceive at once th* 
enormous labor and diificulty of making such a schedule as will satisfy the requisi¬ 
tions of the statute. And when at length filed, and finally adjusted, the hearing 
must be further suspended, till the creditors ia<any part of British India have had 
the opportunity of examining and objecting to it, not only in respect to their own 
accounts, but in respect to those of every other person figuring on either side of 
the account— Our own sight is hardly long enough to see our way out of such a 
labyrinth. But this is clear ; that long ere it be threaded, every item of the estate 
will, in the present way ci proceeding, have been brought to the hammer. Is there 
to be no plan of management in the interim 1 and is the Court to shut its eyes and 
ears to the representations of the creditors and of the Insolvents themselves, and to 
reject all applications for the purposes of common benefit! We hope we have mis¬ 
taken the learned Judge in this matter, for we can conceive nothing so extravagant 
to have been ever contemplated by the legislature. 

Had any thing been wanting complete our conviction of the utter inappUcabi* 
lity of the present law, to the necessities oi a commercial country, the proceedings 
of Saturday, would have been to our minds conclusive and, notwithstanding the 
apparent preference of the learned Judge for some of the provisions of our Insolt eut 
Act, as contrasted with the Bankrupt law at home, we do not hesitate in joining the 
Petitioners in their wish to have the latter introduced here without loss of time. By 
the Bankrupt law, a compromise is not only permitted, but is frequently carried into 
effect, It is quite out of the question iiiTour Insolvent Court. In Bankruptcy, as¬ 
signees are chosen in a formal and deliberate manner, by suchTCreditors|only as have 
pfoved their debts : instead of being, as here, in the arbitrary nomination of the 
Court. The Mercantile Books of account, which a Bankrupt Assignee is required to 
keep, are infinitely cheaper and more complete, than the formal schedule attached to 
«n Insolvents Petition; they are made out at the convenience of all parties, may be 
corrected without cost to the estate and are accessible at all times to the inspectioa 
of creditors. The Schedule of an Insolvent can only be amended by order of Court; 
and every amendment makes it a new schedule. Assignees in bankruptcy, have a 
discretion to sue or defend iu actions at law, without reference to the creditor^ at 
large or to the Court; but by the new Insolvent Act, according to our own con¬ 
struction of it, the power of Assignees in this respect is so limited, as to be utterly 
in competent to the enforcement of debts and claims at all; and if it bo not Speedily 
amended in this particular, the debtors to this estate may set them at defiance. 
These are some of our grounds of preference of the English bankrupt system in com¬ 
mercial cases: and to us th*ey seem so conclusive that we cannot too stroi^ly urge, 
upon the trading part of out leadcxe, the seceasity of an inunediate appUcatioSk to we 
legislature in this matter. 
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Notvritlisfftndinff the result, the partners of the late firm, in this, as indeed in the’ 
whole of their conduct, have shown a laudable zeal for the interests of their credi¬ 
tors. I'hey saw the assets about to be imprudently and unneeessardy sacrificed, and 
they liave’done their part in attempting to rescue them. The responsibility rs with 
the Assignees, and the Court; and wbrfiever diminution of the dividends, the ^ire- 
cipitiition of sales, in the present condition of the market, may*bccasion, the par'tnerS 
themselves will stand fully acquitted in oublic ojhiuon of any share in the hlatne. 
Tiiey have protested, and the creditors have protested, against the proceedings as 
fmprovident tuid ruinous, and, if the sales go on as advertized, it will be with afull[ 
knowledge of the dissent of the creditois, and with full warning of the probable 
Consequences. 


SCHOOL BOOK SOCIETY, 

l^rocee(}irt”s of the General Meeting of the Calcutta School Book Society, February ?4, 1830, 

Agreeably to the notice given in thrf papers, the Public Meeting of the Calcutta 
School Book Society took place at the Town Hall, on Wednesday the ‘iltli of Fe¬ 
bruary, nt 10 o’clock in the forenoon. The president, the Hon’hlc W. B. BAYnny, 
Esq. having taken the chair, commenced the business of the Meeting by reading 
the Heport. 

After the reading cf the Report, the following Resolutions were unanimously 
passed 

I. That the Report now read be adopted, printed, and circulated under the direc¬ 
tion of the Cotnniiftoe. 

That tliis Meeting desire to express their unfeigned sorrow for the loss they 
have sustained in the deatli of one of their Vice Presidents the late Lord Bishop of 
Calcutta; and that the present Lord Bishop be respectfully req^uested to accept ilie 
same oifice, and co-operate with the Committee in the objects of the institution. 

3, 'I’iiat tlio thanks of this meeting be presented to the Otlicers and Committee of 
the .Society for their attention to its interests; and that they he requested to continue 
their services. 

4, That Mr. A. Ross, Mr. W. 11. Pearce and Hwarkanath Tagore be appointed 
Members of the Committee, to supply existing vacancies. 

5, 'i hat the cordisd thanks of this Meeting be presented to the Honourable the 
Preisideiit for his constant and zealous efforts to promote the welfare of this Institu¬ 
tion from its commencement, and for his kindness ift presiding on this occasion. 

II. MArRi.Ts/.iK. F,sq, moved the first of the above. Resolutions, and in doing so 
ituted, tliat he was fully sensible that it was unnecessary for him to say one word in 
support of the proposition : the Report would best speak for itself. He could not, 
however, resist the opportunity of bearing his humble estimony to the great and 
gratifying change in Uie state and prospects of Native Education, which had occurred 
since the Society was iusuiuted, and to which it had powerfully contributed, 
without looking back to the period of its in|ititution, one could not adequately esti¬ 
mate the necessity which hud suggested the plan, or the beneficial eftbets which had 
Resulted.,from it. The very facihiics it had created might otherwise lead one to 
undervalue its utility. Foi, greatly as means were still wanting to supply the enlar¬ 
ged demand for Instructive Books, their present condition w'as that of wealth com¬ 
pared with the state of destitution winch must recur to the recollection of every 
one who joint'd this Society at ils origin. The contrast was abmidaully striking 
to ,those who looked merely to Calcutta and its vicinity. Bengal, indeed, had al¬ 
ways been distinguished, among the provinces subordinate to the Presidency, for 
tlio number of its schools : but his Native friends, who were present, would sup¬ 
port liim in asserting, that the matter taught in their seminaries was miserably limited 
and lunren ; and when they reflected on what they bad but a few days since witnessed 
in that Hall,—he meant the astonishing progress which so many Hindoo youths had 
exhibited in the science and literature of Europe,—the change which a few year* 
had produced might almost be deemed miraculous. Fertile as India had been of 
triumphs to England, there* was no triumph more glorious than that which they bad 
thus gained, through (lie co-operation of their Native friends, in the cause of trUlu 

sound knowledge ; and of that triumph this Society* might justly claim to itself 
§.li^ge share, since it had chiefly supplied the weapdkis by which it had bedi 
,, achieved. But the ndvaiitages to be derived from the Society impressed the wind 
iL «T«ii more strongly, when one coatemplated Uie proviacee ia which its iabotum wan 
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confined wHhio narrow limits. In tbs ooQntries .to the West he hfl, not long 
1^, tratrersed extensile districts filled with e popoktion which wsuld, he reutared to 
d»y. he found ei|uBiiy ready to reodiTe and capable of improving knowledger yet 
ezuibitini, in the way of instruction, little beyond a few ill conducted, ill attended 
Schools, in which nothing was taught but thd most beggarly elementa of the know* 
ledgm inquired for the most sordid parpodes of life. Even in seminaries of riie 
highest pretenuons, tt>e course generally pursued seemed to be calculated ratheX 
to fill the mind with the lumber cd* uselessJeaming, witii vain imaginations, with idle 
snotleties, and With bigot pride, tlian to stwead abroad the Amenta of tocial and 
practical wisdom. The contmaplation of such a state of tluhgs forcibly demonstrated 
that die Society bad still a vast field before it. The contrast of the spectacle wUcb 
met one’s return to the Presidency not less powerfully evidenced the success of its 
labors in that portion which it had already occupied. He rejoiced greatly to bear that 
die Committee proposed to extend the sphere of their operations in Hindooslan i 
and tbouglf' there, as every where, the wain and ultimate object ought to be die 
diffusion of English, (for by community of language we could alone hope to attain 
community of sentiment and of interests,) they judged wisely in not neglecting the 
Hindee. it was by, workaia the local dialects, conveying the elements of European 
knowledge, that the road was paved for introduction of our language, literature, and 
amence. The language, would readily follow when the ideas, on which it was form* 
ed, beeame familiar ; and tiipse who tasted of the remoter streams naturally sought a 
pnrer and deeper draught df the fountain head. Experience had accordingly sliewn^ 
thatjust in proportion as the Bengalee books of die Society had been difiusedsnd 
relished, was the desire excited for the acquisition of English. He trusted ooufi* 
dently that results not leim satisfactory would soon be exhibited in our remoter pro* 
vinces, where idready. there had been manifested in various places a similar anxmty 
for instruction in out' language. The object would, he hoped, be materially pro* 
Bwted by the publication of die series of works now in progress, under most exceUeut 
direction, with tba juiut support of the School Book Society and of the Committee 
of Public Instrnetioh. As a Member of that Committee, though debarred by cir- 
oumstanoes from taking an active share in its laboors, he could bear ample testimony 
to the justness of the .Society’s claim to the support of every friend of Education: 
for, from it every Institution under the Committee’s care had derived inestimable 
advaotailes. Ajsd to the general ncceptauce of sound and various kaowledge by, 
the people of India, nothing seemed wanting bat instruments tor oommunicating it, 
ceachers, and (die best instructors) books. He earnestly, therefor e, hoped that thn 
Society would receive that support which the Committee claimed: and though it was 
much to be'regretted that a larger number of those interested in the cause, and 
eapeokUy of our Native friends, had not attended the Meeting, he trusted that the 
Keport faeibg widely circulated, would, with all whom it mig^t reach, supersede tha 
necessity of other advocacy. 

Thistliotioa was seconded by D. HATtn, Esq. who stated, that though he had not 
words at command fully to express his views and feelings, yet he must say thatho 
knew of no Institution more calculated to benefit the Natives of India tluin the 
Calcutta School Book Society ; and that in saying this he was expressing the senti¬ 
ments of the great majority of the Natiue Gentlemen of Calcutta, with whom he was 
in the habit of constant and familiar intencourse. 

When the second Resolution bad been unanimously paased, the Bishop rose and 
expressed his approbation of tlie objects of the Seoiety, and his earnest desire to 
promote them to tlie utmost of bis power. 

In proposing the last Resolution, Sir E. Rvan thus addressed the Meeting• 

GesTtEMEN,—The resolution which 1 have the honour to propose will, I am sura, 
be most cordially received by the present Meeting. ^ 

The statement which you have heard from Mr. Holt Mackenzie, of the good e&ets 
which have already resulted from this Institation, is in truth, the strongest eulogy 
which can be passed upon your President, it is to las persevering eirorts tod 
unwearied indnstry in the promotion of the interests of the School Bcmk Society that 
we are indebted for those beneficial results which have been detailed to ua by on# 
vriiose extenaiva knowledge of all that relates to tliis country gives a peouuu weight to 
what may fall from him on such a subject. . 

This Society was instituted under the auspices of fottlr Fremdent in IBlT^and at ito 

first oommenoement it received the liberal support of tUe-publio. The list of aubsori* 

bexa for toe years 1817 and 1818, numbers SOO persons, of whom no less than 80 are 
Native gentlemen. 1 regretto sa'y that from the last Report it appestk that your , 
numbers have fallen off to Teas than an 100, tod that amongst that 100,1 find the 
Kfunea of o^y Native gentleneu. In pcoportiea u your numbers have diatiaighed. 
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90 hare the Ke»| <a.nd activity of your President increased; and I may with the greatest 
truth say, as having in your Committee ample opportunity of knotting the fact, that 
nothing is done in this Society, but under Ms vigilant and active superintendanee, 1 
cannot, however, help calling the attention of our Native friends to the statement I 
have made, it was ior their interest, their improvement, and their happiness, that 
this institutioii was founded. The nultoerous works we have printed in the native 
language, the adaptation of those we have printed in our oprn to the wants and 
wishes of the Native community, are the,strongest pledges we can give of oat single 
and simple desire to afford books the perusal of which may be means of advaucing ia 
the genie of civilization all the iuhaoitmits of tlie British territories in India. { 
request, then, that our Native friends, who by their presence show more strongly than 
they could do by mere pecuniary contributions, the warm interest they take in our suc> 
cesa, will plead our cause,, not our cause indeed, but their own, to tlieir native friends 
who are absent. 

Has not 23 year’s experience shown our Native friends that we have kept our pledge 
to the letter d Namely, that the object of this Society is “the preparation, pub* 
lioBtioa, and cheap or gratuitous supply of works useful in schools and seminaries of 
learning which, without interfering with the religious tenets of any person, are oalcu* 
latedto enlarge the understanding and improve the character 1“ If, then, the native 
community flocked to us in snob numb^ at our first iostitution, when we had only 
a pledge to offer for the future, why have*we not their support at least in the same 
degree, after having fulfilled our pledge to the lettel: 1 1 am sure our appeal to their 
geaerosity will not bein vain, especially when you inform them of what we have just 
heard from our Report, that the desire for knowledge is increasing in all parts of 
India ; that at Delhi there is a considerable demand for English books ; that from 
Agra and Allahabad large demands have been made on this Society for books in the 
native languages. And to one fact I would call the attention of the Meeting as above 
all others indieatiag the feeling of the Natives; namely, the large increase that hse 
taken place in the sale of our publications since the last Report. Vjle have sold books 
within the last two years, amounting to 9,744 Rupees,exceeding in-amount the sale M 
hooks for any similar period of time prior to tills, by 3,400 Rupees. 

We have not the funds to accomplish all we desire, or to answor the increasing 
demands upon os. It is but just that those for whose exclusive advantage tliis Society 
was instituted, should step forward and help us to supply the wants of their country¬ 
men who are tiursting after knowledge; anti 1 am confident an appeal to them from 
you who are present, and know what we have done, and are doing, will not be in vain, 
i cannot sit aown without expressing my great regret that tma is the last public 
occasion on which we can hope fertile presence of our President: that his loss cannot 
he easily supplied, we ere deeply aenrible. . 

• J am sure. Sir, that upon your returu to your native country, whenever your thoughts 
vecurto India, you will look back with proud satisfaction to the establishment of this 
Society: and when you hear, as i trust you wUi, of ita increased prosperity, and that 
hy its means knowledge is spreading wimtly through the East, you will receive the 
real reward of yottr labours—the consciousness that to your exertion is mainly owing 
the inoreaslng happiness of a people in whose welfaiw you have ever taken so 
ddep an interest. 

The Resolution having been seconded and unanimously carried, the President rt »4 
hhd stated; thkt while Ite felt deeply obliged by the favourable opinion entertained and 
exprei^U by tlie Meeting as to his past exertions on behalf of the Society, he owed 
it to thatlouunittee generally, and particularly to Messrs, Pearce and Yates, by whose 
SMctive Services the business of the Society bad been conducted. He at the same time 
expreaked his hope, that the remarks made by Sir £. Ryan, as to the deficiency of 
aupport frdtn the Native gentlemen, would induce those present to exert tbemselvea 
in presamg the sitbiect on the attention of their countrymen. 

Previous to the Meeting, application had been made to bis Lordship the Governor 
General tobecofoe the Patron of the Institution, but the answer did not arrive in 
town to be then communicated. It has since been received, and we are now most happy 
io announce his Lordship’e gracious complianoe with the wishes of its ficieuds and 1m 
viOiaguess to become the Patron of the Calcutta Soho(d*Book Society. 
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At a meeting of the Society held on the 2d JanhaiTf the annuel election of ther 
Vice-President and Office Bearers took pladi, when the following Gentlemen were

The following communications received since last meeting, were submitted by 
the Secretary; viz. A case of Hernia, successfully operated upon, by Dr. A, B*' 
Webster. * 

Observations on the cure of Intestinal Wounds, by Mr. T. A. Wise. > 

Mr.'E'aleigh’s notes of a ease of poisoning, and Mr. Spry’a case of luxation of thn 
Eemur, were then read and discussed by the meeting. 

The subject of Mr. Hsleigh’s case was a respectable person, who, as it afterwards 
appeared, in a fit of des||mndency, swallowed a quantity of acetate of copper. He 
Was carried into the General Hospital, in a highly apoplectic state, at 8 o’clock in the 
evening of the 7tb blay last, under the following circumstances. He was quite co* 
matose—breatbingstertoroua—pupils dilated to their utmost extent—pulse slow, 
bard, and labouring, but not full—countenance bloated and purple—foam issuing 
from the mouth— -skin warm—-breath smelling of peppermint. All mental and rolun. 
tary powers were completely suspended. No information could be obtained respect* 
ing him. A vein in each arm was immediately opened, and 45 oz. of blood drawn^, 
tvhicb reduced the pulse considerably. Whilst the blood was flowing, the stomach 
was completely evacuated, and washed out by means of Weiss’s stomach pump, and 
three drops of Croton oil were placed far back on the tongue, &cc. 

Soon after the bleeding, the pulse became small and soft, but rapid; the pitpils were 
contracted, and appeared slightly afl;ected by the light of a candle, and the breathing 
gradually became more natural.^ After twenty-five minutee the pulse fell to ono 
hundred, and the surface of the body was covered with perspiration. At nine o’clock 
the head was shaved, and thirty leeches were applied to the temples. At ten o’clock 
the pulse was 154—pupils contracted—stationary—and unaffected by the light of a 
candle. At eight o’clock next morning he became perfectly sensible, and complain* 
ed of bead-ache, pain, and severe spasms of the stomach, with unquenchable thirst, 
and occasional cramps of the lower extremities. It is unnecessary further to follow 
the active and judicious treatment of th^ desperate case, which was rendered tedi¬ 
ous by a peculiar state of languor and constitutional irritation of a distressing kind 
—which hovrever gradually yielded to sedatives and nutritious diet, Ac. 

During Ignorance of the actual cause of the disease, the symptoms under which, 
the case presented itself—as Mr. Raleigh very justly observes, justified a concluMoa 
of its being apoplexy, in all probability induced by drunkenness and exposure to thwl^ 
Sun. Soon after taking the poison, the unfortunate man states that tbenneiudness 
of the Esophagus and stomach became intolerable, and repenting of the rash set ha 
had committed, and with the hope of occasioning instantaneous vomitting, he s^al* 
lowed about an ounce (a most enormous quantity !) of essential oil of peppermint*, 
and became insensible. Mr. Raleigh concluded his interesting case by remarking,^ 
that the advantage to be detived from the use of the stomach pump,.cannot be 
highly appreciated, in all cae^s of extreme determination to the bead, accompanied 
With a distended stomach, and particularly where we have reason to believe ^ exmj 
ting cause to be contained in that Viscus, as in that affection so prevalent in thw 
country among newly arrived^oldiers, sailors, and recruits, viz. Apoplexy frmfia drun¬ 
kenness and exposure to thcaintense rejs oi'iiie sun. 

The subject of Mr. Spry’s case was a Cavalry Syce. In returning home after wa¬ 
tering a troop horse, the animal became restive, reared, and fell over with him. la 
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tlie fall tlt» IcftM was pressed inwards. The man was carried to the regimental hos* 
pital, and on exam'ination was found tfflhare austfuned a dislocation of the head of 
the thigh bone into the Iscbiatic notche. iipwai^s and backwards. The great toa 
of the distorted limb was resting against thb base of the correspoadingone, the foot 
being turned inwards and fixed. Tbe Igmb Could not be rotated outwards, and in tho 
bract posture was three quartets of an inch shorter than its fellpw. Tbe proper steps 
being taken, tbe limb was reduced, whet^the beadcof the bone returned into its arti> 
cniated cavity with an audible snap. Liute or no after-treatment was rendered ne« 
oeasary, in consequence of the absence of that infiammatory excitement so common 
among Europeans ; and in less than a month theidan had the perfect use of his limb, 
and left the hospital. His age was about thirtv-eight. 

A Meeting of the Society was held on tbe 6th February, when Dr. T. Stewart, of 
the Bombay Establislnnent, was elected a Member. 

Tbe Secretly submitted to the meeting an account of the bite of a snake, commn* 
nieated bjf'Brigadier Wilson, commanding at Nusserabad. This account, together 
with Dr.'Wisa’s obeervatiOns on intestinal wounds, and Mr. Dempster’s case of 
Tumour in ^e leg of a Native, were then read, and made the subjects of discussion. 

I'he case of snake bite happened t^‘ a Bearer. An empty palankeen was being 
carried away, about ten o’clock, r. m. whfn one of the bearers who had taken off bis 
shoes, irod on one of that species of snake called by tbe natives a Karrattia, or 
KaraH, which bit him just above the great toe of the right foot. The reptile wap 
pursued and killed. It was full grown being about two feet three inches long, and 
ytta extremely active. * The man who was bitten did not appear much ^ alarmed at 
brat, but in less than five minutes he became very much so, and in less than ten 
minutes after being bitten, he sunk down unable to move, and appeared like a person, 
to use a homely phrase, dead drunk, tbe pulse being feeble and irregular and the 
breathing laborious. A tea spoonful of Eau-deduce was immecEately administered 
in a glass of water-^and friction on tbe bitten part with the same, and spirits of 
hartshorn was had recourse to. The Eau-de-luce becoming ezhauated, hartshorn was 
freely administered, and in about an hour the man recovered his aeitses. He com> 
plained of great pain in his foot,' and seemed very uncomfortable, the limb being 
quite cold, and darkly mottled hare sod there, some way above the ancle. He grew 
very sleepy, but tbe pulse iiad become regular, though rather slow and weak. At 
two o^cloek A. M.he was pretty easy, and at three—he was allowed tu go to sleep, of 
yrbich be appeared to.stand much in need. Much thin blood fiowed from the wounds 
made by the fangs ; and when the man (a stout young Caltar) awoke, about eight 
o clodh in the morning, the leg uhis enormously swollen, from the toes to the hip, 
but not attended with very severe pain. Thin bload ran from bis nose and the pund- 
iures in the foot all day, and veidcations of the skin took place below the knee—and 
ell over tbe foot. As those baeame worse, they degenerated into bad sores, and 
•everal weeks elapsed before riteae local effects were removed. It is remarked by 
the gentleman who describes the case, that in all probability the effects of the bits 
ygere rendered earlier manifest, from the cirouinatance of the individual having been 
in active exercise. 

Dr. Wise’s paper is cn a subject of great surgical importance ; but its details 
ivould Ih# aciffoely intelligible to the general reader. The subject of Mr. Dempster’s 
baaft .wjw a Bramun, a trooper, who dated the origin of his disease so far back as the 
Ant aiaiie of Bhortpore, in 180.5, where he wss struck by a round shot which pro* 
ffueed a compound fracture. Whence arose a consecutive tumour on the limb that 
i<euti«r(tdAmputation necessary, which operation was aecdrdinely suecessfitHy per* 
''slbrmed; ' '' 

i ' Thora pye feveral points of scientific interest, upon which we underatand the Com¬ 
mittee of tba Society are anxious to obtain information from our resident members. 
Buch asv-whethei'suicide, by poison, is frequently resorted to by the natives, and 
if so what pokoftf (vegetable, animal, or mineral,) and in what quantity 1 The anti* 
dotes, if any psually resorted to. Welt authenticated details concerning the bites of 
.yenomousAerp^eeta form also a desideratum in our Eastern medical literature, A 
prtipular AbM^prion ofthe reptile ealled Bis-copra,” and believed by the Natives 
to be deadly poisonous, would bs also desirable—as ifeU as a description, aud waU 
autUaaticated particulars of the Cobra Manilla, &o. 
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At«iB««ting of the Committee, held on Wednesday, the 47th January, tSid 
T*resident, Sir Edirard Ryan, in the Chair., 

' A letter was read Captain Franklin to the President, giving the results Of 
his late Geological Researches i« CentraiJndia. 

With reference tO'tbe birds (nboot twd^undred in number,) collected and pre- 
verved by Captain Franklin, fbr the Society (whose property they are,) it was agreed 
that tbet should, for the greater convenience of classification, &c., accompany 
Captain Franklin to England, together with all the drawings and notes respecting 
them—the latter, however, to be returned to the Society, should but very few of the 
specimens turn out to be new to Ornithologists. 

Five papers on certain birds of Nepal, from Mr, Hodgson, were read, each being 
accompanied by an excellent coloured drawing. The first was on the Aquiia 
Nepalensu, a noble bird, among the first of the Eagle race, being fully two feet 
eight inches long, and six and a half feet wide, with weight, strength, and vigour 
in proportion. The talons are ;eX!ceedingly ^rong, large, and much hooked. The 
eyes haVe a strong brow, from^^Slider the shade of which they glance tertifically, wd 
the colour is superficiall^^ of ah uniform pale brown with the great feathers paling 
to white nearly at their extremities. It inhabits that part of the Nepal mountains 
equally removed from the vast Himalaya on one hand, aud the small bills confining 
the plains of India, on tlie other. The second paper was on the CirrceHties Nepalentis, 
a compact, powerful, and well-proportioned bird, though considerably less than the 
true Eagle just referred to. The subject of the third was the Bhtichang, or Dicrurus 
Indicus. This bird is commonly kuown to Europeans in Bengal, by the name of 
the King Crow, and by the Hinaoostanies Bhwhavg, from a fancied resemblance of 
its whistling notes to these two syllables. It is very bold, frequently pursuing 
crows aud kites that come near his perch—and such is the rapidity of its flight, that 
it can overtake the kite when be uses hia best efforts to outfly it. When up with 
him. it darts at his Ivfiad continually from above—but never—so far as Mr. Hodgson 
has seen—strikes him. All birds seem afraid of it, and it of none. It is very 
vivacious, darting about all day, and all night too, when the moon adiines. The 4th 
paper gave an account of the red-billed Erolia, and the 5th of the Banbmvfa, ot 
Columba Nepalensis, a very elegant species of the dove, which is found exclusively 
in the wild state. It is very shy, seldom or ever entering the cultivated fields 
for the purpose of feeding, hut adhering almost always to the woods, and living 
upon their produce—such as grass, seeds, and berries. 

A letter was read from Mr. J. G. Gerard to Captain Archer, dated Monastery of 
Ranum, 15th November, 18S9, describing hia excursion to the hills in the vicinity 
«f Lsdak. 

The trip was one of disappointment ^nd distress along a most dreary Yoiite, hut 
interesting from the grandeur of its desolation. He lost several of his people from 
the severity of the climate, and, considering that be was himself affected by indis* 
position, he was fortunate in having escaped. The first disaster in bis camp, wad 
in crossing the Puralassa, at a height of 16,500 feet. The poor man perished tt 
noonday with bis load on his back, and the sun shining fiercely on the surrounding 
snow. The next accident happened in the passage of the range that bounds the 
Sputu valley on the east—it being no common trial for the stoutest of the psr^» 
They had slept at 16,700 feet elevation, in the bed of a stream, and began the 
ascent under a temperature as low as 17*'-without a glimpse of the sun to wana. 
them. The Coolee could not overcome the pressure of the fatigde, cold, and sick* 
ness, and hs perished on the snow. Mr. Gerard's Mussalcbee slito perished—hip 
was speaking and even laughing a few minutes before be becamb a corpse—Mdjl 
breathed his last like a person going asleep. 

Mr. G.’a failure in reaching Leh, principally arose from the jealousy of th'o 
government, which stopped him on the threshold of the inhabited country, whero 
the Wuseer had, in anticipation of bis arrival, crossed the last intervening ridge. 
.Our traveller found him at an elevation of 16,000 feet, surrounded by Tartars in 
black tents, horses, and dogs; while upon the elevated aoClivitiea of tibm neighbouc* 
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inff mountains, w$r» bards of yaks aiad shawl goats, all in the Itiiurianoe of life, 
in a tagion wbie¥ Theorists bad plaeod fyr idtkm the domain of eternal snow, 
WuJB66r ftnd himself were soon upon friOiidiy tnmis wth esoh other, drBnk 
tea, ate- beef, and smoked. Hie official errand had nof apjwrentlj warped hia 
private feeling's, yet though he evinced neither jealotfar nor vigilance, he se^ed 
im patient to get the traveller fairly out of bis eight. He aoeppted of many things 
presented to him—and w'as very anxipus to hawe a musical snuff box—a toy" 
which Mr. G. unfortunately had not prodded himself with, not wnceiving that 
such an article could have been even heard of, mueh leas valued in these wilds* 
During the nights the cold was intense, the thermometer, ’the day previous to the 
meeting with the Wuzeer, standing at sun-rise at 13^^. 

On crossing the I.aitcbe-Long range, the next after Paralasaa, Mr. Gerard found 
some shells at a positive height beyond 16,500 feet, 'fhe table land of Rodpshoo 
offered few, objects of scientific research, except its physical configuration and 
stupendous altitude—the only inhabitants being pastoral tribes who live in black 
tents amongst the vallies,. which are there upon a medium level of 16,000 feet. 
The whole aspect of the country was, mountainous, and no expanse of level was 
visible, except that of the lakes, the ioil undulatiiig in heaps as far as he could 
see, till hounded by a snowy chain, wliich he c«^a^ki4«d defines the declension 
of the streams towards the Indus. On the 20th Sepllamher, he lost his way upon 
the shore of a salt lake, and passed the night in a sheep'fSid, without any sort of 
shelter or food.—" Next morning (he writes) we were covered with snoyv, from 
which we were' afraid to extricate ourselves till the sun began to melt it. The 
Camp was discovered in a gorge, at an elevation of 16,000 feet—^and here I found 
my situation most alarming, being confined to my bed, and all around white with 
nnow, and our rear and front intersected by enormous mountains—the lowest level 
being Lake Chumoreirell, which is still upwards of 15,000 feet. This is a beautiful 
sheet of water, our route lying along its margin for a day’s march of nine hours. 
Another lake was covered with wild fowl, screaming like sea gulls announcing a storm. 
Their borders were speckled by the black tents of Tartar shepherds, who migrate 
from pasture to pasture with their flocks—what they do in winter, I cannot con¬ 
ceive. During the day we httd to contend with scorching sunshine, and at night 
with a temperature varyii^ from 16® to 18®—once IS® in the tent, at an elevatioa 
4>f 17,7.00 feet. Herds of wild horses were frequently close to us, but they would 
not allow us to approach sufileiently near to fire at them with any effect. 1 bey are 
a Btugalar species, between the mule and the a^, and in colour (being spotted) 
they. rMSiphle the deer, as also in their habits, for they gallop off to the cliffs with 
as much agility. I am inclined to think them a kind of .Zebra. The limit of the 
«now was very lofry in some places, not under 20,000 fhet, yet on my north-east 
|hera appnerea, at intervals, white tops of the most transcendent grandeur and alti¬ 
tude,' indicative of scenes where the mind u'anders with emotion, the mors 
heightened from the undefined nature of the objects. My nearest appulse to the 
only three days journey—and 1 shall always regret the circumstance of 
iny aitdfdioOt which daprived me of the gratification of beholding that desolate, and 
almost ttpi^nroacbable river—but 1 durst not attempt to deviate from the high read, 
^ayak# which carried my camp being hired, and our provisions for twelve days 
already failing us, which obliged me to sacrifice several pretty shawl goats for food 
to my people. 

At one spot, under the Chinese government, Mr. G. was closely watched, and 
kept in reattaint, which was the more irksome as the soil was covered with fossils. 
—At another imat, but under Ladak, he was more fortunate, end pursued bis objects 
undisturbed. He managed, during the trip, to make a splendid oolleotion of sheila 
and shell-rock, gathered at elevations between 15 and 16,000 fret. His route down 
the valley of Sputu waa far from uninteresting. He visited several monasteries and 
entertainments of Lamas, partaking of their greasy tea and beer. The situation 
of-the Monastery of Ranum,-whence his letter is dated, he describes as delicious, 
fS** ®“>^d gelid regions of Ladak—with fprapes, apples, and other fruitf

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By Professor Bafa’s communication, it %ppear3 that the attention of Northern 
Aniiqviarians has bean, of late years, particularly turned towards Scandinavian and 
Icelandic history and hieraturc—«Bad that, fcy old Manuscripts, the fact of the Inba* 
hitams ot tho Noriii of Europe having, long beiore Columbus’ time, (as early as the 
elevencli century) visited America—at least its Northern countries and coasts—is 
placed beyond a doubt. 'I'be accounts of tbe old kfcaiidinavian voyages of discoveiy 
tu Noitli America, be adds, have lately gained hesh coiilnmation fiom a stone with 
a Kunic luscriptioii lound in ia‘s!4, ou ibe Island Kingiktorsoak, T'S? N. L, on the 
West coiiMt oi (jreenland. ’ 

'I'he account of Dr. Kichard.son’s visit to Laos, given in Major Burney’s Letter, is 
a mere outline, derived horn conversation with that gentleman, but which, in tho 
absence of the more detailed report he was prepariii", is very interesting. About 
SIX iiioiitlis ago, a Laos Chief sent a party of men to Moulmein, with a letter to Mr. 
Maingy, the Civil Coinmiahioiier, mviliiig Hin to send a British Officer up to Luos, 
and Mr. Mtiingy availed himself of such iS*fitting oppoitunity for obtuming soma 
iuforinStron respecting that country, by semding Di. Hichardscm (a person appaiently 
excellently qualified for tbe task ) on a iMiasion to tbe place. 

Accordingly, l>i’. Hicliardsou jii nceeded up the Saluen Uiver for four- days, and thoa 
travelled in an E. N. K. dne' tion. fie a as altogether forty-four days on Ins jour¬ 
ney, but of these he was m motion twenty-seven days only, and hc^ vv as absent al¬ 
together about three months. The Laos men whom he accompanied, frankly told 
him that they could not think of taking him by the easy and ciirect route tii their 
couutiy, as he imgiu lieieafter guide an English army to them, and that for this 
reason they thought it right “ to move like an Elephant over a diflicuit road, to teei 
with the trunk first—and ascertain that it will be sate to move the body forward.” 

Upon arriving at the residence of the Laos Chief, Dr. Richardson immediately dis¬ 
covered, that the mvit.uiori sent to Mr. Mamgy was intended only as an empty com¬ 
pliment, the Chief aciing upon the implicit belief that no English Officer could, or 
would he able to umieiiako and get through file journey. The arrival of the fttt/« 
Phyoo, or White Stranger, tlierefore, excited a gieat sensation throughout the coun¬ 
try, an old prediction being current there, as among mo.st other Indo-Chinese nations, 
that they are destined one day to be conquered by white men. What added to tho 
dread of the impression produced by the While Sti auger’s arrival, was the circuin- 
atauce of the Luos country havin^f, dunng the past year, been subject to a great inun¬ 
dation—and when tbe waters subsided, white fish, a white crow, ( mm ann in fmis,) 
and several other uhite animals having been found ! 

In spile of all these teruble omens, Dr. Richardson seems to have been treated 
with suflicienl kiadness. Tbe Chief and people however expressed great apprehen¬ 
sions of I lie British power and intentions. I’hey were particularly struck with tJi« 
circumstance of our troops not having been afraid to go in open day-light to attack 
Malta ban—ait hough, they said, ‘ it would have been better to have gojae at night’— 
and been able thus to burn all tlie inhabitants in their bwls ! On l)r. Richard.son 
expressing that the Brlti.sh bad no desire to interfere with other people, if they were 
lei’alone—aiid that we were a straight forward race—they answered “ that is the veiy 
reason we aie so afraid of yon,if you would advance slyly, or in a serpentine line, lika 
a Burmab, we might hope to avoid you, but there is no resisting you—when you come 
butting ou, like a powerful animal ” 

The place to which Dr. Richardson went is called, by tbe Burmese, Laboung. It 
is situated about half a day’s journey liomthe capital ot Northern i.aoa, called by 
the Siamese and J.aos men, Ch’buing-iuai, and by tlie Burmese, Zemee, and by the 
Portuguese and English travellers, Janguma, fkc. Its latitude does not appear to 
have been perfectly ascertained—but lies, in all probability, between 19deg. and 
£Odeg. The best description of it is given by Fitch—an English traveller, who visit¬ 
ed the spot in liW. lie says, he was twenty-five clays travelling to it, from the city 
ofPegu, shaping his course N. E., and that he passed through many pleasant and fruit¬ 
ful countries. Dr. Richardson found the road difficult and mountainous, and saw few 
traces of habitation—and besides tiie town ot Laboung, (tlie population of which he 
does not think exceeds two-*thousand five hundred souls,) only some small villages. 
'I'he Chief has the same tiiSe given him by his people, as that applied to the King of 
Siam--*' Lord of life.” The Chief and people took great pains to assure Dr. R. that 
they are uot tributary to ISiuaii aud that they only occasionally send soure teak umber 
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down to Bangkok. Alajor Bnrncv, hnw'ever, from what be ascs'rtained himself at 
♦lie latter place, iiud from all Btatctl by Dr. llicliarilaon, seems salislied tliai this part 
of NoitLern Laos is subject to Siam. 

The inoiueni Dr. R. arrived at [iiiboung, an express whs dispatched to Bangkok,, 
where Rir. Mam my’s pvesnifs were also Inrwarded, and unudi anxiety was evinced for 
an answer-'-Dr. R. was not allowed ti, visit Anuee. He describes the country as 
abounding in eleplnmts and cattle. He saw no wheat, and the pfiieipnl giaui used by 
the people is a gelatenous kind of iice. He saw' ne iinstor snow---hiii ihe therxno- 
nieter at eight a. m. w-as so low as Ifi di.4. He does not appear to have observed 
any very lofty range of luountains. J'he linu'.uuge ot the people is ibe same as that 
of Siiun, with some shglii dittereiice. of dull (t. 1 lie appearance of the men did not 

strike Dr. Riclianlson as being of so la; go and robust ainake u-s usually distinguishes 
the northerii jace. Tliti woniert sue einiiMTiiU Jiandsoine ami lair, with fine Ijttge 
eye,s~ baving none of life Tm mr and tlbmese cliaracter. 'J’be men wear larger wlda

The I'nesls are not held in much re^eience, which i,snot surprising, considering 
the laxity of their morals. liie accoifni wlneli J'ere'Mamie gives ol ili*'people oV 
Laiijaiig, or Southern J.aos, roii'.Ung their fowls ivitliali then leaibers on—is nerlfctly 
true. Dr. R. repeatedly saw towis roasted in mis uiaimer—and without even the* 
entrails being taken out. 

The coins current in the country are the same a'^. llie Siamese. ^^Ttll respect to 
productions—Dr. R. saw u good deal ot eotom, iv.ii v, i,tiek-hic, and some musk, 
which lie, understood aie haitered for articles fioin Hhinsi, whence a I'ariwau, con¬ 
sisting of one or two thousand horses and mules, anmudly vusils J.uos. 111 conse- 
qMPiiee, however, of its having been pluiideM-d .iboiii tbi'i o yeans before—the Cara¬ 
van had not visut'd Labniing for two years, hut it wus e,\peeied this yeai.

'I’he extracts from ,Mr. Cei.ird's lettcis relative to the Fossil Shells collected by 
him, on his late tom over the snowy mountains of the Thibet Irontier, are very curious 
in a geological point of view, amt, we doubt i.ot, will oeca.sion much speculation, if 
not a m'Ulilicatiou of certain theories. Tin loftiest altitude at winch he picked np

I know notliow such relics of autedi- 
luviiin creation are yiewi d by other travellers, hut 1 am unable to expres.s tlip ^no¬ 
tion 1 felt, when gazing upon the myriads of extinct nnmials, inhaliitants of a former 
woihi, perh.ips coeval with its formation ; and reflecting upon ihe maniier by which 
so Jiiiiuy perulied at that lofty level, where they have, for ages, bleached under tha 
skies. In .some placi'S the fields are full of them, and flie den.sest crops now voge- 
♦ate the puiveinsed alluvium ot a former suh-marino .soil. At what remote

iOf rock han7P comp to bo formed out of the destruction of so many shells, is a ques¬ 
tion of no cointiion interest to ilJu.strato, 1 have only to remark*, that the specimeiis 
1 have collected are fresh and entire, as it they had been lecenriy einersted from 
tlieir own element, wJnle the rock, when fractured, exhibifs the most pi-rlectly 
formed shells.”

1 ’lia 
origin of the rest is only < onjectuially detei rnuied, Inn tiom the Greek letters ou 
some of them, combined wnh I’aiilnan cc,|tiiiue,s and Hindu emtilenis, lb<-re can bo 
little doubt of tlieir being the coins ol Parftn.ui ni Uiictnaii Vniun's luliug over In¬ 
dian ’provinces. 'I'lus has li<*eii Inrtbet ostiibli O'ed by Augustna Si blegel, ui a paper 
upun thitonel Tod’s Coins in tho .loiinrd Asialujsie. He hasalso Ue comeives, decy- 
pin-red a name upon one of them, wlucli he toima I'idobigiis, and coiisideis it to 
have been the apnellation of tin; indo-Scylbic. Km',*, who leigiied orer the counlriea 
dloiig the linlus to as luouth. in th- comnionceinent of the. Cbnslian era. 

“ Thi-jljkit-ereat”- fontiiiues Mr. \Yilf.on—“ exciLeii by ruonnmenta of this descrip¬ 
tion, has indiieed uie to exaiiiitie tii-' cniK ciion of the Society, in order to !i-.certaio if 
any such are in our posst-.sion. Flesnlr s a number oi coins, vve iiave also v arirma 
drawnngs, made iiiiiioi ilie diiecu o-. or tfie lute Colonel Mackenzie, from onginaiis, m 
his own cabinet, or in tlio«o of diiteimt indivniuiils. j have also refoirml to u siuall 
collection of iiiy own, and to one, maiic by Mr. James I’rinaep—and Irotn tlie.-w .sources 
have derived a mmibcr ot intereating cmitinuations to a subject hitlieno ulimuit un¬ 
touched, the nuimsmata oL siiicient India. Many of the Medals described and delineated 
by (yOlonel d'od, have been met with in my search, and altiiongii I have not huen (or- 
limale enough to discover any that autboiise, by lecible inscription, or familiar de¬ 
vices, positive support to his deduciioiia, or those of Scldegel - yet it may be thought 
by the Society not allogeiber unimportant to verify tlieiv premises, and to estalilii*!! 
the existence of similar coins over an I'xtoiuieil portion of India, beyond a doubt.” 
Our limits will not udtnil of nun entering into the dot,ills of Mr. VAilsou’s valuable 
paper- which contains excelUuiTdeiscripnous of dra’wHng.s of a great niunber of coins, 
neatly and ably executed. We hope that ho will, some day, publish the whole in a 
compendious form—since in aa Autiquareaii and llisloncal point of view—it is full 
of interest. 

Most of tlie F.iliihip'is coins, in addition to human figures, have a trident—and a 
peculiar IMonogiaai, anmewhnt like a tour-pronged fork, with blunt points—tli<s 
short shaft ending lu a circle, or ditiniond. The long and short trident, are both 
to be found on iiDCient P utliiaii coina~*but we have never seen on any coin a symbol 
like the Monogram in question. 

. Hr. Stioiig’s paper on Bomig Water-Springs commences with a reference to vari¬ 
ous instances in Kughind, wheie the pracin e lias been attended with most beneficial 
cflocts. In some of the lower parts of Lincoln and Kent, for example, wJicie tlio 
inhabitants and their cattle sullercd greatly from rhe wmiitof good water, the evil haa 
lately been removed, and this esseuttal necessary of life lias been supplii d by nieari'i 
of perforations made to a great depth in the soil, by boring w'lih an iron uugte, so 
as to rcacli and bring to the siirfacij, the deep-seated springs. Thus, hoiings, wdiicli 
have been made tioni two Imndred to four hundred feet deep, have been loiind to 
cast up from ten to fifty gallons of soft and remarkably pure watei per minute, which, 
without the use of engine or pump, w'lU rise from tfO to leet above the surface, 
in a tube or guide pipe. The experiments that have hitherto been made in Intiia, 
*iu Abe boring way, have not been successful, either from the boring not having beea 
carried to a sufficient depth, or the rods breaking. 1 he deepest that has ever been 
effected here, was one hundred and forty feel. M'lie borer generally had to pierce 
through stiff clay. Kunkiy, and sand. Dr. Strong, himself, has bored more than 
once as far as seventy feeiiin tlie vicinity of Galcuttn. On one occasion the augro 
(a strong and large one) was twisted in a most extraordinary way ; and ou another, 
the rods broke. Motwithatanding this, Doctor Strong appears to be a great advocate 
for boting, aad pour ewvumger ki miie, menuuaa an mstauce of successful boring lu 
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jEnfl:lflnd, notwithstanding tbe gieat difficulty of the soil, which lately come to his 
knowledge. “ In tfe Sion House grounds they found two springs, the deepest at s 
depth of five hundred aud thirty-five feet, in se/id chalk, which ruse to the height of 
five feet above the surface, at the rate of five galluUs pec minute.” Dr. Strong has ex* 
tiBcted from an English sciuutific work, an Estiimite 'J'able of the expense of bor¬ 
ing compared with well-Binkiiig—by whJoli it appears that tbe expense of the latter 
is at least treble ; the estimate ibr two hundred feet of buriiig bot'ng o^'35—and that of 
the same depth lu well sinking " ( should,t’ concludes Dr. Strong—“ think 

the chief expense here would bo the tnhes; but i find that sheet iron m the Bazar 
i$ now extremely cheap, and if it could be madtMulo tubes, the cost of tlie iron 
alone would not be more than twenty rupees per hundred font—beside the expense 
for making them into tubes.’’

CEKTLSMEN OF THE BEHGXL CIVIL AHD MILITARY SERVICES,^ 


I write for your advantage and my own amusement. You are oeoa$ionnlly affliet« 
«d with dyspepsia and the liver. You sometimes find it absolutely indispensable 
to get away for a short space from the coulter and the yoke. I trust I do not use** 
lessly employ a vacant hour in the attempt to collect a few practical observations 
which may preserve you from the discomfort.tprivatiQn, and inconveniences to which 
all are at present subjected whose constiturtous stand in need of that renovauoa 
winchis'Seneraliy thought attainable by a voyage to the Cape of Good Hope. 

These memoranda can claim, as indeed I only expect for them, a very limited cir** 
culation. The works of Vwiilant, Sparinann, Thomson, Barrow, preclude the pos*. 
sibihty of od'ering any thing of novelty or interest to the general reader from this 
side of Africa, and I therefore beg to be understood as inviting the perusal of tlioso 
only who contemplate a visit to the Colony with a view of making it thfMi tempo¬ 
rary or permanent residence, 'I'o such 1 address myself with, 1 trust, a well ground¬ 
ed expectation of being useful ■ tor 1 shall endeavour to concentrate in a few pages 
that information which has been thought unwortny the research of the scientilio 
traveller, or can now only be obtained by laborious examination of volumes which 
the invalid wants the spirit or the leisure to peiuse : or by a dear*bought and tardy 
experience purchased on the spot. The scientilic reader will find nothing here. 
The general reader but very little. The Indian Invalid will find a piaccicalregister 
of facts which 1 confidently recommend to Lis attention. 

That this eflPort to prove useful to the body to which I belong will expose me to 
some little vituperation, I am quite prepared to learn. Evil in most societies pre¬ 
dominates so much over good, raat he who shall only set down what be sees will 
usually find much more to condemn than to admire. 1 will not, however, travel out 
of the path which 1 have proposed to myself either to advertize a folly or expose a, 
fault, and if it should appear that life in Southern Africa can amount to little moro 
than mere animal existence, the misfortune should be attributed to circumstances 
which appear to he shared more or less by all colonies; and which should not 
therefore be considered as the peculiajr reproach of this. I have endeavoured, in 
speaking of a place so very httie known to Indian invalids, and yet so constantly 
resorted to by them from India, to confine myself as much as possible to the mertt 
fact. Those for whom I write may draw their own inferences : 

1 should have wished to have commenced this sketch with a few observations of 
practical utility to those who are compelled suddenly to come down fi;om the Upper 
JProvinces of India with a view to embark as expediiiously as possible in the first 
ship sailing from Calcutta. But this would have lengthened these remarks beyond 
the limits to which 1 projtose to confine mvself, and I rather prefer to embody at a 
future period in a few separate sheets that which relates to oui Indian capital, ita 
societv, the peculiar usages and modes of existence of its inhabitants, their merits 
and tlieir defects. I pioceed, then, at once to my task, and will suppose the inva¬ 
lid on the point of embarkation in the City of Palaces. 

At the period when the state of my health made it absolutely imperative on ms 
to quit India, it became matter of serious consideration to what part of the world I 
should direct my course, ^fhe beautiful climate of New South Wales, and Vaa 
Diemen's Land, urgently recommends itself, more especially that of the latter coun¬ 
try, which appeaia to uoite th« hracioi; a&d salttt»ry cfects whi^ ICBuUifomi««v 
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denee tin our own ^ative land, with the balmy softness of an Italian sky. I am of 
optnion, i^orsfore, that the Indian Invalid should without hesitation avail himself 
ef any oppoirtunity which may be at hand to visit Australia, and such opportunities 
always present themselves by the way of the Isle of France. 1 know that this 
middle passage is in general oonsidere;^ m objection, I cannot discover any aufiici- 
ent reason. The ship's, it is true are in general smaller, hutrthey are less crowded 
with passengers, a point of the last im-^ortance to an invalid. An agreeable break 
is'made in along voyage by a short residence at Pott Louis, and from thence op¬ 
portunities present themselves every fortnight. 

I should hope, for many reasons, that even if some direct communication be not 
•stablished witli Australia from India, the service generally will not allow the trifling 
obstacle of a circuitous voyage to prove, as it now does, so complete a bar to visiting 
a country so far superior ih every respect to the Cape of Good Hope, Of the ex¬ 
treme beauty of the Isle of France there can be but one opinion, and the hospitality 
and kindness of the residents, their polite attentions to strangers,more especially 
those who happen to possess even a single intj^oduction, make a visit to Port Louis 
a striking contrast to that which awaiti^^he invalid in Capo Town. 

There is an hotel in Port Louis, not a very convenient place of residence it is 
true, but the hospitality of the inhabitants in general makes it unnecessary to 
have recourse to it. llie charges at the table d’hote are moderate, and the enter¬ 
tainment reasonabjijr good. If any choice is allowed as to time, it is very desirabla 
generally to avoid visiting the Island during the summer months, the town being 
intolerably hot, and all the inhabitants leaving it for the country in November, 
and seldom returning before March. All gaieties are then suspended ; and, as it 
is not easy to go into country, the attentions of the inhabitants to a stranger 
arriving at that season must be necessarily very limited. The hurricane season, 
which is just this period, is also deserving of consideration : but all this should not 
oppose the royage to this charming spot: which, with that to New South Wales, 
will, 1 trust, ere long he substituted for that to the Cape. 

The Q,Mrterly Heview, in a late number, has urged with much force the advantago 
which the new colony of Swan River appears to bold out as a sanatarium for the 
British possessions in the East. It is dimeuU at present to form any judgement of 
the extent of these advantages, saving in So far as I'egards climate and facility of 
access ^ the latter by the way of Batavia and Singapore appears to be certain, tbo 
former, according to Captain Stirling, equally sure. Late accounts of the prospects 
of the colonists have certainly not been flattering. It should seem that the land 
hitherto explored is sandy an^ oaproduOtive’*': and that the bar at the mouth of 
^he river must long obstruct its navigation even for small craft. It seems to be cer¬ 
tain, likewise, that the settlers are undergoing very considerable privations ; and 
S suspicion has gone abroad, that the prospects of the colonists have been painted 
jttfaer too much “ couleur de rose.” On^the other band, Captain Stirling is still 
uangutne as to success: and certainly the Indians are deeply interested in the re- 
•ults of his expedition : tliough at present an invalid might experience some incon¬ 
venience. Indeed it would be impossible to procure any shelter. A gentleman of 
fortune, who resigned a commission in the guard.s, and went out. taking with him 
every convenience and luxury that money could command, was living on the sea 
shore, at the date of the last accounts, in his carriage. The carriage was said to be 
the most convenient residence in the colony. A tent, therefore, would be indispen¬ 
sable. But 1 return to my subject— 

The port of Caleotta is in general so crowded with ships in the months of De¬ 
cember, January, and February, some of which call at the Cape, that the selectiou is 
all that should occupy attention. I think it a great error toaail in a ship with a nu- 
aneroua party, however flattering the accommodation, however eminent tho talents 
Or charaoScr of the commander i and no consideration should induce the invalid to 
Mleot any of those vessels which can merely be considered as floating hospitals 
ibr foundlings. 1 think it was the Tiohotrtt which eailea^iut of the port of Calcutta, 
with sixty children on board—what hope could the passengers itaf s of bearably 
osMtanss 1 unless iadee4 Herod bad been tbo Captaia. 
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I.«t nothing short of ahsolato pecuniary necessity, and thi^ of the sisst 
desoription, induce you to go below. When a gentleman visits the acooan#bda« 
tion in harbour, I know it is very usual to hear it remarked, “ Oh it matters not whe» 
ther you are above or below ; the ship is so airy, and she is mtek a sea boat her 
ports are always open.” Believe not a word^of^it, my brethren. The smallest hutch 
above stairs is to 1)^ prefered to the largest cabin below : for bear it well in mind, 
when the ports are open, the i^st deck ^ the debtor's cell ; when elosed it is the 
condemned one. 

To illustrate this by a single example : T sailed from the New Anchorage, Saugor, 
for the Cape of Good Hope, in the Broxbnrnebury in the early part of January 1829. 
It was the very best season, and tbe ship, both in respect to its acconrmodations, 
and also as a sea boat, in every respect unexceptionable. Of tbe character and 
talents of Captain Chapman, her commander, it would be difficult to speak too high* 
ly, nevertheless’} with all these advantages in our season and our craft, thirty-five day* 
out of fifty-sir were passed with ports closed in : and they were davs of sorrow and 
penance to all below. Recollect ^‘et olim meminisse Juvs-bit*^' that however 
trim and tight the sea boat, below there*will always be a paucity of air, and a 
•uperfiuity of water. 

And now a word as to your food, baring thus considered your lodging. A good 
table, by which I mean on board of ship wholesome and well dressed food, is so 
essential to the very existence of an Indian, that every care should be taken, and 
enquiry made, which can throw a light upon your gastronomic prospects while on 
hoard. Due advertence should be had to tbe fact, that a large dinner for a nume- 
Irous party, however good, tlie “ materiel” can seldom be perfectly well prepared 
With every convenience, means, and appliances on sbord. On board of ship tb» 
thing is utterly hopeless. If a dinner is to be shared among a number, either it is 
not worth eating, or there is nothing left to eat. 

It is good to be provided with Gunter’s portable soup, some caees of his^biscuits, 
which are fgr preferable to Leman's, in as much as they do not require a second 
baking; some rusks : and, above all, thin slices of toasted bread. This preserves itg 
sweetness and fiavor better than any other cabin store, and can be prepared and 
kept when ready by any servant. It will keep during the longest passages, and 
is most acceptable to a delicate stomach. One of the little Cabin lamps sold for 
the use of invalids and childrep will always be found most useful, for the galley 
is often so crowded at the moment that means are preparing (and. there is a 
constant and never ceasing masticate^ process going on in all ships which places 
the cook in requisition from day-break till tbe night is i'ai advanced) that youg 
servant may not gain^access. 

It may not be undesirable in this place to say a few words as to clothing ; for it 
is proper to recollect, that for the first days of the passage to tbe Cape, supposing 
that the slap leaves Satigor in January,* the weather will be extremely cold, and 
will continue so nearly until you reach tbe line. It will then be warm ; but there 
will always be a good deal of rain, with variable weather. This will continue to 
tbe latitude of the Mauritius, when warm clothing will again become essential. 
Arrived at tbe Cape, supposing that the ship makes an average passage of two 
months, the invalid will suffer nearly as much from heat in Cape Town as iq, 
Calcutta, and will be just as anxious to dispense with all superfioons clothing 
as in India. A good supply, however, of warm clothing, blankets, and coverlids, 
cannot fail to prove useful both at sea and on shore; and no one who has any 
regard for his health and comfort should ever be without them. I shall say a few* 
words of the Cape winter in another place. 

Musquito curtains ere quite as necessary as in India. Cape Town swarms witji 
Jdusquitoes; but, strange to say, the luxury, or, to say better; that necessary of life 
found in every Indian bed, is unknown even among the English resideiAs. Flieg 
also attack you in countless myriads, to a de^ee unknown in Europe or Asia. They 
ating you to, a variety of »onnoyance peculiar to the African peat. Coir or hair 
Matrasses should be provided, for bugs are numeroas and active; besides, no In¬ 
dian can repose on a sudbcatiitg feather bed generally in wie at jdieCapei even i||i 
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the height ^ tttiBtaer. Yet, with all thete precautions, to sleep in Cape Towtt 
during the puthmer months is no facile operatioh. 

Almost the first question which presents itself to the invalid on his arrival in 
Calcutta, after taking his passage, is what arrangement shall be made regarding 
servants? It is not very easy to make**a satisfactory response j for whether they 
are engaged in India or taken in Cape Town, whether they lire white or black, or 
male, or female, they are a certain and ^nevar-enying source of vexation, annoy* 
ance, and expense. 

I have given the subject much consideration, and after, uumerous enquiries among 
my friends, and several experiments in my own establishment, some satisfactory, 
others very much the reverse. I believe 1 must recommend, and that urgently too, 
the expediency of bringing at least one male attendant from Calcutta. I shall 
hereafter assign my reasons for this advice, when I come to bring under review tlie 
facilities or otherwise, which Cape Town present's for the supply of domestics— 
the expences which they oocssion, and other particulars arising from the subject 
which have influenced the recommendation offered above. 

After two months, passed in the confinement so accurately desrribed by Johnson, 
the prison with the apprehension of drowning, how welcome to the ear the first cry 
of land from the masthead; and how pleasing to the eve will even the rugged out¬ 
line of the coast of Africa appear, approaching it even at the terrific point of Hanghp ; 
or the frightful Capo of Storms itself. It should seem, however, that a few years 
have greatly diminished the apprehensions excited by an iron bound coast, and 
alee shorn : for it is certain that Table Bay is now visited by ships at all seasons, 
during the very depth of winter, when, a very few years back, it was thought m 
the highest degree hazardous and imprudent.* 

The approach to Cape Town, and the entrance to Table Bay, have been so fre¬ 
quently the subject of description that it seems unnecessary to renew that which 
the pen and pencil bare so often repeated. I think the magnificence of the pros¬ 
pect has been very much exaggerated ; for, grand as some of the features of the 
landscape certainly are, the total absence of wood and verdure, tho' it mar give 
a w'ild and savage character to tho scenery, can be compensated, in my opinion, by 
310 other natural or artificial advantage. There is indeed the one ingredient of the 
sublime, the monstrous mass which frowns at you in fearful desolation ; but I doubt 
extremely if “ the wild pomp of mountain majestyeven when accompanied by the 
attraction of wood and water, leaves anv pleasing association : any recollection upon 
which the mind loves to dwell. Cape Town, however, certainly does jtresent one or 
two very striking points of view ; and I would particularly notice the coup dVil 
presented at an angle of the hattery upon which tho morning and evening gun is 
fired—the striking feature of the scene isofcourse t})e table mountain, with the town 
80 close at its base, that the apprehension of immediate destruction, in the event of 
an earthquake, instantly presents itself. This impression is conveyed the more for¬ 
cibly to the mind by the astonishing clearness of tho atmosphere, which takes from 
the effect of distance, and brings under the eye the rugged mountain, as if immedi¬ 
ately overhanging the Town. One actually expects to see the im|)ending mass come 
tumbling down “ Lapides adesos stirpesque ruptas, et pecus et domes volveniis una,” 

But, leaving a subject of which it would be difficult to say any thing new, and of 
which, 1 believe, no description conveys any distinct image ot which the pencil can 
only present a faint idea, 1 proceed to counsel the Indian invalid to take especial 
care to land at an early hour of the morning before the Sonth Easter has acquired ita 
force ; and it seems very desirable to employ, for this purpose, one of the Jf t6e boats^ 
as being far safer than the ship boats, however well appointed. I'be former are 
very admirable craft, and extremely w'ell manned. Accidents in them may be said 
scarcely ever to occur; while the casualties from the ship's boats are not by any 
means unfrequeut. And now 1 shall suppose the landing effected, and the Hindoo 

* Under the admirable ammgementa of Captain Bance, the Port-Captain at tho 
Cepe, it seems certain that there is no risk for aw'ell found ship during the strongest 
gale.

Bafoly I^ded upon its very rotten, rickety, and miserable J6t6e. The putlent, must 
now, according to the received usage of all civliaed cnuntaes, V>e delivered over to 
the tender mercies of that poition of mankind to whom tt belongs eSpeciaiiy to 
watch the advent of the stranger, as the tyger roams for prey. There are the ofli» 
cious and light fingered bearers of the trav4>irers, thousand and one indispensibla 
conveniences, sable indeed, but^not less jinpudont and vociferous than their bre¬ 
thren of the I'ower Wharf. Ami then tiie cormorants, with fair ronml holly's, tho 
quill behind the ear, the uiKlerling representatives of ('ustoin House JM ijetstv, tho 
very person described by Horace on the road to Bnimlusium, ready for the extiemes

lent importunity under the first roof which presenls itself. For a bachelor, a lioarding 
bou.se is the most convenient residence ; and the two fiist named are a,*? rorrifortu- 
ble as such establishnt'nt can ever lie expected to bo. They suit young uniuar- 
ried men, who are not very clioice or select in tln ir society ; the iady of the liouse 
dining With tbe partv, Jier family and guests by consKquenco -, so that tlier*- is a con- 
Ktant influx of fresh visitors. ’] he usual charge is one hnnureu ar.d hii> Uollirs jier 
niensom. or 5s. sterling, 'i’his ought to include dt-m nt atieiid.ime , 'uit a 

gentleman will not be comfortable without a servant. Few iViinilies tiom India cuu 
be so in a Cape Boarding House. 

For tbe above named sum a moderately good breakfast is provided, dinner re- 
nerally at three or four o’clock. “ Ue rosbif des fuighiis pour de.s estomnea a 
tmues epreuves,” and tea and coffee generally in the evening. The wines are de¬ 
testable ; the worst sort of Cape wine being the only kind provitled. 'f’lie invalid 
should not fail to bring some sherry, and claref if be ilrinks it. No pahiie. however 
coarse, can bear what is termed the Cayie sniaik, “ le gout du terroir,” or earthy 
flavor of the wine. In order to conceal this, the worti y vintners of the cajdtnl* of 
•Southern Africa ate accustomed to qualiiy the article with a plentiiul admixture 
of ardent spirits, which masks, fiuleed, the objectionable flavor, but sudstiuiti's in ite 
room a highlv deleterious and unwholesome compound, it seems emincntlv fit 
that some regulation should prevent the sale of this poisonous liquid uniii ace has 
taken.something from Its deleterious effects, in F|auce, tbe absolute necessity of 
preventing the owners of vineyards from deluging the country with wines actuallr 
undergoing the process of vinous fermentation, is generally admitted. Wiiy should 
not the same rule be applied to this colony '1 

Sometime since, it was considered possible to apply a remedy to the evil hvtha 
appointment of an olBcer, whose duty it w'ys to taste every pipe offline wirelirmight 
into the market ere it wiis offered for consumption. The office was Iasi Idled bir 
the Honorable Col. Fitaroy, the use of whose gustatoiy oryans was secured to tin* 
public at a moilerate remuneration of per annum. Tlie total uselessness of 
the ofRcemarked it out for abolition on the late rtuluctions in tlie cohunal tivil list, 
for it was discovered that it was quite impossible for ihe nvinost exertions of the Ho¬ 
norable wine taster to get through anything like the qiiantitv brought loinuiket; and 
it was surmised, also, that after tasting some six or eight barrels of this “pm dons 
Stuff” DO palate, however exercised or delicate, would recognize good liquor from bad. 

* It seems proper to remark, that the greatest difference is observable between tha 
wine offered for sale in Cape Town, and some of the produce of the country. \\ helher 
it is, that adulteration is not prucnged, or that the wine has time to ripen at a distance 
from the town, certain it iJthat at some of the vineyards in the neighbourhood of tha 
Paarl and Waggon maker#vaUey a wine of a very superior quality is produced. I 
nail confidently recommend hir. lleufa Foatttp> and Mr» Lfitterkhtt’s Cape Madeira, 
tlie produce of that lovely valley. 
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So thoMrvJeoiof goUant wine taster ware dispensed with ; and his ondirided 
exertion* «r«r« directed to his oiices of Adjntant General and Superintendent 
of Auction wdeik Eat to mj task. 

Messrs. VanTense and Letterstedt have established breweries, and prepare a sort 
of Pate Ale whicb at first is little reli^ied ; but the palate becomes habitoated to 
its use ; and it is often preferred to the Kne^Hsh beer. The ptice is S dollars and 4 
a ddsen. I do not recollect any other sullies wlneh may not be procured at nearly 
the same rates in Cape Town as in Calcutta. T^a is dear and bad; and a few 
pounds from Mr. Pengelly would be a most valuable store ; but the Company’s mo¬ 
nopoly is in strict operation, and, if it passes the Custom-house, it is by an over 
eight; for it is liable to instant seizure ; while the ship may be confiscated. 

The following are the prices of English wines and beer ; hut those of Calcutta 
are so fur superior to any procurable in Cape Town, that those who are at all parti¬ 
cular should hot fail to bring the supplies with them. N. B. Soda-water is almost 
unknown. 

Fiench Claret, not of a very good qi&lity, SO dollars per dozen ; English 65 and 
f'O Sliorry, moderately good, at 25 or 30;—Port about the same price ;—Beer 10 to 
l‘J dollars par dozen. Madetra, scarcely procurable good at any price; and any other 
French wine, save Claret, is indeed occasionally to be had but %' accident, and sel¬ 
dom good. 

The Indians are, I think, a very domestic class, among an essentially domestic 
people. Accustomed to derive all their enjoyments from borne, in a country which 
refuses nearly every other—unused to numerous and mixed societist, and the natural 
disinclination to new faces and new modes of life, increased by the long exereised 
privilege of living alone, it ran scarcely be expected that any residence could ba 
agreeable to an Indian which might not be termed his castle. A bouse, therefore, 
must be taken ; and tbe question is, whether the selection should be made in town 
or in the country. Both situations Lave their advantages and disadvantages, 
Tbe country is more cool—tbe air more pure—a ride may be obtained without six 
miles of a dustv turnpike road; and Mosquitoes are unknown. On tbe other 
band, residence in the country, particularly in winter, is dreary and cheerless. The 
little pociety which an Indian may expect to enjoy being in town, medical assis¬ 
tance can only be procured from thence. The fruits, vegetables, and meat of the 
town market are far finer, the best being sent the«e from tbe country. Fish can 
be procured no where else—and in general it is necessary to have a servant always 
employed in bringing supplies, whicb is a sensible inconvenience. 

The price of houses at the Cape, whether in town or country, is subject to the 
•ame variations which are observable in every oilier article required for the use of 
a gentleman from India. A single anecdote will illustrate tliis portion of our 
domestic economy ; and inculcate the necessity of a catefiil attention to the nature 
of the engagement entered into with Landlords—amount of rent to be paid— stipu¬ 
lations as to repairs, dilapidations, injury or loss of furniture, uU slwuld b$ disttnctlv 
sperijied, and a survey made when entering tbe premises, or the Hindoo will suffer 
both iu mind and in purse. Examples of our calamities in this matter are of every 
day occurrence " ex uno disce omnes.” 

A house in the principal street, the Ileergracht, being vacant at the period of my 
arrival in Cape Town, 1 enquired the rent, and was informed that it was three hun¬ 
dred dollars per mensem. As the bouse was not by any means a very good one, I 
offered Mr. Billingsley two hundred and fifty for it; which he refused, A short 
time after he accepted one hundred and fifty from an officer in bis Majesty’s ser¬ 
vice : and it was perfectly understood, at tbe time, that this was the fixed rent for 
all but the Indians. I could name many examples of tbe same kind ; so that it be¬ 
comes difficult fo supply any correct statement of the amount for which an indi¬ 
vidual ora family can be comfortaMy lodged; for the susi demanded will assuredly 
• supposed ability or willingness of tfce party to afford a praq- 

41^1 wlastraiion of the adage which separates a certain desoriptioa of persons from 
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Iraatsd •moderately good houae, oontaining « drawingI'o^ dining room, two 
bed rooms, dressing rooms, end a servant's room, with kitchen tmd stable, for 150 
dollars per mensem; it was in Strand-street, and furnished* One of the finest 
bouses in the Heergraeht was let, furnished, fur 6 months for SCO doUare per mensem, 
and subsequently for 250. It is very seldcmi,^ however, that a whole house id pro¬ 
curable ready fumishjsd; though apartments so provided frequently are. Good rooms 
may be bad at Mrs.TBragchts, furnished.^or 150 dollars per mensem, with the use 
of a kitchen and stable. The same at Mrs. Brackets, and Airs. Bush’s. 1'be Indiaus 
loose so enormously on every article they wish to sell, when they leave the colony, 
that it seems very unwise to make any purchases of furniture: and though furnish* 
ed rooms are more expensive, they are cheaper in the long run. 

In order, however, to be quite independent—for furnished houses out of the town 
in summer are not to be had—the invalid who is accompanied by his family should 
bring with him a dozen strong chairs, a couple of folding camp tables, and a couch, 
a few Indian mats, cooking utensils, a small dinner and breakfast set of the most 
ordinary pattern (the organ of destructiveness being especially developod among 
the Hottentots). All these can be procared’in the China Bazar fifty per cent, below 
the Cape prices, and the party ia then ii^dependent and can fix himself where 
be likek.' This ia by far the best plan, if the summer is to be passed in Africa : for 
it should be borne in mind, that at that season Cape town is often as hot as C alcutta ; 
and there is an average difference of from T to lO degrees between the town and 
Wynburgh, a village seven miles from it.* 

There is indeed one expedient, which presents itself at present to the Indians, 
»nd which obviate^ all necessity of purchasing furniture ; and to families, the host 
of inconveniencea and vexation of a private establishment. The Hotel in Cape 
Town is kept by Mr. George, rattier a familiar publican ; but, upon the whole, suffi¬ 
ciently obliging, and well intentinned. He possesses an inn at Stellenbosh (a 
village distant about 30 miles from the Cape) and another, on tlie road to Symonda 
Bay, about eight miles from town. By engaging with him for a period, and by 
making a bargain with him beforehand, he has received families at moderate rates; 
afibrding the convenience both of town and country at the option of the party, pro¬ 
viding stabUug arid some attendance ; tho’ not very good. 1 can recommend this 
plan to those who have not very numerous families, or a large circle of acquain¬ 
tance ; for both houises are comfortable, intrusion is rare, and some of the into¬ 
lerable annoyanccB of servants jind housekeeping are avoided. The Hotel ie far 
preferable to any boarding house; but a little management is necessary in making 
the arrangement; for George’s terms, like those of ever^ individual of his class in 

Cape Town, are governed by the circumstances, real or supposed, of the applicant; 
and I must do him the justice to state, that lie asked me nearly doable what I knew 
he had accepted from one whom he supposed a poerer man. Here are his terms. 

A lady and gentlemait 6 dollars each ; a servant a dollar ; a horse a dollar. For 
this sum a good dinner, with breakfast and tea, are provided ; Cape wine is also sup¬ 
plied ; but no other beverage. All other charges are of course extra, and if there 
ard visitors their fare is paid for separately. If these are numerous, this mode 
of life becomes proportionably expensive ; and if many horses are kept the charge 
becomes proportionably higli...8ervants also become a very heavy item in this plan, 

I have already alluded to that most important part of tlie domestic arrangements 
of a family—their setvants ; and 1 speak of it agnio, in as much as nearly every 
comfort of existence depends upon your being well or ill off in this particular. If 
a good male attendant, Indian or European, can be procured in Calcutta,by all means 
bring him. A female also if there is a family ; but this should not be an Indian, 
Wo lady ever brought an ayah, who did not turn out ill; and whose passage was 
not to be paid back after a month’s residence. I have seen a few good iiativiti man¬ 
servants in the employ of Hindoos. They are better than the Fortugueze or £tt- 

* The mean temperature of Cape Town is 67^ Fahrenheit, The mean temperature 
of the coolest month is d7de#.; of the hottest79; mean of three winters58 deg.; of three 
Bunimer months 77; least heat during summer 63 deg. January is considered the hottest 
month of the year; after that, tho oighta and mornings get cold. 
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ropMUi, wbo hareflllleamt to drink in Calcutta; or acquire the faculty in Cap4 
To^n • where pobrtety euon ceases to be sober. Their wagfes also are more mo¬ 
derate.* 

I do iiQt mean to advance that good servants may not be had in Cape Town ; but 
tbev are certainly more rare than in ai^y other part of tbe world ; and a wise mau 
will not run the i ll luce i>l‘diiipiug into the bag where there afe a hundred snakes, 
and one eel. The jUice of labor is so hiyh, and fish and brandy so low, that two 
dayi wotk in the week suHices to insure a comroriable subsistence for the remain¬ 
der. The consequence is, that they all know the secret of their own strength 
and indejmndenctj; a discovery which very generally proves fatal to the comfort 
of their inastei-s. 

It is astonishing how little progress the culinary science has made in Southern 
Afnc-u Will it be credited that there are but three cooks who have been regular¬ 
ly instruct(*d in the science iu ail Cape Town. The one is in the service of the 
(Governor,!• the second is a Mess cook, and the third was in the employ of Mr. 
Middleton, of the Bengal Civil Service*} They aie Knglishmeu, and their wages 
are in proportion to the rarity and ejiceUence of tlieir talents. The Dutch all 
employ their own slaves ; and in general well does the adage apply, “ as to who 
sends the provision, and who provides the cook." 

I cannot too strongly advise those whose powers of digestion are at all suscep¬ 
tible ol being easily derao<ged, to make diligent enquiry tor a good cook m Calcutta, 
Mabommedan or Chinese. The hire of a very indifferent cook in Cape Tovifu is 
from thirty to thirty-five and forty dollars; besides food and lodging. A good 
Mabommedan or Chinese servant may be hired iu Calcutta for ten rupees per 
mensem. Even bis iq|hdity fo speak Dutch will prove an advantage ; for he 
will not always be out iff the stieet, which the slaves constantly are. Whatever 
feeivants are brought from India should be provided with good warm oiothing, 
in reasonable quantity— It can be procured at a much lower rate in Calcutta than i« 
Cape Town. I'his is indispensable, and would be a measure of economy, had 
humanity nothing to do with the question. It is better to give a servant a good 
Warm suit ot clothes, (ban pay the doctor’s bill, and lose his services besides. 

A good bouse-maid may be had in Cape Town for fifteen dollars per mensem. A 
house-boy is more useful, for he cuts wood, brings water, sweeps the yard and 
kitchen, and sleeps any where, for about the same^um. A lady’s maid SO dollars. 
The Malays, Hottentots, and Atricanders all rule well, and there is no want of coach¬ 
men and grooms. Their wages, however, are very high. No groom will come to a 
Hindoo under 35 or 40 dollars per mensem, beside.s food, lodging, and clothes. 
It is plain, that a few servants, al these rates, would absorb a considerable portion 
of yearly income. But there are more reasons than this why apoOf man should dili¬ 
gently eschew a visit to the Cape of tiood Hope. 

Having now shewn at what rales accommodation may be obtained at boarding 
houses, which are most cheap, at George’s hotel, which is more expensive, but 
more comfortable and respectable ; it remains for me to give a sketch of the ex¬ 
penses of living fora familyin a private residence in Capa Town. 

Bent of a moderately good house, with stable, 150 dollars, and perhaps a few 
articles of furniture. 

Cook, 40 dollars ; house boy 15 ; maid servant 20 ; groom 30; table aervaut 25 j 
*—125 per mensem* 

* Gregan, swell known artiste. While in the employ of a Hindoo, he had occasion 
to pay a visit in Cape Town. He took bis Master’s curricle, and was much dia- 
ph'Shed and surprised when reproved for this little freedom. 

t Golaiid, a good and scientific workman. His mistress having occasion to request 
Boine alieratum iu the mode of serving some particular diph, he exclaimed, “Madam, 
you really agitate roe beyond all conception.” • 

^ } Bear in mind, however, that if vou bring an Indian servant, male or female, to 
the colony, you are bound to send him or her back, and feed the party tiiUUe'ship 
iwla. Wo miacoaduct altera the law. 
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Batelter's VHl 80 j baker and pastrjr-cook 30 ; Fish* 30140* , 

Chandler, grocer, fruiterer, Alilk, Butter, poultry, saj 130. 

Vegetables 30 dole.; washing 24; wood 40—94 

For this sum, the above number of servants were fed in the house. Some fanilie* 
prefer giving an incrt^se nf wages; and aljfowiag the establishment to feed thent* 
selves. It shoald be recollected, however./that much time is lost; servants are 
conatantly out of the way, and 1 ooubt it any saving attends tiie arrangement. It 
vriH be observed, that in tb» above sketch In^uors ace not included, and but ferv 
dinners could be given at the above rates. 

It seems of great moment for invalids to determine at once, and in India, the 
mode of life which they propose to adopt in Cape Town. Even the cooking uten« 
ails fur a very small family amounted tog0() dollars, and, at the end of four months^ 
not a quarter of the price could be realised for them. 

The fruit and vegetable market is held at about 7 o’clock in the morning. FiSh in 
■old on the sea shore, between It and 3. 'j^be hours when the boats arrive are SO 
uncertain, that it is good to employ Mrs. C’<siiter, a sort of amphibious personage, 
well kitpigri in these parts. Fruit is abundant in Cape Toe n, and the price of grapes, 
figs, peaches, and oranges is lower than in England, though not than the continent. 
There is no reason, save the indolence of tlie people, why the flavor of the fruits 
should not be far more delicious than those produced m the mother country—yet 
they are not so—nature hns done much, but. the colonists will dd nothing. Nobody 
ever thinks of making a graft, and as to pruning, training, opening iha roots, ma> 
miring, thinning the young truit, even the optimisme of Messrs. Fairbairn and 
Gretg, IS driven to despair, when speaking of the Cape horticulture,! such superero. 
gatory exertions being considered an insult on tha “ wisdom of our ancestors.” 

I come now to a branch of expense, which merits the serious consideration of all 
Indians, in as much as they are more particularly a mark set up for the infliction of 
every variety ot imposition. 1 allude to tbeif horse-dealing concerns, in which X 
am very apprehensive, that, be the skill and caution what it may, it will avail little 
when brought into the fl 'ld against the talent of Cape 'i'own in this particular line. 
And how cun it be otherwise, seeing that, as Air. StoneJ has pithily remarked, it 
was absolutely necessaiy tor him to give up business—for it was impossible to watic 
out into the town, autl' find a sing^le individual w bo had not lodgings to let, or a 

liorse to sell. * 

* 

Such being the habits of the residents of Cape Town, one might suppose it 
the easiest tiling in the world to get well mounted. The very opposite is, how* 
ever, the state of tlie case; and the unwary Hindoo is nearly sure of grievous impo* 
■ition ill this part of bis arrangements. If, how'ever, a liberal price can be afforded, 
and good blood cattle are required, 1 recomiiiend at once an application to Air. Ho* 
gerson. That gentleman's superb stud is always open to the inspection of strangers, 
tfnd the gentlemanlike character of all hia dealings, white it affords a security against 
disappointment, ensure the advantage of an intercourse which it is impossible to 
commence without pleasure, or interrupt widinut regret. Air. 11. is quite at tho 
head of the South AIncau Turf club, if indeed such an association can now be said 
to exist.$ 

A horse at livery in Cape Town cost a dollar a-day, a carriage standing fifteen 
dollars per mensem. It is upon the whole, more economical, aud far moreconvenl* 

• The common kinds of fish are clieap and good. Soles are dear : 4 and 5 dollam 
Being often given for a pair; Fowl’s .3 dollaia; Tuikey 7 and 8 dollars ; Goose $ 
dollars If any Hindoo wants to eat fish in perfection, let him go to Symond’s Bay, 
laid desire Airs. Clarence before hand to get him a Ltoinari.

Mr. Dicksom 
baa a stable close at band. Stone i^always insolent. Dickson is always drunk, 
“ uti’iim lioriim mavii acci/>e,’' *' 

The hire of a back saddle horse is 8 dollars per diem. A carriage 15 The Indians 
•re so generally imposed upon , it is so impossible to get arty thing like the price you 
liave given tor horses wbeni^leaving ilie Cape, and to take horses to India is so ex¬ 
pensive,and so troublesome, tbuti believe it might be shewn that it is iar cheaper 
,to hire horses, even at the above rate, than to buy and keep them. 'I'lie carnage, 
or gig, should be brought from India, it lieuig impossible to j'urchase a good one, 
save by mere accident. After all, ‘\l,ejtune vaut j>ns la c'lantleiUJ’ Cape Town 
boasts just two rides. That to Symond's Bay - hard, duty, and exposed to all 
the violence of the South Kuster ; tbitt to'Green Point, which affords to Invalids 
the cheering prosnect of all tlie bnryVng grounds and funerals of the city, with the 
place of execution as a terniinatioii to the landscape. '1 he town is extremely well 
Duilt ; the streets crossing at right iiiinles, and many of the houses exceedingly 
epaciouB and well constnictod. It seems but just to the old Dutch* inhahiiants, to 
Temai'k, ilnit for this regularity of plan, and for nearly all the really good houses, 
the town i’. indebted to them; the English iiavirig scarcely constructed half a dozen 
good houses since their administia'ioii commenced. 'J he Baron de Loreiitz, the 
present superiiitendent ol Police, deseri es great credit for the attention which ho 
gives to the cleanliness of the street^, and the good order in which liiey are kept. 
There are no psvemenrs, and the lamps of iirivato indivniuais ju'.t make darknusl 
Tisible during the night season. Though there is a great cominaiid of water, no 
attempt IS ever made to water the streets; and though the heat is so excessive, 
1 do not think there are three verandahs in the town. 

The principal afreet, the Hcer Gracht, would be a verv handsome one ; but it is 
traversed inits whole extent by a broad and deep ditch,with just enough of stream 
to keep the pestilent puddle iu fearful and overpowering actiiity. Tiie stench 
which it exiiales, is quite insupportable to any thing like delicate nasal organs: 
to sfiv nothing of the harbour afforded to the iiiusyuiti.s who are here ten thousand 
times rnorehiisv in iheir vocation than anv where else. 1 have know'n gentleniea 
compelled to leave George’s hotel in this street, to go and sleeji in other parts of the 
Town. 

There is hut one fashionable promenade aflFordiug anything like a dry and agree¬ 
able walk in winter', and shade ngainst the scorching ravs of an Atricau sun. This 
is the Government gardens, a pari of whicli is open at all seasons, anil at all hours, 
3n the Dutch time there was a hotanical collection ; and iho whole was thrown 
open to the public. I he English sluit u;* every thing. At pieaent only one walk 
is afforded; the rest being carefully locked up for the use of the Governoi’s 
family. Two regimental hands piny here every Sunday ; but so little siiace la 
afforded, and the mob is so great that it is impossible to visit the garden on 
that day, or enjoy the music with any pleasure. At the end of the Garden there 
is a menagerie; but nearly all the specimeus have died off; and no attempt is 
making to renew them. 

Nearly all the pujilic buildings. Supreme Court, Post Office, Coancil Room, &c. 
&c. are collected under one roof; a plan which might be imitated with great advan¬ 
tage in India ; where so much time is lost, and so much money tlirown away in 
teferring to and keeping up offices very distant from each other. A haiidsoiue oh-

iiig that these very ex|»en8ive airangemeiits for the observation oi the heavenly 
bodies should not have been preceded by the erection of some building for the wor« 
■hiji of God upon eartli, the town hems’: aclually at tliis moment without an 
English Church j and the inhabnanis being iiulebted to the Dutch for the use ot 
theirs.* 'I’he Eiiglis!.^,service begins after trfe Dutch. The Church is spacioius ; and 
it 18 remarkable that the building is thu/died ; gnd ihis thntch is said to hara 
lasted the surprising period of si3?tv rears. 1 need not add that liie reed of winch 
the roof is composed, lasts equally well in other situulioiis ; and I am surpiised, that 
no effort has been made to send the root to Kuro))e. J'he extreme dryness of th© 
atmosphere must however contrihute eisentiiilly to itst conservation ; and this may 
be inferred fiom the freshness of the gilding on some of the mouuineiits and 
hatchments upon which 1 observed dates of from seventy to nearly a hundred years. 
A lew of ilie magnates of the laud aie. carefully sepaiaied fiom the contaniinatioa 
of the poor in pews : and the rest of the congregation iinike use of chans; and I 
did not observe that ilie custom oi kneeling On the pavetneiu was pievulent. Tho 
flinging IS aboiiiinajily dissonant ; but, IVJ^. ilougli's beauiiful sermor.s, clear, 
earnesr, affectiori.ite, areeiifurctd in laiigua^ as elegant as bis delivery is grsca* 
ful and'-impressive. The attendance on Sundays is very luuiied. 

It is remarkable that Cape Town does not boast an advantage enjoyed by all th® 
English .sea ports, and alibouglif so much the resoitof imalids tioiii India and 
every local facility might pronmte such a convenience it is singular that there is 
not a salt water bath liot or cold in the 'I'own ; nor are bathing machines known. 
The beach i.s verv tavoialda to those who desire this luxury ; but if a genilemaa 
Wiiiits. to bathe in tlie sea, he must mate die sea shore bis drcS'^itig room, and take 
his chain e of a rencontre wuli a .sliaik, wtiicli are occasionally seen in the Bay, 
though 1 did not hear of any accident, although constantly bathing where they 
Were said to lesort. 

From Messrs. Thompson and Watson the corresponding house of Alexander and 
Co. in ('alciiita, Indinus receive eveiy possible attention and civility. 1 take occa* 
flion to mention in this place ilie expediency olseiuluig letters by the Jsle of France. 
From the ( ape opportunities to and fioin the Mauritius are ot weekly occurrence ; 
mild it Seems certain that regulai accounts mav be received montlily from India by 
•doptiii; this mode of comiuunication Table bay is often six and eight moath» 
without a sliip diiect truin India* 

And heie I cannot leftain tV<fm adverting to the very great hardship which th© 
Court of Direciois ii.ive hevn pleased to iiupoae u|»on the Civil Service of the thr^*© 
presidencies in allowing a period of eighteen months only to get back to India; fioai 
a point the overage sail to which is ulwavs tv\o months and generally tea weeks: 
nndei the siiict penalty of ion'ciiure of allowances , and in the case of the Bengal 
Civil Servaiits that ot a|ipoiiituient. 'bins is one of those rules which if made ad> 
visedly (I shall sliew prebentlv whv it is impossible that the matter could ever Lava 
begii fairly considered at all) could hardly fail to make the service entirely in- 
differeiit to the iiaeiestB of the^r employers ; tor if the Court of Directors} had

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Mtnftllf to offer a bounty on the extortion of Sbifi Captains, and at tibn 

naina time tO'make it impossible for their seryants to enjoy fully one ^ood season af 
Cfae Cape, and avoid one bnd one in In(ii:i, no measure could have been more efFee* 
tual. The eOQsiatencv likewise of the rule is quite exeraplarv. The Benfcal Civil 
Servant forfeits his appointmeut by exceeding the term of his leave, while the 
Somhay service retain theirs, howevetmong tbev may be absent. Agam not a single 
ehtlliog is allowed to the invalid from l\engal dunng bis absence ; (vbile the Bom* 
bay Civil Servants can arransfe by sending certiffcates to draw their allowances as 
regularly as if actually resident in India. Surely such inconsistency needs only 
to be'brought to the notice of the Court to dnd some advocate for the revision of a 
yule BO palpably unjust, and so unnecessarily severe and i.anial. That the privilege 
of visiiiuf the Cape was formerly much Hbiis>-d, there can be no doubt; but this 
twas at a period when the absentee drew tlte whole of his allowance, and three years 
yesidepce were granted. At present, a sixth is deducted for one year, and s 
third for the remamiug six months. Surely, under such a grievous fine, two years 
might be allowed if the invalid required it; with payment of the reduced salarv at 
the Cape, without loss of appointmefig. 'I’lie Computiv’s funds are ample, for at 
this moment the agent cannot get a rentittance to India for ibeir teas. 

It is curious to examine the inducements to visit the Cape which the Court of 
Jlirectors have thought sufficiently powetfni to necessitate a check enforced with 
tmeh severity of eiisctment. The boon purchased niih a third of your income, 
ttnd a very probable loss of the whole for some inoiishs, comprises the comforts 
noticed incideutally in this sketch. The climate is certainlv deiightiul. I shall 
say nothing of healtli. It may or may not be recovered.* Under tlie present re* 
{Tulntion it js notorious (and, I believe, lam borne out in the opinion by that of 
every medical roan at the Cape) that the Indians do not remain long enough to 
benefit permanently by the change. The lists of amusement winch await the tired 
official drudge, his leisure at his dispo.^al for the fiist time these twenty rears, a 
brief space indeed may comprise. There is some good shooting, wlndi must be 
■ought at about seventy or eighty ii^|ea distance, in the direction of Caledon. Mr, 
Vanrenen has a small pack of dogs the use of which he allows very liberally to 
■11 who are fond of the sports of the field. 

Six public subscription halls are given during the winter. It was considered 
yemarkable dining the last season that no one Indian resident subaenbed to them. 
Jt would have been more surprising if they liad^ Three fiddlers, and such ■ 
■upper! “ horresco referens,” the negus actually ijyiade in a wash hand basin. 
And then the whole pleasure and excitement of a hall may he referred to the number 
of one’s friends and acquaintance present.

in Blarch—he enjoys one winter there ; and if he determines to stay out his full leave, 
he arriv^ in Jnuia just at the commencement of the ruins. If he is appiebensive of 
losing his appointmeut, and shortens his stuy, then he leaclies Calcutta in the very 
height of the hot season, with the rams to succeed, and ensure to him the benefits of 
his sea voyage, if he leaves India in June or July he has the Cape summer ant} 
autumn, If he remains for the Cape winter, the only season from winch he can ex* 
pect permanent benefit he is nearly sore of losing his appointment but if he is fortunats 
in getung a late ship, he then arrives in Bengal just in time for the hot season and 
tuuts,

The state of the drama may be iiWered from tht^ 
fact (bat the amateur English performances are iiifinitelv h^low those of the Dutch. 
Poetry and the drama certainly require an advanced stage of aociety for successful 
cultivation ; and painting ixtu»t ftint munific^tj^atronage. Yet in r Dutch Colony 
one might have expected to hud some epecmens ot the peculiar talent of the old 
plemiah ariiats . though strange lo^say 1 dic/notsee o single good painting in any 
bouse Dutch or English. JVJustc is more in fashion ; and 1 conceive that the science 
may be cultivated with great ^success where there are such masters 88 Messrs. 
Logier and Corder. The first would be noticed in uny concert room of Europe for 
the brilliancy aud correctness of his execution; the second might please more gene, 
rally the character of hia music being more varied ; and the expression more happy. 
Both are excellent instructors. There are some good amateur performers who meet 
frequently during the winter; but there is no saving how long this good tsst« 
will last, if “ Cherry ripe” and “ Ood save the King” are persevered in at Govern* 
Bient House,* and Sir John Wylde continues his studies on the violoncello. 

A very excellent and choice collection of bdoks is open to the public at the Ex* 
change.^ The udmissioit is gratis, and no books can be taken away from the room ; 
though there is a hhrnry of ciiculation besides. The establishment is on a very libe* 
ral scale, niid the Committee aud its odicera are particularly polite and attentive. 
'J'here is another circulating library at Mr. Grieg’s where the papers and new pub* 
lications are supplied. A subscription to the South Airican Society’s rooms onttlla 
the stranger to the same convenience. One newspaper is published twice in the 
week. Much has been said of the liberty of the ptessm the coiouiea : and afieg 
Rome struggles that of the Cape of Good Hope appears to have been established. 
“ Ksto perpetua" for though at jueseiit the liberty of the press in Africa means 
only the liberty of Mi. Greig's press, there being no other this state of things can 
scarcely last : and even on the principle of free competiiion which IMr. Fairbaiint 
is constantly advocating, an opposinon is not Mly desirable, but would of course 
find supporters. The paper is ell conducted jj^Wt people get sick of ike never 
ending tirades against Lord Charles Somerset, Rtid the Quarterly, and the East 
India Compaiiv, and two or three more stalking horses for editorial ai tides : while 
it is difficult to suppress a smile at the bathos of a predatory inroad of Caff'ers re* 
ported in language which might only just be applied to the battle of Waterloo. 
And then the eves of ihe world are supposed to he fixed upon this little settle, 
ment: as if it w ere not notori^s that of a hundred Englishmen ninety nine care 
not one jot if India and Africa, and tho Company and the,Cape Adveriizer were 
sponged out of the scheme of this meiileur des mundes possibles,—“ mats teveuom 
a nos mootons.” 

I have little more to add to these memoranda. The Town always struck me as 
bearing a strong reaemblance to some of the idle, lounging, gossiping, watering 
places of the moilier country. The same desmvre appearance of the people, who ara 
dailv aeen assembling in crowds round the little nuctiona held every day in the open 
street. 'I'he same mixture of avocations apparently the most incompatible ; and of 
habits of business with the moat determined indolence and apparent indiff'erenca 
to the morrow. Every body well dressed. 'I'he ladies extravagantly so. 'I’he 
slaves copying the fashions from their mistresses the moment the last number of 
the Belle Assembled has supplied tbem.j; All appear to live beyond their means ; 
aud accordingly there is a general complaint of poverty. But tbia which in £ng> 
land generates corresponding exertions in those who are not absolutely iruget 
cousumere nati” appears to have the opposite effect in this little capital of contra. 
dictioQB. Logic or Backer$ maka nothing of desiring a lady if she wauts anything

Tiie women 
are extremplv)<ietiv. Imlinns have ocSisionnlly made mesalkances so extraordinary’ 
that it IS a clismce ir' ronr hdUei* or butdlier is i)Ot|he father-in-luw or brother of sorna 
bashaw of iliree tails tmm « horn he thinks lie should derive a leflecied lustre even 
belmitl the counter. Add lo all this niuvh of the opulence whiih the town enjora 
haviiisr nnsen mainly from n trade in sujtplie.s (or ships touchnig to and from India 
and the Isle of Franve, there is an universal ambnion to shine in harienngB and 
bariraiiis, the eiernal eomhat between the two great families into which honest Saiirha 
divnli's the Inirnan rare the have sometUiiigs and the have nolliings, which has ele¬ 
vated the shop-k('e(*er.s hevond their nroper sphere, hv fringing against them a com¬ 
petition uinong the liigher ela-ses which fastidions |ieipie t-onsider more protitabls 
thiiii select or iliatiuvaish''d. When ladies of the highest nnk sell butter and 
egg.*!, where ofticers of the first cnnsetibenee deal in fi.sli, and individuals in eminetit 
pnhhc Btaimns trafli;; in fruit and gre?u grocery,t ol coiitai* the lecnlar dealers sea 
iioihiiig ineonsrrnoii.s in the indulgence oi a little ianiiliaiity wiih those who turu aa 
Loin si penny just hke iheinselves. 

But I ought to apologize for having so long delayed to record my impressions of 
theinanneis habits of life and the general state ol bocioty ui tins capital of Sou- 
tlifMii .Vinca. 1 he fact is I Imve little or nothing that merits lo be recorded ; for 
at tli« (Ja|ie, v^hero ean there be objects of ambition to siiinulate exertion, to ge¬ 
nerate imiirovemeiit, and rew'iirJ success ? Ihelnghest salary with j.erhaps half a 
dozen exceptions, is five huntlred per annum : and saving the Colonial Secretaiy who 
bus a very large income, and the judges, scarcely an indn iduul receives a fair re- 
iiiuiieraiion for liis labor.s. Agaip in almost every other city there is some one 
interesting local a.ssociation wlncl^i|dresses itself to the feelings of the lover of the 
arts ; the curious obseiver of an^ilmt localities, or the citizen of the world ; who 
marks how differently mankind are affected by the " admonitiis locorinn.'’ All 
this is as notiung here. No theatres, no exiiihitions, no public amusements of any 
k rid. The society jirofess to be fond of music, and there is ceilainly more mnsi- 
cal talent lu Cajm Town than in all the three Indian Presidencies; yet it is impossi¬ 
ble to get up even a subsciipttou concert dining t||e winter. Of the society J can 
Bay little ; for 1 must very candidly admit that iNSithere is any, 1 was not invited 
to share it. And yet it is impossible to refuse the tribute ot atlmir.nioii to the in¬ 
dustry which has built up tins oasis in the desert; nor sliould re|)roacli be attached 
to the colonists alone, it their capital boasts the anomalies, of a ('ollege without 
p^rofessors, a theatre without actors j an exchaugo without commerce j and a 
jpishop without a clmicb. 

A society coiislitnted as that of the Cape of Good Hope must necessarily afford 
some pecuiiaiities which are not observable elsewhere, i'he liousemaid inaines and 
then comes and stands in the same (]uadrille, with her cidevant mistiees and ladies 
bare began by washing the drawing rooms m which ihev now receive:^ the best 
company. 7t is highli mnu.sing however to observe, the efforts made lo establish 
an exclusive circle in this little society collected at the end of the wild and the 
tvaste ; the centre of attiactioii being o( course the Goveruoi ; and the oiiject being 
to monopolize his smiles among the favoied few. Sir Lowry Cole, is a perfect gen-

T1IS their wartiiegt ackoowledgmeuts. Th<*v were imt onlv h'je))itahle tliem-,elveg, 
but likeFulstaff'a wit, they caused hos italny in oilier men. At present .m invita¬ 
tion to a birth day ball, and tlie pei j»eti .itioii of a “ liuwr de < eiemoiiie ’ once in 
tsighteen months may possihU be expected. Ol course the lesiderii fuinilies take, 
the tone, from the usae;e uf those, the limits ot whose hospitality it might not b* 
decorous or wise to exceed. 

It is well if they do not rather fall short of the said limits. A hatclielor it is 
understood come he fiom the East or the We.stwill ulwavs he in circulation, where 
there are young ladies to be manied. Cela fa sans due; bullet not any married 
man from lndi.i expect the most trifling alientffui at ih« Cape of Good Uojie ; niiif^a 
it be unTletstood that he is content to keep an open house for tliose who will lake 
bim up for the sake of his invitations, and drop him snns ceremoiue .should ibo.so 
invitations he inteiriipted. The Indian also mu.st bear in iiiind that ho must iciiit 
to be visited.* If he calls first as is usual in India, !us ignorance ot South Anican 
etiquette will be censured with the utmost seventy of language. 

It is not always easv <o assign good and suffioient reason lor usages e.stahli'.hed 
in oven the most polished .societies ; and rudidy as the Indniii® have be,.n ceosor¬ 
ed at the Cape of Good Hone when in ignorance ol the custoni tliey have paid tlio 
joint visit, 1 think It must lie admitted on all liniids tliat re.isou and inoiitf*ri ai© 
enlirelv on their side. The established residetit cannot ami ucds not to he seari h- 
ing for ohjecis lor his kindness and ins hnsjiitaUfy ; wlule it i# ihe .stramrers hiisi- 
XieSB to ascertain and to cuinvate the hosnitnhle arid the kind. I he siianeer stands 
ill need of the residents niurdeuance and introduction, ! hat which is «erih having 
is wotth asking for ; and it is he wlm vrants who ask.s. 'l ltnee who coiiqilain of the 
••intrusion” of the Indians iotget or perhaps never km w. that tliiotighi iit the 
Gontineiit, and in all the most polislied Societies of Europe saving Euglaiid, it is the 
Stranger who pays the fiist visit.. 

Be this ns it jnav, the strangler from India and Entrlaml nr the continent of Europe, 
Srill find with surprise that if he calls on ihe Colomal Secietarv thinking it an ut> 
tentKii due to that officer’s situation, his visitwill not he reiurned. Tlie .liidepg 
who hold a higher rank claim no sinh exemption from the nsnre whu h makes it 
imperative on a gentleman to return another’s visit. 1 heii av(.canons me (ar more 
important and onerous: ami v et I have understood that pressure ol (official duty 
is the excuse set up I'or a piece of rudeness which proclaims sudden and unex¬ 
pected elevation. It is riinous to examine what these occu|'Uiions are tf)o which 
Slake it impossible to be polite. I’lie council meets upon an nverace once in ten 
davs. The whole population of the colour is> about one hundied and foriv thousand 
distributed over a barren s)iace of about six or seven bundled miles. The whols 
colonial revenue amoiitits to ahoiit one hundred and twenty thousand pounds. Tba 
last year’s exports may be estimuied at about IS lacs ot llu]iees and the Supremo

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Court bus t«k«B freun the Colonial office ell those numerous refertnees frmn tB« ni« 
tenor which really did pr^‘sa bearily on the time of the Secretary, when the urbans 
and kind hearted Alexander, or the hospitable and social 6ir Richard PlaeJcett# 
found leisure not only to visit strangers, but to entertain them. 

In conclusion, he who shall visit the colony simplj with the desip^n of obtaining 
8 short repose for an enfeebled consti^fiim and an overwrought intellect, to wbosg 
enjoyments a soft and salubrious ciimaK is essential, to whom ecouomy is indilfer- 
ent, to whom the amusements, conveniences and gratifications usually found in cities 
ere little, and society less, such a person may come to the Cape, and will net pro¬ 
bably be disappointed. If there is little to interest or to l^xoite, there is nothing 
to distress, or to annoy ; and the Indina will not assuredly find that lesson altoge¬ 
ther profitless which teacliea him not to be too sensitive, when he eiiivet and re¬ 
ceives no welcome, when be departs and there is no farewell 1 
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At a Meeting held at the Town Hall this twentv.fonrth day of June, for the pur¬ 
pose of taking into consideration the Report of Mi. Waghorn’s proceedins'S, and 
of promoting the objects of a Steam communication with England, the following 
Resolutions were put and unanimously carried :— 

First, Resalved ,—That the explanation afforded by Mr. Waghorn of the causes 
which prevented his carrying into execution the attempt to open a .^team commu¬ 
nication hv the way of the Cape of Good Hope, is highly satisfactorv, as regard* 
that Gentleman's zeal, enterpnze and ability, and that he has fhereby entitled him- 
self to the thanks of the ludinn public, and further, that the documents which h* 
had laid before the Meeting, eyinea that by his own unaided energies ha has ob¬ 
tained the countenance and support of His Majesty’s Government of the Hon’bl* 
the fyOurt of Directors, the Merchants of London, and Liverpool, connected with 
India, and of the intermediate Colonies on the route by the Cape of Good Hope. 

Second, Resolved, —That an application he again it^de, signed bv all the Members 
of tiie origina! Committee now present in Calcutta ,\.'0 the Government Agents for 
the Funds in their hands, and that they receive from them such amount a* they shaU 
be able to satisfy the Government Agents may be safely paid. 

Third, Resolved ,— Ihat a new subscription be raised for the further promotion of 
Steam Navigation, the funds arising from which to he placed in the hands of the

Tbe above documents barinp been read. Commodore Sir .Tobn Ilayes requested 
tbe Meeting to proceed to the election of a Chairjji^n. 

A/r. John Smith proposed that Sir John Haves do take the Chair. 

Commodore liaun begged to decline tbe honor, and moved that Mr, John Smith 
be requested to act as Chairman, which was seconded by Mi. H. T. Piinsep, and 
earned. 

Mr, Smith having taken tbe Chair, called upon Mr. Wagliorn, and that gentleman 
detailed bis proceeding in furtherance of Ins plan of Steam JS'avigiition between Eng¬ 
land and India, since his last depaitiiie from (his countrv in 1828, 

Mr. Smith said, thatMr. Waghorn had now develo|ircl Ins proceadinga in support of 
bis plan of Steam Navigation to India via tlie Cape ot Good Hope, and he considered, 
that tlio* he bad been unable to succeed in consequence of the non-remission of tlio 
funds, that he bad fully shown, that no exertion had been wanting on his part to give 
it effect 5 but be apprehended that the first matter to he considered wag, how the 
Steam fund was to be made available; how those difiiculiies which presented them¬ 
selves to payment of It were to be surmounted. He had heard that those difficul¬ 
ties still existed to the payment of the funds to any person now in Calcutta; hut 
that tbe Government Ageitts were willing to pay them to every person, in tbe pro- 
poitions they could show they had subscribed, and with interest ; and the Govern¬ 
ment were willing to pay the portion they had subscribed themselves, for »b» 
furtherance of Steam Navigation, to any person a general meeting of tbe subscribe 
f ifa would award it to. 

Sir John Hayes begged to propose tbe first resolution, which was as follows

Mr. Smith here stated, that he had been requested to read a letter from Mr. Ar- 
biithnot, the Chairman of ihe Madras Committee, to Mr. Waghorn. ft was m 
eU'ect, that a sum of 141. 5d. had been sent home for the support of Mr> 

Waghorn’s plan. 

Mr. Greenlaw said, he saw Barvrell, one of the Government Agents presentf 
and appreh nded that he could olTer some explanation oi the reasons why the lund 
was withheld. '* 

Mr. Bartvell stated, that the Government Agents would be happy to pay over the 
funds to Mr. Wagliorn or any other person tiuly autliorized to receive them ; that 
he wouKl'intorm the meeting that there were legal difficulties in the way. ]t was 
unnecessary to mention names, and it might be sufficient to state that one sub¬ 
scriber bad refused to allow iiis donation to be laid out in the way the fund bad 
been voted br the meeting of IB‘28. 

Dr. Grant. And om/i/ one. 

Mr Btnuell. We liave applied to the Jaw officers of the Government, and they 
have ini'oruied ns, that legal difficulties present themselves, and bare advised tbs 
Bum nut to be paid over ns required. If these difficulties could be got over, the 
money should be forthcoming; if the Committee could shew and satisfy the Go¬ 
vernment that they were the peisons legally aulboriaed to receive it, the money 
should at once be paid to them. 

Dr. Grant could not see what the Government had to do with the funds, the siib- 
scripionsof a General Meeting, who had appointed a Committee, expressing theif 
sentitneiits and empowered to appropriate these funds; and he considered that 
they bad that power to do so till these legal quilibles had been raised. If any in¬ 
dividuals chose to take back their subscriptions, let them do so, in God’s name ; but 
do not let the main object be thwarted by anymore vain quibbles. How, be would 
ask, were a hundred iboiisand siibscribers, scaitererl over the face of the Globe, to 
make legal transfers of thei^ubscriptions to the Committee.? bow were tJiev to 
appear here by their attornevs, and prove tbeir demands and direct them to be ap¬ 
propriated for the purposes they were subscribed for ! they had empowered a Com¬ 
mittee, and that Committee had applied for tiie amount and had been refused ; and 
the Government and tbeir law officers had phiced unnecessary difficulties in the way. 
He, Dr. Grant, did not well know how to frame his resolution ; he would he glad to 
avoid the language of censure, ‘but he would not withhold it when be thougiit it 
was demanded ; and he would therefore move the following resolution, as he consi¬ 
dered the explanation of the Government Agents highly unsatisfactory, and eminent- 
Iv deserving of censure. 

“ I'hat the Meeting learn with much surprize that any difficulties should have 
occurred in receiving the balance ol the fund from the Government Agents and that 
the Chairman by this Meeting be empow’erd to demand the amount without delay in, 
the name of aubscnbep generally---and that the Meeting can anticipate no further 
obstacles m currying the highly desirable object before it into effect—-and that the 
obstacles that have already occuned and the explanations given by them are to thia 
Meeting eminently dissatisfactory.” 

Mr. Jda'rt seconded Dr. Grant's resolution. 

Mr, H, T, Prinsej) said, on the part oi Government, be wished to speak to that 
resolution. It was merely as a subscriber to the fund ; perhaps according to its means 
it had subscribed a larger sum than others but it had never acted in the matter 
otherwise than as a subsc’riiier. When application was made to have it paid over 
under the resolution of iB28, legal difficulties were found, and the Government 
Officers had this difficulty—that under the original motion it was appropriated to a 
different purpose. The funds were placed by the Committee in the hands of Go- 
vrstuateul ioi sa«unty, wxi fos tke purpose oi aoouwvAauu^ inVaieat.

In the ronise of 
a month answers tniartu hove been received but now most of those suhsciibers inid 
pone to Knpl.itnl. The q'lestion was\theie‘'ore were tlie (lovernment officers to 
blame? how* could this nieetine }>iiss a vote of cj'nsure when tli« (h>innnittee lead 
not done wliat tliey should ^ The funds were lodged (or a particular t.nrpose but 
tins plan did not come within it, and the ('ommitfpe had it not in their power to 
appronriate the funds iti this way without ilie consent of t?ie respective subscrih- 
er^i. 'I'hev niielit indeed have voted away the funds for the purnr se of erecting a 
dtiitue to AJr. Wa'i'iiorn, huf would the general Mihscrihera sanction sinh an appro- 
jiriuiion of their funds. Hut there were lesral difiunliies and the onlv qnefltion was 
bow to ;jei over them ; they were not quibbles ; the Goverinneiit Apents o-nild only

Hr John Haves said, that none had been called ; the oiiginal Committee was 
still 111 e.visteiire. 

Mr. haiuell said, that if no changes had taken place in the Commitee, there had 
in tlie ofliceisof Ciovernmeiii ; and if the money had been depositeil with liirn under 
sucli Iimitati.ins, lie slinuld have refused it.

He should therefor® 
move “ That tbe original subsciibers he invited individfiaily to transfer the lernain- 
ing moiety to a new Fund, and that a fresh subscnptionPbe opened to m.ike up any 
diffeTetico that might be occasioned by the secession of any subscribeis to the pre- 
tent fuud.’' 
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He haii tnshd, be $aid, of tbo Uberetitjr of the Calevtta puW/c, end, though aa 
humble individual, be would beg leave to open ibe aubaciiptiou br puttmg dowa 
bis name ^br Oi^ Iboussnd rupees, (Mlicit upplame.) 

Or, Miisioii seconded Cii/ilui't Johiislone\ motion. 

Mr. liiinieli aaiti, tlu-re w,is one wur of (>etTui|j over nil (iiffiouUies hy the Com* 
tnittee, ii thev would §u.irantee tine leiunil ofanv kuui that be tlemaniled of 

tbe GoverniiuMit Agents l>y nnij suhsrriiiers, aiui then the money bhould he jiatd 
over, and tbia would shew, tliar tliere existed no oeMie lo quibble, and tlierelure be 
Stud, tbe motion of ilr. Grant,lie thought, was uncalled lor. 

D). Grant. I cannot withdiaw my motion, but, as one of the Cominittee, I will 
bear iliV sliure of liiat resj'Odailniity. 

Ml. Giirtioti tliouglii It was unneoessary for the Committee to take any such res¬ 
ponsibility on iliemeei V(>a , ii was true that no legal conveyance had been luaile troin 
the general subsciibers lo the Committee: but they, the Committee, placed the 
funds lii the baiidsoftbe Goyernment dgents for security, and lo that l>niiimttee 
alone were the Government Agents accoiinu^ble, and to tliem shoiiUl tiiev loot, , (uid 
this, he thought, would be che ojiiniuu ot il«ii Advocate General, if the case was 
fairly pjjt^to him. 

Mr, liuricetl aiiiiiitted the force of what fell from l\Ir. Gordon , but the fumls wer® 
not lodged unconditionally ; they were to be returnetl wiili inteioot to llie subsi lib¬ 
ers, It not appropilated within a ceitain lime, and tlierefoie liie law did nut allow 
them to be leiuiaedto tbe Committee. lie thougbt anew Cuinmiltee ithonld li® 
iijipoinred j and if they guaranteed tiia Agents against loss, the money should bo 
paid ovei. 

The Hon, Mr. Elliot said, tliat be lield in his hand a motion, passed at a former 
meeting, extending the time two > ears iurilier. 

AJ'-. Smith. VVe bad better proceed to take tbe sense of tbe Itieeling upon Ur< 
Grant’s inotioii. 

Air. Cell (ion. Shall 1 be allowed to move an ainemlment 1 

Mr HniMp said, that thqnain Juhnitone had tdieiniy inoveil an amendment, and it 
was irnpossitile to move an amendment upon an aiuendmeni. 

Mr. Goitioii sail!, that hy tiie course suggested by Captain ./o/iMi/ena, the subscrip¬ 
tions ot ail those who were not lu lin.ia would be lost, aiiti who, if they tveio, 
would not retusa to apjdy them iii the wav iwoposed. 'i'hey have gone, and left 
their subscriptions in tbe l ands of the Committee, who have placed them with Go¬ 
vernment Agents; he tiiough iheretore, it would be better i(. Captain Johnstone 
would withdraw [laii ot his i^solution and he Lad no doubt that such arrangements 
could be mane as would bo louiul siillicient. 

Dr. Oiiint. It hiiB been suggested to me tliat I ought to withdraw my motion ; I 
am unwilling to do s<>; but, at all events, 1 cannot unless tbe seconder consents. 

All- Ailum. 1 cannot: foi 1 do nor think that au\ suthcient explanation bus beeiiof* 
fered, and i-ani stiongly inclined to think there bus been quibbling throughout. 

Air, Bancell wislied, ihai as censure had been attached to the Government oAicerii 
the.iiiutinu might be put, and he thought he irad offered an explanation which would 
be deemed sudicient bv the uiajuiitv of the IMeeiing. 

Mr. Got doll and Captain Julimtone here retired to prepare a resolution to meet th® 
wishes of both. 

Mr. Adam reminded tbe Chairman that there was a motion before tbe Meeting. 

i)r. Grant's motion was put from tbe Chair when there appeared iu support of it 
only four. 

Captain Johnstone and Mr. Gordon here returned and moved tbe amended resolu-* 
lion, but Sir John Hayes having iii their absence moved tbe following resolutioiij 
which was deemed to answer all puriiusef", Captain Johnstone withdrew bis. 

“ That ail apphcauuii be again made, signed by -all the members of the orginsil com¬ 
mittee, now present lu Calcutta, to the Government Agents, for the funds in their 
bands, and that they receive iroiu tliein sucli amount as they shall be able to badsfy 
tbe Goveinmeiit Agents may»be saiely piud.” 

I. Mr. Smitn, the Chairmax'shere lequusted to know if Mr. Sutherland, wjio foi 
Pr. Grant’s motion, was a subscriber to the original fund. 

Air. Sniherlund said he was not. 

^ir. Smith said, that in his opinion, ho had no right io rote. 
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Mr. Sutherland tben eaid, that aa something like a censure upOn him was implied 
fn wbat isd faiien from the Chair, he begged to explain that he had no wish to vote 
on any question relatwf: to tbe appropriation of the balance of the Steam fund or 
in unj war connected with it; but before the meeting was opened, be bad eodea> 
roared to ascertain the sentiments of the Committee on the subject and bad been 
informed, that it was notoni)’undeiiitood, but that it wau expected and wished 
that every person present would vote upon any qi^estion put from the Chair. Under 
that impression he had voted and if he was in error he stood in the judgment of 
the Meeting; lie had been misled but be was not alone in erior, for the gentleman 
who had seconded the motion as well as others, were in tire same predicament not 
heing subscribers. He observed however, that the question on W'hichhe had voted 
was not one of the eppreprlation of the fund, but merely a resolution of censure. 
He <hd not wish nor should he presume to vote as to the appropriation of the fund- 
Connuotlore Hatjes observed, that Mr. Sutherland's impression was correct, 

Mr. Secretary Frinsep said, tbatneitj^er was he a subscriber ; but be considered he 
had a iii>ht to vote- 

Ml . Smith said, there was not any tiling like a censure meant or implied, that his 
opinion remained unaltered, and he doubted whether it was competent to the Com* 
mittee to authorise any person to vote regarding the appropriation of funds which 
they bad not contributed to. 

Mr. Adam wished to hear from the person who bad advanced such an opinion, 
something Jike a reason for that opinion : for he had beard nothing of the kind fall 
from liiin. 

Mr, Smith said, be was not in the chair to give reasons ; that he had no intention 
to give any vote upon the questions which had been agitated, but bis individual 
opinion being such as be had stated it to be, he conceived it to be his duly, as 
Chairman, to take the sense of the Meeting upon the subject, and m whatever way 
they might decide, it would be equally satisfactory to him. 

jilr. Adam remarked, that the opinion that could not be supported by a reason 
was not worthy of refutation. 

Mr Greenlaw thought, that a subscription should be entered into to reimburse Mr. 
’Wngborn the expeiices he had been put to in consequence of the funds not having 
been f'orwaided as promised. 

Mr. Gordon vroiild be happy to second tbs motion of Mr, Greenlaw but be thought 
that the sum to reimburse Mr. Wagborn for bis expences should come out of some 
otbei fund. s 

Mr. Greenlaw expressed that such was his intentran. 

Ml-. Smith in putting Sir John Hayes* motion to the Meeting begged it might first 
be distinctly understood who were the parties entitled to vote upon the occasion, 
when n was* vnammoudy allowed to rest with the original subscribers to the 
fiteiiin Fund only; the motion was then put and carried nem-con. 

Mr WtUU said, he was satisfied with the explanation of the Government Offi- 
eersarid he considered they were rather deserving of the gratitude of the subscribers 
than of their censure for the care they had evinced for the due appropriation ot the 
funds. 

Mr, Greenlaw then suggested to the Meeting that in justice they were bonnd to 
reimburse to Mr. Waghorn such expences as he had been put to inconsequence 
of the non'remittance of the promised funds. The failure did not arise from any 
iiia'tention or neglect on his part ; indeed he had zealously and energetically 
exerted himself to the utmost, and failed solely in the attempt for the want of those 
funds on which,he originally proposed to miike it. He did not call on the Meeting 
to reward Mr. Wagborn for his exertions in the cause, nor even to reimburse to him 
the expknees to which he hud been put to during three years of active and enter- 
prizing exertion, without, during that period receiving a single Rupee from either the 
Government or the Public. That the balance of the old funds, when obtained, conld 
tiot, alienated from its purpose ; and even if it could, be (Mr. Greenlaw) not being 
xn original subscriber, could not of course make aay«pFopoaition relative to its ap- 
^ropiUtionj butifthe Meeting ooncuired with him in tlm proposition, that it wasnx

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snore ttian nommon justice that Mr. Was'horn should be reimbursed those e*- 
pencps, to which be had been put bjrthe noii-fuliilment of the public pledge, he did 
BOt doubt that a siitBcient fund might easilr be obtained hr a new subscription, 
Coiamiijjrinff with that of Su. Rs 1000, so bandsomoir p/edged by I'apt John- 
Btone ; and indeed bo considered that a surplus would remain which might ho do- 
votod to the further promotion of an iinineditife attempt by the way of the Cape 
of Good Hope. Mr. tjroenlaw concluded bv observing that he need not take up 
the time of the Meeting by further urging his Resolution, which would speak for 
itself; but wiib resfiect to remark which had been made as to what was to be 
done in the event of the subscription not amountiiifirto ttie expenceof i\Ir. Wughorn, 
be would onlvsiiv, that he felt assured, that Mr. Waghorii would be perfectly cou- 
tented with whatever might be done. 

JUr. Greenlaw then proceeded to read his llesolution as follows : — 

“ That, as it appears that the failure in the attempt arose out of (he non-remittance 
of the balance, of the oiii^inal iSteam Fund,*ind that in consequence Mr. Waghorn, 
besides being disappointeil in currying into execution a pruject of ihe first publio 
importance, has been put to personal expenses whirli otheiwise he woulu not liava 
incurred, it is but just that he should be rembiirsed such expenses; for whirli pur¬ 
pose, and' for the further promotion ot the project, a fiesh suh.scriptiou he entered 
into, and tliiic the former Committee be consmnted a Committee i'or the purpose* 
of this Subscription, with power to pay to Mr. VVaghorn such gum as may be con- 
sideied equitable.” 

Mr. Bruce seconded the Resolution. 

The Ifon. J, E. Elliot observed, that he considered the Resolution nlaced the raore 
important object ot the meeting which was the encouragement of Steam Navtgatioa 
willi England in the ha, k ground, and advanced that whnli was secondary ; and ha 
would tlierefore |iro|io-»e an aiiiondment, modifying the terms ol Ihe Resolution, 
though koeping its ohj-ds as eftbctually tn view, 

la a proposition of this naturo Mr. Elliot was seconded by Mr. Hamilton ; and 
on the atneiKiiuent being read, Mr. Groenhiw observed that although he still con¬ 
sidered the terms O' the Resolution, as proposed by him, best calculated to obtain 
the desired end, which was an increased Subscripltoii, .md altho’ he thought tliero 
was no better way to encourage Steam Navigation with England than by saving 
those harmless who devoted themselves with disinterested zeal to accomplish it, 
yet as the proposed amendiriwit recog n/.ed the claim of Mr. Waghoin to reim¬ 
bursement o) the restiicted eiy^ences—as he was desirous on such a subject, that tha 
Meeting should lie unanimous ; and referring to the support which the proposi¬ 
tion would receive by boing introduced by a gentleman of Mr. Elliot’s cliaraiter, 
aud station m society, he would willingly withdraw his Resolution, and second tha 
amendment. 

Mr. N. Aleiander suggested, that Mr. Waghorn’a expenoes should be defrayed 
out of the fund already subscuhed. 

Mr. IVajkorn said, he must disclaim the idea of having any portion of the origi¬ 
nal fund appropiiated to the liquidation of any expeiice he might have been put to 
in consequence ot the money not having been forwarded to Eiiglaiui as promised. 
He considered every farthing of that fund pledged, as he himself was pledged, to 
the presidencies of India , the colonies of (leyloii and the Cape of Good Hope , the 
Court of Directors, and his Majesty’s Government. This was a delicate subject 
for him to speak upon, and be would therefore leave it to others, but if he received 
any thing in the shape of remuneration, it must come through some other channel, 
but whether remunerated or not, he would still persevere in bis plan, •(^Applause.') 

Mr. Elliot then moved the following amendinent which Mr. Greenlaw seconded. 

“ That a new subscription be raised fortho furtherance of Steam Navigation; the 
fund arising from which to be placed in the hands of the old Committee who are to 
be a Committee tor this new^ aiibscnpiion and that that Coiumittee he empowered t» 
appropriate suck a sum out ff tlie subscriptions as may he considered sufficient to re¬ 
imburse Mr. Wagliorn for the expences wlucli he has luCBired omug to the uou-re- 
mittaace of the funds formerly promised.” 
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'J'JiJS resolution Jiaringr been ronaidered to finish the business of (he meeting'. 

Mr. Wmjhom br'c^t^wd to be allowod to return thanks to the meeting: for the kind at- 
tcfitioii witli fthifdi tliev had iieard the little he had to par, and for the alacrity with 
rrhufa they hud again come fonvard, and the /.cal with whndi thev had supiiorted hia 
pi ejected plan. He would at once proceed to England when be hojied in a short 
time to snilVor India, aiid on the 70th\dar of Ins voiage totpiesenr himself again 
before them, winch would be to him tlio proudest and happiest day of his existence. 
( Much applause ) * 

The thanks of tlie meeting were voted to Mr. Smith for his able and impartial con¬ 
duct in the (‘hail and also to Commodore c'lr John Haies for the zeal and ahiJitvho 
.bad disjdared in forwarding the esmse of Steam Naviauiioii between ludiaand Eng¬ 
land and requesting him lO continue Chairman of the Committee.

Should the Committee be of opinion, that the design of making an experi¬ 
ment r. this species ol cultivation by means of Individual A’ riculfunsts is liopidess, 
and that success cfiiinot he aiiticioated from any plan vvithont the a«si.sfance of Go- 
veinment, to be iifliirded in the manner and on the principh* deaciibed in your letli'r 
of the last mentioned date, llis l.ordship m Council would wish the Committee to 
nsccitain where a piece of giouiid is to be bad to tlio extent ot .it^J h'*eg;(!i.s (o lie 
fanned or purchaseil on reasonable (eiins, inid whicli mav be fnvourabb' lo tJie giowth 
of the superior urticles of r.ivv products which it is intended to introduce. 

4th. The seeds w ill be forwarded to you on tbeir arrival, hut a poi tion (ii (hoy 
are sent in siiliicient (pr.mtity ) will be reserved for trarn-im.ssinn to flimdelkiirid, !H 
determined iii the 3ta paragraph of the Government resolutions dated ijyth Decem¬ 
ber last. 

5th, 'i’he Mint Committee has been requested to instruct Captain Forbes to place 
Inmselfin communication with you in order that within a n asonubie period niter the 
arrival of tlie Saw Gins, suflicieut for fli(> purposes ol mitibe inspection,‘that oflicer 
may be prepared to have tlieui set up in any situation pointed out by Llie Committee. 

6th. You will be pleased to return the original papers with your reply.

Extract from the Proceedings of the Uight Hon’bte the Goremor General in Vmincil, irt 
the Genet (i! Department, under date the HTth April 1830. 

ExtTBct irom a Public Ociieial Letter from Hon’bie the Court of Directors, dated 
the 9th December, 1829. 

2. Our lettct ot the 8tli Jtilv has acquainted vou with the measures we are taking 
forobtuining from the United States ot America, various kinds of Cotton Seeds, as 
well as the most aiiproveil Machines used m the !.iouthern States ot North America 
for clearing Colton Wool fiom its se. da and imjnn itics. 

.3. *iVe have leceived ti p lirst supply oi American Cotton Seeds, which have 
been drawn from the Crop of the year 1828. This supply comprises of the species 
known ns Upland (Jeorgia Cotton and Seeds of the Cotton of Louisiai’ii known in 
Cominercp as New Orleans Cotton, both being of the description called by the plan¬ 
ters green S^ed Cotton, the Wool of which adheres to the Seeds with a considerahla 
degree of tenacity fully ns much as in the common Cotton of India. 'I'liPae are the 
kinds of American Cotton, which arg most extensively used bv the AUinuiactuieS 
»)f llni Jill. We have also obtained a supply of the f^eeds of Sea Island Cotton (which 
are blntk) the W'ool of which is much Piftecmed for ihe fineness and length ot its fibre. 

4. We have likewise received six ^if the Machines lor cleaning Cotton, called 
Wlalney’a Saw Cius, two of wliich we shall transmit to your Presidency with ihe^ 
Cotton Seeds. We have desired our agent to send us a desrtiption of the method oi 
using the Saw Gins iu North America, and you shall befuruished with a copy as soon 
«s it comes to liand. It is sufficieutly clear from an inspection of the Machine that 
it is put into motion by manual labour by means of a wlieol and wincli with a re¬ 
volving strap upon the small pulley-wheel that forms part ofthe Machine itself, as 
shewn in a sketch drawing that will be found in the Packet. Ihe large wheel or 
fir.st motion is very simple, upon which account we suppose it has not been transmit¬ 
ted to us from America with the Machines. A wheel of this kind cun, iiow’ever, be 
readily constructed in India. 

•b. We have caused a trial to be made in our presence of Ihe working of the Saw 
Gin upon a small quantity ofliidin Cotton happening to be in our Warehouses, w’hich 
bad heeii very imperfectly, if at all divested ofits Seeds, and although this experiment 
was made under the disadvantage of the Cotton being old, very dry, and much press¬ 
ed together, the result seemed entirely to e.stablish the merit of tlie invention. 

(i. 'I'lie Whitney Machine which It is our desire to introduce into India has been 
noticed in the Parliamentary Papers of the year 1828, in a leportofaii American 
Committee of Commerce, where it is said to be so simple lu its construction, and so 
easilv worked and managed, that the Negroes in the Southern States aie employed to 
work it. We cannot therefore entertain any doubt^if ihe Saw Gms being suitable to 
the process of cieatiing Cotton by the natives of ln<ka. We also conclude that the 
Indian notkmen will be competent to fabricate sucli Mnclimes for gonoral use, but 
in order to facilitate tlie bringing them into practice, without loss of tune, it is our 
intention to send you some separate sets ofthe circular Saws, which are of iron (not 
Bteel'l as the only pait of the Machine, in the making ol which there can be no dilli- 
culty. 'J’hese detached Saws will also be useful as patterns for native Snutlis, for 
the guidance of whom we propose also to send a complete set of all the other parts 
of the Machine, winch are of metal. 

7. You will receive with the beforementioned articles a small quantity of Cotton 
Seed of the growth of Demerara in South America, winch, ultiiough it is not unknown 
in India, we are desirous should be planted as a renewed experiment. lti.sof the 
Black Seed kind, like the Sea Island, of which the wool readily parts from the 
Seeds and probably will not require the application of a Saw Giu. This kind of 
Cotton is cultivated with great success in the Brtizil.s. 

8 . We shall also send a case containing twenty-five pounds of Maryland Tobacco 
Seed whicli, w are informed, will be sufficient for cultivation upon a large scale, 
audit may therefore be tried experimentallv in a variety of situations. 

9. We transmit in the Packet the following Papers, having reference to the cul¬ 
ture of Cotton and Tobacco, viz, 

I. Beniarks on the culture of Cotton in the United States of America, which W0 
have received from our agent with the Cotton Seed. 

II. Paper on the culture of Tobacco in Virginia received in like manner. 

HI. Statement of the best method of lultivating N^# Orleaus Cotton received ia 
like manner. • 

Extract of Captain Basil Hall’s Travels in North America, so fa’’ as regards 
the cultivation of Cotton ; but we must remark that this author’s statement of the 
ttioae of cleaning Cotton by what he denominates Whitney's Saw Ciu, is not appU- 
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caWe to tlie Machines now about to be sent to you, but evidently refers to another 
American Uin, probably like that which we sent to Irniia several years as^o. 

10. Wc ore strongly impresaetl witli the opinion, tliuf iiotlniig but atteiuion and 
peTseverancc is required to make Indian Cotton Wool a pioductire amcle of Kxport, 
and fliere is no Commercinl object coiinei'ted wiih our Indian possessions of greater 
naiional importance. We desire therelore, that the arrival of the Saw Cins m India 
bo made inatter of gcntb-al publicity, and ibai sudi KxtracfS from the f'aj'ors now 
sen: in the Packet os you may consider likely to be useful to the general cultiva¬ 
tors be piiblislied at intervals in the Newspapers. 

11. NVe have piepaied tlie Uk”e supply of Machines and Seeds for consignment to 
our (jovernment of Bombay. 

Ordered, that a copy of these paragraphs be sent with the enclosures* tbeiein re¬ 
ferred to, in oiigmal. to t!ie rertiroua! Department that laeasures may be taken lu 
that Department to make the experimental cultivation ordeied by the lion’blo Couit 
witli the Seeds transmitted. 

Ordered, that the engineers of the Calcutta New Mint be instructed from the 
Teriitorial Department to set up the two Saw UinsiiienrionediTi Para. 4, oftfie lion'hi© 
Court's letter, and to send one of them to ilio 'I'ov.'U Hall for public inspectum, Tlie 
other IMacliine witli the Saws expected fiom*Kngiand will be forwaided thro’ the 
Boaid of Trade to the Commercial Resident * at Etawa and Calpee, for his report 
upon its iXsdfulness in this country.

Bemnrks on the Culture nf Cotton in the Ifnited States of America. 

The preparation of ('ottoii land requires most particular attention ; it must be re¬ 
peatedly ploiiglied and frequeiiilv harrowed, say twice, or thnee, iiniil ii is fully 
pulverised, Dnls 4 feet a part, in some instances 3, are then made with a plough, 
into which, if tlie soil he poor, old well-iotted stable inaniiie is placed ; and at 
n distance of iii to i! feet, a hole, not exceeding 1 inch to in depth, is made 
with a hoe, and a hand,‘ul of Seed is dropped therein which must be immediately 
covered with tlie soil. The jilanvng generally takes place between (he liTOrli April 
and 10th May—the earlier thp^iietter, tliat the (Jotton maybe ihuuiied before the 
ajipearance of the fall of floats. The richer the soil, the larger and better the 
crop, as with every vegetable. When the plants art*ahout 1 inch above ground, 
they are thinned with tlie hatxi, leaving 4 only ■ at a later period, and when all 
danger from insects fvc. is well over, they are again thinned, and two only are left 
to bear : from tiiese by having or ploughing the w-ecds must he kept clear, until the 
bowls are perfectly ripe and begin to open, which occurs during September and Oc¬ 
tober ; as they expand freely, the Cotton must by bund be picked clean from the 
bowl,,aud, bexng a little damp, exposed for a day or two in a dry situation to the rays 
of the sun. The quality, of the Cotton first pielced is alwavs the cleanest and 
best—to save trouble, it is customary with some Bhmters to oefer pic king out any 

of the crop till the whole of tlie bowls he lipe and liiive expanded and become dry

over the floor of a room (should the Cotton he damiied) till it is 
sent to the (dm where the Seed us extracted !roni the fibre. 

During tlie first week in Angiist, some Planters, where (he crop is »ot too ejc- 
tensive, top each plant to the first eye, imiving only (> branches to bear. This eii- 
creases tlie quantity and quality, but tor 's the plants to throw out suckers, which 
are most difficult to be kept uiidei. 

Stiff clayey soils require r»re Seed than light sandy ones ; the plant being very 
delicate, requires the unitedvlfcrts of several shoot-s to force its way through tba 
surface, which oftea becomt% packed and hard. Where Seed iit abuadaat a larga

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hanfiful should always bo sowti ia each hole ; wliere it is scarce, and the land light, a 
smaller quantity may suffice ; iJOO Knglish acres would require from 800 to 10(K) bushels 
Seed Cotton. 

An acre will prodacfi from t,600 to 3,000 pounds Seed Cotton, (i. e. with the Seed) 
or 400 to hOO poiuirls clean or itniried Codon, bwt (Ins is a large yield ; generally, on 
average soils, trom 13 to i.000 pounds Seed Cotton are produced to the acre. A 
bale of Cotton weighs from ohl) to 400 pounds. *

Paper on the Culture of Tobacco in Virginia. 

I ypBterilay received vour letter of the 34th instant, to which I tal.e pleasure in 
immt (iKitely replying. Fitty pounds weight, or two bushels, of Tobacco Seed would 
be Buflicieut t<) plant the wliole state oi Virginia, some say a suriacn equal in extent 
to (lie United States ; and that quantify cannot by any possibihtv be piocnred at tins 
season, indeed it will be out of my s;ower to obtain aiiv quaniiiy of value to you ; 
but I have .spoken to several of ni 3 |.friends in tliis place wlio grow Ciops of'l’o- 
bacco ; aitd Lave requested them to instruct their Overseers to leave as many plants 
as possible to run into Seed, winch they have piomised to do, and 1 shall wute to 
all mv acquaintance in the country to do the same, .md picvail upon their iieighhours 
tususe as much a.s ihey cau. Tin* Seed is never guiiietcd, indeed is not ready till 
the fall of the year. and no Planter keeps on hand more thim what is leqiiisue for 
his own use. Respecting the culture of J’obacco, 1 shall conitnuiucate the process 
adopted thvotighout \'iigu)ia, pveniisin.;, (hat success ilepejnl'-upon soil, sitiialiuii, 
ciiinale and seasons. New mound, viigin soil, prodiiees the best description. Plant- 
beds for the reception of Seed me prepared in llie full, in ratlier a moist situation, 
of pure vegetalfle luoald minulcly pulverised, entiii'lv liee fiorn weeds; iinvins’ the 
siirt.icp cornph'tely scorched by burnieg Rruf-b-vvood or shavings oi wood upon it. 
The Sued is simn inuo.^i alter the manner of (lahbage Seed, i.bout as tlncklv and us 
deeply and raked in this is doiM<> during the month of Febrn.iry. Kaily iii May, 
according to the sfasou, or during that month, the Plants are removed to the field 
and are placed out on lulls raised above th.^ surrounding sntf.ice fioin 8 to 13 
ut di.^tances varying according to the strength of the soil, fiom .5 by I, to 4 by >. I bus 
the rows are 4 feet a part, as with Indian Corn, and tiic lulls in the low J feet 
di-stufiL from each other. 

The Plants are allowed to stand unmolested till they begin to throw out suckers, 
wbicli must be carefully removed by hand as ol'teri^us they appear. Uy booing and 
plongliing all weefls must be kept under, as with f*ioin and flabhunus in a garden. 
VVlien the Plant lues thiown out eight or twelve well sized icuvea, according to the 
strength or nchnesi, of the 6oil, it must be topped; by which is meant, it the ground 
he rich, twelve leaves may be left—if poor, only six or eight; the best wtiy is to 
leave only s-ix to ten. The Plunts being kept free fioni worms or caterpillars, wbicli 
prey upon them, are left to stand till they are peifci ily npe , this i.s dotciinuied hy 
the thickness of the leaf, and the crackling sound pioduced by breaking it, TJiey are 
then cut with a knife, and placed upon poles horizontally exposed to tlie sun for 
several days, till they die, and become of a yellow m browm.slj hue, care nieaiitime 
being taken thattliev be not exposed to i.iiiis, or very heavy dew.s. Kiom tbe field, 
hanging on the sailie poles, they are removed into log Jiou.scs, and hung upon tho 
tools. Under them, during wet weather, slight fiic,s are kept up, ilio smoke ,ia- 
cmiding from wlucfi dries tlia stem and preveiila mould ; after iuingnig thus for tiiiee 
or four weeks, the Plants are, wlieiiin a very dry state, taken Irom (he poles ami are 
carefully packed on the dry floor and covered with stiaw, to guard them from 
fr.;»t. If the winter be very wet, they are several times hung up, and dried par¬ 
tially with the smoko of wood fires, and replaced in bulk. Finally, lu the month 
ot May tlie plants are all hong up, and allowed to remain till a tolerably warm 
and moist day, when they ate taken down, ami the leaves, being stiipt from the 
Btrdk, are tied up in bundles of (5 to 7 loaves each, with a leaf buidmg them to¬ 
gether, and are thus packed carelully into llhds. 13 to J;H)() pounds arc put into 
each Hud. the butt-ends oi the 'I'ubacco touching the Cask, and the point directed 
upwards 10 the centre. , *

Smoking is injurious; and if the saason be sufficiently dry and warm, it is better 
to cure the Tobacco entirely by the aid of the sun.

Statement of the bent method of enltivating New Orleans Cotton, 

The cultivation is simple, and easily nnricrstood, so that a few seneral directions 
will fiiifJice to tlesciibe onr niarijur of pinpaiing a Cotton field, anti the caie aud 
nfiention fet^uisife to iteep it free/ioni wfodi andr^eiass. 

1st. As to the most suitahje soil tor groHiiis hue Cotton, 1 should prefer that 
which i.s rich, light antfdiy ; but it is geiieiiiJly thought that new land does not pro- 
diici“ as line a quality of Cotton as diat whicli has home one or two crops of gratn 
previously, llie bituation siiouj^ be yuch that tliere is no danger of an overflow of 
w ater, which wouldseilously i jure tlu- plant. In piepaiing the gtoiind we use only 
the plough and lay olf the rows from lour to six feet, mid where the soil is as itch 
as the alluvion of the iow' giouiul on the I\IiRsissippi, even eiuhl fept is not too much. 
%Ve open the udgcs hy running a niinnw dull hy plough or othoiwise, and sow tha 
Seed in it, as we would grain, coveiiut; it liglitiy with a liairow, 

1 lie plant on Its fit at ai»peaiance and for some weeks is extremely delicate, and 
easily injured hy caielt'so working. 'Iheiow's at tiisi thickly Covered with plants 
must in about ten days be thinned out, so as»io lea*.e the stalks single at the dis¬ 
tance of eleven inches ot a foot lioin each otluir, or, as some ol the plants may be lost 
or desiriiyed, we generally leave two or three t^gethui ; but iu about two weeks more 
at I'urthebt, they must bereductd to one, as experience lias proved that the plants 
Will not floonsli if at allcrowdi d. While ilimuing the lows, gioat care must in- takea 
to clear them ot all giaas and weeds in the eaily age of the Cotton—this is done with 
the Iioe ; in a siiorl time alter, to faednato the work, we use jilougha between the 
lovis, wheie every thing must he ktptdown, and iiotahiade oi giass should be sutier¬ 
ed to grow indeed to obtain a good crop ol Colton, i-tnet attention is required to rule, 
not to buil'er any thing to giow among the plants until it is iully matured. 

The. time of pliititina oriatiiur soiMiig oui Cotton vanes according to the season ;ge« 
ncmlly we begin tioni the liibi of Apul to the fitteenth ; as a lule, 1 would say as soon 
as tiicie IS uo dange’ (>1 liosc. » 

Ihese general obscruitioiis, 1 trust, will lie, siiiricient : indeed it is impossible tn 
mlf m obriiuuug a Cotton tioj), piovjdeU the grounii be kept perfectly cb-an, and thsi 
jilants be not crowdefl. The qmdity ol the Cotton liependfi nioie pf'rliaps upon cura 
and atlentiou in gatheiuig and diyiiig it, than upon the culture ot the plant. 

From the liist oi iSeiitonii.er, or soonei, tlie bolls b*‘giu to mature and open hticcrs- 
sively until winter liu-' stoiiport the, vei'efation of the plant. As soon as the boll has 
completely opened, the Cotton wlncli then hangs partly out of its shell, and lias be- 
c me almost dry, must Ik* g;ttliei(‘(l by h sud, care must be taken by the gatherer (or 
picker as wc call the luborei) to take hold with his faiigers of all the ditleieut looks of 
the t'ottoli, so that the whole may come out at once, and without hieaking off any of 
the dry leaves about the boll ; it a.iy dry leaves full upon the Cottoi; beiore the gather¬ 
er has secured hisliandiul iii the*bag which hangs at his side, thev nmsf caiefuUy ho 
taken oil. It is necessaiv to iifae a close bag, to gather thej.iotloii, as the plant, though 
still flourishing, lias on it, nuuiy dead and dry leaves which are easily shaken down, 
and it is this adniixlure ol leavi. s winch is objected to so much by the spinner, and will 
always iowei the quality and price of Cotton. After gathering the Cotton it shouUl 
as boon as pessihle be exposed to the sun on scufiohls, and lliorouglJy dried : and if 
not inunediaiely ginned and packed, it must ho stored in secure hams. 

J deem it uboiess tn enter into a descnpiion of our gins and piosses, as tliev aie 
miiiiuhiciuied and well undtisiood in Englaiui; 1 shall only ohsoive tlmt a cylinder 
of Mxiy bags ought not to make more than OOtl or KOO pounds ot cieai Cotton in IS! 
hours—if made to iiiii faster, the (kuton would not be so clean, and the foiuies might 
on ('ll be bioken oi cut hy the ion rapid motion of the bugs. 

Ivesolved, that the letter of Covi lument, and the extracts which accompanied it, be 
referred to the Agricultural Conii.iilti'e, whuh is requested to take the whole into 
consideration, and to report to the t’ociety, at the ne-.vt illeeting, its sentiments on 
the whole clauses of the letter, when a reqdy will bo framed and foiwariled to Go¬ 
vernment. • 

Resolved, that the Secretaiy be requested to write to (hiptain Forbes, sending 
him extracts iiom the dhov%papers, which relate to the Saw Gins, and requesting to 
- be informed, whether it haCreuched him, and is ready for inspection. 

Kesolved, that Mr. Kyd h^ihoson a Member of the Committee of Papers. 

J’he President laid hefoie t%' isociely, papers on the cultivation of the Mulberry 
Tree and the rearing of Silk orms, according to the Chinese and French methods, 
by Miss Davy, in which the writer gives a decided preieieuce to the Chiuese me- 
thud. 
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Head a htter from Mr. Pakenham, enclosing a paper br Mr, Mallef, of Bah$or«, 
on the Cotton pJantatiou at that place, from which a specimen bad been sent to the 
Society in the beg'inning' of Mnv last, and on which several merobera of the Com¬ 
mittee, also Mr. Finlay, of Gloster Works, had given their opinion. 

Hesolred, that the Secretary he requested to write to Government, solicitina: to 
be (hroisfaed wi'h ail the information which they possess legarding the Tenasserim 
Cotton, of the Seed of which a number of bags were lately sent to the Society for 
distribution. , 

Read a letter from Mr. Sheppard, of Liverpool, dated l4th December last, which 
accompanied dOO grafted Fruit 'I’rees, of sorts, shipped on the ling Indian. 

The Secretary informed the Meeting, that on the arrival of these trees he had 
forwarded the wliole of the correspondence and lists to the Secretary of the 
Garden Conmiittees, aef well as the boxes of pliiuts to the Alhpore Garden. 

Mr. Minchiii stated, that he had been requested by Sir Robert Colquhoun, Secre¬ 
tary of the, Gulden Committee, to submit to the Meeting the following projiositioa 
of that Committee, regarding tbefojure disposal of Fhnope imported Fruit Trees. 

Resolved, that the proposal be adopted by the Society. 

l\lr. Minehiij turther stated, thatthi| importation of Fruit Trees had almost entirely 
foiled, not 15 remaining alive ; and on (he part of the Garden Committee be propos¬ 
ed that in futuie tl.e importation of these should be altered and modified. 

liesolved, that the proposal of theGarden Committee be adopted, and the Secre¬ 
tary be requested to wiite in terms of it, to England, and elsewhere, for our future 
supplies. 

Mr. Minchin further stated the wishes of the Committee to be allowed to expend 
the sura of Ils, 350 in raising a wail for the culture of giape viues, and Rs. 100 
in repaiiing the conservatory, bullock sheds, and iiialJies' houses destroyed by the 
late gales. , 

Resolved, that these two sums be granted to the Garden Committee. 

Read the following letter from Captain Sage, of Ditiapore — 

To C. K. Robison, lisQ. 

iieaelary to the Agricultural and Hm-ticulliiral Society, Calcutta. 

Sir,—A s a Member ot the Society to which you are Secretary, I have, to propose 
that as the buuaticm of this place is admirably adapted lor the establishment of a 
Inancli or proviucial Society ot Agriculture and Horticulture, it is the intention of 
the tew Merabi rs ot the Society at this place to appropiiate a plot of ground for the 
pm poses Ota Nursery Vegetable and Fruit Carder*, should our proposition meet with 
the santtKin and I'e supported by the fo.stering care efthe Raient Society, 

2nd. The abandoimient of the I’oostdi Garden we understand to have been occasi¬ 
oned by the heavy expenc^ it entailed on the Society. This will not be a matter of 
objection to tlie one now proposed, as we caleulute upon iioj pecuniary assistance 
whatever f-cmi the Society ; on the contrary, it is not unlikely we may be able to add 
to its treasury. 

3d. From the Parent Society we should look for Reeds, Fruit, Trees, Plants, &c. 
not as abyolute gilts, but rather as depositon liable to be appropriated as the Society 
shall see fit,wdipii the diftVrenet Fruits of Europe and China shall have been graft¬ 
ed on country stocks and inured to'|the climate. 

4th. We also consider that grafts and seeds furnished from our intended Nursery 
will be better suited to the climate, both above and below us, than when subject to 
a more sodden change of teinpeiature ; and this observation applies equally to Ne- 
paul, from which country it is our intention to procure whatever is rare and valuable, 
ami endeavour to assiiuilate them to the climate of this place previously to transmit¬ 
ting them to your Gardens, or to the Upper l*rovjnces. 

.5th. Constant water carnage both up and down, as also through several branch 
Btreams, seems to point out this place us belter calculated for a depot, than any 
other ; the constant passing of strangers, both up and down the river, a populous 
neighbourhood m Tirhoot, Sarun and Shaliabud, will brj ig the Nursery into notice, 
Biul we hope afford a sufficiency ol Meinbersto ensure 1*:ie permanency of our intend¬ 
ed nudenakhig, w Inch cannot lati to be productive ^ great and extensive advan¬ 
tages to the country arouml us. 

^ 0ih. It w ill remain for the Society, after due considerftion, to authorize us to admit 
Substnbers, who shall be considered as Members of the Parent Society as well us of 
the Dinaporo Provincial Society, aqd from whose coaUibuuons we oouBidex we shall 
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tKtqin'rp a snfficiVnf revenue, not only to cover the expeaees of oar own Nursery, but, 
«a belore lemarked, to assist tiie Parent tiacicty.

Head a letter from Mr. H. JI. Wilson, forvfanling to the Society a Peach, tha 
{[rowth of his garden at Hastiu^'s Jilace, under the care of Mr, Davies, wfuch weigh¬ 
ed 10 sicca weight. 

Resolved, that the Secretary be requested to get the Advertisement regarding 
the Premiums far the supcessful cultivation of Cotton, Tobaoco, Silk and Sugar, 
which had been translated into Pengalee and Persian, trausnutted to the Upper 
Provinces. 

Baboo lladacanth Deh presented the following paper, which ho thought might be 
highly useful to the cultivators of Cotton in ^is country ; and although he was not 
able to state who the author ot the “ Hu^gatiim” is, he was of opinion that the So¬ 
ciety would confer a benefit by giving Iheiu eVeiy publicity :— 

iutggebtions fiir the Culture and PreiMraiion of Coltm. 

Cotton grows in any soil that is not over moist. The common opinion, however, 
that it flourislies most in barren or inipoverished land, is erroneous. It will, doubt¬ 
less, grow in aiid soda, not exhausted by previous cultivation ; yet there cuiinnt be 
a doubt that it will prove more productive in good or middling laud, consisinig of 
loose dry mould, free from clay or marl, If the lucliiiatiou of the land bo suincnTit 
to carry olF the water, the labour of trenching and draining, which is necesanry in 
level lauds, will be saved. As no plant requires so little rain as Cotton, the close 
vicinity of high mountains is iiijurions to it, while a is boneficia) to the ('uifee. Ou 
the other hand, the saline air of the sea-shore, which generally destroys Cutlee, is 
favourable to Colton. * 

The laud ior Cotton must he cleared in tlie dry season ; and the operations should 
commence in sufftcieui time to allow tile wood and brush, which have been cut down, 
to dry so as to be burned before ilie rams setin. The more completely the ground is 
clesred, the more produciive is the Coiiuti likely to be. 

In situations where the rains are not violent, the Cotton Seed is generally put into 
the ground atan early period of the rainy season. But in places differently circiiin- 
etanced, this operation is deferred till the rams are withm a month nr two of their 
termination ; with a view both to guard against an over-luxuriaut vegetation, where¬ 
by the plants might exhaust their strength in branches and leaves, and to avoid,uhs 
injurious consequences of ram at the time the blossoms are appearing and th« 
pods forming. ^ 

Tn Georgia and Carolina, considerable labour is bestgwed in ploiigUm? and har¬ 
rowing the ground, and forming ridges, raised pretty high, with trenches betwenu. 
This, no doubt, assists vegetation, and at the same time selves tocairy oft' the wa¬ 
ter fiom the flat lands. The same thing is done, though less carefully, with hoes, la 
Deiuerara and Berbice; but is seldom dune iti the West India Isluiuls. There, how¬ 
ever, the fields are regularly laid out, and the holes opened in stiaight lines- The 
distance between the holes varies from five feet in pour soils to eight feet in rich 
soils.' The holes are made by loosening the earth for about eight or nine inches 
or a foot square, and five or six inebes deep. From fifteen to sixteen seeds, spread 
longitudinally, may be put into each hole and covered over lightly wiih earth, not 
above one or two lutdies deep at most. I’lie more moist the ground is, the lunro 
lightly sliould the seed be covered, otherwise it will be apt to rot. J'he plants will 
geuerully show themselves in from five tn nine days, but some tunes not before 
fourteen. \Yheii they have four distinct leaves, half the number in each hole day be 
drawn, and these must afterwards be giadually reduced, until only one, and that the 
most vigorous and healthy plant, is left in cadi hole. For the first six yveeks the 
plants are of slow growthsand very tendei ; and lin y must bo carefully kept clear of 
weeds until they become V sufficient size to suppress all extraneous growth. It 
would be of great service albo, that the earth should bo otcasioiially drawn up aboat 
the roots, until the hlosaomaappeav, w'hen tins operation is no longer necessary. 
At the end of six weeks, if ?|>t before, the plants, it luxuriant, ought to be topped 
or pruned, by breaking or QUttkig off an inch or more from the end of each shoot, 
which make the stems spread and ^row' out a greater number ot branches. And, tills 
opeitt,i.ion,if the plants are very luxuriant, will require to be performed a aecottd or 
«veu d third time, with a fuiife, oa the stem and brimeUea. 
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; Tbe blossom g^ntmth appear «i shout eighty days after the seed bus been plant- 
ed, and soiuetiqies later; and the first pods arrive at maturity in about three months 
from that The bfossom of the green seed, wJien it first appears, which is 

generally in the morning, is white, and remains of that colour for the first twelve 
houra ; .tout it ssbi^igea the following night to a beautiful crimson, and drops off «itbin 
thifty'BtX hobinji of its first appearance. That of the Black Seed, or Sea Island, un¬ 
dergoes the aame’chnnge with the green, but when it first copies out it is of a deep 
yellow colour. 

The Cotton should be fully blown before it is* picked. This may be ascertained 
by its separating easily from the pod of husk. When it adheres to the pod, and must 
be forced from if, the Cotton will be of an inferior quality. Great care should bo 
taken to gather it ns free from trash or dirt of any kind as possible, which wilt save 
much trouble afterwards in the cleaning. Cotton ought not to be picked after ram, 
or while wet, as in that case it will be stained, and of little value, in gnthenug 
the crop, particular care should be taken to keep the stained and diny Cotton 
separate from the more perfect, which may be done by each labouier having two 
bags, one for the stained and inferior, the other for good Cotton. The value of the 
latter would thus be greatly increased?'; and even the inferior would always find a 
market in England. < 

The next operation is that of separiting the Cotton Wool from the seed. Of all 
the modes of effecting this, liand.pickmg is doubtless the best, beconse the most 
favourable state in which Cotton can be, for all niunufaotttring purposes, is, with 
tbe exception of being freed from the seed, that in whiclut is gathered from the plant. 
Whatever serves to entangle or mat tbe fibres, is utjuiious ; because, when mat¬ 
ted, they require in carding a greater force to separate them ; twid the. efl’cet of this 
is to break the staple, and otherwise to produce waste, and inconvenience to tbe mu- 
iMifartuier : besides which, a fine, clear, even thread, can hardly ever be produced 
from matted Cotton. 

Tbe process of separating the seed from the Cotton Wool oy the hand, is in 
general attended with so much expense as to be impracticable t though in India, 

{ lerhaps, for the cheapness of labour, the difficulty may be less. Machines 
lave therefore been substituted for this purpose, called Gins, of which the com¬ 
mon Foot G)n is probably the best. There is another kind, calculated to woik 
by cattle, wind, or water, which may be introduced with advantage, but is 
more expensive and complicated. 

'I’he Black Seed, being loosely attached to the wool, is easily separated by the 
Cm, without injury to the staple. The Green Seed, on the contrary, ndhere.s so 
closely to the wool, that it can only be separatedby a Saw Gin, which cuts the staple, 
aud depreciates the Cotton nearly one hall ; but if hand-picked, it would he more 
valuable. The Green Seed is more productive than ilie Black ; but the wool of the 
latter is of cnnsidivably higher value. It is hardly mecessary to observe, that that 
mode of ginning is to be preferred fi'hich tends least to break the seeds and entangle 
the fibres of the Cotton. * 

After the Cotton has been ginned, it should be carefully examined, and freed from 
all motes, broken seeds, stained wool, Ac., ns its value ifi Europe depends much on 
the condition in which it is packed. 

The plants should be cut down every year within three or four inches of the 
ground. The time for doing this, whieh must be in the rainy season, ought to be 
regulated by the same circumstances which regulate the planting of the seed at first; 
and the subsequent management in this cime will also be the same as has been nlrea- 
*dy pointed out in the case of plants from liie seed. It would be a great, advantage, 
if C^dry third, fourth, or fifth year at furthest, tlie plants were grubbed out, and 
their places supplied by means of fresli seed brought from a distance, 'i'his would 
prevent the Cotton from degenerating, winch it never fulls to do when it has been 
propagated in tbe same ground for many years without a change of seed, and would 
of course preserve its quality and rnainlaiu its reputation in the European markets. 

Great care should be taken to prevent a mixture of tbe difl'erent kinds of seed iq 
planting., Each kind should he kept perfectly distinct. 

lEe process called switching, oi beating the dirt out of^^he Cotton, by means of 
sticks, ought, if possible, never to be resorted to. T;^,. necessity of having re¬ 
course to this expedient, which can only arise from prevpus negligence, ought to be 
obviated by the means already pointed out: it deteri|aates the quality, and conse¬ 
quently lowers the price of the Cotton. iffc 

In the gathering and hand-picking, and even ginning of Cotton, great use may be 
made both of young children and infirm people, who are incapable of exertion of any 
other kind. *

The Secretary informed the JMeetin^, that one of the Saw Gins was now in the 
new Mint, and in pjogress of beinp completed by Captain Forbes, and sent to the 
Society’s apartment in the Town Hall, for public inspection, and to afford an oppor* 
•tunity to Cotton growers of taking medals dr copies from it. 

XIe also stated that he had examined, at the Export VVare House, all the cask# 
of I'otton Seed and boxes of Tobacco Seed sent out by the Court of directors, 
W’hich appearevl in a dry state, nud that be bad removed all the Tobacco Seed and 4 
casks of tlie Cotton to the Society’s apartment withiu Town Hall, for their inspec¬ 
tion and dispOsbl. 

Resolved, that the disposal of the Seeds be placed under tb^ orders of the A- 
gricuitural Committee, which will meet on Wed- nesday the 14th Julv, at half past 
4 o’clock to consider the applications w'hich sball then have been made to the 
Sccreiary in terms of Ibe Society's advertisement. 

Sir Robert Colquhoun, on the part of Mr. Henry Mackenzie, presented a speci* 
men of Cotton raised by that gentleman at Kus&apuglab. 

The Garden Committee, appointed in May 1829, and re-ftlectd«n January last, 
submitted their Reports on the progres, made in the Garden, since it had come 
under their management. 

The tbunka of tf.e Meeting were voted to the Gatilen Committee, for their very 
interesting communications, and the same were ordered to be inserted in the pro¬ 
ceedings of the Society. * 

1st lieport of Horticultural or Garden Committee, 

In framing a Report of the proceedings of the Horticultural Committee, to be 
laid before tins Meeting, your Committee have thougln it proper to revert to tli© 
original inieutions of the Society in establishing the Garden at Allypore, with a view 
to ascertain, how lur those objects have been attended with that success, which the 
Society had anticipated. 

At a Genoriil Meeting of the Society, held on the 7tb of May 1827, itw'asresolved 
that an Horticultural Garden should be eBtahlished, and Mr. Palmer’s ground, con- 
sietingof 30 bigahs, was accoidingly rented at the sum of Sa. Hs. 100 per mouth, 
with the understandiog, that the ground adjoining it, of about the saoic extent 
should be added to it, as soon ns it could be procured. 

The objects proposed by the Society, were as follows; 

"Thecultivation of the most approved and useful varieties of “Fruits, to be 
*‘ planted artd exhibited according to the different modes of cultivation belonging 
“to each class, comprehending indigenous, us well as iho^ of Great Britain, and 

Foreign countries; that new X’ruits should be introduc^i and these, as well us the 
•'descriptions already known, were to be subjected ci various modes of treat- 
i" ment, in order to ascertain whether such Fruits copd he acclimated; and the 
“mode of culture, by which they can be made inq)st*effectUBlly useful and pro- 
“ductive. » 

“That esculent Vegetables should receive no less attention than Fruits, that 

“new juntlB were io be sought fo]r> and brought into compturisoa with those already 
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*' in use; and the whole subjected to such a course of investigation, and experiment, 
“ us would be the means of ascertaining the best varieties of each species, as well 
*• as the most advantageous inodes of culture.’' 

“That experiments of ev^ry nature appertaining to Horticulture, whether to 
“ verity foraierresults or to try new practices proposed, should be undertaken and 
“ earned on with attention." 

Your Committee deejily regret, that fioin the absence of all records, it will be 
impossible for them to furnish a piogressive Ueport of the proefeedings of former 
Committees, and of their experiments and results, from th« firat itnstitution of the 
Carden, and It will only therefofe leinain tor your piesent (^immitteo, to lay be¬ 
fore the Society, the measures they have adopted tor tlif* purpose of reabaing the t b- 
jectsofthe institution since the Horticultural blanch of the Society has been in¬ 
trusted to their management. 

Jielore enumerating the difierent operations and experiments, which had been 
pursued, during the brief period that the present tiommiitee have had (hcsiipeiiu- 
teudiince of the Crurden, it may bo proper to notice the state in which (he Coiniuit- 
tee lound the (Jarden, on aseumuig charge in t^>e nionih ol May, of the ioct year. 

The ground was crowded with Plantain Trps, Timber'I'ree#., and di'cuyed Fruit 
Trees, ofa worthless description, all tending (5 exliuust and mipovensh the soil, and 
in the opinion of the Committee, to render lirunavnUable lor Horticultural experi¬ 
ments. It was accordingly resolved, that before entering on any opfiaiiona, a com¬ 
plete clearance should bp made, which, with the sanction of the Socutv, was earn¬ 
ed into effect. Vour Coaimittej? having prepared the Carden m tlie muuiier deemed 
most favourable for the pm pose, determined on trying experiments m maiiuniig 
the ground, and the following composts were prepared and collected :

A Tori'-ty of Grafts have also been taken from trees already in the Garden, imd the 
aiit-mioi' ot the Comiuifiee has been called to the mode of propagating different 
Bpe( u's by layers, and also by the China mode of gralting, and successful expen- 
nu lit shave been made therein. 

\ our Comniittce liave also ordered that every new tree received into the Garden 
shi-i.-il hiivi-a Miiali spelter Plate, containing a number, fastened to it when planted 
cm!, whidli tiiiinhesiiare entered in a book, kept for t^it purpose, in which also tlia 
desc-'i;>noii of live, tlie donors name^and tlie maunernn which such trees are dispos¬ 
ed o(. will fill tlie liifmebecegulurly entered. 

The have endeavoured to carry into effect the resolution of the Society, 

that siieli Gi.ifts atul Plants as can be spared should be liberally disinbuted to alt ap¬ 
plicants, am! a considerable distubution has accordingly been made. 

The former expenineni as to the culture of thn Giape Vines having failed. 

The Vines have been removed to another part ot tJie Garden better adapted to 
their cultivation, and liave been replanted in a rich compost, prepared for their re¬ 
ception and strong Trelles work has been erected for their support, to which they are 
now iraiiied. 'riie result of the present experiments shall at a future period be pre¬ 
sented to the Society. 

Your Committee have also to biing to the notice of the Society, that they have 
erected a cistern of Fuckn ftl8.s()nry, for the reception of the beautiful Madras 
Brahmin Lotus, and other aquatic plants ; that they have purchased a pair of strong 
etficifiut Bullocks for the use of tiie Garden, together with such Garden Tools as 
were requisite, 'f’hat an English pump has also been erected on the large Tank 
witih movenble wooden Troughs for the purpose of irrigating the Garden. And that 
such books on Horticultuie have also been procured as weffe considered necessary. 

Your (lommiitee have also erected a new Gateway, am Forter's lodge, and havtf 
caused the Garden walks to be dug up, and new laid ^itb Kuukur. 'I’he borders 
have been dressed, and planted with flowering shrubs.^ 

At the proper season of the last year, Kiighah amplcolimated Garden Vegatnbla 
fceeiJs were distributed to the Members of the Society, ns also to ninety native Gar¬ 
deners in the neighbourhood of Calcutta, to whom plants were likewise bestowed. 

Yoox Committee have also sfent English seeds to various parts of the Upper Fro- 

f the purpose of being accUmatedi but they regret to state, that consider* 
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»ble disappointment has been experienced by one entire inrestment of seeds sent out 
to tiiem by,Mr. Oanningbam having totally failed. 

In conse(|uence of this, your Committee have, under the sanction of tlie Society, 
taken the iiecesaary measures to secure supplies tor the next season from China, 
the Cape ofCnort Hope, the isle of h'rance, blew South Wales, aud the ^eilgherries. 
Experiments are now under operation in Piuning pld IVlango Trees, .I'aisiug Aspaia* 
gus, and Celeiy, Bgrees^le to the English modes, aud Potatoes troitt Slips, or cul- 
luins. Ihe attention of your Comiuitiee has also been particullarly called to the 
culiivatioii of Virginian aud Peut,iun Tobacco and to the Cotton from South 
Ainenca, Egypt and Bourbon,, trom seeds presented to the Socifity hy Mr. 
Sinithsun lu tiie name of his fiieml iMr. liawson ut the hrm of Messrs, ^wson and 
Co. of Eondon. ' 

Your Committee have thought it right to hrihg to the notice of ih® Society 
the great huccess winch has aiienued the culuvauon ot the West Indian Arrow 
Hoot. I'loin HOoui iiie I6lh p»n oi u Begah, upwards ot 3;> Quarts of Arrow 
llooi were jnepait-d, and distubuied to the families ot Members during the last 
season, aud have proved of the lu&t quality. — A Beguh ot ground has been planted 
out by your Cnintmuee with off ^eus li.nu the'ubovo plants, which it isconhUeiUly 
expected will yniu lui equally produciivo ciojt of this valuable root for the ensimig 
Season. y 

Vour Cojnmittee do not think it necessary to dwell on the great advantage which the 
public heie must dtuive from the luiroducuuu ut an aiucle ot such constant demand, 
mid fur the supply of which the public has hitherto beea obliged to the Eoreign mark-, 
eis aiuue. ■* 

A new piece of ground has been rented measuring 6 Begalisvery conveniently situat¬ 
ed wiili lelel'euce to the Canien, It lias been ptoperly euclosetl and iiciily manured 
aud apprupnated to the culiivaiiun of such pioduciiuiis as although coming under tho 
cognisance ot the Gfirden Coiumiltee, do nut btncily belong to tjardeu cultuie. hor 
the present, it has been plumed with Airow Hoot, Coffee, i’laniauis, ,aud Anieiicau 
Flax aud will m future, be avuilablu tor expciuneuis in liie cuKivuiioii *aud piuduc- 
tioii of Sugar-cane, Cotton, and i obueco, aLCOiuiiig to ilie direcuons of the Soeiofy. 

In conclusion "yohr Couuoiitee would beg to recall iJie attemion of tlie Society that 
all the plans aud expeiunents entered into by your Conmiuiee, aie anil in a state of 
infancy and that your Committee can only bope their tutuie Kepoi Is, may lu some de¬ 
gree at least, prove that the expcctutiims of the Society have not been disappoint¬ 
ed, nor the care and attention oi your tJommiitee, .iltogeiher thrown away.

Since preparing the foregoing .Report, your Committee have been furnished with 
a list ot ihe Fiiaes and Medals vihichli.ive been ili&tribuled by lliis Society to the 
cliflerent candidates, fiom the first mstitunon of the Society (o tlm piesent period, 
which your Committee have great pleasure in now him gin g to the notice of the 
Society. 

In so doing your Committee cannot but advert, with feelings of the highest satis- 
faclion, to the display of vegetaoles produced at the last animal exhibiUou, and ms- 
tribuiidu ot I'riaes at the Town Hall on the llUh of January of tins present year, a 
display which would have done honor to any chniaie, or lo any eitui the most im¬ 
proved svstem of lloi ticuhure. And when it is coiisiileieil, iJiai the greater part 
of the vegetables then produced, weie till wilhm these la.st few venis, of a species 
vchoily unknown to the native gardeners, and iJiat (lieu eulnvation lias been ehiefiy 
fostered by the support and countenance of this Socieiy, yowi thoiiiTiiUee must COn- * 
gratulate the Society, on the great and practical beiu'l.t.s which have niisen irom the 
exertions of this institution. 

Your Committee would now also briefly notice, that of the experimentaj composts 
referred to in their 1st reiVirt, tout detailed under No. has hem c nsidered as by 
far the most successful, th\vegelables pi oduced thereiroiu, having beui of a very 
..superior quality. 

Your Coiumutee have gri% ple.isure in slating that tlieir experiment in tire pro¬ 
duction ot Olery, has been f yy sutislactory, and that flic plants pn duced under 
their superiiiteudence, liave in«u corisidned both in size, and llavonr, ns very 
superior to those hitherto produced in Imlia. I'he mode adopted was that pur. 
sued by Mr. Judd, aud described iu Loudon's Encyclopedia oi Cardeniug, pegs 
T22, as follows 
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Jucfdaays, I prepare the ground for transplantinj?. by (rencfafng it two spniJeS” 
deep, mixing fPtth it in the operation a good dressing of well reduced ^hag from 
the oJd forcing beds, 1 give it a second trenching, that the dung may be better 
i oorp.iraied"with the niould, and then leave it in as rough a stale as possible till 
plaiita (ir,e-,yeady to put out. In the ground thus prepared, 1 form trenches twenty 
inchaa aride and six inches deep, at six feet distance from each other nieasitring from 
the centre of each trcncli, before planting, I reduce the depHi of each trencb to three 
inches by tilling in sutiicient dung to fill them so much up ; at the time of planting, 
if the weather be dry, the trenches are well Wilts red in the morning, and the Plants 
are pttt on, six inches apart, in the row, in the evening, care being taken, by the 
mode above roeuuoned to keep the fibres quite wet whilst out, of ground ;*iis they are 
drawn from the nursery bed. the pl-mtsare dressed for planting, and tlien laid regular¬ 
ly in the garden-pan. 'I’he trenches in which my rows of celery are planted being so 
very shallow the roots of the plants grow nearly on a level wuh the surface of the 
ground.* this I cou-sider particularly advantageous, for as considerable cavities are ne¬ 
cessarily framed on each side when the moulding takes place, nil injury from stagnant 
water or e^vccBs of moisture is preyenjted. The trenches when planted are wateied, 
as may be required. He adds that he proposes the ground for cetjery during the winter 
and avoids putting much of a crop befween the treiiclies, especially owe that giow's 
tall as ho finds, that celery does best dliien it grows at> open as possible.” 

The Flax from North America, which was sown in November produced n very 
abundant crop, but as your Committee were not in possession of any precise in¬ 
formation, as to the process of preparing it, the see*'alone was preserved for futura 
experiments. Mr. Holds'vorth, who is acquainted with the most approved works 
of preparing the fiax, has kindly ofi'ered the Committee the beiuifit of his experience 
in any future experiments. 

A very luxuriant crop has been produced from tlie Virgitliatti and Persian To¬ 
bacco seed, as mentioned by your Committee in their Report, and the Leaf is now 
under prejinration according to the mode adopted m America* Yhe result will be 
submitted to the Society, with specimens of the 'I'obacco. 

Your Committee would also mention that they have been enabled to distribute 
177 Grafts from the choicest fruit Trees, and 147 flowering shtpbe of a rare species, 
since the commencement of the present year, and thev trust diat they shall be en¬ 
abled in the course of a short time greatly to encrease that number.

Head the following lefiori by Garden Committee on the future importation of fruit 
trees, for the use of the ftoeieiv. 

“ At a Meeting of the (i.irden Committee held within the Town Hall on Saturday 
the Sd day of July, lllot), it was Resolved, to propose to the Society at its next 
General Meeting, that in place of ciunmissioning, as lieretofore, the whole of our 
giafted fruit trees from Jjiverpool to the exteut-of lia. that sum be placed at 

the dispo-sal of the Committee, for the purpose of oblaimua giafted fruit trees from 
tiie places following, VIZ. I.nglund, France, Cape of Good Hope, Brazils, Portugal 
and Vail Diemaa’s Band.” 

Resolved, that the report be approved of, and thalRs, 1000 be now placed at the 
disposal of the Garden Committee for the purposes mentioned in the report. 

The Secretary to the Garden Committee, stated that the sum of Rs. 500, placed 
at its disposal last year for theyinrpose of procuring Gaiden Seed^ from the Cape, 
Van Dieman’s Land, China, th4 Neelgberries, and the Upper Provinces, for dis¬ 
tribution among the Members of the Society, and Native Mallies, during the 
present season, has been carefully applied, and he hoped soon to report a favour¬ 
able ri'sult ;— he now was requested to state tbe wish of the Committee to be per¬ 
mitted to remit Rs. 500, to bin gland and France for the purpose of procuring^ 
Seeds from those countries for distribution as hitherto, during the season of 1831. 

It was doubted whether the Funds of the Society would permit such a fuither 
demand a])OU them, and at the same time pay the expense of printing a second 
vol. of its transactions now in hand, but in consequence of Baboo Ram Comul Sen, 
Collector, stating that a very considerable arrear of subscriptions was due to 
the Society ; it was resolved, to sanction this further grant tor the purchase of 
Seeds, and the Collector was requested to exert himself in collecting the arrears. 

The Garden Committee placed on the Talde a box of Cheroots (consisting of 
about .'{OOO) manufurUired from 'I'obacco raised iii the Society’s Garden from tho 
Seed of the J’ersiau Tobacco furnished last year by Mr. Piddingiori; each ^lembers 
present, was requested to t^e a poi tion, and report his ojduion on the quality of the 
Tobacco, at the next raeeiiiV of the Society. 

> The Garden Committee furlher .stated, that they had lately sent home a case of the 
sami Tobacco in leaf, for tlie^spectiou of tbe Honourable the Court of Directors, 

The following Report of the^liarden Comnuttee was approved of at the Meeting 
of 23d June, but omitted to he iiiserted in the proceedings. 

At a Meeting of the Garden Committee of the Agricultural and Horticultural So¬ 
ciety held m the Towa Jdcii ob Monday the Sdith May, IbJO, the following pro- 
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postals wpre rend, and it wns Jlpsoked, that tbe same should be submitted to 
Socjety at their iirst genenil Meeting for approval — 

“ Tlie object ot the Society in incurring the expence of itnporting Trees from 
Knglond) being to introduce and spread throughout India the heat descriptions 
of European Fruits ; to effect v Inch wp slmvild endeavour to insure for them the 
most careful and skilful treiitment on tlieii first nrriviil, as well ns the most congenial 
climate aflerwaids. With tins view, it is proposed that ihe •system hitherto adopted 
■of se-lling the plants, be discontinued, and, the liorticultuinl Coramntee be autho¬ 
rized to make the best arraugenients they can for the aitauiment of the wished-for 
cuds. 

■Bengalhaving been found the most, ungenia!-cliiriate for English Trees, it is pro¬ 
posed that only a small portion be distributed here, anti to those only of the Eu¬ 
ropean and i\ative gentlemen, whose Horticultural tastes, gardens, aud establish- 
jiK’iits, hold out a liiir pi'ospect of successful cultivation. 

I'he Hi ,11 provinces being the most promising climate for European productions, it 
is proposed (h.n, as many plants,as can poss.ibly be spared, be transmitted to them 
on their arrival, aud tlnnti.s the Syliiet Hills are in point of facility of access par- 
ttoiihirly foi ournhle, our first despatch be to that quarter, Mr. 1). Scott having 
kindly undertaken liieir supeiintenddnce, and propagaiioii by graltiiig ou lull stocks. 

Tint they be also forwardetl to Pottsab, where, tliiough the influence of Mr. Hodg¬ 
son, Resident in N'lpaul, lull stocks could be easilv procuied lor grafting on. 

Could tile (iifficulty (d‘di.^itince be surmotnited it is desirable that a portion of the 
I'lPes be sent to Ivatmaiidoo, and placed under Mr. llodgsou’s care, more especially 
some HoosebemcK, and Filberts. * 

It nil tit aUo be i,dvnable to givu some of the Tiees a trial at the following stB- 
tioms ; nz. Piiina, Pumeeah, llazareebaug, Riingpore, and Dacca. 

"J’iiat besides the Native gentlemen, who may be in posse,ssion of good gardens in 
«nd neat (.'iilcuitu, 'frees he .sent to the llon'ble Company’s Botanic garden, to the 
gai ieti .11 U.irn.ekDore, Mr. Havel's larin, at Uuiupore, aud to such Fmropean gentle¬ 
men III tiir neigiihouilioud of Calcutta, us aie kiiowu by the Committee to be good 
iloiucuiluialiBts.”

TiadeMnen were few and well supported iheir profiisweie lur.e ; llieir hills 
were paid sooner ot l.ner, with cood interest; an t if, occasionally, gent eiiu’n m 
the 11. C’o's Civil ni Mililary Service did, in the coiirso of years, run ract 
debts to a larger aiiiouiit than they were able to pay, they could, wlieu tlieir 
creditors became claiuorou.>, alwajs ap[)ly, with success, to llieii agents, when 
the matter was fottliwnli adjU'led to the satisfaction of ail par ies. 

But the times are sailiy altered, (^e^llelu^■n, in and out of the Service, have 
Still continued to obtain the usual credit, but they have not tiveir foiiner means 
•—almost all the allowances in the CimI Seiviee have been eieatly lulmed; 
Half Batta has been introduced into tlu* Army ; Money has hecomo .scarce ; 
the Agents are not now, as formerly, ready to become peace-makers between 
Debtors and CreilHots, and lie consequence ks ih.it l)Hbioi*s cannot pav as 
they used to do; the Insolvent Court relieves tliuse wlio apply toil; wliiie 
Credito's have but a choice of difficulties : they inust*»;juieily lose their money 
or adopt legal measures, neither of winch steps are adviMiolc or agreeable. £ 
know no couise to recommen.i hut that tiieyjom u.s iti estau isliing an Associa¬ 
tion for the pm pose of protecting oursches from continued losses and iiltiiiKKe 
Tiiin. We must suit our let ms ot busine.ss to the times we live in ; we must 
undeiMand wiih whom it is safe to deal and endeavoui to adopt measui'e.s fur 
the realization of the outstandings due to us. 

These outstandings aie not of small amount ; the total of ten eslahlishmerits, 
who have handed in memorandums, amount to no les.s a sum ilian .ihout 50 
laks of Rupees; thi.s sum does not include several of the large.st est.iblish- 
Hients, amongst winch are the thiee Auction TJouses, and 1 am leii to believe, 
(that tlie total amount of debts due to tlie tiadesmeu of Calcutta, is not less, 
than a crore of rupees, or a million of Kngiish money. 

I have now, I hope ii^iligibly, explained the origin and nature of the pro¬ 
posed Association ; its objects, will be more distinctly stated ui several resolu- 
'tions, which will be sul:Iif'\uted to the con^ldeIation of this meeting. These 
resolutions will also give an|»utline, suflicientto enable the Committee todraw. 
wp a code of regulations, fo^thS future management of the Association. 

1 shall <Jelay you no longer than to suggest, that if goo’d oner and proper 
feeling be maiatamed, aa I have uo doubt they wiU, we shall get thtougWmucb 
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businfjss in an hour and he able to return to our respective occupations without 
having occasioned or suffered any inconvenience by our attendance iiere. \V ith 
tins view i beg to suggest, tlnit any Tiadestnati present, who is desirous to 
make any proposition will do so in vvuting, and hand it to Mr. lladow, who 
has kindly imdertiken the office of iionoiaiy Secretaiy for tliis occasion—he 
Will be oalletl u{>oii to speak in suppoit ol his propositioTi in due course. 

Any person desirous to addrOvSs the Mectitn^on the t eneral question of the 
advantage Ol propriety of our proceeding to t'stal)ll^h the propo>ed Associa¬ 
tion, agreeably to the Circular Letter and A'j'’eUo;ement^ winch has aiipeared in 
all the Calcutta Papers, will have an o(ipoitinmy of uoiiig so, when the first 
lesolntion is pioposed, which emiuaces that subject. 

1 have but one more observation to make: ithas been asked why in our circu¬ 
lar'*^ we have only invited “TRtin>MiN” bv which it has lieen suggested, is 
gern ially bnd’cr>tood Shopkeepers or ReUnl i)eaieis? Tlie Piovision.il (. om- 
mntce wlio approved and issued il'iat i ncular did not so nin'ei.sttind liie teiin : 
tliey considered that all who bought Tind so/d were Tradesmen ; Werchants w ere 
Tradesmen, wholesale it is true, but •'iill Tiadesmeii ; Artl^Is they cmi.sidered 
also as Tradesmen ; Artists buy mateiials, add theieto tiieir talent and labor 
and the produce is sold:—th y considered, in slioii, as 'Piadesmen, eveiy man 
connected in ai.v way with Trade, and thoucht’they were using the most 
comprehensive term, the English language afl'orde<t. It was then object to 
do so and it is theiH'oie I am de.sirous to explain, licit we conside: ail per¬ 
sons, embraced w ithm the fullest acceptation of the terjn, to be eligible as 
jVJembers of the proposed Association, and to be enliiled to speak and vote at 
this WcetiiJg. 

If there be any other jioint that requires explanalion, T shall be hailin’ to 
afford It to the best of my information, and wbeie that is deficient, the TiaueS' 
men who form the Piovisitmal Committee will, I am sure, assist me. 

The iiifoimation afforded by the Chairman, being considered sufficiently 
full and clear, he concluded by moving

the least doubt but tlie judgement and discniniii.ition of tlie gciuieman I am 
about to propose as your President, conneited wifli tiie zeal of a well selected 
Coniiniuee, will lea^ze all the objects of the association to its fuilesi extent 
and the .satisfaction or those who may become its Meinbeis. It bus been the 
wish of the Goimnittee io confine oi limit the objects of the Association witiiui 
such bound as aie iiulikbly to leiard its piogiess or destroy its permanency. 
That it has been much waijted in OalcuUa amongst the Merchants and Trades¬ 
men must be obvious itj ydu all and when the good effects of its operation 
begin to be realized you will then wonder at the apathy and unsociableness

It is true we are but sojoutneis in ndand winch was once 
known to be flowing with milk and honey, liut those days are s’one by, I am 
sorry to say, and they mny consider themsel*.es lueky iiuieed who can gather 
sufficient ot the cream of the one or the sweets ot the other (to continue 
the figurative expiession) to enable them to leave it wuli any degree of comfoit 
or independence. It therefore liecomes the more necos.saiy to guard against 
losses Ill trade as niuoh as jiossible by a moie friendly interoomse amongst 
omselves and to establish a fund for the purpose ui canynig that into execu¬ 
tion, is, what I understand to be the printMual olj 'ct of the association; the 
detail.s must be left to a C'ominitfee iii whose judgement the members can 
place unlimited confiJence and tlijr, the details may be so flamed as not to 
clog the infant society with too ftianv tuirposes to accoinplisii, I most 
streniioiisly recommend. For this reason I have declined at present bringing

INSOLVENT COURT,— June l7xa anb IhiH. 


PALMER and CO. 

On the former day ee^ral of the Assignees of Messrs. Palmer and Co, attendedl. 
the Court, for the purpose of submitting certain questions to the Presiding Judge,' 
Sir Edward Ryan, who thought it better they should be deferred till the,ifoxt day, 
in orAer that the benefit of the learned Chief Jusiice's opinion might aleo henhtaia-) 
ad. On one point, however, fiz .; the power of the Aasigneea to sue debtors of thdl 
late Firm, Sir E. Ryan wasmf an affirmative opinion. 

Oil the leth Mu Cleland, dn the part of the Assignees, applied that powert 
Ihould ba given to them te refer w arbitratioa any difiiereueet wMoh might arise 
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I>^#«en tbetn «ad oR>«r persons, and he mentioned a case 1>etween them end the 
Baek of Beni^t in iDoatrstion. The learned Judges thonght the facts stated were 
not snfiictently full, and that the Court could not, in consequence comply with the 
Petition of the Assignees. 

Afr. CUlandthm presented a Petition from the Assignees, praying that they may 
be permitted to advance such sum monthlr to Mrs. Anna Speks', in anticipation of n 
dividend, as ther may consider proper. Airs. Speke was one of a numerous class of 
persons, deeply affected by the late failure, whosf* subsistence depended upon the 
interest, which used to be paid monthly, of funds placed with Messrs. Palmer and 
Co. Mrs. Speke’s affidavit stated that her balance amounted *to Sa. Rs. 10,88.5, 14,* 
and that she received Sa. Rs 40 monthly from the firm, on behalf of Captain EstwelL 
tvhose fnnds were in the same predicament as her own. 

Sir Charles Grey was aware of the existence of much distress amongst such per¬ 
sons, and if *tkft Co«rt could afford them relief, it would be a great relief to the 
Court to do so. But^under the act they had no power to pay one creditor before 
another, and therefore all must wail^ He could not decide upon feeling, but 
merely upon the Act, and indeed it wosld be endless to decide upon such matters. 
In his portfolio, he had more than one application of peculiar hardship and if 
any creditor felt, or fancied, be was a loser by this arrangement which the As¬ 
signees proposed, be eoald apply to the Court en the subject. He felt deeply for 
the parties, but found there was no remedy. “ 

sir. Cieiand agun applied to the Court, for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
the Assignees had the power of compromising debts due to the Firm, on which 
some doubts were entertained. Many offers of compromise liad been made, some 
of them very beneficial, and if they could not be accepted now, great loss might 
ensue. 

Sir C. Grey had no .doubt on the subject. The Assignees could compromise after 
the bearing, but not without the sanction of the Court or the Creditors. For him¬ 
self, be could only say, that if the Assignees assured him, that if without a com¬ 
promise the whole of a debt would be lost, while by it, a part might be saved, he 
would not hesitate to direct it. And he * thought no mischief could arise from 
■fibe delay occasioned by an application to the Court, for if he had been of another 
opinion, he would have fixed the day for bearing earlier than the 4th January, 18Sl, 
after which, the Assignees, nnder certain circumstances, bad undoubtedly the 
poMrer to compromise. The news of such a failure must ere this have flown all 
over India, and all the creditors must have heard of it, and have given instructions 
for the protectioi/ of their interests. But intermediately, the Court could act for 
the creditors, and give con|pnt and approbation to a compromise before the hear¬ 
ing. He was ready to taka this respousibility on himself, and if a compromise 
were directed by a Court of competent authority, no objection could be made to 
it ns regarded the Assignees. 

Sir JSdward Ryan differed from the Chief Justice. He bad great doubts whe¬ 
ther the Court could direct a compromise before the hearing. I f the Court, however, 
took it on itself to do so, the Assignees would be relieved. It would have been 
de^yable that the bearing should have been fixed for an earlier day, but the act 
Lad provided not only that notices should be given to creditors, "but that they 
filLould Lave tjfns to come in to examine the Schedules and object to them. He 
therefore bought the time fixed a proper one, and doubted whether it could have 
Leen fixed earlier. After the hearing the Assignees could do that which they 
Song^ht to do now, and he thought it better at once to put his opinion on record. 

Sir C. Ctyg thought if it were a matter of great impor^nce that the Assignees 
shdnld haveIhttmodiate power to compromise, that no insu'^rable object existed to 
haven Meeting for the purpose of giving them the power forthwith, and so to 
postpone, firom time to time, the day of bearing. But he did not think it of par¬ 
amount importance, because be should not be afraid to order a compromise, which 
at most could only he oonstrtied into an error of judfament, as regarded the con- 
ntructiim of a highly remedial act. If a competent‘Cowt ordered the compromise, 
the assignees would not be affected, though the party wkd compromised might perhapt 
'h caUed upon by the creditors o/ Raima' anti Co. nhjnctioa would sot hat* 
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Tbwn started but for wbatSir Edward Rran bad said, and bseSuie Iks' tboofiit 
ir fair to all parties, to know h ^w they would stand relatively. But ifodmproniMesti 
wnre fairly and bona fide made, he thought uo creditor would venture to distorb.. 
them. 

Mr, Yonng enquired whether, when any particular case should be submitted, it 
would be necessary t(| offer evidence that the compromise would be beneficial, or 
would the opinion of the Assignees besufiictent. 

Sir C. Grey could not say iliat|tbe opinion of the Assignees would be snfficient, 
for if this were to be the sole guide of the Court, full powers to compromise might' 
as well be given at once to the Assignees. He did not wish to look into the private 
affairs of [larties more than was necessary, but so much must be shewn as would 
prove a compromise to be beneficial. 

Mr. Young observed that but for this, a particular petition would have been then 
brought forward. 

The Hon'ble J. E, Elliot, enquired whether the names, situations, position, age and 
affairs of parties, as far as it was necessary to Hetail them for such a purpose, might 
not be brought forward in writing, and thus publicity be avoided. 

Sir C. Grey, feared not, nor could they bl detailed in Chambers, for that Court 
Was an '‘open Court, and its proceedings ought to be before the public, for th» 
satisfaction of the creditors, any ot whom, if he pleased, might come forwardji 
and oppose the direction whi^h the Assignees might pray the Court to give*

Mr. Cltlmd had moved for a rule to shew cause why Mr. Belli, Collector of 
BTongley, should not [lay into the hands of the Sheriff*, the surplus in his bauds oo. 
the sale of some lauds of one ot the defendants. 

The Chief Justice stated, that the motion was of some importance, and wish* 
ed the Advocate General to attend to it. I'he application was tor an order nisi 
on Mr. Belli, Collector of Hoogley, to pay over money in his bands surplus after 
sale of lands. Mr. ('Island moves on an* affidavit, and the Sheriff in bis returo^ 
states, that Mr. Belli has informed him that he does bold theAmoney, bat that 
be holds it under an order of the ZiUali Court of Hoi^ley. 

1 have to consider whether we should issue this order nisi. 

First, it has beenascertauied, that it Las been the usual course to issue these or> 
ders nisi on the Collector. 

But I am not inclined to he guided hy precedent in these eases. There is a great 
deal in the temper ot the times. W'bat might be done at another time, might not ba 
done'80 now. By danger I mean metely the danger of opposition. We have tU' 
consider whether we have .Tnrisdiction. The Charier gives authority to the She¬ 
riff to take debts, and provides that after notice iheparty cannot discharge himself 
by any payment, except under an order of the Court. It, ia quite clear therefore in 
an ordinary case. But the Collector being a revenue officer, we have the difficulty 
of being obliged to say, whether this comes within the part of the 21 Geo. 3,wbicn 
prohibits us internieddling with Bevenue matters. 

If it does there might be considerable hardness as to the suitors of this CoQirt. 

On the other hand byVollusion the party might seize all the surplus instfae hander 
of the Collector. But this could not affect the Revenue, but otbSr parties suib^ 
in other Courts might be put to come toihis Court. 

But I should be inclined to think that this money might not be wiAin the clausa 
of tbe 21 Geo. 3 . but I am not confident, I should say it is a debt within the pro* 
Tisions of the Charter, and ntft prohibited by the 21 Geo, 3. I ebould conaidect 
that an notion fox money bid and locoiyod would lie« but 1 don't give a doeidoti 
ppinioB. 
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, Bui if iliftf wmld not He, soooe other proods# iirenli}' re«eli: it-^aomel' 

ihing like the prooee^iufe on en extent. We might direct the Sheriff to eummca. 
aJnry, andthe Collector would hare to acconnt. 

We faaxdaecoadiy to consider whether what the Collector has stated would takw 
f^wsj our j|,arisdietion ^bat is, that he holds it under the order of a Provincial 
Coutt,' l am aware of a recent decision. But a Collector istiot an ofiScer of that' 
Cpurt. One does not know what order could have been made. We have no parties 
n^amati, nor any mode of arriving at the facts. We* should have all this from thi), 
officer of the Court.

1 should incline to the right to proceed for this debt. 

I am inclined against it on other grounds. The only way in which I could en«' 
force it would hehy attachment. And io the present ciiaimstouces, I would not 
lyish to m^ke an order which 1 might not enforce and expose the power of this 
Court. If an action be brought, the Collector must plead. He runs the risk of 
having to pay tbC sum twice over. * 

Siy E. iluftn.—I am of opinion that tj;i8 does not come within the clause of th* 
Charter (reads part). Mr. Cieland applies under the Charter. The doubt is,^ 
v^hether the grounds ipaks it out a debt, first, the affidavit calls it a surplus at 
credit of the defendant. The Sheriff's return sets out the Collector’s letter in 
which the latter says, he holds it under the order of ttie Zillah Court of Hoogley.' 
It does not appear that there is in the bauds of the Collector a clear debt. The 
order cannot be made. 

The Chief Justice alluded to notice served on the Zillah Court of Hoogley, 
There could not be a dhht iu their hands, it could not be so in ours. The She* 
riff ought to abstain from giving notice to a Judge of Court. As long as it is 
in the hands of a Judge of Count it cannot he considered as a debt. 1 cannot 
conceive that itwaf the object of the legislature that the Collector shoujd be en* 
titled to hold a surplus arising after the payment of the lleveuue. 

The Advocate Qenetal stated, that if application were made in the proper quarts 
there would be no difficulty, but every facility afforded. 


Our readers vtill find under opr Supreme Court head, a report of the proceed*, 
ings on a rule niai, which we oonsiderwery important, as exhibiting the effect 
which the humiliation of honest Judges for the fearless and conscientious dis* 
charge of their duty is likel^^ to have upon the administration of justice in the, 
only Courts to which his Majesty’s subjects in India can look for protection 
against the oppressions of the Company’s tiovernments or their servants. Here 
case, the justice of wliich is obvious and the law of which as explained by ' 
the Chifif Justice himself, appears clear as the sun at noon day, to every man of 
plaiioi, iipderstanding. The learned Judee admits, that it has been the usual, 
course to issue these orders nisi on the Collector; but declares “ that he is not 
inclined to he guided, bv precedent in these cases.” “ "riiere is” says his Lord* 
in ike temper of tfie iinmJ’ There is indeed, and it is a me¬ 
lancholy truth* that tViat temper is decidedly such, as to justify even more that*,, 
that caution evinced on this occasion. 

The juriadidtfoh t»f the Court in this case has never been denied, and there is 
laerely a sh?^dpw of a shade of a doubt, whether in contjjadiction to invariable 
practice, thedogeuuity of a Company’s advocate might not raise a pretext if so ^ 
i^tructed, that it didjt possildy come within the clause, which piohibits the. 
Court froth intermeddling with revenue. The learne<i Chief liowever, seems 
clear m bis own tnindj, that itdoes not come within the prohibition, and how iti, 
c'puld ever be imagined that it did, surpasses our <on|preheQsion. It is admit*' 
Wd, that when a man has paid his taxes in regular course,.the i^ute,cannot seize' 
property for those taxes. Is the case not ptehisely similar in law and justice» 
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and ctmmon'sms^,with the surplusof the proceeds of pro^^ertf si^issed rfhd SoW l® 
eatisfy the State demand ? Can there be any doubt that whatever remains over* 
ftnd above that demand, is not the property of the State \ in any wav or ttndetf 
sgiiiy designation? By wbat ingenious logic then, could it be pretended,that this 
surplus v9n% revenue 1 It is as much the urivafe pro 'erty of the indiv,()iial as 
any thing that ever b^onged to him. What then is the obstacle? Clearly 

the temper of the times/' “ I would not wish,” says the learned Chief, ‘‘ to 
make an order which 1 niighf not enforce and thus expose the power of th« 
Court,” for in this instance, it could only be enforced by lan attachment 
which a Governor with Sir John Malcolm’s views, would no doubt have 
msisted* 

Sir Edward Ryan drew a distinction which we own is far too subtle for out 
Oornprehensioti. He was not satisfied that the debt had been sufficiently made 
out, for the affidavit called the amount in the Clollector’s hands “ asurpltis at 
(ycdt^ of the defendant” ! In law we of»comse infer, that the distinction is 
plain and palpable : but it seems diffieu’t to reconcile it to common sense. 
Supposing^however, this obstacle not to have intervened, it does not appear^' 
tihat his Lordship had any doubt of the jurisdicton or the practice,and the Ad¬ 
vocate General, declared, thai so far from any opposition being likely to be of¬ 
fered, if application to the proper quarter were made, every facility would be 
afforded. VVe may consider therefore, that as to the jurisdiction and the prac¬ 
tice, there was no doubt; and yet even in such a case, the Court fears to exer¬ 
cise its authority ! 

Still we repeat, that the caution of the learned Chief Justice, is more than 
justified by the result of the recent collision of the Bombay Court and Govern-, 
ment? Is not the very case to winch we have referred then, an instructive, 
commentary upon the text of the Elephantine epistle writer, and of the unbias- 
a.ed Lord Melville, as to the independence of Judges. We say unbiassed, for 
lilii Lordship’s pension from the Company of £2000 per annum* granted to 
him on account of the distinguished services of his celebrated father, actually 
ceased six years ago 1 these authorities have laid down a new,.doctrine for judi¬ 
cial conduct, and it is held and almost in so many words proclaimed by them. 
tJiat henceforth, law and justice are to be of no avail in any case where any Go¬ 
vernor shall deem or allege, that they may be opposed to consecrations Of ex¬ 
pediency, that the object of protecting the subject against tlie oppressions of 
file Company's servants, is no linger one which comes within the scope of tha 
Court’s power ; and while such doctrines are held and enforced by the degra¬ 
dation of those judges wlio dare to disregard them, we see no good that can re¬ 
sult from any Judge’s becoming a martyr in the cause of right. In every case 
in whjch it can be supposed, that the Company’s Governments may feel an ini-, 
tgrest, a prudent Judge would now do well to consult their wishes and refuse to, 
hear such cases, much less issue out processes in contradiction to tiiem ; and 
who will venture to castblame upon him for such conduct ? Any other course 
would be equally useless to himself and to the public in the present “ tempef 
qf the times,” which we repeat, is in so far as the expression applies to the' 
yiewsof Ministry, utterly hostile to judicial independence.—HM/'karu. 

* 'The proceedings in the Supreme Court on the 28ih ultimo, in the case 6$ 
Shamlal Mitter versus lladhamohun and another, are worthy of notice. It api! 
'pears that some lands belonging to one of the defencfants have been sold' 
by Mr. BstM, the Collectoi^of Hoogley, for arrears of revenue ; and that he 
retains the surplus proceet^ under an order of the Ziliih Court: the object of 
the motion in the Supreme Court was for a rule to show cause why the Col¬ 
lector should not pay this surplus into the hands oC the Sheri^i It is 
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stated to hatte been the usual course hitherto to issue such orders on the 
Collector ; but,’' ^ays the learned Chief Jusltce, “ I am not inclined to- 
be guided by ^irecedent in these cases. There is a great deal in the temper of 
the times. Whttt‘Wiglit l>e done at another tme^ might not be done so now. By 
danger I mean merely the darger of opposition. We have to consider whe¬ 
ther we have jinisdiction.’' Tnere is here a very prdfper desire expressed 
to avoid exceeding the legitimate jurisdicion of the Court ; and on the other 
hand, the Advocate General states liiat “ in the proper quarter" every faci¬ 
lity would be afforded to execute its process ; but fiom the language which is 
reported to have fallen from the Chief Justice, we should /infer that recent 
events had excited in hl.s-mind an apprehension of causeless and captious op¬ 
position. The temper Of the times with regard to the Kipg’s Courts in India, 
is not v^hatitoiice was. Once they were regarded as checks on the Compa* 
ny’s t.ourts an'd Governments, as constituting a power to which governors 
and governed were alike amenable. ISow there is an evident disposition iit 
Ministers, which Governors have j|.ot been slow lo discover and act upon, 
to abridge their jurisdiction, to lessen their influence, and to degiade their 
ghuta .iter, by denying their independence and making a temporary expftdienr. 
cy and the pleasure of the local rulers, not the provisions oi their Charters, 
the standard of their duUes and powers. Tlie mutual jealousy of the King’s 
and Company’s Couits is natural, and it is to be regretted that the ex- 
pen.siveness of the former, the corruption of the latter, and the deliiy.s of 
both, ajford such strong grounds of ohjeetton to them, on the, pan of the 
community, whose only object is to obtain prompt, cheap, and effectual 
justice. This, It is to be feared, is equally unattainable in most cases, 
from either the one or the other; but so lung as the independence of the King’s 
Courts was recognixed, maintained, and enforced, they possessed a quality 
which,with all their faults, rendered them valuable barriers against the en¬ 
croachments of arbitrary power. The public now can have little confldeuce 
in that protection:wbich they formerly sought from them. In the present, lUr 
Btance the Chief Justice on a view of the whole case concludes that the Court 
possesses the right to issue an order on the Collector for tli® surplus funds in 
his hands belonging 10 the defendant, after the arrears of revenue have been 
paid ; but he hesitates to issue such an order, because the only way he could 
enforce it would be by attachment, and, until assured by the Advocate Gen¬ 
eral, he seemsl Pot to have known whether such a process would be respected* 
Is it right and proper that the King’s Court should have one eye directed 
to its t^harter,to discover what it ought to do, and the other eye to the Or¬ 
gan of the Local Government, to ascertain what it will be permitted to do and 
, supported in doing ? is not the Court entitled to assume as a matter of course 
tiim: It will ‘tnd upheld in the execution of its processes in all niatters 

to tVliichi' lifter hearing argument, and after due deliberation, it considers its ju¬ 
risdiction to extend ? Yet, if we may judge ftom these proceedings, the con¬ 
trary iii'the position ( a stronger term would more befit the occasi¬ 

on) in which VeCent events and decisions appear to have placed the Court, But 
it is not thus that the public will be satisfied that justice is faithfully admi¬ 
nistered betWeen man and ir.an; and tt remains yet for the Indidn Govern¬ 
ments to discover that in shaking the confidence of thejieople in the impartial 
administrsthjn' of justice, they are adopting the most effectual measureji 
, lessen thf stability oi^eir own power.T-Indm Gazette^

SECOMD day, JULY 23— CASS FOB TtTE DI'YEVDANTS. 

The jlilvocate fSeaerat, Mr. Pearton, said that in the remarks he should have tOt 
innk>^i, he would endeavour to be us brief as was in htspowet consistent with the 
duty which he bad to perform to his clients; but he ccm|ji not help indulging 
bimi-eU in a few remetks of self congratulation, when he ccmsidtred the difieient 
situation be nov^tuod in, from that which he occupied when he first brought into 
Court the vatiohs cases connected with these forgoiies. lie had then to contend 
against the feeling that tbtey were not forgetles, hut instruments fraudulently 
obtained by the subordinate officers in the Accountant (jeneral’s office, through the 
negligence of then superiors and bearing toe real signature of the proper officers; 
(hen he bad to contend with the prejudices which weighed upon the public mmd, 
and neyersbould he forget the difficulties ho aud the learned gentleman who was 
with him on that occasion and whose assistance he now had, encountered in bring¬ 
ing to justice a man chargeAwitb those forgeries, whose guilt, at least since his 
eonvinuon, he had a right to say, was as clear as the sun at uoon day. Since then 
Bfioat of these prejudices have been done awsy with and fais learned friend now wish- 
ad to limit the queSUOiiat issue within narrow bounds ; whether the recognition of 
Mr. Oxhorough was or was not Sufficient to render the defendants ^isble; hia, Mr* 
Osbwougb’e, evidence was to settle tbat question. His learned friend bad almost> 
aidniitted the papers to be forgeries; Mr. Oxhorough had gone a little further, but 
ha sbouldyput eyidenoe into the box which would ptovf the matter beyond a 
doubtaadbe would agree, that whatever was the decision of this Court, the' ques- 
hoa would be referred home to that quartei where the particulars should he best 
known. The ease divided itself into two heads; the fiist, did it, as u was made 
^tin evidence,come within the class of cases cited by lus learned friend 1 second- 
whether they weie not in their nature so diflerefeil that in no way could they 
"* ®PpLed to It! The whole seemed to rest upon *tbe«»videuce of Mr. Oxhorough

from the unguial to thetegeat as to the recognition.

Wood, tor neitlier lu tact had lutboriti flora 
the Guieriiment But what said Mr Beipson is Mr. Oxborough s fancied au« 
tboiitv'* he saVB as far hick as Mi2i, Mr Wo'|d autbonsed him on various occisions 
by chitsjind verbal communication, to examine tbe Kegisters, but when cioss ex¬ 
amined he said |ie could not pretend to recollect what passed or remembti the 
terns ot such oummunicatic^us, and he Mr Pearson should like to know what 
kind of aut^orit> thil w is. * An authority to search the register was hung up in 
bis office, but tint, Mr Oxboiough hadsaid, was not the authmiv upon which 
he ceitihed these serui)ties and then came that notable piece of evidence u) on, 
which somuoh hid been said, but how his friends had come bv a knowledge of it 
bad not been stated Jl appeared that Mr Oxboroughhad discovered a letter from 
Mr PirkertoMr Wood on wbub he now relied He Mr Pearson had been asked 
if he would produce that document, he would have no objection to do so at a 
proper time and in a proper place, but as long ns he had the honor oi filling the si« 
tuation be now held he would never gite up a com nuniiation from one effieer of 
government to another, till he had eommunicaud with them upon it , and he waa 
Burn that a gentU>inan he would put into the box would have no objection to pro¬ 
duce the document in question if his funnels reallv and truly desired it , but whera 
was Mr Woud's authoritv ’ whit was tbe application of the Salt and Opiunt 
affair to thia 1 in the Words used in that letter there was no authoritv, and it ap¬ 
peared only a recomni^dation from one individual to another. Mr Oxbt rough said 
be had noother nuthoiitv and here he, Mr Pearson, mi^ht rest the case, for the re¬ 
mainder oiilv rested on h tcers destroyed and communtcationa, 4ke substance of 
which It was not pretended could be remembered, andiUis was to be takeu as unli¬ 
mited authority and constiuc ted into a general guarantoe to all who might hold 
forged paper to look to government for payment. Mr Wood had no authority as 
President of the directorj of the Bank of Bengal, and if he did direct that paper 
should be sent to Mr Oxborough he did not do so as Accountapt General* f^oi ha 
bad no authority from goveromont. 

He, Hr Advocate General, could not conceive why Mr Oxboiough should draw 
bis authority from Ml Wood and deny that of the governmint, nothing but a 
desue ou hia part to show that he stood well with the world, and that he did not 
exceed bis authority, could induce him to say be had no other authoritv at tbe very 
time this board was hung up in bis office on which appeared an extract of a letter 
from Mr. Holt Mackenzie la reply to one from Mr. Wood, which he would read. 

This letter was, as nearly as we could collect, recommending that a fee of ong 
rupee each be charged bp Mr Oxborough for comparing Company ssecuaities with 
the Registry. 

1 he AdvecctteGMciaf said that at first no fee was charged, but the Aoeounttot 
't^eneral fioding that tbe time of that person was inconyeniently occupied, recom^ 
mended tbs* he be allowed to charge a fee of one rupee, and it was given to faial

Wood I If he meant to say tliaj ha beid no authority 
from OorerumeBt for going beyond that which was hung up in bta office, to autben* 
ticatethe ^aper, he, Mr. Pearson,would admit the truth of it, and then wbat bodame 
of bib friend’s case 1 why the utmost he could say was, that he held authority 
froQ^ Mr. Wood, who bad noauthonty, but that did not bind the Governiaent* 
fed* Mr. Oxboroogh'a duty was only to'searoh the Register for the amount, number 
iWhd date, and not to authenticate. 

The Chtej' Ju$He« could not sop for wbat purpose the Register was examined if 
not for autbentipatioo. 

The ddtiarutr Gensral Mid that the Register was searched that pereons might see* 
that papers had been issued which had the aamenumbers, andfor the same amount' 
as their’s, and for no other purpose*itas clear beyond a donbt from what had^ 
been said by Mr Oxbdrough; from thfj contents of the letter and from that, which 
Le always considered strongest, the probability of the case and the nature of 
man. for waa.U, be wduld ask, likely, tbatany body of men would guarantee thou> 
Bands of rupees for tbe paltry sdm ot one rupee and tb^t by an uncovenanted servant 
that they woubl assure indiscriminately sums of a smaller or larger amount for so* 
small A fee 1 The fee for guarantee it was generally considered should be in pro- 
portion to the value assured, and it was beyond the experience of every day of 
Our lives (0 say, that only a foe of one rupee should be charged in the one ease 
ami one in another. 

We have, said tbe Advocate General, tbo various processes a note must goi 
tbrdngb; that ft pastes through the bands of three registers and four or dve getf 
tlemen, covenanted servants, and ail this pains taken to be secure in providing 
against fraud and wby was this found necessary 1 Xt would require more credulity 
than their Lordships minds were poM^ssed of, to think that they would afterwaids- 
throw down all these aecuritiea, and that the government and the comjiaay would 
leave it to an nocovenanted Sfrvant. in no very high society, to give it the same 
-validity by bis single word when ibay had previously required so expensive sn 
establishment to prevent fraud. 

' Mr. Pearson said he should produce some of those who he might call constitu* 
Bntparjtsofthe ijfWemment, and they would state whether they ever understoodr 
that sneb authority was vei^tsd in any uncovonanted officer. He, Mr. Pearson, 
kbew that tbe general impression of the public inibd was not to be received ; if 
it were, he would remark upon what Mr. Qxbprough bad said, that previous to thw 
discovery of the forgeries, be had examined very few papers, and that he had veri* 
f^d none for any of tbe principal Honses of Agency. iXidnot thie show that th» 
general impression was, that be bad no such power, for if it was considered that ho 
bad» would not all williugly nay ons rupee to make the defendants liable on any 
paper which they might bold 1 

Mr, said that bis learned friend had called defendants a trading corporation. 

A stranger who bad entered the Court at that moment, might well suppose that h« 
was apsaking about one of th(»e gasoiight or water-work company's that abound in 
tbe neighbourhood of London, ai^ not of a government which controlled, he bsliev- 
fd, tme hundred milHona of subjects. There should always be a diattnetton be- 
tween them as a Company of Merchants, and tbe Government of the country. Tbe 
•overeignty of the country had been vested in the crown, the government wss the 
king's government, and tbe government of India are but tbe Mimitfrs of the Crown; 
nudnewonld submit that the Governor General in Counoil, the Court of Directors 
Mid the Board of Control, were aa much the Ministers of the Crown, as the Board of 
A^iraHy or any other Board at home; than take ihis paper, sgid Mr. Pefuraoo,, 

£ paper drawn as aecnrity for monev advanced to the '(lemtoritd Revenue, and see 

Eathspse drawa for the ooarea^aeeof eny ptivnt* 
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Itfi’d Ptmr^n h*r« cited the tSth Geo. III. cbepf 64 wd the S3 Geo* IIIi cb»p. 6* 
Sec. 107 to shew tb»t the loews for which theee aacunties were given, were ep« 
propnatsd by Acte of Perlianient to specific purposes, and that they wete not rtaa- 
ed on the faith of a trading company, but on the tmw of the Britieh parliament* 

I he ChieJ jTardre said, that by Act ot Parliament the loan was applied as w'oU 
for tim eompanv’s debt at borne as lu this country, but tt was still for the luterest 
of the territorial debt? 

JMr. Pmison, next referred to that part of Mr.Oxborough’s evidence relating to 
the China trade, and said, tliaUllle lermonal Revenue had been for years largely 
indebted to the Trading, and tb^t the sums of monev alluded to were nor loans but 
transfers from the one to the other, and it the Ooveinor General lu Council bau ad* 
vaiiced money lor the purposes ot trade, he, Mr. Pearson, would not hesitate to 
•BV, be bad gone beyond bis powers and acted coutrasy to Acta oi Paihament. 

Mr Pearson said, that without dwelling upon the topic he wquld only- call their 
Xxirdsbips’ attention to the powers necessary to give validity to these aecuntiea. 
Cites of Geo. 111. to show that thev musj; be signed by the Chief Secretary to 
Government aud said, that as this was ipuiikd impossible in the process o( time, tho 
power was given to other becretarieb. rrom|hia it appeared that they could only be 
made in a particulai wav , they required tbs signature of the hecretary ior thetimw 
being, and yet be was to be told, that where it required all this to mahe it valid u 
similar validity might be effected by the mere initials of an unrovenanted servant, 
and that on a bit ot old papef known to be fqrged , the supposition was too absurd , 
he would therefore trouble their Lordships no tu'Uier. 

Mr. PearsOHt after a law remarks, proceeded to call his evidence.

Ir. Wood held that situationin the year 1824, uso m the year 1826 I he Ac¬ 
countant General is always a director of the Bank of Bengal, the situation ot Ao- 
countaut General and President of the Bank are not connected. (Looks at paper 
No 1 ) I hat is my writing it was written by me as Territorial Secretaijr. 1 am. 
very imperfectly aware of what Mi. OxborougU’s duties were as examinerof Com¬ 
pany's paper. I am not aware when he was appointed to bis situation 1 am not 
aware what the prac lice was when paper liras brought to the Accountant General'a 
06100 , nor am I aware whetbei or not Mr. Wood, the Acconntant General, was autho¬ 
rised to guarantee the goodness of paper. 

Ihe Chief Justice said it was evident Mr Oxboiough had pervasion to give an 
opinion upon the goodness of notes, fur winch be received a fee. 

Ml. Baft Maehenste'seiaminatmi continued. I aih notatvareof any authority given 
to the A*^<nuntant General for the puipose before mentioned. 1 am Uware oi the 
duties ot the Accountant General. His primary duty la to see that the accounts 
of tins presidency are regularly kept , to submit to Governmont estimates antici- 
pat ing the public wants as fai as mtormntion from all (quartersmay enable him to do } 
and to suggest, for tbe consideration ot Goveniment, means by which any deficien¬ 
cy ill the current revenue may best be met It is also biS duty to see that all re¬ 
gisters of public debt are duly prepared, that all sums for winch promissory 
notes are issued have been received m the Ireasury upon which the loan certi¬ 
ficates purport to have been issued, and he is responsible to Government for thw 
due preparation of the promissory notes betore they are sent to the Secretary of Go¬ 
vernment for signature. He IS the general adviser of Government m all matteMi 
relating to the financial department, aud is more particularly employed to report* 
for the consideration of Government, upon claims telatiug to the pubVo debt 
controls all aubordinate ofhces of accounts. All bills drawn by other presideocuNi or 
from China, are generally by ofhcers who have no transactionii with tbe Aoeountant 
General, but they are accepted bv the Secretary to Government. BiUa druww 
upon tbe General Treasurydiy officers who have transacUona with the Acooukit 
ant General are acceptedwn Bis ofiice, I believe that the revenue bills are auoept.

(A paper prodocad marked B.) War# 1 
to took at the signature alone, 1 would say it waa mine ; looking howover at the 
whole phppr, I behove it to be had; I think it is a forgery. I batieTe the paper 
marked F also to he a forgery, and ahso D* ^ 

Crms-eiamhed hv Mr. Priimp. I have, as Secretary to the Territorial departatent* 
nothing to do wiih tlie Company’s paper after IJiave signed it, except to send it 
back, The whole duty and management of the cfompany’s paper rests in the Ae- 
couutant Cenerars office j this has always been the case waibin my knowledge. I 
hBV(‘ ii<> controulover the office of the Accountant General except merely as the 
organ of Government, limve been in office since the year 1817. 1 do not recol¬ 
lect bow long 1 have known jMr.Gxhorough aaan officer in the Accopntant GenerarA 
office.The coninpl ofthe office Ifos entirely with the Accountant General; he is res* 
poiiaible for ft. < Letter produced no. 4.) My initials are on this letter; lam 
not aware what was done with it. Mf. Oxborougb is an uncovenauted assistant; 
the covenanted assistant is a young Ci'^il Servant. 1 am not aware of any one more 
£t to examine papers ihan Mr. Oxborfugh. If 1 was compelled to choose a per¬ 
son to examine (foropany’s papers, I would certainly prefer Mr. Oxborougb. I 
have been acquainted with Company’s paper since 1 have been Secretary. The 
body of the Company’s paper has always been essentially the same. Mr. Moriey 
is the present Accountant General. 

By the Chief JutHee. I cannot exactly say to whom the paper would be pre¬ 
sented for the purpose of receiving interest. I am not aware of the original cause 
of this form of security. The territorial debt did not exist before the acijuisition 
of territory. The Government has not authority to give notes in their commercial 
capacity : to ray knowledge. 'J’he Territorial Department has nothing to do with 
the Commercial, except to provide funds ; the amount to he so appropriated is 
generally directed from home, with reference to act of Parliament. I conaider 
Buch advances made from the Territorial Department to be limited to amount due 
to commeicial acOount at home. I have never known of commercial advances ex- 
oaeding the amount due to commercial account at home. 

Kr. Thohtf Prinsep, sworn. I am Secretary to Government in the General Dwe, 
partmont; I was at one time acting in the capacity of Territorial Secretary; thil 
was in March 1828. (A paper marked D shewn to the witness.) This paper has 
a signature on it which much reaemhlea mine ; looking at the signature onlv -L 
should say it vqdSi mins, but tb« paper ui a forgery. 1 beliers B 2 is a good 
paper. s « 

Mr. Prinsen, the Cmnsel for Plaintiff, objected to this description of evidence. 
He said tho question was not, whether the notes were genuine or not, hut whether 
tbey wore passed through the Accountant General’s office by an accredited officer,, 
vutd received hia signature as being correct. 

. Mr, Ckland spoke to the same point, and quoted several oases to shew, that 
aitbopgh a bill of exchange might bo a forgery, yet, if it were accepted, the ac¬ 
ceptor becatqe responsible for the amount. 

Mr, Dickms satd, the fact to be decided was whether or not, if Mr.Oxboroagb, an 
anthoriMd officer of Government, indorsed those notea as good ones, bia emr 
players were not respouaible f cash had been paid for the notes, and for the in 7 
terest due on them, present action was brought. 

fhe Mttiae did not call upon the other side to ar|^e.tbe point; be could 
not applWii|pi«'bases «ited to the present, they referred to .bilj||i of exchange and 
aotious Seesptors, which diffisr materially from tbeidUmMof promisaorr 

notea where there is evtdentm of consideration ami promise, and wbare, if a forged 
dnpliaate be-i^Minted, th* maker of the prmaiseOry note, in no case be could find, ■ 
wMsdiahkeiiO safer by the mistake of mi agent; but mi thjia he would hardly rely, 
ibr oorporatiofw must act by agents. On the other Banib tb»te may be that in the 
^w«ster,of,.a eotporatjpn.'wtbioh may mAketba same yMeg not amdteaMe to them 
foteros eases against prirnta indjriidfMdli* jCwpowtMMw might 4»e governed 
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Bjatstotea, find then a great question aroifi Whetber thfiy liad a right to 
or be bound bf the acta of tbeir agents. Even if the matter were doubtful, ba should 
admit the evidence, tsbing a note of the objection made ; but there was another 
clear ground on which it was admissible. These notes ware notes for a loan, payabls 
out of the Territorial revenue, and then a que<*tion arose whether the East India 
Companv had a right to appropriate that Territorial revenue to the payment of 
forged papers, three times over, when that revenue was appropriated to speoifia 
purposes by Acts of Parliament t Had the company been sued in their commerit 
ctai capacity, the case might ‘have been materially different. 

Mr. Justice Ryan said, that in his view of the question this evidence was of 
HQ importance. The plaintiffs bad shaped their case to shew that acknowledgment 
was conclusive; but he would admit the evidence, because if his view of tbei 
law Was wrong, and, as he had been told that whatever the resultmight be, it would 
be referred to tbe King in Council, jie was of opinion that all evidence ought to 
be admitted for the appeal. ' , 

Mr. Piintep requested their Lordships to take a note bf his objection. 

Mr. Morley sworn, examined. I am Accou itant Oeneral, I was appointed in Fe¬ 
bruary--1829, on Mr. Wood’s going homo. I have been in the office for 
years. Papers have been examined in our olnco in order to ascertain their ge¬ 
nuineness. Mr. Oxhorouirh,, was appointed to examine papers ; this authority 
was git'en him by Mr. Wood, the late Accountant General; his orders were to 
search the register for the purpose of examining the notes along with the regis¬ 
ter, so that any forgery might be detected by the want of correspondence between 
the note and the register. 1 think it important to remark, that at the time this 
direction was civen there was no snspicioii whatever of the forgeries of Public 
Paper by Kajki^sore Dutt. People may consult the register for other purposes 
as well as to detect forgeries-—for iostauce, to prore proprietorship, or to know 
when the notes were delivered. 

I was Deputy Accountant General at the time of Prawnkissen Holder’s forgery 
tbatforgerv was detected by consulting tbe register. The notes are preparedint 
all particulars for authehtication in my office. 1 have seen this paper marked no. t 
before ; 1 have also seen this paper on the board, which was hung up in Mr. Ox- 
borough's office. Mr. Oxborougb must have heeu acquainted with this order o| 
tSovernment. 

Ctvss-etamined by Mr, Cieland, 1 rather think Mr. Oxborongb has been in tbs 
office 14 or 1.5 years. If 1 wanted to examine a paper I would b«^e sent it to Mr. 
Oxboroiigh. 1 have sent paper to him for examination ; it was be who first disco¬ 
vered, along with Mr. Dorin, s typographical error in oVie of the notes, which led 
to a detection of the forgery. This was the reason he was afterwards referred to 
80 frequently for examination. 1 recollect Mr. Hogg sending papers to the office ; 

1 referred them to Mr. Oxborough. 

The Printer of the Government Gazette Press was also called in. I understood 
«n order wm in existence iu the office, appointing Mr. Oxborough to examiue the 
papers. 

Re-examined. Before July the object of sending paper to Mr. Oxborourgh was 
for the purpose of detecting forgeries. 

Mr, H’tittman. I am printer of the G<n>i>rnmertt Gosette "Press snd have been so- 
since January 1825. I printed the forms of the Government Promissory Notes sinoo 
1825 until 1826 , with the exception of one month, when I resjgned. $uoh forme 
were not printed at any either press. I should knowtbe priating of these papers, I 
look at B. This was not printed at our office ; the type is much.olderJtadro 
worn then any we-have used, and 1 see two fonts and other discrepnociee.and eptsack 
from these facts. B 2 was not; 1 spake most positively. B 4, wmiisfmtk frona 
the evenness and regularity of the .prinung. I look at B; this waa not-printed ak.> 
the Government office. D 1 mas. 1) 2 and D Sweraset. P 1 waa printod tkwa j. 
r was not. o' 

Dr. HeiiMy. Iiooks «t D 3. 1 see ray name upon this paper, *ibd from Ibli I 
•hottid suppose it dais possession i 1 got U fiHw my Bixetr* I 
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llsjkis$or« Dutt, And am acquainted with his signature, which appears on the bach; 
of this three times. It must have been two years since this paper was in my pos* 
session, I advanced money upon it to Rajkissore Dntt. 

CVoti-sxamiaed. i do not know that 1 have lost by these fotcferies, bttt I have 
one lack and eleven thousand rupees in danger. On a report relative to forged pa> 

f ers t took mine to the Treasury for examination, I saw Mr.' Oxborough’s brother. 

got my paj)ers back with Mr. Oxborough’s iiiitials upon them, and with a verbal 
message through my Sircar. 1 paid IS rupees for the examination of IS papers. 

Mr, G. P. Bagran. I look at D 1. 1 see my name on this paper three times. 
1 cannot say when I got it first, nor how long 1 hud it in my possession. 1 look 
■t 1) S ; my name on this is not in my hand-writing. 

Crmi-crnmiMed. I have had occasion to send papers to the Treasury to have 
them examined. I sent them invariably to Mr. Oxborough, because I knew he 
was in the habit of examining them. 

Mr, /. Diirin, I am m the Company’s Service. 1 am Treasurer of the Bank of 
Bengal. 1 have been in the A-Ccountac^ General’s Oflice for 8 years. I'am well 
ncquaintod with the details of that Ofiice. 1 was first Head Covenanted Assistant, 
and afterwards Deputy Civil Auditor. I was in tlie habit of Registering Compa¬ 
ny’s Paper. I am acquainted with the checks that were used in tliat Office ; I 
believe they have been since modified. 1 think it would be impossible for three 
papersof the same date, number, and amouut, to pass through the up to the 
Secretary to,Government. 1 look at the paper B ; it is genuine ; the others are not. 
1 look at D, D1, D 2 and D 3. D 1 is genuine, the others are forged. F 1, is gen¬ 
uine, F is forged 

Cross-enamitied, It was the invariable custom in the Bank of Bengal, from Oct. 
1828, to Sept. 1829, not to take any paper upon deposit till sent to the Treasurf 
for aathentioation'-*to ascertain that it was genuine. It was sent to Mr. Oxborough 
under orders from Mr. Wood ; 1 find it is so in the books. 1 was nut in the Hank 
«t the time. Mt. Oxborough was paid 100 rupees per mouth under orders from Mr. 
Wood, who was Accountant General, and President of the Hank at the same time. 
Money was advanced for sU these papers, and before the Bank took them they sent 
them for examination. If we had been told they were uot genuine at the Treasury, 
we should not have made the loan. If they had refused to say whether or not, 1 
do not kuow that a loan would have been, made ; I should have heeitated to advance 
it if they had refused to certify them. 1 took these papers to the Treasury oumora 
occasioiia than qfie, 1 was led to suppose them spurious. 1 was always told at the 
Treasury they were good.* 

Dwarkamtk Mtiler* fwarn, I was admitted King’s evidence in the prosecution 
, of Budenautfa Roy. 

The Chief Jutiiee suggested, that the witness should be informed that he was not 
to answer any questions that might criminate himself. 

The Admeate Oinerui told the witness that be was about to ask him a question 
which might crittiinate him, but that he need not answer it if he did not choose. 

The witness said that he had given evidence on a former occasion, but that ha 
bad no wish to do se on this. 

The Advocate Creofir^ ask^ hini '* why not'!” 

The witness said, bedanse Mr. Compton had then stated that the man who came 
forward to prove these to be forgeries, would be prosecuted by the Bank of Bengal. 
The Chitf that bethought that reason was enfficieiit. 

The Ai^osdte General stated, that be could do no more than pledge the (jovern- 
ment, as-he. bad done on a former occasion, and asked Mr. Ptinaep to withdraw 
. ^e threat oh the part of the Bank of Bengal. 

Mr. Primp having deOlined, Mr. Pearson closed his oass. 

Mr. Prittfsp briefly replied. •

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JUDOKUBNT. 

The Chief Justice said, that as thisqaestion vraato receire further consideration, ai 
indeed he should wish it to have on the question of law, he would willingly avoid 
making aiiv remarks, but he felt it necessary to state his reasons why he preferred 
giving a JVaitsuit, with liberty to the platntiS^s to move to have it set aside and • 
verdict entered for them, to giving a Veniict for the plaintifl's with liberty to the 
defendants to move to have it sot aside and a Nonsuit entered for them (if he found 
the latter the defendant might.„t.litink it necessary to pay without carrying it fur* 
ther) and why he considered that the plaiutid's’ case had not been made out ia 
evidence. 

There could be no doubt that it was a case of vast importance ae large quantities 
of paper were similarly situated ; nor could there be the least douht that it was 
one of great importance and hardship to persons who had taken every precaution 
to ascertain its validity, and he trustei, that if this Court could not give them re* 
lief, some other means might be devised foi* doing so in England. Jioth be and 
his brother Judge agreed as to the raaterinl facts of the case and considered that 
they had been proved in evidence. First, he ^ as of opinion tuatall three instruments 
were forgeries ; secondly he was satishwd that Mr. Oxborough tiad authority to 
examine notes, and compare them with the Register and inform the holders wbe* 
ther they were genuine or rpt, and to receive for doing so a fee of one rupee for 
each. So far from thinking that the paper hung up in his office limited that au¬ 
thority, be considered it was sufficient for that purpose. It had been proved that 
Mr. Oxborough received a monthly salary from the Bank of Bengal under the eye 
of the Accountant General, who was President of the directors ; the Government 
were also share holders, and must be taken to Lave been acquainted with the 
acts of that Bank ; they paid him a salary for verifying securities j then how could 
he say, that they did not recognise the propriety of his doing sol he therefore 
considered he was an acknowledged agent for that purpose, but what the effect of 
it would be on the case : was another question. 

Thirdiv, he was satisfied, that Mr.Holt Mackenzie had no authority to draw notes 
for the United Company in its commercial capacity nor bad the Governor General, 
and this he considered most important, and that Mr. Oxborough had no authority 
to certify the genuineness of Commercial Promissory Notes but that what he did : 
was done by him as Register of the Government Registered debt. These were 
the principal points in the case and in them Sir Edward Ryan did not differ from 
him, though he perhaps might in the legal consequences that would arise from 
them. \ 

Ills Lordship said that if this was an action againsV a private person or mercan¬ 
tile drm, and that either had issued a promissory note and the holder had gone to 
their counting bouse and said, “ tel) me is thisgennine 1 does it bear your signa¬ 
ture!” and that a Clerk or Agent had said it was, and tbatit subsequently turned 
out a forgery, an exact copy of one in circulation j he should have felt much dif¬ 
ficulty in giving his opinion ■, he should have been puzzled iu determining which 
way the law inclined, for both were innocent sufferers and there was no authority 
to show how the point was to be settled. 

His Lordship said, he was aware of the cases which had been cited by Counsel of 
acknowledgement of the endorsement on a Bill of Exchange being equal to a fresh 
acceptance but that did not decide that the party would be bound in the case of a 
Not© nor did it appear whether the evidence of forgery was produced or not. Ha 
knew it was a case geperaliy. referred to by the profession as being an authority that 
a person so acknowledging would be liable, but it bad not been exprissly decided 
60. There was another case where a person wished to show that the name of 4ha 
drawer was a copy but that was quite a different case from that of a promissory 
note, for if not it would equally refer to a Bond, and iq either he knew,of po base 
as an authority to hold a parson answerable where be acknowledged by mistake. 
He should feel much difficalt/in the case of a private individual or mercantile firm 
in deciding, for he oould find no authority and be could not see why the law' should 
make the petMlty fall more heavily oa the one iimoGent j^aity than on the other. 
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But it was of m frost eonaequenoo in hta Tiew of tfae prose&t ciiso to consider 
these ditfionlties, for he thought it a distinct one and quite different from that 
of mereSiitile firm or a prirate indiridual. Th« instruments in question purport 
to be ftreii as Oorernment Securities for the loan of 16S5-96 and were therefore 
part of the Territorial or Registered debt and then the question «ras> whether 
the acknowledgment of Mr. Orbotough could bind the Cojppany to pay tbesO in* 
Utrumenla 1 1'he power of the Governor General in Council to issue notes did 
not emanate from the Company, but the authority was given by Acta of Parlia* 
munt by which he was empowered to raise moi(ey by loan for Government; bo 
had not the power to draw a note for tbs East India Company in their commerciali 
capacity and his authority to issue these securities was not given by the Company 
bat by the British Parliament. Since the ^6 G. 111. chapter d3, the commercial 
and sovereign power of the' United Company were distinct and the Governor Ge* 
neral and Cmiilteil Were appointed by Parliament without reference to the Com¬ 
pany, and were^etnt removable by them and at the time this power was given them 
they were not members of the Company. 

The reason, his Lordship said, that these securities were given in the name of 
the Company was simply, that the dispute as to their right to hold both terntorieo 
and revenue hariug been settled, the revenue was vested in them for a speciiic time 
and for this reaiion the Uotes were made out in tlieir name, though the Govern* 
meat and the Company were quite distinct and upon^this would depend the liabi¬ 
lity of the Com]^any to pay these notes. 

Ifis Lordship said there was nothing be was aware of to authorise the Governor 
Genersl in Council issuing notes to bind the Company in their commercial charac¬ 
ter, not did it appear that such was usual; if it were, it would be quite a different 
thing. If the Court were to give effect to the notes before them they must 
give effect to them as what they purported to be, aaeorities for a part of the territorial 
debt and then it was in arideoice that there were Tarious others of the same kind ia 
circulation and duplicate, triplicate,and qusdrupliuate of those held by the plaia- 
tiffs all with Mr. Oxborough’s initials upon them; then if the Court gave them effect 
as part of the territorial revenue the question would be raised, had the Company 
a right to pay those false notes out of,that fund 7 and could they do what they might 
be ordered bv the Court; he thought not, fdr the Parliament of England had appli¬ 
ed these funds for the purposes of government and have said “ you must not consi¬ 
der the revenue yours ; you must appropriate it to the payment of your army, the 
interest ofyour debt and other particular expences” and thus they have appropri¬ 
ated it to pecul^ purposes; then, hOW bis Lordship wished to know could they 
pay them 7 They*^are nbliget^ to render accounts yearly to parliament in 'which 
these payments must Sppeat, then how he dhbuld like to know could they justify 
Ihernsrives supposing they discharged th^7 Mr, Prinsep had said they might pay 
it ps s debt improperly contracted^ but his Lordship would say, no such thing; for 
If that did, it Srpnld be a durtation from the special directions'of an Act of Paili- 
Smenl. 

If the de^dsnts could not pay these securities out of the Territorial Revenue, 
then his Lordship wished to know how they were to be paid 7 It might be said, 
they niiist. pay them the bust way they can, out of their commercial assets, but he 
UoUld tiot s^ DOW ttfkt tbuld be done, for there were many statutaty provisions ss to 
them and reguifc®W»S’Uftbe Court of Directors or -Proprietors as to their applbstion. 
It would, he theU|fat, bs sstrsnge thing ito make them pay out of theit commercisl 
besets what might bb Well hake been a mtllion of money as fonr or fiwe lacks, for the 
mistake of Ut|^ who had tio right to bind them in their cemmercisl capacity but 
is employed to maSii^e the Territorial Revenue. For those reasons Iris Lordship did 
hot think thst tljethtte had bssn made out and therefore was of opinion that a non¬ 
suit should be eutsHd wrifh liberty to rtoke to have it set aside but had he consi* 
Ifletyd the case 4 i^Sde out, he should hare given a verdict with the same libertf. 
9Ie abodld much desire that the case should be carried do ahigbertribunal,buttf hi* 

. Was correct, no person could give relief but PsrlianSeillivho had specially direct-

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Mr. Jostioe Ryan said that there could be qo ooubt tibisirai scase 
portance, not only to tlio holder of the qotfs, bat to the Company, and he would 
consider it; Arst, as between priyate iadindoais, and secondly with reference to 
the defendants. His Lordship said there was no ditference as to the facts between 
him and the Chief Justice; be was satisfied that the papers in question were 
forged and that Mr. Oxborougb was the authorised agent of Governnient for- 
examining and certifying the validity of Company’s paper, but as to the authcMritjy 
Of the Governor General in Council to draw notes on the Companj in their com* 
snercial capacity, he'considered-it^rather a question of law than of fact. On these 
points he agreed with the Chief Justice, but from them he drew a different conclu* 
aion and -considered, that if tliis was an ordinary case the parties should recover, 
and he considered that the Plaintiffs were entitled to their verdict. His Lordship 
thought if It was a case between private individuals and they bad shown, that before 
they advanced their money they bad done all in their power to ascertain the vali^ 
dity of the security and that it had been afterwards shown to be bad and losses were 
sustained, that the person who had used all dw camion in his power, was entitled 
to a verdict, for it was a principle which persrades the British law, that he who had 
been guilty of laches should suffer. In the^ case before the Court the Plaintiffs 
had uaeisill due and jiroper caution and done pH in their power to ascertain the 
genuinness of the securities and if any one were guilty, it must hs the defendants 
and they should consequently ^suffer. 

His Lordship cited the case of I<each agaimt Burhananand Sgid he considered it an 
express authority in point and it was always held to be deoisive. He considered 
that after a promissory note had been endorsed it became exactly on a similar 
footing with a Bill of Exchange and cited Baylt\ on Bills in support of his argu¬ 
ment, and this be said brought the case within that Of Lcnc/t against Buchamrit 
where the eudorsment was stated to be genuine for in the present case the Securi¬ 
ties were taken to an authorized Agent of Government who had authenticated and 
venhed them and on this they advanced their money ; even in the case he had 
cited, there was a verdict for the plaintiff though evidence of forgery was.admitted 
and it was an express authority, that forgery would not he any har ; then if the 
pKsent were a case between private indiviiluals he considered the plaintiffs en¬ 
titled to their verdict. 

oh the second point bo was sorry to say be differred entirely ftom the Chief 
Justice ; the Advocate General had'put it in a more general form. 

The Chttf Justice said he thought that the vesting in the Company the revenue, 
made them liable to actions for all that was to be paid out of the retinue. 

Sir E. liycn. The Advocate General’s objection is different from the Chief 
Justice’s but if his,,Mr. Pearson’s, view of the case were correct, no action could 
be brought on these papers, for the Company are not liable ju as much as tbc;y 
were given for a loan raised for the purposes of Government; if it were so no 
action could be brought against them even if the paper were genuine. With re¬ 
ference to what the Chief Justice had said, that they could not pay out of their Ter¬ 
ritorial Revenue, he thought that was no answer to the present action, for be con¬ 
sidered they should be compelled to pay in the best way they could, if tbeir au¬ 
thorised agent had authenticated these 'papers, (Cites the case of Baris against the 
Bank of England.) His Lordship also quoted the case of Darling against Hyland 
where stock had been transferred under a forged authority and there they were com¬ 
pelled not only to satisfy the original holder but the subsequent purchaser and that 
ills Lordship considered a case of greater hardship than the present- Heconsidered 
the defendants should pay out of what funds they could and that the Plai^utiffs wern ; 
entitled to their Verdict. . , , 

The Chief Justice was of opinion the Company could not be.ah*^, Wine Hh- 

''bilities as a private firm out of the Territonal Revenue; that was decided in thy 
Post-office case; fats Lordship’s inclination was against the portion of the AdSocate 
General. ,

also read : one from Major General Hardwicko, forwarding a prospectus for ibe 
publication of a work on tfae Zoology of India. One from M» Roux, upon the 
* Crustacea de !a MeditCrranie,* requesting oommunicatious from Members of tbs 
Society, on subjects of Natural History. One from Mr. Scalej of St. Helena, open¬ 
ing a correspondence on subjects .of Natural History. A fetter from Kamtee, 
on the rearing of Silk Worms (with specimen of the Silk) which it was resolved 
to refer to the Agricultural and Hortjculiural Society. A letter from Mr. Prinsep, 
forwarding an Extract from the Honomble the Court of Directors, transmitting the 
Catalogue of the Library of the late King, presented to the Society by his present 
Majesty. 

A Report, by Dr. Strong and Mr.'^'Ross, on the*' process and the probable ex¬ 
pence of Boring for Water, agreeably to a resolution of the Physical Committee, 
referring the subject to the generid meeting, was read : and it was resolved that 
one thousand rupees be placed at the disposal of the Physical Committee, to provide 
for the cost of carrying on the necessarv operations under tbeir general siiperiii- 
tendance, and that they report progress from time to time. The Secretary’s* ob¬ 
servations on the Mudaris, or followers of i^heikh Mudar, were then read. The 
following donations were received—the Banner of the Madnri, presented by Ba¬ 
boo Ram Comul Sen. Wood’s Zoograpby, in the name of the Author, by bis son 
Mr. G. Wood. AvdaIVs Abridgement ot’ Cbamik’s Armenian Grammar- by the 
Author. Von Hammer’s Siege of Vienna by the Turks—from the Author. The 
Pentapotamia Imliea, by Mr. Lassen. Numbers of the Journal Asiatique, by the 
Asiatic Society of Paris. The following proposal was submitted byCaptaiii ller- 
bert—“ That the M useum and Library be open early in the morning, for the ac¬ 
commodation of such Members as may find it convenient to visit them at that hour. 
It appears that the hours at which tbe house is usually open, ten to four o’clock, are 
any thing but cMvenient to the generality of Members—-first, inasmuch as, during 
great part of tilCyear, few people cousi'derit salutary dr even safe to venture any 
distance at that time of day, at least for many days successively ; and secondly, 
beoapse tbose hours comprehend that portion of the day in which most of ns are 
engaged in our official duties.” It was accordingly resolved, that the Secretary 
ihould consult with the Superintendent of tbe Museum, and the Librarian, on the 
practicability of the proposal. 

Major Giiieral Hardwtcko's work is to consist of two volumes folio, each con¬ 
taining btie hundred oolouted plates—and will be published', by subscription, in 
parts, price one guinea each, containing ten coloured plates. Tbe prospectua 
’States, thouj^i various useful aud splendid publications have coutributed to tbe 
elucidii^ioi)i of the different branches of the Natural History of India aud ita Islands ; 
yet a'tkOrk, oom^t^heniiiOg the whole of Continental India, and of the Islands 
which are^nsitally regarded as its appendages, and embracing at the same time all 
the more perleot'departments of animated nature ; is still a desideratum in science. 
To fill Up, this void, Major General Hardwicke, who hastiad extensive op¬ 
portunities of observing and collecting and wbo possesses materials for its execu- 
. tioc, which he confidently deems unequalled in extent—has undertaken this pub¬ 
lication. 

In tbeir Report on Boring for Water Springs, Messrs. Strong and Eoss state, 
that, ** sinoei tbe Boring Rods hare been obtained Trodt Government, about tbe end 
jjig’isrf May, nearly aeventy feet of earth have been perforated, oonsisting of vegetable 
i^Eljtld, sand, and Qihw alluvial matter, into a compact yellow day ; but as tits 
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Talnr season liaa advanoad, considerable difficulties bare occurred, landsbd looss 
earcib havin'^ been, from time to time, trasbsd tbt> bole bored, and a braoltisb 
Water exuded tbroUgb the sand, %bicb, at this moment, ^ises, to witbtn ten feet bf 
the surface, and the present depth of the bole does not exceed much more tUaA forty 
feat.—As we haVe hitherto been boaring in alluvial deposits, wiihout proper pipes 
to keep out the yielding soil, and plentifully exuding water, the difficulties Vre 
have encountered are, perhaps, little more than might have been expected ; and 
that they may be overcome, remains to bo proved ; but how to estimate the proba¬ 
ble expense, is not quite sojeasy a matter as it may appear to a casual observer 
however, we can n^erely recommend what appears to be the most feasible me¬ 
thod to adopt to dbytain the'objects in view, and leave it to the Society to deter¬ 
mine, whether this plan, or any other, shall be pursued.” 

The proposed manner in which they intend to proceed is next given-^as well as 
ah estimate of the expense—which, in the present stage of matters, however, 
cannot he otherwise than conjeotural. Government have liberally given, besides 
the Boring Rods, aTindalaud ten KulaB8ees,to work them, and two Europeah Ser¬ 
geants to direct, &c. « 

Mr, Wilson describes the Madar Jhanda Jp be a festival, which the Mobamedans 
of iliu,dQostaii have, derived from the Hindoos, and is so called from tbe use of a 
Jhanda, or b lag, on the occasion. It is held at the end of May or beginning of June, 
and is celebrated by the lower classes of,Mobamedans, joined by siatifar persons 
from the Hindus. The cerefiioriy correspbdda, in some respects, wuh the cele¬ 
bration of the marriage nte by tbe lower order---and requires the preparation of 
similar articles for seven days previo'as to the principal observance. The bearing 
of tbe Jhanda, or flag, is often the result of avow. This ceremony, of which a 
particular description is given in the paper, is also called Ghazi JUsya ha Shady, oc 
the marriage of the religious hero. Mudar,' or Ghazi, the hero in question, "was, 
it is narrated, the son of a distinguished soldier, in tbe service of the King of 
Delhi, but who afterwards became a Pir of celebrated sancuty. He died whilst 
his son was young, and Mudar entered into the service of a Patan leader, under 
whose banners he distinguished himself for his intrepidity, and fur fais ferocious an¬ 
tipathy against tbe Hindus. His character for courage, has made his name a sort 
of war-cry amongst Mohamedan soldiers, who are accustomed to exclaim on a 
march or an attack, “Dum-dum Mudar I” In the midst of preparations fur hia 
nuptials, Mudar, as the story goes, was informed of the near approach of a body 
of tbe enemy--and immediately left bis bouse to meet tUem—diut, although he dis¬ 
tinguished himself by his usual gallantry, was slain. ‘ The death of Mudar, and 
- the consequent removal of the nuptial banners and emblems, are supposed to be 
represented by tbe cereiiiunies observed at tbe festival of Muilhr Jhanda. Par¬ 
ticular and consistent as this tradition may appear, Mr. Wilson does not appear to 
give it any credit. “ .Bedin-ad-din Mudar, was a Soofi of a particular order the chief 
of whose practices is the procuring of beatific visions, by intoxication with Bhang 
or Hemp. Whilst his disciples admit tne divine mission of Mohamed, and pro¬ 
fess to be of tlie Sum persuasion; they disclaim the Prophet's title to peculiar 
reueration, and shew little respect to his institatea. Acooidiog to their legends, 
Mobamed obtained access to paradise only in virtue of tbe phrase Viim Mudar, tb* 
watchword of tbe sect, to which many miraculous effects are ascribed in their tra¬ 
ditions. In their costume, the Medaris resemble Hindu Saoyasis, going nearly 
naked in all seasons, braiding tbe bair and smearing the body with ashes, and 
wearing iron chains round their waists and necks. These practices they probably 
borrowed from the Jogis, and other Hindu ascetics. After tfaeir establishment in 
Hindustan, for the sect originated in Persia, and Bedia-ad-din Mudar brought the 
creed to India, where Ifb is inaccurately considered as its founder." As mentioned 
in a former paper from tbe same hand, bis tomb is at Mukliunpoor, in tbt| Doab^ 
near Virozabad. It is a iarge square building, but in ruins, and held in no reverene* 
now in tbe vicinity. Up the country, the legend of Mudar’s heroism and inter¬ 
rupted marriage, is told not of him, but of another individual—* one of tbe eoaipa- 
nions of Mobamed, the iirst*^ossulman invader of Hindustan, and the first Chief 
of note who fell in conflict ^itb the Infidels. This latter circombtanoe is indeed^ 
the hey of the le^^end of the marriage, and is s cwrious tf^mplifieitioh oLfb^ 
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^roBinJi. (m wbM wcU atoiries way wat. The death of a Muiaafnao, in a relj^iofli 
warfare,.. eatitlea ni^a to jdie erediV®^.*. martjr-**he auffera what ia tarised Sheha- 
dd, a word whi#i has beeh corrupted iaio Skakadi, and thenee confounded witb 
Shadi, warriage : the story of the mbriage, therefore, being an Indian iuWrpoi 
4auoQ originating in the miaapprehenaion of an Arabic word .’—Govt. Gds* 


THE LATE DR. aIjAM. 


A very full meeting of the Medical and Phyaical Society took place on Saturday 
-evening, the 7tb August it being understood that a proposal would be submitted, 
aa tO'tbe bent Wode by which the Society could testify their regret for bis death, 
and their respect to the memory of their lamented Secretary and fellow. Dr. 
Adam. The Vice'Preaidmtt, Mr. Wilson, addressed the meeting upon 

the subject—add the ihllowingi we l^eheve, is a preuy correct sketch of what 
he said ; 

Before we proceed to the regular husinees of the evening, 1 beg to call the 
,, attention of the meeting to the loss which the Society has sustained in the death 
■of its ' Secretary, the late Dr. John Adam.— Zt must be quite unnecessajly for me 
to dwell upon the merits, of our late Secretary—they must be well known to 
.most of the Mdmhera present, and will be readily admitted to constitute a strong 
claim upon the grateful recollections of the Society. 

There is no duuht that the very existence of the Society origimited with Dr. 
Adam, and that a sense of its adeantagss induced him to propose its institu¬ 
tion to a mao' whose equal aeal for the profession, added, at that time, greater 
influence from bis standing in the Service. From that time we aU.J^ow that Dr, 
Hare and Dr. Adaht co-operated actively in the formation of the Sooll^y, and as we 
have already recorded our obligations to the former, it is incumbent upon us to pay 
a like tribute to the equal claims of the latter. 

But the institutioin of the Society was one of the least of our late Secretary ’s 
merits, and he has other and hi^er claims upon our regard. The same zeal for the 
credit of the Profession Sod the ptomdtion of'profeasional knowledge, which had 
prompted biro to propose the formation of the Society, inspired him to the last, and 
laidaced him to discharge the oSees, of bis situation with unwearied diligence and 
interest. 1 betieu^ that on no one om'aaion was be ever absent from bis post. I can 
•peak froem my own knowlvd^ to a fair proportion of our meetings, and where my 
lestimony is waiuing, thete are others preaent who can supply the deficiency. On 
sU occasions toO, many of us can vouch that he never failed to conduct the business 
W^^yveniiig ss ifit was a Hbeur of love—or to take part in the amicable discus* 
our meetings are accustomed to witness. 

It¥as not only at out meeiings, however, that Dr. Adam’s warm interest in the 
prosperffyiqf^dbe^^ciety .was evinced, (and bis labours were cheerfully and suc¬ 
cessfully td it St other seasons)—a variety of little details luW always

SWAN RIVER- 


The conflicting accounts that have ’appeared in the publie prints, respeotipg 
this interesting colony to which the eyes of our countrymen in all parts of the 
world have lately been directed, verify the old philosophic adage, that “truth 
dWeila in a well” from which it is difiicult to elicit her, and the following remarks 
made in all probability at the same time as those which lately appeared in the Ih- 
ntA Gazbttk «bew the different impressiona which the same objects, simulta¬ 
neously viewed, may produce on the retina of differeat beholders. 

The calumnies that have issued forth against it front the sister colonies, woul4 
lead onb tosupjiose it a place unfit for mortal to reside in, incapable of any cultiva¬ 
tion and utterly destitute of that absolute essential fresh water. Captain Stirling is 
represented as having stated a deliberate falsehood when he described Cockburn 
Sound as a aecars anahorage ; sixty or seventy miles from the $^a is stated to be 
the nearest good Iwad, (a distance to which no onedisa as yet reached) and the 
greatest pains have been taken to vilify and traduce it. 

These unfavorable reports have arisen chiefly from disappointed settlers, who 
thinking Swan River a place where they might eat the nntaxed bread of idleness 
were rather surprised at finding on their arrival, that it waa only by the sweat of 
thair brow they could hope to succeed and that evaa money was but of little use 
if they were not disposed to endure for some time the privations invariably atten¬ 
dant on the first settlers of anew country. These reports were eagerly caught 
at in Van Diemen’s Land, where as well as in Sydney thia infant colony has been, 
viewed with the most extreme jealousy, from the moment of its proposal j they 
have been there enlarged and dwelt pn, while wherever malice cotud o’erptep the 
bounds of truth with any shadow of plausibility, it has not failed to do ao- What 
can thus have raised the ire of those convict colonists it is difficult to ps^, bspe- 
eially as to them for many years the eatabllahment of tiiis colony must be aitondln 
«d with advantage inasmuch as it must in a great measure be dependant pa 
them.for supplies, but the very idea of a colony being formed wltboiit ^e aia*bf 
prieon lahouri of e society for the most part of respectable people going nut bb; 
establish tbemaelves in a place where Biey are not ohliged to rub shoulders 
iislons asems tohave calUd florth their virtuous indignation mtd they bail vUl^ 
delight every account to im prejudice. ,

avtiere government baa so materially assisted the foundation, yet ns it has been 
clearly proved that there is suificient good land in the neighbourhood, for the 
Aupport of « numerous colony, of its final triumph there can be no doubt. 

Tha entrance of the River or estuary is interrupted by a bar on vrhioh the sen 
breaks stormy weather with much violence rendering it dangerous even for 
boats to pass over it, but on the South side of Arthur’s Head (one of the promon- 
toriesforming the entrance of the river) is a bay which is perfectly safe at all 
times for boats to land in and for small vessels toucher. On thp spit of sand which 
aepafatea this bay from the River, is the town of Freemantle in situation well 
adapted for trade, but from the want of a solid foundation, ill calculated fpr streets, 
wharfs, and other indispensubles, to a mercantile town j it, at present consists of 
a few huts and two limestone edifices, the abundance of which material in the 
neighbourhood will be of vast assistaoce to them, and when the colony is a little 
farther advanced end quarrying more general, will allow them to build both better 
and cheaper than at either ofthe othei^colonies. On the opposite side of the river is 
intended to bo North Freemantle but as yet there are no allotments taken nor auy 
buildings erected j from this to the edibrye metropolis, Perth, by land is supposed 
to be eleven miles aud great part through thick woods a correct line of roadie 
now about beit^ surveyed which will be cleared as rapidly as possible. By water 
the journey irom Freemantle to Pmh is thirteen mWes : for slnnit a mile inside 
the bar the water continues very shallow (not exceeding five or six feet) though 
from its extreme. transparenoy it does not appear even that depth, it then deepens 
into a regular obannei and Continues so to Perth, one side being always abrupt 
and steep to the shore while on the other is generally a fiat extending mbre than 
half across the. river, its appearance for the first three miles is neither caloulat> 
®d to gratify the eye of the settler looking for land, nor of the admirer of nature 
in search of the picturesque, hut above that the latter is amply repaid by the 
view of a most noble elcpanse of water, about seven miles in length and three in 
breadth, the scenery here on the banks likewise improves, the woods assume a 
more vivid green and though the land from its proximity to the sea does not sp- 
pear generally fit for cultivation, the timber which grows on its banks would 
render it not altogether unprofitable. At the head of this, is the confiuence of the 
two rivers Swan and Canning, and on the Swan about a mile and a half above this, 
is (or rather is to be) the Town of Perth. Its situation is well chosen in point 
of beauty, but it being entirely a bed of sand on which it is proposed to stand, 
good streets and roads will be oifiicolt to form, yet as at the Cape of Good Hope, 
these difficulties gre proved not to be unsurmountable, there is no reason why they 
■hould he considered so her#. Under this covering of sand is about a foot of light 
•oil and beneath that a substratum of argillaceous sand. Fresh water is in every 
part abundant of a far better quality than any obtained in New South Wales, vary* 
from three to nine feet from tqs surface. At Perth there are at present no 
buudtnge of any stse or consequence, even the Government House is but a tem¬ 
porary edifice and moat of the others thatched with the native grass which is very 
•buudant. ' ■ 

The tilnber though stunted in height attains a great girth ; the wood denominated 
cedar Iq iSyditey {red gum here) seems to arrive at perfect maturity even in this 
sandy .spi)f. it seldom exceeds twenty or thirty feet of straight growth, but may be 
sawed planks fhur feet broad without a rent or flaw, thus rendering it particular¬ 
ly soitahle for furniture. 

About three miles abdye Perth the good land commences, and though that 
capable of cgl|ivation is only in strips or smalt patches, there are besides extmmive 
plains fit for ^e purposes of grating or as stock runs. On the Canning the land 
exbibim thevsame f«atures,'the alluvial strips, thd’ of small extent, being numerous 
here a Mr. Bell, an officer of the navy has seated himself on what was generally 
epnaidered a bad grant, but which by dint of labour and perseverance he has im¬ 
proved more then any other settler. * 

^ .'The climate here is during the summer very hot, foo fliueh so for intense Euro- 
B^|m )ab!our, sod it decidedly must be the moat extreme point to the Norffi, of

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^aa daterioratei, and in some |plac«8 allurial eoil in found wiilniik a f«w diita'a of 
the sea. Captain Stirling has just gone to tbs Southward, to surrey a reported 
harbour off Cape ljeeuwin, which if found good and situation in other respects eli« 
gible, will no doubt be eventually placed the capital of Orange of country eatonding 
from Kiug George’s Sound to Swan River ; the report made by Dr. Wilson of tb« 
laud eighty miles in shore of the former was most favorable in point of quality of 
Boil, clearness of ground and supply of water, and tbe distance from one to the other 
is barely two hundred miles: u kingdom may thus be formed of about seven 
hundred square miles, with aii eltent of coast of three hundred, which for the 
purposes of trade in general must be confessed to possess a situation unequalled on 
the face of the globe. But tbe first'object of (his infant oolouy must be^ (as soon 
as by industry the cravings of nature are actually supplied) to find an export, bear* 
ing in mind that they have not there, as the Eastern Colonies had, a large govern¬ 
ment demand for their surplus produce ; on their own resources they entirely de¬ 
pend ; the example of their neighbours will probably induce them to turn their 
attention to wool, for which if we may judge from New South Wales, both in soil 
and climate the country is well adapted ;* and if care betaken to introduce a 
proper breed of sheep in tbe first instance i^ch subsequent trouble will be saved, 
and a stipply of fine wool thereby insured. Their timber will also serve as dead 
weight for ships, and in England would always fetch a remunerfiting price for 
the trouble of bringing it hortte, exclusive of freight for tbe ship. Mimosa bark, of 
which there ia great abundance would answer the same purpose. Tbe cultivation 
of tobacco has been tried in small quantity, and found to succeed admirably, if 
proper skill and climate be employed in drying it, aud there is no doubt but it also 
will form an article of commerce. Horses to India might also form a considerable 
export, while tbe conveniency of situation would enable them to be sent at half the 
expense of those from New South Wales : in India the English horse is much 
esteemed, and a Supply for the cavalry greatly wanted ; and as on the East coast 
of New Holland, horses as well as all other stock have been found tp increase with 
amazing rapidity, it is natural to suppose the same will he the case here. 

Tbe greatest inconvenience tbe settlers at present experience, is, the scarcity of 
labour, and unless some other means are devised to remedy this, they must have 
convicts; but were it possible even at tbe sacrifice of mant' years to avoid this 
dreadful alternative it would be better, as the bare idea of a state of society spring¬ 
ing up similar to that in Sydney, w'oiild be suificient to deter many from visiting 
their shores : various schemes have been proposed, one to get a supply of Malays, 
another of Chinese, but tbe most feasible seems Mr. Wiimot Horton’s plan of ex¬ 
porting tbe surplus Poor of England at the Parish expence, here, tl|ey would find a 
certain provision and an ample remuneration for industry ; at present wages are so 
high that the indented servants all scorn to stay with their masters, and earning 
eight aud ten shilliogs per day, by labour two days of the week are sufiioieot to 
keep them in a state of drunkenness the remaining five; and until in this, as welt as 
in other things, competition brings it to its natural level, such must continue to 
be the case. Cheap labour m a new country ia the greatest requisite for its rapid 
improvement, and when we see the thousands idle famished wretches in Eng¬ 
land, whose utmost exertions could barely procure a morsel of bread for their starv¬ 
ing families, whose children grow up indebted to crime for a livelihood, one cannot 
but regard this country with a hope that when tbe prejudice against compulsive 
emigration shall have a little worn away, it may prove an asylum to some, before 
from desperation they become quite abandoned. Could those docks of Irisli atho 
now annually visit England, reducing tbe wages and corrupting tbe morals of the 
Engliah labourers be prevailed upon to expatriate themselves still farther and 
visit'these shores, they would find themselves instead of a burden to all conneot- 
«d with them, instead of objects which all are anxious to rid themselves of; uaefrtl 
aaembers of society. 

Gage’s roads as an anchorage is extremely insecure, being perfectly opati to any 
wind from West to North, <he roost severe that blow along this coast, and whicb 
throw into it a tremendous iea ;* but about ten miles South of the entraooe to Swan 
River is Cockbum Sound formed by the Island of Buacbe or Garden Island, a 
wary secure and ahaltared harbour aaaeaa to it ia difficult wad dangaroos to 
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tWoti «aid !ia eoiisequetioe of ittbeinf too mblf sttMbpted sorenkf 

•hips have, boeu lutarly lost, there ia however* very good ehenfielin. which only 
t^qoirea bptihg; buoyed off to mnlre it perfectly ewiy of entrance, iisrden Island ie, 
for the moSt^pan sand, yet vegetables gfow on it very well and eoine to maturity, 
•nd water: i« abundantly obtained by digging a depth of three feet in the Sand. On 
ihielalflid are the Goveroment Stores and some liuts ih:at have been built by the 
I9evy^ in which the ofhoers and men reside, it also abounds with etnall Kangarooe. 
|ilanfi«‘s Bay on the South side of the Island is a most secure and sheltered Cov«. 
and particniarly adapted for a whaling station or fishing town. 

But it must be confessed that the appearance of the place is not such as to gratify 
the eye on a first arrival, particularly, fastidious as we may imagine one to be, 
that has just emerged frona-tbe fertile meadows of England, hot let it be compared 
With -Port Jackson, Jet its sand and timber be compared with the barren rooks 
and stunted bnaihes of the latter, let the journey by water from Freemantle to Perth 
be compared'to -the samefrom Sydney to Parramatta, and X do not think the former 
will lose by thecomparison; take again the Cape of Good Hope, let a man be landed 
at Simon’s Bay, and during a fresh South Easter ride the first pSrt of the way to 
Cape Town, should he be fortunawAenough not to be entirely blinded by the 
sand, w'hat be did see would only draw from him the remark that from Dan even 
to Beershaha all is barren.’' yet the settlements of Southern Africa have succeeded 
as also New South Wales, why then should Western AustrsUai which I repeat 
in situation is unequalled pa the face of the globe, be doomed to failure without a 
trial ? Or take |he Southern side of Sydney and travel thence by land to Botany 
Bay, what says M. Perou who visited it in 1802 and was rather than otherwise in- 
elined to speak favorably of it “ all the intermediate country (between Sydney 
*' and Botany Bay) is sandy, barren and unfit for cultivation, as you approach Bo> 
tany Bay the land gradually sinks till you reach the dangerous swamps formed 
" by "Cook’a end George’s River, on their banks are a thousand species of trees 
“ and shrubs, whose delightful appearance deceived Captain Cook and fats brave 
*' companions and led them to suppose the land to be uuparallelled in point of 
fertility. It would have been weR if the event had justified the great ideas 
*' which" they formed of it, obstructed by banks of mud, the auchorage does not 
“ afford the shelter required while the marshy nature of the soil and its einvirons 
** renders it at once unhealthy wQd .pnfit for ordinary cultivation.'* Suoh may fas 
©onaidered a correct description of the whole of New Holland within a few miles 
of the Sea, in the interior one may he led to conclude the good soil is distributed 
in equal quantities, hot the conyenienoe whicR the Western Colony possesses Of 
water carriage t$ the Sea. caateris paribus, mast give it a decided advantage. 

'llie progress of the Colonf to the time, of my visiting it was as great as could 
reasonably have, been expected ; they arrived at the commencement of winter and 
^gseless were exposed to all the inclemencies of a stormy season for four months 
di^lig which time it was hardly to he expected much could he done ia the way of 
eiilitivstion since which the major part have gone up,to their locations and though

Most of the above information on part of the Colony which 1 had not an oppor¬ 
tunity of visiting were derived from a Mr. Heaty'wbo may be considered jter- 
hspsaa the most respectable settler there,—he has embarked considerable capital, 
and has taken up a grant of sixty thousnndeacres with which he expressed himself 
perfectly satisfied, though of course allowitig that the country did not answer the 
glowing description in which it had been represented in England, of him at least it 
may be said that he does not want the means of returning" and nothing but a 
thorough conviction of the csipabilities of the place for a settlement would induce 
Inm to continue investing capital, now that a year’s residence mustbave given him 
% tolerable knowledge of the place and its probable resources,-^£«ngal Burkam. 


LUCKNOW. 


I have often, visited the Court of His Majesty the King of Oode, in hi* capital 
of Lucknowand I own I always derived considerable amusement from the scene. 
During the present year, I passed through that city on my way to the Upper Pro- 
wiiiceS, but a short period after the accession of his present Majesty to the 
throne ; taking my way firom Benatea through the Company’s District of Juanpore, 
and the South Eastern frontier of His Majesty’s dominions ; which I was glad of 
an opportunity of comparing with our own. The Oude territory will certainly 
bear no comparison with the fertile and highly cultivjsted district^ of Babar ; but 
I could name maoy of the Company’s Provinces Where the hand of the cultivator 
is probably more inactive ; and where the jungle is even more wild and exuberant. 
At Midnapore for example such is the excessive luxuriance of the vegetation 
that a single year will over- grow with underwood a road not pSrhap* very much 
frequented, so as to leave little more than a pathway. 

The Districts of Ramghur and the Jungle Mebals are nearly similarly circum¬ 
stanced. All that we read of the contention of planters with nature in the hack 
settlements of America, may certainly be matched without going many miles ftom 
Calcutta. 

I have mentioned these circumstances in justice to the King of Oude’s Cktveyn- 
ment; because I know it is the fashion to attribute to the misgov^rnment of hi* 
officers the wild and. uncultivated state of the greater portion of his prQi^ci>s: 
and though to man unqqpstionably belongs some portion of the desolation, to nature 
likewise, as in the Company’s better governed territory, certainly may*be ascHhed 
V B^srs. 

The road I took from Juanpore to Lucknow was much covered with tow, ubdet* 
woed ; and even where the {Wospect opened, the ciritivation appeared to ^ scanty. 
Patches of wheat and barl^^r/ce cultivation is little twaotieed above Fetitsy.wexe 
k^isible here and there. Tse scene offered little to indicate the apfueoftpb fp a 
•^feat capital. Here tifbre no carriages whether for purposes of profit or ptfselle,

, At leAgth 1 became sensible of my approach to the snburba of a.great Bastem 
City* "The^ntiuned baying of the Pariah dog struck upon the ear,—the shriU 
cry of the jackall was heard at iuterrals,—lights glimmered in the distance.—A 
rooket dticasionally soared into the air, and partially illhminated for a moment the 
tell'white minaret, and graceful dome,t—the hum of voices , proclaimed that the 
congregated abodes of men were at band, I entered Lucknow*, and was leoeiv* 
ed pt tjhe Hesideitcy j with oriental hoapitahtyl 

This city IS of very modern erection. About the year IWTS, Afi|opb«Ool Dowlab, 
son of Soojah-ool Duwlab, first eatabliehed bis residence hei?8, and from an ob¬ 
scure TiUage on the banka of the Gooratee, it gradually assumed the name and 
character of a large,and populous capital. The date of its erection precludes the 
possibility of its afibrditig any object of interest to the historian or the antiquary : 
though as tb’o capital of one of the few remaining princes of India, to whom the 
means are 'ye( supplied to keep uf>,something of the state and splendor ofaa 
Lastern Court, a visit to Lucknow is ipot devoid of interest. 

The principal street has an appearance which is presented by no other city of that 
part of India. From the intimate connexion subsisting between the present Royal 
family, and the Bast India Company, a connexion which, has scarcely been inter¬ 
rupted since the battle of Buxar, inl7fi4, the English fiiste in building predominates} 
and the great street is composed of very fine houses, and lines of shops, as regu¬ 
larly and architecturally disposed as in Calcutta, These hard' been constt noted 
principally by Bfii^opeaus, in the employ of the preceding Nawaube; and it is to be 
presumed, that tlieir taste was not checked as in Calcutta by somo of those rights, 
under which people build their houses to please themselves, and not the sovereign. 

The building of houses has been a taste or '* shoke" to use the i^indoostanea term, 
of all the princes of this family ; and not one appears to have fancied as a residence, 
his father’s habitation, or that of his ancestor. The city therefore, and the environs 
are full of fine houses; few of which are well preserved, and repaired, for the reason 
above stated. Across the principal street are two very elegant gateways, which 
must have been built for ornament rather than use ; for were the gates closed, 
bis Majesty could not enter his own palace. These gate.wavs have certainly ait 
impoamg effect; though aa an interruption to the coup <l’<eii of a long and hand¬ 
some street, their removal might bo desirable. Occasional gate-ways on each side 
of the street, mark the entrances to the King's residences, stables, and houses of hiS 
principal officers ; and although the orders of architectuie have not been very 
strictly observe# in their construction ; the proportions are not inelegant, and the 
taste displayed, considering the mode in which the designs were supplied, must 
strike every observer. 

The city, or rather that part of it occupied by the native population, extends about 
iwo and n half miles on the right batik of the Goomty ; over which a superb 
itiridge hns been erected. Of the height to which rivers in India suddenly rise 
dnriilg the rains; some idea may be formed from the fact, that large boats have sailed 
ovAf. >tha bridgei both of Lucknow and Juanpore. Thatof the latter city is of con- 
siddrably greater elevation. 

iTha hreadih olthe city is irregular ; hut it may be roughly estimated at three 
miles,.hott«e|>r« built very close to each other, and Imve some of them two

There are few countries of the world to which Nature has been ao ‘ of 

her gifta, as th|e territory of Oude. Previously to the cession, the'Cf^hg^t^s, the 
Gogra, the Ooonit>y, the. Sye—four vast atreams which are navigable St tfdl deaaons 
of the year, qontfibdfed to ita fertility, and facilitated those comi»niht«attons» 
Which make ^rjility a blessing beyond its own sphere. These vast irveiV should 
always have opiflbsedi harriers to foreign invasion ; nevertheless although the people 
are warlike, and its districts afford large hodigs of recruits to our armies, Oude uas 
always been a prey tb every foreign invadei^ £ren the little state of Furrueka- 
had, a braijob only of the Tatan state of H^hilcund, overran the country under its 
heroic chieftain Ahmed Khan and plundered Lucknow itself. 

Of the administrStiqu of the country, 1 scarcely like to baxard any remark •, awars 
that such is, or is ^:^^po8ed to be, the intimate nature of ^ur coiieexion with this 
state, that whhtsv.et may be the public opinion as to any good that may be apparent 
in its government, that which is mischievous is very certainly attributed to us. t 
have repeatedly heard men of education in the Western Provinces declare that the 
British Governiaettl encouraged the riisorders of tlte Oude administration, in order 
that there might h^.t^pretext for anotiier ces«ion, of what remains of ita territory, 

I arrived at Ln«bknow’ at an iiitaresttng moment. His late filajesty Ohax-ood* 
Been Hyder, w^died November 18^7, had raised up from the lowest classes 
of society, a man named Aga Meer ; to whom he had entrusted unlimited power} 
end in whose favor » trenty had been concluded with the IJritish Government, 
under which the late Governor General guaranteed to him atld his heirs, a large 
portion of the Jut^est of a socnnd crore of rupees} which he bad the influence 
^ extract. flroilf%ie master's coffers in aid of our operations sgsinsl the Burmes* 
Bmpire, 

When ths late King felt hiihself at the point of death, he began to entertain ap* 
prehension as to the full execution of the terms of this treaty ; as lur at leaat as 
regarded the favourite ] and he therefore attempted to reconcile his son and suc- 
nessor to him, and the stipulations for his benefit: a task on'e slmuld suppose of 
soma dil&culty ; for the heir apparent had been long is confinement, and the severs 
treatment be experienced during liis father's life, was always attributed to t^ mi¬ 
nister. However,,the reconciliation took place in the dying monarch’s presencSi 
The young Prince viscended the Mtisnud ; and the mintater, instead of ike iiistant 
diagrace apprehended bv himself and his partisans, appeared to have succeeded to 
power as unlimited, and influence as unbounded in the Councils of the son, stii 
os had exercised for years, in those of the f'lther. The Kellaats, or dresses of 
lioitor, and presents made to him at the coronation, exceeded in magoificenee these 
Sf the Royal Family ; and 1 heheve there was not an individual in the WeateHr 
^provinces. Native or F.utopean, who foretold the storm; and who was not effestu- 
sllr deceived by these yirooeedings. The whole was a blind, mors securifjy to 
•ffect his ruin without disturbance or Iclat. 

One morning after a short conference at the Residency, Aga Meer wgi infognt* 
•d, that he WHS to,cousidtir himself a close prisoner to bia own palace,* under 
charge of the British troops, and the guarantee of person and property of vBrilitj^., 
XUtbority, He submitted to this startling and unexpected cbanget It must 
•waed, with the greatest fortitude. Neither his voice faltered, nor was there lii^y 
tation even in his manner, as he expressed bia conriction, that se be 
our Oovptoment, with st ie|s^B's much seal, as bis own^ the provktj^i 
treaty he carefully afid strictly adhered to. Aga Mher however, ^

WheftHil' Idhjesty found that the Minister's life was to he dafe, he claimed all 
iistpropeftf f ibd when doubts were expressed as to whether this even could be 
ri'eded unddf: thi guarantee, he demanded that an account should ha rendered of 
all thqt be irad received or'^disbursed whether by himself or by deputy, since bia 
adtninistratidn. The demand was subtle enough *, for his Majesty knew full well, that 
for the preparation, of such an account, and for the audit of the items, a century 
would not suffice if such were his royal pleasure ; while all that the unfortunate man 
possessed^ eoloasally rich as he is said ^.o hav^e been, could never meet the claim, 
or pass frdmhis Majesi;^'s grasp whiler he still continued a prisoner in his Capital. 

No sooner was one Minister thus summarily disposed of, than another was to be 
chosen to supply faU place; and notwithstanding the obvioni|i dangers of the ele* 
yafion, the station was as eagerly sought after, as if ^it had ppmbined all the dis* 
tinetions to which talent may lay claim, to render it a proatf.and enviable thing 
to stand at thdr helm > of the state. Although there were eeyeral competitors, 
all eyes were ttnw turned on the celebrated Hakeem. 1 tract, I ahall not be 
thought to wander materially from the subject before me, should here at« 
tempt to make a slight sketch of this very remarkable person. ' 

.Moontezum Ood Dowlab, Mhaindee Aly Khan, better knowd throuirhont India 
by the name of the Hckeem, is one of those indiriduals, who vypuld m any coun< 
try attract that attention, which is readily given, even amon^;>^e most rude and 
fmcivilised, to him who has the courage to eh%1ie himself freepf those shackles 
which centuries of bigotry and prejudice have imposed on his cdnntrymen. Bora 
of a distinguished though not very opulent Persian family fra8.very early 
'nailed into active employment* by Saadut Ally Khan; who W't^.tbe panetratioa 
for which he was remarkable, predicted, as be contributed to bis advancement. In 
l80i*3 when the treaty was in agitation under which the best half of the pude 
fiProyineea were ceded to the Company, the Hakeem was high in the oonfidenca 
of his Sovereign ; and his account of the intrigues of the Court at that period, the 
4ifficuUie»nxperjenced in inducing the Prince to sign what he considered bis erasure 
from the list of Indian Soveneignty afford an instructive and deeply interesting les¬ 
son, in the arcana of Indian diplomacy- The Hakeem does hot attempt to deny, 
he cOuRseUed his master,, to resort to all possible means ihf evasion and even 
lyislrtance, short of a reference to that dcmicr rejnrt the ultima ratio regum” 
te wl^feh he was far too intelligent to urge him. It is im'^i^ible not to admire 
Bra SpVil which dictated the advice, as much as the candour which now admits i^e 
fruitiime hostility, 

. Viyifr* however, so directly in opposition to those of the British Government, 
eohid aOl!. hut brisig the Hakeem into rough collision with our. Kesident, an officer 
who at .Wht;. timet ojgercised a far more direct and proclaimed influence in the

rarely Been equalled^ never exceeded. Although born and bred in a dduntry, io 
which the nuptial tie is so little regarded; where marriages are dissolved oa 
demand, and concubinage has acSrcely anp prohibition ; yet so deeply did th* 
Hakeem feel the loss of bis wife that nrA only did he never contracted another 
marriage (although shp bad left him wid)ont an heir to bis inimeDSe wealth^ 
but it^seemed as if ateiy lien had been broken which could attach him to tlio 
world. He never agiin entered the female apartments wbete she died ; whicli 
remain just as they irere the moment of her decease. I(o one has *ver wor^g 
her jewels: her shairls, her dresses are still retained with enthusiastic fondness; 
and when he has casually mentioned her name after a lapse of nearly ojight years, 
the sigh was ^ ^e bosom, and the tear was in the eye, 

Of bis urbanjitjr ;<ff manner, even in these kingdoms of masters and slaves ; of bis 
intuitive pefoept|(ph of what is great and good; of the justness of his conceptions 
and the exoellenoO 0 ^bis judgement, 1 might offer many examples. At the mar¬ 
riage of his grstbdv nephew he gave a most sumptuous entertainment, to the ladies 
and gentlemea off futtibghur, and the surrounding stationa: which was conducted 
in the English ihode ; the dinner being spread in the hall of a superb house which 
he purchased ihr ^e occasion, and every delicacy offered which luxury could device, 
or wealth supply. In the midst of the entertainment, the etring of a pearl necklace of 
enormous value broke and the pearls fell in showers all around Lis sest. The ae4 
eident howeVer was not remarked by the guests, and not a pearl was picked up 
until they had adjourned : lest as he observed, an interruption should have occurred 
in the gaiety of thy company; and the patty have been deranged “ for a very tritifil 
purpose." ,, 

Speaking to him otm day of our Kegulations and willing to ce^hat h>S impres¬ 
sion that in this <^ntry, as in, most others there Ure two laws, one for the rich 
and the other for tbdpoor, he exclaimed; “ let us look no further into ^e'question. 
You and your bro(th%a interpret the Regulations as may best suit yeur views of 
right and wrong; h^after all, they very much resemble a curious walking stick, 
which was sent thmb from your Bengal capital. It looked like a stick, and was 
loaded with air but it was in'fact a gun." To rather a tiresome visitor, who com¬

J have heard Cole eay he was an Englishman ; I bars 
beard Oram aay the same t I think 1 have beard him sey so. 1 do not know that I 
bava heard him eay e® in direct terms ; ho speaks Engheh. I have seen Mr, Mae- 
kenaie ; I have beard him talk English^but 1 do not know what countryman he is. 
ilr. O. Hudsm> J knew Mr. Maclcenaie ; h« is a Scotchman. 
iMtkyeaund thu iwom. I am a native of the Zillah of Furruckpore; I hold soma 
land thare ; I look at the Prisoners, I know Mr. Cole. In the month of Bo*sliauk 
last, on the S7th of the month, about one o’olock in the afternoon, I bad gone into 
my house to eat my dinner, and hearing a noise, that the Gentlemen of thePao- 
toriea had come to plunder the villsga, Tran oat, I came and stood near a ^tob, 
’fvhen I,saw and heard Eamdoss Chowkedar and others, calling for justice. They 
eaUed out " t)ohoy !'* 1 saw iBve Europeans mounted on three Elephants. I re- 
ct^iaed Mr. Cole there.

Jjfhere has been a dispute between me and the Uftnmew The 
Batmio Jehun purchased the eillape by public auction, hut on not rettiny pnsaeiu 
sionhe entered an action. I don't know that the Rennee employed Mr. Oram to 
conduct her affairs. The ^rntthdaiof the Ramnayur ritlase do nor join 'those of 
Niderampore. I never beard of n suit being instituted by the Baboo against the 
Rannee ; I beard that he had comnlained to the Zemmindarr. The head '-erson of 
the village Whs Mosemdar ; I see him when I go to the Cuteberry ; T have not 
seen him since.the dsy sfter this circumstance took place My examination was 
taken at Furruckpore. I know the Vakeel at that place. The Judge ordered us 
into custody. I had met the Vakeel there. The Naseer kept us in his own 
house. Jehun Baboo's Vakeel was not suffared to communicate with us« befors 
examination ; I did not see him during the lime I was in the custody of the Ns« 
seer. W« went daily to the Cutoherry, T sisv him there. 

I iva8*bdee examined before the officfiTB of the Court and again by the Magia* 
trate. T told the Magistrate that the villagers* houses were plundered ; 1 said 
I saw the people enter the houses and pillage tbena and i saw bundles carried 
sway. 

Crosi-eTPwinecI hv Mr. Clarke. What I told the Magistrate was taken down in 
writing which T signed. It was not explained to me, it was read in English which 
I do not understand. 1 look at the paper, the signature is my hand writing; I 
swear that it was not explained to me before or after 1 signed it. The tnsgistrata 
told me to sign it, and I did so. 

Sir E. Ryan. The .lodge said H was a serioaS misfortune that the Magistrate 
fras not here to explain this circumstance. 

WituM* continued. The questions were put tome by the Magistrate himself,^ 
and he took down what leaid. Kistoobuoder Moonshee explained my evidence ia 
Bengalee. X wrote my name in the paper without asking to hare it explained. I 
made no objection to sign it; at present the Moonshee is at thatztUab. There 
were 50 or oO armed men and 330 unarmed, attending the gentlemen who'Wb7e on 
the Elephants. J saw no others present hut the gentlemen's partv and those that 
were with Bongoolah ; I was close to Bungoolah. Bndden Khan the letter qf 
the oluh hearers was on horse back with the gentlemen, t was nbver pn horse Sack. 

In tki$ etatepf eristenre, I nevef mounted a hows." I did not coui^ the report of 
the guns fired ; the gentlemen were firing several time%; the ppopla retreal^d, and 
called out “ Da~hoy Companee /" The gentleman on the Elephant with MV* Cole 
was a stout msn, f did not see them load their guns. 1 have seep Mr. Cbli,. be* 
fore. Bungoolah had ran with the other people 10 or IS cottaht throngh f^dr 
fields, before be fell. He had his hack towards the gentlemi«n, and was woundetl 
in the side. Bungpolah or the others bad no concern with Indigo cultivation; the 

r ounds of the village are low, Dtaing this life of min* I have not been in prisop; 

never was called upon to give security for good behaviour. Mr. Robert Morrison 
I don't know; I never was charged with Decoity before him. I have already ttdd 
you I was never accused. I have never been confined. Boosola MsssuH CaWjn n#* 
T»r charged me with Decoity. I may have been gnVty of Deeoity i» sotn* otkeVftiiil 
existence, but not the present. X never saw the Court of Bsrrassut.

I was then unable to recognise that gentleman (Mr. Cole) I have some reoolleettoa 
ofbim. 1 saw him in the Furruckpore Ziilab with others in niv village. 1 saw 
them coming on Elephants from a village called ^.bounpore, fire of them ; they oame 
towards the village of Niderampore, Locbun Siruur sent a person to tell the gentlavi 
men not to come« as no land in that village would do for Indigo. 1 was in my field. 
‘I'be gentlemen were acoompanied by people, some with clubs and other with iroQ 
arms. Seeing the gentlemen we collected to the number of abodt twenty and thf 
CJholredar caUed Do-hoy. 

The I derjfrner explained that this term might either mesa justice or might bt 
need as prohibiting these persons from entering the village. 

IFitwesi. That bad no effect, for they came rushing forward and there was s 
firing oi guns. 1 ran from them and ttoeired a shot beliind and I tell. I suppose 
I WHS carried sway, I do not know. Before the firing the villagers had done nothing 
to tijese gentlemen nor usad any violence. 

iJu>ss-e.tumined by Mr, Cleland, Luckycaund Simar bolds lands under Jehus 
Baboo ; he was not near me «*hea be spoke to the Chokedar. 1 do not knoig 
where the genltemen were going. Mootoochurn Factory is to the East of Jaan.* 
pore and Niderampore is to the South of Jaunpore. I never saw Co.'e befars that 
(lay, when they came on the Elephants, and again attheZillah. I observed bins 
on the first oecasion to be stout built. The Magistrate did uot point him out to mn 
St the Ziliah Court. 

By Mr. Dickene, I recognised Cole by bia corpulency, and being mounted on the 
largest Kiepbant. 1 again saw him before the Magistrate, JUr. Cardeio, where I- 
pointed him out. Mr. Cerdew took my examinations. 1 do not know whether 
they were explained to me before 1 signed them. 1 cannot now recollect for 1 
Lave not ray aeoses, and my aight fails me. 1 came from a boat this morning in the 
Hirer i I came in a Palankeen. There were three Elephants, one large and two 
•mall ones. The gentleman 1 recognise was on the large one. I do uot remember 
Whether, there was another gentleman upon it with him. The Chokedar said there 
Was no occasion for us to make s disturbance but we should cry out Uo'boy ! or 
•zolaim egsinst their coming into the village. They were then about two hundred 
yards off. When 1 first saw these gentlemen 1 was about a gurry, or twenty four 
minutes* walk trom the village. It was more than a ruasee distance from the village 
when 1 heard Barajoy call out. I was about half a gbunry oomiug there from my 
lield. Luckycaund Doss was not near ma. The genueman fired without any pco- 
•doiiiioa. Niderampore is uot far from the river and is all low lands. 

Hfpneouny Day. 1 lived at Niderampore (identifies Cole) 1 have known him 
abdut, s year. 1 saw the wounded man here to.day ; his name is BnngOoIsb. X 
was present when be was wounded ; Bungoolah fell in the field of SudderamSeil 
•boutiSffi yards from the village. 1 was aboiU five cubits.from him when he fell ; 
thete; were 90 or 95 other persons present. 1 did not see Luckycaund there, 
Bans^lah bad tftrned, mrd was running towards the village when he received the 
•hot. 

Between Nidepnnpore and the Esmnagur Factory there are Indigo lands but 
closer^ the Factory. 

Craoi-ia^^inad by itr. ‘Clarke. 1 did not see Luefcyoaun^ Boss when 1 came out 
•of my hooie trii the cry of l>d«hoy ! I saw him at bia own house after the wound* 
^ed man had brought to bis house. When I Saw the gentiemen first they were 
< about three ha^bs from me ; immediately after the man was wounded. When I 
hjw the gefitliSneh first were advancing attd when, they earns within a ruasee 
rpsaee find a half of the village they stopped. , Bungoolah was^carried away, 
y^jfepore adotbeif Pdeiofy w'aa witbidSO nr 93'*behgH#>* vilhifs j itbekiftga 
.'J® JdwnaiMh BaboO, I jprss examined lw,io* before the ^Magistrate. I saw M|i

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^ Rttmddts, Ism Cfa'oliedar of Nitjarampora (idontifiea Mr. Cola.) Tf« used to liip-a 
Itt his Factory. I saw him on an Klcpbant at our riHage on one occasion on the 47th' 
ofBoiahauk; he was socoinpanied. There were three Elephants end hee Europeans* 

I was in my own premises when I beard the report of guns, before 1 went out. 
After 1 went out I heard and saw firing of guns.* On the gentlemen approaubing I 
gaveDo.>hoy ! All tb| gentlemen had guns, but 1 do not know that all fitod; 
guns were fired from off the large Elephant on which Cole was. These geritletnen 
had dOor 60 persons with them armed, and 400 or 500 with clubs, By arms I 
mean spears, swords and ahie1ds% The villagers otlVred no violence ; 1 know' 
Eungoolah. When I-gave Po'bov ! he did so too, 1 afterwards saw him when 
wounded. 1 ran to the right and be to the left on observing too guns pointed 
tons from the large Elephant ; we then heard a fire and Bungoollsh fell. I saw 
him afterwards when the gentlemen went otf, and 1 observed be had received a 
ball in the back which appeared lodged under the skin of the chest. 

• CrofS-examirnd bjf Mr. ciefaad. 1 first saw Bungoolah when he vras running to* 
wards the village. 1 observed him first give Oo-iboyi in a paddy-field about iortr 
eufoits from the gentlemen. J did not see Lfickycauud Doss on that occasion but ! 
know him ; why should 1 not know him ! I tsever saw him on that occasion. 1 am 
the onljTCbokedar in the village ; he had no conversation with me on that day. 
There were 5, 6, or 7 reports of fire aims, before 1 left my house. 1 don't know 
what cotnmenctmnent of the fray you mean ; when 1 heard the outrage 1 came out 
of my house and called Do-hoy ! The gentleman (Mr. Cole) whom 1 have pointed 
out, was on the iarge Elephant; there were two gentUmen on it, the other gentle* 
man was behind him. 1 did not recognise him. It was after the shots were fired 
from the large Elephant that Bungoolah fell, he was situated to the north of ms 
upon my right. 1 was, when 1 gave the Do-hny I about a rusaee and a half from 
the village, Kamnaghur Factory from the village is 96 minutes ; there are Indigo 
fields between the village and the Factory ; they are close to the 1 was 

near my own village; at the time this occurred they on the Elephants were near it. 

1 was examined by the Magistrate - first at the Cutcherry, afterwards bv the 
judges there were present other people whom I did not know. At the cutcherry 
on the second occasion there was no one present but the judge ; there was no inter* 
prefer, or native officer : the judge took down what 1 said, it was not afterwards 
explained to me. When 1 w'as examined by the judge, Mr. Cole was not preseut; 
j. afterwords pointed him out from among the five Europeans. 1 never went into a 
2lillsb Court before, 1 don’t know their practice; my depositioti was not ex]>laiaed 
yo me. Luckycaund Doss did not send me on a message; be said nothing, to me 
about Ifidigo } if Bungoolah said so 1 cannot say he said ialse. 

' By the Advoeah General, 1 did not see Luckycauad Doss at fhe time j there 
was not much ooafusion in the field. The gentlemen and their party were there; 
there were npt many natives. 1 was much alarmed ; the men were all alarmed. 
%Vhenever we sea European gentlemen we are in great fear and apprehension. 

The Court adjourned for half an hour to take refreshment, Sir E. llyan having in* 
formed the jury that it was his intention to sit until the trial was over. 

"Tlie Court having) re-ostembUd, Thargooldee wos tuntrn, I am a weaver and live at 
^liderampore in Bengal. I know one of the prisoners Mr. Cole; 1 don’t know tbsi 
others. 1 know Bungoolah ; 1 remember a transaction taking place on a Saturday 
in the month of BoisLaukh last. 1 was working at my trade m my house ; I saw 
some females running west and 1 asked what was the matter 1 They said' *’th» 
fahibs are coming," on bearing this 1 ran in a direotion of the eas', and saw about 
50 or 40 persons belonging to our village standing together. 1 heard Itamdima 
Cbokedar and another person give Do-hoy! They gave Do-hoy and proceeded for¬ 
ward, but finding the gentlemen would not stop their Elephants, Ire retreated. '1 
•aw'Mr. Cole fire his gun, and Bungoolah fell; before he tell there was abms %iilg, 

, ^hutnotaftar Bungoolah fell. The large Ele^diant waa first, it wfM intheimiddlO'y 
And at the bend of the others. At the time Mr. Cole fired the people {ave.^rZ^v 
hoy I Bungoolah, and Hamdoss Chokedar went up and spoke to the gent^elMW^ 
"They called out Do.hoy 'I cgid ufion the gentlemen not stopping the ElephantA 
jpeoj^e rim; thej.called out " I)o*hoy, Company Sahib, dout’t come into ^ vU* 
lag*, wohavenothhog m doirith Indigo;” it was Buogoo^h andBeundtais‘ mU 
dac that called out ut this manner.

By Mr. Cla kt. I am quite sure the shot came from the large Elephant and 
that Mr. Cole fired the shot. 1 did not aee him^^oad bis gun. 1 saw him fire onoe. 

By Mr. Cochrane. It ia {not usual for riliegers to attack armed men npon £le* 
phatits ^ the people of mj coundrir ere very timid. 

Hart anti ay morn. I get mf living bjr ploughing land. I saw no rioting or 
fence on the part of tlifr people of the village. At the time Bungoolah fell he was 
running away, the village people had no clubs, they had weeding Uwds; there 
were three Elephants ; there were 80 or 85 armed men, end 80 or 85 with clubs, 
and a rabble of lOO men besides. The village people were alarmed to that degree, 
than both men and women ran,away j £ point out Mr. Cole; there be is ; 1 know 
him well. When the firing took plilc%I saw 5Ir. Cole level iiis gun and fire ; Bua« 
goolah fell immediately after the gnn was fired 2 he fell in the twinkling of an eye* 

Cross-eramiit^ hy Hfr. Hinchia. Thig ooourred a little after midday at a distance 
of two coss and half from the village. There were ,40 families or more in tho 
village ; the fielda in the neighbourhood are not let out to different individuala 
annually ; those individuals who cultivated the fields held them from their ances* 
torsothera acquired them themselves. 1 have lived there 18 years, t hold tlie land oa 
which my bouse stands, from Luckyeaund Doss. 1 don’t know who the proprietor 
of the field ia where Bungoolah fell ; my business does not oblige me to go into 
other people’s fields to find out their owners. There were 80 or 85 persons of the 
village standing oloae to the village when the Sahibacame on the Elephants. In 
my progress towards them 1 heard 5 or fi shots. 1 was at that time in alarm and 
cannot be certain as to the number of shots fired by the Europeans, but it was the 
last by which themsa fell. I did not see the previous firing ; they were hidden 
from my view.

1 don’t 
now what they contained. Those houses are partially divided from the village ; 
they did not plunder dhy other bouse. There bad been no previoos dispute be> 
tween the partiea. 

Advocate GenoraL After Bungoolsdi bed turned and wes running ewey the shot bit 
biin and he fell’ 

Kenicomager. I am e wearer, I live in the village of Niderampore; 1 remember 
when Bungoolafa was wounded, on the S^th Boisbaukli, 1 sTlis present (identifies 
Cole,) 1 saw five Europeaoa on three Elephants sad saw guns in their hands and 
•ttendanta about 150 ; about 40 with shields and swords and the real with clubs. 
When Bungoolah was wounded there were present about 40 Villagers in the diljpla 
under Gopenautb Baboo’s house, unarmed ; bpt some of them had weeding tools ia 
their hands no provocation was given nor stunes thrown. When Bungoolah fell they 
tired from the large ElepLaol. All fired prevmus to that; 1 know one of the two that 
were onJbe large Elephant (identifies Cole./ At the time he was wounded be was 
running from the Elephants to the village ; previous to this they had been firing ; 
he was taken to the house of Luckjoauud Doss. 1 did not see Luckyoaund Dose 
at the time the man was wounded ; at that time about 40 villagers were present. 
When he was taken to the house he was speechless. The spot on which he fell waa 
deluged with blood and he bled at the house. No provoeatiqn waa given to those 
persons on the Elephants ; we have no connection with the Factories nor do we ouU 
tirate Indigo, for our ground is low and swampy. 

Cross-emmined by Mr. Mittehm. There was no qucrrel to my knowledge between 
those gentlemen and the people of the village. I know Luckycaund Doss. 1 bold 
no land from him but from bis father, but he is drad. Luckycaund has succeeded 
bis father. 

This took place at about midday. When the first shots were fired T was in my 
bouse, How many were fired betore 1 came out I cannot Say. We heard five in o 
yoUey, X cannot say how many rolUes there were before I left my house. 1 do not 
know how many reports. I do not know Bungoolah’s field. I am u wearer and do 
not go about the fields. Only one fired when Bungoolah fell, that is my recollec* 
tion *, 1 was at that time distant from them about 50 yards and about iS5 from Bun- 
goolah. I had not been ont in the fields that morning nor do 1 know whst took 
place that morning in the fields ; I did not see any of the plundering of the yillagA 
or of any houses. 1 cannot say how many shots 1 sav^ fired; I shdhld think about 
^ve. I was then about yards from the gentlemen who did not fire in the uix but 
pointed their guns at the people. 1 heard something wbia over my bead. They 
aid fire at about forty persons and still but one was bit. 

Re-ejcamined. I know Luckyeauud Doss but do not know wbat he bad to do with 
this transaction. 

Commuth Paul. 1 live at Niderampore. On Saturday the 37th of Boisbaakfa I 
remember that five gentlemen ou three Elephants came from towards the East an4 
about fifty persona with ariae, and about lOO or 150 others, some with cluhe; I 
eaw guns with three gentlemen. I do not know any of them. About thirty 
persona belonging to my village went forward and gave Do-hoy ! I was tbatchiOf^ 
and when 1 heard the cry of the Chokedar, 1 went and saw 5 gentlemen ou throw 
Elephants standing and three fired in a volley.

Tiingam. I am a farmer at Niderampore. I know Bi/hgoolab, and remembsP 
that be met with an accident. Oa2-7tb of Boisbaukh, 1 observed five gentlemen 
lOO three Eleidiants with a nniaber of persons armed, in all about,-375 j I would 
not know any of these Europeans again, \fhen I saw these gentlemen ap- 
oroaobiug there were four on two Elephants and one on another, armed with guns. 
When they came the part of the road which takes a torn, they fired tbeir five 
guns at oiice; 1 then went and stood amongst the trees, and then the Chowkeydar 
went forward and gave Do*hoy ! 1 saw about 10 or IS villagers there unarmed. No 
provooation’Was given to the persona on the Elephants. 1 saw Btingoolah fall; it 
was when the people were running %way that be fell • Upon seeing the five gentle¬ 
men’there we called Do»hoy ; sayingdihere was no cultivation of Indigo there, not 
any road throngb the village.

they were on a ;tlain. There were idiout iWJO men witbitbem. The sahibs were not 
attacked by any persons. When they came we gave Do-hoy j they had musketa, 
and they fired tbemt they fired four discharges at first ; I bad been employed weed* 
>ug in my field from da« break to mid-day, I was weeding up to that time, and when 
I saw them I ran to the village, when they were coming toward* the village. From 
the time i first saw them, they could not have been out of my sight. Jf any of the 
village people had attaclrad thdia i|^ ehould have seen it; the viliagora were un¬ 
armed. 

Cro$i~examined by Mr. CUlmid, 1 am a farmer. I plough and sow, and reap pad¬ 
dy lands. I cultivate land from Luckycaund Doss. 1 have been his Byot for these 
two years, 1 have seen Shaik Deeu Bodilla, when ton or twelve of us got toge- 
tlier I saw him. He also went to weed his Paddy field ; his field is at a greater 
distance than mine ; it may he 5 or 7 russees. 1 saw Hamdoss Chokedar on that 
occasion about a russee or a ruesee and a hali^from the village. 

Shaik Pina Wallah, I live at Niderampogr by the cultivation of land ; I re** 
collect the-27th Uoishaukh last. 1 know of somelbing happening then. The people; 

1 mean myself and ten other persons were weeding paddy lands. 1 went to my 
Work at about an hour and a h^alf after day break'. 1 saw many people coming over 
the-plain ; about mid-day when I first saw them they were about 5J00 cfibita from, 
me.' I saw five Europeans mounted on three Elephants with about SOO or 
men with them» They were walking along with (ho Elephants; a great many of 
them were armed. About 20 men belonging to the village came np. The Euro-' 
peana and thmr party were coming from the East towards the West. When the 
villagers came out Ramdoss Chokedar and the wounded man preceded them atfd gavo 
Do-hoy t and upon their doing so the gentlemen fired two guns; after which, 
several were fired. Hearing the report 1 ran into the village and saw nothing after¬ 
wards. 1 afterwards saw Bungoolah wounded. 1 saw the Europeans. 1 knew Mr. 
Joakim, &fir. MacKenaie and Mr. Cole, prior to the occasion; I did not knorynot 
should I now know any of the others. 

Croit-ivamined by Mr. Minckin, I was in the field, I have held my land for 4 
rears. I knpw Luckycaund Doss, he is a trilling Talookdar, Jeb'un is the principal 
}3ahoo, From the village where 1 saw the saliibs coming^ I .was distent ehbut a 
liiSsee and a half, jpr IbO cubits. When I ran towards the village I saw RamdOss, 
abd the wounded man crying out Do-hoy!

Shaik Afiadey. 1 am a Mahout ; 1 was in the Service of Mr. Oram ta Bois* 
haukhlast; 1 do not know Bungoolah, in that month I went to Kiderampore; 

I was there on my Elephant, there were two others. There was on mv E|e- 
fdiant, one gentleman but 1 do not know his name, 1 do not know the gen¬ 
tlemen who were mounted on the other Elephants, I am a Bengalee and 
live at a distance-,, how could Iknow them ? (identifies Oram.) On the ooca- 
alon lhave spokeb of, 1 only knjw my own master ; ifae others were strangerg, My 
Buster was on another Elephant of a small siee. Ido not know a person pftha 
name of Donally. My master is concerned in Indigo affairs ; 1 cannot s^y who arn^. 
bis partners, 1 was in his service ten months, 1 do not know bow long before Boi- 
shankh'. There were thrpe Elephants; there were not muny persona in atttieiiiehha 
upon them, about twenty-five or thirty, some of whom bad rattaila' or 
nothing, i saw none ^ith swords or shields.

1 s«w no giina in the Tillagera’ bands; 1 saw nothing hot 
clubs. X saw DO parson fall on tbs firing. Some of them were distant, one begab, 
soma more, and some less, but there ware none close to the Elephants. Soma of tbs' 
•lode, hittba Elephant, but not the gentlemen. On the firi^ the villagers stood a 
while, and then went away and so dtd we. In the manner the gentlemen held the 

f une, the villagers could have seen them. There was one gun on my Elephant. 

did not know the gentleman who waa on the E^phant. 1 did not aee'bim hefors 
lie mounted at Chowderusay. 1 do not know to whom the gud belonged. 

Croit’examin0d by Mr. Cteland. Cosaimpore is my master’s Factory ; it is half a 
dar's way from this village'. My master got on the Elephant at Cossimpore, and 
went to Chowderussy where the other person mounted } it was mid-day when be 
got there. After^the dieturbanoe we went to Cosaimpore. From Chowderussy we 
went to Rsmnegbur ; we viewed the ludigo lands as we went along and were then 
going to the Mootechum Factory. ln*S)nr progress we observed people collecting in 
the plain about Niderampure, and they were brandishing clubs and saying, there 
is no road, this way we will not let ydu pasa,” and then pelted them. The gen* 
tlemen finding they had no alternative fired as the people began to surround them 
iKit in what direotion I know not. The villagers were armed with sticks and clubs, 
1 saw no one fall. ’ 


' By Mr, Dicken$, After this was over we proceeded on by the aids of the vil* 
Isgee, and took the road by the river. We did not stop by the way to pander four 
bouses, but I do not know what others did. The gentlemen dtd not stop near 
four houses, X bare been since Boishauk in the service of Mr. Oram till about a 
month ago wheU I went home. I went before the Magistrate where 1 was detained 
four days. After X had been to the magistrate he sent me to Calcutta, and I have 
sot heen home since. 


Bfexaminedt The villagers were armed with clubs capable of killing a man, 
and sufficient to beat off an Elephant, impatient of noise. 


Mr. Todd. I am an Assistant Surgeon in the H. C.’s service, X saw the man 
Bungoolah on the fitb of June in the Native Hospital at Furruckpore; iiiy native 
Stootor bad been with him. He was in a very debilitated state. There was'a wound 
on the back below the shoulder blade about three inches. I cannot say by what 
that had been made. There wu a wound in the chest j the man bad been admitted 
twentf'five days, an^ I was unable to say whether they were a continuation of tfao 
name wound; X«oottldform no decided opinion whether they were the same or not. 
Erom their relative situationfi there might be a coutinuattop between them. 1 eodld 
J^ve produced a similar wound with a hot iron, and varid^ kinds of instruments. 
Ift n ffl gbt bpre been produced by a foil, a nail or a bullet. 1 have seen the matt 
dw|eb ; there was a Mr. or a Dr. Graham who also saw him. He is much de« 
lnIitnte4*Bd in a very precarious state; the wound behind is healed ; ftym tlmt 
>e^ #•» is a great suppuration. 

Fy Mr. Mtaekm. 1 believe it is usual for gentlemen in the Mofassil 
1 do so ; I have lived in that district three years. The Magistrate 
rnwrieh^fpe. ^ Tbs district has been in a disturbed state; 1 have heard of European 
gentlesB^ithitrlBg Ibedii attacked. 1 never heard of Mr. Cardew being attacked. 


Bg^ll&.Dieksni., From the appearance of the wound now, supposing it to be a 
bullet, I w^dsair it entered behind. It might have been fired from a gun on an £le» 
nhaut s mimbwouM depend upon the positien of the partg. ,The wound on the back 
IS abdditW^fadw of a litde finger higher than that Wore.

% Mr, Cleland. I swr him first on the 9lh May, about two hours before the close 
of diiy, at the house of Mr. Cardew the Judge, I had oocasion %So to the Factory 
of Raninaghur, it ia about three cose from the Magistrate’s bpuse. 1 examined the 
man a quarter of an hour after ;*there was but one wound then, it appeared ns if 
a bullet had entered it, 1 observed die orifice of tho wound on one side and 1 felt 
s bullet on the other. From feeling the ball on the opposite side, 1 form ray coliclu- 
sions. The edge of the wound was not turned out, it was even with the body and 
circular ; I examined it carefully ; it was not then bleeding, but upon extracting 
tbe bullet it bled a little. The wound iuSicted by an lustrutnent that is round would 
be like that inflicted by a bullet, if by a sharp flat instrument, the wound Would be 
flat, 1 introduced a probe into the wound Idid not then discover that any bones had 
been broken nor until some pieces had exuded with the subsequent discharge. I 
examined the bullet and pieces of bone ; no mother pieces of bone were extracted ; 

1 never extracted a bullet before, nor have I seen a gunshot wound before. The bullet 
mighthtwO'been flattened by striking against*a rib; 1 extracted tbe ball upon the 
game day that 1 saw the wounded man. 

By Mr. Cochrane. If 1 foun^ a wound on a man’s back, and a bullet in his breaati 

2 could have no doubt the wound was inflicted by that bullet. 

Mr. Sluikespear. I am acquainted with Mr. Cardew, I have seen him once or 
twice. I have corresponded with him often. Looks at two papers, proves Mr. Car> 
dew’s signature. 

By Mr. Minchin. I have never seen him write. 

By the Advocate General, 1 have oflicialy answered him in letters. 

Mr. N. Alexander, I know a person named Cole and also Mr. Mackenzie, we are 
not their agents nor correspond with them ; 1 am not acquainted with either. I do not 
know that any of our partners are. I cannot say, Mr. Mackenzie's brother can speak 
to bis writing, and Mr. Donelly can speak to Mr. Cole's. 

Mr, Minchin. Is Mr. Donelly in Court 1 

This line of exatninatiou was dropped on the suggestion of the Court. 

This was the case for the prosecution, and the prisoners in their defence read tiro 
papers, which set out principally the facts proved in the followiug evidence. 

Doctor Graham sworn. I was formerly an Assistant Surgeon in the Company’ll 
Service; 1 resigned about three years ago, aud am now practising in Calcutta, 

2 examined the person of a man this afternoon, t found the mark 6f a voond an« 
der the blade bone which had been closed for some time and an open wound on tho 
breast; I should tbink.it impossible to say by what instrument the open wound wa* 
produced, 1 formed this opinion from its inspection; from the appearsnqo ;of the 
other wouud I should say some puncturing iiistrument had occasioned H flrom tbe 
general appearance. I should think if the wound had been caused by s musket belh it 
must have entered in the front part of the body, and that the person who inflicted it 
must have been nearly on a level, but it entirely rests on the position of the grounded 
party. Musket shots take such a variety of directions that it is almost impi^ible to 
any whether a shot from the back of an Elephant might not have producedif. When 
a ball enters, the edges of the wound are inverted, and the wound in trout was 
•tate tO'day. ' 

I examine this bullet; I perfectly observe its appearance. Tn my opinion 
not have been so misshapen except by striking one of the larger hones of; the body s 
1 think a ball so disfigitred must have struck a lar^e bone ; it ia hardly possible, ft 
could be so misshapen by striking a rib. In this lostance the only lar^ bpnt 
the progress of tbe ball was the blade bone; and that was uniDjjttred. It the balji wsg 
originally circular, the wound would not have caused the changes init. Had 
0 rib as to be thus misshapen it must have fractured it, find thtft. 
bly that it must be apparent to any body. Had that bullet been dischi^^gphd 
space of seveBty*fiye yards,itivould have gone through or bavelodgedn^ih!^ IlnilPn 
in front, but would dejjl^nifmuoh on the description of the iqn. 4. fdwWlll 
imagine would hivO gone completely through the body, a good fdwUad^j^i^wen

Cr<M«<examined. Z have been conversa&f in gun sbdt wounds. By the invertion of 
the orifice of the wound 1 mean the edges turned in* The edges may be turned in by 
a puncturing instrument, inflammation sometimes inverts tbejprifice of a wound. I 
have no other re^n for saying that this was not a gun shot w^nd. It is impossible 
to say whether the hall might not have entered at the back ; the coarse of a bullet 
is most erratic. I am almost satisfied that a large bone was not fractured. T decid- 
«dly say that neither the blade bone Or breast bone were fractured. I think it impos- 
•ible that this bullet could have struck a bone. 'iPtiere are three indentations on the 
ball from winch I say it did not strike a bone. 1 should think if it 'had struck a rib it 
would have had only on© indentation. Exfoliations may take place by matter form¬ 
ing over tiie bone as well as by fracture, and those pieces ptodhced appear most like • 
exfoliations.. 

Mr- AtthurJ^neily> I am an indigo planter. 1 have been so engaged tor five years. 
I was in company with the prisoners on the 8th of May last. On the 7th I dined 
at Chowderus»y after which I went to i{,amQeghur in conseignence of information I 
received from Mi. Mackenaie that Indigo had been destroyed; I proceeded on the 8th 
and went to the Dee where the plant v^s said to have been ploughed. Mr. Oram, 
Mr. Cole, Mr, Mackenzie and Mr: O’Riley accompanied me. We arrived there at 
nboat 10 o'clock, and saw t,be land ploughed up and investigated it lor the purpose 
of getting legal retiresS. We stopped about half an hour but not getting satisfactory 
information we were proceeding home to Kamneghur by the same road except cross¬ 
ing a Jeal to get On the Company’s road. When we had crossed we were met by 
about 400 or .'>00 natives armed with spears and poles with lights upon them ; they 
were coming on to attack us and we told them if they approached we would fir* 
upon them ; we said so repeatedly. I have dearly bought by experience the know¬ 
ledge that natives can throw a spear with the greatest accuracy 40 or 50 yards ; these 
persons were within that distance. 1 fired ove.r their heads ; if 1 liad fired at them the 
effect would be much tbe same as if 1 fired into this Court now. 1 saw no person 
ftit, Mr. O’Eiiey was by himself and on the largest Elephant, Mr. Joakim was not 
there stall. 

Cross-examined. Z am concerned with Mr. Oram in business. The lands being 
ploughed up was our only reason for going there. We had about 10 or IS! persona 
with us, I cannot give you the name of one. They were armed as Barkendossiw 
ugnally are with Tulwars and shields. We did not molest anyone till we Were at¬ 
tacked. X was not brought before Mr. Cardew on this charge. I was present wheh 
this accident took place, if it took place at all. I can name villages where there nr* 
^00 fighting men, and if you give roe gO,000 rupees 1 can get you as many men. 1 say 
if can be done, ju^glug from the state of the district and the party that came out. 
Bgainst uk. I keep no fighting men nor do any of the prisoners. If 15 witnesses 
have pworn that ^e attacked the villagers first and fired at .them, they have sworn 
What is false, aufi 1 will only say suCh witnesses are as eadily to be got as 15 rupees 
; t*|;iv«them. We expected no outrage, and only took our usual arms and attendants. 
If wi^*wit,nesses has said there were bat ISiO villagers, lie haS sworn false in my esti- 
and if no spears, that I deny. There was no man wounded that we knew of. 
'llie^b^d henr the villa^ is unfit for the cultivation of indigo. I'here were 8 or 10 
sliptS';8lfiSd.' I know of nothing thrown at any of our party. Where we were attack* 
ed there Itfe n rnw of houses not sufficient fur twenty families. The people surround¬ 
ed uS'CW'i^riy so.

By Mk Pearson. 1 waSj,before the Magistrate on this charge, I know the servants 
that were with me, two of them are here ; Nuaymaddee lyas with me, Noscar IS ud¬ 
der was there also, several of the villagers saiy me, I don’t know Niderampore, | 
was in Hamnagar factory last year. I don’t know any village large enough to pro* 
duce 500 lighting men.a 

Mr. Thomas O’liiely ^oorn. 1 know Mr. Donelly and the Prisoners. On the Tth 
of May 1 was in Komchurn Factory, (1 have been in Court for about an hour this- 
morning, in and out, not knowing It was wrong). Oji the morning of the 8ih of May 
I proceeded with the other gentienjon to Rainnagur Factory. The Prisoneis Cola 
and Oram were upon a small Elephant, Mackenzie and Donnelly on another, and 1 
had ope to myseil. 1 dont know the name of the villoge. We delayed al ittle on the 
way for nservant (the Ameen of the Dee that had been ploughed up,) I was not 
acquainted vvith those lauds before ; 1 recollect pertecily well bejng attacked by a 
large body of arraW Natives, 1 thoughtat the the time for the purpoaeof “ niurther- 
’in” na " up upon the Elsjpbant.” There wai no road visible to my eyes—it Was not 
inundated, put covered with ram water. Two parties joined each other ; they veeto 
nnned with cluifis and long bamboos with torches fastened to their tops to,frighten 
the Eiophants. Tbeydid not completely surround us but they came w'itbin Haifa 
gun shot of the F^epbants. IVhen they closed upon us they were given to under¬ 
stand that if theyMid not retire we should fire upon them, Mr. Donelly, Mr. Oram, 
and Mr. Cole spoke tothenfto that eifect. They abused us, and Nourished their 
weapons. I considered myself in such a dangerous predicament, that if I had shot 
twenty men of them my conscience would not have accused me. We had 12 or 15 
men with us.. Had we intended to shoot any of the villagers we could have done so 
Without difficulty. An Elephant can’t go quickly ; it has but the one pace. We 
-arrived in the afternoon at the Factory. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Cochrane. I am assistant to Mr. Qram jn his Indigo Factory. 
I have been so eighteen months, 1 am not aware (hat ray safety from indictment rests 
with the fate of,the prisoners ; certainly not. I don’t know the names of the servants 
who were with us or of those persons who attacked us. 'I’wo bodies of men formed 
into one body came up to ua. ^dld not know that we were going to Niderampore. 
1 cannot tell the colour of the horse on wdiich the man rode. 1 don’t recollect the 
date when Mr. Cole was taken up, I did not attend on Mr, Cardew I received no 
' instroctionS foir that purpose, 1 was not called upon by Mr. Cole or any man. alive. 

I live near Mr. Oram. 1 had no conversation with Mr. Oram on the subject, nor 
with Mr. Donelly. When 1 went to see the grounds, 1 saw 1 believe the servants 
of the Factory there. I believe we met a servant on the road. I did not'see any’ 
•oim wounded; the crowd dispersed but 1 don’t know where they went to. 1 csm’t say if 
there were liousea in the place ; the plain was.opea, Ijut there wae»no Une of houses 
within my view. 1 call a gun shot about 1(X) yards. The guns were fired Once to 
Send the people oft‘; ode gentleman fired two guns 1 don’t know who he was Uiat 
fired them. I was on one of the large Elephant alone mily in company ijbith myHlf. If 
any pUe had beCii wounded I should have seen him. The people did not come within 
fifty yards, whoever said they came close and surrounded the Elephants is wrong I 
went to see Mr. Cardew before this took place. 1 have not seen him since. When 
Mr. Cole was brought before Mr. Cartlew I raighthavc been employed in the Factory* 
1 lived about 15 minutes ride from Mr. Oram's. 

Re-examined by Mr, Minchin. I have been attacked by the nativesmyself befoM this, 
I was directing some people who were cutting up ground, 1 was aurrouicdqd by the 
natives who seizedmy bridle and saddle and horse, and 1 was obliged toymh for it, I 
only saved my life by parrying a never. , 

4 native, a bearer of Mr Oram's was next e.xamined. I went With my ® Mr.' 
Cole, Mr. Mkckenaie.sMr, Donelly, Mr. O’Uiley and some BurkindosawivQmBaKr 
naghur factory to KiStopore to look at some Indigo lands. We saw the 
proceeding back through a Jeel after which I observed about 450 
•ticka, clubs, and long bamboos with straw lit ot the ends, coming oh lotJpid p«rp<^ 
ofaurroundipg the gentlemen. The gentlemen said “we have had no ^ipdtttfWRb 
, yoAand. vrhy jio,yon-come to attack, as.” They said “ beat the Baapip^’' rntfespiatt 
closer and jtlie gentlemen tjeaflug, fired five ^uns at once with 
am which t^ieyp^ded gaS the fentlemen proceeded to th^

0 tKikb Iftste mpt with a diaturbuTiice. Ther#» werf thr66 Elp&hants flind ten Bur- 
hindoBsea. After orosainst a Jeel, we met 400 or 430 men wip) surrounded the gentle¬ 
men. on all sides; they hod swordaand shields, spears, soorkies, and bambooawith 
lighted straw upon them. My master said “ who are yon that you are coming to 
quarrel with ua." The gentlemen were in greatdanger. The Villagers made use of 
very abasire lahgaage. One man rode a horse ; me gentlemen fired ; I did not ae» 
how the guns were levelled ; the sahibs afterwards got to the factory. 

Jiif Mt, Ccwkrane. The gentlemen only said “ why do you come to quarrel with mV 
if they bad said more 1 mould have heard it. I’he horse was a red colour. There 
were 10Burkmdosses (giues their names.) The villagers brought the fire within^ 
paces. The''Maphant,s were not alarmed, they were sporting Elephants. Of the 
BarkindoSsesThave mentjoned none of them appeared before the Ma'gietrafe ; 1 did 
not go before him. When we were going over the field 1 saw the villagers, they came 
in one body, and surrounded us within ^ paces; they were all coming right against 
us, and*from one direct iou. If any onelSaid there were two large bodies of men, com¬ 
ing in different directions, I don’t think it is*true. When the guns were fired 1 saw 
nobody fall, it was on ait open plain on all sides, if any one was wounded and lying on 
the ground, I should have seen him, I have been in my* master’s employ 12 months. 


Sungum TyWarry sworn, I am a Burkindoss to Mr. Donelly. I was with him in 
-tbs month of Boisnaukh, on one day which I recollect, we past by qJeel, and met 
«witb400or300men,; they were armed variously. The gentlemen kaid “we dont 

S iarrelwithyont wliy doyou quarrel with us,” but they would not go away, then 
e gentlemen fired at them. 

By Mr. Pearson. I saw no swords or shields with them ; they had soorkies. Ths 
gentlemen said nothing but what 1 have already said ; I did not see how they level¬ 
led their pieces ; four davs afterwards, I heard a man was wounded j there wda a 
man mounted on a red horse.

Mr. Cochrqne. Opened the proceedings, 

Mar it please yonr Lordships, gentlemen of the Jury, the prisoner at the Bar, 
the Indictment states, on the 8tb of April in the present year, at a place called 
Arooryin the P/nrtnce of Bengal, assaulted a person of the name of Richard 
Aimes, and hr beMlUg. kinking and throwing him on the ground killed and mur« - 
dered him. There is, gentlemen, a second count laying the odenoe more generally^. 
To this Indictment there are three Jnriadiotion clauses; the principal one atat^ 
him to be a Britigh subjact resident m Bengal. To this Indictment the pnscner 
has pleaded that he is Not GuUtii; the issue respecting hia guilt or, hit ihaoceim* 
you have to tty, and may God send him a good dekveranoe. ' : ’ 

The Advocate General said, that the prisoner at the bar stood indicted for tl^e vile 
ful murder of one, Richard Aimes, at the Factoiy called Avoory near iCiahttagur ,ia 
the province of Bengal j the jury in the course of the trial would moat probably 
hear the deceased mentioned by the name of Dick, a name which it appeiure his had 
assumed. Mr. Pearson said be would not take up the time of the jujy by uppecear 
sariiy making observatioua upon this case, but he wouffi giye an outline aimoat 
extraordinary affair, and would leave it for their Lor'^ships to Comment dhih* n^* 
ture of the evidence it was his duty to produce; he entreated the jury to diVff^ thntr 
minds of all prejudice resulting from the reports so generally circulated tMUitsisrOing 
the unfortunate person now at the bar and the causes which led to the present pro- 
fiacutioo; many of those reports were exaggerated, many of them uhfoundod. A* 
mong those reports was one totally groundless, tliUt of the body of Dick ^hhviu^ 
been dug up ; the fact is that in the course of the search the people dug up k bpdy. 
hut it was that of a horse which bad been recently buried, with this oautidir, tl|R! . 
learned advocate stated ha would proceed with his case. - . 

In the district of Nuddea there are various Indigo Faetorien, one callud 
was the property of a Mr. Ebenezer Thomson, who also possessed 
PlaiWations. Mr. Aimes, or Dick as he is frequently called in the 
the witnesses, was the servant of this Mr. Thomson, and was assiftani tjjk OyetSnjA '. 
to the factory of Avoory, In the neighbourhood there was another Ip|i^ 
the property of a Mr. Watson; this factory was called KatlamamHs ana 
er; George Yonge, was the manager of it. It appeared that very vjplnttt,fet>t|f:p^y; 
Tailed between the people of both faotorieB,as was too ol^n the case'tldrO!t$g|igRtA|i^ 
district. Go the evening of tht 3th of April last, Dick was eitting in tkb;:TevsP^'; 
of his Buogalo s;ipoiunjg hia SooSa and surrounded by hid fgmUy 
with three other ihdimnaU oil horse back, armed with swords and aoeonii||>midj||ii.k^ 
a gmt body of armed m«R, eateiad the premiaes, Diok^s family eoniit^ 
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felF, two femaUs, vitli wBom H be cohabited^ soreral ebildren and two 

scirrants. On comi^ng to the door the t»r»8oner ordered bis men to go into tfae honse 
aiid. esiijse Dick, wHiob they did, and dragged bimoat tying a cloth roaml bis mouth, 
and in this manner cOUTeyed him to the prisoner’s factorv, e distance of five miles, 
the prisoner’s people all the while beating him with bamboos. The jurr would bear 
it staled in evidence that at the time those people seized 1^'ck, one of the females 
ohtreated for mercy, when the prisoner seizing a spear, headed with iron and threw 
it at the unfortunate woman, which struck bar in the forehead, and prostrated her on 
the ground. This woman and the other would produced before the t’ourt, and 
the jury would hare an opportunity of hearing them state the circumstance; ahoy, 
& son of the deCf'ftsed would also he produced. 

The prisoner and his people hav^ing conveyed Dick to the factory of Katlamares 
in the manner before stated, they threw him on the ground and the prisoner or¬ 
dered three^oc four of his neople to beat him with $hoe$ and whips, which they ac- 
cordinglv did and while in this state, the prisoner jumped upon Dick’s body and 
trampled on him, and then called fot«ironsto mark him with. Some of the people up¬ 
on this observed “ Thtman is dead tlieh is no vsein marking him/'—the prisoner said 
*• well, bring him to the tent”; the btdy was accordingly taken into the tent, and 
that was the last of it whicli the witnesses saw. Six or seven days afterwards, 
whilst searching the premises of the prisoner, a quantity of baman hair was dug up 
fn a eOw-hou*e ; that hair would be identified as being that of Dick. The clay 
had a most offensive smell, but he would not ask what was hecoitui of the body, but 
was the man dead when last seen at the tent of the prisoner 1 , 

A plan of the prisoner’s premises was produced, and the Ad^otsilto General called 
the following witnesses. 

Mr. Eheneser Thomson and eramined hp Mr- Cochrane- I know the prisoner, 
he was introduced to me about IS years ago in Calcutta; he tdiA me be was born 
in Forfarshire in l^cotland. 

Cross-examined bp Mr. Minchin, Richard Aimee was once in my employ, I am 
the proprietor of several Factoriee. 1 know James Thomson, I knew a person nam¬ 
ed Roharts j they were in my employ : Mr. Jamee Thomson ismyoouaip. Kishna. 
gur, Boleau, Avoory, and Boladanga Factories were mine in Aut^st lest, Mr. Ro- 
harts had been in charge of them for 14 years. Aimes (or l)icky#as employed an- 
,4er blm. I knew Robarts’ hand writing; he died last August. A paper shown to 
wUnm markedno. 1. This is the hand writing of my assistant, hie name was Fran- 
eHs Robarts Papers no. 2. and 3 shewn him. The signature to no. 2 is his band writ¬ 
ing; the body of the letter is in Bengalee, No ,S, is also bis band writing. One 
hears date SOt^ May, 18^9* 1 am proprietor of those Factories, Mr. Jame Thomson 
is at ICiehnagur; he* has nftt been subpenaded, I have written to him, on Thureday 
last I have known very little of Dick. He was shout tO months in the employ of 
!^^arts.(; I knew very little of bis character, I should suppose Mr- Thomson has 
do with tins prosecution. 1 knew nothing of the transaction except what 
J'taiir ifethe'newspapeffs; his last note to me was on the 4tb August, I wrote to him 
•t.tW.WWl^osl of Mr. Shaw and the Advocate General. There are several other 
‘inijlllfti^Sictories. Knllenauth Roy has Factories about four miles from mine. There 
seifious disputes between KoUenautb Rot’s people and mine; they Were 
*oiit^i^% qftW’reUtng. I have heard of none this veat*. I ordered that all commu- 
he made to my manager. There has been no serieus quarrel since 
184fl^j itWir«:hive been some broken heads since. Kolleynauth Roy^s Factory is 4 
hr 5 milmi from the Factory of Avoory, I am not aware that Mr. Dick was implica¬ 
ted in qttarrell, he was « bard working faithful servant but»little cracked. He might 
hay^hbensht the habit of going out atnight with BurkandOsses to keep away cattle 
from the crop, 

I TCtnepiber directing Mr. Robarts in May 16^9, to cause Dick to proceed to the 
Fsdtory of Kilibtiagur on the 50th May; be wrote to Dick to come to the Factory of 
FUiiilhaagus attended by ticca Burkiodostes, between the 19th and 50th May. There 
Wa^otbing extraordinary if Robarts wrote to Djbk to come at night to the Fao- 
terj^ttli Rurkindosses; I believe be had been ot»i$s ffitsekei^. H p eomplaint bad 
l»b*t |osd« by Dick to the Magistrate against James Thdtn t never heard of it. 
ptuonme Yooge wes oaoe in »y eibplpjriBint i hb wee discharged the 5d. or 
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4th July last. (Loots itt a letter). This letter No. 4 is tor hand writing, it is a 
letter to the prisouer. I hare been obliged to dilobarge him three er four times. 
He was in my brother’s employ in 1826. I know nothing of the letters whieh ap* 
peared in the newspapers on this subject. I applied to t}j« Editor of a newspaper. 

By Mr, Cochraiie. 1 know the situation of.Avoory Factory, and the Bazar. 
Aimes, formerly went^y the name of Diok, I know where Bhorhsriaii Factory 
lies, about North or N. by W. from Avoory Factory; it is about 5 miles; ths 
ground befween them is barren ; there is a Nulla between them, which is dry in 
the hoc season; this is the onl/'one, it is full in tba height of the inundation. 

By ihe Chief Justice. James Thomson is now at Rtshnagar Factory a^ut ISO 
miles from Calcutta ; it is situated upon a Nulla on the Hoogley Rtvsr which cam- 
municates with the Hoogley. He could arrive here in 36 bo.ur8. 1 dont know 
whether or not Aimes alias Dick was a country born. He had dark hair, with a 
reddish tinge, was about 3.o years of age and rather stout. I^was not aware that 
be was empUwed on apy of my Factories toore than 8 or 9 months. Heiisad ta 
play all manner of antic# on horseback with*the natives, that is the reason I said 
he was cracked. He had been previously employed by Mr. Richard HcGourcy an 
Indigo Planter in th# district of Nuddea. s 

Kallah Aiiuiid spot ittpam on the water of the Ganges, but as she had been obligated an 
the Koran before.tha Magistrat>, she was again sworn upon it. iske said she believed hath 
equally hiuding. 1 lived at Avoory ; there is a Factory there, i knew Mr. Dick# 
3 have children by him. Ho was emplored in the Factory, and lived in the viUaga 
of 4voorr. The Bengallees called bun Dink but when lie wrote to Oentlemeii hn 
signed Richard Aimes. I know the prisoner, he lived at the Katlamarree Factory. 
Goorab Anund, my rival lived with Mr. Dick. I have five children livinsr, she has 
none. My eldest, a son, is 9 years of age. He kept two servants. Lubbee and 
Sherabdee. I know the prisoner. 1 saw him at Mr. Dtck'*^ house, when be took 
away my master. ■ My master had gone to the MoUeparra Factory, to light (tb# 
distance was about 100 russees from IVIr. Tliomioa’s Factory.) with Mr, Youge, 
who was unabi# to contend with him tbouith assisted by Kholly Baboo’s p«bple„ 
and be prevailed; This was about mid day pievious to the night I have spoken of. 
He came homc 'Shout four srurries before the close of day. He had gone enyipped 
from the houSe>and on horse back ; there had been a dispute about Indigo lands. 
My master tolti m# h« had been to fi,>ht. He remained at home till four dandabg 
of the night. He was take i a wav three days before the end of Chaittrd.* After h# 
had eat, and drank he was sitting in the Verandah, when Mr. Yoage and hia writer 
Elia and 150 persons came, but no other Europeans. Four were mounted on horses, 
Mr Yonge, Mr, Elia his clerk and another, and Sartue Biswas and aaotbor were 
also mounted. We two females saw them; we we»e sitting atstbadbOf*, Mr. 
Y'onge had a creece in his baud ; it w'aa about inches long, and the bthdrs had 
spears. They came from behind the bouse to the front and some surrounded it to 
prevent us escuinng, Mr. Yonge said “take hold of the Banchiwt; 
cost J will pay.* Some of them entered the house, and took hold of niy master, 
and .some plundered the house. It was full moon. Mr. Yonge kept On bis horse* 

Goorah Anund gave Do-hoy ! I did nut, as Yonge asked where the blsofc wo¬ 
man was, and I hid myself. Mr. Yonge called a person, named Khoody, to hu# 
and seized a spear from his hand and struck her in the forehead and she fell Wound¬ 
ed and got the Lock-jaw. These persons took Mr. Diok away aud plijuider#44h4 
house. 'I’liey took him towards the tBhorbariah Factory. We went with th^ Sliyi- 
dren to a house in a Bazar near my house. We stopped there all nigbm 'l|r. j. 
I’homson sent fot me to bis Factory and leaving my children there, 1 wdat^lUp 
Darogah and stateJ th3 circumstances to him. i saw the Nazeer four days after tfi 
the Bazar. Wheal went to the Darogah he abused me, saying “ if Ihottid fihd 
Mr. Diok, 1 would beat him with iny shoe and imprison him 6 months.*' I Was 
examined before Mr. Shaw, Mr. Dick's hair was brown, 1 SjSW tOA# hslr 
examined before Mr. Shaw j that was my master’s hair,

Mr. Dick had a wound on his wrist 
Iroiii' the hfte of a horse; he bed s swelling on his forehead. When his master’s 
kueiness required him to fight be Went out, but onlr to jirerent others from sowing 
hif ftsldt. By equipped. 1 mean be had his clothes on. There were not any people 
Aieen ittybe house that day ; not 60 or 80 armed people ; he*did not send them food. 

3 did not bear Mr Dick sav that any persons should hide their arms in the Aroory* 
ractoiy., I did not see Mr. J. Thomson on that day. Mr. Dick could write bis 
name, hut that was all. I know Gomes ; he 4’ent with my master from Calcutta. 
Ue had bean taken away or ran away from my house to the Factory of Mr. Vonge 
the night preTious; he took away his child with lam, about 12 veara of n%>* ; he 
went away beSausa.he only got 8 rupees a month for teaching the children. I know 
so far ; b'eaedthisson a letter to that effect. My master did not deal in fi>.h, but 
Gomes prdpbsad to him to get salt and cure fish, which iie would take tot aiculta, 
and give hiuia part of the profit. Gomes took away his clothes' ‘Heafterwards 
came on an Elephant with Mr. Yonf'o, who came in a palankeen before the Daro- 
gah. He did not ask for his olollies^and nevrt said before the Darogah that they 
bad been taken away in the night I have spoken of. 1 have been married; my 
busbaodis dead j be Was dead when I went to live with Mr. Dick. 

After these people had gone away, I came out from under the chest, and foqnd 
Gorah Anund bleeding. 1 introduced a knife bet ween her teeth and opened her 
mouth. Mr. Dick made no resistance, for a nuruher fell on him pt once. The ser* 
▼ants had gone to the Factory to eat Seeing Gnrah Anund wounded, I wont and 
tiid myself; it was not, on heating Yonge ask for the black women. They took 
personal oruamenis, vessels, and other things away, and two hundred rupees 1 had 
collected for my children. Mr. Dick bad no money of his own for he was ex¬ 
travagant ; fond of good eating and drinking ; he was the son of- an ErigHshman so 
should drink ; be was not drunk on that day ; he was not in the habit of getting 
drunk. Mr. Thomson was not there on that day. I hid rayaeli’behind a circular 
chest in a room; they did not open that chest nor did not go intdtbat room; there 
▼ras only a bedstead in it. Hr. Dick did, a long time since, complaih against Mr. 
Thomson for taking away his cows. In Augran last Mr. Thomson complained 
Against Mr* Dick for leaving his service. 1 oid not complain ngainst Mr. J.' Thom¬ 
son for taking him awray and confining him ; I do not know of Mr. Dick ever hav- 
complained against him for it. 1 remember Kadainobun Sircar having entered 
the house, and taken my master away at abou' 12 o’clock at iiooii'in U^grottayuni* 
last; that person was Gomastah to Mr. Thomson. Mr. D.ck did not complain 
ngainsf Mr. J.frhomson forgtbat. 'I’he I’olice peons came to the Imuse, but be sent 
them Bws;n saying, he would ccm}iron)ise. On the night 1 have snoken of the 
bdlM Mr. Yonge rode was of red colour. 1 could not distinguish the others. 1 
’ioifl#'h!0'l!jt|:»tice of them; they all appeared red. 

y 1 had seen Air. Vouge previous to this twice or thrice ; altogether 

Mr. Dick did not employ peons against Air. Thomson. 'The peons 
% hsi^^epnken pf came m consequence of my having complataed that Air. Thomson 
bail tity nows. When they were taking my Master away he called for assis- 
tabon villagars but once ; 1 suppose they prevented him from esUiug any mure. 

1 haveibibyer seen Mr. Dick since that night. 

1 produce some hair w Inch I found on digging the floor of a Cow 
bouae*’£n|i,pnrt which appeared lower than another, in the KatlamArree or Bhorbaria 
FoctOtyj* , .1 hbye had it since m my possession, but not since I came to Calcutta* 

1 didif |o Calcutta; the Chuprassies whocamedotvn with M. Yongedid. 

It rnosniiidA in my custody for a month after 1 found it, and then 1 gave it to a 
Chaprabey* I examine it now'and should say this is the same. It is human hair.

Mr. Clatkt. The Jury can see if the string trhioh fastened the oorerihg WH 
sealed, 1 say it was not. 

Mr. Mmchin objected to its being shown as it was not identified 08 that dag up. 

The Chief Justice coufti not see the use of the objection. 

* Kulloh Anund re-examined. 1 know that hair when the Nateer first,hre^ght it 
from the Cow house, it had a fetid smell. 1 know it to,be Mr. Oick's hair. 

Crt)$g ex-amined. 1 call this liafit the colour of that on Mr. MiaeMii\ head ; tho 
hair on the front of his head was about the lengbt of this. This hak^ i8 now di3« 
coloured from the earth ; it is not a mtferent colour from when on his head. If it 
was washed it would be the same colour , it is now covered with mud. 1 judge 
of it from its appearance. When I first saw the hair, ttiere were bits of skin to it, 
and it had an ofienaivesmell; it was bloody and oily when it was dug up. I did not 
see it washed. If you bring me some hair of th|i same colour cotrered up with eiar, I 
will distinguish this, for it has a smell. 1 Srat saw thishve days after Mr. Dick 
was taken away. The Naseer showed it to ipe in a pot, and I put paste over it, I 
afterwards'saw it at the Magistrate’s when it was notcovered in the same way as now. 

By the Chief Justiee. I only saw the prisoner at Mr. Dick’s bouse once pretrioua 
to this ; they were on good Semis then ; about 10 months prerioiis to this occur* 
renoe. When Mr. Dick came home in the evening he did not appear to have re¬ 
ceived any injury* ' 1 know that Ellta is in oonfiuemeat at Kishnagur with some 
Datives. 

Chief Justm. Mr. Advocate are not these persons here ? 

Advocate Generat. hio, my Lord, they are nati ves and are to be tried for this 
offence by the 2iilla Court. 

Chief Justice. Yes, but they are in the service of a European and should be here 
as prisoueis or as tfitnesses. 

Wuness. X wepl-tp a house in the village, the owner of which pounded soorky 
for Mr. Yonge, as'ske lived near me. Gorah Atiuud aed the nhildrea Went with 
me. Mr. Dick’s house stood hetween Katlamanee which Mr. Yonge farmed, and 
Avooiy which Mr. Dick farmed. I told the woman of the house what had happen¬ 
ed i her daughter, Kutten, was not there ; she was poundiu? soorky at Mf" Adage's 
Paoiory, 1 saw her in the morning, about a ghuiries alter day. A C^'aprassy of 
Mr. Tbomaou’s came and said why will you stop here and endure want; come to 
the Factory of '* KisuagurT’ which was about a cuss distant. Dorah Auund 
went with me, we walked and she carried the child 1 had given her. 'Wh<^n.,we ^Ot 
to the Factory i saw Mr. J. ’I'hurnsou and told hit» what bad bdppeUed,Dhri^ 
Anuud was present; she did nut tell him what had happened for she is holt,, iudeus- 
tomed to speak to Itluropeeus. 1 put Brandy to the wound in Gorah Auuud^i fora* 
head after the Darogah had seen her, four days after it had happened. Mlfi'Thom¬ 
son did not direct any thing to be done to it; he said he would not, till tiie Daro- 
gah had seen it. Kadamohuu iSiroar did carry Dick away to Mr. 'J hooison's Fac¬ 
tory, but let him go soon ; this was near a year previous ; he was Mr. Thomson’s 
servant and that geutleinan lived there and does so now. Mr. Dick was of sound 
mind ; if he was of uusound mind how could he get children? he was playful, but 
1 never saw anything to show he was of unsound mind. 1 do not know how old 
he was, Englishmen never get old, 1 lived with him H years. During thnltim* 
he was employed in different Factories. He was only unemployed thl‘e« ojtfoug 
months. He was never absent irom me a day and a night together. Whss this 
hair was shown to me i was told where it was founu; 1 did not hear atThiomsb## 
Factory what had happened to Dick. 1 first saw the Neseerfiorf days after 
Dick had been taken away. He examined Rutten after 1 had seen the hair. Rut- 
- ten and Doorgey came running and out of breath irom the Factory, ai^r { had 
gone to the house in the Bazar. 1 heard them say nothing. 1 asked Rutteis 
thing because 1 knew she was employed in tbs Katlamarree Factory* ■ Di^WW 
taken m that direction, I alt^ not like to speak to them or ask th«B| qusitkifi, fhv 
if 1 difi, 1 knew they would disappear and not be i'orUiooming.

Oorah Auund. I whs in keeping with Mr. Dick, who I saw last, three dajrs 
liSfore.the Shd of Choittro. I lived with Mr. Dick. I know Mr. Yonge, be used "to 
eoms iOmr maeter’ato dinner. 1 lust saw my master on the day in question after 
the j^ght bad advance four gurries, be had dined and was sinuking in the Verandah. 
About 350 persons came into the premises, lifted him up and took him away. 1 
IcQoiit some of Them. I iee Mr. Yonge who was tbere and he struck me wub a 
Bpear ; be came mounteil on a horse. There were four horses altogether. After 
they had taken hold of Pifk we begun to give I>o-hoy ! when he struck me with 
a spear, Ifeli senseless and on recovering I found my master gone and my rival 
weeping Ovet me; 1 observed that the bouse had been plundered. X afterwards 
went to the iiopseof an old woman whose daughter Hutten pounded^ soorky at Mr. 
Yonge’a Factory, I found the womans there. That bouse has but one space with a 
small bit parted"off and a verandah, I^allah Auund and the children went with me, 
1 carried that pretty child of mine wfiich she bus given me. Next day we went 
to the Factory of Mr. Thomson, I saw Mr. J. Thomson there. He was sitting in 
the upp«r>atory and we went up to him. 1 know the Naaeer ; three days after 
jny master had been killed, he showed me some hair. 1 would know it again.

They had quarrelled because heaadhii 
son were going towards the fields and my master objected and desired him to tfiaoft 
the children. There is but one Chowkedar in.eacb village of A voory and Maa« 
boory. 1 am quite siij^o I had a conversation with Rutten in the morning. TU# 
last witness was present. I spoke to Mr. J. Thomson and told him bow my mas* 
ter was taken away. 1 have now told all 1 remember of that .transaction; I psvar 
said 1 saw him speared in iive'ph'Cas- i never told James Thomson so nor did I 
bear Kallah say so to him. 1 livtdl with Dick before the other woman. 1 dannot 
tell bow old he was. During that uroC he v\as never out at night. 

Mr. Decourcy lives at Hamerab. 1 have not seen that gentleman since Mr. 
Dick’s disappearance. He sometimes gave Mr. Dick something. I have sineebis 
being taken away been supponed by Government and living at Kisboagnr. 

At a quarterjiast S the C<iurt adjourned far 20 minutes.

Mr, Clarke, I submit if he was taught according to the form of aCbristian, be 
must have some botiOn of a future state of rewards and pnnisbmsat. 

Chief Justice. I will take a note of your objection; 

Jiy the Advoeette General. 1 am the son of Mr. Dick, or Mr. Richard Aimes. 

Mr. Clarke. I sdbinit i have a right to question as to his belief of a futqre state*

Cross-examined. No one told me to tell this story to day ; my mother did not* 
She did not tell nfe to come here and give evidence, €be "did not\eU'thsi T'Wlitid 
be examined here ; the Peon of the Kishnaghnr Jail did. I had no convoriatioa 
with my Mother about this matter. 1 was examined by the Judge ha .did not 
swear me. i ' 

Nohi Shaik. X am a person, who looks after Indigo at the Avoory Factory, belonging 
to Mf. Thomson. Hast saw him, Mr. Dick, in the day of the night be was taken 
away. 1 was staudinguear the fence in the East of his premises and sawpersona 
take and carry him away ,■ another servant was there. Mr. Yonge and Mr. Elia 
were there and about 100 or 130 persons, (Identifies Yonge.) He (Mr. Yonge) wki 
on horse back. Dick was taken towards the North in the direction of the 
marree Factory where Mr. Yonge lived as Mr Watson’s Assistoat, XdMJhbtaao 
Kallah Anuud on that occasion, 'fhey earned him through tlie plain, WafpEowad 
them and saw them throw him down and boat him and then carry liim,tQyfarda tha 
Factory.

Orm-tsarninei, I have known Mr. Dick these lO or 12 years. He was in Mr. Thom¬ 
son’s 'service two years. 1 have been in the service of Mr. Thojnsons for a year and n 
faatf. 1 was in that service in September last, So was he. He then absented himself 
for two or three months at one time. 

In Bbadar i236,1 did not hear of a Purwannah, to take him up at the anit of Mr, 
Thomson. 1 speak of all the time 1 was in the service, that he was not absent at night, 
■butTwas absent three inontliB. We used to live at night at Dick’s bouse and were 
going thereon that night. 'I'liey were taking him towards the Bhorbariah village and 
were atHlirt thecompound, near the fence of whi^ii we were st&tuling. That Factory 
was about 18 russies. There was only oue man with me. lihorhaiTiah is a large vil« 
lage and Mr. Von^e and his party did not proceed through the village, [n going to 
the KaHamarree raot.ory you may go through the village or on the left or right of it; 
there is n(^ pubhoroad. There is about a bugahiu the compound, 1 was about 22 feet 
from the house. -They carried iiina out through the thoru fence in the North of the 
compound. 'Gorah Anund fVli on being wounded witli a .spear. I foUnwed the party 
at the distance of S or 4 russies. 1 saw^nd heard all (hat passed when they threw liim 
down and beat him. They made a good deal of noise. 

Bj/the C<Hirt. It is only one coss frdip Blforbarm Factory to Avoory ; the. village 
of Bhorbariah intervenes.* 

1 saw him beat only once, 1 could not recognise who beat him ; the prisoner was 
with them at that time and mounted on a horse 1 was oirly four or tive russies distant 
and it was moon light. 1 do not know what resistance he might at first have made but 
when 1 saw him he was held by 14 or t.^i persons. 

Sera: Shaik. X was the aervantof Mr.Dtck. On the night he was^ Jiaken away, 1 was 
near tlie bouse. X'hs last witness and I wore going to the house altar eating as was 
our custom to do ; we heard a noise and ran up when we saw Mifi Yonge, Mr. Elia 
and IdOper-sutiSf Mr. Yoitge gave orders and they took Dick uh and carried him 
away. We followed in tin hope of reltcving him, if they woundatl him and threw 
him away. Wc went obont half a cosa when we saw them thrdiilt him down and heat 
him and heard the blows. After they beat him I. heard some one,iliy ** proceed * and 
after they had proceeded about half a russee, I heard him say <"*1 would drink wa¬ 
ter.” We followed no further. We went back to the Factory.. ^'jV’e there met tw« 
chowkedars and a third person, with whom we had some couvcijaiiiioa and they ttmk 
me along With them as also Nobai and another and went as far,pg tub pillage of Bhor.- 
Iiaria to a tree; while there wo neither saw or heard any thing. 

CroU'esanuned. This took piace about the Churrick>poo}ah which commenced 
three or four daysafeer. We were standing about a cotta fpm the house. Mr. Elia 
was outside the fence and only that one. One horse w^ inside, and two at the 
gate* T did swear before the Magistrate that Yonge had a sword in his hSnd and 
so i sSy now. I saw him strike with a sobrky. He put the sword in his left hand and 
called for^ ,«oofky and took it in his right and wounded her. 1 say so, though he 
bkd tlie aWord at the time in hia right hand.

I saw him there ia 
the amitnoOtL, hut 1 did net inform him. This w'as on Friday after my master had been 
taked'ayrejf* i did not tell the Magistrate that I hud seen Kallah and 1 aigned my 
i it was read and explained to me in the progress ofit, but not after it was 
Magiatratea asked me if I had seen Kallaii, 1 s aid 1 had seen her wound- 
«4« T Iwidhiect % a pain ; it then seized me and 1 might have said 1 did not see the 
Wotip’d her, but 1 afterwards corrected myself, 1 did not say to the Ma- 
gittmth.'ll^ l.did not see her wounded. 1 was silent at first, but afterwards! did, and 
told hini'i had seen her wounded, 1 was standing close to Nobai what he saw 1 saw. 

General. I saw her wounded. 1 was ill at the time, i only delayed 
hut^Xsifltirinia^ds answered him ( the Magistrate). 1 saw Imaid Box at the village at 
the BhbthariaU Gola about evening. 1 dont know where he went to. Xlardy Thanna 
tetwoebssfrom Avoory to the South. The river Gunga lies between, which is a 
hink of the great Gunga. ' 

t tkfi Chief /mtioe. . When the Prisoner wounded Gorah Annnd he held his sword 
ihleft hand and . called to one of his men for a s^rky and threw it at her. Af¬ 
ter stAkisghar it feil to thegiound; the goorky waf headed withapieneofiroa- 

* KlBsminte^ and Bhorbititiharsths saihe wtd b^oas to Watsoa. 
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Coratk Anund vras standing upon the ground between tbe door endj cooking bouw. 
God knows why he did not strike her with the sword. I was on the outside of tne 
fence. Tbe fence about is five feet high ; it formerly bad a fence which is now de¬ 
stroyed. Gorah Anund was near the cookmg house. I was standing on the East 
and Gorah Anund was at tbe North of the bouse where she was sitting with her 
master; the door is to the South I was near the gate. Mr. Elia waS on the North 
side. The distance frc^ the fence to the house is four cubits. The North side is oa 
the verge of the bounaary: there is four cubits behind the bouse. The cooking 
house is on the North side, and is situated inside the fence. .There are three houses 
in the homestead. Mr. Elia was standing on the North of thecookroomj trora whei6 
1 stood, f could see him plainly as> it was a bright moonlight night and nothing to 
obstruct my view. 

Here the Advocate General proposed to submit to the Judge a plan 0 / the premises, hut ths 
prisoner’s counsel not acceding, his Lordship said he could not look at the plan without their 
consent. 

ITitneis. Any body from the sitting room could see Mr. Elia on.the North aide. The 
fence is formed of battons and the women could see Elia’s horse so plain as to ena¬ 
ble them to speak to its colour, by moonlight.t When I followed the party who had 
taken Dick away, I kept abojit five russeea ifistant from them. My dress was, a cloth 
round mv body, the other man’s dress was the same ; we were afraid. At the dis¬ 
tance wtt kept we could hear the sound of blows with lattees. We could see the 
crowd but did not see the blows actually indicted. 1 did not heat him scream or 
make a noise, but when the noiae bad ceased, I heard him call for water; he said 
*' 1 will drink some water this was after they 'had taken him up. 

Seefhw Shaik sworn. I serve Mr. I'hornson as a Bnrkandoss at the Avoory Factory* 
I knew Mr- Dick ; tbe last time 1 saw him was on the IfTth of Choit. 1 saw him 
then in his own house, early in the morning. I have not seen bin since. I went 
to Mr. Dick’s house a little after day light. 1 went to see Mr. Thomson’s lands and 
then returned to the Factory. I know Seria Shnik, he was Mr. Dick’s servant. 
1 saw him at Mr. Dick’s house that morning. 1 afterwards saw him after night 
fall, he was going to the Factory. I was sitting alone in the Factory. I heard a 
noise in the house of Mr. Dick, hearing people calling Hurribol 1 and others allah ! 
allah ! 1 went in aSoutherly direction I proceeded five orsixrussies from the Factory. 
I saw Mr. Yong#i’.« people. 1 did not see Mr. Dick but I beard his voice. I know 
Kiillamdee Sordpr, I saw him at the Factory that evening, 1 know Jaffa attd Baka. 
1 saw them at fhe Factory ; I went with them as far as Kobey’s Ghaut in conse¬ 
quence of Kuilamdee’s advice; six of us went. When we reached the tree we could 
not find Mr. Dick and returned. Tbe tree is to the North of Mr, Dick's house. I 
know there were disputes between Watson and Thomson’s Factories about fishing* 

Cross-examined hy Mr, Minchin. The pepel tree is half a coss from tlte Factory 
andh^f a coss from the villige. We went along the plain to the tree and then 
came back again. 1 recognised Mr. Dick's voice and heard him call forwatsr. 

Gopulchufid Sworn. I am in Mr. James Thomson’s wervice. I l^oW'My. Dick’s 
house, and I recollect the night Mr. Dick was carried off. 1 saw somethmg Of that 
iransaction. Isaw it in tbe plain about a russy or a rusayand half distance. I saw 
Bfr. Yonge of Katimnarree with a body of men take away Mr. Dick, Mr. Yongsi 
came into the premises on foot. 1 saw him mount his horse when thdy took Mr. 
Dick away, that is all ] know. 

Cross-examined, Mr. James 1'homson had sent me to Mr. Dick’s with a horse «s 
he hod no conveyance. 1 left the horse in the stable where it was and ran out when 
they took Mr. Dick away. 1 had been at that time in Mr. Thomson’s service for hvo 
months. 1 am still in his service ; there are four of his servants here—'tfaers sro 
five here. 

Decarry, I am a shaving Barber I have seen Indigo in cultivation. Xbold SomS 
land in the prisoner's Factory I knew a person named Dick ; bis liouas was id our 
village. On the 27th ofChoit, I wng proceeding to the bouse of my Graild daughter's 
husband when I saw 120 persons proceeding from North to South j oh seeipg thhin 
I moved aside. I saw them proceed to the house of Mr. Dick. Up^ that I Und 
Shaik Khawaz came and made a circuit of the house and placed ourselves in s pit. 
The party entered and 1 heard the rattling of chests and Mr. Dick called out ** fata, 
dead. Bnpry ! Bopry !” I recognised four of our villagers among them, three of 
along with the gentleman of KsOaroarree Factory, with Mf. Yongo. 
When 1 first saw the party tl»y were about a russy or a russy and a half frtuitm * 
they were oomidg in the diieoBon of Uie Katlsmarree Factory. 1 saw tw'o Eulu^inii 
mounted on horses and two Bengalees on horses. 1 smnot all conheofld vrhh the 
TroscGatrix, hot h»v« 1 any thing to do with ihoss fit th« Kstlst&srtso FohtM'y. 
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Crott-exawintd by Mr. Minekin. I waa ten koltas from them when they were in Mr. 
Dick’s house. 1 was retutning to my own bouse when Kallah Anund accosted tne and 
said *' the Katlamarree Sahab has taken away niy master.” They proposed that J. 
should go to the bouse aud see how he waa ill used. 1 did not go. 1 was then near 
Dick’s house on the road. 

By Mr. Cochrme. At the time Kallah Anund came, the people from the Factory 
had gone away. 

Kamz Skaik tuorn. 1 am the servant of Nauzer Cboudy Chokery. 1 bare known 
the prisoner three years. 1 knew Mr. Dick. 1 remember the night he was carried 
away. 1 went to look for a horse and was near Mr. Dick’s house. 1 saw the prisoner 
take Mr. Dick away. Mr. Elia was with him, they were mounted ; there were alao 
two Bengalees mounted. There were about 1^0 people with them 1 heard them 
make a noise in Dick’s house. 1 went into the homestead but not into the house. I 
saw Oorafa Anund she was lying down on the door bleeding with a wound, on her 
forehead. Kalla Anund spoke tome. 1 saw the women’s wearing apparel scattered 
about. I went away. 

Cross-examnid hy Mr. Clarke, My motive for going into the house was to see if 
the women had been ill used or killed. 1 first saw Kallah Anund and sirs stated what 
had occurred. 1 then saw Gorah lying'ivith a wound on her forehead. When Shaik 
left me,! was about half arussee from the premises. When we were in the pit 
Kallah Anund was going towards the bazar. 1 pointed out Yonge and Elia to the 
Magistrate, as well as several of the club bearers. I had gone near Mr. Dick’s house 
to look after a horse. 1 could not find it. It was foundd or 6 days afterwards. 

Jiiyagmauth Hay ewaru. 1 serve the Taiinuhdar as ca Burkuiidoss aud remember 
Dick being taken off by the gentleman of the Katlamarree l^actory and about 150 
JNativea. I would know them both again. Oae of them is the prisoner at the Bar. 
After they had gotoutofthe house and were taking away Mr. Dick, 1 saw them on 
the plain going in the direction of Katlamarree. X am not connected with Mr. Tboia> 
son or the Katlamarree Factory. 

Crost^emmined, 1 wentiu that direction because 1 lost a cow. The night had not 
much advanced and the moon was at the full. 1 went to the north to look for the 
cow. I know the Bhorbanah village, 1 did not look there for niy cow, Avooryis 
to the south of Mr. Dick’s house aud Ketlamurree to the north. 

1 did not know Mr. Dick much, 1 never went to the Factory. X told the Magis* 
trate what 1 say here. The people were invoking their diffeient deities, some said 
“ fke breath kii left the tody of Hick aud he is gone" and other exclamations, 1 said to the 
Magistrate that 1 had seen two Europeans on two horses and two Bengalees also 
on horseback. I told him 1 had heard the men invoking their deities, 1 
pointed out to the Magistrates those of the party that 1 knew. When I first 
saw them I was about 5 cottahs from them. I have not told you that I 
went after them, on the contrary 1 ran away, i did not go to Dick’a house. They 

J tassed me along shouting. 1 heard tliem shout four different timess 1 saw them aa 
ar as the banks of the Moodo Pakera, and then lost sight of them. 

Joy Singh Sworn. 1 cultivate vegetables at Avoory. 1 live about arussy from Dick’a 
house, 1 remember tiie night he waa carried away, i was at home eating my victuals. 
While we were eating we hesrd a noise and coming out saw the people seize and 
4ltfry away Mr. Dick. The night was bright moonlight: there were 100 or 1S5 men, 
fodf wen mounted on horse back. Seeing that 1 did 1 wentawav. 1 was about a 
irussy from them. There were two persons like Sahibs and two bengallees mounted I 
coiild not reeogntse them but 1 knew four of my own villagers among them. After 
Dick Anund came to my house crying and greatly dia< 

turbed'.‘. m’''' 

This three days before the end of the month Choittro; it was three daya 

before iheGhur^ck ptwjah. 

Sampkol Bindy twom. 1 am related to Joysing Bindy we are kinsmen, I am a native 
cf KattamarreeI etui f cultivate vegetables at Avoory, 1 saw Mr. Dick taken off. 1 
had looked aim y fields and on my return was eating when we heard a noise and on 
coming out law a number of people in Mr. Dick’s house, 1 auw four men on horsea 
coming: seeing that I ran away and hid myself in a bush ; they stoptSor 4 dundas. 
.when they went away they proceeded northward towards the Katiamaree factory. 
1 have nothing to do with those Factories. 

C^ou-examititd by Mr. Miachin. 'X'bis occurred 4 dundaa after night faU, 1 was in 
Juiritjl’s premiaea about a roasy and a quarter distant. 

C’kotaksydar sworn, lam Chowkeydar of Afoqfy Bazar. 1 recollect when 
r^* t!** tukeuaway, I aaw hia Syce ; he was passing along the road* 1 was go- 

SnftotlutBasari he said senstbiag. I went to the Bstwr, 1 went with BalUMra* 
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to tbo^north. Before 1 went I saw Kallah Anond in the Baser; she was moeh die* 
tressed. We went to the Factory and took otliers with us ; we went ninninR as for 
ss the Pepul tree and when we came there we heard people shouting and we return* 
ed being alarmed tor our own safety, 1 saw Gorah Anund that night. She had 
B wound in her forehead, and said “see what has been done to me.” 1 went to 
Mr. Dick's house, Kellab Anund came with me.' I saw a box, an excritoir and a 
rattan trunk broken 4 gave information of this at the Thaniia early iu tlie morn¬ 
ing to Selemah Bonnergy the Darugah. 

Cross-examined by Mr, Clarke. 4 . was a Chowkedar of the B'asar on the part of tha 
Thanua. I have been so more than 20 years. 1 was sent by Selemah Bonnergy. 

By the Chief Justice, At the time\lr. Dick was taken away 1 was in ray own bousa 
•bouts quarter of a coss from Dick’s. 1 beard no noise but on coming out I met with 
• Syce, it was my duty as Cbowkeydar of the Bazar to be out at niglit, but I used 
to go home to my victuals ; the other Cbowkeydar went also to victuals in the same 
homestead. God knows why I was not m the Bazar at the time the violence took 
place. Avuory Thanua is three coss off, there is a river to cross and no boats, be¬ 
sides 1 wasaem'chmg for Mr Dick, 1 went nety: the place wliere 1 heard a Tom-Tom* 
Kishnagur Factory is distant 2^ coss. HowcAuld 1 liave gone there during tiie night* 

Jaffa Chowkey’Har. I recollect the night Dick was taken away, i went to ths 
house and found things broken and scatteretr about, i went with Kalluiudee sad 
others as far as Bhorboriah to look for Dick. We heard the noise of some peopla 
calling out IJurrihol, and others Allah ; the noise came from the north. 1 know Rut- 
ten. We went to the house hbt she was not at home j we saw her mother and hee 
sister. 

Khoody Shaik sworn. I live at Avoory ; my bouse is 30 Beegaha from Mr. Dick’s* 
My field lies between Mr. Dick’s house and Mr.Yonge’s bouse, about half way ; my 
field is Sugar Cane. 1 remember when Mr. Dick was taken away. About 8 or 9 
o'clock that night 1 was at my plantation as some cows had come to molest my sugar 
canes,! was driving them away. 1 saw several people coming and hid myself m a 
bush. They came from the direction of Mr, Dick's house towards Mr. Yonge’sFac- 
tory. There might be 100 of them but two Englishmen and two BengoUees were on 
horseback, I did not know them. They were taking some, person along saying “ Hur- 
ribol, Hurribol, some Allah 1 Allah! !” and saying ” look w'e are taking Mr. 
Dick along,” I heard them say nothing else. They proceeded towards the Katla- 
marree Factory. 

By the Chief Jaitice. The person was laying fiat ; some bad hold of hie arms, soma 
his legs and others his clothes, I did not bear him say any thing. 

Haheem Shaiksivom. 1 know the night Mr. Dick was taken away. On that night I 
was at the Katlamarree Factory. 1 returned there after candle light in the evening. 

1 saw there my master’s Bebee, and the Consummab. My master is Mr. Yonge; 
he is the prisoner at the Bar. When I returned my master was not in the Factory. 
He returned seizing and bringing Mr. Dick withhim;he was accomu^uied by a great 
many ofhis people. When they brought Dick near tile tent an<d tfirew him down* 
there were about 120 of them, I did not sea my Master to go any where during tho 
dsy. When Mr. Dick was brought, 1 was in the cooking house about 23cubits distant. 
When 1 was coming into the Factory 1 met my master and the people going out. I 
said! hednotseeu him go out by day. My master was proceeding on horseback 
Mr.Elia and two otheis were also mounted ; the others were servants to Mr. Yonge* 
On Mr. Dick's being brought to the Factory, they threw him at the north door of th» 
tent and began to beat him, and Mr. Yonge got upon his breast with his bools on and 
trampled on him for a time, he tbensaid *'bring the marking iron and I shall mark 
him.'* 

Khoody Burkindoos, Mr. Elia and another, put their hands to the nostrils of Mr* 
Dick, and one of them said wiiere is the use of marking liim-ke is dead,” Upon say¬ 
ing that Mr. Yonge said ‘'well, carry him into the tent,” after be had given that 
order be told the Consummah to pack up his traps and he would proceed to the Fap- 
toty of Eamnuggur, 1 tliea ran away from the bouse. Up to this time I used to eat 
my victuals at that Factory. 1 was in the service of Mr. Yonge at the time. Iran 
sway, because 1 was greatly alarmed; iny master talked of quittiug the Factory andl 
1 was alarmed because the man was killed there. 

Cron-uamintd hu Mr. Clarke. He did not discharge me from Ms aerriee. 1 had no 
talk whatever with my master. 1 was standing near ray mistress. Mr. Yonuiwaa 
standing at the north door of Itie tent. 1 left my master in the tent when 1 ^hts- 
wpy. I had previous to that got leave of absenoe and on my return had^ottime to 
•peak to my master. When this transaction occurred I ran away for fear of getUnf 
into trouble. I bad beau abseut ou lesya six days and had cetuiaed tiixt«vaauis» 
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■I? houaa ia a«sr tH« ftetorr. I was i^raid as there r man killed. T shonid «i<t> 
tfaer be made « principal or a witness in this ease- 1 am not a rjrnt of Mr.Thomson's, 
1 had a conversation with Bonn Mullick ; 1 did not mention this tranenction to him. Mr. 
Yonge did not discharge me because I had the leprosy. I have not the leprosy I had not 
the leprosy at that time ; Mr. Yonge never charged me with having that disorder, In 
saying Mr. Yonge was not at hom^ when 1 returned I said truth, I met him going out 
when 1 was coming in. I was at the west window of the lent, ^r.Yongestood atone of 
the doors of the tent but he did not come in ; he did not see me that night. There WM 
Mongun Cnnsummah there at the time ; 1 h.id been consummah, 1 used to go along 
with Mr, Yonge to the different Factories, the other remained at home. There were 
only two horses in the factory, Mr. Yonge h d hn Kiephant'wlnoh was kept on the 
west side of the Factory two or three russees from it. The Elephant was not kept at 
Kamnuggerto my knowledge, Mr Thomson farms the Tallook in which my bouse ie 
situated. He farms eight villages ; my ho ise is in one of those villages. When I 
left the Factory that flight 1 proceeded westwaid. I did not proceed in the direction 
of Mr. Dick’s house. I proceeded towards home. T met Boau Mullick near the river 
which passes under my house ; this was a pow cose or half afnilefrom Yonge’* 
Factory. I hsd to travel a quarter ofdcoss when I met Boan Mullick. 

From the time Mr. Didk was brought to the door of the tent until 1 went away 
was about a dundah, « 

Ui/ Mr. CiKhrane. I pay the rent of the ground wliere my house is to a Braman at 
Avoory, I never paid rent to a Tallookdar or any one under him. 

By the Chief Juatice. When I met Wongitn Consuraniah on going into the Factory 
I told him 1 had met my master going out, I asked him if my mcoater was offended with 
me, I asked him that from a solicitude to be in my master’s favor. It is customary for 
us when we get leave of absence to enquire on our return if our master was pleased 
with us. From what Mongun said I had reason to believe my master was angry with 
me. I don’t know the cause ; that was not one of the causes which induced me to run. 
Formerly there were two servants attending my master, latterly there were four 
Kidmudgars ; at the time of my return there were but two. There was but one Syce, 
there was no buggy. There were no other domestic servants than Mongun Consum. 
mail, another myself, and one Syce, ther were three Consummahs. He kept no 
cows. A Kidtnudgar is the same as a Consummah. The woman I call my mistress 
iakept by my master, I don’t know her name, she wan brought from Calcutta ; they 
called her Monier. Mr. Yonge lived in the tent, the Factory house not being nuish- 
«d; it had a centre room and a verandah all round it. I could not well distiugnish who 
the 1.W men were. Nemitiundi was a servant belonging to Mr. Yonge, he only occa* 
Rionally attended him. Ssrtue Biswaes was a Dewan i Goody was a Berkundoss, 
The woman 1 call ray mistress and myself were standing at a western window of the 
tent. I was before that in the conking house. All the people that came with Yonge 
went away after they had beaten Dick ; the only persons I saw after my return to the 
Factory were the female 1 have mentioned and Mongun Consummah. 1 saw Dick 
distinctly, he had very little clothes on his body ; he had nothing on the upper part, 
the lower was covered but I cannot tell whether by pantaloons or a piece of bengal- 
leeclntb. 1 did not perceive any blood- From his appearance, and not giving any 
answer, parcicularlv when the three people put their hands to his nostrils, I consU 
defffd him dead. I merely heard the order given thathe shnu,d be taken into the tent, 
t did not see it done. Motnllah Factorv and Ramnugger are the same. When I re¬ 
turned to the Factory it was candle light. When Air. Yonge passed out of the Facto- 
Tv. we were l!tO cubits from each other. Mr. Yonge returned 1 think it was 5 or 6 
gliurries after plose of day. It must have been something less than midnight when 1 
met Boan Mullick. Mv Mother and my wife live in my house during my absence. 
The Nazeerioalled upon me for information, about.5 or 6 days after the affair, 1 waa 
sent fromtny house to the bazar at Avoory. When the Nazeer took down my depositi¬ 
on I only saw one European (Mr. Yonge) I never was examined before a Magistrate, 

1 was not taken to Air. Thomson. 

If was mw within a few minutes of ten o'clock, and the Court adjourned to eight the fol¬ 
lowing morning, directing at the same time the Jury to be famished toith refreshment in th* 
JhwH Hail, btk not aUot^to separate.

Advocate General you must call your witness¬ 
es on their subpoenas, we cannot delay the Jury. 

Advocate Oenei at. My Lords I submit this is a case of great public importance, 
the witnesses are not yet in Court, but they are close at hand. 

Chief Jnuice. We were told so before we came into Court, we cannot help it; let 
the witnesseshe called. 

The witneesew were severnlly called but none appeared. 

At five ininutes to nine, the first witness w^i put into the box. 

Rutten sworn. 1 live in the village of Avgorv, I knew Mr. Dick, and I know 
the prisoner. I was pounding soorkey for tin* Factory of Mr. Yonge. 1 recollect 
the night Mr. Dick was carried away ; something occurred at the early part of the 
night. In the course, of that day Iliad seen Mr. Yonge. I saw him in the evening 
after candle light. 1 saw liimbt tho Factory ; he went in the direction of Bhor- 
bana, with a body of men, some mounted. Yonge. Elias, Sartu Biswas, and Nemi- 
nundi were on horse back ; there were a great many on foot and they carried clubs 
and swords and spears with them. 1 saw Mr. Yonge 4 or 5 duiidahs; afterwards, I 
saw him return to the Katlamaree Factory ; Sortu Biswass, Neminundi, and Elia were 
with him. They had Mr Dick in custody ; they brought him on a tatti/. Mr. Yongo 
gave orders to beat him and they began to beat him, Elia and Khoody Burkiudoss 
beat him. Mr. Yonge then got upon his breast and trampled on him and when h« 
got off his breast be said to the people “ mark Mr. Dick,” then Khoody, Elia, and 
anotlier put their hands to his nostrils and said " he is dead,” Mr. Yonge said 
“ bring him into the tent,” and he was dragged and brought into the tent. I was 
making soorkey ; the reason of my working at night was, that the factory required 
it and 1 could not work in the heat of the day ; the night was moonlight ; it was u 
new Factory. Doorgee was along with me where I stootl, and saw this, I was about 
a russee from Mr. Yonce. I proceeded forward to see what was going on ; both of 
us went forward. Mr. Dick was put down and beaten at the door of the tent. I 
dont know the points of the compass but the door of the tent wps opposite the Fac¬ 
tory. They could see me from the tent; there were a great many people there. 
When Mr. Yonije gave order to beat Dick, he was on foot moving about. When be 
went from the Factory be had a sword in his hand. ’When he returned and got off 
his horse he gave the sword to Khoody. I look at the prisoner, that is Mr. Yonge, 
1 used to work for him and have seen him frequently. My house is 3 rustees from 
pick|s house. The Bengallees drovp me from the place and 1 took up my quarters 
in a little hut near where we pound the soorkey, I went home, Doorgee lives in 
the same house with me, I had left my mother in charge of my house ; a very qI 4 
woman, 40 or 60 years of age. My mother goes no where. 1 work. I went home, 
I saw bay mother and Aniand ; no one else. 

Cross-examined by Mr, Minchin. I live .3 russees from Dick’s house, I hove been 
employed beating soorkey for sometime. We work by moonlight. The di.stunce from 
where we work to the tent was 2 or 3 russees. The people saw us. We were at 
Work when Yonge went out; they could see us, 1 went to my own liooss next morn¬ 
ing and saw Knlla Anund, Mr. Dick’s women, I bad no conversation with her, and 
the Darogah coming 4 days after, 1 did not tell them what I saw until then. 

By Mr. Pearson. During that day I saw Gorah Anund, she was weeing in tb4f 
^lazar. 

When Yonge spoke and told the people to mark Dick be said “ mark a do,'* When 
1 said, the Bengallees drove me away, I meant to say that Khoody drove me away. 
The gentleman Mr. Yonge said to Khoody ” turn away the Bengallees from this 
place.” The hut was from the tent 2 or 3 russees. We put to the door and tried ta 
sleep but could not from fear. Jt was moonlight, the door of my hut faced Katlpaar- 
lee* We did not go out of tUe hut, I was alarmed and shut the door. On going away, 
in the morning we did not go near the tent; the door of tlw teat faced Kauamarietlc 
I was between the door of the tent and Katlamarree. 
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On* iffth* Jvfymtn (Mr. Keys) was hen taken ill, and obliged to leave the Comrtp vMt^ 
interrupted the procadings for a few minutes. 

The door of the hat faced Katlomarree, tlie tent is behind. From the plMe where 
I was standing looking at what was doing at the tent I could see the cooking room* 
1 saw the Consummahe walking about the cook house, 1 saw the two Conaummahs* 
The cook bouse is behind the tent, and not on the side in which the hut was, 1 dont 
know how many rows there were. 1 hare seen cows; them waa a COW keeper, out 
J dont know him. There is no river that runs near the Factory, I knorr the woman 
who lived near the Factory, I saw her after they had brought Mr. Dick, she was in 
the tent. I saw Mr. Dick as they were dragging him in; the upper"part of his body 
was naked. After he was thrown down he movid, but he did*not speak, 1 saw a pOT- 
son named Gomes at the Factory, I did not see him that day, I dont know wherd ha 
now is. When 1 saw Dick thrown down, be moved his body a little. 

Doorgee sworn. 1 yemember when Mr. Dick was taken away, 1 used to pound 
BOorkey in Mr. Yonge’s Factory ; 1 had been there from the raontbof Pous, Rutten 
was my associate. I have often seen him (Yonge,) 1 saw him on the day 1 am talk¬ 
ing of, after the close of day ; he had his servants with him when I* saw him. He 
was preparing to go out with Mr. EU% and other people ; there might be Bt) or 100 
people. I saw Mr. Yonge go in the direction of Avoory ; he was on horse back, Elia 
was on horse back and two Bengallees'also ; they were armed with latties and swords 
and shields, Yonge had a tulwar, 1 saw them when they returned with Mr. Dick ex¬ 
claiming " hurrybol, hurrybol.” We went forward to see; we went to the door of 
the tent, on arriving there 1 saw them bringing in Mr. Dick on a door, Mr. Yonga 
gave orders, saying “ lay on with the shoes and the whip they then beat him, Yonga 
aahib then jumped upon his breast with bis boots on, and trampled on him; he then 
colledfor the marking iron, when Klia and others put their hands to Dick’s nostrila 
and said to/»y will you mark him, he is dead. Yonge then ordered the body to be brought 
inti) the tent, and desired the BengaUees to be driven away, Isaw the upper part of 
his body was naked. 1 had known Mr. Dick for three years previous. 1 had seen 
kirn move, but it was n>minal, for they had half killed him before tliey brought him in* 

Rotten and myself being afraid, passed the night in a hut. We did not sleep 
liaving seen a man killed and early in the morning we ran away to our own village. 

Cross-examined by Mr Clarke. There was no other person than Rutten with me, I 
knew several other women who were pounding soorkey, but she worked with me, I 
know Sunibrutty, and I know Bundy Meteraney, she used to pound soorkey 
also; she was also pounding soorkey at the same place. All of us ran to see 
whst was going on at the time ; these women are not here. When Mr. Yonge re¬ 
turned, he had a sword or tulwar in his hands, I was examinad before the Nazeer 
and told him the same. I said the same to the Magistrate, Mr. Yonge bad a sWord 
in his hand, and Mr, Elia had a soorki?iy; what I said before the Magistrate was truth* 
^ was not put in confinement. The village people pointed me out as a witness and 
were afraid I should not be forthcoming so the Nazeer’s peon took me and brought me 
to the Hortollab where the Nazeer was. 1 went home to Avoory. Rutten came with 
sne. We arrived at home early in the morning, we both live at Avoory, which is 
Thomaon’a Factory. Isaw Colanaudo and Gorab Anund but I did not tell either of 
Ihem whet occurred the night before. 1 knew they were both Mr. Dick’s wo- 
mtfn. 

JSy Mr. Cochrane. I was not in ooSnement. 

Sly the Chief Justice. Mr. Yonge said “ lay on with the shoes and whip.*' 

Mere witness desorihed the way t/w prisoner trampled on Dick's breast, which she did by 
imitating the aetitm, both feet upon the floor alternately pressing. 

Elia and Coody beet Dick with a shoe aud a whip by order of the prisoner. 


Samsin MuUiek sworn, I remember the night Mr. Dick was taken away, t 
met on tfaatnij$ht Ruheim Consumma, he is in the service of Mr. Yonge. 1 met Mna 
almut it o'clock that night or 4 houra and a half after close of the day. I conversed 
with him; at that time X was proceeding to the Kishnaghur l^actory belonging to Mr. 
Thomson. know the Nazeer, ] saw him 5 or 7 days after I had seen Ruheim. t 
accompaniadthe Nazeer" to Katlamaree Factory; there was something done on that 
cccasmn. We dug in several places; in one place in digging we found a dead horse* 
jMr. pick's body not being found we again searched, we went into a cow house. 
Ihe Nazeer looked about and saw a eoR spot in the cow house, which be ordered to 
On digging a euMtand half a strong ofFemve smell was perceived, and 
^ dilg up some hair. The grdund was soft to the dep^th^if about S cubits, two cubits 
u bteadtH, and four cubits in length. The Nazeer took the Irtir aad placed it at • 
uudaneauideiiBi a Burkundou to guard it> 
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There were four Billdars employed in digging and several others, besides the prt* 
lOtier (here he gate their names) The Nooeerapoke to Mr. Yonge, he said, '* why 
does this place smell so strongly, what is the occasion of it I” Yonge said he did not 
know. I knew .^imes or Dick for four or five years, 1 remember the colour of his hair. 
There is water at the Katlamaree Factory, it has no stream. £ cannot be certain, it 
may be a russy or half a russy in breadth, (Here the hair was produced which wa« 
found in the pit,) This is like Dick’s hair. When it was found I had a notion it was 
Dick's hair. When dug <mtthere seemed to have been bits of flesh attached to it and 
it bad a very oifensive smell. There was also a bamboo found of 1 j; inch in diameter. 

Cmt>sxami7wa\^ Mr, Mincfdn. _ I was proceeding to Mr. Thomson’s Factory in 
consequence of inrormation, £ arrived there after the close of the day; this was to the 
Kishnagur Factory, Mr. James Thoibson was there, but £ did not see him. £ did not 
tell Mr. Thomson but £ told the DeiVau, £ did not mealion it to Mr. James 
Thomson. Whatever circumstances occur in the factories or in the Mofussil 
are communicated to the Dewan. The Dewan said he would give information next 
morning at the thanna, I went home to my bouse to sleep. 1 went to Avorry next 
morning. The affair was in the hands of my superior the Dewan, and £ had to receive 
my orders from Inm, £ went to Avoory to look after Indigo plants. 1 arrived at Avoo* 
ry whan the night had \tdvanced four duudahs;i* I looked after the £ndigo plant on 
that day. The £ndigo Fields are from Avoory village a short distance, I left the 
Avoory villggp about 4 dundahs frome the clo8e#of day for my own village called Ko* 
dalcolly. £ eat my victuals and went to sleep before £ went to the Kishnagur Facto¬ 
ry; the day that i gave intormation to the Dewan was the 27th. On the day Dick 
was taken away, £ was in the Asoory village. 1 paased the preceding night there, 1 
remamed the whole day there, till about 4 or 6 dundahs of the niglit when I received 
inforniation. The Coma House isfofacoss from the Factory. In consequence of 
the information £ received £ was proceeding to the Kishnagur Factory. I met Ru- 
heim, near a river. I went to the Factory by myself, I gave information to the De¬ 
wan and £ thought that was sufficient. My house is distant from Avoory one coss. 
and from Kishnagur Factory less than half acosa; it lies west from Avoory and north 
from Kishnagur. £ have known Mr. Dick 4 or 5 years, he had been once, in Mr. 
Thomson’s service and left it, £ dont know how long be bad been the last time inser- 
vice* £ dont know that Mr. James Thomson and Mr. Dick have bed disputes, 1 pre-. 
sented a petition to the Magistrates against Mr. Dick in Aussaur or Srabon last year. 

1 complained that he went up tlie river in boats, with the men to beat my master’i 
servants, he had then entered the service of Mr. Alfred.* He did so. I therefore pro- 
eented the petition, Mr. Dick was afterwards taken up and brought tothe Magistrate, 
Idont know the particulars. 1 dont recollect a petition from Dick against Mr. Thom¬ 
son, I saw Imambux peon, and the other peons in the Avoory Bazar on the day Dick 
was taken away, 1 dont know that they were there all night. £ did not go to Dick’s 
house. 1 went with the INuzeer, we dug a hole, i forget who pointed out the spot. 
The people said, this is fresh earth, dig here, 1 never heard that a horse had been bu¬ 
ried at the Katlamaree Factory. When we began to dig every body said “ there is a 
Jhorse buried there what is the use of digging.” A horse was dug out to search for 
Mr. Dick. The Nazeer said put it in again. 

By tit£ Court. There was a good many people with the Nazeer, I cannot say how 
many. They found Yonge at the Factory ; he made no attempt to escape ; this 
was on the 7th or 8th day after the transaction. The Nazeer and Burkundosses went 
up to Yonge who was in or near the tent. Yonge went about searching for the bodies 
with the Nazeer and Darogah, 1 do not know whether the door of the cow house 
which was made of bamboos was fastened. The hoise was taken entirely up; it 
had somewhat an offensive smell and was a large horse. When X met Ruheim £ only 
said are you going home at this late hour 1” 1 do not recollect that I said any 
tiling more to him ^ be came from the direction of Katlamaree. 

Mohon Swo!n. I live at Bhorbariah. 1 know the Nazeer, 1 was employed by him* 
He took us to the Katlamaree Factory. W« first dug up a reddish coloured horse. 
We went next to the cow bouse where he directed us to dig on the west side, we did 
dig and Uie clay appearei^a little loosev' We dug a cubit and a half deep, when soin«<f 
Imir was turned up. We then dug to the depth of three or three and a Jfhlf cubits, 
but stopped then ss the earth became herd. I'he lopse earth was about two cubits in 
breadth and four or four and half long. 'J'he hair was human hair (identifies the ha^.) 
It was then moist but is now dry. Mr. Yonge was with os. 

Crou-uumned. 1 do not know why the Nazeer fixed upon that spot. The suyfoeu 
was IsTei ifit£i the test of the^flcf r. 1 saw one place for cow dusf outside Uw 

* Wt Biidentaiid this is Mr. Alfred Betti* * 
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He-tfiramtneif. The earth had a smell but not of cow dang; it wu a imellaiof 
rotten flesh. * 

m the Court. There was no hay or straw on the floor of this eow honae. The 
cattle could not come out of that house but by one door. From the appearance of 
the house 1 concluded that the oows had been sent out of it that morning. Mr. 
Thomaon has cow bouses at some considerable distance. 

Naucausey etonm. 1 remember having been employed by the Nareer at the Bborba- 
riah Factory where we dug up a horse and then went to a co^v house where wo dUg and 
found, first, a bamboo and then perceived an ofloDsive smell and fou^fd some human 
hair; we dug to the depth of a man. 'Che earth was loose, about^tfv^o cubits and a 
half or three in depth, and about two in breadth. The Nazeer causedittobemea* 
sured and the length was four cubits. The Nazeer and Uarogah were present, Mr. 
Youge made his appearance as we were beginning to dig. 

Crosh-e^ammed. We had-seen Yonge previously when in the Factory, and whilst we 
were digging up the horse. 1 did not see him in tho custody of any one. i did not 
hear him maheimy observation when the hair was found. 

Mahomed Sifleemsworn. 1 am the Naze.er of the Zillali in which Bbnrbaris issitua* 
ted. 1 rejhember making a search for a human body, that of Mr.^Dick On the i^Oth 
of Aonl last, (identifies Yonge) He**^ooge) was there. Tmet him on that day at 
bis Factory. Upon our going there Kuheim went and stood on a spot and said it 
was here 1 stood when 1 witnessed w^at passed ; they brought Dick and there beat 
him.” Mr. Yonge was present and said nothing, and then Eutten and Doorgy said 
the same, and pointed out where they stood. Mr. Yonge was present and he under¬ 
stands Bengalee in which they spoke. I heard of a horse having been buried, I took 
it up ; 1 also heard of the body of Dick having been cut up and put into that horse. 
I went to look for that horse. [ pointed out a spot whJoli appeared fresh dug and 
Mr. Yonge said •• the horse is buried there.” We found the horse which was pu¬ 
trid ; we thi-n searched several places were nothing was found ; we afterwards went 
to the cow house and called Mr. Yonge who came. He came there and stood and 
afterwards went out again, 1 called him back, sent for a chair, and asked him to sit 
down. 1 pointed out a place about 5 or 6 cubits from the door, 1 did so because I 
observed it high and low and it had more eow dung on it than the rest, 1 stood there 
1 had felt it soft and that it easily allowed a spear to enter it ; they dug to the depth 
of three and a half cubits and to the same length, and they took all the loose clay 
out. 

When the earth was taken out the bottom and sides were hard. On the first dig- 

f ing a putrid smell issued and afterwards the hair was taken up, I do not know that 
t was human hair(lookaat the hair)^ Mr. Yonge was sitting there at the time 
end 1 said'* what 18 this” and be said”! know nothing of it, perhaps one of the 
Choohar caste has been buried here.” Nothing else was found. The hair appeared 
tnoistand sticking to the earth. We dug other parts of the cow house, where the 
earth which had been raised was soft, 1 mean earth raised from the floor, it was on- 
ly soft to the depth of a cubit but no smell procpeded from it. Mr. Yonge said he 
would go to^Kishnagur. •! asked him who was to be present while 1 investigated 
as to the hair found and he desired me to refer to lus Gomasta. 

Cross-examined. 1 have been a Nuzeer eight mouths, I was for the eight or nine 
years previous as a Darogah. There had been examinations bei^ore the Darogah 
^teTious to my getting there : he is not here now. 1 went on the 20ih of April, I do 
notkaow on what day it fell, I got my Perwannah on the evening of the 13ih, went 
off and arrived on the Idth. On the l6tli I took depositions till the 20th on which 
day 1 wetoC over to the Katlamarree Factory. Mr. Y'ouge had been with me all the 
time 1 was, taking the depositions. He left me on the night of the 19tliand I found 
himathis faetoryonthe 20tb. I measured, and found that where Kuheiiu stood wad 
24 cubits fkom the tent, and the place where Dick was thrown down was 9 cubits. 
Ha first saw whst went on from inside the tent, and he then said he went ont by ano¬ 
ther door and came to s corner which brought him within 14 cubits. From where ha 
saw ffrst, (the inside of the tent,) he saw through two open doors, imme¬ 
diately cpiioidte each other. Kuheim could see out the way described. 
Doorgfth^nd Hntten asid they stood near the hats, 7t cubits from where 
lie was said to have been thrown down. Mr. Yonge pointed out to ns the 
place where 'the horse had been buried. It was contained in the Pur- 
wanna, that the body had been cut up and put into the horse. I do not know who 
fs^ that iafotmatioQ to the Magistrate. Mr. J. Thomson osed to be present at 
thrmveatigatioH. I heard nothing of that story fropa Mr. I. Thomaon. I examin¬ 
ed horse which was whole ; no body was in it,. 1 Vent to the cow-house and 
fcttna mfina hair. I never cleaned any of it. If clean I d« not know what colour 
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it would b«. When it wee found it wae put In chaiil« nf a burfeundese, ib* 
brouflu it to the place wbere we were makin|r pur inquiries, about oae oose and 
half, it was then put into a pot and bound up in my presence and kept in the house 
where our inquiries were making. 1 then aent it by another burkundass next day to 
the Huzaoor of the Magistrate for bis inspection, where it remained. It was deli.* 
vered to the Buxey, Who is not here, and he sent it down to Calcttua by whom 1 
know not. • 

Mr. Yonge was present when Kuheim told hie story to me. When 
Mr. Yonge welt to his factory imthe night I had said nothing to show I had any in. 
tention of going^there. 1 took the examination of aereral witnesses; all in the 
presence of Mr. Yonge, except three, who were examined before his Gomastab. 
When 1 left the Station the Darogah was there, 1 do not know that he bad received 
any subpoena. 

By tht Caurt. After we had made this examination, 1 came away and left no one 
Stationed upon Mr. Yonge. 'I'hree days after X found hint at the 2iilsb. 

Thg Jury here retired for a quarter of an ha4r. The Court hadng retunud, the Eri- 
deuce continued,* ^ ^ 

%he farmer evidence examined. I shewed same hair to a man called Kamdun ffai, 
the day or two after this hair was found ; I shewed it' to those who were present, as 
well as to himeelf. Ounmuliek was there, 'f^e hair had been kept in the interme¬ 
diate time with Jumsbe Chaprassee and others. It had been put into a pot and aua- 
pended to the tool of the house under a guard, it was the same hair that was found. 

'' Kamdun Nai morn. I knew ^ person called Dick, or rather Aimes, 1 know the 
Naseer of our district, his name is Salamutdeen. Ha ehewed me some hair, that 
was after the time Mr. Dick had been taken awav ; he shewed me the hair at Avoo- 
rey. I am acquainted with the colour of Mr. Dick’s hair. The hair shewn me by 
the Naxeer resembled the hair of Mr. Dick. 1 bad known him four or five years. 1 
used to shave him daily for a year and a half, I believe the hoir shown to me was his. 
I guess it to be Mr. Dick’s hair. 1 believe it to be Dick’s hair. 

Cross-examined by Mr, Clarke. When I saw the bait it was besmeared with earth, 
the colour of it appeared to be darker than I have kpowri the color to be when on 
Dick’s head, (Hair produced.) That is the colour of Mr- Dick’s hair. (Other hair 
produced No. 5.) That is the colour ; the lost colour is darker; the first hair appears 
darker, a little more than the color of his hair was. This other hair appears darker 
than thalin the canvass (Closely examiuiug.) They are of the same colour. (OUier 
hair No. 6.) This appears like Mr, Dick’s hair, (The child’s hair producedKo. 7) 'rhac 
is not at all tlie colour of Mr. Dick’s hair. 

By Mr. Cochrane. 1 know the children of Mr. Dink. The last hair is like that of 
Mr. Dick's children, a little boy and a little girl. I said the second hair was darker. 
IF hair when cut off be wetted and keptit altera a little in colour. I cannot'tell what 
elTCct being buried in earth will have on it. 

^ James Shaw, Esq. sworn. 1 am the magistrate who comtpitted thepripoaor, I live at 
Kishnagur. 1 have seen the prisouer sdvsral times. 1 have seen Mr.Dick ; he was 
3 man of 5 feet 7 or 8 inches in height, I have seen Kalla Anund^ 1 saw her at Kishna- 
gttr; she had a scar on her forehead as front a wound, 1 think n was not heated. 1 
have taken her depositions. I have taken all their depoaitiona. Mr. Yonge waa 
present all the time j he understanda Beogallee, and be asked the witnessea’ questione 
through me. 

Cross examined by Mr. Minchin. T have known the prisoner some time back. I alao 
know Dick, 1 knew bis character. He bad disputea with other persons- All the 
papers connected with the case are here. There waa a petition preaented to me hlT 
Doon MulUc, It waa sent down to Calcutta (Paper No. 8 handed to witnsas, purpor¬ 
ting to be a complaint made by a native agmnst Dick for violent conduct, datetyith 
September 18S9.) This is a record from my Court. 

Mr. Advocate General objected to this description of evidence aad the Chief Rustic* 
approved of the objectiqn of asking particular questions relative to character j Mirv 
Shaw mightread from his court reoorda and it would be evidence. * 

Mr. Skaio. My court is the Fouzdarry or criminal court of^Nuddfa, (A papeit' 
~.,xhewn him marked No. 1.) This bears my signature, (This paper No. also negini 


genuine ptper (Ncl tt) is the perwannah, and a'reCord from my' court t, 

believe to be aTOeord iNnn my cdtut, it bedii the eighaturo of My* Rkhdxt 


aasuiant. 
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< Bif Hr. He had disputes with Mr. Alfred Batt’s people, afterwarde with 

Mr. Thomaon's. He bad bad no diaputea with Mr. Thomson’s people sinoe he had 
been in that gentleman’s employment. 

By tht (^hief Justice, The Factory of Katlamarree is in theZillah of Nuddea in the_ 
Province of Bengal, I am the zUlah magistrate, 1 hold the powers of Justice of 
Peace, tnd Fouadarry magistrate. The prisoner appeared in court in obedience to 
tlie precept; hd catne himself and surrendered at my stntiwn. There are frequent 
dispates amongst the Indtgo Planters of the atation, attended with Much violence. 

1 have made enquiries through my otKcers whether Dick could be Wnd ; they a-ere 
directed to the Darogah to make enquiries, 1 have heard nothing ^f Dick since. I 
have seen a Mr. Derourcy, bis place of residence is at a distance fiom where the 
occnrrenice took place. 1 forwarded the necessary documents connected with the 
afihir to Calcutta. 

Some individuals connected with giving evidence in thii. case have not arrived, 1 
Jhave not directed Gomes to come down, but 1 believe he is in Calcutta. I did not 
examine Mogdo the other Conaumma who is represented to have been present at the 
transaction,! did not examine Monier vvbo lived with the prisoner. I cannot tell 
why llie Darogahisnot here. I thinS^tbere are twelve indivitfuals ai Nuddea now in 
condoemeut ibr this charge ; some ot them are Ryots. No application has been 
made to me to order them down to Cslsutta. 

Kalla Amnd ie-eiamitud. Dick when he was taken away had only on his shirt and 
Pantaloons. 

,, Here the pro-secuiion ended. « 

1'he Prisoner being called upon for his defence handed in a written paper, which 
was read by Mi. Smoult, the Clerk of the Crown, it was to the following effect■ 

THF, OEFVNCE. 

Hfy Lords and Gentlemen of the Jury,'—I am innocent of the crime which has been 
imputed to me. Before you who are to judge of me here, iii the presence of him 
who will judge of me hereafter; by niy hope of Justice from you, and of mercy 
from my Cod, 1 protest mv innocence, and whether lam to remain among the living, 
or to be parted from them, my conscience will not be charged with the remorse of 
having shed blood. 

Gentlemen, it has rarely if ever happened, that a murder of a more diabolical ■ 
description titan tins Ims been laid to the charge of any individual. There was nei> 
ther sudden quarrel, nor secret provocation, nor the impulse, of passion* nor acci- 
dental collision to afford it the slightest palliation; the whole story displays a deli* 
beram and unprovoked decermuiation to deprive a fellow-creature of life, it ban 
not been alleged that 1 have ever had a personal quarrel or conffict with the person 
1 am charged with murdering ; it does not appear that by his death any benefit could 
result to my own individunl interests, but yet I am represented as snatching him 
from the bosom of hia family, to alaagbter him in cool-blood, nay more, as striking 
down a defenceless woman with a spear, after my purpose had been achieved, and 
when no resisttnce was otltyred. 

Gentlemen, the atrocity of the offence, and the absence of all provocation, must 
naturally create doubts that tt ever Was committed. Had the crime been trivial, or 
the inducement great, there would have been less cause tor mistrust, but is it not 
diffiruit to believe, that a man of European birth and education, by which from infan¬ 
cy Vre;Sre taught to sbun guilt, rather than habituated to it, should causelessly and 
delibeTately have planned and executed so hoinble a murder ? Has it been proved

But Gentlemen; it is not only the atrocity of the offence which niokea itscominis- 
■ioQ improbable, but also the regardless and open manner in which it is alleged to 
have heea fftpettatsd. .Secrecy is the companion of guilt, which is invariably 
found to shun pubjieity, unless when accompanied by powqr which can set punish*' 
mental ddbtmee. Let mo ask you if your daily experience does not teach you the 
truth <A this observation ; and if so then does it not contain an almost unanswerable 
•Tgument to the whole case fur the Broseculion. If that case be true there was no 
decrecy m the commission of this crime ; not alone but attended by numbers ; not 

siS?”?” hhbwn to all; in no aolitary spot, bat in the midst of my victim’s fa* 
w II.T contiin to prosecute, they would hape you believe that I have been 

gwM of M utrpaty which must place me beyond the tfope of pardon.*' If this case 
Be trqe jiB such, have been my acts, it would almbst seein tsiote nonsonaixt with ink* 
ueo to Oonkgn m to « mad-house rather than the acal^^ * 
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But Oeutlemen, this argument of improbability becomss still sttohi^eT, when you 
Tefioot on the numbers by whom 1 am said to hare been accompanied. So great k 
number as one hundred and fifty men on foot, and three other persona on hotseback 
could not have been required for the deed, though rt must have aided in its detao" 
tion. If you believe the witnesses these were the numbers present; if you look at 
the case for the prosecution, not one of them have'heeu produced. ^ i 

Gentlemen, let me ipplore of you—(for my life is at stake) j let me implore of 
you then dee|dy to reflect on these incontrovertible facts to which I have just point* 
«d your attentmn ; the absence q|, motive ; the atrocity of thecrime; the publicity 
of itscommiaiolk Do they not weigh strongly in favor of my innocence, and what 
is the proof of guilt by which they Are counter-balanced 1 

Gentlemen, 1 admit that the wiinesseSs for the prosecution have sworn positively 
to the facta, but 1 am sure that you will aUo admit, that scarcely a case comes into 
any Court of Justice in this Country but that the most positive perjury is commit¬ 
ted. Within this week and within these walls, four natives of England have been 
tried for their lives, and the presiding Judgeannounct-d to the Jury that they bad the 
painful, serioim and awful task of determining, wheihar the witnesses for the Pro* 
aefcutions or the Defence were perjured in tl^evidenoe which they gave 1 Gentle¬ 
men. how rarely does such an event happen in England 1 how commonly does it hap¬ 
pen here ^ .It is not a perjury by a particulr^ witness, on some distinct matter, but 
it is a perjury by every witness, pervading the whole of their statements. 

However dreadful this fact, you must have a melancholy experience whicb will 
compel you to acknowledge ils truth, and wlucli must make you conscionsthat it is 
not the poaitiveness of the swearing, or the number ot the witnesses, which can give 
confidence to a Jury in delivering their verdic<. 

Gentlemen, you have had that positive swearing ; you have had that number of wit¬ 
nesses in this cause, but will you m opposition to the experience which you possess, 
of the credit to which native witnesses and their swearing are entitled, consign me 
to an ignnmininus death; regardless of the gross unptobabilities attached to the 
tale winch these witnessess have told 1 

Gentlemen, there has been positive swearing oh behalf of the prosecution, but, si¬ 
tuated as this country und its Courts of Justice are, 1 would urge, not onl y in my own 
behalf, but as a matter of public polity and substantial justice, that no man should 
lose his life by positive swearing, unless that positive Swearing was supported by 
probabilities, unshaken by discrepancies, and untouched by contradictions. 

Gentlemen, I have necessarily prepared this Defence before I had heard the evi¬ 
dence of the witnesses in this Court, and depending merely on what lknow|hey 
swore to before the Magi-strates what they then swore to, has given me a general 
knowledge of the case, and has enabled me to point out its improbabilities to your 
notice; but it must be evident to all that 1 tun unable to coininent on its discrepan¬ 
cies, I must leave that to the learned, judge, to whose humanity for that purpose, 1 
mu confident that 1 sliall not appeal in vain. 

Gentlem.'ii, it may be asked what motives these petpons can haiie for swearing 
away my life 1 My reply to that is, tliat it is not every victim who knows his enemy 
much less that however well founded his suspicions may be, that his proof is su^ci- 
ently strong, that he will be enabled to establish the truth of tliese suspicions in thn 
minds of unbiassed parties. 

Gentlemen, you represent the unbiassed party, and it is but natural thaf I should 
have a warm feeling mmy own case ; it nwy be on this account that toy suspicions are 
more strong than well founded. My counsel have advised me, that 1 cannot give 
sufficient legal proof to bring home conspiracy against the parties, with whom, I 
firmly believe, this prosecution has originated, and 1 tlierefore yield to their advice, 
and will not make a charge, which I might failiu establishing. Again let me repeat 
that it is notevery viciim who knows, much less wlio can prove; who is his enemy. 

Gentlemen, your knowledge of this country must make it notorious to you, that in¬ 
stances have frequently occurred of the natives getting up a charge ofmarder, and ae- 
cratiug the individual whom they allege to have been killed. A^ain and again has it 
occurred in the Mofnslil Courts, that duriug the trial, and evenatterthe oauvictiOa,the 
supposed victim has been discovered ; and how often then may it not have happeaqd, 
that tile discovery was never made, or made too late ! There is not one of you but must 
' have beard of occurrences of this nature, can you say then, that this is nolonam

(feoil^ea^ I sHUnow briefly atato to yna my defence* and then lea*e nxy case to 
yonr Jndira^t. I am an Assistant of Mr. Watson who is an eatonaire Indigo 
the month of April last, I had proceeded to an lodigo pactoiry called 
the BhdrfMMrnah belosging to my employer ; the Factory wag not flaiahod^ and Iwaa 
abUged to roaidein my tent y, 

l^ia Gentlemen, will nocount to yon, for my having bat a eery imaU|^tabliab<ncnt 
onth mo« and oonaequently not haring it in my power to produce mq/ify witneaaoo, to 
shew where I was at the time of the alleged murdter. But my diJScultieain this res. 
peot are increased, by my aconaera haring had resort to the usual Bengallee tripk, of 
preferringaatmuar charge against a Mr. Blia, who was employednador me, and was 
hring with me at the time. 

Heia now in custody in the Jailof theZillah Court, charged with this very alleged 
murder, and I o^not therefore produco him before you. Notwithstanding the dif* 
nculties iu whidh I am placed, I bare witnesses who wi II establish { trust to your 
eatiaf^tion, that during the greater paiVof the day of the eighth of April 1 was com¬ 
pelled to keep my ^d through indiapoajtion, and that 1 therefore retired early to 
rest tliat erentng. 1 shall also prore to«you that I was seen about ten o’clock that 
night by speral persons and I shall prove to you, not only that 1 was in my tent the 
whole of the night of the eighth of April, bat likewise, that Diok could not hare been 
brought there ; that no ^dy of men came there, and diat there waano noise or dis¬ 
turbance which must hare been tha cose, if the witnessea for the Proaeoution have 
•worn truly. 

^ntlemen, ithsabeen said by the witnesses for the Prosecution that when 1 was 
at Dick a house, I was on horse and was accompanied by three other persons who 
were lifcewiaemounted I will prove to you that at this time there were bat two 
horses at the Bhorborriah Factory. It was stated to the Magistrate and may perhaps 
be attempted to be proved that Dick’s body was carried from my Factory on an Ele¬ 
phant and thrown nnto the river, I shall be able to shew you that I had but one ele¬ 
phant, and that at the time of thesetranaaotioaait was kept at a distance of seven mileg 
from my Factory. ; 

Gentlemen, after themoat diligent search on my part, and bV my friends in my be* 
half, lam at this moment not only without the means ofshe wing, but of giving you any 
ondence on irhich you miglit found a reasonable eoniectnre,- whether Uick be alive 
If the learned Judge should be of opinion that the evidence is admiasible, X 
•ball be able to prove before yOu, not only tbathe was a man of violent and dssperntia 
but that ho was constantly engaged in the wildest and most dangerous porsnita

Md patriotic Judges Uiat ever adoraed tbe E(eaob» In the ietond v^snte 
of his Pieea of the Crown he states, “that an uncle, who had the bringing up i»| 
his Niece, to whom he was heir at law, correcting her for some offence, she Was 
heard tossy good unoU do net kill me', after which time the child could not be found* 
Whereupon the uncle was committed upon suspicion of murder, and admonished hf 
the Justices of Assine to find out the child by the next Assizes, egaiust which time 
he could not find her, but* brought another child as like her in person and years at 
be could find «md apparelled her like the true child, but On examination she waa 
fonudnotto beuhe true child. Upon these presumptions he was/otMui and 
erecuted; but th^ruth was, the child being beaten ran away, and was r&ceire(l by a 
atranger, and aftarwards, when she onme of see to have her land, came and demand* 
edit, and was directly proved to be the true child.’* 

The other case happened within Lord Hale’s own remembrance in Staffordshire 
“ where a party had been long missing and upon strong presumptions that another 
“ waa supposed to have murdered him, and consumed him to ashes in an oven that he 
should not be found. The suspected individual was indicted for murder, canvhted- 
“^andexeeated, sad within one year after the supposed murdered man returned, having 
“ been sent beyond the^ea against his will by tljib other, so that although the accused 
“ justly deserved death, yet he was really not guilty of that offence ibr which he siif» 

“ fered," , , # 

Now Gentlemen, let me intreat of you to recollect Lord Hale’s observation on 
these two caaea, I give it to you in his own words which were these. “ X Would never 
“convict any person of murder tr manslaughter unless i be fact were proved to be 
“done or at least tbe body fonnd dead, tor the sake of two caaea, one taentionedby 
“my Lord Coke which was a Warwickshire case.” 

Gentlemen, I will trespass on your time no longer, I cah add nothingao strong sa 
this observation of Lord Hale’S, or which will have so much weight with a British 
.Tury. if I have detained you at too great a length, it is because l am pleading for 
my life; a life which through an unfortunate train of circumstances you may be juatifi* 
ed in forfeiting, but which I shall lose without having been guilty of the crime for 
wlHoh I may Buffer, for before you, and before my God, I ai,ain protest my innooenca* 
Smaam Bia taohi. 1 belong to the Thana, I am a Burknhdoss, 1 received a perwad* 
na io the month of Choittro last, to execute at Avoory Factory. It was on the 25tb, 
Bud from Sitanaut Banerjy the Darogali, 1 proceeded to execute it about midday ; t 
went to execute it at Avoory and |emainLe<l that day and night. While I yvas there I 
saw Mr. Hick, hb desired me to remain and he wou Id send in a llaztndma next day, 

1 aftertfarda got from him an agreement in writing. My recollection is that i arrived 
on the l^th and received the agreement on the Sdth. Tliat evening, X went to Mr* 
YOnge’s Factory at Bhorbaria and remained for the night, I received the paper front 
I)ick,l remained at Bhorbaria, in the village, (1 look at paper Ko. 13) but I don't 
know how to write, I received a paper from. Hick. In the morning I waa proceeding 
to the Factory of Katlamarree, but was not Suffered to come in. I was asked front 
whence I came. 1 bad a process against Yonge ; tbe prelent Magistrate desired nisi 
to deliver a process to take up Ryan Sircar, and that Mr. Yoiige ahoutd deliver him 
up. 1 afterwards proceeded to Coorsee, about 11 o’clock oi the day* Ihkdfivs 
processes to serve, 1 arrived at Coorsee the saihe night, 1 don’t recollect tbedate. I 
got a return from Mr. Yonge, and having received it 1 proceeded to Coorsee. It waa 
ona Friday, 1 got the paper from Mr. Yonge’s Gomasta, and reached Bhorbarihh that 
night. I received the perwana on the Wednesday, and I received a paper from 
Yonge*8 Gomasta on a Friday. On Thursday 1 received the paper from Hioli* I 
went and remained in tbe village of Bhorbaria all night at the Cutohery;, 1 slept pretty 
well, but waa awoke in tbe night iu conseouence of the tom-toms beating^it being a 
poojah night, Hick gave me a paper with the name in English (No. 13). . Thithtlike 
It. ■ . , . ' . 

Cross-examined. When I slept at Bhorbaria, my sleep was disturbed by th,» heatta|j, 
of the tom*tom. Tbe next morning I was going to the Factory and approached 
when Mr, Yonge's Hewtm spoke to me and asked whose Burkundosal wa^ 1 told Ay 
pwrpoae to tlie Hewan, Mr. Yonge said he would send a Gomasta. I waa hotMlOWal..' 
to,go into the Factory, 1 waa near tbe tent, X saw Mr. Yonge and he sent hip ' 

By the Justice, f got the Purwanna or Chitteeon the 23th, I apeak of 
hy gataa ; it wtm op a Wednesfriy. 1 dont recollect the date. X first heiird 
heiag carried off when. 1 ratUlae<S|rfromTerramanpore to the Tbaima, I left 
about 10 or It u’chMdt in the mprping. 1 am sure it waa on a Wedaeaday € 
purwanaa haewiaait ia «ft»<Wynaaaay4 ahaapd, X am aSyat naate m& 
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we lily Father has atwaye shaved oa a Wednesday, so have my a&cestors (It 

as tlte day BhdM.) 

Here i» explanation of the day of the week mentioned by the witness, Mr. Smith 
saiditha Hindoo days of the week agreed with ours, and Sunday they held holy. 

Skg(()k Mafiamut sworn. I am a Kitmutgar in the service of Mr. Yonge. 1 was in 
hia servica in CAittro last during the Pooja. 1 was there at the Bborbariah Factory. 
He w|s In his tent ail day ; he bad taken physic. He was in the tent the whole 
night; he did not gomttall night. I knew a person named Dick, I not see him 
that night. X saw no large number of people in our Factory that ei^ing. Had there 
heen a party of people there, I must have seen them : The plain i^pen. My mas¬ 
ter has two horses, I did not see him on horse bbck that ev^ening because he was ill. 
1 did not see Dick the Day after at my master’s. 1 know a man called liubeim; my 
master discharged him and kept me; this was some days before the Poojah. The 
cause was that he bad the leprosy. 

Cms-exoTkin^d Ay Mr. Coehrane. There lived in the same house with my master 
a writer naated KHa. My master may hare had a native woman before I lived with 
him. At the time on the night mentioned, there was no woman in the tent; there 
were only Mr. Elia and a syce. %liere was no other servant but myself in his 
service. There was no woman named Hutten in the service. There were three or 
four huts belonging to those employed in making bricks, not occupied. The people 
had leave to go to the Poojah. Those employed making soorkey were not far from 

S he tent. 1 ^d not observe them ; they might be 5 or 7 Russees distant. The huts 
nd dhakees are beyond that in one row ; the chunam at>d materials in the other. They 
are hill coolies who work, I dost know any of their names. 1 cannot give you the 
names of any servants or any other person. I was only a short time there, I knew 
Ruhiem Sliaik ■, 1 dont know how long he was in Mr. Youge’s service, I entered Mr. 
Yonge’s service about 12 days before llie Poojah, I had been in the service of Mr. 
Robert, Mr. Yonge keeps two horses and a syce named Sukeram. Mr. Yonge keeps 
cattle for ploughing ; they are kept in cow bouses. 1 did not see Xleyan shaik the 
night in question. I really dont know how many piougmen are employed, perhaps 10 
or 12. I cant give yon their names. My master has only tliree servants, two at Ram- 
naghur and the other at Avoory. There are Reaas (women who pound soorkey) at¬ 
tached to the Factory. I cannot tell you their' names, I know ^eminnttde ; he was 
not in the Factory the night you are speaking of. I dont know whose name Khoodys 
is I recollect the Naseer coming ; 1 was not there then, I know Ruhim Shaik. The 
Daroga came to my master and he attended at Avoory. 1 did not see the Nazecr at 
my master’s house, I did not know of any charge against my master at that time, I 
attended my master all day and all night at the time in question, he had no other domes¬ 
tic servant but me. The syce slept in the stable, about the length of a bamboo from 
tite teat. I know that he had attended several days at ttie DarogSli’s, I bad no conver¬ 
sation with him. The syce is as mad ae tlie horse which he attends. There was no 
cue there but Mr. Elia and myself; he hjai'no personal servant, two Fringies came on 
footj about 10 c’clock, my master had gone to sleep ; Mr. Elia came and awoke my 
master, they Rgw him, I cannot t«U where the Ruzies attd Ploughmen sleep. Those 
%!ir^ho had Uieir houses near at band went home, others slept in the Factory. 1 cannot 
glttis you their names. The marks of leprosy are still visible oa the feet of the late 
constnama who lived with my master, 1 am sure my master did not go out. Sartuc- 
EUWks heloaga.to the Factory. I know no woman of (he name of Eutten norDoorgee, 
nor^SRy Other by their naraee. There is a Sirdar that employs the women who poumi

Jng tKcke or thirt«»«n days tlwsy keep up the festiaat of the Chamock Poojah,' Tfa« 
horse whose body was dug up in the Factory beipaged to N<^nko Nunhi; it difid'Oia 
the Thursday, and was buried the same day. ■ 

Tile Burkimdoss was again recalled, and witness recognized him as the one Who' 
came to the Factory. 

IF'imess. I cant say whether he went into the Factory or not, 1 met him on thn 
way to It. I was going wto the village for milk and fowl; it wag 7 o’clock in the 
morning. I vivnt also on Friday at the seme hour, for provisions to take with us. I 
dont know wb^has b&conie of ^e two Feringies. X done know any persona of tb« 
name of Gomes^Tlie Feringies came down to Calcutta in a separate bokt to that in 
which my master name, 1 have 8eeri»them this very day. 

Clurier Chmkedar. I am a Chowkedar of Katlamarree Factory. I remember the 
Churruok Poojaii and three days previous, at which the bricklayers and labourers 
took leave, 'luey were absent till the day after the swinging, I was at the Katla* 
marree Factory three days previous to the Cbtirruck Poojah. Mv duty is to watch it. 
On that day Mr. Yonge was there the whole day and all night. No body of persona 
came to that Fslfetory on that night. Mr. Elia was there and tlie labourers. Mr. Yoage 
did not go out thnt niglit; he was ill. 

Cros5*exnmined. Mr. Yonge kept Mimgun Consnmmab and his son and no other ser¬ 
vants. XjB^w no Beeby in that ivew Factory.« I saw he had one in Calcutta. 1 have 
not been in Jail with him. 1 have heard him say bis wife was in Calcutta but I have 
never seen her. 1 remember what passed on this night in consequence of the Chur- 
ruck Poojah. » 

The Soorkey pounders went away on account of the Poojah, except the hill labour¬ 
ers who always remain in the Factory. Mr. Yonge remained all night in the tent, 1 
was walking round the Fsetory. I used to call to the Consummah in my rounds; he 
answered me. 1 saw him sitting in the verandah of the tent, 'riiere was a light and 
X saw him; he sleeps there and not in the Cookroem. There is a syce ; he is not a, 
mad man. There are two cow herds and ten ploughmen ; they sleep in the cowhouse ;> 
none of them are in Calcutta. There Were two Mouhurrers in the Factory on that 
night; they are not hero, I know ray master took medicine, for the Consumma told 
iH not to go near him ; this was tliree hours before the clo.se of day. I remember the' 
Nazeer coming, 'i'lie horse that was found, belonged to Kmaumnundsli and. died before 
tlie Churruck Poojah five or seven days; it was ail aged horse and died of a hatuleOcy 
1 saw the horse buried, Mr. Yonge was present. I was not called bolore the Na¬ 
zeer. 

Bp the Cmirt, 'ly hen the horse was found I had no conversation with the Ntzoer.' 
1 was never examined before the Darogab, Nazeer j or Magistrate. I never heard of 
Air. Dick’s being taken away before the Nazeer came. 

My master returned from llamnagbur two days after the swinging and the Nazeer 
came five or six days after. 1 was accustomed to go daily to Bhorbaria notwithstand¬ 
ing which I never heard that Dick was catr^ed off. 

Joseph Gomes I only saw the prisoner at the bar, once on the 8tb ApRl at hia Facto¬ 
ry at 10 at night. 1 was at Dick’s and was on my way to Shekarpore and being be-' 
nichted I stopped there; my son was w'ich me. On going there X met a Chowkedar 
and asked what Finctory it was, 1 asked him if he had a Feringie, be said be had a Mr.

1 saw Mr. Yonge in the morning who asked me to stop 
to breakfast. I proceeded to Shekarpore to a relation. When I arriveditt Mr, Yonge’s 
it was 10 o’clock. I saw no crowd of persons there. 1 did [not see Mfi Dick there, 
lhad lived with Mr. Dick three months. 

Cross-examined. Mr, Dick's house is distant from Mr. Yonge’shouse about one coss., 
I had never seen Mr. Yonge beloro the occasiou X have spoken of. It took me two 
gurries to walk the cobs on that night. 1 cametbrough Bhorbaria. It was past eight 
or nine when 1 left Mr. Dick’s. 1 left Mr. Dick’s ou that night being in apprebett-' 
sioh for my son and for my own personal safety, I came down from ICishnagur in a 
boat which I hired, no other boat accompanied me. When Igot to Mf. Yonge’p- 
Factory, 1 sawa chokedarand three Mohurrers who slept in the Dufterconna^ 
in the Dufterconna. There was a light in the tent when we awoke him; my sop w«|iil 
with me. Mr. Yonge was on a couch cot. There was a table in the centre aadtlMi 
eot close to it; but one oil-light. The cot had musqueto curtains. 1 was in the hahif! 
of instructing Dick’s children Vh a Sunday. 1 have seen the prisoner twice; he CUpCi 
for me on aocouht of this bulinese. He knew X was in Calcutta, as his Consumcbaiii 
saw me on,the day hts things vtere landing; he himself did not.

Pick and his fa* 
mlly had retirea to reat before I left; 1 did not say I was coming away, 1 had never 
seen Yongebe^re; he never came to Pick's house during the time 1 was there, but 
Pick has fook 'Whis. The night t mu speaking of was moon light, but 1 cannot say 
if It Was a full ikoion. Isaw Yonga on one oebasion at Kiahnaabur, vAien I had come 
to lodge complaint against Pick for ary things. ' 

When we beerd the Nazeer had come tO Avoory, 1 and my son went there. Wa 
found him and the Parole taking depositiOna in the Bazar, and on enquiry 1 was told, 
tiiat Pickhdd been m^ied off and the house plundered, and thinking thare wasuo 
chance of my things, 1 went to Kialmaghut. Pick’s widows told me they were going to 
Kiabuagbur; . | was told at Avooey, that it was Yon^ that had carried Pick away. 
/When' at Kishhaghur 1 did not go before the Magistrate about my Clothes. 1 met Mr. 
Ybnge there not frequently hut on one day coming from Court. I know Yongo was 
^re on the enarge of taking Pick away, 1 left Kishnaghar three days before Mr. 
Vonge; wedid not see bis boat any where except at Kishuaghur ghaut; not auhse* 
i^Atly. 1 came away. X had left^ohsnnes's the day previous to our coming down; 
ioeiob was iSnished and there was no ocher buainess to be done. When 1 met him 
at Kiahaa^hurlie told me 1 should be wanted to give evidence, no one came with me 
in the fishing boat but my son. Yonge came down in a Beauleah, 1 don’t know Who* 
ther In custody or not. 

I heard that Dick was engaged in battles with KoUynaut Eoy apd others, but 1 am 
hot liQifrara of Ig from my own knowledge.

in the present month of Shrabon; I had the misfortune of receiving this paper (a 
WfmOetia) when at the Factory. The reason I recollect the day Of the week T wee at 
the Factory, la, because i referred to my papers since > I heve not got them with roe. 
Oh the 28th CEoittro l returned hpme with the inonejf. It was about the 5lh or 6th 
of Shrabon. I re/erred to my papers by haut-chitta and ascertained the date of my 
l>eii]g at the 'factory. 'I'he haut-chitta contains a memorandum of land and grants, 
I did not bring the haut-chitta with toe, because 1 was obliged to leave the tKctory 
immediately, 1 always carry the haut-chitta with roe suspended to my neck as a me¬ 
morandum. 1 examined the haut-clutt* and gave it to my nephew, the reason 1 said it 
was at my house is, that I examined the hsut-ebitta just before I came here. 1 am a 
villager, “ all my thoughts and exertions are concentered in one beegah of ground, 
therefore I ^nnot answer all the questions you have put to me.” 

Shaik Tttjm smom. I live in the village of Ghoga, I know the Katlamaree Factory. 
T,remember the Cburruok Poojah last year. I went there three da||b before the cUur- 
ihttck swdng j | went three hours before the close of day to receive advances for culti* 
vating Indigo, and to deliver the plant at the Factory ; the Ghomastah was not there j 
there was another cultivator there called Khodah Mullick. 1 saw the prisoner there 
•ad I saw the last witness there. 1 remained at the Factory all night. We wentaway 
after tlie day had advanced three hours, I received the advance I required, I beard no 
noise or disturbance during the night, X slept in the Dufterconna j there were three of 
ns; we slept in the verandah of the Dufterconna; we retired to sleep, and saw no 
one come to the Factory. The prisoner Mr. Yonge waS in the tent. 

By Mr. Cttehrane, Ihsdnotbeen at that Factory before; Izabde Malta had not 
Been there before.

I*Teceived iqf advannea fi^m 
Sartuc Biawass. When I was coming away about 20 days ago he wasatt Kiaknagurat

The Chief Justice coniiiiended hie charge by stating that he felt sure it wasnn- 
tfeoessary for Jam to make any comments upon the awful solemnity of the case, the 
Jury had now ^decide, which ^s m one respect, be was 'sorrjj tf» .f»y, too like 
ibAny of the cast's brought into tms Court, and they would in eonsetjfuenoe have to 
di^jEQttbiae betweeh conflicting and icontratHctory evidence, where the one set of 
avttnesseh or the other must he perjured, for the story of both was phrf^dtly irre- 
doucileable.

On the part of the prosecution a great many witnesses had been produced and he 
thought he would be unnecessarily occupying the attention of the jury, if he were 
fo read over all their evidence ; be would however call their attention to the different 
classes as they had appeared ; recapitulate their evidence as to this particular fact $ 
dOmment upon the nature of it; shew what contradictions or discrepancies, there 
might be, end then leave it to the jury to say, what degree of credence it was 
entitled to ? ' . , ' 

The first claaa of witnesses were the members of the family of Aimee and bis tjipix 
mestic servants, and the first was Kallah Anund who had lived with him 8 yeal^*, 
She spoke of bis having gone out that morming for the purpose of settling shmd 
disputes with Vonge; she did not exactly say it was on the 27th of Choittro hii| 
She and ail the Witnesses agreed, that it was three days before the swinging of’thd! 
,Poo}ah, and his Lordship felt called upon to tell the jury that they were bound id 
enquire wbetber it was the 8th April or not, for that waa the. dny fixed Upon hefoxht 
the Magistrate, ami where the proaecutors had it in their power to produce ««i,«h\,|| 
host of w;itbesseg, that question should not be left open to doubt. It was not neoesaa^ 
in law to fix itfe dtfj; on which the transaction took place j but it becatne V^y, ,dip 
lerent When it was'a mfitter of importance to the prisoner ; he (the Chief J^tice.| 
did not impute neglect to any one, but upon the evidence before them ilie'jury 
would first have to determine whether that was the day Aimes w«wt!?wri«d oway., if 
carried away, by Yonge and bis retainers, Kalah Anund,said, Aimes went o.^t

decent: The boy said that he knew his prayers, that be could repeat the Lord’s 
prayerj qnd that he subjected himself to a puniahment^if he swore falsely ; a 

E unisbment'certainly rather of a temporal than of an eternal natu^, but which 
e considered beaud him to tell the truth; this his Lordship con^ered sufficient, 
and his brother Judge agreed with him. Ills Lordship did not. these remarks, 
that he had any doubt upon his mind as to the'eorrectoess of admitting that evi¬ 
dence, but, that the Jury might, if they did not think that the boy felt such an 
obligation as to make it necessary for him to speak the truth, leave it out of their 
consideration.- 

These hia Lordship said were the persons from the family who spoke to the 
transaction, and they Lad the fullest opportunity of knowing Mr. Yonge ; one said 
she had seen him at the house frequently ; the others were sc^ near al to be almost 
in contact with him, and all spoke to sis identity most positively. 

'ihe next class of witnesses said Jiia Lordships ore the servants, who were either 
domestics in the family of Aimes or enf|)loyed in the Factory, and although not in 
the house at the time of the attack, were sufficiently near, plainly to see all that 


His fjirdship here rmd the evidmre of these toHrmses, and, remarked that Cohurdun Syct 
had mid, Mr, Yonge had entered Aimes' premises on, font. 

The next class of witnesses, Ihs Lordship said, were six villagers resident in 
AvUory; the first of whom did not speak to the person of the prisoner, but stated 
that which was not spoken to by any of the others, that Dick cried out “I am dead” 
—and he saw four persons with the party who he knew to be in Yonge's service, 
although lie did not know the prisoner. The second of those witnesses knew the 
prisoner and identified him, and the third would it seems make out that Eha was a 
Kuropeao which could be accounted for perhaps from his being a Portuguese and 
wearing the European dress. The two next witnesses confirnnerl each other, and there 
was another who was not in the village so did not see the attack on the house, but said 
that while in bis field of sugar cane be saw the party returning, haying a man in their 
l^sseasion whom they were dragging along. It would, bis Lordship thought, at firat 
•ppeS? extraordinary that this witness did not see them going to Dick's house but 
fbi|t might be accounted for by the fact, that be had driven cattle, away from bis fields 
durihg which interval they might have passed ; however, such was his statement, hs 
aaw them'returnirig but could not distinguish their faces. 

In addition to these witnesses, the Chokedars of the village were called and con¬ 
trary to what mignt have been expected from the situations they held, these men 
•ivrlcBktof thetirausactioa. • 

,, 'T|ie,firat of these went as far as the moota pooka or pape| tree on the plain, where 
{t'y<yiiatated;Aime8 had been beaten ; the other spoke to the same particulars as he 
dtili'amd it appeared extraordinary that they should not have heard of the attack and 
itini|ht be that they dtd bear but were afraid to go, but still, they stated 
they' houses and knew nothing of the transaction until all was over. They

one material fact; that about this time Aimes did disappear and there had since beest 
no account of.hlm ; and of Mr. Shaw who had considerable means of ascertaining anA 
be said, that hi bad been unable with all the enquiries be instituted to ascertain wharf 
hewaa. ■'

His Lordshij;) remarked that between the evidence of JRntten and Po'org^ee there 
was, what he at first considered a contradiction ; tfie former had stated that she saw 
Pick brought into the pr|niiaeson a Tatty of bamboos and the other gave a diifereut 
description ; she called it the Jamb of a door, and this he was iaplineU to think was 
not acontradiktion, for be believed doors of the kind to which she allpded, were mad* 
of llkuy; the jvi^y however would decide on the point. , 

His Lordship hhid this was all th§ evidence he would call to the attefltioa of th* 
Jury as to the main point j they wouldhate to give their best attention fo tltO quea- 
tion, whether or not on the 8th of April, Aimes was forcibly taken awoiy td the hhor- 
bariah Factory by the Prisoner Yonge 1 On this fact they had first the evidence of 
the members of his family who spoke to it positively and consistently : next, of the 
servants who gave their evidence clearly and without hesitation ns to tlie vioIeiicA 
which had takeqi place and consistently with the others, and in addition, that of Uie 
villagers who were alasmed early enough to lyitness part of the transaction ; aomo 
more, some less. Two saw what went on, in flie house; they were near but not so 
close, as the others, and one saw tlie party returning from Aimes' house. ,The Ctiow« 
kedars w^e'examined, who saw the house, m coiii'usion, the distress of his faBiUy« 
and Mr- Shaw and Mr. Thompson, who, though they could not fix it upon Yonge, yet 
materially added to the probability of Aimes’ having been carried off as described. 
Aqd then the Jury had the evidence of the other witnesses, servants of the prisoner, 
who, if they are to be credited, and nnlees they have committed foul and deliberate 
perjury and have entered into a base and horrible conspiracy to deprive an innocent 
man of life, saw what they represented themselves to have witnessed. 

His Lordship said that it was now‘his duty to observe upon the transaction itself 
and he would first remark, that there was no supposition timt it was untrue, but ,to 
make the evidence false it must he met by one of two cases; first if this affair did 
take place at all, it may, have been in consequence of the wild and turbulent chai*' 
racter of the man and disputes with other persons which brought upon him the ven* 

f eanoe of the people, and tliat if he were taken away by any one, it might have 
y Kolionautb Hoy or others with whom be had disputed. The othej^ was that 
was a most abominable conspiracy against the life of the prisoner at tbC bar, and that 
case had been suggested and darkly hinted at. ' 

The defenpe would seem to suggest that tliis wos a drama got np and acted by cetw 
tain parties and that jDick, who perhaps is at this moment alive, has been retnoved fnit, 
the purpose of the durk and dreadful design of bringing this charge. These yvere the 
only suppositions with which the case could be met, but, said bis IfOrdsbip, these 
ere cases which in our own country would bp considered improbable, or impossible, 
but he would not undertake to say that liere they weie absolute}/ iliauobsiiile where 
Europeans were bo imperfectly acquainted with the state*)f the country j but he ivtai 
bound to say it was improbable, for it took place in a village in the piieaeuoe of!hun> 
dreda where au investigation took place so soon after. On the other nancl there was 
s great improbability, that any man should be guilty of so foul a crime. It was not 

K rmitted.his Lordship said, that previous character should be given in evidipnce, 
cause it might be found disadvantageous to the prisoner, and the Ww of England 
charitably supposed every man innocent until found guilty, and if ft ttl ib the cause 
of this trial, it was irregular and should be laid aside ; not, that th^'lid not exisl^ 
previous quarrels with Dick, for that was legitimate, but the Jury inttit have the 
strongest possible evidence, and give it the fullest consideratioa^heft tliay reflected 
upon the great improbability of the commission of so foul a crime t but at the lame tima 
his Lordship was sorry to say, that it was not improbable that there were frequent 
quarrels between Indigo Planters and Indigo Planters’ Assistante, attended with much 
inolence, but nevertheless, the Jury bad still to get over the improbability of the perv 
petration of so horrible and barbarous a murder. ^ 

The next point hia Lordship said which was to be taken into considetatifln, was th» 
difference between the witnesses in relating the same circumstance ; be would not cfdl 
them contradictions ; the Jury would decide that. His Xiordship had taken down ynoat 
^ ..of them, be trasted the Jury had and if any escaped him he was sure they wouldi r»* 
member them. ■; 

'With respect to the evidend|«of Kallah and Gorah Anund, they differpdttt t^f

S roaecucion and the suppositions by which it was met.^ Secondly^, ws dtwrence 
etween the atatements of the witnwMies in relating, the same lao||n ‘,; SMNi‘dty,tuo 
want of witnesses, and fourthly the fact ofthe volmatsry sutrender. '' ■'; ,, 

His Lordship said he would next come to the evidence for the ,dffanes,,imd hf 
would tell the Jury, that they could not reconcile the, evidence on hj;^ sid^ ; on tto 
One hand or the other the witnesses must be marked with wilfd|J('|iWs^end ejn?* 
rupt perjury. To meet the case for the proseontioh witnesws 
shew. First, that Dick had not been violently oar riedi away, al|hough avRiftjjk 
swore to the fact. Secondly, that the witneasea who had sworn ,,to tim Jdeptity < bC! 
Yonge.were mistaken in his person, and Thirdly^ tiiat tbewhble waa S orewMpMg 
w horrible drama got up and acted for the purpose of taking away the priiohet 
But if the case for the prosecution was improbable, as to the tact that a*|| maft.i^^ 
commit so horrible an offence ; it was equally irreconcilable that, OiOk Wt^ ftotfOtm», 
biyemried away; tbat^e witnesses who had sworn that Yonge wsfprdaantiktthw 
tme, who had the best means of being acquainted with his jnerlcsti kff® 1'^ 
had given their evidence unhesitatingly and consistently, were tWeivad;! atMja|ff|l; 
lesaukely wiM it, that so dreadful a Drama could have been got op and ittOa^jT 
to tha.extent lliat^this bad gone. , 

The ilrat witnetM ctllsd f^jthe Defence was Emaum Bnx and Wfoiw I^iM

Hii LoriMiip here read the tvidetute of Emaumbux, 

Th«M ,twp or »hre« points to be considered in tliat eTidenee ; the p|rts in 
froich it went to contradict the case for the proaeoutian were, that he heard no noise 
§Z thd Factory on the sii;ht in q estion nor any thing of this transaction when be left 
yhe village nextday. These were the only two points ia*which there existed any 
^derance with those for the prosecution, and his Lordship did not consider (bat they 
ymunnied to codtradictions; for it was not impossible to suppose, that axnan who bad 
been traveling about the country all day, as this man had, snoold Iwe slept so sound 
as not to have been aroused, aud from the other e'^idence it did doS^ppear impossibla 
that he should have gone away without hearing a word about it. In tins way bistordt 
^ip said, thd evidence on both sides might agree and no one could say there was any 
high degree of ijiiprobability attached to it, but if the Jury considered that he mads 
s mistake as to the date and that it was the night of the 7th and not of the 8th he slept 
tliere, then thfrevidence on both sides was perfectly reconcilable. ^ 

The next witness for the defence w^re the two Gomesei, and the evidexms on bo^ 
sides apeed, that for some reason or other they clandestinely left the houssof Aisset 
but it differs as to the time. . 


Jlif Lordthip here recapitulated the evidenee of tkete witnesses. 

In that evidence, said his Lordship, except for the p|rticular tiine, there isnoeOB» 
tradicdoo of the case for the prosecution, but jt is rather conbrmatory of it. Both 
Witnesses agree that they were at the house of Aitnes the night,previous to that on 
Which this occurrence is staled to have taken place ; then, the only point in which 
|hey contradict the other witnesses is, that they left it on the night of the 8th of 
^pfil. This hie Lordship said was a direct contradiction, for according to their evi¬ 
dence St was impossible the transaction could have taken place On^ (hat night i on 
that point the whole case turned, and to it, the jury should give their best attention. 
If it waS iircally, as tbe women had soid, the night of the 7th that they left Dick’s 
AOUse, then all the witnesses agreed, and there was,ho contradiction on this point, 
if the Gomeses spoke truly and if it was in reality tbe night of the 8th then tbe 
whole case for the prosecution was gone. But bis Lordship said there were twt> 
jways in whicltftbe effect of this might be taken away. First, that the Gomeses were 
mUtaken in ,(he night, or secondly that they spoke falsely and he thought that if they 
jiad Ciuly turned their minds to tbe date sometime after, they might have been mis* 
,lpiken , but their attention was drawn to it within a few days and they appeared in- 
telUgeng persons and competent to judge ; so he thought he must put it to the Jury 
whether tliey had spoken falsely or n«'t 1 and there were circumstances which attnohi. 
ed auspirifvn to their evidence. There-existed no doubt some difference between 
them and Dick, and then it appeared tliat the elder Gomes passed bve houses with a 
lluge body of armed men in tbe Avoory Factory of whom he stated be was so much 
afraid ; these circumstancesVere suspicious, it was true he said be was told to stop 
with tuera but eve^ that was not reconcilable with the directions he stated he reeeiv- 
ad from Dick, to order these, laeu to conceal their arms and disperse themselveBj 
dll fbarpf this very body of men, with whom he chose to remain five hou,ra, was 
#i)B be assigned for leaving Dick’s Factory. 

' Tbne<)d'S(¥7;|i^BddiriQnat reason, that they were used like slaves, and this hi# 
^rd^T».|jM^,tOtbe Jury to show, that they were adverse to Aimes and there wab 
’this, It hecesssry to view their evidence with greater caution, that they

The father stated that he came frbm Avoory in one day, aP4l 
Xhst be did not go to blswab Gunge : the son on the contrary said that it toob

In the evidence of the elder Gomes, bis Lordship continued, there was that ioOis< 
ness the jury must have observed with respect to hiis going to Kisliaaghutt Fiwt ,!i® 
aaid he arrived there on the ^ 4 Ah, and then being Reminded, that such was ii&pos8iM« 
considering the day he left Avoory, and the length of time lie was upon .the roadj ha 
corrected himself and staged that it was upon the SOlh. There, fras also hie loabiUtsf 
to name the villages through which he passed or where he had stopped, and there wiw 
this most extraordiary fact, that when he got to Kishnaghur he dropped his intention 
of clnitnidg his clQtbes,''iriough he stated, that the recovery of his property was the 
principal motive flto his going there.* At Johanes' the Father Said be dnly iSw Yonge 
Oboe, the Son said Tie bad seen him there frequently and that his Father present. 
There was also a contradiction as to the time of their leaving Kishnagh'tdlf^'ahd the jurjf 
must have observed the anxiety of both to conceal tlie fact of their cottoifot^a with 
Yonge in coming down tO' Calcutta; but it was an extraorflinary coincidence that 
these persons, who had lived for mouths at Kishnaghur and were nuconnaeted with 
Yonge, sboulddiave fixed upon that precise time for their departure and should bavd 
arrived in Calcutta wiHim a day of each other sand there was this, said bis Lordship, 
which shews, if it Is-false, how falsehood deceives itself, they said that uutil afted 
they came to Calcutta they had not been Subpmnaed by Yonge. Wow if they wera 
'fet'the Factory on the night in question, and he (Yonge) saw them at Kiahnaghur* 
how was it poBsihle to suppose by any inference tiiat be did not use a due regard to 
hia own interests in providing for their attendance here, where their evidence coald 
be of such importanoe to him, but should have allowed them to go: God knows 
where? Then, his Lordship would say, it was most likely they were ordered to 
come down to Cakutta by Yonge direct, and however it defeated its own purpose ; 
however foolish it was to deny the truth, they did so, and what confidence could the 
Jury.placeon these persons' statem^tsl The Constimmah, reluctantly aeknowlegetl 
that he had seen the Gomeses at all, but be confessed that they came down the iliver 
at the same time, though iu a difierent Boat. This did not agree with the other wit^ 
nesses, and hia Lordship would say with respect to the Gomeses, that they wute in A 
dilemma; if it was false that they were not called upon to come down by Vopgey 
then it affected their siaiernent; if not, it required explanation. His Lordship wipi 
Strongly inclined to infer that lie did ask them to come down, then if.it were so, and 
from folly or a worse motive they denied it, how could the Court or the ^nry beSatis* 
ffed that it was on the night of the 8th April they slept at the Katlamarfee Fadtory' 1 . 

The next evidence which his Lordship would class with that, was the testimony 
the three Ryots, and they stated positively that it was on Thursday the 8th April they 
l^ent to the Katlamarree Factory and stopped there during the night. 

His Lordship here recapitulated the evidence of these three witnesses atiA remarked that ana 
af them had slated, that he had a conxwrsation with Yonge at his tent ; the others said tkait 
they saw him in his tent, but were pi evented from eominuntcattr.g wUh then 0 .,. 

Mow, upon this said his Lordship, 1 have to atate, that with the exception of time 
there is no contradiction of the evidence for the prosecution, and that there is no im¬ 
probability that oil they say, except as to the precise day, may be true n hia Lordship 
saw no improbability that ^ey met the Gomesses at the Katlamaryee Faetory, and 
that they alept there, but it was most important to this view of tlui^e, whether or 
not they wvre there on the 9 th April, for if it were true, it would at <hie». ppt an end 
to the case for the prosecution, out if it was, as the women had said,, qn the 7 tb of 
April that the Gomesses left Dick’s, then the evidence was odnsistetit sod perfeodj^ 
areconcileable. 

It did appear extraordinary to his Lordship, that three uninstructed,Hindoos^should 
be UBSbled to define the precise day with such exactness, when it was not until a long 
time after that their attention was d rawn to it ; one called it a Thursday, the others 
said ttiat it was three days before the swinging of tbe Cburruck; then, let RO Mid Ms 
Lordship, see wbat was to make these persons more competent than others ofthp 
Wme class, to fix the exact day. 

' With respect to the first witness, he said thst he had heard tbe Nseeer^s oonoiliy 
but it was some months before he endeavoured to ascertain the day on whieh be wag 
it the Faetory. He stated t»t he had got it written down in his fiaiU ckitta, Oib%hed 
got it read mar to him befAre ne came down to Calcutta. That wfui not 
but his Lordship rimuld be sorry the Jury, where it had come 'out bn the 
Ml iaa owe of thia iuo.d« shouU not tiAe it tttut <h»tiddcatioh» b^tt^n #«i! 
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t#*»thBt'Rit4lM^l»^'f6)r; 'wBiaot ber<H« the Cottrt, flOT the panon who htdretd ft 
to th4 Wltaeiti eod this improbability, that whOfe the witaeas kftoir that the day waa 
the itapprttitt jaoiat; he did oot btiot it down with him. 

'' ,The,plx|) «n^4a spoke to the time in a different manner; he said it wee three days 
Itofore i^e of the Poojah, end uniess the jury thonght that false fad did not 

to induce them to disre^rd it; but with reference to him it waanot 
tilt the'iii df jBoiahaukh. he heard of-Aimea being carried *liway ; it did notaptwar 
that ikia httefi^on was drawn to the date till a long time after and he, tho' it was p«t 
down ih Ida finat Chitta had not brought it down. This also applied to the third «ff 
these wilitilMea. ^ ,,,■ 

,Bat, said hta lordship, there is fkia which musfnot be lost aish^f, these men era 
the Rrbts of 1^ Factory ^n charge of which the prisoner was employed, which, at 
least invoiyes the supposition, that they may hare been engaged in this rery affair, 
if tb^re is mhy'trptli in it, and it ought also to be taken into consideration, whethet 
they hsye pr hare not a decided interest in the issue of this trial. I'bere was further, 
his lordship said, that, in the evidence of the third witness, which appeared eerp 
eairaordinary,; that though he lived a(itUin half n coss and *rm constautly sending 
plant to the laotory, he should never haiVe heard of VTonge’a being taken into custody 
nor of any change in the managers uf thp factory^ and it was extraordinary that he 
never since should have gone, with his plant to that factory but have trusted it to 
two children and the Uhomasta who was now in custody. His Lordship aaid, he 
called these facts to the attention of the Jury, for on the truth of each of these 
witnesses the case must mainly depend, and be would tell them again, and again, if 
they believed these persons slept at the Katlamaree Factory on the night of the 8th 
Of April, then the case for the prosecution was destroyed ; if not, and they believed 
U was on theftb of the month, though it might be trnth that they all slept there, it 
did not affect the case in the least. t 

We now said his Lordship, come to the evidence of® witnesses which is extreme, 
ly important and whatever we may suppose of the Gomesses and others, as to their 
ovldettcel, being reooncilesble with the evidence for the proaecatioa, there can be 
Wone here ; they are the Consumma and the (3bokedar and if they apeak the truth. 
5 of the witnesses for the prosecudOn must speak false ; it is admitted thet they were 
Ottha footory at the time, so no doubt can give evidence as to this matter. 


.Hit Lordship here rempituUitted iheeeidenee efthe Consumma and Ckokeydat and rsmarhsd 
that t/wts iw» a ducrepancy between them as to the time of Mr. Yonge taking the msdtcins. 

It iaasceasary said his Lordship to Observe that both these witnesses are in ttie 
tWice 6f the prisoner and it is open to aUj observation that they may be implicated 
in this matter, so may have an interest in theissne of this trial; but what throws the 
Kveateat doubt, upon the evidence is tins, that one of them was in the habit of going 
to.Rhorbaria village and he saya he never heard of Aimes having being taken away 
tSl^l days after ebe transaction occurred while the other witness atates tliatitwaa 
nnehriouaatt ever the Country in a day or so after it occurred ; that was an improba. 
t^ty whiah Seated the evidence of the former. But the moat material point waa, 
Ihtitun the day thti Naaeet came, the Couaummah waa out of the way , but the Cho- 
l^at did not give evidence befoyo hun nor have either aince gone before the Magia- 
tr««<'hr„hP^ taken before him by Mr Yonge. His Lordship did not wiaU in a caM 
of thig hiUmlipjiwess thia too far, nor should the Jury place loo much weight upon it, 
hut as a judge, and they had a more delicate task to perform, to biinji 

to, tfipp'dtwlw'kihn fact,, that if these persons had it in their power to exculpate them 
haas^.|^,,^0pij|^]:^f0i!d the Naseer or the Magistrate, they did not do so. 

His saM he bad now gone through the task of recapitulating to the Jury 

thd -etidea«e'UpOa the first point, namely whetlier or not Aimes was taken out of 
Uahouae^OU'^e BItit of April by Yonge. He had already told them, that ^e case de« 
^nded U'lwu that nod he had to add, that if they believed the evidence of the women 
hnd'kPlN^t%the cate was proved, for they bad the best means of knowing the faot4’'> 
and they wSre eye witnesses and knew the person of Yonge, but if they did not 

S eek trafy than they had committed the grossest perjury i entered into a foal ana 
uk aonapiraoy mid got up adrama of the moat unheard of enormity for the purposa 
af^doprtvi^ Jba piiaoner of life.

Hie Lordship had told them that be eoneide red it improbable anch a eonapiraef 
coaid hare been got up and noted with such eucoesa ; that it would be more aatiafaet* 
tory if Jat. Thomson had been brought down, and further, that whioh wasctili more 
favorable to the pfisoaerCinder ordinary oircumataiicea, hia votustary aiirreoder. He 
had also told the Jury, wsrhat 6 of the witnesses for the defenoe had aaid^Muid that ex¬ 
cept aa to date, it did apt affect the evidence for the proaecntioa, and With respect 
to all, the Jury w^Id hare to say whether or not they were the witaeaaef^l truth. 

The reason his lArdabip said, wb^ he considered that the first point, whether 
Aimes Was tsken out of hia house on the 8th of Apnl, should determ^ wa rest of 
toe Case was, thatif Yonge did take him out of bts bouse, be could not dOtimst .ftoba 
the tine of dafeuoe which had been followed, any thing but that the remainder df the 
case was true, but he had not admitted that ho took Aimes away, hia daience was a 
total denial of ^act. . 

Under ordinary oireilmatances, his Lordshiniiaid, it woald be most important thxt 
the body should be found and that it had been considered almost necessary that < the 
person should be seen dead and for this purpose officers were appointed. Coroners 
whose duties were most important, to make immediate enquiries. What the prison¬ 
er had stated in his defence was correct and lus Lordship would lead it with thb 
note of a more recent commentator. 

Hit Ifrdthipread tk« case cited by the prisoner, the note and alto the cate cf a Sailor teke 
threto his Captain into the sea ; there a rwUe was heard on deck and a witness arrrieed jfutt in 
fufficient time to see the Captain in the aim of the prisoner » ho immediately threw him t» the 
tea i blood was found on a billet of woodandt also on the deck and the question was whether 
man was dead flung over and there the cax was left to the Jury who considered that M wot 
and that man vms executed. 

Hia Lordship said he considered that Lord Hale’s opinion only Vent to say; that 
when the murder was proved by circumstantial evidence the body must be lound 
but positive evidence of a person who had seen tbs body would be sufficient tliOlifa 
it ^sappeared, who could say the persoh vraa actually dead : upon the authority of 
the other case it must be leit to the Jury to decide that. The rule bis LOrdsbip ' 
thought was not such as to prevent the Jury from finding a verdict but the q,heitiDa 
of actual death was one which required their best consideration. They mnit. bis pt- 
tiafied that Dick is dead, for no extent of outrage, if he escaped with Ufe, wOpi^ war- > 
rant them in finding a verdict of Quilty, in most cases it would be mphtaatikiaotorf 
that the body should be found, but he would again tell them that thiy might find • 
verdict notwithstanding, for there were cases when they might epma to a daeiaioa, 
by inference that Uie party was dead. ‘ 

If they were satisfied that Aimes had been tak^jn away by an armadtfbfOh fsp Kabt 
lamaree, how were they to account for his never having been since seen but of ibsiT 
Factory, but if ictsnd been acknowledged that he Juid been taken away aUd, that he 
hod absconded from thence for fear of future violence, or been put sway for ths 
purposes of bringing this prosecution, the J ury would have a more difficult tiurfc tbaa 
now where the prisoner had adopted a particular line of defence. Dui it they wers 
satisfied that he had been taken sway by Yonge it was impossible to suppose, thtt 
he was alive alter the defence which the Prisoner bad set up. The prisoumibad abt 
attempted by direct evidence to show that he was alive. f 

His Lordship here, recapitulated the evidence cf the three witnesses Who Heded that they taW 
the prisoner trampling upon Vick. . , t . * 

This his Lordship said was the evidence that he bad been seen dead, Dot it opot^ 
that it would be hard to say that he was absolutely dead or even that be bad received, 
s mortal injury at that moment, or that there was direct evidence of bis being, othsf,' 
t fei in in a faint which might have followed saoh violence as was diimrihe^.,, Tber*^- 
ded the direct evidence as to that point, but on the day following Yodge went off tm. 
another *’Bototy and there was that interval to dispose of the h<my, hut What 4 |m> 
prosecution suggested, was that it had been at first disposed ol in ths Cow>boiiii, ,,, 

His Lordship said, that thf/Naaeer and others in examining had at first dug «»i| 
horse sad that on further egaiunation they went into a Cow.houi«, whsrs tlusy ftag 
» a part which appeared to them to have bo.n recently excavated and thexf wsf g 
peicaptable difference in the ground for about* ooWts deep and fi «iilata1ii»| f tbiur 
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Mid tbe; 4 «rlli tMftU fttro&g and thej fonod aoioe hair that had a putrid Bipell* NoaP 
tbe pr(Mieaut<m ,t» that tins wa^ the Jiaijr of Airaea, aruUhat the body had 

been di?pQsit<>| in ihatspot. 1 havo, said hiaLordship, told you, that it wasatrongly 
m favor pf Y.t^ga tuatheknew the Nazeer was coming there, and that be aaaiated in 
me aekteib ddd did not abBcond ; blit it did at the same time show, thatbe had 
Ipi d^brfttttiity of removing the body if ever it waa there, to a place pf some more’ 
effeetudi M^urity •, but he sat by and aaaiated in the search and heard the ramark of 
iti.e N'aaeerl when the hair was dug up and betrayed no cdbfusion, and this would 
f^ew a cohhdeUoe which teasena the probability of guilt. 1 do not, a^id his Lordship 
think that' much reliance can be placed on the anielt of the ground, for it ia said that 
tbufthbr OT the Cow-house was covered wiih dung and 1 do not inline that one fetid 
pipwll could be diatingiiislied from any other, With reference tonhe hair, his Lord- 
aliip waa fi^r^om thin king that it had been proved to be even of the same colour aa 
that of Airped, and before it Was considered it was worthy of observation that it had 
been very.itnaatisfa^tonly brought before the Court, from tiie time it was dug up it 
liaaaed through several hands, and at least forg days, if there waa any evil intention 
It might hdve been changed. These conspiracies had been darkly bj.nte.d at, it was 
therefor^ necessary to ezjamine every circumstance with ipiiwite attention ; a horse 
had been previoualy dug up, and at firwi be supposed by accident or design some of 
its hair might have been brought there and he therefore received that part of the 
evidence with caution, but it was for tlib jury to say whether or not it was human 
hair. That hair had been Spoken to by the two women and the shatter with Certainty, 
and he must; say with too much certainty. , 

1 Mis Lordship here ridapHtdated the evidence of tfie Barber as to exhibits, a, €, and 7, and 
taid hemassui^e the jury would agree with him, that it was impossible the witness could speak 
tothe hau’ os being •>/ Amies but if it was human hair though he conddeied it a strong, 
eireumstah.ee, sfet whew imputations had been thrown out, he did not (hiidt the jury were to, 
draw .a asneiunon that it wm that of Aimes, 


Hia Lordship said, that the object of thia evidence on the part of the proaeeution 
Waa (0 show that Aimes was dead but it did not amount to strong and positive evi¬ 
dence, nor did he think that there waa direct evidence of his having been seen dead, 
neverthelesa. he thought that such evidence was not absolutely neoeasar^r but that 
the jury might find that death. If there could by any doubt in law raised upon that 
point, of which he waa not aware, he sho,uld have that it argued, and pay to it every 
nttentioh, but still he was bound to direct the Jury that they could find hia death, 
without having been shewn by direct evidenoe. 

. His Lordship said hahad now gone so minutely through the whole of the evidence 
tliet he thought, he would only ha perplexing the attention of the Jury if he added a- 
ny thing more ; both atatie«.couid nohbe true and if the evidence for the prosecution 
was false, all bad sworn falsely and a base conspiracy must have been got up by aom« 
upknowa panic^. , 

‘ He had oomdsented upon the evidence for the defence ; both tales were irreconcile* 
alAe, any perjitry of the blackest kind must attach to the one set of the witnesaea or 
lo theo^r, the Jury wouidbave the dreadful task of deciding which set of witnes* 
iad spoke tlie truth. His Lordship reminded the Jury that if they found the prisoner 
apeh a horrible offence had been committed, he would most certainly be 
oweeuMd {/ekfi^mstanoeB called for it and the barbarity of the crime was so enormous 
that il hope Cf mercy.

Mr. Spry's case was that of an Indo-Briton boy. The operation tl^ ^eTform* 
«d aaoeessfully—tbe patient being discharged well on the gist day afterwards* 

Colica Pictoiiuna^—Or that form of Colic called painters' or white ieadi brigioa- , 
ting from tbe presence of that mineral in the system, is s disease that does not of* 
ten fall within She range of tbs common routine of Indian practice. The circam* 
Stances attending tbe^ases detailed by Dr. |[j^artres, rendered tbe natur* of th#, 
complaint, until a fuller developement of tbe symptoms, rather obscure. It was 
reported to him on his arrival at the itation,satter a abort ahsenoe,,tbat two Sowars 
of Cavalry, who had been his patients for a wholly different complaint a few mtmths 
before, were suffering from pain in the bowels, attended with obstinate oonstipa* 
tion. At this time no particular symptoms presented themselves difibring from 
those of a common attack of Colie. They obtained no relief, however, from tbs 
nsuai remedies, and )t was not till two or three days after Dr. Chartres saw them, 
that the disease assumed an unequivocal form. The symptoms that now super* 
vened, were, cutting pain at tbe pit of the stomach, extending laterally and to tbe 
nnbiiieus—and wbiob was decidedly increased on pressure—great weakness and 
pain in tbe extremities—and a peculiar expression of countenance indicatiug au* 
xiety and distress. Tbe tongue was perfectly clean and moist—there waa no thirst, 
r-the skin waa cool—the pulse not at all affected—occasional nausea wi^ Wretch* 
ing, and bowels obstinately bound. Suspecting, at length, from the nature^of the 
symptoms, that these were occasioned by some preparation of lead ur other phiaon 
•(■.the men were questioned minutely whether they bad received any madteihe, or 
taken any thing else peculiar during Dr. Chartres’ absence. They then confessed 
that they had applied to a Fakeer, who had given them some white powders. 
This person wss sought after, and being found, very readily answered that he bad 
prescribed, as he bad often done before in other casea—a nostrum composed priu* 
cipally of litharge. The quantity of this drug swallowed within two hr three days 
was enormous, being about an ounce to each individual. The treatqxsn.t which 
appears to have been of a very active and judicious kind, consisted |h the steady 
exhibition of strong purgatives—with occasional opiates as indioated by nircum* 
stances. Very decided relief was produced by bleeding. 

Mr. Raleigh’s case was peculiarly interesting, as affording an instance ofxbcovery 
from that formidable disease Lock Jaw. ' Tbe subject was a Native bpy of thirteen 
••■the aon of a Brahman—who came from his village in tbe country to Calcutta for 
advice. On enquiry, it appeared that tbe boy had enjoyed perfect; 
his tenth year, when he became blind of tbe right eye. In process of time the 
organ enlarged, protruded beyond its natural limits—and continned to inorease, 
slowly in size, although with but little pain. Some three months, however, before 
b'dmiasion, tbe growth had been rapid, accompanied witb excruciating pain of %he 
liead, face and back—witb loss of appetite and generally declining health. *00 free 
eencing himself to Mr. R. the boy appeared considerably emaoiated-^and sufibiWA 
intich pain of tbe right half of the face, head, and dorsal spine. He appserOd 
ito moving his bead—and conatantly cried and moaned; hit pulse was smtH; 
toft, and rather quick. The serine was well shaped, and there was no indication of 
Visceral dieeeie. » 

The fhngous disease app«a*d in the form of a tumour escaping from tite ofhlt^A 
of considerable dimenBion8,,aM carrying before it the palpebris, dettehin^tha 
lunctiVa from thOir innerxurfaees, and eloirgating it into a covering for_chfWrhdH 
mass.

At ita upper part, tbe eatorna) tumour uiaa about tka aiae of aturkaf'a 
ogg, and df aibrif^bt red purply hue. On being touobed, it felt aoUd *nd doiighn 
•itd oi* ita pptaida minute veaaels were rery nonapiououa. On inti'pduaiag tba 
finger ketteatk the orbiiar ridge, tbe canty of tbe orbit fpund to be completely 
filled with a bard mass adapting itaelf to the former. Aa notbiag but tbe removal 
«f ^ia earoomatouB fungua offered a chance of rcapita from miserj and apecdy daatby 
^r. $lalaigb determined upon the operation. , 

It tvaa performed accordingly in tbe usual w*y, on the lOtb Q^October laat~ tbo 
tumour being exoiaedaafar back aa poasibie from its connection with tbe optic 
Serve, by means of a pair ot curved scissora-''the caritv being with aome trouble 
cleared Of fta contenta as far down as the optic foramen. The bcemorrage was com* 
parativciy Slight. The patient, on the 1 itb, had a quiet night. On the IStb, be 
also rested' well, but complained of soreness of the orbit and aide of:,the face>"palaa 
•oft but rather quick. From this d^te to the I9tb October—'matters continued 
going on as well as could be expaotea. During the night of the i9th, however, ba 
auffered much pain ia tbe back part ofibia heid and down the spine—with stiffnea* 
of the muaclea of the jaVT'O^ibcapacity of opening tbe mouth beyond half its ext«n» 
aien. Tbemnaclaaot the right aide of the neck and trunk were frequently aaieed 
with spasm, and he could Sot bear the stigbteat motion of the head, which be kept 
nearly to contact atith tbe elevated shoulder, pulse quick and BmaU>^and oouate* 
saoce anxious. In the evening, the jaws were completely locked, and the maatica* 
tory muaclea, with those of the back and aide of the neck, felt rigid and tense, and 
there were frequent severe spasms of the muscles of the rigbt half of the neck and 
trunk. A blitter was applied over the head and along the whole length of tbs 
spine~.attd a oombinstion of belladonna, camphor, and quinme ordered every threw 
hours. 

«H . On the fiOth, he passed a reatlesa night'-but the jaws were not so firmly clench¬ 
ed ae the previous day—admmitting of being opened sufficiently to admit a com¬ 
mon black lead pencil to enter hetwee^n the teetb. The spasms, too, were lese 
freqoent, and the intmrtor of the dtbit looked well—pulae small—soft—aod rather 
quick. Tbe surface of tha rigid musclea *rai smeared with opium, a fresh blister 
was applied over the head and apine—and the belladonna, &c. continued—on the 
filst, be was considerably improved—the countenance was less anxious—the spasme 
were less severe and not so ireqaant-T-medicines and applications continued. On 
the 33d, we find reported that there Wire hd spasms through the night. Tbe mns- 
clesof the tight side of the face appesvCd Somewhat paralysed—but the Jaws were 
SuflieienUy separable to allow of the thumb being passed into the mouth. On tha 
JKTth, he ie reported aa gradually improving from the last date—still continuing the 
mi|ie remedies, along with others that we have not mentioned. By the Idtfa of 
jij^yeiBiber, be had regained very good health, the natural action of tbe muscles be- 
tespaarly restored, a^ tha orbit looking well. He was now allowed to proceed 
under promise ofreturning at the expiration of three months, or eariiesr, 
In ca^:i^ba4 aymptoms coming on—but he was not afterwards heard of, from which 
it msjl ba; thferlre|^ lihSt he is doing well. 

T$e ^peanjihce bf the Extract of Hyosciamus, prepared at tbe H. C. Garden at 
^ussorie Tiblm, Mr. Twining states, in bis report of experiments with it, corres- 
pondo with'that of tbs best prepared vegetable extracts. The consistence is very 
Unifiqmi the celour a deep opaque green, inclining to black, tbe smell peculiar, and 
Apt. quib* ^ketpbUng that of tbe best European Extract of Hyosciamua. The £x- 
tHAPit tried in fifiy^seven cases, with sufficiently marked beneficial effect aa « 
•oo^er ipf pgin and irritability, and as a hypnotic. .^The doae generally waa eight 
frattm.^ Thb medicine in that proportion had no effect on the puiae, but oceasi- 
ppeilv induced cold sweat. A dose of twelve grainst in several instances, producml 
;qii^wrs^^i, ofthe pulse, and sometimes.a heavy^ain in the back pf &e head* 
soporific effect, ia a degree comfpoadjing with t]^ inemsst 
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At the meeting tr( the Committee held on Thureday^ the 19th Augnet, th* 
President, Sir Edward Ryan, in the Chair—a report of the progress of the Bor¬ 
ing in the Fort, was presented by Messrs. Strong and Ross, which being read^ 
it was Rnaolved—that aS-ub-Committee of the following gentlemen be appointed 
to investigate end report upon the Boring now going on in Fort William, and that 
they meet there alkthree o’clock p.*m, on Tuesday neat—via. Mr. James Prinsep 
—Mr. Kyd—Mr, Hurry—Mr. Colder—and Captain Forbes. 

A series of stalagmitic balls, with some animal remains, were presentedhy Air.

A letter was read From the Secretarv, statllg his inability, from the presdure of 
public business, to attend to the dii,ties of ^he office, and begging to be allowed 
to^resign. This request was acceded to, and the thanks of ih« Meeting wars 
voted to Mr. Rosa, for his past conduct in the office of Secretary. It Was thea 
moved and unanimoiisly carried, that Mr. James Prinsep be feque8ted«to accept 
the office for the future. Mr. Prinsep being present—expressed his acceptaooa 
of the same. 

Mr. Hardie’s paper, forming a supplement to bis Sketch of the Geology of 
Central India, was tlien read. In a practical point of view, the Author deems it 
OOQvenient, in the 6ist place, to separate the older rucks of Central India into three 
disiiuct classes—viz, -the granite series—the miosceoiis schist series, and the 
argillaceous schist series—“ Tho’ it must be confessed that the rocks of this dis¬ 
trict are frequently associated together in such a manner as to set all rules of 
classification at defiance, still when we view the subject on an extended ecalg^ 
we shall not fail to observe disuiin indications of the three succeesive eerieeabovsi 
enumerated.’' Into the details of the super-posiUott o'f these, and the varieties 
included in them, we cannot enter. Undef one or other of the above three heads, 
however, he arranges all of the more important of the primordial rocke of Central 
India. The three series lepose on each other, in the order enumerated, though, 
in as far as the individual members of such series are concerned, there does not 
appear to he any very uniform or regular order of super-position. 

The absence of de|ioaits of rock leUt and gypsum, througlrout extensive sand¬ 
stone tracts of Central India, is a fact which ought*not to be ioat eight of. I 
have not heard even of a single specimen of seleinte having b^en wet with in 
this portion of the country, and the saline effioresoenoee which Ore frequently 
observed at the surface of the soil, together with the great bedeof alluvium, which 
are found to he impregnated with chloride of sod'ium, and from which salt i$ 
xuanufactured for domestic use, afiord but very doubtful evidence on this faead- 
Deposits of rock salt, we are aware, occur to tbe north-west of Ajmefe, &c. autl 
the saline soils above alluded to, do not seem to be confided to tracts Where th# 
sandstones under consideration are ubseived, hut appears to b« most exteqaiye* 
ly distributed throughout lliudostan, witlioiit reference either to tbesub-jacent or. 
neighbouring strata. Such soils might have been transported from a distance.'^ 

*^In constructing a Geological Map of this portion of India, it would * reqdhrti 
microscopic minuteness to mark out the dif'erent belts of rock as they tuggeed Sfkeli 
ether, and if neglecting these niiniiter divisions, we were to lay doWU^any parti- 
cular portion of country, ns a formati-on of granites nr of gneias for example, we should^ 
in the great majority of uisiauybs, convoy an incorrect idea of its geology. iR 
almost every case, these rflcki|are associated with some or with all the formitimit 
included in the grajiite senm; and for practical purposes, it will merely 
nessary to arrange the diffeiVt rocks in clwses as above, and to apptWpf^tA 
eSch class a particular colotll by which it may be diaiingaished.'’ The attthof. 
ticulnrises tbe geological composition of the different ranges of intio tha 

Aetatia of whioh want^f space ptsoludes our following hiai. The tmt betiroen Jay- 
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pore and Bbortpore ia thus generally described. ** In fravelling from Jaypnf 
to Bhuratpore direct, the route lies over a level pletforon, cowered, to a great 
depth, in thefirat irstauce, by a sandy and afterwards by a ralcarlous soil. Im¬ 
mediately to the north of fand occasionally traverainsr) the line of march, occur 
numerous bill ranges and croups, in which quartz rocks, variously modified, are 
exceedingly abundanf. These are arranged in nearly vertical strata, which in the 
neighbourhood of Jaypur, bear to the E. of N. though inethis last respect, there 
does not appear to be any nniformitr, as the strata are also occasionally seen bear¬ 
ing to the W. of N. and other intermediate poiuis between N. W. and N. 
3S. The hills of this quartz rock formation ave getietally ri^ge-shaped, their sum¬ 
mits exiiitntipg a sharp spine, either denticulated or even and icSifonn iu its out¬ 
line, and they may be distinguished nlmcst at anv distance, by the singular and 
wnvrcatbered aspect of ibeir declivities.” Speakiiur very generally, the Author 
state.? that a-e may say the, bearing of the strata of Central India is northerly and 
southerly. -In jaome parts of Central India, I\lr. Hnrdie appears disposed to con- 
chnle, that Violent convulsions of nature must have ocemred posterior to the for¬ 
mation of the new red sandstones, as^these rock.s are inferior*to the overlying trap* 
of tlieir neighhourhood. Of all the formations in the area alluded to, quartz rocks 
appeal to he the most metslliferous. H*on is abundant in almost all the varieties, 
and ia frequently associated with manganese. Lead is also said to occur at the 
village ofkS'acar, in Itleiwnr— copper has not yet been found in anr great abundance 
in Central India—and silver, though the Natives mention that it was formerly 
mined to great advantage in Meiwar, has only been found associated in very 
«mnll quantities, with the galenas of Ajinere. In a statistical point of view, tb* 
marbles of course are the most important of the rock formations of this district. 
These, generally speaking, are coarse granular, but slabs of a very fine texture 
and pure alabaster white, are also quarried in some situations. There are various 
geological facts and interesting speculations founded upon them in Mr. Ilardie’s 

J iaper, which our circumscribed limits prevent our submitting to our readers.—* 
jovt.

18th Alay last. ^ 

Read a report presented by the Secretary of the Agricultural Committee, re* 
commending for this purposes portion of the lands of Akrah or old Powder Alillsi 
8 miles below Calcutta, which had been offered to the Society by Mr. Alyers, at 
Rb. 3-8 per biggah ; and also an estimate of the probable expeuce of inaututing 
and carrying on such an establishment. 

Resolved that the Report and estimates be approved of, and that a letter be 
addressed to Government in terms of thia resolution. 

Read a letter from George A. Prinsep, Esq. forwarding a parcel of Cuba and 
Guatamala Indigo Seed ; the thanks of the Society were voted to Air. Prinsep, 
and tlie Secretary was requested to distribute the seed to such Alembers all 
applied for it. 

Read a letter from Alessrs, Smitheon and Holdswortb, forwarding samples of 
Bowed and Demerara Cotton and also some of the seed. 

The thanks of the Meeting were voted to these gentlemen, and it was resolved 
to retain the seed for experiment by the Society. 

Read a letter from Air. Officiating Secretary Alacnagbten intimating that a 
further supply of Tenasereeiu Cotton seed had been received by Gurernmenfe 
and placed at the disposal of the Society. * * 

Read letters from Mr. Sheppard, of Liverpool, iiuimating the dispatch of tb» 
Society’s indent of garden seeds on the ship Calcutta, and a further supply of 
grafted fruit trees, on the Frances Anne. 

The Secretary informed the Aleeting that the seeds had been received from the 
ship apparently in good order, but that be had not yet been able to procure delive* 
ry of all the boxes of fruit trees by the Frances Anne, 

Resolved that the seeds and fruit trees be placed at the disposal of the Gar* 
den Committee in terms of previous resolutions. 

Read a letter from Air. Newman of the Royal Botanical Garden of the Mauritioi 
expressing a wish to open a correspondence with this Society. 

Resolved, that the Secretary be requested to write to Mr. Newman, exprea* 
aing the satisfaction of this Society of the proposal, and endeavour to ascerlaitt 
in what manner the two Insti^tiona can best assist each other. 

Read a letter from Mr. Nelve, of Sheerghatty, dated i7tb July last, pointin|t 
out that district as very favorable for the cultivation of toreign i'ruit trees, ana 
oRering to bestow bis peroontl .attention on any imported or other trees# with 
which the Society might be pleased to supply him. Also applying a*stag^ 
portion of the foreign Cotton Seed, to be oaltiraied undec hie own ineptetioa* 
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The S#cr«t*tjr Tequwted to stnd Mr. Noaro a aupply of the Cotton Seod ; 
and tho mattar of the »nppl/ing Mr. Neare, with imported t'tuit trees was referred 
to the Garden Committse. 

Read a paper by Rajah Kaleekrisben Babaddoor on the Cultivation of Sugar 
end Silk. 

Theee were referred to the Agricultural Committee, end the thanks of the Meet¬ 
ing vrere voted to the Rajah.~> Hurk. „ 


At the meeting held within the Town Hall,' on the 8th Se^^mher, the Preei- 
dent, Sir Kdward Ryan, in the chair,—Mr. Boyd, of Kisbuaghur, and Mr. Bag* 
ebaw, ot f'alciiita, were elected Members. Letters were read from the Secretaries 
of the Royal Society of Edinburgh, of the Hontcultural Society oi London, of the 
Geological 'Society of London, and of the Royal Astatic Societv, acknowledging 
receipt of the first Volume of the Trausactions. A letter was rend from H. iC 
Wilson, Esq, Secretary to tlie Asiatift Society, referring to*'the Agricultural and 
Horticultural Society a letter on the rearing of silk worms, and a specimen of silk, 
which had been iranstnitied to that Sofeietv, hv '• A Ftieitd to hidnsti y,” at Kamp* 
tee. near Nagpore ; and also one from a Lady to the Secreuiy of the Agricultural 
and Horticultural Society, giving her real name, and stating h( rself to be the 
F>ie«fi to l«(i«*try”_and soliciting a pecuniary loan, and a donation of silk 
worms. A cotumunicatiou, it waa determined, should be gent to the wpter, stat* 
ing, that some silk worms ehonld be sent, but expressing the inability of the So¬ 
ciety to make any pecuniary advances. A letter was read from R. S. Crsme, Esq. 
Resident at Nagpore, recommending Nagpore as a fit place for the rearing of 
fruit trees and exotics, and offering to bestow attention on any which the Society 
Blight be willing to send there for cultivation. Also requesting a supply of Ameri- 
«an cotton and tobacco seeds. The Secretary was requested to reply to Mr. Grmme, 
and to express the anxiety of the Society to comply with his wishes. The Secra* 
taiy submitted a list of applications for garden seeds, which had been complied 
with, including packajses, sent by the Society, on a large scale, to Oinapore, 
Poosab, Snbarunpore, Nipal, Almorab, Srnilah, Sylhet, and Monlmien, amounting 
to ninety-three packages, and nearly exhausting the stock in hand. A letter wa* 
yead from Mr. Calder, offering to the Society, at prime cost, a quantity of Garden 
and flower seeds, also Of marrow-fat peas, grapes, and oats, just arrived from Aber¬ 
deen, and supplied by Mr. Gibbon, formerly an Indigo Planter at Tirhoot—Resol* 
▼ed. that the s^edsbe taken on the terms proposed, and that they be made over to 
the Garden Cr<m(nittee, with instructions to dispose of the fiower seeds, grapes, 
nnd oats, and to retain the |arden seeds for further distribution to Members of tbs 
Society and Natite Mallies. The following donation of bocks was received from 
Mr. Robison ; Deewan Pusind, a treatise on Agriculture, translated by Mr. Lewis 
Da Costa; a Treatise on the cultivation of Sugar, Indigo, &o. by Mr, Fitamaurice ; 
ABierican Gardener’s Calendar, by Bernard MacMahoii; Speedily on the Vine, and 
the Pine*apple; Ditto on Rural Economy. A letter was read from Rajah Kaleo 
Kissen Bahadur, submitting a treatise by him on the cultivation of tobacco. A 
letter was read from Mr. Hill, of Madras, transinilling a small quantity of tba 
seeds «f, the Qhibrelia tree, which had lately been introduced there. Sir Robert 
Colquhoun infomaed tbe meeting, that Mr. Paiullo, of Pinang, had just brought 
with hips from that place, and presented to the Society’s Garden, a number of 
Mangoateen trees, Orange, Dooreans, Nam Nam, and variegated Pine-apple Plants. 
Mr. Abbot presented si* boxes of Virginian tobacco, grown in the Society’s Gar¬ 
den, and tifkde up after the fashion of Havannah Sugars; by Mr. Van Zandyk, of 
Ohinsurafa. The Secretary was requested to transmit four of those boxes to tbs 
Honorable the Court of Directors, with a letter, e^Llanatory of their history. It 
Was resolved, that Mr. Patrick be invited to makekrial of the Cotton Saw Gin at 
Glo'eter Work* for a month, and be requested torepotl! the result of the trial to th# 
Secretary. A list was submitted by the Secratary o# ajghty-five applicants for the 
Ahiarloan aotton and tobacco aeeda, lately furnished hy Government, ehewing ds* 
and tiMunputstuii io aimpM erery part of tbjl P|*iideBcy, 
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With reference to Mr. Graeme’s letter, the seTPral peculisrities of Negpore, «• 
to temperatore, &c. are advened to. From about the middle of June to the middle 
of October, the weather is rainy or cloudy, and the temperaiine moderate-r-from 
that period to the end of February, it is cold ; March, April, Muv.and the middle 
of June, are exceedingly dry and hot months. At a distance of seventy-five tnilefl 
north of Naepore, Sindwtind, above the Deogurb mountains, in an elevation about 
one thousand feet highy, or two thousand above the level of the sea—and in a 
well cultivated country - presents even a more favourable climate than Na9t|ior« 
for European products, and they might also be introduced, it is suggested, into Euoh- 
murree, which is about sixty miles from Chiiulwaia, and the table land about on« 
thousand miles bi<rher> It is not diylhcult of access, but not weii peopled, and horti* 
culture might notiidvance very rapidly, unless fiom Us salubrity it became to be 
natation for Europeans', but in Nagpure itsslf, the orange, the peach, the cabbage 
and the cnuhfiower thrive well, and the ap[>le [iromi.ses favourtiblv with a little care. 
The orange in particular is celebrated. It ws'S iniroduciid from Auruiigahad, and is 
supposed tohiyre com# originally from China. It is called alwaysthe Cintra by Eu* 
ropeaua, and Srintra lay the Matives, and the same kind is thought to be in Portugal. 

The Lady who signed herself “ a Frienlfto Industry”—notwithstanding that 
she had no previous instruction respecting^he care of them, or experience of their 
habits, appears to have taken a very great, interest in observing the maiini'acturitig 
labours. &c.. of those diligent insects—silk worms. She was, however very limitted 
in her meane of keeping thenf, and found that they had many enemies to contend 
with, particularly ants. With a little assistance, she seems to indulge sanguine hopes 
of extemPing the jiursait, and making it a very profitable one. A specimen of the 
silk produced, accompanied her communication. 

In his observation on the culture of tobacco, Kajah Kallee Kishen remarks, that 
it appears from a iiroclamation of the Emperor .Tehangeer, tliat the plant was intro¬ 
duced by Europeaes into India, either in his own reign, (the beginning of the I7tb 
century) or during that of his father Akher. From that period it has gradually 
extended over India. Its culture has succeeded more in the northern than the 
southern quarters of Bengal. The Zillahs which produce the largest quantity, ari» 
thtise of Nuddea, liurdw.\n, Dacca, Bhughulpore, Dinagepore anti llungpoor. 
After the conclusion of the rains, or in the month of September, October and 
Novotnher, tobacco is cultivated to a considerable extent on the low and loamy 
soils. Previous to its cultivation, a small piece of ground must be repeatedlr 
ploughed to pulvei ize the clods, and destroy the large quantify of weeds, wiiicll 
ostiHliy spring up atier the rains, enii are extremely injurious to the young plants if 
allowed to remain- when the land is properly ploughed, cleared, manured, and 
harrowed, the seeds of the plant, (which are reddish,) am carefully scattered over 
the prepared soil. The husbandman has next tolabou^ iiicessantl|r, from morning 
till evening, in gently watering the seed, in shading the young plants when they 
first appear, and in clearing it from weeds. Small frogs frequently come in large 
numbers from adjacent places, and destroy the seeds, to prevent which the hus¬ 
bandman pours hooka, or tubacco-water on the halk, or border which surrounds 
^ the field. The seeds spiing up in the beginning oi December, and great care must 
then be taken. The young jilants, when they become large enough, are to ba 
transplanted m rows to another field, which is also to be well ploughed and manur¬ 
ed. When these plants begin to grow after being transplanted, great care is re¬ 
quired in loosening the soil near the roots and applying at some Utile distance all 
round the plant a quantity of Kole* to meiease its growth. Tobacco plants grosir 
generally two cubits in height, and their leaves are one cubit in breadth, but thos# 
which are of the best quality, rise to no less than three cubits in height, with leaves 
nearly two cubits in breadth. At the end of December, when they^^attain their 
greatest height, they begin to flower, and on their leaves are seen innumerable sitn^^ 
spots. When the flowers ajyssar, they must be plucked oflf, as otherwise thtli 
strength of the plant will b/much diminished. About this time it is generally 
understood that the plant is riiie, and the leaves only are cat. This method 
a little from what is practise^ in the northern parts Of Bengal. There the hnit"- 
haodmen generally outs thd^leaves together with the stalks, sad leaves tbjsi^ (0 

* Kole, oil cake made of the refuse of mustard, when thd oil is expredsedl 
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dried »a tfae antt; Afterwerds tliey ere kept for some time in water, in order tibat 
tbe'f m»y lisve » strong; scent. At length they are tied, as tn other parts of the 
country, in«malj( bundles. Tim Tobacco in the northern districts of Bengal, is of 
a superior quality, It is used by the Natives as medicine, and is called by the 
same of Ducata, or Ingly."' 


At a special meeting of the Society, held on the 13th September, Sir Edward 
Ryan in the Chair - Mr. W. Hickey, of Tirhoot, rnd Mr. Hehley,^ere elected mem» 
t)«r8. A letter was read from the Secretaries to the Royal S^iety, and to thw 
Einnean Society of London, acknowledging receipt of the first aol. of the Society's 
Transactions. 

A letter was read from Mr. W. H. Macnaghten, Deputy Secretary to Govern¬ 
ment, dated'yth September, acknowledging receipt of the Secretarj’a letter of ih* 
&6th August, and stating that, under tbe circumstances therein mentioned, the 
Governor Geuernl in Council approv|'d of the suggestions of the Society, respect¬ 
ing an experimental plantation to be conducted by the Society—and authorised tho 
acceptance of Mr. Myers' offer of 600 higgahs of land at Akrah, at the rate of Es* 
3*8 per biggah, for three years,—the Society reserving the light of continuing 
to occupy the ground from year to year thereafter,’on the same terms j and that 
Government had further sanctioned, for the same period, an annual disbursement 
of 10,000 Rupees for all charges of cultivation and siiiperintendence, together 
with the sum of 4.,^00 Rupees for the erection of buildings and the provision of 
stock suitable to eacli farm. It was resolved, that tbe Society be requested to 
reply to the letter of Mr. Macnaghten to the Society, and express their grateful 
acknowledgment of the hheralicy with which Governmeut have coroplied with 
their suggestions—and to assure tbe llicbt Honorable the Governor General in 
Council ot thn earnest and anxious desire of ihe Society, by every means in their 
pbwer, to further the objects in view, and for which Government have assisted 
them 111 making experiments in the caltivation of cotton and other articles of rair 
produce. 

A letter was read from Mr, Smoult, forwarding an account of the axpens* 
incurred by him, since last December, in forming a cotton and tobacco plantsjtion 
at Akrah, of between 60 and TO higgahs, (amounting to 666 rupees, inolttding 
jreut)-'sud which plantation he was willing to hand over to the Society, as, it 
now stood, upon being reimbursed his outlay : also offering for the acceptSinee of 
the Society a machine for cleaning cottqn^ sent to him from the fsle of France by 
Mr. Teiiier—a specimen of Mr. SmoultVtobacco was submitted. It wai resolved* 
that as the abovementioned plantation forms a portion of the ground which the 
Society wished tb rent from Mr. Myers, Mr. Smoult’s offer be accepted on tho 
ternss stated by him—the management of the plantation to be placed in the bands 
of tihe Committee. Resolved, that Mr. C- F. Hunter be added to the Agricultural 
Cornmitloe, 

A latinr was read from Mr. Biscoe, of Chuprab, presenting three varieties of 
psora, rdor^od fit;the station, and varying from 254 sicca weight to 12, and measur¬ 
ing sbigo of tltgin '1<li inches in circumference. 

A lottor wsl *^»d from Mr, Blacquire, presenting a sample of Nankeen 
eotipQ^ and it„ifiebe of cloth made from it, of a beautiful texture and great 
•tceng^ A ftisi* years ago, Dr. Wallich supplied Mr. Blacquire with a few 
plants, among/which was one said to be tbe plant which produced the cotton 
from Which Nsnkeen had its origin. The plant is the gossypium religiosum 
of Eox^^ugh. In^ due time it produced pods in a coiiaiderable number^ 
and' cottpn iti a fair quantity with reference tj^their sine. At length, from, 
/repeated .sowings the cotton accumulated to at^ufiicient quantity to enoou- 
ra^ an experiment of mnnufacturiog it. It was opun into the thread of dif¬ 
ferent degrees of finetiSMl, oat of which pienea doth of different widths 
, Wke wove, which looked like dark Naakwh. Fom* o4 thq pieces of clptii liavf 
teorp»/end found to he durable and pleasant, and to retain the odour under 
repeat^ wa»bingf,---Govt« GiWtttey. 
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At tbe meeting of 4tli September, Sin Gilbert Blase wee •iacted sn Hontnmrf 
Member of the Soeietr. A letter wee read from Mr. liojle, submitting an acoouSt 
of the Senna produced at*the Sabarunpote gardens, as well as a specimen of th« 
plant. A letter was read from the Secretary to the -Physical Conimittea of the 
Asiatic Society, acoompab'ying a spocimen of the Morangpoisoc, and ret}uesti«g 
that its properties should be investigated. Mr. Hutchinson’s paper on Alvina 
Anires of the Qativeftof Hiudoostau, was then read and diseussed. From tbe com¬ 
mencement of tbe year till June, the number and severity of the diseases in Native 
Hospitals, Mr. Hutchinson states, to be few and unimportant. From July to tbo 
end of the year, however, there is a great increase of disease, oonaistiog principally, 
in the early part^f that time, of remittent fevers ; while from September to tbe end 
of tbe year, bowel complaints prevail with increased frequency and severity, atten¬ 
ded witb a proportionate mortality. Tbe flux^of tbe Natives are in many instant 
oes, ascribed to imperfect convalescence, after the fevers, at the early period of fbift 
raini.' Tbe aUmor atates his experience of the remote evils arising from tbe fi*e- 
qeeut use of mercury, and tbe unfavourable state in which the constitution remaine 
ofter free use of it, which produces a tendency to the worst and moat protracted 
forms of Alvine dux. Numerous observation on tbe subject induced him tondopt 
another method, which was so generally successful, that be stronglr recommends 
it. His treatment of tbe fevers of tbe Natives is upon an Emeto-Catbartic plan, fol¬ 
lowed, when necessary, by a light tonic. These remedies, however, are inadmis¬ 
sible, while determinations exist to particular orgsns—when tbe chief reliance is to 
be placed in blood-letting, by means of leeches or tbe lancet. I'be author tbea 
points out five did'erent species of Alvine flux. The first is the simple diarrbma, 
bythe severe and protracted form of which, tbe patient is often exhimsted and sinks. 
The second is tbe true dysentery. The third is indicated by a sultan pasty coon# 
tenance, and slight swelliug of tbe abdomen. The fiourth species runs a very rapid 
coarse, and there are indications of considerable putrefactive action. 1'faeflftls 
species happens in patients witb livid cacbeue countananees; they have slight fe¬ 
ver, with some tumefaction of the abdomen. This form of the disesee is supposed 
tu be connected with splenic cachexia. The nature of the subject precludeis out 
entering into the details of each variety, Tbe author ackiiowledgea, thst, tbe data 
on which some of these species are founded, are too slight to be absolutely depen¬ 
ded upon. IpecUCuanba is tbe principal remedy on wbioh be relies for the Cure of 
these bowel eomp^iats, snd this medicine ie modified,and cambiged in v^ious, 
ways. Inflammatd^ action is to be obviated in some cases by ^eohes and van- 
eaection..-Opium; be generally disapproves of, although under aome oircumatsinoes. 
recourse to it oocasi'obslly cannot be avoided. Calomel, be considexa dbjectipAa- 
hie, as a general remedy, especially at the close of the rains and oommeacemeac 
af the cold season. 


At the Meeting of the 3d October, Mr. Ogilvy, tbe President, in tbu Cbaiy-Ttbu 
following communications were laid before the Society. A letter from Mr. 1^;,, 
Frith, requesting his name to he withdrawn from the list of Msmhers, on account 
of his proceeding to sea. A case of laceration of intestine, frqm exteroel vibteViCqw; 
causing death, by Mr. Hatohinsoa. A letter from Mr. Burnard, relative to se¬ 
veral eases of operation of Lithotomy performed successfully by himsslf qp Nati'^'ee 
at Benares ; and also an account of amputation at tbe hip joint on a Native* An . 
account of the medical purpose^o which the Natives of Bengal apply thp Dopaba 
or Ingly, by Kajab Kalee KisUen, communicated by Mr. Grant. The Society 
proceeded tobaltot for a Secretpy, and Mr. Twiaing was declared duly elected 
that office. Baboo Earn ComuhSen, a member of tha Society, #aa appoini^ 
lector. Mr. Tytier now caSed tha attentiou of the Meeting to tbe 
asaking soma additimi to tha Library^ siaiiiiS 4 WM asyudisitt p .fOssM# 
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eompl«t« oopiM of the works of tb« Grsek and Arabian Physicians, and tha prin« 
ttipal ntadioll vrorks of Hindoostaa. Dr. R. Tytier’s ossa of Fungus Iltsmutodfs 
—Dr. Mackinnon’s medical and surgical cases—Dr. Gilmore’s case of Traumatic 
Tstanus—and Mr. Royle’s letter concerning the Senna grown at the H. C. Gat* 
dsBi dt SabafnOpore, were then read and discussed by the Meeting. 

Dr. Tytier’s case of Fungus Hsematodes, was the first of that fiarmidable disease 
iie had witnessed in this country in a Native. The payeot was a Gowallab, and 
Vama to Dr. Tytler to implore bis professional assistance. The tumour bad all tbe 
cfaUnictors of the genuine Fungus Hiematodes—and was as large as a child’s head, 
being apparently attached by a narrow base to the integuments and cellular sub- 
Vtanee covering the Biceps muscle of the right arm. The e^rescence was first 
noticed by the patient about a twelve month previous to bis presenting himself to 
Dr. Tytler. At first, it was about the size of an ordinary gram seed, unaccompa* 
Died with pain, and arose without any obvious cause, gradually mcieasing to tbe 
size mentioned. Tbe man was about thirty years of age, and, with the exception 
of the tumour, in good health. Aa the only chance of relief, Dr. Tytler lost no time 
in performing the necessary operation for the removal ofothe tumour, which waa 
speedily and happily effeated—and^e case waa going on well at tbe data of Dr. 
Tytler’s writing. (■ 

Dr. Mackinnon’s oases include one of faoture of tbe fibula—dislocation of the 
•boulder joint—encysted tumours of the scalp—traumatic tetanus, &o. Tbe tumors 
of the scalp were removed by operatiilli—and the patient did well. The traumatic 
tetanus followed s wound in the neck received by a Native in an affray. There 
was no lockjaw—but general spas,ms came on over the whole body. Latterly, 
bowever, the complaint was confined to the back, and back of the -neck. The 
treatment consisted of opiates with occasional purgatives. 

Dr. Gilmore's esse of traumatic tetanus occurred in a well formed muscular na. 
tive of middle age, who bad received a severe 8w6rd*cut down to the hone, about 
four iticbes above the right knee. He first began to complain of suffoess in the 
neck, pain in the throat, and difficulty of swallowing. These symptoms yielded to 
calomel and opium, Ac. but in two or three days afterwards Dr. Gilmore found 
bis patient labouring under violent spasms, affecting principally the wounded thigh, 
tire abdomen, and tbe chest, during the paroxysm of which the man was. as it were, 
doubled up, sitting forward and grasping the bedstead convulsively with his hands, 
bstbed in s profuse cold swentwthe pulse being quick, small, and frequent—an an* 
tispasmodie draught was immediately administered, and a vein opened in the arm, 
whdnise the blood was allowed to flow freely, until the spasms wsre somewhat alia* 
▼iatsd;, and the man became faint. The oraught was repeated, and active purge* 
fives sftsrwart^s administqred. Next day, though the cathartics had acted well, the 
fpssma of the rajiscles of the trunk, and right thigh, remained unabated. Calomel, 
wpium. and camphor were administered in combination, and tiie thigh was envelop* 
•d ^ b large cataplssm. Next day tbe bowels and stomach were actively moved 
by mixture—and from this time the case assumed a more favourable as* 

on the Mm« evening, tbe man was decidedly better—>aad he gradually 
beehinili' heauvaleecent. 

Dy. iJBoyls^aCM:^^ referred to a small box of dried Senna leaves, grown 

nt t^ Ssblrhnpil^ Gardens, (partly from some seed derived from tbe Calcutta Bo* 
tanio Garden—hut obiefiy from seed picked out of the Senna sold in the Sabarunpore 
bas^^ dispatched to the Medical Board, and described as perfsctly dry, and of s 
Ritii light gtssa colour.—Government Gasette.

Silk-worm, we epplied to the Secretary, and obtained a sight of Mias Pary** plan, 
which had been rejected by the Society as not coming within the scope of its 
means or objects. 

We do not pretend to have considered Mist Dary’s plan with Wery,minute atten* 
tion, but it apfjearato us, from a cursory.considerstion of the Subject, that with a 
little patronage and encouragement from a few Ladies of rank and tuflueoca in tiiie 
community, her suggeaRons might he acted upon with a fair prospect of the most 
desirable results. The funds requisite in the first instance for the establish meat 
ef a Silk Factory and ad'Asylum for the employment of females in diatress, might 
we think, very speedily be raised^ if a proper appeal were made to the Indian 
Public, which therb is no reason to suppose would ha backward in contributing tO' 
such a purpose. We have no doubt, there are numbers of English and Britiafat 
Indtau females in this country who are living in a state of penury and dependence, 
exposed to ail those miseries and temptations, which so fearfully assatl the gentler 
sex in the hour of distress, who would grasp at any mean's of gaming a respeetablw 
livelihood, andVho w^uld fiy to such a refuge as that now proposed, with eager* 
ness and gratitude. 

We shall not here enter into any minute [prtioulara as to the general manage* 
mnnt and the rarioua regulations of such an Establishment, but we may observe' 
eit passant that the employment of tlie females need not be wholly confined to the 
siik laotory. For instance, yoKiig Ladies might be boarded and educated in the- 
same institution upon a plan and in a manner that wovdd be both- creditable and 
advantageous to all conceraed. 

Under the severe system of retrancbmeiit that now pervades every department 
of Government, we could not expect that much elective pecuniary aid would be 
granted to the institutiou, but a small annual donation from the Public Treasury,, 
and the expressed sanction of the Ruling Powers, oould very possibly be procured, 
by any influential patron. We have heard indeed, that one Lady, who ie still 
more distinguished for her humanity and condesuenaion than her exalted ranh,—.^ 
has expressed her ooncucrenoe in Miss Davy’s wishes, though she has some doubts 
of the practicability of her plan, chiefly, we believe, on account of the probab^# 
diflioulty of raising sutficieiit funds for the purpose. As however, very small 
sums, from a great number of vidiuiduals, would answer the purpose, and the na* 
ture of the appeal would come home to the bosoms of the whole commuuttyi ws- 
should hardly anticipate failure on pecuniary grounds. 

The first difficulty Would be to convince the public of the necessity oipiropriety 
of the proposed asylum, for there may be many of our countrymen in Fndia, parti* 
cularly in the Mofiiaad, who, having but seldom met wi^h iDStanoe%of female da* 
Btitution in this country, may be slow to credit the existence qf that extensive- 
distress among the gentler sex which would warrant their aupport of aueh s,q ynsti* 
tution. Others again might doubt whether reepeotable females accustomed to an 
Indian life, would not soon grow weary of the proposed omploymoDts> 'Sod th» 
xigid regularity of a secluded nunnery-like establishment} the result of which 
might be quarrels among themselves or with those placed inauthoirity over them. 

These points should be perspicuously explained, and Miss Pwry, from her ta* 
lents and good sense, we should suppose well qualified to enter into a more ciabor* 
ate statement and cooatderatioa of her plane, their prospective adventeges, 
jiossible obstacles than she has yet ofiTered, 

From her letter to the President of the Horticultural Society, we'extract thw 
following paragiaphs illuetrative ef her views, and to tbeae we have annexed am 
article on the subject of Protestant Nunneries, from a London Periediqal, which, 
should be read by those who take any intereat in Miss Davy's propositioais***-

My motive for laying the treatiae before the Soeiety,ia with the hope obtain¬ 
ing support for myself, and other destitute females, of the better classes of So- 
eiety the establishment of a PaoTESTANT hT^cNNERY. 4"he outline of my plan 
X hare now the honor to forward to you,* and you will ther€6y perceive that I 
hare adapted the regulations, to the state ofSociety in India. 

As there are no Ladles of fortune in India, who would by spending a large in¬ 
come, ins4oh hn asjrlnm, enable the managers, to receive those persons who 
could not pay, I propose annexing an extensive Silk Factory to, the establish- 
meat,.fDr reHiag the Silk worm, and out of the profits otV the Silk, to allow to 
each Lady, ao employed, a small m^tbly payment. 

Rearing the Silk worn, has been th<h occupation of the Chinese Ladies, from the 
earlieat records of their history, and might with great advantage be introduced 
in India r it wotdd be the means of giving assistai}.oe to numbers, who are at this 
time, ianguisbing in obscurity and want. 

Doubtless it would be very difficult by individual exertion to raise funds for 
such an undertaking, but a wise government, extends its justicp, and its benefits, 
alike, to all descriptions of people; surely the Widows and Orphans, of the 
natural horn eubjects of Great Britain, whose Fathers, and relatives, have ren¬ 
dered good service to the state, bare soma claims upon the sympathies of Euglisb- 
men, and the protecting care of the British Government. While Colleges are 
erected, and enekised, and Schools established, for the population, and for those of 
the Chinese and Malay, no funds can be found for the shelter, and protection, 
of the destitute females of British parentage, who, when their Fathers or Hus¬ 
bands have departed this life, their Widowa and Children, if without fortune, 
are left in a state of earthly purgatory, without the possibility, from the state 
of ludiau Society, of being able to earn an honourable support for themselves. 
Their wants and miseries, so far from meeting with commisseration, are re¬ 
pelled with insult and contempt, by a new set of public functionaries, and past aer- 
vicea are forgotten. 1 apeak from sorrowful experience. If the Government, would 
give its sanction, to a lottery on the aame principle as that for the improvement of 
Calcutta, saffii^ient fands ipight be raised, in three successive years, to furnish the 
weans of carryiijig so desirable an object into execution. 

Xt is not Charity I am soliciting, on my own behalf, and that of other distres¬ 
sed ladsski who would he thankful in being allowed to earn a subsistence for tbem- 
•rirepfif ^ means weie within their power to obtain it. We have a stronger 
^aiss bn the Government. The Portuguese, our predecessors in the East, although 
th^NMi^bSt»t eriS|awadein a semi barbarous age, have set ua a noble example of 
yQ^Uoinetitattt^; in their confraternity of the Misericordia, which has been ex- 
tendad to all thdir'Ctdouies, and is exempt from the law of mortmain,; they erect 
bbspittdo for t^lick, they bury the dead, and relieve the widow and orphan: 
in the ' lapse nf years, they hare saved thousands of Chinese infants from des- 
tradtion*. Their sarriees, pre extended alike to the mariuers of all nations. Not 
Itog ainoe an English country ship was wrecked in the Chinese seas; the crew, 
with a1a4]l, the wife of an officer of the ship, were picked up in an open boat, by 
t Ohittisi lunek, bound for Canton, where the British factory, those dignihed 
penionagea, living uoder the influence of the CWestial Empire, heing elevated 
above WeomnmonfXaiingsofbumanira, did not think 'proper, to give bertha 

{ irotaction of n British subject; the Cbioase Manoerin was in consequenoe, db- 
^(^^^Uvirhir over to the Portuguese, with ai|h^ to the senate in Mdoso^ 
ny yt^ma^^ahe was hospitably «n tertainad, and hlothad until her return to Bow* 
s^suppotlid thi l^eochman, ifho hid thi npqd fMietfn 
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beinf iftord«r«d, on board th« Chin Gb«w JBack, anablod Uim to pm»mm 
the destroyers of hia countrymen, when such a terribld instance of fSjbineS* jjwi» 
tice,'was given to the European nations. They likewise assist young men, with 
money on respondentia, for commercial adventure; they have an''institution foy 
merchant’s daughters, and others, whose Fathers, have held respytjtabie statibna 
in their aettlements, and likewise convents; for those who are religiously disposed. 
The Portuguese power ai|d dominion in the East, has now past away, but theit 
institutions, having permanent funds for theu support, have survived the wreck 
of their fortunes, and affcu;d the means of subsistence, to their impoverished des¬ 
cendants. 

. The English, with all the power a'hd wealth of India at command, have not a 
single institution, established on a permanent basis; they are all supported by an¬ 
nual voluntary subscription, excepting the Upper blilitery Orphan School, for the 
support of which, the pay of the officers, is deducted by the pay master of the 
forces, but by the existing regulations numbers of Officer’s daughters, are with¬ 
out the means*of sugport. ,A Government and community, purely commerciaf, 
such as British India, must be subject to gre'*t vicissitudes of fortune, and indi¬ 
viduals, who are in affiuence, and splendotl to day, may he involved in utter 
ruinr to-morrow j the general distress which %t present prevails from the exten¬ 
sive bankruptcies, that have taken place, has involved numbers of Widows and 
Orphans in one general ruin* and as the numbers of cases of distress, have 
increased tenfold, the means of affording relief, has decreased in the same pro¬ 
portion ; which would not be the case, if there were established funds, to support 
public institutions.

In the wholesale extirpation of monastic institutions, the nunneries were swept 
sway. The good which would have resulted from converting them into Protestant 
establishments is so obvious, that tew persons can have regarded the present state 
of society in these kingdoms as it affects women, without regretting that anoppottp- 
nity for alleviating so much evil should have been neglected. 

Women in the lower classes take their full share of occupation, and there is always 
occupation for them. But lu all the intermediate stages between low and high life 
they feel the effects of a crowded population far more severely than th| ether sex,,and 
more in England than in any other countries, for many reasons. Great part of the 
shop business on the continent is carried on fay women, in England very little ; partly 
because the spirit wherewith trade is carried on requires, in most branches, an ex¬ 
ertion of strength and activity whioli they are not ahlq to sustain ; wd partly idso 
because men have intruded themselves into those braucfies in whi^ women might 
more fittingly be etU|ployed. In no other country is the general cllliracter of society 
so ambitious as tii this, or the general habits so expensive. They have become so 
during the present reign in consequence of the extraordinary impulse communicated 
to industry and enterprise by the calls which the state haa made upon them, and by 
.t)ie improvementa in machinery. As the value of money lessened and the demand 
for it increased owing to the exigencies of the state, it was heartless and a 

hopeless attempt for individuals to accommodate their manner ofTiyiag to the altered 
circumatances of the age by retrenchment; the severest economy was insufficient for 
this. The whole pressure of the times fell upon those who had no other resouTcp, 
persons who had retired from business with what had been a fair ooippetepce when 
they withdrew ; widows and single women who had no opportunity of improvini; 
their limited means, the most suffering bur always the most uncomplaining part of 
the community. Upon the stirring and active members of society who had hOipe to 
aid them, the effect was tike that ot task-work upon the willing labourer f every 'tniim 
increased hia exertions, widened his views, and extended bis conoernsl The natutat 
consequence of this was a libet^ or rather a profuse expenditure. FrugaUty is the 
virtue of a quiet age, when m<i|n are contented with small and regular gains. Speen- 
lauon lei^a to extravagance, and when expensive habits become prevalent, and 
rank which individuals hold in society is ohieffy determined by the appearanOB wh|V'' 
they make, many persons fil^m policy as well as from pride, thiiik it neemmeied 
make an appearance beyond their means. In this state of things throtigIktitt.t' 

^ sod lower chsims tgff society, rrluldrea hstro been edaostecT far » am so ifiio 
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hi which they were born. And now when the peace which we hara won so bravely 
has put an end to our extraordinnrjr exertions, a* well ns to the dreadful expenditure 
of human lifei, the evil of a radundaot population in the educated classes becomes 
every year more and more apparent and the consequences more and more distressing ; 
every profession and every way of business is overstocked, nor can there be any 
other remedy than colonization. But modern goveruments have not been accuatomed 
to consider colonization as a necessarv part of their economy j and it cannot be ex¬ 
pected that the beat means of relieving the country from itd'sur-cUarge should be de¬ 
vised at once, noi that the public feeling should accommodate itself immediately to 
regular migrations of this kind, which are absolutely indispensable for the geueral 
good. 

All these changes have had an unfavourable eileot upon the condition of women. 
They also, througiioutthe intermediate classes, have been educated for refined life* 
Bun it is in refined life that the moral checks lo population operate with full force— 
with such force indeed as to make celibacy the lot oi far the greater number of (emalea 
wtio have liule or no fortune. Foreigners used to say of England that it was the 
paradise of women and the Jieli of horses. It is mure tlie hell of bosses at this time 
tiiau it could possibly have been before mail-coaches were invanted, and it is less the 
paradise of women. For though domeiAlc Imppiness is both higher in kind and greater 
in degree titan it possibly can be in co'intriea where morals are at a lower standard, 
tiniuner.s more frivolous, and iniruls leas''cultivated, that happiness is comparatively 
tiie lot nt few and the condition of unprotected women i.s perhaps tlie greatest evil 
in our present systeni of society. The man who is(.cast upon the woiid has many 
ctiances ; he can bestir himself to better bis fortunes, or, at the worst, Onine iolnm 
/orti jxitiirt, the world IS alt before him where to chuse ; if he fail of in success hia 
own country, other countries are open which want inhabitanta, where he may find 
sure subsistence foi himself, and reasonably hope to form an establishment for a fa- 
mih. But how many daughters of the clergy, of military and naval officers, of that 
numerous class who derive their support from life-incomes, and of those whom tho 
vicissitudes w'tiich are alw’ays occurring in commercial countries have reduced from 
nlllueuce to distress, are yearly left with a scanty provision, or with none! All the 
otrjp^j instances and all the prejudices of society are against them. Of the few employ¬ 
ments which are left for them, there is not one to which they can betake themselve* 
wuheut a certain degree of degradation, and all are overstocked. 'J'bey are falleo 
from the rank in which they have grown up, and they wither oh the stalk, not in 
single blessedness, but in forlorn defiettion ; with no other joys than wliftt religion 
can bestow, and no hope in this life except tlie prospect of the next, and the belief 
that an all-wise and almiglity Creator, who has made none of hia creatures to be mi¬ 
serable, Will reW'ard them in a better w'orld for the privations and trials which arn 
their portion in this! 

As a remedy for this evil, though it was far less in his days than in ours, Richard¬ 
son suggested the esiablisbment of Frotestant Nunneries in every country, "in 
which single wotfen of small,Or no fortunes might live with all manner of freedom, 
under such regulat^piia as it would be a disgrace for a modest or good woman not to 
comply with, wei-e she absolutely on her own hands ; and to be allowed to quit when¬ 
ever they pleased. The governesses,” he would have had, to be woman of family, 
of nil hlameable characters irom infancy, and noted equally for their prudence, good 
nature, and gentleness of manners. The attendants for the slighter services should 
be the hopeftil fema|le children, of the honest poor. ” Do yon not imagine,” be oon- 
tinnes, ” that sac}0 fociety as this, all women of unblemished reputation, employ¬ 
ing ih^selvesai^i^,h.{ consulting her own genius) at her admission shall undertake 
to employ herself,'niaiji supported genteelly, some at more some at less expence to 
the foundation, according to their circumstances, might become a national good; 
and particularly a seminary for good wives, and the institution a stand for virtue in 
an age given up toluxury, extravagance, and amusements little less than riotoua T’ 


Riiobardson’s scheme proceeded no farther tlian this suggestion ; but even this, as 
coming fromgi man of such deserved celebrity, is interesting. Among the attempts 
which have been made to institute something like a Protestant nunnery ,'Mr, Fosbrook 
mentions the curious establishment of the Ferrar fatuly at Little Gidding, Be is 
mtstaken in calling it a nunnery, because it contained ptrsons of both sexes ; and he 
is mistaken also in saying that '* this Protestant nuniirery was no other than the old 
’"jmnwu.”—The bouse at Little O^dding bore no resemblance whatever to a begui- 
- A more plaoaihle scheme was proposed in Ji6Wl,efor ” an academy, or col- 
,%er«i»,”8ay8 the ptogrsmtna, “ young ladies may, atavery moderate expence* 
llk|:L'^iraiotbdiiitha tena Proteatant xeligton, iud in all virtuous qaalitiei that 
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may adorn that sex ; also be carefully preserved and secured till the day of their 
marriai'e, under the tuition of a lady governess, aiid grave society of widows and rir» 
gins, who have resolved to lead the rest of their lives in a single, retired, niligious 
way, according to the pattern of some Frutesunt colleges in Gertnanj.’'’ 

A similar establishment was instituted in mi6, under the sanction of her late Ma« 
jesiy i nor has there ever been aayiustuuUou mure worthy of the stieution add the 
libeial patronage of the public. 

In the spring of 1815, tins Dowager Duchess of Buccleugh, Lady Carysfoot, Lady 
Anson, Lady Willoughby, and Lady Clonbrook, having taken into consideration the 
plan of an institution calculated to afford the comforts of life at a inouerate expr,n->tj 
to ladies of respectability andsmull fortunes, agreed to form au assoomtiou tor the 
purpose of promottpg establisluneutif of that nature. l<adv iaabellu King is the per¬ 
son to whom the merit of having originated this association is due, and the suit 
higher merit of having hitherto superintended the institution winch by her means 
was formed. The most frequent objections which site liad heard adv<iitce<l against 
her favourite object were, that a society ot women —EvgUsh women, belonging to the 
church of Euglai^d, could never be expected to live together in peace. With the 
fervent hope of pfovingsthat these reflexions OD her sex, her country, and her reit> 
gioii were unfounded, Lady Isabella quitiedt a hie more congoiual with her Uste 
and inclinations, and engaged in this undertakmg. 

The general object of the plan as first proposed, was the promotion of societies 
so regulated that the larger payments of one part of the community thrown into a 
joint stuck, should reduce the payments of the remainder to a couventenc hunt, 
without subjecting them to any unpleasant feeling ot pecuniary obligannn. and 
that all should engage themselves, as far as their situation would aduiic, lu be¬ 
nevolent and useful occupation ; their agreements in such pursuits serving as a bond 
of union. It was thought, however, upon fuither coubideiation, that no institutioa 
ought to rest wholly for support on an arrangement which would expose u to great 
incouvenience, perhaps total failure, on thu removal of the richer members. It 
was agreed, therefore, that a sum ot from ten to fifteen thousand pounds should be 
raised by the association as an endowment for the primary establishment ; and that, 
as au additional support, a limited number of apartments should be allotted to such 
ladies, friends of the undertaking, as would agree to reside there, paying a high 
yearly rent for their rooms to the funds of the establishment, and conforming equal¬ 
ly with the other inmates to the rules of the instiiutioii. The Queen contributed 
and signified her intention of subscribing „£‘100 annually. Iho late Princess Char¬ 
lotte, and the other Princesses, contributed j£bO each. But notwithstanding this 
distinguished patronage, the whole sum which could be collected in the course of a 
year fell considerably short of five thousand pounds, whereas it had been hoped that 
from ten to fifteen thousand pounds might be raised, and less could not suShce for 
putting the institution upon a permanent establishmeni. Anxious, hovfever, that 
the institution should be no longer delayed, and hoping that when its practicability 
should have been tried and proved, the good would be, so manifest as to ensure 
suocess in a iutiire appeal for public support, Lady Isabella K.ia)r ofi'ered to take 
upon herseli whatever risk, or responsibility might attend it, and proposed to give 
a year for a furnished house in Derbyshire. Lady VVUloughby WMof opi¬ 
nion tltat it would be better to have the institution in the immediate vioinity of 
Hath, and offered to pay the difference of rent which this arrangement would oc- 
dasion. Accordingly a lease of Bray brook House near that cttpi Was taken for 
three years, at a rent of j|^'40O a year. , 

It bad originally been designed that for each ^50 accruing to the insti» 

tntion from the interest of the collected fund, one lady should be admitted, payiujg 
on her part annually for her apartment and board. But the first step ttiiiea 
by the residing mnuagers was to make known their determination of not drawing 
upon the fund, but leaving it to accumulate for thiee years, during wbfch time 
the society engaged to defray every expence of the establishment, rent and taxes 
included. , 

The tliree years devoted to tb^ experiment have elapsed. To those who consider 
the formation of such institutions as desirable, it will be gratifying to learn that all 
who are personally concerned in promoting this undertaking, all who have actutdif 
visited the establishment and made themselves thoroughly aoquuinted with its ar^ 
rangements, are cordially d^ir^us of its continuance. The experiment was. fairljr 
tried, and it succeeded perifctly,* No lady quitted the society who was elected 
after the first year that ia after the principles of the goeiety were moA geilBraUf 
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kttowo. Bai i<» Wgalaf aad tetired bahit* fully uaderlitood. It has been ptmei

The Vizier’s recon¬ 
ciliation with the Reeideut, took place ou the Sd October 18tS, when Hukeem 
Mehdee had been banished from “ liis Excellency’s Councils, and treated as an 
enemy and a traitor !,!!!!!!! “ The grounds of the Hukeem’s animosity to tho 
Kesident must be obvious ; be had opposed his accession to power ; he bad disap¬ 
pointed his views of proceeding to Lord Hastings with treasure, and he had urged 
a reform which must prejudice his interests^, n^iukeem Mebdee’s Amilship must

LucxxoW'i—Notices from this quarter sfiecuiate on the probabilities that Mehdi 
Ah Khan, will be finally and formally confirmed iii the office of Minister, and that 
Agha Meer will be released ; or otherwise. Though not obviously related, these 
events, it would seem, are in some degree connected. 

1'he King is stated to have written to the Resident, proposing a particular day 
for the formal inveetitare (in bis presence) of Mehdi Ah Khan with the Robe and 
other insignia of the office of Minister. 

As no notice bed been taken of this communication, inferences were drawn, that 
the measure w.{|s one on which the British Government had not finally decided, 
end theNawab is stated in consequence to hare withdrawn, tor rha present, front 
Interfetence in publio affairs. The sentiments of the English Gorerumeut ou thw 
question were expected with considerable anxiety. 

Ihe guards of the King, (previously removed from the house of Aga Meer) had 
been also rethored Aom those of his dependants in conseqticuue of a communication. 
0^1 fke part of the British Goveniment. Aga Meer had made soecessively several 
large deposits of money in the Treasury of the Resident to meet eventually any part 
ofthe various claims wbieh«had been set up against him on the part of ihe'Kmg and 
ollbers, means ofcioareyanoe for a journey bad also been collected. Such are the 
oiroumetances mentioned indicating the probability of bis departure ; and of these 
' it wonlff aeem, his rivalahad adroitly availed themselves to injure Mehdi Ali Khan 
•Syith the J^ihg; They are stated to have urged that their efforts during two and 
bh}fyebM-;^l^ detained the object of H. M.’s hatred and bis dependants in confinO'. 

Ali Kban in a few weeks bad alioweu the withdrawal of the 
King^f gttarii|j||||P^^tributed to the enlargement of Aga Meer; events which under 
their.mnnag^iin^W]iw^fitdl never have taken place. It is mentioned that these repre* 
•entattdns had inme some impfeasion on the mind of his Majesty and that the party 
by whom they,were made had prepared for His Majesty a letter of remonstrance to 
tbo Governor General which the King had forwarded to the Resident. Subse* 
qOently buvrever it would seem from the same cause, Sahit Ali the uuforiuuatn 
Moonsbiii|h9 drafted this letter had been placed by the King in arrest.

Lucknow.— The complexion of affairs in this quarter appears unaltered. A tier|* 
ous difference is mentioned as existing between the King and the Resident, ^ 
consequence of the letter of complaint addressed by the former to the Governor 
General. The writer o^thia letter Moushi Sahib Ali (aa stated in our last notio* 
of Lucknow newg,) had been confined hy the King. It was reported to His Majes¬ 
ty thxt the writers in the Residency Persian Ofiice had openly repeated the tenorof 
an order received from Calcutta, viz. “ That whenever the individual who had 
created the diffei^nce and >11 wilf between the Resident and the King was ex- 
** pellsd from the Court of the latter, the intercourse between the Resident and 
** the King would be resumed : otherwise there was no necessity for the same.’* 

Mebdi AH Khan is enderstood to bo the Individual here glanced at. The News- 
writer accordin|;Iy observes, that this individual was singularly unfortunate. “ Th,« 
Kins' is displeased wi^ him on account of the relaxatiou of securities in reaoeet to 
Aga Meer and the approaching release of thatvnerson ; while the Resident apparent¬ 
ly is offended by a retnoustranoe on this siibysct addressed by the King to the Go¬ 
vernor General. True it is, that that iVlehiit Ah Khan had come verv inopportune¬ 
ly. 'I'he Resident had required from the King the surrender of the English Writer 
of Mehdi Ali Khan, au Europian, and bad dismiased him after the conffuemeiit of 
two davs, Th- ground of ins arrest and detention are not stated. 

Sonaultali, and the other eight ilirearrabs of the Residency who were imprisoned 
a vearago when Colonel Lofkeit had taken charge of the Residency, have been 
lately senr by the King to the llesideiK. “ People are inquisitive as to the nature

Lucknow. —A mass of these Akhbars as usual afford little worth extrsotiflg. 
The moat prominent topic is the expected release of the long imprisoned Aghu 
Meer. Ilia familv and effects had been conveyed to Cawnpore under charge of % 
Strong escort of Dragoons and Infantry. The Resident is stated to hive adopted 
this precaution on an apprehension that some attempt might be made to intercept 
the party on its route. It was expected that Agha Meer would follow iiame<^iatet|r. 

These events are stated aa very unpalateahle to the king who bad oalculbted oa 
the indefinite detention of the nrisooer. The party at Court opposed to Mtintaziat- 
ud-Dowlah, were taking si^antage of these occnrrenoes to divert from the Nswsb 
the Royal favor by representing that his bad, management sad inteiffil^rende had 
caused what wss so offensive to bis Majesty. The Nawab' hbirsTSt apj^SfS IS l>« 
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'ftitl in poMenion of tbli Horiil confiden««, but it is aniieipatsd tbnt tbc^ «xp«et#d

bis creatures can nnJf admire th« strange vicissitudes in human affairs.” 

Munim Kbao and Mohammud Bnicbsh who performed cea^ain useful administrative 
offices fbr bis Majestv, had been punished and disgraced. It would seem that thejr 
had erroneouslv deemed it part of their duty to take a foretaste of the delicacies 
wbicb thev catered for the Roval appetite. , 

Janki Bursliad who transacted the pecuniary’ affairs of ibs^,deceased Minister 
Taal All liad withdrawn from Lucknow. 

The Resident bad made a written communication to the king to release Jafir>ooz- 
2oman. This individual had originally been confined at the Residency as impiica< 
ted in a forgery oonnectedwitb the case of Ham Duval and thencS transferred to 
the king, under the influence of Moiitazim-ad.Doulab. < 

Great progress had been made towards ihe liquidation of the long arrears due to 
the servants of the State and the r«la|'ions ofthe king. For this purpose the Nawab 
bad raised a large sum on his persoriaircredit. fie bad also undertaken for tbe punc* 
tual collection of the puhlio revenues for fire years at a considerable advance. 
From this arrangement which appears to have occasioned general satisfaction, ex« 
tensive benefit was anticipated. It placed ibe public receipts on a secure footings 
and at the same time relieved the agrieuliural population from the oppressive ex¬ 
actions of numerous and constantly changing independant Araiis. It apoears to b« 
ianderstood that the arrangement now made with the Nawah is a preliminary to th« 
general introduciton of a direct settlement with the individual Zemindars and 
occupants of tbe soil.—‘Bengal Hurkaru, Oci. lH. .

Mhaindee thd Minister thm at the bead of aifairs, when it is 
Ifdown thntnntil the last few months, the Hukim has been living lot many years in 
3retirefflbit4*i.Fjartilckabad. • 

But there ;|,a< other evidence of error in the union of Hakim Mhaindee’s name 
with this very td^r^bble story. 

I’he 'itnfartu®|if|;jlttjSineer is stated to have become obnoxious to the minister 
(Hakim Mbai&db44.fy Khan) because that person '* feared a rising competitor; 
B3 well fcnowiplg thaf the meanness of liis own birth and functions had been no 
obstacle to hisadvaocemont.” 

Now if you will look into Vol. 2, of the late Bishop’s interesting journal you will 
find that he states distinctly that the Ilakuii is a man of great het editary affluence and 
ifijSlueRee, aptateiseiit quite incompatible with that above recorded of his supposed 

birth and functions.*' 

if seyms clear therefore that Bishop Heber alldded to Aga Meer, the late mi- 
pisiet to the late King, who ico* a man of low birth, and iuneiions, and who was 
Minister at the period when tbe Bishop wrote ; and in all probability at tlie time 
when hit correspondence was prepared for the press by bis widow.

Before the Chief and Jmtice Byan. 

In the ensA of the Will of General Martin, the three suite coneoUdated in 1819, 
came on for bearing this dav' upon further direction. 

We do not pretiipd to give at ieDgih the arguments of the learned Counsel in 
this case, they would notin full be generally interesting to our readers, they would 
be far beyond what our limits could afTurd, and we shall therefore confine ourselvea 
to a general view of the points upon which they rested their clients* interest* 
and the arguments urged in support of them. 

The Advooste Genaeal, after Mr. Cochrane bad opened the ease, said, that not- 
wiihstnndiug its importance he trusted he should not be compelled to go at length 
into jhe entire case, stating its different detjifs, but that it would be sufficient for 
him in the first instance, to address himself to the principal points, for be would 
he followed by his learned friends for the City of Lyons, whose interests were 
nearly connected with his oifn, and they would fill up any omissions which be 
might make. 

The Advocate General first addressed his remaks, to the domicile of the testa¬ 
tor, urging that it was English, or at least such as rendered it impossible, that 
his property and efifects, could pnder the will, be otherwise distributed than by 
English law. The next point he took was as to the residue, which with the 
exception of four lacs and half, he might perhaps feel it his duty to claim oti 
behalf of the Crown, he considered ahojpW^a distributed according to the 
will of the testator, or his meaning as it could be collected from it, and 
go amongst the difi'erent chanties mentioned in that will. With leference to tb* 
first point, the domicile, he would look to the evidence which bad been giveh 
before the Master on the reference and from that be collected ; that Generid 
Martin was a Erencbmaii and bad come out to Pondicherry at an early age in the 
service of Lis country ; that be subsequently entered the service of the United 
Company as a Cadet and rose through its different gradations tillhe antirsd St tb* 
rank of a Major General; that he lived for some time at Lucknow wbsto he died 
and now lies buried, and theu urging such arguments as be cOutd advance, leave 
it open to the Court to determine, where hU domicile was, but he wotild contend, 
that from the time of his first being a Cadet till the period of hia^deStfa, he was 
under the controul, and enure political controiil, of the United Company; re¬ 
ceiving, though for a number of years in the service of a foreign state then in al¬ 
liance with u, his half-pay, all be was entitled to under existing regulations; 
that he took no office though in the service of that country, except by consent 
already obtained, and was appointed to his command thsre sf, the reoomm^dse 
lion of the United Company. ' , > * 

In proof of these facts, the Advocate General first referrerff^W/Ithe evidence olf 
Col. Imlack, who stated, that the testator had lived at Lucknow'end commandedl 
the Vizier’s troops in the Mysore ; that be continued in his service till his death/, 
and could only have taken that command by consent of the British Government. 

The next evidence to which the Advocate General referred, was s letter from 
Government in January 1786, which shewed that General Martin then wMt intd 
the ssrvioe of Oude, on an application from the Vtsie* to the .British Govern¬ 
ment, to have a proper officer appointed to the superintendance Of bis arsen|l, 
only by the, consent or rather the appointment of the British G^verpmept. * . ' / 

The next was a letter to the Resident at the Vizier’s Court imqusinting 
with the appointment of Captain Martin, and then a letter o( p'subiieqiient da^p 
to the Resident, from Lor4 Osrpwaliis, requesting him petsonaBj to sWaiii lb 
Col. Martin, in snswer to his rsmonstrance, that according to atipulatign, bf eouH 
puiy have bidf-pay and should look for thereat to the Viueij l^ieop 
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©f «Tid<!>ne» WM an attmt of « latter from the Resident to Lord Morningtoo, 
elating the tt||>{)otalisaeat of the testator to the command of the Viaier's troops 
in hetdj dated in December, 1798, a fete months before his demise, toge¬ 
ther with the consent of government that he should assame that command, (and 
then foHaws the material part) from his known zeal and activity in the service of 
the Vnittd Companv. 

The Advocate General did not know that, in the first instance ha would be re¬ 
quired to show, that the testator bad an English domicile, but he considered that 
jhie taking office in the service of the British Government was sufficient to prove 
that; in this opinion the Chief Justice agreed, and the. Advocate General cited 
the case of an Alderman of the Mayor’s Court c^C'ilcutta a German, to show that 
n foreigner having ever taken upon himself the legal character of an Englishman, 
«ouId not plead that he was a foreigner ; and also, the case of Bruce and Bruce, 
where it was decided, that a Scotchman, when be was in the Company’s service 
in India, had acquired an English domicile, though be bad remitted home funds to 
the country of his birth, and stated, that it was his intention toteside there, and 
that his property and effects should be administered according to ib« English law, 
and stated that it was supposed tb|t teatator had died at sea, yet the place of 
demise formed no part of the consideration in di^termining that case. 

The Chief Justice remaiked that there could be no doubt,, tbat in the Mofus- 
eil a Scotchman was subject to English laws, but ho believed foreigners were not 
considered in the same light as Englishmen, unless resident in Calcutta. In the 
Upper Provinces a Scotchman would no doubt have tliesame rights as an English 
or ail Irishman, a Frenchman he thought would not. 

The Advocate General thought that, this (ii.-itinction, in the present case, had 
-been done away with, in consequence of he testator’s having entered the mili- 
•tary servico of the United Company, which has been decided to give an English 
domicile ; and therefore, thougn^':^^iight be a foreigner, he would be still sub¬ 
ject to the jurisdiction of this C^rr, then if General Martin had by such ser¬ 
vice acquired an English domicile, he contended that such was his domicile 
when he died, for, trora the cases which hecited it appeared, that no person 
could abandon an old domicile till he had regularly acquired a new one ; that 
the original domicile continued in this intance was plain indeed, for be never 
divested himself of the coutroul of the British government, up to the tune of bis 
death be received half-pay as an officer from the East India Company, and never 
assumed command in any other service, except by their consent first bad ; for these 
reasons he contended the testator bad acquired an Indian domicile, which wus 
in effect the same as an English. India for that purpose being considered within 
Canterbury, and not aucli a domicile as would effect the distribution of his pro¬ 
perty according to hie wilf under the English law./ 

The Advocate\ieneral next roferred to the evidence of a Mussulman taken 
before the Master, from which it appeared, that the testator according to the 
Bflahomedan law could have had no domicile, under the circumstances, in a 
Mabomedan country, and further that after his death his will should be carried 
into effect, pot aOoording to tbe laws of that country but bis own, for be says, 
a Mustameezi hi%'Ctii>siders not to be a subject; he can leave the country when 
be Hlfes, and I'd'whirrs he pleases ; if he dies, his property will go to his Christian 
Jrelatiyes, and tf tdht to a Christian country, will be divided according to the law of 
that country ; but if those relatives went into the Mussulman country, it would be 
divided.according to Mabomedan law; but in case it got into the bands of persona 
residing in Calcutta, tt was bis opinion it would be divided according to the laws 
^prevalent tbercq unless the Court wished it to be divided according to the Mussul¬ 
man law. *This witness considered an officer lent to the Prince of a Mussulmaa 
country, where be resided, to be a Mtistameen aird not a subject. 

The Chief Justice bers remarked, that the only point upon which he felt any 
doubt, for he was surrtfae Company hSd taken care to place their officers above 
the native dr any Mabdmedau laws, was as to the manner of disposing of the pro- 
perty of ffireigners wbodied in the Mofussii. • * • 

/In the c^ of an Armenian he was sure the property would he distributed by 
we Pwriuciid Cotuts, acoordibg to the Ariaeitiau law, and theo putting the oase 
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of » Frenchman not a British subject, boir would it be diipoaed of and what, 
was the usage t on this point hie Lordship appeared to think it would be nacea« 
ary to hare a reference. . , , ' 

The Advocate General Feared that nothing satisfactory could be obtained front' 
auoh a reference, as to the practice of the Mofussil Courts; but the Chief Justica 
remarked that the Master had not informed the Court whether any cases of that 
kind bad been brought b^ore it, and if so what had been the practice and all this 
he could have ascertained by esumming the Kcclesiastica} Register, and then the 
Court could, if the case were earned further, be able to furnish tbe authorities at 
home with all information in their power, as to what had hitherto been tbe prac» 
tioe in such eases in this country. • 

The Advocate OAieral felt so strongly the weight of tbe cases he had cited, 
and he knew it would be so ranch to the benefit of his frien<ia tor that next of kin 
to press that investigation that he should not be disposed to occupy further 
their Lordships’ attention upon it, but he would submit that unless it were unmter' 
rupted usage recognized by law, it would be of little weight. 

The Advocate Genial next came to tbe question of the residue, and ho was 
informed that his learned-friends for the next ^f kin would claim that part of it un¬ 
appropriated under the will, but this be conkended could not have been the inten- 
tron of the testator, for charity seemed to have been the object continually in bia 
view aOd from bis own words it might be collected, that be wished to be remem¬ 
bered by Ins charity in the ■world as the great benefactor of man. The Advo¬ 
cate Genera] read sections from the wiH to show, that he bad directed cettain 
funds to bo invested, and Indigo Factories to be carried on, and when tbe profits 
increased above acertain sum they were to go to the benefit of chaniies andcould 
it at the same time he contended, that he intended to leave these sums to those to 
whom he had bequeathed certain specific legacies ; then if such was not the 
intention of the testator and that any of these proposed charities or establishments 
could not be carried into effect, tbeir I^^ff^ips would appropriate the Funds 
to tbe credit of those charities in such a way as would, as nearly, as possibla 
come within tbe intention of the testator, and he, the Advocate General, would 
contend that they should be distributed between the other charities. 

Mr. Advocate General concluded by stating, that be did not abandon, but might 
perhaps feel it bis duty to lay claim on behalf of the Crown, to the real estate in 
Calcutta and its proceeds, amounting in all to four lacks and a'half of rupees, on 
the ground of General Martin having been an alien. 

Mr. Cochrane followed and went into a lengthened history of the proceedings in. 
the case, flora the death of General Martin to the consolidation of the three suits 
in 1819, and subsequently from that year to tbe present time, and stpted that 
some unaccountable delay marked the entire proceediuls. He coltended that tbe 
question of domicile had already been decided ; it was arguett on exceptions 
to tbe Master’s report and determined, and against that decree the parties in¬ 
terested bad not appealed or taken any further proceedings, and be therefore con¬ 
sidered that they were now bound by it and that the Court could not alter it if 
there was to be any consistency in judicial investigations, ami if tbe public bad 
snyright to see their Lordships’ decrees supported, and what^. he asked would ho 
the consequence if the doctrine was to be now raised, that the Court was not 
to be bound by these decrees, and that the domicile of the testator aboutd ho 
found to be in Oude I why that all the money which had been expended under thi# 
will was illegally paid out, for the testator was a Mussulman. 

Mr. Cochrane next applied las arguments to the residue and contended' that tho 
great principle, throughout the different clauses of tbe wdl, was chatity, ia. 
the teatator’a own words “ that the donor might be known after «liia death” 
for he ordered the funds for tlie charitable bequests and pensions to be set asidti 
from tho best pari of his fortune and deposited in the safest possible gecurity. 

The Learned Gentleman here cited cases to show that the Court wga empower*, 
ed, where they couHt not give full effect to a charity mentioned in the will, th 
carry the testator’s iutflntifn*ii^o operation in some manner, as nearly as ppspilila 
approaching to bis expressed wishes. That charity was bis grand objnet ha con- 
tandad from variana parts of tha will upon which ha ralied, to if Utf |poart could 
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it would nftifiw ft* ftind# «pproOTf- 
at«d to th«, td tb* n*« of kin, for •acb could . w>t hor* b««H his ia^ntion 
wb*rf ho g«Te tfa*m specific legsoios } tb* question would thso b*,in wbst msnner 
If wju to be applied 1 end be ebonld contend that tbs Ctloatte cbsritr wm best «u. 
titled to it, *8 the most beoefieial institution* 

Thr<;j^jtef Juatice stated that he thought at present that there ehonld be a further 
foTestiWtioa, first upon the point, whether sny qdalificatton of bis natursHsstiort

On the Chief Justice taking his seat this day, he observed, with reference to th* 
lirst point which he thought yesterday evening would require further investigation. 
tUaUaking into consideration the fact, that at the time of the teststor’'8 death, Eng¬ 
land was at war with France,in which country a system of government and laws exisi- 
•d to which the testator owed no allegiance, and which were never recogniaed br 
^nglatid, or any rule, other than that of the exiled King, the only protection the 
Oovernment could hold out to the testator was the English law and that coupled

Mr. Prinsep oonsiderad that in tbia country thara azistad no power, for tb# 
crown could not delagata it, to uatoralisa foreign aubjaets, though it might to, a 
certain extant malta a djpniaen, and ba apprehended the court would not, from the 
ciroumsteuces, look at denizens here in the aatne light as in other places, for 
this country was acquired by ot’‘'<l*teBt, and then it waa an admitted principle, 
that in all such cases, the old law must prerail unless new ones are introduced, 
now in the Mofussil no law of escheat existed bat Magietrates tri^d aH eases of 
escheats under the M&homedan law, and if it were so, then in this case all pro* 
party went as directed by the will, and did not revert to the crown, but to his rela¬ 
tives in his native country. If the Mahomedsn law of escheats prevailed in tbia 
ease, it would go far to settle the question, for then all property went under th« 
will, which the^ourt bad declared to be good and suiheient, and put at once an end 
to any claim on the pirt of the crown for these provinces had been oonquered, 
and the government have no rights, but wbat^ad been given by the Mahomedan 
law, and for this reason it was important to decide the question, by what law ch« 
real property in Calcutta was to be distributed it would come to the point, does 
property grunted to aliens revert to the crown after their death 1 this was of great 
importance, for nothing could Se more dangerous than the principle contended for 
when so much land was held by foreigners in this country. 

Mr. Frinsep next remarked, that he had been given to understand, the next kin 
claimed the unapplied residue and the legacy left for the establishment of the 
Lucknow charity, because it could not ba earned into effect. To such claims be 
was not instructed to offer any opposition, but he should imagine their Lord¬ 
ships were not inclined to raise any new cha^ies, and would therefore divide 
these sums amongst those already in existeiglc, to bis relations, the testator 
left specific legacies, while the absolute sum to chanties could not be well sscer- 
tained as it wos to go on increasin'^ and being applied to the enlargement of 
them, aud this showed that such charity was the obect, principally kept in view by 
the testator and for this reason the residue ought to be divided between the 
Caicntfa and City of Lyons Charities. , 

Mr. Prinsep said it bad been referred to the Master to enquire ae to .^he srin of 
Louis Martin, with a view to ascertaining the reaidue, and beyond thilli, Ifttb the 
exception of the practice in the Mofussil of distributing the property of,.' foreign¬ 
ers, there appeared nothing to be referred back and be thought, that the Court 
was in such a situation, as to determine most of the points and eetitle whethei; all 
the property was to pass under the will or a part was tb revert tef the Cdisipany 
as the delegated Sovereigns of the country. If the testator bad i 'right to. hold 
land in the Mofussil by deed, be might pass it to another, bj will to hi* Trustee, 
as was meant to be done in this case, and it bad beeh deoiaed. by the Court in 
a former instance, that in the case of an alien holding lands in Calentla/tbe widovr 
wks entitled to her dower, eo that the son of an alien,, he beihg boro u> Calcutta, 
might inherit. 

The Chief Justice remarked that it had been slmi decided, that an alien the son 
of an alien could not inherit. 

Mr. Clelsud followed Mr. Prinsep on the same side, and be contended for twp 
points : first, that the testator at the time of his death had an English dommil* « 
secondly, that the residue, as tha Lucknow charity could not beaffeetedt must goto 
tha othar charities aud that the doctrine of eypre did not apply to it. Upon tho 
first point tha case of Bruce and Bruce was strong, as he held a commisdlmai in th# 
Company’sSarvioe,andthecaseof Munroand Douglas was also worthy of aineh 
attenifion ^ m that ossa the testator died in Scotland. Mrs, Monro claimed ihjSt 
hie domieila was Scotch, which if she eoold maintain, by the law of that opnntrf 
she would be entitled to half his property and she founded her claim npon ihi 
priaeiple of Seotefa law, thtt*vlieii anmn has acquired aa«w domicUe i^nd loses 
tt, he ta ceneidered to belong to his domicile in origin; in England be thtoonsidey* 
ed to belong to. the senond tilLhe htui regulsriy aeqniied • nsw oxtpji «fid in 
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thst (!«iM jt vsi <!eci(]«d, that Mnnro, holding a conSlaisBion, bad acquired an 
KnglUh dbmielle and where he died did not signify. The case of the Indian 
Chief sboiyed that a foreigner-residing within any of the Faetoriea of ^ the East, 
fraa auhjeot tb the British law and that an Indian domicile was in fact an English 
on»t the case of Bruce and Bruce was an express authority. 

Mt. C^aland contended, that the Court would not consider this as a case of 
inteaticy, where the testator had put himself under the piptectioa of the British 
law and,wished, as was evident from his will, hia domicile to be considered as Eng* 
Ush; and, tbisbaennsidered took it out of the cases of intesticy. It appeared 
from the WiB, (part of which he here read at length) that tjte ipleotion of the testa¬ 
tor was, that,the residue should he kept Uli «t amounted to ten lacks, and them 
he distributed sniongsc the Calcutta and Lyons charity, and' as that in Ooda 
could not ba established, it must revert to the other two mentioned. The 
court could only appropriate the fund for Lucknow in the way stated in the will, 
for though'Bte.general rule was as laid down by Mr, JRoper, that where a charita¬ 
ble bequest could nut be given edeot to in the way stated in the wjll, the doctrine 
cypre applied and the funds, should be appropriated as ueasiy as possible in ac¬ 
cordance with the wishes of the testator ; but there was an exception to this where 
a specific not a general charity was the* intention, as in the case before the court, 
where the clear object was to gratify bis ambition by the establishments and sup¬ 
port of particulsr institutions. 

Mr, Cleland cited several cases to shew first that, where a bequest was left 
for a specific charitable purpose, that to appiv it to any other Was a bad bequest; 
secondly, that where a charity was left for a particular purpose, it could not be 
given to the poor at large ; thirdly, that if it was the intention of the testator to 
give charity generally, the rule was the Court could apply it. but not unless it ap¬ 
peared so clearly from the yrill, so that, the Lucknow charity having been given for 
the estabiishment of a College, the Court could apply it in no other way, but the 
funds must go with the residue to/f^tb^^other charities, as they appeared from the 
will to be the great objects of the testator’s care. With reference to the lauded 
property in Oude, under the Musselman Law, ha had a right to distribute that 
under hia will. , 

Mr. Miiiobin begun by stating to the Court, on the part of one of the next 
of kin, who had sent out a power of Attorney to Mr. Ahbou with directions to 
bring hisinteresU lorward, his right, on the authority of a ca-w ju England, to be 
allowed to came in now, though at a late period, consenting to be bound by the 
decree. 

The Chief Jfftice remarked diat he might, but it should be brought forward by 
asuecific mntiod-and it might, he thought, be done iBter the hearing. 

, The Chief Jt Slice enquiged who was the attorney for the city of Lyons and was 
informed’thaf |di. Abbott had a power of Attorney for both the City of Lyons and 
the tiexi‘ of ikih, and that Messrs. Ronald and Master wereihe Attornies in both cases, 
-V . Mr, began by stating, that if General Marlin had not been a Christian, 

reiidibgii^j^he kingdom of Quda,be should have held that he Iji^d, at the time of 
his death, ♦ l^ahpuiedau domicile, but he felt the weight of tha^'faot, and would 
notprese lfi oppi? hia arguments to the charities. 

'-Mh* Miool^llt^tfi his remarks, took four different points, upon which be argued 
with greet talebt; the first was, that where the charity was to ba established out of 
the jurisdiction of the Court,in a foreign country, the Court bad no power over the 
funds to distribute them, and he cited in support, the ease of the Provost of Edin* 
horovgh versus Aubry,'by which it appeared, that where a bequest was made in 
Eaglaud for the estabUsbment of s charity in Scotland, the Court of Chancery bad 
bo^ power*to .dietcibote it, but mast pay it over to the Scottish Court to be by 
lb«U applied. • 

The Chief Justiee remarked, that this waee obriatian charUy. and aaked if its 
Arntribution was to he left to the Mabomeden Governmeat of Oude, and was Con- 
•tantia Houeeto.be kept up for no purpose! 

«' Mr, Miiichin observed, that be was for tbatreeeoidliionBider it void, end even 
^tb#€oart felt itself bound to keep up the House whevetdie testmor lies buried, 
l^tte were void i he ne^t eeme to (he eeoond pert of his ergqioent which 
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wai; that there a particular mode of dietrihutiou pointed out hythe will of 
the (eatator, which formed the essence of the bequest; that it could not be distri¬ 
buted m any other way tban that pointed out, or the bequest was roid. The testa¬ 
tor in his will, at great length pointed out, the manner in which the building was 
to be carried on, and it could hardly be denied that the great object and essence 
was the establishment of a College for Christian education within the walls of 
Constantia, and the releaae of prisoners; from the Report of the Master, it appeared 
that effect could be given to neither of the objects,those were therefore void; 
but beyond this, there was tho fact of their being in a foreign country, and their 
Lordships had therefore no jurisdiction over the funds to distribute thein> 

The Chief Justice remarked, that*tbere was no finding in the repoftof the Mas¬ 
ter, that the House of Constantia could not be kept up, and the Court might still 
appropriate funds for that purpose, but was not some beneficial use to be msde 
of it 1 

Mr, Minehin contended, that if the charity could not be carried fully into effect, 
in all particulaMB, that being void in part, it was void in all ; but the doctrine of 
cy-pre or the argnmeift that their Lordships could apply it m any Other wav was 
of no weight in the case before the Court ; thgre was no doubt they would when 
the charity was given for a general purpose ,eand if there were no trustees, the 
King as parm/mtriae could distribute the funds in any chanty be pleased. He 
cited the case of Maurice vergus the Bishop of Durham, and contended that the 
Court bad no power to distribute the funds in a foreign country, and provided 
the bequest failed by tbe law of that country, it was void, and then went to the 
third point; that wliete there was a bequest which could not be earned into effect, 
it goes to the next of kin and not into the -esidue. This Mr. Minehin contended 
he would show from the will itself, and for this purpose he read tbe first clausa 
by which it appeared the testator bad applied a specific sum to it, and tbe last to 
show that he bad not provided font in the ra eiduary clause, as he never contem¬ 
plated a failure of the charity, and cited where tbe testator directed, that 

after tbe payment of all debts and legacies; the residua should be given lo and sq, 
but one of the sons dying it was decided that his legacy should be divided be¬ 
tween tbe next of kin, and not go into the general residue. 

Mr, Minehin came lastly to the point; where bythe residuary clause, it was pro¬ 
vided, that the residue, if it amounted to ten lacks was to be divided, if the third of 
that sum, in consequence of the inability of tue Court to give affect to tbelmCknow 
charity, be carried to tbe credit of the others, that would be a residue upon a residue 
and must therefore go to the next of km, and this he supported upon a case cited 
from first Swanson. Mr. Minehin also claimed the legacy wbiciyii4 .l»'a4lti left'by 
the testator to Pure Martin, and there was no doubt that it badlnpsed^ mi he died 
in the life time of the teatator, and this amounted to fosty thousatfd mpiibB With 
interest. With reference to the question whether or not the geifpilid redidue had 
been disposed of by the will, be had felt tbe force of it very strongly, and ha 
should not press it, but he claimed on behalf of the next of kin/ the entire 
amount of the bequest to the Lucknow charity, which could not be carried into 
effect; the sum which was to be invested, sufficient to rsalUe four thousand 
rupees a year, to be paid for the release of prisonereio Ouda, which ooUjid not be 
done ; the third of the residue of ten lacks which was to gC tO the Lucksow 
charity, and the lapsed legacy of Fere Martin.

Lucknow i* a irr^gulari dirff town, extandin^ along: th# south aids of ft 

Binall stream called from its serpentine roursfe, the Gootutie or Aleander, and decO" 
rated with a number of beautiful gnrdens laid out on its banks,' The Palace of ih* 
King', lies towards the eastward of tlio town, on the river side and fronting it. It 
consists of SI'S principal Cojirte—the first is an area called Pttttih Mvhlfth for hia 
Majestv’s equipage and attendants. Tbe eptraoce to this place is through two 
loftv gatewnvs, over the first is a room called the Nowbut Kh^nS qy Orcheatra fnr 
martial music, whi#h plays morning an^ evening. The second ii» tho state apart¬ 
ments encompassing a square garden, -together with an external enclosure for 
Bmaller rooms. Tliis is called Powlie, from a large well within it, which includes 
8 stair case and smaller recesses, with openings in the well from top to bottom. 
These rooms arcs calculated for cool retirement during the hot weather—the aper¬ 
tures through the wall^of the well, and the dripping of water renders the air quit® 
refreshing. At the corner opposite the Jiowlie^is an arcaded chamber with a piaaaa 
for sleeping in during the solstitial months. Ahe dimension of it are about 18 feet 
square, with a boarded floor—^pordas, (falling curtains) of khus khus and crimson 
velvet superbly embroidered fi\Jup the arcades. All round the piazza are fountains 
falling iiiio a car^'ed marble bason from whence servants continually sprinkle the 
khiiS'khiis purdahs. 

Parallel to the second Court,and to the eastward of it, is a handsome edifice raised 
on ,in arched terrace, entitely of stone. This building called Sungee Dalaua (or 
Sioiif Court) comprise® a grand hull, surrounded with a double arcade crowned 
witli four cupolas at the QornerB and one at the principal front, covered with silver 
doubly gilt, at the extremity of the terrace are two wings for morning and evening 
resort. From both fronts extends a long^ower garden beautifully laid out, and 
divided into parterres by walks ami fountains - along the side waUf runs a corridori 
forming one continued arbour of vines, which shades its whole ro^. Tft this garden 
there are four entrances, one on the North aide, through a covered passage for thft 
access of the ladies, two others through spacious gateways on tbheast and west; 
and a fourth on the south. Within the precincts oi this garden il-Uj'smftU mosquft 
with gilt meeuars, commodious ofiices, and swings for ladies exercise/ 

To the north of the Sungee Galaun is another garden Court oWltftining public 
offices erected by a Dowlah called Mutcbee Ithowan, remarh^ille fornothing 
further than being the first structure of the Subahs of LunkuotVit.j^tt a line with 
Mutcbee Phowan and to tliei west of it lies the Zunanah, thi^lheavy pilea of 
unshapely houses called Sheesh Muhul, Khoord Muhul.aiid Eupg Miifhttl,, the walls 
thereof being high, with fe# windows, and those small and taf|ie^, nothing of 
course can be discerned -^t^hin them. ; i'' 

Separated from the pid||iee by a street only is a flower garden called Miooain Bang 
bordering on the river, add enclosed with a brick wall covered with ttjinea. In its 
front Stands three stone bastions, the two corner ones supporting^arehe®, two 
oval fluted cupolas covemd with silver, gilt, <; 

On the centre bastion stands an octagon summer house with a flat roof, and with* 
in the Garden are parterres^<|bnntaina, baths and dressing rooms. Before all th« 
gateways of the palace and Zupanahs, are aareena, or small walls, which eoQoeal 
the entrances, ' 

On the summit of almost all the roofs of the palace (particularly the Zuna» 
nahs) are bred flocks of pigeons, to the number of about an hundred in each flock. 
They are selected for the beauty of their plumage and those of einfllar colour 
fsuch as white with black beadf, black with white tails, all brown, all mottled fisc, 
cec.) are kept together. Boys are employed to feed and teach them variety of 
flights. When on the wing they keep in a cluster, and at a whistle fly either ftWi^, 
ascend, descend, or return home according to the signal. 

, During the whole day an«h nig^t elephants, camels, and horses, ftB soeoutred, wiili 
palkees, guards, and all sorts of attendants ready attired, remain in odhstaahmftit'' 
ing before the gates of ^e palaea.

the Widows of Subaltern Officers, and other Ladies in the Army, whose husband* 
being on service in the field, are left exposed and unprotected in ftprts, Iproposw 
to admit; as boarders, at the rats of their huibands’ pay ; and tbs widows accord¬ 
ing to the amount of their pensions. I apprehend ths Hoogly district, in or near 
Bandel would be the mo«f sfi^iUs place for an establishment of tlis kind, as bein|; 
but a short distance from lbs Presidency, and in the ueigbbourhood of good Society. 

There has been hitherto but little encouragement given to ladies, who have esta¬ 
blished Schools in India; aS all who have the means, send their children to England 
for education, whits those, who place them in Seminaries here, pay go irregularly, 
and there are so many ehil'dren left, in a state of destitution on tbs hands of tfaa 
Ladies who have establish'ItteTits of the kind, that it is not in thoir pOwer, to’'psy 
assistants, properly qualified for the task of tuition. From ths information 1 bavo 
Received, for the last twenty years, there hpi^e been only two Ladies, who have 
engaged in the Scholastic line, that have remized a competency to IMItire bo. Front 
the retrenchments, that liave taken place, in every department^^tifid' the agents 
cot being disposed to make advances, as heretofore, anew order bf tihingf, must 
lake place, which will oblige parents to educate their female chil(|f^d;atl;*ast, in 
the country. If the 03ioer|) of the Bengal Army, who constitute pro¬ 

portion of the Company's cbrsnanted servants in this Presidency, would 'j|iVs their 
Support to the annexing a school to the establishment, much good midhtWi^ks from 
such an arrangement, as one of the heaviest burthens on a junior without 

Staff appointment, is the expencs attending the education of his If re¬ 

gular payments were made, it would be in the power, of the Lady Imaoj^rs, of 
such an mstituiinn, as is now submitted to the public cbnsiderstioS, sudilfibre es¬ 
pecially to the Officers of the Bengal Army, to educate children w »'(e|b!||,S:pence, 
snd at the same time, give them the advantage of every aocOmpUshmi'dt'flpy nould 
acquire in England. I am of opinion, if the Government would giv* itrsapport 
to the undertaking, that the public contributions should be paid intd.fke bands of 
trustees, appointed by the Supreme Court. No doubt there are miuiy gentlemsa 
attached to it, who would receive the contribution, without ohiiif|^|h§*«ommisSiob» 
and appoint a committee tosbhle in what manner, it should be aputoprislsd,; the 
sxpence of furnishing a bouse, for such an establishment, would ns much less iQ 
India, than in England, as every Lady here, is expected to furnish bar oWtt 
apartment.

In out Correspondence departnteatwill be found a letter from Miss Davy havdt^ 
reference to some remarks of ours on her plan of a proposed Asylum in this uoithh^jp 
for respectable females of straitened or distressed eircurastances. We'heVa'blraa^f' 
expressed our general approbation of her scheme, though we suggested the prohehl* 
lity Of any thing like monafffic^saclusion or severe manual exercise bsii^ considbf- 
ad an insuperable objection to females in this country, acoustoi&ed to, an .indolani 
and easy life, as fat as corporeal exertions are soncam^* tUt poiiMi 
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JVlisa Davy has satisfactorily explained. No emplovraf^tof a tryingf nature would 
be required, and the retireiueiu would by no meuna be r yid, as for tour months ll>e 
management of tlie Silk Fiu tory attached to the estahhshment, and which would 
be the principal labour, would he almost suspended, and during this period the 
ladies might occupy their time as they pleased, m visits to their friends <ir homo 
occupations and ainu-enjents. 'i'he piotiosal of attaching a school to the Asylum for 
the education of cluldren is one tli.n has our hearty approhtitioii, form no way could 
necessitous ladies nioie irracefully and usefully em]iioy themselves than in teach* 
ing the *'young idea how to shoot.'* 'I’he time is last approaching, we fear wlien 
many of our countrymen, who in hajipier davs wnuhl never have thought of edu¬ 
cating their children anv where hut in Englanfl, will be compj|iUed by the narrow¬ 
ness of iheir means to etlucate them in this country. 

It IS therefore highly desirable, that schoolh ohouUl he established on a footing 
at once rei^souahle and respectable, and if the proposed asylum stiould be earned 
into effect, we have every reason to suppose that a scliolastic insiimtioii connec¬ 
ted with u, might be the meaiis ol increasing the fund of|tho g?nenil pstahlisli- 
tnenf, and adding to the comforts of the females, at the same time iliat many of¬ 
ficers and others in limited circiimstSnces might be enabled to rear their children 
li> a decent and creditable manner at almall expenee. 

We recommend Miss Davy to make her plan somewhat more decisive and ex¬ 
plicit, and disiribuic printed cooies uf it with afiplications for pdtrouago and 
support.—Bengal Htirk. and Chron. Nov. 5.

The lofty posnion in wfticb the Doctor so unexpectedly encountered an eiten- 
Btve tract of shell formations, was ascertained by himself to bavi- an elevation of 
15,000 feet above the sea. One uf the larger blocks, coiiipo8*-d of a multitude of 
ebells of different sriea, imbedded m a matrix of calcareous lula, was broken off 
from a solid mass of 150 cubic feet, apparently all of the same structure. 

Upon an examination of these fossils, four classes of shell formation were dis- 
tinguished. 

Isi. A bivalve, varying in size from a quarter of an inch to two inches, very 
closely resembling the Luin, a iresh water shell which exists in great abundanco 
in tho plain.s, at the foot of the lower hills, and throughout the Dooab. 

2nd.' Varieties of the Card lu in : the matrix m which these are imbedded dif¬ 
fers iroin the loriner in being more calcareous. Many of the shells are lined wiih 
crystals o|j carbonate of lime. 

3r(l, Varieties of the Ammonite, Nautilus, and Gryphita genera. Most of 
lliem mineralized by iron, clay and pvrites , sonfe enclosing calcareous crystals. 

4tb. Belemiutes and Onhoceratites, mineralized by the same inatenai as the 
Auiuoniles. Of the two laife; classes of fossils, Dr. Gerard had, on a former occa- 
mon, presented a rich assoriineut to the Society. Tjjeir abundance in tho beds 
01 various ^oantainouB torrents especially tho (yiinduk, had been long known, as 
theylorm an indispensable article in the Sacra of the Hindu Thakoorowaree, 
tiuttM the name gf tb* Saligram, Tbg ocegrreaee, bowever, of the freah water 
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ptjftll Unio, at tlio el<‘vatioii of l.'j.OOO ft'et. Las been first Wougbt to light by Dr. 
Oerani's enterprising visU to these ioity regions.

Tbe subject of Mr. Hurnard’s operufion on tbe hip joint, was a Native boy about 
twelve years of age, who, by a tall from a tree, had sustained a very severe com- 
pourid fracture ot the right thigh bone, some tn o inches below its neck. When cal¬ 
led to (he boy, Mr. Ilurnard found that the hmb up to tbe fracture, was in a state 
of mortification. Above tbe fracture, there n us a small extension of mortification 
—but there appeared no disposition of it to soreati liigher, «nd nearly tbe whole of 
tbe parts affected could be included in the incisions foiming the flap, 'i'be bopa 
ofsafetv 10 this case was of course very faint, but even this Mr. B, consider* d it 
Ills duty not to abandon, and lie nerformed the operation accordinglv. The whole 
liocmorrhage did not exceed ibree or four ounce*!. '1 be operation and dr< ssing 
occupied about twenty minutes. '1 be, bov bore it well, and was returned to bis bed 
very little exhausted. Symptoms o» 'I’etanus. however, supervened—and bis Ufa 
was three days afterwards terminated by^ tbe disease. 

Mr. Thomson’s (of Alalauca) case of wound of tbe abdomen was that of a young 
'Malavan, who was reported to have been stabbed through the body with a spear 
on the tfoth of AjiriJ, 'i!i:i(L Mr.'J'homson was called to see the man next day. 
He found him laying on his right side with bis legs drawn up, complaining of vio¬ 
lent pain in bis bowels, wiib urgent thirst and vomiting. Countenance anxious, 
skin clammy, respiration difficult, and pulse small and weak It is unnecessary 
ill this place to pariiculaily describe the wound—suffice ii, that it was apparently 
of a very serio,us nature, was carefully and judiciously treated, and that the 
man was quiteowell again by the J4ih June. 

Air. llutchinsou's case was one of post mortem examination, for judicial inves¬ 
tigation. A Native have been beaten and kicked about tbe s'oniach, breast, &c. 
An irregular jagged rent or hole was found in one of the small intestines, which 
at once pointed out the cause of death. 

Rajah Jvaleekissen's letter stated that Docat'S, Inglr, or Tobacco, is used 
tlie Natives as a Narcotic in lootbacb. it is so used in C’alarrb, and in both 
instances in the form of cigar. In cases oi hoarseness, a little ot tbe leaf is ad¬ 
ministered in a fiaiai, or in combinattoii with Betel. Accordingly, Native aingera 
use it on this account. It is also taken as a .''ternufatory, in the form of powdet 
,~.and in doses of three or four graii..s is given as a purgative. 

Mr. Ljfidsay’s operation of Lithotomy was performed on a BraLmin boy sis 
years old. Mr. Lindsay proceeded upon the princqde of ivhat is called the Cel- 
alaa opaiatioa—'aud the boy did well.~'C**nie;n;fre/(t Uusette.
